Life 
State   general   agent   not  entitled  to   com- 
mUsion     on     change     of     policy     issued 
through      general      agent      in      another 
state;    "solicit." 

General  agent  for  life  insurance 
company  in  state  of  Virginia,  pro- 
hibited by  his  contract  from  soHciting 
insurance  outside  his  own  territory, 
held  not  entitled  to  commissions  on 
change  of  a  convertible  term  policy, 
issued  through  the  office  of  the  com- 
pany's general  agent  in  New  York 
City,  into  a  20-payment  life  policy, 
not  having  procured  New  York  gen- 
eral agent's  consent,  though  change 
took  place  at  instance  of  brother  of 
insured,  not  at  Virginia  agent's  active 
solicitation,  and  though  policy  was 
not  original;  "solicit,"  in  general 
agency  contract,  not  having  been  in- 
tended to  have  narrow  and  restricted 
meaning. 

Action   to   prejudice    of    party   must    have 
been  caused 

A  waiver,  to  operate  as  an  estop- 
pel, must  arise  from  conduct  evidenc- 
ing both  knowledge  and  an  intention 
to  waive  the  right  in  question,  and 
the  party  against  whom  an  estoppel 
is  sought  must  by  his  conduct  have 


caused  the  party  who  invokes  the  es- 
toppel to  have  acted  to  his  prejudice. 

Counsel  for  the  plaintiff  emphasize 
the  fact  that  this  policy  was  not  an 
original  policy,  but  that  the  assured 
was  entitled  to  it  by  virtue  of  the  or- 
iginal renewable  term  policy.  We 
are  tmable  to  agree  that  this  makes 
the  slightest  difference.  While  it  is 
true  that  the  assured  had  the  right 
under  his  original  contract  to  have 
the  20-payment  life  policy  issued  to 
him,  and  the  company  was  obliged, 
under  its  contract,  to  do  so  upon  his 
written  application  therefor,  it  was 
none  the  less  a  new  policy  of  insur- 
ance, costing  the  assured  a  very  much 
larger  premium,  securing  correspond- 
ingly larger  benefits,  and  imposing 
upon  this  company  new,  different, 
and  greater  obligations.  As  it  con- 
stituted a  new  and  different  policv 
which  the  company  was  required  to 
issue  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
assured,  no  reason  is  perceived  for 
applying  any  different  rule  to  it,  un- 
der the  plaintiff's  contract,  than  if  it 
had  been  an  original  application  re- 
quiring a  medical  examination. 

T.  A.  Cary  seeks  to  recover  of  the 
Northwestern  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  $1,448.04,  which  he  claims 
to  be  due  as  commissions  upon  a  life 
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insurance  policy  issued  to  Baronn  G. 
Collier. 

The  controlling  facts  leading  up  to 
the  controversy  (omitting  such  de- 
tails as  we  think  immaterial)  are 
these:  On  December  2,  1909,  the 
company  issued,  through  the  office 
of  its  general  agent  John  I.  D.  Bris- 
tol, in  New  York  City,  a  convertible 
term  policy  for  $50,000  upon  the  life 
of  Collier,  who  was  a  resident  of  that 
city.  The  assured  had  the  right  there- 
under, within  seven  years  from  its 
date,  upon  his  written  request  made 
while  the  insurance  was  in  force,  and 
without  further  medical  examination, 
to  have  this  policy  converted  into  any 
form  of  life  or  endowment  insurance 
issued  by  the  company.  Just  before 
the  expiration  of  the  seven-year  per- 
iod, C.  M.  Collier,  a  brother  of  the 
insured,  wrote  to  Montague,  an  ag- 
ent of  the  plaintiff  (the  plaintiff  be- 
ing the  company's  general  agent  for 
Virginia  and  other  specified  territorv, 
with  offices  at  Richmond),  inquiring 
whether  it  would  be  perfectly  proper 
for  him  to  handle  the  transaction  so 
as  to  get  the  commission  out  of  it. 

This  Mr.  Collier,  brother  of  the  in- 
sured, was  the  father-in-law  of  Mr. 
Montague,  the  subagent,  and  the  mo- 
tive stated  was  to  secure  the  com- 
mission for  him.  After  reading  his 
contract  and  instructions,  Montagitc 
conferred  with  the  plaintiff  (  who  in- 
formed him  that  he  could  see  no 
reason  why  the  conversion  should  not 
be  made,  but  to  send  him  the  policy, 
and  that  he  (the  plaintiff)  would  (to 
use  his  own  language)  "put  it  up  *^o 
the  company,'  of  course,  clearly  mean- 
ing to  refer  the  question  involved  to 


the  company  for  decision.  Monta- 
gue wrote  to  Collier  that  he  could 
handle  the  matter  and  thus  make  the 
commission ;  that,  while  under  the 
agency  rules  he  could  not  go  to  New 
York  to  solicit  such  a  policy,  under 
the  circumstances  there  would  be  no 
trouble  about  it. 

Insurance  company  not  estopped  to  rely 
on  agency  contract  as  against  suit  for 
commissions. 

Life  insurance  company  which  re- 
ceived from  general  agent  in  \'ir- 
ginia  a  term  policy  issued  through 
a  general  agent  in  New  York,  witli 
request  for  conversion  into  a  30-pay- 
ment  life  policy,  held  not  estopped 
from  invoking,  as  a  defense  to  the 
Virginia  agent's  suit  for  commis- 
sions on  the  change,  his  contract  pro- 
hibiting him  from  soliciting  insur- 
ance, renewals,  etc.,  outside  of  his 
own  territory. 

Burden  of  proof  on  agent  suing  for  com- 
mission. 

The  burden  was  on  the  general 
agent  of  a  life  insurance  company 
suing  it  for  commissions  to  show 
that  he  was  entitled  to  them. — ^^Cary 
V.  Northwestern  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co., 
S.  C.  A.  of  Virginia.  103  S.  E.  R. 
580. 


Fraternal     Life  —  Presumed     from     unex- 
plained   absence   for   7    years. 

The  absence  of  a  person  from  liis 
former  residence,  unaccompanied  bv 
circumstances  reasonably  accounting 
for  disappearance  on  a  theory  not 
involving  death,  and  continuing  for 
7  years  or  more,  without  communica- 
tion with  family  or  friends,  without 
explanation    of    failure    to   communi- 
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cate,  raises  a  presumption  from  whicli 
the  jury  may  find  the  fact  of  death, 
unless  the  opposite  party  introduces 
evidence  to  rebut  presumption, 
though  there  was  no  proof  of  dili- 
gent search  for  him. 

By-law    limitation    not    applicable    in    case 
of  presumption  of  death  from  absence. 

The  by-law  of  a  fraternal  benefit 
association,  requiring  actions  on  the 
certificate  to  be  commenced  within  18 
months  after  death  of  insured,  does 
not  bar  an  action  based  on  the  pre- 
sumption of  death  from  7  years'  ab- 
sence, since  there  is  no  presumption 
as  to  when  the  death  occurred,  and 
especially  when  the  insurer  denied  the 
death. 

Fraternal    society   cannot,   under   reserved 
pow^er,    change   contract   rights. 

A  fraternal  benefit  society  ma}-, 
under  a  reserved  power,  amend  its 
by-laws  in  matters  relating  to  the  in- 
ternal government  of  the  society;  but 
it  cannot  so  amend  them  without  the 
.consent  of  the  insured  as  to  impair 
the  essential  obligation  of  its  insur- 
ance contract.  New  by-law  cannot 
abolish  presumption  of  death  from 
absence. 

Fact    that    absence    began    after    new   by- 
law does  not  render  it  applicable. 

The  fact  that  a  member  who  was 
insured  before  a  new  by-law  was  ad- 
opted, abolishing  the  presumption  of 
death  from  7  years'  absence,  dis- 
appeared after  the  adoption  of  the  by- 
law, does  not  render  the  by-law  ap- 
plicable to  his  certificate. — Haines  v. 
Modern  Woodmen  of  A.  178  N.  W. 
1011. 


No  change  of  beneficiary  w^ithout  requir- 
ed written  assent  of  ofBcer. 

Beneficiary  of  life  policy  providing 
against  any  term  or  condition  being 
varied,  except  by  written  agreement 
of  president  or  secretary,  cannot  be 
changed  by  mere  notice  to  change, 
at  least  where  it  does  not  appear  that 
insurer  had  sufficient  time  after  no- 
tice and  unreasonably  neglected  to 
take  the  requisite  action  thereon. 

Condition  of  policy  making  it  void,  if 
assigned,  waived  by  insurer  paying  in- 
surance. 

Condition  of  a  life  policy,  that  if  it 
be  assigned  it  shall  be  void,  is  waiv- 
ed by  insurer,  though  refusing  to  pay 
to  the  assignee,  paying  the  insurance 
to  insured's  administrator. 

Life  policy  can  under  statute  be  assigned, 
notwithstanding    provision    of   policy. 

Civ.  Code,  declaring  that  life  pol- 
icy may  pass  by  transfer,  impresses 
a  rule  of  public  policy  on  that  class 
of  contracts,  so  that  an  assignment 
is  valid,  notwithstanding  contrary 
provision  of  policy. 

Testimony  of  assignee  of  life  policy,  su- 
ing insured's  administrator  for  the  in- 
surance, held  competent. 

The  assignee  of  a  life  policy,  suing 
insured's  administrator,  to  whom  in- 
surer paid  the  insurance,  as  for  mon- 
ey received  into  his  hands  without 
lawful  right,  and  for  which  he  should 
account  to  plaintiflf,  was  entitled  to 
show  by  his  testimony  all  that  he  did 
under  his  contract  with  deceased, 
making  payments  to  deceased,  assum- 
ing obligations,  and  paying  premiums, 
in  order  to  sustain  his  assignment  as 
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valid  .'111(1  on  sufficient  consideration ; 
it  not  being  a  case  of  seeking  to  en- 
force a  claim  against  the  estate,  but 
to  recover  money  not  belonging  to 
the  estate  and  in  which  it  had  no  in- 
terest.— Lewis  V.  Reed,  1!)2  P.  335. 
Cal.  Dist.  C.  of  Ap. 

Judgment   for  defendant  and  plain- 
tiff appeals.     Reversed. 


Insured's  false  representation  ais  to  health 
and  cause  of  death  of  parent  avoids 
policy. 

A  policy  of  life  insurance  issued 
upon  an  application  in  which  is  con- 
tained a  representation  by  the  insur- 
ed that  one  of  his  parents  had  died 
of  measles,  and  w^s  in  good  health 
until  within  two  weeks  prior  to  such 
death,  may  be  avoided  by  the  insur- 
er, upon  a  showing  that  such  parent 
died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  in- 
stead of  measles. 

Policy  may  be  avoided  where  insured  did 
not  disclose  that  a  sister  had  died  of 
tuberculosis. 

A  policy  of  life  insurance  issued 
upon  an  application  in  which  is  con- 
tained a  statement  of  the  insured's 
family  history,  and  which  the  insured 
represents  to  be  full  and  complete  in 
every  jjarticular,  will  be  avoided  at 
the  instance  of  the  insurer  by  the 
failure  upon  the  part  of  the  insured 
in  such  application  to  disclose  the 
fact  that  one  of  his  sisters  had  died 
of   pulmonary   tuberculosis. 

Avoided  by  False  Statements — Knowingly 
false  representation  in  application  as 
to  health  of  relatives  avoids   policy. 

While  the  condition  of  health  ol 
one   appl}ing   for   a   policy   of   insur- 


ance at  the  time  such  apj^lication  is 
made,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the 
health  of  his  relatives,  is  ordinarily 
matter  of  opinion,  and  if  the  assur- 
ed, without  knowledge  that  his  own 
health,  or  the  health  of  such  rela- 
tives is  in  any  wise  impaired,  in  good 
faith  answers  that  the  same  is  good, 
the  policy  will  not  be  defeated,  even 
though  it  turns  out  that  such  answer 
is  not  correct ;  yet,  if  such  answer  is 
made  with  knowledge  upon  the  part 
of  the  insured  that  one  or  more  of 
the  parties  in  regard  to  whoiri  the  in- 
quiry is  made  is  afflicted  with  a  seri- 
ous malady,  it  will  constitute  a  false 
representation. 

Policy  issued  on  application  containing 
false  statements  as  to  attendance  by 
physician  may  be  avoided. 

Statements  in  a  policy  of  insurance 
that  the  assured  had  not  been  treat- 
ed by  any  physician  within  a  certain 
time  for  any  disease  or  ailment,  and 
had  not  consulted  any  physician  with- 
in such  time,  are  material  representa- 
tions, and  the  insurer  has  a  right  to 
rely  upon  the  same  being  made  upon 
the  personal  knowledge  of  the  insur- 
ed, and,  if  they  turn  out  to  be  false, 
a  policy  of  insurance  issued  upon  an 
application  containing  such  false 
statements  may  be  avoided.

Firel — Delay  in  Presenting  Proofs — Serv- 
ice One  Yc-ar  and  a  Day  After  Fire — 
Penalty   Enforced 

On  or  about  the  5th  of  May,  1911. 
the  four  insurance  companies,  de- 
fendants, issued  a  joint  policy  upon 
three  separate  buildings  in  the  village 
of  Hurleyville,  Sullivan  county.  New 
York. 

These  buildings  were  burned  upon 
Oct.  16,  1911.  Thereafter  and  with- 
in 60  days  from  the  fire  the  plaintiff's 
attorneys  sent  the  defendants'  agents 
what  purported  to  be  proofs  of  loss. 
These  so-called  proofs  of  loss  the  de- 
fendants   sought   to    return    to    plain- 


tiff by  enclosing  them  in  an  envel- 
ope directed  to  the  plaintiff  at  Hur- 
leyville, with  the  statement  of  the 
objections  made  thereto.  This  envel- 
ope with  the  enclosure  was  returned 
to  the  defendants  as  not  delivered. 
Thereafter  the  defendants  inquired 
of  the  plaintiff's  address  and  were 
informed  that  any  communication  to 
the  plaintifif  might  be  sent  in  the  care 
of  these  attorneys.  The  defendants 
at  once  sent  to  the  plaintiff,  in  care 
of  these  attorneys,  the  claimed  proofs 
of  loss  and  objections  thereto,  which 
they  had  mailed  to  the  plaintiff  at 
Hurleyville. 

No  new  proofs  of  loss  were  served. 
These  proofs  of  loss  were  not  in- 
troduced in  evidence  by  the  plaintiff', 
and  upon  the  defendants'  attempt  to 
introduce  them  in  evidence  the  court 
rejected  them  upon  the  objection  of 
the  plaintiff's  attorneys. 

The  defendants  pleaded  the  short 
statute  of  limitations  provided  in  the 
contract,  which  required  an  action 
to  be  commenced  within  one  year 
after  the  fire.  This  plea  should  have 
prevailed.  Inasmuch  as  the  attempt- 
ed servLe  upon  the  agents  of  two  of 
the  defendants  was  insufficient,  plain- 
tiff must  rely  upon  his  service  upon 
the  superintendent  of  insurance ;  that 
service  was  made  upon  the  17th  day 
of  October,  1913.  *  *  *  It  is  im 
possible,  therefore,  for  the  plaintiff 
to  escape  the  penalty  of  this  delay, 
and  the  complaint  should  have  been 
dismissed  upon  that  ground. — Policy- 
holder V.  Pittsburg  Underwriter,  N.

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THE  PAST 

In  1791  "or"  for  "eur"  or  "our" 
was  "a  fashionable  impropriety"  in 
England,  but  defended  by  Johnson. 
The  spelling  "honor"  was  used  by 
Shakespeare  and  is  accepted  by  dic- 
tionary makers  in  England. 

The  present  moment  only  is  ours ; 
the  past  exists  only  in  effects  and 
records  and  memories.  The  past  is 
a  teacher  of  the  present,  and  whoever 
fails  to  learn  or  scorns  the  lessons 
will  be  punished. 

The  earliest  companies  in  England 
to  transact  this  life  insurance  were 
the    old    Amicable    (1706)     and    the 

\  London  Assurance  (1720)  and  the 
Royal     Exchange      (1720).       These 

\  three  companies  insured  only  on  the 
term  plan.  The  Amicable's  policy 
was  renewable,  but  the  sum  insured 
depended  upon  the  number  of  deaths 
occurring  each  year.  The  London 
Assurance  and  the  Royal  Exchange 
issued  non-renewable  one-year  term 
policies  at  premium  rates  of  about 
5%  per  annum  irrespective  of  the  age 
of  the  insured.  The  last  two  were 
stock  corporations  transacting  fire 
and  marine  insurance  principally,  and 
life  insurance  as  a  side  line,  and  they 
are  still  in  existence  and  have  just 
celebrated  200  years  of  existence. 
Life  insurance  on  scientific  lines, 
however,  dates  from  1762,  for  iii 
that  year  the  Old  Equitable  of  Lon- 
don commenced  business  on  the  mut- 
ual plan.  It  was  called  the  Equitable 
because  it  charged  premiums  propor- 
tionate to  risks  run  at  various  ages ; 
it  issued  life,  as  well  as  term,  policies 
from   its  earliest  days ;  allowed  days 


of  grace  for  payment  of  premiums ; 
allowed  reinstatement  in  the  event 
of  lapse ;  charged  extra  premiums 
for  hazardous  risks ;  contemplated 
dividends  to  its  members,  and  was  in 
fact  not  very  different  from  our  pres- 
ent-day companies,  except  in  this  one 
fact,  that  it  never  employed  agents 
or  paid  commissions.  All  this,  be  it 
remembered,  took  place  some  years 
before  the  birth  of  our  nation. — Wm. 
A.  Hutcheson,  at  Convention  of  Assn. 
of  Life  Ins.  Presidents. 

In    1865

Artificial  Conditions  in  Business  Still 
Continue,  and  Reductions  in  Premium 
Income  must  be  Expected 

By  "artificial"  conditions  we  mean 
those  due  to  the  war  and  inflation, 
such  as  cost  plus  construction,  gov- 
ernment operation  of  the  railroads, 
general  strikes,  price  guarantees,  de- 
preciated money,  decline  in  gold  pro- 
duction, high  wages,  increased 
freights,  and  the  beginning  of  lower 
prices  and  much  unemployment. 

The  present  effects  are  cancella- 
tions of  orders,  reduction  of  mercan- 
tile stocks,  shutting  down  of  factories, 
lumber  mills  and  mines,  less  buy- 
ing and  selling,  less  building  opera- 
tions, the  withholding  of  grain  and 
cotton  and  woolen  products,  and  the 
embarrassment  of  banks  lending:  on 
the  same. 

Will  there  be  more  fires? 

These  unfavorable  conditions,  grow- 
ing out  of  the  great  war  which  ended 
two  years  ago.  will  not  last  long,  but 
until  fairly  normal  conditions  are  re- 
stored insurance  interests  will  suffer 
in   premium  income  and   possibly  in 


loss  ratio.  No  class  of  insurers  can 
reasonably  expect  to  write  as  much 
business  as  in  the  past  five  years, 
and  some  companies  will  reinsure  amJ 
retire.     Failures  are  not  anticipated. 


Business  conditions  in  1921,  the 
readjustment  period,  will  be  reflected 
in  the  volume  of  insurance  premiums 
of  every  class  of  companies,  and  also 
to  some  e.xtent  in  the  losses. 

If  premiums  fall  off  to  any  large 
exent,  it  will  follow  that  there  are 
too  many  companies.  There  will  be 
reinsurances,  sales,  consolidations  and 
retirements,  as  notably  after  the  Civil 
War  and  after  the  bank  "panic"  of 
1893,  when  .some  forty  fire  companies 
retired. 

Will  a  struggle  for  business 
weaken  boards? 

Unless  a  city  burns  there  should 
be  no  failures,  but  "fleets"  may  in- 
crease or  dissolve,  and  some  of  the 
new  or  the  weak  companies  may 
deem  it  wise  to  retire.

The  novelist  Zangwill  wrote 
"America  is  the  melting  pot  of  the 
nations."  Certainly  the  nations  are 
pouring  into  the  "pot"  many  kinds 
of  people,  descendants  of  many  an- 
cient tribes,  who  mix  but  do  not  fuse. 
The  tribes  and  religions  do  not  inter- 
marry and  therefore  do  not  "melt" 
Perhaps  it  is  better  so.

Sacramento. — This  city  has  too 
many  fires,  according  to  J.  H.  Ste- 
vens, manager  of  the  Pacific  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau,  in  a  recent  lecture 
Among  the  many  causes  of  prevent- 
able fires,  he  mentioned  the  habit 
of  people,  including  insurance  men, 
of  reading  in  bed  with  a  drop  cord 
electric  light.  The  cord  is  twisted 
around  a  bedpost  or  over  the  head 
frame,  and  the  cord  wrapping  wears 
out.  Fires  are  thus  started  in  wood- 
work or  bedding;  also  smoking  in 
bed  and  falling  asleep,  he  himself 
having  rescued  and  carried  out 
twelve  smokers  who  had  thus  started 
fires  an  the  lecturer  spoke  of  a  bad 
habit  of  handy  men  who  when  a 
fuse  ("a  fireman")  burns  out  substi- 
tute a  copper  wire  or  small  coin  and 
allow  it  to  remain  and  perhaps  be  the 
cause  of  a  fire  when  the  next  "over- 
load" comes.  I  might  add,  burnt  out 
bulbs  are  also  used  to  make  contacts, 
with  like  possible   incendiary  effects.

— Fires  in  the  homes 
and  business  places  of  six  Japanese 
have  brought  out  evidence  of  incen- 
diarism. The  most  serious  fire  was 
in  warehouse  of  Kamakawa  Bros., 
where  the  damage  was  extensive, 
the  loss  amounting  to  $5,000.  The 
K.  warehouse  was  burned  down  a 
month  before  and  this  one  had  just 
been  built.  A  few  hours  later  an- 
other Japanese  house  was  set  on  fire. 
These  incendiary  fires  are  regarded 
as  resulting  from  race  antagonism 
and  recent  agitation.

The  rates  payable  under  float- 
ing insurance  are  variable.  The  gen- 
eral idea  is  a  limitation  of  risk  so  that 
the  market  cannot  be  caught  with 
long  contracts  at  fixed  rates  as  th-* 
life  assurance  market  was  caughr. 
Business  expanded  so  prodigiously 
during  the  war  that  most  of  the  prof- 
its went  to  the  Exchequer,  which  was 
not  unjust  seeing  that  the  business 
arose  directly  out  of  the  war.  For 
another  twelve  months  marine  com- 
panies will  still  be  paying  excess 
profits  duty  on  war  business. 


In  Its  Fiftieth  Year 
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The  example  of  one  company  which 
in  four  years  made  a  surpkis  of  £U2G,- 
OUU  and  paid  £108,000  in  income  tax 
and  excess  profits  duties,  is  typical 
of  the  abnormal  conditions  prevailin^f 
Now  that  the  market  is  settling  down 
to  legitimate  marine  insurance  there 
is  a  close  parallel  between  marine  and 
fire  insurance.  In  both  the  expansion 
in  income  is  due  to  increased  values, 
and  higher  gross  profits  will  arise 
from  the  larger  turnover  rather  than 
from  higher  rates  of  premium.  A 
steamer  falls  to  be  insured  upon  its 
replacement  value  rather  than  upon 
the  original  cost  of  building.  In  a 
competitive  market — there  is  no  ring 
in  marine  insuranse;  Lloyd's  and  the 
companies  fight  like  wolves — the  rate 
of  profit  may  be  expected  to  fall 
though  the  gross  profit  on  the  larger 
turnover,  in  comparison  with  the  pre- 
war business,  will  probably  be  a  good 
deal  higher  than  it  was  five  years 
ago.  Dividends,  as  with  fire  offices, 
are  paid  out  of  the  receipts  from  in- 
terest, which  have  gone  up  with  the 
expansion  of  funds.  The  war  has 
been  very  kind  to  marine  companies, 
and  the  big  composite  offices  which 
now  nearly  all  have  marine  as  well 
as  fire  branches,  can  view  with  phi- 
losophic calm  the  disappearance  of 
profits  in  their  life  departments.  That 
disappearance  affects  policy-holders 
much  more  than  it  does  shareholder.^. 

The  above  appeared  in  the  Man- 
chester Guardian  Commercial  some 
time  ago.  Reference  to  income  tax 
and  excess  profits  duties,  which  ab- 
sorb so  much  of  the  company  gain?, 
suggests  conditions  more  unfavorabl-:; 
than  anything  in  this  country. 


15,219    Persons   Burned   to    Death. 

We  have  seen  in  print  the  estimate 
of  15,000  lives  yearly  lost  by  fire  in 
the  United  States  and  have  doubted, 
but  now  from  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  which  gathers 
statistics,  comes  the  statement  that 
in  1920  the  number  of  fire-caused 
deaths  was  15,219,  and  that  17,640 
persons  were  seriously  injured. 

Think  of  it!  Every  week  30  hu- 
man beings  are  burned  to  death.

New  York  State  Life  Report 

Part  two  of  the  annual  Report  of 
the  New  York  State  Insurance  Re- 
port, Jesse  S.  Philhps,  Superinten- 
dent. Deals  with  Life  Insurance, 
and  is  dated  November  15,  1920. 
The  lateness  of  this  review  of  1919 
business  is  evidence  of  the  unusual 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  print- 
ing and  paper  world. 

At  any  time  it  is  a  welcome  and 
final  publication  of  gross  totals  cov- 
ering virtually  all  the  life  business  in 
this  country.  The  chronological 
tables  of  companies  retired  since  1859 
cover  six  pages.  Of  the  95  retired 
companies,  two  are  German,  reinsured 
in  the  Metropolitan  Life ;  9  withdrew 
because  of  the  law  "limiting"  acquisi- 
tion costs.  Of  the  retired  companies, 
50  were  New  York  incorporations,  4 
were  from  Great  Britain,  2  from  Can 
ada,  2  from  Germany,  liquidated  b}' 
the  Federal  Alien  Property  Custodian, 
and  37  from  other  states.  Seventy- 
eight  American  life  companies  retired 
"for  good." 

Proceedings   of    14th    Annual    Convention 

The  printed  proceedings  of  the 
Fourteenth  .\nnual  Convention  of  the 
Association  of  Life  Insurance  Presi- 
dents, held  at  the  Hotel  Astor,  New 
York,  on  December  ninth  and  tenth, 
were  issued  on  Wednesday,  December 
twenty-ninth,  and  are  now  being 
mailed.  The  book  contains  about  one 
hundred  seventy-five  pages.  All  the 
formal  addresses  and  other  transac- 
tions of  the  meeting  are  reproduced 
and    in    addition,    original    statistical 


tables  on  various  phases  of  the  busi- 
ness are  printed. 

The  record  of  attendance  shows 
that  95  life  insurance  companies  were 
represented  at  the  Convention — the 
largest  number  in  the  history  of  the 
Association.  The  total  number  of 
life  insurance  executives  and  others 
present  was  357.

Pamphlet  of  103  pages,  25th  re- 
vision :  pubHshed  by  Ankenbauer  Pub 
Co.,  Hyde  Park,  Box  4,  Cincinnati, 
O.  A  compilation  of  evidence,  re- 
ports, comment,  opinions  and  facts 
hostile  to  interinsurers.  One  inter- 
insurer  advertises  that  a  well-known 
stock  company  reinsures  its  assess- 
ment liability,  and  the  compiler  inti- 
mates that  this  is  a  lie.  Do  you 
know  the  name  of  the  alleged  rein 
surer? 

Some  of  the  insurance  journals' 
comment  is  not  entirely  fair  nor 
truthful,  however,  and  in  any  event, 
except  as  a  statement  of  exact  facts, 
such  quotations  weaken  Mr.  Auken- 
bauer's  otherwise  useful  compilation, 
for  the  "authority"  is  not  believed  to 
be  disinterested. 

Mere  "attacks"  build  up  "interin- 
surers," "exchanges"  and  "mutuals," 
but  proof  of  failure  to  pay  claims  in 
full,  or  of  failure  to  pay  promised 
dividends,  damages  beyond  repair 
such   organizations. 

But  what  Insurance  Commissioner 
Fairchild  or  Insurance  Commissioner 
Patterson    or   Arthur   Hawxhurst   or 


any  victim  says  about  this  or  that 
organization  carries  great  weight ; 
and  any  condemnation  or  criticism  of 
the  plan  or  methods  of  an  interinsur- 
er  by  an  experienced  state  supervis- 
ing official  or  great  merchants'  insur- 
ance manager  is  entitled  to  and  will 
receive  respectful  consideration.  The 
men  quoted  condemn  interinsurance 
plans  and  policies  specifically  and 
generally. 

A  case  to  the  point  is  that  of 
Foster  &  Glassell,  wholesale  grocers 
at  Shreveport,  La.,  whose  letter  to 
a  local  agent  we  printed  some  time 
ago.  They  carried  "insurance"  in 
the  Wholesale  Grocers'  Reciprocal. 
St.  Louis,  paid  board  rate  for  three 
years,  being  promised  dividends 
which  they  never  received  ;  more  over 
they  paid  $357.25  as  their  share  o^ 
losses  for  which  the  reciprocal's  at- 
torney had  made  them  liable,  or  a 
total  of  $044.31  for  "protection."  or 
two  and  a  quarter  times  the  board 
premium  rate ;  and  all  the  time  they 
were  liable  for  a  much  larger  assess- 
ment.

Rctaliafo''y  Provisions  govern  in 
New  York  as  to  fees  and  excess  taxes 
and  minus  credits. 

All  fees  and  taxes  in  Arizona  are 
subject  to  retaliatory  law.  Taxes  in 
California  are  subject  to  action  of 
retaliatory  law.  New  Mexico  has

Tennessee  collects  a  moderate  tax 
on  authorized  capital  stock.  Fra- 
ternals  pay  no  taxes  and  are  not  per- 
mitted  to   employ   agents. 


Retaliatory  laws  were  first  enacted 
in  reprisal  for  state  laws  discrimi- 
nating against  other  states'  com- 
panies, and  in  the  belief  that  such 
discriminatory  laws  would  thereby 
be  repealed.  Such  innocence !  Such 
laws  alleged  to  favor  home  compan- 
ies never  have  been  repealed.  Any 
law  producing  a  revenue  is  good 
enough  for  our  American  state  poli- 
ticians. 

Twenty-five  states  have  retaliatory 
tax  and  fee  laws  in  some  form ;  leav- 
ing twenty-five  states  and  territories 
without  anv  "war  club"  laws.

Proposed  California  Additional  Tax 

The  legislature  of  California  is 
wrestling  with  the  usual  problem. 
Cost  of  state  government  has  in- 
creased, and  as  corporations  collect 
and  pay  the  taxes  it  is  proposed  to 
increase  the  present  total  about  50 
per  cent.  Percentage  of  premium 
taxes  paid  by  insurance  companies, 
if  the  bill  passes  will  be  increased ;

states  will  have  to  pay  the  increased 
tax  there  also.

The  need  of  a  standard  form  of 
life  policy  to  protect  the  insured  re- 
ceives further  confirmation  by  denial 
of  liability  as  made  by  the  Home  Life 
and  Accident  Ins.  Co. 

Application  was  accepted,  policy 
delivered  and  premium  paid.  The  in- 
sured was  away  from  home  and  the 
policy  was  delivered  to  his  wiie. 
A  week  later  the  husband  fell  ill 
with  influenza  and  quickly  died.  The 
company  denied  liability  on  the 
ground  that  the  policy  had  not  been 
delivered  to  the  insured  himself.  A 
standard  form  of  life  policy  would 
stop  such  tricks  to  escape  liability, 
and  would  make  the  applicant  insured 
with  the  acceptance  of  the  application 
and  the  tender  of  the  premium. 

The  Mutual  Benefit  Life's  present 
dividend  scale  will  be  continued  m 
1931:  it  is  the  same  as  in  1915  and 
ever  since.

reduced  rates.  With  thirty-six  years' 
experience  behind  it  to-day  this  Com- 
pam-  finds  it  can  well  afford  to  cut 


what  may  be  described  as  the  "wet" 
rates,  for  the  mortality  of  the  office 
has  not  yet  reached  46  per  cent,  of 
the  ordinary  expectation  under  the 
Healthy  Males  Table  of  the  Institute 
of  Actuaries.  That  experience,  as 
we  have  said,  is  for  36  years  and  it 
covers  over  250,000  years  of  life,  so 
it  represents  a  very  good  average. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the 
same  that  the  greatest  advantage 
which  teetotalers  secure  in  the  way  of 
a  light  mortality,  is  during  the  ages 
of  25  to  55,  or  during  the  main 
working  years  of  life.  Further  it  is 
interesting  to  find  from  this  study  of 
the  comparative  longevity  of  abstain- 
ers and  non-abstainers,  that  by  ab- 
stention from  intoxicants  a  man  im- 
proves his  expectation  by  something 
like  20  per  cent. — Policy-Holder. 

Life  Insurers  Should  Prepare  for  an  In- 
creased Death  Rate — Presant  Favor- 
able Experience   Can  Not  Continue 

The  influenza  epidemic  increased 
the  American  death  rate  and  had  a 
disturbing  effect  on  life  insurance 
companies ;  but  the  epidemic  also 
"killed  oft'"  many  weak  members  of 
society  who  would  not  have  lived 
many  years  under  normal  conditions. 
This  abnormal  experience  was  a  kind 
of  "selection"  in  favor  of  life  insur- 
ers in  1920  and  probably  in  1921. 
American  death  rate  in  a  large  re- 
ported area  was  only  1.")  per  1,000 
in  1920,  and  it  is  not  doubted  that 
very  generally  the  life  companies  will 
report  an  unusually  low  rate  of  mor- 
tality compared  with  the  tabular  or 
"expected"    rate.

Chicago  Reciprocal's  Subscribers  Though 
Guaranteed  Against  an  Assessnnent, 
Have  Been  Asvefised  and  Are  Being 
Sued 

The  National  Merchants  &  Manu- 
facturers Insurance  Exchange  of 
Chicago  came  to  grief  some  time 
ago,  as  previously  announced  in  the 
Coast  Review.  Now  the  receivership 
is  developing  rather  startling  condi- 
tions for  the  subscribers  of  this  and 
similar  reciprocal  exchanges. 

The  members,  it  is  asserted,  were 
guaranteed  against  any  assesment  for 
unpaid  fire  loses,  and  were  willing 
to  accept  that  kind  of  bad  insurance 
for  their  own  protection.  But  the 
receiver,  who  is  doubtless  well  ad- 
vised legally,  ignores  this  "guaran- 
tee" and  has  levied  an  assessment 
on  all  the  members  of  the  broken 
National  Merchants  &  Manufac- 
turers. Excepting  the  few  who  "took 
their  medicine"  and  paid  this  assess- 
ment the  members  are  being  sued  by 
the   receiver. 

The  courts  may  make  rulings  hav- 
ing a  far-reaching  effect  on  recipro- 
cals and  their  subscribers'  liability  for 
losses  unpaid.  Where  the  facts  of 
this  failure  are  known,  subscribers 
are  withdrawing  from  similar  ex- 
changes and  there  is  pronounced  dis- 
trust of  this  form  of  indemnity.  Li- 
ability for  the  unpaid  losses  of  the 
"busted"  Chicago  reciprocal,  it  must 
not  be  overlooked,  also  extends  to  the 
subscribing  members  of  other  recip- 
rocals or  exchanges  which  reinsured 
some  of  the  business  of  the  N.  M.  & 
M.  concern.

A  flimsy  narrow  temporary  side- 
walk, raised  over  basement  of  a  pro- 
jected building,  was  crowded  wifh 
merry  celebrators  on  New  Year's 
Eve,  in  San  Francisco  at  Market  and 
Taylor.

The  firm 
sold  Edmonton,  Can.,  bonds,  to  "net 
9  per  cent,"  to  many  people  who  now 
hold  interim  receipts  and  claim  thev 
are  entitled  to  the  Canadian  bonds 
now  in  escrow.  Etheridge  is  under 
arrest.  We  hear  of  no  insurance. 
Anyway.  Morris  Bros,  knew  of  the 
embezzler's  previous  crime.

The  sal- 
mon catch  of  the  A.  P.  A.  was  light, 
and  the  expected  usual  demand  will 
soon  absorb  the  canned  goods  on 
hand.  Both  companies  are  in  first 
class  condition. 

Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.  had 
a  gross  revenue  of  $122,357,437  in 
1920,  with  about  90  percent  expens- 
es, repairs  and  depreciation.  The 
usual  dividends  were  paid  stock- 
holders. 

Silver  prices  in  1920  reflected  re- 
adjustment conditions,  starting  at 
$1.78  an  ounce  in  London  and  $1.38 
in  New  York  and  falling  at  the  end 
to  $0.76  in  London  and  $0.59.5  in 
New  York.  This  January  1921  Lon- 
don pays  $0.80,  New  York  pays  $0.6  i 
an  ounce.

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LIFE 
American  Life   Insurance  Grand  Totals — 
24    Billions    in    Force,    'with    6    Billions 
of     Assets — 12     Million     Policies     Out- 
standing 

Quite  a  large  difference  in  Ameri- 
can life  insurance  totals  in  thirty 
years.  It  is  the  difference  between  .T 
and  24  billions  in  force,  and  between 
753  million  and  6  billion  assets  on 
hand ;  and  the  number  of  policie- 
in  force  has  advanced  from  1,340,000 
to  11,  607,000. 

The  number  of  policies  in  force 
was  then  one  out  of  50  of  the  popu- 
lation ;  and  now  the  number  is  one 
out  of  10.  These  figures  do  not 
include  fraternal  societies'  figures ; 
and  do  not  mean  that  so  many  out 
of  so  many  are  insured. 

The  proportion  of  surplus  does  not 
make  so  good  a  showing.  Thirty 
years  ago  the  percentage  of  assets 
which  was  surplus  was  12.5.  Today 
the  percentage  is  only  4.7,  the  New 
York  companies'  is  3.9,  and  other 
states  companies'  surplus  percentage 
averages  about  5.5.

An  agent  of  a  prominent  company, 
in  speaking  of  evening  calls,  says 
that  undoubtedly  there  is  muuh  good 
business  being  lost  through  agents 
neglecting  to  follow  up  their  leads 
in  the  evening.  There  are  many 
])rosepcts  who  would  prefer  to  have 
the  interview  take  place  in  the  even- 
ing, free  from  interruption.  This  is 
not  true,  of  course,  in  every  case, 
but  it  is  up  to  the  agent  to  determine 
the   question   for   himself,  and   if  the 


prospect  is  too  busy  to  give  a  life  in- 
surance presentation  proper  attention 
during  the  day,  find  out  if  he  will 
consent  to  take  up  the  matter  in  the 
evening. — Banker's  Life  Bulletin. 

American  life  companies  wrote 
2,064,458  new  policies  in  1919  for 
$5,050,296,979,  not  including  indus- 
trial business.  It  is  asserted  that  the 
totals  for   1920  will  be  much  larger. 

The  National  Life  and  Accident  of 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  Royal 
Union  Mutual  Life  of  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  established  nearly  a  quarter- 
century,  have  just  been  unanimously 
elected  to  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion of  Life  Insurance  Presidents. 
This  brings  the  total  of  members  up 
to  47  companies,  of  which  39  have 
home  offices  in  the  United  States 
while  8  are  domiciled  in  Canada. 


The  Northern  Life  Insurance  l^orn- 
pany,  of  Seattle,  has  established  a 
life  salesmanship  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  new  men  and  to  assist  present 
members  of  its  field  force.  Class 
meetings  are  being  regularly  held  at 
the  home  office,  and  a  correspondence 
school  system  has  been  inaugurated 
for  the  benefit  of  the  outside  agents. 
This  cannot  fail  to  increase  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany's selling  staff,  and  they  appre- 
ciate this  forward  movement  of  the 
company  in  their  behalf. 


Unusual    Names 

Ott,  Nott,  Punch.  Yellowle}',  Whis- 
!er.  Havhoe. 
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W.  C.  L. — Preliminary  term  poli- 
cies in  life  insurance  have  been  writ- 
ten for  some  thirty  years  past-long 
enough  to  prove  it.  The  first  year  is 
a  term  contract ;  afterward,  the  con- 
tract is  one  requiring  the  usual  re- 
serve. Members  of  the  American 
Life  Convention  issue  preliminary 
term  policies.  At  first  there  was 
bitter  opposition  to  preliminary  term 
valuation,  from  companies  with  large 
surplus  funds,  which  could  spend  all 
the  first  year's  premiums  and  charge 
up  the  legal  reserve  thereon.  You 
understand,  the  competition  of  these 
companies  with  their  excessive  com- 
mission could  not  be  met  by  the  small- 
er or  new  companies.  Now,  many  of 
the  companies  which  formerly  fought 
the  preliminary  term  plan  favor  it, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  few  states 
prohibiting  it   will   repeal   such   laws. 

J.  AI. — Insurance  written  in  San 
Francisco  is  not  reported.  Before 
the  San  Francisco  fire  a  manager 
gathered  some  figures  and  found  that 
the  average  rate  of  premium  was 
about  1.00  and  in  the  best  protected 
districts  the  average  premium  rate 
was  0.75. 

C.  P. — Very  few  life  companies 
collect  premium  in  advance  and  ac- 
cept an  application,  and  then  deny 
liability  if  insured  dies  before  deliver.v 
of  policy  or  is  not  in  good  health 
when  the  policy  is  delivered.  Policy- 
holders should  demand  and  solicitors 
and  companies  sliould  deliver  a 
receipt,  one  binding  the  company  to 
liability  as  soon  as  the  application  is 
accepted. 


R.  E.  W. — The  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  is  not  a  rate- 
making  organization.  Its  member- 
ship is  not  restricted  to  board  com- 
panies. About  175  companies  are 
members. 

T.  B. — The  Northern  of  London 
has  no  Coast  department.

— County  court  awarded 
shocked  man  $6,500  damages.  As 
mentioned  by  us,  plaintiff  on  a  fishing 
trip  carried  a  metal  fishing  rod  over 
his  shoulder.

cause,  as  collision  or  violation 
of  law.  If  the  machine  is  confiscat- 
ed under  any  law  the  lender  has  no 
redress,  except  as  he  may  collect 
from  the  borrower.  If  the  "enforce- 
ment" sleuths  find  a  bottle  of  "home 
brew"  in  the  car,  though  placed  there 
by  the  borrower's  enemy  and  or  in- 
fonnant,  the  borrowed  car  may  be 
seized,  sold  or  smashed  by  the  gov- 
ernment.

The  Wichita  Falls  Reciprocal 

When  the  Wichita  Great  Western 
Underwriters,  of  Wichita  Falls,  Tex., 
made  its  grand  stand  display  in  the 
daily  papers  of  the  Pacific  West  the 
Coast  Review  published  a  criticism 
and  ventured  a  warning  to  property 
owners.  Last  month  a  professional 
examiner  at  Denver  made  an  examin- 
ation of  the  affairs  of  this  noisy  re- 
ciprocal, for  Colorado  and  Washing- 
ton jointly.  Other  states  declined  to 
join  in  this  examination,  but  prob- 
ably will  send  their  own  examiners  to 
Wichita  Falls. 

The  Colorado  man  says  that  tlie 
reciprocal  cannot  pay  claims  with 
its  "admitted"  assets.  Apparently 
nothing  is  said  of  its  "contingent" 
assets.  The  Colorado  department  is 
reported  as  cancelling  the  license  of 
the  Great  Western,  which  is  resisting 
in  the  courts.  The  Texas  insurance 
department  has  taken  no  action,  as 
yet.  All  the  facts  will  be  learned 
from  some  reliable  source  soon. 
Meantime  the  Te.xas  reciprocal  is  not 
likely  to  write  much  new  business  on 
this   Coast. 

Business  men,  bankers,  agents  and 
brokers  should  carefully  investigate 
interinsurers,  exchanges  and  the  like 
and  ascertain  the  extent  of  their  ac- 
tual and  contingent  resources  and  the 
nature  of  the  contract  with  the 
attomev-in-fact. 


Falls  concerns  into  merited  disrepute, 
we  are  told.

This  a  new  company,  and 
under  the  retaliatory  law  it  cannot 
be  licensed  until  a  year  old. 

The  stockholders'  Auxiliary  Cor- 
poration has  resigned  the  general 
agency  of  the  Nevada  Fire.

— The  new  Golden  Gate  Pond  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Order  of  the 
Blue  Goose  presents  a  smooth  sur- 
face, with  Charles  L.  Barsotti  of  the 
Fire  Association  as  most  Loyal  Gan- 
der and  J.  H.  Schively  Wielder  of 
the  Goose  Quill. 

— Manager    A.    S.    Holman    of    the 

Travelers  reports  for  California  paid 
for  business  in  1920  a  total  of  $12,- 
179,333,  an  increase  of  $1,028,198. 
Accident  and  health  premiums  for 
1920  were  $434,697,  an  increase  of 
$37,091  over  1919.  The  life  insur- 
ance figures  do  not  include  group 
life  insurance. 

— Director  H.  J.  Brace  reports  an 
increase  of  fees  paid  to  the  Idaho 
department  in  1920  of  about  22  per- 
cent. 

— Hop  prices  are  now  30  to  35  cents 
a  pound  against  80  a  year  ago.  Con- 
sumption has  decreased  from  250,000 
to  50,000  bales. 
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— The  Employers'  LiabiUty  now  has 
a  branch  in  Argentine. 

— Idaho  has  now  the  Home  Mutual

— Unreasonable  Exercise  of  Power  by 
a   Fraternal  Society 

The  Iowa  supreme  court  in  the 
Richey  case  made  this  ruling : 

"The  change  which  the  association 
asserts  to  be  a  binding  one  ingrafts 
upon  the  original  agreement  a  condi- 
tion that,  although  the  law  of  the 
state  makes  disappearance  for  a  stated 
time  presumptive  evidence  that  the 
assured  has  died,  such  law  of  the 
state  shall  not  be  effective  and  that, 
moreover,  no  payment  shall  be  due, 
no  matter  how  long  the  disappearance 
has  continued,  unless  the  premiiuns 
be  paid  for  the  number  of  years 
which  form  the  expectancy  of  tlie 
assured.  In  the  instant  case  this 
means    that,    imless    proof    of    actual 


death  become  available,  payments 
luider  the  certificate  sued  on  by  the 
plaintiff  would  have  to  continue  for 
neatly  40  years  yet,  and  possibly  for 
a  time  many  years  longer  than  there 
would  have  been  obligation  to  pay 
under  the  conditions  of  the  certificate 
as  it  stood  originally.  It  does  not 
seem  to  be  strained  to  say  that  such 
a  change  is  so  unreasonable  as  that 
it  was  never  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  general  advance  agreement  to 
be  bound  by  future  changes,  and  that, 
plaintiff  pleads,  to  uphold  the  amend- 
ment would  be  violative  of  law  of  the 
state  public  policy." 

The  Modern  Woodmen  of  Ameri- 
ca and  other  fraternals  have  similar 
original  or  amended  by-laws.

For  the  sake  of  definiteness  it 
might  be  well  for  me  to  explain  at 
first  just  what  I  mean  or  have  in 
mind  when  1  speak  of  the  American 
Railroads.  To  be 'specific,  I  have  in 
mind  all  of  the  railroad  companies 
which  are  required  by  law  to  report 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. These  companies  have  a  com- 
bined mileage  of  about  2GO,UO0  miles, 
and  an  aggregate  property  invest- 
ment of  approximately  $20,000,000,- 
000.  Against  this  property  invest- 
ment account  there  are  outstanding 
approximately  $11,000,000,000  of  in- 
terest-bearing securities,  and  $9,000,- 
000,000  of  stock  and  ownership  cer- 
tificates. 

I  understand  that  tlie  insurance 
companies  in  the  United  States  hold 
as  investments  something  over  $1,- 
700,000,000  of  railway  interest-bear- 
ing securities,  and  combined  may  be 
.said  to  constitute  the  largest  invest- 
or in  such  securities  in  the  world.  In 
fact,  as  I  understand  tlie  matter,  I  am 
about  to  discuss  the  railroad  situa- 
tion before  the  railroads'  largest 
creditor,  and  I  hope  to  do  so  with 
becoming  modesty  and  with  a  proper 
anpreciation  of  our  respective  rela- 
tionship. 

.As  would  he  cx])ec*C(l  in  any  enter- 
jirise  involving  large  capital  outlay, 
the  railroads  have  been  obliged  to 
mortgage  their  properties,  and  the 
outstanding     aggregate     amount     of 


such  mortgages  today  is  opproxi- 
mately  $11,000,000,000,  or  about  55 
per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  property 
as  shown  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
panies, and  it  is  my  understanding 
that  the  insurance  companies  have  in- 
vested generally  in  selected  railway 
mortgages  or  bonds,  including  under 
that  general  term  equipment  secui- 
ities,    rather   than    in    railway    stocks. 

It  was  clearly  the  belief  of  Con- 
gress, as  indicated  by  the  debates 
which  took  place  during  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Esch-Cummins  Bill, 
that  private  ownership  and  operation 
of  the  railroads  as  an  economic  policy 
ought  to  be  continued  in  this  country, 
and  it  was  just  as  clearly  the  intent 
of  Congress  to  make  that  policy  pos- 
sible by  suitable  legislation  and  this 
intent  finds  expression  in  the  so-call- 
ed Transportation  Act  of  1920. 

It  was  clearly  necessary  that  Con- 
gress should  also  provide  by  law  so 
that  the  operating  income  of  the  rail- 
roads should  be  sufficient  to  make 
private  investment  in  railway  securi- 
ties attractive,  in  order  that  the  com- 
I>anies  as  a  whole  may  be  able  to  ob- 
tain each  year  the  large  amount  of 
new  capital  necessary  to  provide  the 
additional  facilities  and  equipment 
needed  to  take  care  of  the  growing 
commerce  of  the  country.  Compet- 
ent judges  have  estimated  that  the 
amount  of  new  capital  so  needed  will 
be  in  excess  of  one  billion  dollars 
I^er  annum,  and  that  sum  of  itself 
is  sufficiently  large  to  indicate  how 
important  it  is,  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  public,  that  the  railroads  should 
have    good    credit.        In    fact    it    is 


Ills  Seek  the  Uninsured 
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doubly  important  that  the  railroads 
should  have  good  credit;  first,  with- 
out credit  they  would  be  unable  to 
provide  adequate  facilities  with  which 
to  serve  the  public  ;  and,  second,  with- 
out good  credit  the  price  which  they 
would  be  obliged  to  pay  for  new 
capital,  provided  they  were  able  to 
obtain  it  at  all,  would  be  greater  than 
otherwise  would  be  necessary.  It 
is  just  as  much  in  the  public  interest 
that  the  railroads  should  obtain  their 
capital  on  favorable  terms  as  it  i^ 
that  they  should  bu>-  cars,  locomo- 
tives, steel  rails,  or  an>ihing  else  on 
favorable  temis  and  conditions. 

In  no  other  country  in  the  world 
do  the  people  make  so  great  a  use 
of  the  steam  railroads  as  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.  The  most  recent  sta- 
tistics available  show  that  the  steam 
railroads  in  the  United  States  move 
on  the  average  4,000  tons  one  mile 
per  capita  per  annum  for  our  entire 
population.  Previous  to  (he  war  the 
average  tonnage  per  capita  per  an- 
num moved  by  the  railroads  in  the 
five  largest  European  countries  was 
less  than  400  tons  one  mile.  In  short 
when  measured  in  terms  of  ton  miles 
per  capita  per  annum,  the  railroads 
of  this  country  perfonn  more  than 
ten  times  as  much  service  as  was  per- 
formed by  the  railroads  of  the  prin- 
cipal nations  of  Europe  before  the 
war.  This  great  disparity  of  use  is 
easily  explained.  Our  country  has  a 
vast  area  and  rich  in  natural  resour- 
ces.

The  High  Cost  of  Shut-Downs 

Any  good  business  man  would  much 
rather  keep  running  as  long  as  he  can 
break  even,  or  as  long  as  he  will  lose 
less  by  running  than  by  closing  the 
works,  than  to  shut  down.  It  is  im- 
possible to  cut  off  all  expenses.  Some 
proportion  of  the  overhead  must  go  on : 
if  there  is  indebtedness,  interest  will 
goon;  taxes  must  be  paid;  deteriora- 
tion to  plant  will  take  place;  the  force 
is  disorganized  and  business  will  be 
lost  permanently.  It  is  far  more  ser- 
ious for  a  big  modern  business  to  shut 
down  than  it  was  in  the  old  time  when 
the  investment  was  small  and  men 
worked  with  hand-tools. 

But  if  business  conditions  have  un- 
dergone a  lasting  change  the  sooner  an 
industry  is  adapted  to  it  so  that  it  can 
run  full  time  and  full  force,  the  better 
both  for  the  owners  and  employes.

At  1 :15  Sunday  morn- 
ing. Nearly  all  of  passengers  and 
half  of  crew  were  in  bed  and  asleep, 
hatchways  closed  because  of  great 
storm.  Number  of  persons  drowned, 
214 ;  of  56  saved,  many  were  injured. 
Near  Sea  Loss. — Str.  Queen  broke 
shaft  and  driven  back  by  storm  to 
near  Pt.  Arena.  In  danger ;  towed  to 
San  Francisco.

Congress  Proposes 

Congressman  Longworth  said,  at  the 
Life  Insurance  Presidents'  meeting, 
that  it  is  proposed  to  tax  corporations 
25  percent  on  the  difference  between 
what  a  corporation  actually  earns  and 
what  it  pays  to  its  stockliolders.  The 
effect  of  this  law  might  be  a  reduction 
of  the  surplus  of  fire  insurance  com- 
panies, or  at  least  stop  any  increase, 
unless  the  tax  were  paid  as  lesser  than 
that  on  incomes  of  stockholders. 

Income  of  the  government  at  Wash- 
ington is  derived  from  customs  $320,- 
000,000,  from  income  and  profits  taxes 
$4,000,000,000,  from  miscellaneous 
revenue  $1,500,000,000,  and  from 
miscellaneous  receipts  $600,000,000 — 
$6,420,000,000  all  told.  Provision 
must  be  made  for  $7,000,000,000  a 
year.

INSURANCE    IN    HIGH    COURTS 
Hail        Insurance       —       Fraud       Charged 
Against    Misrepresentations    —    Judge- 
ment   Against    Company    Affirmed 

Policy  covered  damage  to  crops 
by  hail.  Loss  was  adjusted  at  $481.- 
50.  Defendant's  adjuster  met  plain- 
tiff at  agent's  office  and  told  plain- 
tiff claimant  that  the  company  was 
in  straights  and  could  not  pay  claims 
of  the  farmers,  but  would  pay  the 
amount  of  the  premium,  which  was 
10  per  cent  of  the  amount  insured, 
or  $100.00.  If  later  the  company 
paid  any  claimant  more  after  awhile, 
the  adjuster  said,  he,  the  claimant 
would  be  paid  more. 

Plaintiff  thereupon,  he  said,  re- 
lying upon  the  company's  adjuster's 
representations,  accepted  the  return 
of  the  premium  and  signed  a  release 
upon  the  false  representation  that 
such  paper  was  a  receipt  for  the  re- 
turn of  the  premium.  Plaintiff  de- 
clared that  the  defendant  company 
was  able  to  pay  its  losses,  and  that 
some  of  its  hail  policyholders  col- 
lected 100  per  cent  of  their  losses 
Plaintiff  demanded  the  amount  of  his 
loss  as  adjusted,  less  the  amount  of 
the  premium  returned ;  and  upon  re- 
fusal   to    pay,    defendant    was    sued. 


Judgment  for  plaintiff,  and  defend- 
ant  company   appealed. 

Held  that,  on  evidence,  the  settle- 
ment constituted  only  an  unexecuted 
accord  and  satisfaction.  As  some 
of  the  policyholders  were  paid  more 
than  the  return  of  their  premium, 
the  obligation  of  the  defendant  wns 
unextinguished.  Plaintiff's  cause  of 
action  and  judgment  in  favor  of 
plaintiff  are  sustained  by  the  evi- 
dence.

CALIFORNIA 

S.  B.  784  provides  for  regulation, 
by  amendment,  of  reciprocals,  ex- 
changes, interinsurers,  etc. ;  for  ;i 
doubling  of  bond,  for  maintenance  of 
unearned  premium  deposits  reserve, 
and  for  a  reserve  equal  to  additional 
liabilities,  and  for  a  surplus  equal  to 
ten  per  cent  of  deposits  and  not  less 
than  $20,000.  The  amendment, 
which  no  doubt  will  pass,  is  the  re- 
sult of   reciprocal    failures. 

Mutuals. — A    California    bill    pro- 
vides that   outside  fire  mutuals   may 
write  school  insurance, 
honest  claimant  at  sight.

Great    Western    Underwriters     Quits 

The  little  boat  with  a  big  whistle 
struck  a  snag,  and  is  now  in  vol- 
untary liquidation.  Examiners  from 
the  California  insurance  department 
went  to  Wichita  Falls.  Texas,  and 
made  an  examination  of  this  Great 
Western  reciprocal  and  found  that 
while,  under  its  organization  and  the 
law,  it  was  solvent,'  the  principal 
subscribers  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
management  of  its  affairs  and  pre- 
ferred to  wind  it  up.  Policyholders 
and  claimants  are  promised  protec- 
tion, but  the  concern  enters  volun- 
tary liquidation. 


More       Interinsurers    Quit       Receivership 
Route    Preferred 

In  our  preceding  book  we  men- 
tioned the  failure  of  the  National 
Merchants  &  Manufacturers  Ex- 
change of  Chicago,  and  suits  against 
subscribers  by  the  receiver,  notwith- 
standing the  alleged  limitation  of  lia- 
bility. 

Since  then  the  American  Manu- 
facturers Insurance  Exchange  has 
gone  out  of  business,  and  the  Feder- 
al Reciprocals  and  the  Reciprocal 
Insurance  Bureau,  both  of  Chicago, 
have  failed  and  are  in  the  hands  of 
a  receiver. 

Four  Chicago  interinsurers  or  re- 
ciprocals retired  within  a  few  weeks ; 
and  several  others  are  quaking  with 
apprehension.  Of  the  four  recipro- 
cals named,  three  are  known  to  have 
unpaid  loss  claims,  and  the  fourth 
may  also  be  unable  to  meet  its  ob- 
ligations.     One    reciprocal    is    resist- 


ing three  claims,  each  for  something 
like   $10,000. 

Direct  and  reinsurance  commis- 
sions have  been  too  tempting  to  the 
attorneys  or  managers  of  many  Wes- 
tern reciprocals  and  they  have  writ- 
ten and  reinsured  much  undesirable 
business  which  stock  companies  have 
turned  down.  Business  men  have 
permitted  the  attorney-in-fact  to  bind 
them  as  joint  insurerS  of  such  un- 
desirable risks. 


Losses  Due  to  Known  and  Probable  In- 
cendiarism Should  be  Compiled  and 
Published  by  States  and  by  National 
and  Other  Boards  of  Fire  Underwrit- 
ers 

The  proportion  of  fires  and  fire 
losses  to  the  total  thereof  is  certain- 
Iv  large  but  is  unknown.  A  few- 
cities  have  gathered  incendiary  sta- 
tistics through  the  fire  marshal  of- 
fice and  the  fire  department,  but 
their  totals  convey  no  idea  of  the 
probable  American  totals.  The  Na- 
tional Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
is  now  gathering  facts  about  the 
origin  of  fires  with  statistics  of  loss- 
es and  causes — a  very  useful  work 
which  should  have  been  undertaken 
long  ago.  In  time  all  this  informa- 
tion will  be  available,  for  publication 
and  for  rate-making. 

Years  ago  a  Coast  manager  and 
adjuster,  long  since  dead,  asserted 
that  a  fair  estimate  of  fire  losses  of 
incendiary  origin  would  be  40  per 
cent  of  the  total;  and  we  have  read, 
not  so  very  long  ago,  an  estimate  of 
50  as  about  the  right  percentage. 
There    are    well    informed    adjusters 


Covering  the  Pacific  West 
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and  underwriters  who  are  of  opin- 
ion that  fires  deHberately  set  for 
gain  or  revenge  or  to  hide  evidence 
of  crime,  or  to  sell  out  to  the  insur- 
ance companies,  including  losses 
criminally  increased  by  removal  and 
concealment  of  goods  or  by  adde-l 
damage,  and  also  exposure  losses, 
sometimes  conflagrations,  perhaps 
equal  65  or  75  per  cent  of  the  couii- 
try's   total    losses. 

Gathering,  classifying  and  pub- 
lishing the  probable  facts  of  incen- 
diary losses  would  have  good  efifects. 
Juries  and  judges  would  be  more  it: 
clined  to  do  exact  justice  to  frau- 
dulent claimants  and  crime-accused 
persons ;  and  both  courts  and  com- 
panies would  receive  the  backing  of 
public  sentiment. 


Striking  back,  or  countering,  is 
now,  it  seems,  the  policy  of  the  re- 
ciprocals. Bruce  Dodson  of  Kansas 
City  laments  "what  chance  has  the 
insuring  public  for  a  square  deal  ?" 
And  the  reason  for  the  tearful  ques- 
tion is  the  alleged  huge  lobby  well 
loaded  with  funds,  at  every  state 
capital  when  the  legislature  is  ii 
session.  In  other  words,  "the  sack,'' 
as  Californians  said  in  the  days  of 
old,  the  days  of  gold,  Dodson  drools. 
If  his  imaginar)'  lobbies  and  funds 
ever  had  any  existence  there  would 
be  no  reciprocals  nor  interinsurers 
nor  mutuals  nor  exchanges.  Insur- 
ance lobbies  so-called  are  never  very 
formidable,  and  though  legitimate  ar» 
not  so  insistent  as  thev  should  be.

have  been  officially  solvent,  but  en- 
ters voluntary  bankruptcy.

queer,  especially  if,  as  annoimced, 
all  claims  will  be   paid.

—Marine.— Albany,  N.  Y. — The 
New  York  insurance  department  is 
receiver  for  the  North  Atlantic  and 
the  Liberty  Marine  companies.  The 
chief  stockholder  is  Christ  Han- 
nevig,  a  banker,  who  deposits  much 
of  the  companies'  funds  in  his  bank.

The  state  au- 
thorities have  garnisheed  all  agents' 
balances,  though  they  really  belong  to 
policyholders.  The  companies  gener- 
ously permit  the  outstanding  business 
to  run  to  expiration,  rather  than  em- 
barrass business  interests.  As  pre- 
viously mentioned  by  us,  the  insurers 
have  a  rating  organization,  for  which 
reason  they  are  sued  as  breakers  of  the 
law,  and  are  being  sued  by  the  trust 
busters,  who  hope  to  collect  some  bil- 
lions in  fines.  The  new  czar  asks  for 
an  injunction  forbidding  the  compan- 
ies from  retiring  and  ordering  them  to 
write  business  as  usual  at  the  old  stand 
without  rates  or  expectation  of  profit. 
Meantime  grocers,  life  insurance  com- 
panies and  others  sell  at  the  same 
prices  without  protest  and  suit  by  the 
state  revenue  boss. 


Alabama 

A  county  grand  jury  has  indicted 
several  fire  companies  on  a  charge  of 
combining  to  fix  prices  for  insurance, 
of  which  they  do  not  know  the  cost.

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Life  Assurance  in  Canada — From  an  Ad- 
dress by  T.  B.  Macaulay,  at  the  45th 
Annual  Meeting  of  Association  of  Life 
Insurance  Presidents 

Prior  to  1847,  life  assurance  was 
almost  unknown  in  the  provinces  of 
British  America.  The  population  was 
small  and  scattered,  and  the  policies 
in  existence  were  almost  entirely  in 
British  companies,  chiefly  the  Nation- 
al Loan   Fund.      In   that  year,   how- 

1   ever,  the  first  Canadian  life  office  was 

I  founded,  the  Canada  Life  Assurance 
Company.  At  about  the  same  time 
a  branch  also  was  established  of  the 
Colonial  Life  of  Edinburgh,  which 
had  been  established  to  operate  in  the 
British  Colonies  in  association  with 
the  Standard  Life,  with  which  its 
business  was  afterwards  amalga- 
mated. These  two  companies,  one 
Canadian,  one  Scotch,  had  the  field 
almost  to  themselves,  but  the  volume 
of  their  transactions  was  very  small- 

I  Gradually,  however,  new  British  com- 
petitors appeared,  and  in  1866  several 

j  American  companies  also  established 
themselves  in  the  Dominion.  The 
business  of  all  combined  was,  how- 
ever, but  small  when  measured  by  our 
present  standards.  When  in  1867 
the  Canadian  provinces  were  feder- 
ated and  became  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  the  total  of  the  assurances 
in  force  was  probably  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $15,000,000,  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  amount  being  in  the 
Canada  Life,  the  remainder  in  Brit- 
ish and  American  companies. 

The  circumstances  which  led  to 
the  founding  of  the  Canada  Life  are 
of  interest.     Mr.  Hugh  C.  Baker,  of 


Hamilton,  Ont.,  a  gentleman  of  con- 
siderable banking  experience,  desired 
to  assure  his  life,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose applied  to  one  of  the  British 
offices.  Being  a  rather  sub-standard 
life,  there  was  a  little  hesitancy,  and 
he  was  requested  to  go  all  the  way  to 
New  York  for  examination,  no  small 
undertaking  in  those  days,  when  rail- 
ways were  unknown  and  the  only 
means  of  transportation  were  stage 
coach  and  saddle.  Mr.  Baker  was  a 
thoughtful,  studious  man,  and  he  de- 
cided to  found  a  local  company  in 
his  own  town.  He  succeeded  in  in- 
teresting a  number  of  others,  and 
thus  in  1847  the  Canada  Life  Assur- 
ance Company,  the  pioneer  office  of 
the  Dominion,  came  into  being. 

It  is  in  times  of  unusual  distress 
resulting  from  some  great  calamity 
that  the  benefits  of  life  assurance  are 
most  forcibly  brought  home  to  people. 
We  have  just  passed  through  one 
of  the  most  trying  periods  that  the 
world  has  ever  experienced,  that  of 
the  war,  and  the  subsequent  influenza 
epidemic.  These  two  great  calamities, 
the  second,  however,  resulting  direct- 
ly from  the  first,  have  put  life  assur- 
ance to  a  severe  test. 

The  war  claims  which  fell  in  under 
Canadian  policies  totalled  $20,353,- 
638,  and  the  influenza  claims  $12.- 
695,902,  a  total  of  $33,049,540,  a 
large  sum  for  Canada.  All  of  these 
claims  may  for  practical  purposes  be 
regarded  as  extraordinary  losses,  not 
contemplated  in  the  original  prem- 
iums, but  the  companies  have  stood 
the  strain  in  a  way  that  has  surprised 
themselves.     No  more  striking  proof

could  have  been  given  of  the  sound- 
ness of  the  foundation  on  which  the 
business  rests-  Tlie  widespread  dis- 
tribution of  the  claims,  and  the  con- 
fidence thus  created,  have  done  more 
to  popularize  life  assurance  than  an> 
amount  of  advertising  propaganda 
along  the  usual  lines  could  have  done. 
The  service  rendered  by  these  insti- 
tutions is,  however,  by  no  means 
limited  to  the  distribution  of  policy 
claims.  Our  life  companies  have  been 
a  powerful  factor  in  the  development 
of  the  country.  The  small  savings 
of  tens  of  thousands  have  been  gatli- 
ered  in  the  form  of  accumulated 
reserves,  and  thus  rendered  available 
for  mortage  loans  and  the  purchase 
of  government, '  municipal  and  cor- 
poration   debentures   and    stocks. 


International    Life    Is    Scored 

The  attempt  made  by  outside  in- 
terests to  secure  control  of  the  Stan- 
dard Life  Insurance  Company  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  ^londay  proved 
an  abortion  when  the  entire  former 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  companv 
was  re-elected  and  resulted  in  an  al- 
most unanimous  vote  of  confidence 
in  the  management  by  the  stockhold- 
ers in  attendance  at  the  meeting. 
Such  an  attack  as  was  that  on  tlic 
Standard  Life.  i)articularly  when  it 
was  made  with  the  aid  and  con- 
nivance of  another  life  insurance 
company,  should  not  be  possible.  Life 
insurance  companies  should  he  pro- 
tected bv  law  in  much  the  same  man- 
ner as  are  banks  and  trust  compan- 
ies against  such  insidious  attack*;, 
which,    whatever    the    object,    cannot 


fail  to  prove  damaging  to  life  insur- 
ance as  an  institution.  This  particu- 
lar attack  proved  the  more  repre- 
hensible because  it  was  sponsored  by 
another  life  insurance  company. 
While  President  Massey  Wilson  and 
Vice  President  J.  L.  Babler  of  the 
International  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany both  denied  at  a  hearing  before 
Insurance  Commissioner  Thomas  B. 
Donaldson  that  either  they  or  the 
company  were  interested  in  securing 
or  taking  over  the  Standard,  it  de- 
veloped notwithstanding  that  the  In- 
ternational Life  had  been  financing 
the  operations  against  the  Standard 
through  the  medium  of  collateral 
notes  given  E.  W.  Merritt,  Jr., — the 
collateral  being  the  Standard  Life 
stock  he  was  able  to  secure.  The 
connection  between  Merritt  and  the 
International  seemed  obvious  to  those 
in  attendance  at  the  hearing.  Life 
insurance  is  constructive,  never  de- 
structive, and  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany which  aids  and  abets  such  prac- 
tices as  characterized  the  attempt  on 
the  Standard  Life,  not  only  damages 
itself,  but  aids  in  undermining  public 
confidence  in  life  insurance  as  an  in- 
stitution. —  Insurance  Journal  of 
Pittsbursr. 


New  life  business  in  10?0  appears 
to  have  increased  about  2~->  per  cent 
over    1019. 

The  Michigan  Mutual  Life  has  en- 
tered the  Association  of  Life  Insur- 
ance Presidents,  where,  we  are  told, 
all  good  companies  finally  go.  The 
membership  now  includes  48  com- 
panies  doing   an   inter-state  business. 


L-ovenng  the   Pacihc   ^X/est 
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MARINE 

The  U.  S.  Shipping  Board  ves- 
sels were  buiU  in  haste,  with  much 
unskilled  labor  and  with  some  infer- 
ior material — built  on  "cost  plus" 
plan  and  "rush"  orders.  The  "plan" 
provoked  delay  and  the  "rush"  ex- 
cused poor  help  and  poor  work.  So 
it  seems.  Poor  construction  and  de- 
fective engines  sent  many  ships  limp- 
ing into  port,  but  these  ships,  good 
and  bad,  met  a  pressing  demand 
caused  by  the  destruction  of  ships 
by  enemy  submarines  and  the  perils 
of  the  sea.  However,  many  Ameri- 
can ships,  besides  the  Shipping 
Board's,  built  in  haste  during  the 
war  had  serious  engine,  boiler  and 
steering-gear  troubles. 

Outlook  in   1921 

The  problems  which  confront  un- 
derwriters in  the  forthcoming  year 
are  serious.  Already  two  companies 
have  gone  into  liquidation,  and  the 
natural  result  is  the  introduction  of 
a  state  of  nervousness  which  does 
not  make  for  happy  relations  be- 
tween the  units  of  the  market.  Un- 
derwriters are  overhauling  the  names 
of  the  companies  which  they  accept 
as  security  for  re-insurance,  and  el- 
iminating all  but  the  soundest  con- 
cerns. The  swing  of  the  pendulum 
has  commenced  and  it  would  seem 
that  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the 
market  is  inevitable-  This  is  not  a 
bad  thing  in  itself,  but  the  process 
of  reduction  will  be  full  of  difficul- 
ties and  anxieties. 

The  particular  problems  w-hich  the 
new    year   brings   are    the   reform    of 


cargo  conditions  and  rates,  and  the 
wiping  out  of  the  large  number  of 
long  outstanding  claims  on  past  hull 

business.  Already  the  theft  and  pil- 
ferage clause  has  been  amended, 
making  survey  imperative  within  ten 
days  after  the  arrival  of  the  vessel, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  by  this  means 
the  detection  of  thieves  will  be  ren- 
dered more  easy,  or  at  least  the  time 
and  circumstances  of  losses  will  be 
more  accurately  ascertainable.  It  is 
still  necessary  to  reduce  the  too  wide 
cover,  given  by  the  present  day  mar- 
ine policy,  and  to  exclude  all  non- 
marine  risks  from  the  contract. 

In  the  hull  market  there  is  little 
hope  of  improvement  in  terms  or 
rates.  The  best  that  can  be  hoped 
for  is  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  re- 
pairs, but  at  the  present  time,  this 
appears  to  be  very  remote.  The  mat- 
ter of  outstanding  claims  is  one  that 
can  be  dealt  with,  however,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  underwriters  will 
give  their  serious  attention  to  the 
clearing  up  of  all  long  outstanding 
liabilities. 

The  fault  in  this  instance,  lies  in 
the  delay  that  was  caused  by  war 
conditions.  Deferred  repairs  made 
delayed  claims  inevitable,  while  other 
reasons,  such  as  depleted  adjusters 
staffs,  and  the  pressure  of  work  in 
shipowners'  offices  contributed.  All 
this  is  now  past.  but.  still,  claims 
continue  to  come  forward  on  the 
years  between  191,5  and  1917,  the 
accounts  for  which  ought  to  have 
practically  run  ofif  by  now.  There 
is  no  need  for  this  long  delay. — 
Policv-Holder. 
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Perils  of   the  Sea 

Steam  schr.  Klamath,  loaded  light, 
with  twenty-six  passengers  and  crew, 
was  blown  ashore  at  night,  off  Del- 
mar,  Cal.,  in  an  80-mile  gale.  A 
brave  sailor  swam  through  the  boom- 
ing surf  in  the  dark  and  made  fast 
a  line-  No  lives  lost.  Daylight 
revealed  a  complete  wreck,  as  in 
backing  off  the  sands  the  little  ship 
had  run  on  a  great  rock. 


FINANCE 

Poor  results  in  packing  house  in- 
dustries in  1920  is  indicated  by  Mor- 
ris &  Go's,  financial  report  which 
shows  a  loss  of  $2,900,000  surplus 
i"  the  year.  Volume  of  sales  satis- 
factory. Inventory  values  cut  nearly 
in  two. 

Palace  Hotel  Co.  bonds  pay  U.  S- 
gold  coin  of  or  equal  to  standard  of 
weight  and  fineness  at  time  issued. 

California. — January  bank  clear- 
ings were  less  than  a  year  ago,  gen- 
erally, except  in  Los  Angeles,  Pasa- 
dena and  Long  Beach.  Building  per- 
mits fell  off,  except  in  San  Diego 
and  Pasadena.  But  last  year  both 
bank  clearings  and  building  permits 
in  all  principal  cities  were  over  1919. 
Everywhere  on  the  Coast  the  read- 
justment period  is  affecting  all  kinds 
of  trade  and  industry,  and  the  results 
will  be  shown  in  a  limited  way,  in 
insurance  writings.  The  covmtry  i-^ 
moving  to  a  "gold  basis."* 

BUSINESS  CONDITIONS 

U.  S.  Government  is  said  to  be 
heavily  overstocked  with  canned 
goods,    notably    tomatoes,    purchased 


on  entrance  into  the  war.  ]\Iany  can- 
ners  are  carrying  unsold  stocks  from 
'20  to  '21.  Some  canners  announce 
that  they  will  can  no  tomatoes  this 
year.  But  restaurants  still  charge  25 
cents  for  a  tomato  salad  costing  pos- 
sibly 5  cents. 

It  is  asserted  that  Utah  canners 
are  heavily  overstocked  with  last 
year's  products. 

The  fall  in  sugar  price  base  been 
rapid,  down  from  more  than  22  to 
less  than  7  cents.  Candy  manufac- 
turers and  dealers  have  suffered 
heavy  losses.  One  big  candy  com- 
pany, petitioning  in  bankruptcy,  ad- 
mits a  loss  of  a  million. 

The  condensed  milk  industry  has 
been  hard  hit  by  declines  in  demand, 
with  overstocking.  ]\Iany  factories 
have  ceased  operations  for  the  pres- 
ent. 

Woodworkers  in  the  Northwest 
have  reduced  laborers'  wages  to  $3.20 
a  day,  and  Orientals'  wages  to  $2.50 
a  day. 

California. — With  50  per  cent 
mDre  oil  wells  than  a  year  ago,  pro- 
duction is  about  the  same.  There  is 
also  a  shortage  of  natural  gas. 

What  of  barley?  Half  the  1921 
crop  is  still  on  hand.  Demand  de- 
creasing ail  the  time- 
Gold  production  in  1920  less  than 
$14,000,000;  before  the  war  it  was 
about  $24,000,000.  Gold  dredging  is 
still  active,  but  quartz  mining  very 
inactive  because  of  high   wages. 


West  Berkeley.  Cal. — Java  Coco- 
nut Oil  Co.  warehouse,  3d  and  .\ddi- 
son.  Oil,  coco  meal,  tobacco  and 
machinery :   loss   about  $30,000. 


In  Its  Fiftieth  Year 
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EAST   OF  THE  ROCKIES 

The  revenue  agent  of  the  state  ot 
Mississippi  continues  to  make  a  spec- 
tacle of  himself.  He  has  caused  the 
fire  companies  funds  to  be  placed  in 
a  receivership,  wherewith  to  pay 
some  millions  or  billions  of  dollars 
fines  for  belonging  to  a  rating  organ- 
ization. 

Press  reports  that  a  railway  com- 
pany has  been  held  responsible  for 
damages  to  a  youth  who  climbed  gir- 
ders and  short-circuited  electric  wires 
and  was  so  burned  that  the  amputa- 
tion of  an  arm  was  necessary.  Court 
awaided  him  $10,000  damages,  as  the 
construction  was  such  as  to  tempt 
a  healthy  boy  to  climb.  Liability 
agents  should  be  able  to  write  addi- 
tional insurance  with  this  ruling  pre- 
sented to  prospects  who  own  bridges, 
windmills,  acqueducts,  tanks,  ware- 
houses, barns,  etc. 

Judge  Landis's  remarks,  charging 
a  country  banker  with  moral  respon- 
sibility for  embezzlement  of  money 
by  his  teller,  paid  only  $90  a  month, 
"or  about  half  that  of  a  railway  sec- 
tion hand,"  is  receiving  a  great  deal 
of  publicity.  We  are  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  at  different  times  we  have 
reminded  fidelity  insurers  that  an 
element  of  the  risk  is  the  salary  pait! 
for  places  of  trust  and  temptation. 
Why  insure  men  holding  such  posi- 
tions if  their  salaries  are  inadequate? 
Is  it  fair  to  make  the  just  and  liberal 
banker  or  other  employer  pay  same 
rate  as  for  insurance  covering  tMe 
larger  hazard  of  the  policyholder 
who  doubles  the  temptation  by  pac- 
ing inadequate  salaries  ?     In  the  case 


provoking  the  outburst  of  the  federal 
court  the  bank  teller  who  handled 
thousands  of  dollars  daily,  and  who 
was  expected  to  make  a  good  appear- 
ance and  associate  with  people  of 
some  social  rank  and  property,  was 
paid  a  salary  with  a  purchasing  pow- 
er of  say  $10  a  week. 

The  time  for  organizing  the  Trav- 
elers Fire  of  Hartford  has  been  ex- 
tended two  years  to  March  4,   19^13. 

Shippers,  transporters  and  insurers 
in  the  United  Kingdom  have  a  Pilfer- 
age Committee  working  hard  to  se- 
cure active  and  effective  prevention 
co-operation  in  prevention  of  pilfc"- 
age  of  goods  in  transit.  Such  losses 
truly  amount  to  a  great  total  every 
year.  Theft  of  merchandise  in  tran- 
sit in  the  United  States  is  also  large. 

The  old  South  British,  which  with 
the  National  formerly  operated  ex- 
clusively on  this  Coast  under  Wm.  J. 
Callingham  and  later  under  Alex. 
Murray,  has  applied  for  admission  to 
New  York. 

The  insurer  and  reinsurers  of  Ja- 
cob Hamon,  politician  and  oil  mil- 
lionaire of  Oklahoma,  have  paid  the 
insurance  on  his  life  delivered  to  him 
two  hours  before  the  lad\-  who  love<l 
him  shot  him  dead.

Another  bill  makes  diversion  of 
premiums  an   embezzlement. 

A  bill  also  defines  a  broker  as  a 
person,  partnership  or  corporation, 
unlicensed  as  agent,  who  for  compen- 
sation negotiates  insurance ;  and  re- 
quires him  to  take  out  a  license. 

Washington 

The  hurricane  which  drove  through 
2,000  square  miles  in  the  Olympic 
pensinsula  blew  down  thousands  of 
big  hemlock  trees.  The  losses  total 
high   in  the  millions. 


Calilornia 

Fire  loss*  statistics  give  the  five- 
year's  total  in  this  state  as  $45,6^8,- 
750.  These  losses  are  those  reported 
by  loss  adjusters.  Losses  paid  by 
stock  companies  reported  to  the  state 
insurance  department  amounted  to 
$36,578,671.  If  the  actuarial  figures 
are  complete,  20  per  cent  is  unin- 
sured. Losses  where  no  insurance 
is  carried  are  not  reported. 


Fire   Loss   Statistics    Compiled   by   Nation- 
al Board 

The  five-year  analysis  of  adjusters' 

reports  of  fire  loses,  as  made  by  the 
National  ISoard  of  Fire  Underwriters, 
for  state  insurance  departments  and 
rating  bureaus  and  for  public  infor- 
mation, yields  these  facts  for  1915-19 : 

Property  destroyed  valued  at  $1,- 
416,375,000.  This  is  $283,275,000 
average  per  annimi,  and  the  grand 
total  does  not  include  losses  not  in- 
sured, and  insured  losses  vmreported. 

The  National  Board's  statistics 
confirm  the  Coast  Review's  estimate 
of  a  national  fire  loss  of  more  than 
$3   per   capita. 

It  is  somewhat  surprising  to  learn 
that  electricity  is  charged  with  re- 
sponsibility for  the  greater  part  of  the 
total  loss,  as  ascertained  from  re- 
ports of  3,500,000  adjustments.  Mat- 
ches and  smoking  follow ;  then,  de- 
fective chimneys,  and  defective  heat- 
ers and  their  ]Mpes.  all  over  $50,000,- 
000 ;  other  ascertained  causes  were 
spontaneous  combustion,  lightning, 
sparks  on  roofs,  and  ]ictroleuni  jirod- 
ucts.      Incendiarism   is  charged    with 
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only  $21,596,965,  or  $4,400,000  a 
year. 

Losses    yearly    were    caused    about 
a  s  follows  : 

Electricity,  $16,800,000 ;  smoking  and 
matches,  $14,700,000;  heaters,  $11,- 
027,000;  spontaneous  combustion, 
$9,940,000 ;  lightning,  $8,000,000 : 
roof-sparks,  $5,854,000 ;  petroleum 
and  products,  $5,182,000.

rates.  Not  infrequently  the  alleged 
improvement  is  in  no  sense  an  added 
protection  against  fire.  A  few  years 
ago  the  writer  found  hose  attached 
to  a  large  chemical  at  Ocean  View, 
Va.,  that  was  as  brittle  as  a  pipe 
stem.  The  caretaker  said  that  it  had 
not  been  used  for  over  a  year.  In 
an  emergency  that  piece  of  apparatus 
would  have  been  absolutely  useless, 
yet,  no  doubt,  it  figured  in  the  rating 
schedules  as  added  protection. 

In  an  Illinois  city  thev  had  bought 
a  big  steam  pumper  and  that  fixture 
resulted  in  a  more  favorable  basis 
rate.  There  were  no  fires  for  sev- 
eral years  requiring  the  use  of  the 
eneine  and  it  appeared  on  the  street 
onlv  during  local  festivals  to  orna- 
ment a  parade.  Its  brass  and  nickel 
parts  were  always  kept  bright  and  it 
was  pointed  to  with  pride  b\-  citizens 
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generally.  Visitors  being  shown  the 
sights  there  were  invariably  taken  to 
see  the  fire  engine.  One  day  the  city 
attorney  had  a  friend  in  tow  who, 
after  viewing  the  engine,  asked  the 
man  in  charge :  "How  long  \vTll  it 
take  you  to  get  up  steam  and  put 
a  stream  of  water  on  a  fire?"  The 
fireman  said  that  if  the  engine  was 
in  good  repair  that  it  could  be  put  in 
action  in  less  than  five  minutes,  but. 
he  added :  "The  cylinder  has  been 
busted  for  over  six  months  and  we 
would  have  to  send  it  to  Chicago  to 
get  it  fixed  before  the  pump  could 
be  used." 

The  Chronicle,  Montreal :  Canad- 
ian Financial  Situation. — While  thus 
far  the  process  of  deflation  has  been 
considerably  more  rapid  than  had 
been  anticipated,  at  the  same  time  it 
has  proved  considerably  less  danger- 
ous than  was  at  one  time  feared.  It 
seems  to  be  now  reasonably  clear 
that  in  Canada  at  all  events,  nothing 
in  the  shape  of  panic  is  likely  to 
eventuate,  although  the  possibility  of 
panic  was  certainly  contained  in  the 
prospects  of  four  or  five  months  ago. 
The  extent  of  the  heavy  losses  which 
are  being  taken  in  various  lines  of 
business,  can  probably,  only  be  ap- 
l)reciated  by  the  banks,  through  their 
intimate  dealings  with  customers,  but 
that  in  some  cases  they  are  exceed- 
ingly large  seems  certain.  A  panic, 
however,  results  more  from  a  condi- 
tion of  mind  than  from  untoward 
business  circumstances,  and  there  are 
happily  no  signs  of  the  development 
in  Canada  of  the  frame  of  mind 
which    results    in    panic.     Indications 


that  the  process  of  deflation  is  reach- 
ing labour  are   multiplying. 

The  Vigilant :  Unlike  the  Yonkers 
Decision. — Nobody  should  confound 
the  late-January  Connecticut  decision 
with  the  1904  Empire  State  decision 
or  mistake  the  local-agency  "expira- 
tions" issues  for  parallels. 

In  the  Yonkers  case  the  National 
of  Hartford,  losing  on  the  main  point, 
had  enjoined  SuUard,  the  agent,  from 
re-solicting  the  business  of  his  own 
expiration  records.  It  was  decided 
by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  state  that  an 
agent's  expiration  book  belongs  to  the 
agent  and  that  his  business  is  an  asset 
subject  to  sale.  Simultaneously  ai-. 
insurance  company  was  conceded  pos- 
session and  use  of  its  own  policy  reg- 
ister— something  which  the  National 
Association  of  Agents  never  deniea 

Very  different  was  the  Chamber- 
lain-Hemingway case  at  New  Haven. 
After  Chamberlain  &  Hemingway 
had  disolved  partnership  and  gone  in- 
to an  agreed  receivership,  and  after 
their  companies  had  re-appointed 
each  of  them  agent.  Chamberlain 
purchased  the  fomier  firm  expira- 
tions of  the  receiver  (not  of  his  form- 
er partner),  subsequentlv  suing  Hem- 
ingway, his  former  partner,  for  alleg- 
ed illegal  inroads  on  his  purchase. 
The  decision  of  the  Connecticut  su- 
perior court  as  and  is  that  the  re- 
ceiver, selling  the  expirations  to 
Chamberlain,  had  no  exclusive  prop- 
erty rights  to  sell. 

There  was  in  this  case  no  direct 
legal  controversy  between  agent  and 
company,    although    the    court    could 
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not  find  that  the  companies  infringed 
upon  any  right  of  plaintiff  by  per- 
mitting the  defendent  access  to  their 
records  for  the  purpose  of  obtainmg 
information  as  to  dates  of  expiration. 

Weekly  Underwriter,  N.  Y. :  Fat 
Lady  Insurance — A  New  York  in- 
surance broker  says  he  will  insure 
Nora  Bayes,  who  is  appearing  in  he 
own  production,  "Her  Family  Tree," 
at  the  Lyric  Theatre,  against  "an 
undue  increase  in  weight  to  an  ex- 
tent which  would  detract  from  the 
physical  appearance  of  the  insured 
and  cause  her  monetary  loss."  The 
amount  of  increase  will  be  set  forth 
in  the  policy  agreement.  At  the  same 
time  he  will  provide  a  policy  insur- 
ing Florence  Morrison  against  a  loss 
in  weight.  Miss  Morrison  at  present 
weighs  nearly  300  pounds,  and  if  she 
should  fall  below  275  pounds  the 
company  will  pay  her  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  compensate  her  for  her  loss 
in  weight  and  consequent  loss  of 
prestige  and  reputation  as  the  largest 
actress  in  musical  comedy. 

Economic  World :  Nothing  which 
happened  in  Wall  Street  this  week 
was  calculated  to  alter  the  opinion 
already  expressed  in  these  columns 
that  the  stock  market  appears  to  have 
entered,  definitely,  upon  a  quiet  peri- 
od which  bids  fair  to  continue  for 
some  time  to  come.  In  connection 
with  a  general  characterization  like 
the  foregoing,  however,  it  is  well  to 
keep  the  contingency  of  accident  in 
mind ;  for  some  unforeseen  develop- 
ment might  modify  the  conclusion 
as  above  set  forth  suddenly  and  in  an 


unpleasant  way.  This  comment  is. 
suggested  by  the  fact  that,  while 
there  is  nothing  in  the  current  news 
or  in  the  general  tendencies  of  busi- 
ness to  encourage  the  expectation  of 
an  active  and  sustained  forward 
movement  in  the  near  future,  the  ap- 
parent trend  of  the  money  market  to- 
wards a  stringency  as  acute  possibly 
as  that  which  developed  in  the  past 
Fall,  may  prove  to  reflect  an  under- 
lying situation  that  can  only  be  re- 
lieved by  further  liquidation.  That 
would  spell  activity ;  but  it  would 
be  activity  at  the  expense  of  values. 

Insurance  Journal,  London:  Insur- 
ance companies  in  Liverpool  have 
arrived  at  a  decision  of  considerable 
importance  with  regard  to  responsi- 
bility for  losses  in  connection  with 
recent  incendiary  fires.  Pending  ? 
legal  decision  as  to  the  responsibi!it> 
of  the  community  on  the  ground  that 
the  fires  were  due  to  civil  commotion 
or  riot,  the  companies,  according  to 
the  Liverpool  correspondent  of 
"Lloyd's  List,"  will  pay  their  assured. 
If  the  responsibility  is  ultimately  de- 
clared to  be  that  of  the  communitv, 
they  will  look  to  the  Corporation  for 
repayment  of  the  sum  involved,  which 
is  still  reckoned  at  about  £.'350,000 
for  merchandise  destroyed,  apart 
from  the  value  of  the  buildings.  In 
coming  to  this  decision  the  companies 
have  been  actuated  by  a  sense  of  the 
financial  inconvenience,  or  even  dis- 
aster, which  might  be  entailed  upon 
sufferers  by  the  fires  through  an  in- 
definite postponement  of  a  settlement 
of  their  claims.  An  alternative 
eround    for    the    non-liability    of    the 
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companies  suggested  by  Counsel 
whose  opinion  was  taken,  i.  e.,  that 
the  fires  resulted  from  "usurpation  by 
foreign  power,"  does  not  seem  likely 
to  be  pressed.

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ACCIDENT 

He  was  old  enough  to  know  better ; 
but  he  took  a  can  of  coal  oil  and 
poured  first  aid  to  a  down,  but  not 
out  fire.  Explosion !  Man  on  fire, 
jumped  into  a  full  bathtub  and  lives 
to  tell  the  tale.  Though  insured  was 
somewhat  painfully  burned  and  had 
a  doctor  bill  to  pay,  he  was  too 
ashamed   of   himself  to  file  a  claim. 

While  visiting  aboard  a  steamship 
at  a  pier,  San  Francisco,  a  chemist 
with  nitrate  of  silver  in  his  pocket 
reached  therein  for  a  match.  Ex- 
plosion resulted  and  the  chemist  was 
taken  to  Emergency  hospital,  where 
he  was  treated  for  torn  ligaments  of 
arms  and  legs.  It  is  said  that  ex- 
plosion was  loud  and  shook  the  ship. 
Some  years  ago  a  chemist  or  other 
who  had  a  flask  of  nitrate  of  silver 
(or  something  of  that  nature)  in  his 
pocket,  while  on  board  a  San  Fran- 
cisco bay  ferryboat,  was  killed  by 
the  explosion  of  the  deadly  flask. 
Nobody  else  was  in  the  near  vicinity 
when  the  accident  occurred. 


EXPLOSIONS 

Acetylene. — Explosion  of  an  acet\'- 
lene  gas  plant  that  was  being  install- 
ed in  the  residence  of  Arthur  J. 
Curtis  at  Bow,  N.  H.,  Jan.  16.  killed 
two  small  children  who  boarded  in 
the  house,  burned  Mrs.  Curtis  so  seri- 
ously that  she  died  soon  after,  injur- 
ed Curtis  and  Hugh  A.  Hill,  of 
Hooksett,   and   wrecked  the  hottse. 

Gasoline. — The  explosion  of  a  gas- 
oline tank  car,  at  ATem^.his.  Tenn.. 
again  reminds  civil  authorities  of  tlv.' 
danger    which    confronts    cities    and 


towns  along  railroad  tracks.  In  an 
oil-producing  state  like  California 
nearly  every  freight  train  includes 
one  or  more  tanks  of  crude  or  re- 
fined oil.  The  explosion  of  casing 
head  gasoline  at  Memphis  leveled  a 
nearby  plant  and  a  row  of  twelve- 
frame  houses,  and  started  a  fire, 
which  was  with  difficulty  restricted. 
A  press  report  says  ten  black  labor- 
ers were  killed  and  twenty  others 
were  more  or  less  seriously  injured. 
Tacoma. — Explosion  of  some  kind 
shattered  dwelling  at  .5217  Steele  st. : 
wreck  complete;  mother  and  son 
killed.

The  Unexpected  Happens 
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LIFE 

Denver. — The  new  Mountain  Life, 
with  ex-commissioners  (Fairchild  and 
Forsyth)  as  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent, shced  off  into  the  rough  from 
the  first  tee.  A  competitor  has  filed 
charges  against  the  Mountain,  with 
Colorado's  new  insurance  commis- 
sioner, all  to  the  effect  that  the  laws 
have  been  broken.  The  charges  are 
not  serious,  and  I  predict  that  the 
officials  will  keep  the  ball  moving. 

Sacramento. — S.  B.  654  provides 
that  where  a  life  company  registers 
its  policies  and  deposits  the  reserve 
with  the  state  it  must  register  all  poli- 
cies and  deposit  full  net  reserves ; 
and  if  it  owns  its  office  building  in 
Cahfomia  such  building  may  be  mor- 
tgaged to  the  state  insurance  commis- 
sioner and  such  mortgage  be  de- 
posited with  the  commissioner,  at  face 
value,  in  lieu  of  cash  or  securities, 
as  the  required  reserve  on  registered 
policies.  Senator  Burnett  introduced 
the  bill,  but  doubtless  at  the  request 
of  a  much  interested  company. 

Sacramento. — S.  B.  290  provides 
that  sec.  639  shall  be  amended  as  to 
valuation  at  AYz  percent  interest. 
Introduced  by  Senator  Burton. 

The  Spectator :  American  Life  con- 
tracts in  old  Austria-Hungary. — In 
Jugoslavia  it  is  reported  that  there 
are  complaints  made  because  Ameri- 
can life  companies  are  paying  claims 
in  Austro-Hungarian  crowns,  al- 
though so  specified  in  the  policy  con- 
tracts. These  objectors  allege  that 
much  of  the  premium  money  wp?

deprecia'^ed     Austro-Hungarian     cur- 


rency, and  argue  that  the  companies 
are  therefore  making  undue  profits 
when  paying  claims  in  Austro-Hun- 
garian currency  at  present  rates  of 
exchange.

Teaching      Fundamentals      of     Safe      Auto 
Driving — Every    35    Minutes    Somebody 
Is   Killed    by    an    Automobile 

The  eiglit  thousand  industrial  or- 
ganizationsi  trade  associations,  and 
governmental  agencies  comprising  the 
National  Safety  Council  have  jusi 
undertaken  the  biggest  job  ever  at- 
tempted by  the  council  during  the 
eight  years  of  its  existence — to  teach 
the  fundamentals  of  safe  driving  and 
motor  vehicle  maintenance  to  every 
motor  truck  and  passenger  car  driver 
employed  in  industry,  whether  or  not 
his  employer  is  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

The  purpose  of  the  undertaking  is 
threefold : 

First,  to  reduce  so  far  as  possible 
the  number  of  fatalities  resulting 
from  automobile  accidents  which  now 
approximate  15,000  a  year — one  per- 
son is  killed  by  an  automobile  every 
thirty-five   minutes : 

Second,  to  save  for  industry  and 
the  public  at  large  the  millions  of  dol- 
lars lost  each  vear  through  property 
damage  resulting  from  automobile 
accidents— this  loss  amounting  to 
$500,000  a  year  in  a  city  of  little 
more  than  half  a  million  population: 

Third,  to  save  for  industry  some 
of  the  many  millions  of  dollars  now 
paid  out  annually  for  compensation, 
medical  attention,  lost  time,  and  dam- 
age for  personal  injuries  resulting 
from    automobile    accidents. 

The  National  Safety  Council 
through  its  forty  local  councils  has 
for  several  years  carried  on  a  cam- 
paign against  jay-walking  and  other 


forms  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
])edestrians.  But  it  has  discovered 
in  iliis  campaign  that  while  the  pedes- 
trian is  responsible  for  a  large  per- 
centage of  accidents,  at  least  an  equal 
percentage  of  automobile  accidents 
are  due  to  ignorance  of  the  safe 
methods  of  motor  car  driving  or 
maintenance  on  the  part  of  the  driv- 
ers  of  commercial   vehicles.

Arson   Case   at  Sacramento 

Bernard  J.  Liez,  mining  engineer, 
on  trial  at  Sacramento  on  charge  of 
setting  fire  to  his  house  to  get  the 
insurance  thereon,  was  acquitted  by 
the  jury.  Judge  Glenn  criticised 
ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  and 
said  the  evidence  warranted  the  con- 
viction of  Liez.  There  was  expert 
testimony  that  candle  grease  and  coal 
oil  will  not  combine  in  a  liquid ;  but 
after  the  verdict  the  Judge  told  the 
jury  that  during  the  trial  he  had  com- 
bined them  into  a  liquid.

Vanquishing  Your  Real   Competitors 

Your  competitors  are  not  always 
the  agents  of  the  other  companies. 
It  is  only  in  a  small  fraction  of  your 
business  that  you  have  any  real  com- 
petition with  them.  But  you  are 
daily  competing  with  greed,  indiffer- 
ence, selfishness,  ignorance  and  other 
formidable  giants  that  threaten  to 
hold  captive  your  prospects.  It  must 
ever  be  your  chief  concern  to  van- 
quish them. 

For  that  task  you  need  a  stout 
heart  and  a  complete  armor.  A  care- 
fully prepared  and  definite  proposi- 
tion, presented  with  tact  and  backed 
by  the  force  of  your  enthusiasm  and 
a  deep-seated  conviction  as  to  the 
real  worth  of  what  you  have  to  offer, 
is  your  chief  weapon  of  offense ; 
while  the  helmet  of  knowledge,  the 
breastplate  of  sincerity  and  the  shield 
of  confidence  are  your  armor  of  de- 
fense. If,  along  with  these,  you  arc 
shod  with  the  sandals  of  a  persistent 
zeal,  the  giants  with  whom  you  must 
contend  daily  will  certainly  be  put 
to    flight. — Pacific    Mutual    News. 

Don't  Generate  Competition 

In  many,  many  cases  the  prospect 
knows  nothing  about  competitors  or 
their  contracts,  and  competition  is 
for  the  first  time  suggested  to  his 
mind  when  the  salesman  denounce.-^ 
his  competitors  and  their  contracts. 
Knocking  is  destructive.  Nobody 
likes  the  knocker,  nobody  admires 
him.     A  salesman  should  sav  nothing 


about  his  cornpetitors  unless  he  is 
obliged  to  speak  of  them,  and  when 
he  speaks  of  them  it  should  be  with 
respect.  While  the  life  insurance 
contracts  of  the  companies  are  not  of 
equal  worth  or  tise,  the  companies 
themselves  are  sound  and  their  man- 
agement is  honest  and  their  contracts 
are  desirable.  In  unusual  cases  a 
solicitor  ma  ybe  put  upon  the  defen- 
sive by  an  unscrupulous  competitor, 
but  usually  comeptition,  if  it  exists, 
is  clean.  Life  insurance  is  a  great 
institution,  and  there  is  room  for  all 
of  us  in  its  service  to  the  public. 
Our  task  is  to  insure  Thomas  Jones, 
not  to  prove  that  the  other  company 
and  its  contract  should  be  looked 
upon  with  suspicion  by  Thoma.'^ 
Jones.  If  Thomas  Jones  is  made  to 
believe  that  he  should  beware  of 
them,  it  is  quite  likely  that  he  will 
before  long  beware  of  the  company 
whose  Agent  spoke  slightinglv  o' 
them;  and  then,  good-by  to  business! 
— Mutual   Life   Points. 

A   Word  About  Lapses 

A  lapsed  policy  means  a  two-fold 
loss — a  loss  to  the  insured,  who  loses 
his  protection,  and  a  loss  to  the  agent, 
who  loses  his  renewal  commission. 

It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  dollars 
and  cents,  but  it  is  the  loss  which 
comes  from  dissatisfied  patrons. 
Lapses  deter  new  applications,  as 
neighbors  hesitate  to  buy  insurance 
with  a  company  in  which  one  of  their 
number  has  bought  insurance  and 
lapsed  it.  There  is  no  greater  asset 
that  a  large  body  of  persistent,  satis- 
fied policyholders. 
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Wlien  a  policy  lapses  in  your  terri- 
tory remember  that  the  applicant  is 
already  sold  or  he  would  not  have 
bought  the  policy  originally.  Prob- 
ably he  is  just  careless  or  wants  some 
little  matter  explained,  and  a  fev/ 
minutes'  interview  will  make  him  a 
permanent  policyholder  and,  incident- 
ally, assure  you  of  your  renewal  com- 
mission. The  agent  who  has  a  large 
volume  of  renewal  'commission  com- 
ing in  every  month  has  no  worry 
when  he  gets  a  bad  month  or  when 
sickness  comes  his  way. 

Keep  a  list  of  the  lapsed  policy- 
holders in  your  territory,  and  every 
time  you  pass  their  way  stop  for  a 
few  minutes'  chat  and  you  will  soon 
notice  how  small  your  list  of  lapses 
becomes,  and  how  steadily  your  re- 
newal commission  increases. — Bank- 
er's Life  Bulletin. 

Honesty  Is  the  Best  Policy 

In  his  letter  to  "service  men"  Sup- 
erintendent Heinemann  of  the  Occi- 
dental Life  of  Los  Angeles  says : 

Under  the  term  "Honesty"  we  find 
the  sub-qualifications : 

Faith 

Loyalty 

Sincerity  and 

Truthfulness 
The  strictly  honest  man  has  faith 
in  the  honesty  of  others.  If  you 
have  not  faith  in  others,  if  you  are 
naturally  suspicious,  if  you  cannot 
believe  in  the  sincerity  of  others,  you 
can  never  be  successful  in  this  busi- 
ness. Suspicion  and  discontent  go 
hand  in  hand,  as  do  suspicion  and 
dishonesty.  The  truly  honest  has 
failli    in    his    comjiany    and    is    loyal 


An  agent  who  has  not  faith  in  his 
company  cannot  be  loyal  to  it.  You 
must  have  faith  in  and  be  loyal  to 
your  company,  because  otherwise  you 
cannot  properly  tell  the  other  fel- 
low about  your  compaii}'  and  the 
policy  you  wish  to  sell  him. 

You  must  be  frank  and  sincere. 
If  you  are  not  sincere  in  the  state- 
ments you  make,  you  cannot  expect 
people  to  believe  you.  Insincerity 
is  usually  self-evident. 

You  must  be  truthful.  This  means 
not  onh'  not  to  make  deliberate  mis- 
statements, but  also  means  that  you 
must  not  allow  your  prospective  or 
actual  policyholders  to  believe  some- 
thing about  your  policy  not  existing 
therein.

THE  PAST 
1920 

The  Coast  Review  estimates  the 
fire  losses  in  this  country  in  192) 
at  least  $400,000,000,  or  $3.50  per 
capita. 

The  year  was  notable  for  "nigh: 
rider"  fires.  Much  cotton  and  to- 
bacco and  machinery  were  destroyed 
by  growers  in  protest  against  low 
prices  and  sales  at  such  prices.  Th- 
insurers    incurred   many    such   losses. 

California  had  several  large  losses, 
as  $800,000  cannery  warehouse 
and  a  $750,000  store  and  goods  at 
Sacramento,  $700,000  amusement 
pier  at  Venice,  $300,000  oil  refinery 
at  Avila,  $300,000  at  Willows. 
$300,00  hotel  fire  at  San  Matcx 
Oregon  had  a  $500,000  plant  loss  at 
Portland.  Washington  had  .a  $200,- 
000  loss  when  the  Hotel  Lincoln, 
Seattle,  burned;  and  at  Chehalis 
$100,000  lumber  mill  damaged, 
$200,000   flour  mill  at  Colfax.

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THE    BANQUET 

The  45tli  annual  meeting  of  the 
F.  U.  A.  P.  closed  with  the  usual 
banquet,  witii  an  elevated  table  for 
the  officers,  speakers  and  guests  of 
honor.  About  4r)0  managers,  fie'd 
men,  members  and  guests,  were 
present,  in  fine  black  and  white  ar- 
ray mostly.  The  official  photograpli- 
er  mounted  a  high  ladder  and  took 
deliberate  aim;  bang;  a  flash,  and  a 
few  minutes  later  proofs  were 
shown  about  and  orders  taken.  The 
band  played,  and  professionals  sang 
and  danced  on  the  platform.  Indeed, 
two  songbirds  were  caught  and  sang 
at  both  the  front  and  back  of  the 
gold  room.  The  "siren"  from  Los 
Angeles  was  in  good  voice  as  us- 
ual. 

Manager  Rolla  V.  Watt  read  some 
very  interesting  things  from  the 
Coast  Review  of  the  year  w^ien  he 
began  insurance  work  in  the  office 
of  Smith  &  Snow,  when  fire  prem- 
iums in  this  field  amounted  to  onlv 
$5,000,000,  whereas  now  they 
amount  to  about  $57,000,000.  Frank- 
lin H.  Wentworth  and  J.  N.  Schive- 
ly  were  among  the  speakers.  A.  W. 
Thornton,  editor,  read  selections 
from  California  Knapsack,  to  prove 
that  the  high  cost  of  living  had  noc 
affected   the   quality   of   its   contents.

Prosident  Levison's  Review  of  Underwrit- 
ing Conditions  in   1920 

The  year  1920  was  one  of  changing 
conditions  and  shifting  problems.  Con- 
trary to  general  expectations  the  per- 
iod of  inflation  and  high  prices  oontin- 
ued  far  into  mid  -  summer,  with 
the  result  that  the  increase  in  prem- 
iums and  normal  loss  ratio  was  stead- 
ily maintained.  About  the  middle  of 
the  year  distinct  signs  of  reaction  ap- 
peared and  in  a  remarkably  short  time 
the  situation  changed  completely. 
Premiums  commenced  to  shrink  and 
losses  to  increase,  so  that  toward  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  obvious  that  the 
long-feared  point  of  deflation  had  act- 
vially  been  reached. 

If,  as  many  of  the  leading  financiers 
of  the  country  appear  to  think,  the  fi- 
nancial and  industrial  crisis  has  pass- 
ed, we  may  confidently  look  forward 
to  an  improvement  in  our  business  in 
the  near  future.  Should  this  period 
ef  readjustment  be  carried  on  well  into 
the  year,  as  some  seem  to  think,  the 
underwriters  of  the  country  in  all  three 
branches,  fire,  marine  and  automobile, 
will  find  themselves  facing  conditions 
such  as  never  confronted  them  before. 
In  any  event  it  is  evident  that  existing 
circumstances  call  for  a  maximum  of 
attention,  supervision  and  co-opera- 
tion. 

In  the  fire  business,  which  very  di- 
rectly reflects  the  business  conditions 
of  the  country,  the  underwriters  have 
to  deal  with  a  most  unusual  situation 
brought  about  l)y  the  severe  drop  from 
the  level  of  high  prices,  resulting  in  an 
increasing  moral  hazard  on  the  one 
hand  and  excessive  return  premiums 
due  to  heaw  cancellations  on  the  oth- 
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er,  which,  together  with  the  ahnost 
entire  absence  of  new  business  un- 
doubtedly will  make  it  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  maintain  our  present 
premium  income. 

The  industrial,  social  and  economic 
conditions  due  to  unemployment,  shut- 
ting down,  etc.,  are  reflected  in  a  dis- 
tinct increase  in  losses  so  that  the  com- 
panies are  catching  it  at  both  ends.-^ 
Fireman's  Fund  Record.

CONFISCATION       BY       GOVERNMENT 
Insurance    Sought    for     Loss    by    Govern- 
ment Penalties. 

There  are  so-called  redlight  laws 
which  make  landlords  responsible  for 
their  violation  by  tenants.  Both  the 
landlord  and  his  agent  may  be  entire- 
ly innocent  but  on  conviction  the 
house  will  be  closed  and  sealed  for 
a  year.  If  the  law  were  enforced 
in  all  cases  many  apartment  house.-i 
would  be  closed  for  a  year. 

As  mentioned  in  our  preceding 
issue  the  supreme  court  at  Washing- 
ton has  ruled  in  favor  of  the  law 
confiscating  any  automobile  found 
transporting  without  permit  any  al- 
cohol. Probably  half  the  automobiles 
in  this  country,  under  a  strict  in- 
terpretation of  the  letter  of  the  law, 
are  liable  to  confiscation. 

This  test  case  was  brought  to  de- 
termine liability  where  the  owner  is 
mere!}-  in  possession  under  a  con- 
tract of  sale,  as  in  the  case  with 
many  new  and  used  cars.  There  is, 
in  consequence,  a  demand  for  in- 
surance covering  this  liability  of 
loss  to  automobile  dealers  and  rent- 
ers. And  it  may  be  that  owmers  of 
rented  property  would  be  glad  to  be 
insured  against  loss  of  rent  for  a 
year  where  some  tenant  violates  a 
social  evil  law ;  but  so  far  such 
losses  are  nominal  and  no  disposi- 
tion is,  as  yet,  shown  to  enforce  the 
penalty  in  residence  districts. 

Companies  have  announced  that 
thev  will  not  cover  such  hazards : 
but  such  announcements  are  hardl>' 
necessary,  as  such  insurance  would 
be  doubtless  judicially  declared  to  be 
contrary  to  public  policy.

L.  Roflf,  who  Hved  77  years,  G 
months  and  9  days.  His  widow,-  son 
and  daug'hter  survive  him.  The  fu- 
neral services  were  in  charge  of  the 
Masons. 

Mr.  Roff  came  to  California  from 
St.  Louis,  when  a  young  man.  He 
was  an  employee  of  the  Pony  Ex- 
press before  the  continental  railways 
were  built.  He  became  connected 
with  the  Phoenix  and  Home  general 
agency  in  San  Francisco  under  R. 
H.  Magill,  and  under  A.  E.  Alagill, 
when  the  agency  name  became  Home 
and  Phoenix.  When  the  two  com- 
panies separated,  Mr.  Rofif  was  chos- 
en by  the  Home  to  remain  with  it. 
He  became  the  general  agent  for 
California,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  a  member  of  the  gen- 
eral agency  of  Roff  &  Decker. 
Altogether,  Mr.  Rofif  rendered  loyal 
and  efficient  services  to  the  Home 
for  half  a  century,  and  the  company 
recognized  his  services  handsomely' 
in  various  vvavs.

Whitney  Palache  was  appointed 
United  States  manager  for  the  Com- 
mercial Union  Assurance  Co.  and  the 
Palatine  Ins.  Co. 

Home  of  New  York  stockholders 
voted  to  increase  capital  to  $12,000,- 
000. 

R.  S-  Day,  Victoria,  B.  C,  repr^;- 
senting  Guardian  Assurance,  died 
from  accident. 

The  Pacific  department  of  the  Liv- 
erpool &  London  &  Globe  and  the 
Star  was  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  Montana,  Wyoming,  Utah  and 
New  Mexico. 

Though  there  was  nothing  to  pre- 
vent their  solicitors  from  writing  for 
other  companies,  the  "three  giants" 
pleaded  for  an  amendment  to  the  new 
business  limitation  law  for  the  sake 
of  their  soliciting  agents,  and  for  the 
third  time  the  law  was  amended. 

American  farm  products  fell  ofi 
over  $5,000,000,000  in  value  in  1920. 
The  corn  (maize)  crop  loss  as  com- 
pared with  1919  value  was  the  great- 
est.    Life  insurance  and  building  in- 


surance premiums,  as  regards  farm- 
ers, will  no  doubt  show  an  actual  de- 
cline  in   1921. 

New  merchant  shipping  productioti 
in  this  country  fell  off  40  per  cent 
last  year,  and  it  may  be  conceded  thai 
in  1921  it  will  be,  as  previously  ex- 
cept in  1918  and  1919,  less  than  the 
new  tonnage  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  1920  thirty-three  fire  and  marine 
(including  five  mutuals)  were  ad- 
mitted to  Colorado ;  also  eleven  life 
and  eight  casualty  companies.  In- 
cluding associations,  seven  casualties 
and  fraternals  withdrew-  The  en- 
trants generally  comprised  a  remark- 
able bunch,  some  of  which  would 
give  you   a  strong  hunch. 


.\n  improbable  press  telegram  trom 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  says  that  W.  F. 
Morgan  of  that  city  "finds  himself 
heir  to  $210,000,  representing  prin- 
icpal  and  interest  of  a  £10  ($50) 
note  issued  by  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  in  IT 74,"  when  there  was 
no  such  state.  All  the  papers  tak*^ 
up  the  wondrous  tale,  and  the  Chi- 
cago Tribune  comments  that  this 
news  ought  to  give  a  thrill  to  the 
owner  of  a  $50  Liberty  bond.  We 
should  say  so !  Who  invested  this 
money?  Did  the  "state"  undertake 
to  pay  compound  interest — or  a 
bank?  .\t  4  per  cent  compound  in- 
terest luoney  doubles  every  seventeen 
and  a  half  years.  Count  up  $50 
plus  compound  interest  safely  invest- 
ed every  six  months  for  146  years 
and  the  total  will  not  thrill  the  heir 
very  much.

— Lift — At  San  Jose,  Cal.,  Frank  tie 
Witte,  Metropolitan  agent,  must  an- 
swer in  court  to  a  charge  of  embez- 
zlement of  company  funds. 

— What  will  tlie  burglars  now  do  to 
the  regional  reserve  banks  which  are 
custodians  of  millions  of  gold  coin 
and  bullion  heretofore  in  the  guarded 
subtreasuries?  Of  course,  not  a 
thing. 

— The  California  Redwood  Associa- 
tion advertises  that  redwood  contains 
no  resin  or  pitch,  and  neither  at- 
tract or  feeds  fire.  "Resists  Rot-De- 
fies Fire."  The  U.  S.  Forestry  Bureau 
savs:  "None  of  the  ordinary  wood- 
rotting  fungi  grows  in  redwood  tim- 
ber." For  this  reason,  in  California 
redwood  is  everywhere  used  for  fence 
posts  and  underground  conduits. 

— Life — The  Carnegie  Institute's  sel- 
ling branch  will  begin  a  course  of 
life  insurance  selling  instruction  in 
San  Francisco  this  summer. 
— Greatest  rainfall  in  California 
yearly  is  at  Grass  Valley,  where  the 
average,  is  .55  inches;  and  perhaps  as 
much  if  not  more  falls  at  Boulder 
Creek,  seventy  miles  south  of  San 
Francisco.  Three  creeks,  heading  in 
the  Santa  Cruz  mountains,  meet  here ; 
and  the  rainfall  is  sometimes  24  in- 
ches in  24  hours,  and  100  inches  in 
the  season.  Enough  water  falls  to 
supply  an  immense  population  but 
runs  into  the  ocean  and  big  bays. 

— Visitor — Col.  A.  H.  Wray,  recent- 
ly U.  S.  manager  of  the  Commercial 
Union  and  Palatine,  but  now  retired, 
is  in  California  on  a  pleasure  trip. 


— The  hurricane  which  blew  along 
the  Oregon  and  Washington  coast 
reached  160  mile  speed  and  did  con- 
siderable damage,  unroofing  houses, 
tearing  down  lumber  piles  and  break- 
ing lighter  planks. 


— Life — Richard  A.  Burgess  of 
Campbellsville,  Ky.,  agreed  with  John 
H.  Heil  of  Louisville,  for  $500,000 
to  teach  the  latter  how  to  sell  $23,000 
life  insurance  a  month.  The  lessons 
were  given  and  Heil  sold  that  much 
but  refuses  to  pay  his  teacher  in 
monthly  installments  or  in  any  way. 
Burgess  has  brought  suit. 

Three  state  insurance  departments 
made  an  examination  of  the  West 
Coast  Life  and  reported:  "The  com- 
pany is  sound,  aggressive  and  respon- 
sible. Its  attitude  toward  policyhol- 
ders has  been  liberal,  conscientious. 
Its  officers  are  men  of  standing  and 
ability  who  give  the  affairs  of  the 
institution  their  close  supervision." 
Highly  creditable  gains  were  made 
in  all  departments  by  this  San  Fran- 
cisco company,  without  undue  costs. 

— If  you  own  an  automobile  it  pays 
to  insure  all  round.  In  Moritz  v. 
Wilkes,  San  Francisco,  plaintiff  was 
awarded  $4,586  damages  for  being 
run  down  by  defendent's  automobile 
a  year  ago. 

— Burglars  and  bandits  are  not  com- 
plaining of  any  business  depression. 

— A  stream  of  2,817  gallons  of  water 
a  minute  through  a  two-eighths  inch 
nozzle,  in  a  Boston  fire  department 
test  is  claimed  to  be  the  largest  totril 
pumped  through  fire  hose.

"Too  small  salaries  invite  embez- 
zlement."— Federal  Judge  Kenesaw 
Mountain  Landis. 

Press  dispatches  report  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  sleeping  sickness 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States.  The  mortality  is 
rather  large.  These  cases  are  sup- 
posed to  be  among  the  unusual  ef- 
fects of  influenza. 

Smallpox  cases  have  increased  to 
a  comst  extraordinary  degree,  and 
notably  so  in  California.  Possibly 
the  organized  and  loud  opposition  to 
vaccination  may  be  partly  responsible 
for  the  present  near  epidemic.

ITEMS 

The  Bureau  of  Economics,  Sacra- 
mento, reports  that  the  break  in 
gasoHne  prices  brought  about  by  the 
winter  reduction  in  use  of  8,500,000 
autocars  is  the  only  thing  that  saved 
Cahfornia  from  an  ahnost  certain 
price  increase  in  the  coming  summer. 
Seventy-five  refineries  closed  down. 
Even  in  California  the  summer  de- 
mand for  gasoline  is  some  2'3'/2  per 
cent  more  than  in  winter :  and  now 
the  demand  is  equal  to  the  produc- 
tion. Though  this  state  is  the  lead- 
ing producer,  one  company  shipped 
in  5,500,000  gallons  from  mid-conti- 
nent fields,  at  an  expense  of  11.56  Cts. 
a  gallon,  to  which  a  retail  profit  of 
2  cts..  a  gallon  must  be  added.  The 
shortage  of  water  last  year  decreased 


hydro-electric  power  and  increased 
the  demand  for  oil.  Investment  in 
new  hydro-electric  securities  is  there- 
fore urged. 

The  state  highways  of  California 
are  now  criticiser  as  too  thinly  cover- 
ed with  concrete.  Certainly  the  edges 
easily  break,  and  heavy  trucks  pound 
holes  in  the  surface.  All  those  first 
built  have  no  elevation  of  outward 
curves. 

The  Review,  London,  arouses  sym- 
pathies by  an  account  of  the  "home 
for  insurables"  and  then  cools  with 
the  explanation  of  a  "typographical 
error."  But  just  the  same  there  are 
poor  "homes"  which  will  some  day  be 
occupied  by  men  now  insurable  who 
refuse  life  insurance.

ium  rate   as   that    for    riot   and  civil 


commotion.  The  new  hazard  is  "ma- 
licious damage  by  the  enemies  of  the 
King." 

There  was  formerly  a  City  of  Lon- 
don Ins.  Co.  There  is  now  a  com- 
pany of  the  same  name. 

A  United  States  branch  office  build- 
ing in  New  York  has  been  acquired 
by  the  Northern  Assurance.

&  Marine,  with  capital  of  $200,000. 
But  it  wont  do  a  world  business  with

All-in  Policy. — Following  the  ex- 
ample of  a  British  company.  Lloyds 
of  London  issues  a  householder's 
comprehensive  policy  covering  every- 
thing but  the  itch.  This  policy  is  be- 
ing sold  in  New  York  City.  Ameri- 
can companies  are  not  permitted  to 
write  such  a  policy  but  the  Lloyds 
are  privileged  to  write  any  hazard 
and  escape  supervision  and  taxes.

Children  Must  Keep  Parents  Out  of 
Poor-House 

A  bill  in  Hoosierdom  requires  sons 
and  daughters  to  support  their  parents. 
It  provides  that  children  who  seek  to 
avoid  the  responsibility  of  caring  for 
parents  may  be  fined  not  to  exceed 
$200,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  six  months.  Courts  are  given 
authority  to  release  convicted  persons 
on  promises  to  assume  proper  filial  at- 
titudes.

AUTOMOBILE 


Safely  Lessons   for  Automobiles — Steering 
Mechanism 

1. — Weak  or  defective  steering  mec- 
hanisms cause  many  accidents. 

2. — A  car  whose  direction  cannot  be 
controlled  is  more  dangerous  than  a 
railroad  train  that  has  iumpe<l  the 
track . 

8. — Drivers  should  frequently  in- 
spect and  if  necessary  adjust  the  steer- 
ing mechanism.  When  adjusting,  it 
is  best  to  turn  wheels  to  extreme  right. 
Parts  are  worn  less  at  this  position 
than  when  straight  ahead.  A  good 
adjustment  at  straight  ahead  position 
would  possibly  bind  a>t  the  angle  posi- 
tion. 

4. — Steering  column  should  be  sol- 
idly anchored  to  the  main  frame,  as 
this  joint  receives  much  of  the  steering 
strain  and  the  shock  when  the  front 
wheels  meet  obstructions  in  the  road. 
Loose  or  broken  rivets  or  bolts  at  this 
point  are  frequent  causes  of  serious  ac- 
cidents. 

5. — Parts  should  not  be  allowed  to 
wear  excessively  nor  should  adjust- 
ments be  so  poor  that  there  is  too  much 
lost  motion  in  the  steering  operation. 
There  should  be  appro.ximately  j^  inch 
to  1  inch  play  (lost  motion)  on  rim  of 
steerLng  wheel. 

6. — Proper  lubrication  of  steering 
mechanism  is  essential. 

7. — Never  turn  the  steering  wheel 
while  the  car  is  standing  still.  This 
puts  a  great  unnecessary  strain   on  all 


steering  gear  parts  and   is  bad  for  the 
tires. 

8. — It  is  much  easier  and  safer  to 
steer  a  car  whose  wheels  "toe  in*'  than 
one  whose  front  wheels  are  straight  or 
toe  out.  Front  wheels  toeing  in  tend 
to  keep  the  car  in  the  center  of  the 
road;  little  or  no  effort  is  required  of 
the  driver  to  keep  the  car  moving  in  a 
straight  line.  Frequent  measurements 
between  front  wheels  should  be  taken; 
distance  between  wheels  should  be  ^ 
inch  to  /4  inch  smaller  at  the  front 
than  at  the  back.  Take  both  measure- 
ments at  a  height  above  the  ground 
equal  to  the  height  of  the  front  wheel 
bearings  (half  the  height  of  the 
wheels) .  Do  not  measure  between  the 
tires;  measure  from  one  felloe  band  to 
the  other.

Fire — Burden     of     Proof    on     Garage — 

Bailee  Must  Show  That  Loss  Was  Not 

Due  to  His  Neghgence. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  "Southern 
Underwriter"  referred  to  a  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Georgia 
in  the  case  of  Hight  versus  Lam,  the 
latter  having  sued  the  former  for 
loss  of  an  automobile  burned  while 
stored  in  the  garage  of  Hight  at 
Rome,  Ga.  It  appears  from  the  evi- 
dence of  the  lower  court  that  Lam 
brought  his  car  to  the  Hight  garage 
to  have  some  repairs  made  on  the 
fender.  In  Rome  a  city  ordinance 
prohibits  the  repair  of  an  automo- 
bile on  the  public  street  or  sidewalk, 
so  Hight  maintained  a  repair  shop 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  garage. 
Lam's  car  was  taken  there  to  await 
its  turn  for  attention. 

Within  a  few  hours  thereafter  fire 
broke  out  in  the  vulcanizing  room, 
which  was  situated  on  a  balcony,  or 
mezzanine  floor  of  the  garage 
proper.  The  blaze  started  while  the 
vulcanizer  had  gone  to  the  front  of 
the  building  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
justing a  tire  on  a  car  located  there. 
When  he  returned  the  vulcanizing 


room  was  a  mass  of  flames.  Hand 
chemical  extinguishers  were  quickly 
used  but  they  had  no  eft'ect,  and  by 
the  time  the  fire  department  arrived 
the  whole  building  was  practically 
gutted.  Lam's  car  and  cars  belong- 
ing to  a  number  of  others  were 
destroyed. 

Claims  for  the  value  of  the  burned 
cars  were  made  on  Hight  by  Lam 
and  others,  which  he  refused  to 
recognize.  It  was  not  brought  out 
by  Hight  that  there  was  any  agree- 
ment, either  fixed  or  implied,  that 
cars  left  in  the  garage  would  be  held 
at  the  risk  of  the  person  owning 
such  cars.  The  main  argument  be- 
fore the  court  on  behalf  of  Hight 
being  that  the  car  owner  had  no 
legal  right  to  recover  damage,  or  if 
he  had,  that  negligence  must  be 
proven.  The  lower  court  charged 
the  jury  that  the  car  owner  not  only 
had  such  right,  and,  furthermore, 
that  the  garage  owner  must  shoul- 
der the  taks  of  proving  that  he  was 
not  negligent  in  protecting  the  car 
from  fire  or  other  loss  or  damage. 
In  deciding  against  the  appeal  of 
Hight  from  that  decision,  Judge 
Luke,  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  said: 

In    all    cases    of    bailment,    after 
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proof  of  loss,  the  burden  of  proof  is 
on  fhe  bailee  to  show  proper  dili- 
gence. Therefore,  where  property  is 
delivered  to  a  bailee  who  holds  it 
for  hire,  and  in  a  suit  by  the  bailor 
it  is  pleaded  that  because  of  the 
ncgligciice  of  the  bailee  the  prop- 
erty so  delivered  had  been  destroyed 
bv  fire,  upon  proof  of  the  allegations 
laid  in  the  petition  the  onus  is  placed 
upon  the  bailee  of  showing  that  he 
exercised  due  care  and  diligence  in 
protecting  and  keeping  the  property. 

The  charge  of  the  court  as  com- 
plained of  in  the  first  ground  of  the 
amendment  to  the  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  when  the  charge  as  a  whole 
upon  the  subject  is  read,  was  not 
error. 

There  is  no  error  requiring  a  new 
trial  because  of  the  charge  of  the 
court  upon  the  subject  of  impeach- 
ment. See  Scoggins  vs.  State,  23 
Ga.  App.  366. 

All  the  assignments  of  error  upon 
the  rulings  on  the  questions  of  ad- 
mitting or  refusing  to  admit  evi- 
dence have  been  examined,  and  no 
error  is  found. 

The  question  of  negligence  as 
pleaded  in  this  case  by  the  plaintiff 
and  the  issue  of  negligence  as 
pleaded  by  the  defendant  were  fully 
and  fairly  submitted  to  the  jury,  who 
determined  the  issues  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff.  There  was  evidence  to 
authorize  the  verdict,  which  has  the 
approval  of  the  trial  judge.  For  no 
reason  assigned  was  it  error  to  over- 
rule the  motion  for  a  new  trial. 
Judgment  affirmed. — Southern  Un- 
derwriter. 


Fire — Failure  to  Cancel  Policy — Local 
Agent  Is  Liable — Many  Rulings  to 
That   Effect.' 

Back  in  the  early  '80s  in  the  Grace 
case,  where  a  local  agent  neglected 
to  immediately  follow  instructions 
to  cancel  a  policy  he  had  written, 
the  court  held  agents  responsible 
for  any  fire  loss  incurred  as  the 
result  of  such  failure  to  cancel  policy 
as  ordered.  This  liability  is  in- 
curred by  mere  neglect  or  by  un- 
reasonable delay  to  cancel. 

Courts  have  always  ruled  to  the 
same  effect  in  other  like  cases. 
Part  Payment  of  an  Old  Claim 


Fire — ^Conveyance  to  Fiancee. 

Policy  was  not  avoided  by  in- 
sured's conveyance  to  his  fiancee, 
she  having  reconveyed  it  to  him  ten 
days  afterward.  Myles  vs.  Northern 
Assurance,  Wash. 


Life — Deposit  Paid  on  Premium — Agent 
Failed  to  Deliver  Policy  Immediately 
— Company  Must  Pay  Widow. 

Agent  took  a  written  application 
and  received  one  dollar  deposit,  to 
be  returned  if  applicant  was  re- 
jected. He  delivered  another  policy 
to  wife.  Said  he  forgot  policy  on 
her  husband's  life,  but  would  return 
with  it  at  once.  Failed  to  do  so, 
though  balance  of  premium  was 
ready.  Next  day  the  insured  was 
fatally  injured.  Policy  never  de- 
livered.    Widow  brought  suit. 

Held,  that  the  deposit  became 
property  of  defendant  insurer  when 
the  policy  was  issued.  Insured  was 
then  in  good  health.     No  actual  de- 
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livery  was  necessary.  Mailing  policy 
to  its  local  agent  was  a  delivery  of 
policy  to  the  insured ;  agent  who  re- 
ceived policy  was  agent  of  insured 
to  receive  policy.  Plaintiff  was  en- 
titled to  recovery  on  it.  Affirmed  by 
Court   of   Appeals   of  Kentucky. 


Planters    vs.    Frankfor    M.,    A.    and 
P.  G. 


Suicide 

Policy  payable  to  wife  of  insured 
provided  that  it  should  be  void  if  in- 
sured died  by  his  own  hand  within 
two  years.  Policy  payable  to  ad- 
ministrator was  incontestable  after 
one  year,  but  had  no  provision  as  to 
suicide.  Insured  committed  suicide 
at  a  time  beyond  the  limitation 
period  of  both  policies. 

Held,  that  question  here  does  not 
concern  implied  exceptions ;  it  con- 
cerns the  effect  of  express  under- 
takings, which  depends  upon  the 
policy  of  the  state. 

Both  clauses  equally  mean  that 
suicide  of  the  insured  after  the 
specified  titne  shall  not  be  a  defense. 
Northwestern  Mutual  Life  vs.  John- 
son, U.  S.  Supreme  Court. 

Liability  —  Employment      Was      Legal 

When  Injured. 

Statute  forbade  employment  of 
minors  under  age  of  14.  Child  under 
age  was  employed  by  the  insured. 
At  time  of  injury  child  was  more 
than  14.     Insurer  resisted  claim. 

Held,  that  the  insurer  cannot 
escape  liability  for  injury  to  child 
employee  when  past  14  on  the 
ground  that  it  had  been  unlawfully 
employed  when  not  aged  14.  Judg- 
ment for    company  below  reversed. 


Policy  Claims — ^A  Moral  Test  of  Life 
Insurance — Companies  More  Liberal 
Now — Fom  A.  L.  I.  P.  Paper  by  Hon. 
William  J.  Tully. 

The  tendency  toward  uniform  in- 
surance laws  throughout  the  several 
states  and  the  provinces  of  Canada, 
particularly  since  the  New  York 
state  investigation  of  1905,  has  very 
largely  simplified  the  mechanical 
process  of  handling  death  claims.  It 
has  likewise  brought  about  radical 
changes  in  the  contract  provisions  of 
companies.  Only  17  states  in  the 
Union  now  require  a  policy  to  be 
paid  within  a  period  expressed  by 
the  statute.  Curiously  enough,  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  and  five  of  its 
provinces  require  payment  within 
either  30  or  60  days.  Only  13  states 
provide  for  a  penalty  for  delay.  The 
Dominion  government  and  two 
provinces  provide  a  penalty.  In  17 
states  the  statute  provides  a  penalty 
against  fraudulent  claims.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  provisions  contained 
in  policy  contracts  for  the  time  of 
payment  of  claims  are  exceedingly 
impressive.  The  policy  forms  of  127 
companies  were  examined  with  the 
following  result :  One  company  re- 
quires 60  days  after  receipt  of  due 
proofs  of  death ;  one  company,  24 
hours  after  death  and  upon  receipt 
of  due  proof  of  said  death  ;  one  com- 
pany, with  24  hours  after  receipt  of 
due  proof  of  death ;  one  company, 
immediately  upon  receipt  and  ap- 
proval of  proofs  of  death ;  one  com- 
pany, immediately  upon  acceptance 
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of  satisfactory  proof  of  death  ;  and 
122  companies,  upon'or  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  due  proof  of  death. 
In  view  of  this  practically  uniform 
rule,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that 
statutes  imposing  a  penalty  for  de- 
lay should  be  repealed. 

In  my  judgment,  payment  of  a 
death  claim  should  not  be  refused 
until  the  legal  department  of  the 
company  has  an  opportunity  to  re- 
view the  facts.  Where  a  claim  is 
rejected  it  is  fair  to,  assume  that 
action  to  enforce  its  payment  will 
follow.  The  company's  defense  is 
primarily  in  the  hands  of  its  home 
office  counsel  who,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  fairly  entitled  to  determine,  and 
before  final  action  on  the  claim  is 
had,  whether  or  not  in  his  opinion 
the  company  can  successfully  defend 
an  action  to  collect  the  claim.  This 
is  the  plan  followed  by  the  Metro- 
politan where  no  claim  is  iinally  re- 
jected except  on  the  individual  re- 
sponsibility of  the  general  solicitor. 
The  validity  of  a  policy  having  been 
established,  examination  of  a  deatii 
claim  has  to  do  only  with  the  hap- 
pening or  occurrence  o  fa  contin- 
gency after  the  placing  of  the  policy 
and  the  title  of  the  claimant. 
Double  indemnity  is  paid  if  the  in- 
sured meets  with  accidental  death; 
free  periodical  medical  examinations 
are  urged  and  all  restrictions  as  to 
occupation,  except  in  connection 
with  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  alco- 
holic liquors,  have  been  removed. 
Policies  are  incontestable  except  for 
fraud  after  either  one  or  two  years. 

The  business  of  life  insurance  to- 
day   in    its    relation    to    the    policy- 


holders is  a  purely  co-operative  one. 
While  there  are  many  companies 
organized  on  the  stock  basis,  it  is 
fair  to  say  that  approximately  85  per 
cent  of  the  American  and  Canadian 
business  is  transacted  by  mutual 
companies  and  stock  companies  do- 
ing business  on  the  participating 
plan.  The  relation,  therefore,  be- 
tween the  insurer  and  the  insured 
is  vastly  different  from  what  it  was 
in  the  early  days  of  the  business. 
Life  insurance  is  today  regarded  as 
the  great  if  not  the  greatest  public 
business. 

I  can  well  understand  that  this 
subject  may  not  possess  a  verj'  con- 
siderable degree  of  interest  to  life 
insurance  executives  in  such  a  meet- 
ing as  this,  but  I  can  think  of  no 
other  phase  of  the  business  which 
can  be  of  greater  interest  to,  or  more 
readily  understood  by  the  millions 
of  policyholders  and  perhaps  by 
those  who  have  yet  to  take  out  their 
first  life  insurance  policy.  On  more 
than  one  occasion,  in  discussing  with 
an  outsider  the  magnitude  of  the 
business  of  the  company  with  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  be  associated, 
and  after  reciting  the  very  large 
number  of  death  claims  presented,  J 
have  been  met  with  the  statement. 
"That  is  very  interesting,  but  what 
do  3'ou  do  with  those  claims?  How 
many  of  them  do  you  pay,  and  how 
long  does  it  take  you  to  do  it?"  It 
seems  t  me  that  such  a  question  is 
a  perfectly  natural  one.  In  the  tech- 
nical side  of  life  insurance  the  public 
has  comparatively  little  interest ;  but 
the  percentage  of  those  paid,  and  the 
time  within  which  death  claims  arc 
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disposed  of  must  hold  a  great  in- 
terest for  the  public  at  large. 

At  the  outset  it  is  obvious  that 
the  handling  of  death  claims  is  very 
different  now  than  what  it  was  in 
the  early  development  of  the  busi- 
ness in  this  country.  The  change  in 
the  method  of  organization,  if  noth- 
ing else,  would  have  its  influence.  A 
half-century  ago  large  numbers  of 
companies  were  organized  ,  on  the 
stock  basis  and  for  the  perfectly 
honest  purpose  of  making  money. 
It  naturally  followed  that  death 
claims  were  closely  scrutinized, 
largely  to  ascertain  if  there  was  any 
ground  upon  which  they  could  be 
rejected.  Warranties  to  be  strictly 
construed  were  as  common  then  as 
they  are  unknown  today.  Many 
years  ago  I  was  told  by  a  very  well- 
known  and  highly  respected  life  in- 
surance official,  since  deceased,  how 
in  the  early  days  of  his  company, 
after  the  receipt  of  a  few  death 
claims  he  would  put  the  papers  in 
his  bag,  board  a  railroad  train  and 
personally  interview  the  claimants 
in  order  to  effect  as  favorable  a  com- 
promise of  the  claims  as  possible. 
Then  the  test  oftentimes  applied 
was,  "How  many  clainis  can  we 
afford  to  reject""  where  now  the 
only  question  is  "How  promptly  can 
we  pay?" 

What  a  contrast  is  offered  by 
every  company  in  contracts  today ! 
Policies  become  automatically  paid 
up  or  extended,  surrender  ^•alues  are 
paid  after  the  second  or  third  >  ear ; 
the  amount  of  a  loan  depends  only 
on  the  value  of  the  policy;  com- 
panies a:e  as  eager  to  revive  lapsed 
policies    and    to    prevent    premium 


paying  policies  from  lapsing  as  they 
are  to  write  new  ones;  alternative 
modes  of  settlement  are  prescribed 
in  such  broad  and  unrertricted  terms 
as  recently  to  cause  the  Aosociation 
of  Lite  Insurance  Cotiuscl  to  ado])t 
rules  of  construction  whicli  eery 
com-;;)any.  represented  in  the  Asso- 
ciation is  asked  to  follow;  premiums 
were  waived  and  monthly  annuity 
payments  made  where  total  and  per- 
manent disability  occurs  prior  to 
age  60. 

Not  so  long  ago  a  man  applied  to 
me  for  a  position  in  the  claim  divi- 
sion of  our  company.  He  told  me 
of  his  long  experience  with  a  com- 
pany now  out  of  existence.  Turn- 
ing to  me  with  real  enthusiasm  he 
said,  "I  can  find  more  reasons  for 
refusing  to  pay  a  death  claim  than 
any  other  man  in  the  business."  He 
was  profoundly  shocked  when  T 
assured  him  that  the  only  thing  that 
interested  us  was  how  many  claims 
we  could  be  justified  in  paying  im- 
mediately on  their  presentation. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  treatment  of 
death  claims  that  the  attitude  of  the 
company  toward  the  policyholder  or 
his  representative  has  been  greatly 
liberalized.  Formerly  the  policy 
contract  was  closely  drawn  and 
strictly  construed  and  in  favor  of 
the  company.  The  concessions  and 
alternatives  conceded  to  the  policy- 
holder were  few  and  unimportant. 
He  could  take  his  contract  or  leavt: 
it,  as  he  chose.  A  paid-up  poucy 
was  more  or  less  of  a  rarity  and  a 
policy  loan  something  grudgingly 
made,  if  at  all.  A  surrender  value 
was  paid  only  in  rare  instances. 
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ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER 
Said  a  general  agent:  "All  along 
I  have  supported  government  sol- 
dier-insurance, but  novv^  I'm 
through.  Our  company  paid  a  claim 
on  the  life  of  an  ex-soldier  last  May, 
and  here,  nine  months  later,  the 
government  life  insurance  bureau  in 
Washington  pays  only  its  first  in- 
stallment. Those  fellows  couldn't 
run  a  peanut  stand  successfully."

An  old  familiar  figure  in  the  in- 
surance district  is  E.  A.  Dakin,  of 
the  Dakin  Publishing  Company,  a 
veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  more 
or  less  identified  vi'ith  insurance  in- 
terests for  forty  years  and  more.  He 
carries  his  years  well,  and  continues 
in  business  because  he  feels  young. 
Perhaps  the  cool  breezes  on  Russian 
Hill,  where  he  lives,*  have  contrib- 
uted to  his  remarkable  health  and 
vigor.  Or  perhaps  the  secret  may 
be  found  in  his  Delphic  utterance, 
as  we  parted  on  .Sansome  street : 
"The  unpardonable  sin  is  fear."  Cer- 
tainly, brave  men  are  "favorites  of 
the  gods."

Territory  Hawaii  Biennial  Report 

Insurance  Commissioner  Delbert 
E.  Metzger  has  issued  the  ninth  bi- 
ennial report  of  his  department,  cov- 
ering 1918  and  1919. 

In  the  past  decade  annual  insur- 
ance premiums  in  the  territory  have 
increased  from  $1,321,469  to  $3,602,- 
726.  This  last  sum  is  a  very  ex- 
traordinary total  for  a  territory  with 
as  small  a  population.  No  other 
territory  ever  equaled  it. 

Fire  premiums  in  1919  amounted 
to  $1,081,373,  with  $90,155  losses 
paid.  Gain  in  premiums,  about 
$150,000.  Guardian  of  London  leads 
with  $85,752. 

Marine  companies  wrote  $572,458 
premiums,  with  $96,272  losses. 
Premium  decline  of  about  $22,000. 

Automobile  premiums  were  $112,- 
944,  with  $15,942  losses.  Over 
$32,000  gain  in  premiums. 

Accident  and  health  premiums, 
$72,301.  Gain,  over  $3,200.  Losses 
only  $11,818. 

Burglary  premiums  gain  over 
year.  Year's  premiums,  $1,177; 
losses,  $154. 

Life  insurance  written,  $6,144,756, 
a  gain  of  about  $9,000,000.

Indemnity. 


Splendid  New  Building 
The  Pacific  Mutual's  new  build- 
ing in  Los  Angeles,  adjacent  to  the 
old  building,  is  150  feet  high,  with 
a  frontage  of  207  feet  and  a  depth 
of  162  feet,  with  a  total  floor  area 
of  362,500  square  feet.  The  two 
connecting  buildings,  new  and  old, 
have  a  floor  area  of  415,000  square 
feet. 

The  new  building  is  twelve  stories 
high,  steel  frame,  Class  A  through- 
out, reinforced  concrete  floors,  and 
ornamental  terra  cotta  tile  exterior 
walls  backed  with  brick.

Mountain  States  Life  Insurance  Co.  of 

Colorado  Opposed  in  Utah. 

The  Colorado  state  insurance  de- 
partment has  re-licensed  the  new 
Mountain  States  Life,  the  project  of 
two  former  insurance  commission- 
ers, after  some  modification  of  the 
company's  plans.  But  the  Utah  Tifc 
Underwriters'  Association  opposed 
its  re-licensing,  as  it  offers  special 
inducements  said  to  be  unlawful  in 
Utah,  and  better  than  85  per  cent 
commissions,  including  renewals 
cashed  in  advance.  We  predict  that 
the  Mountain  Life  will  win  out  .  P. 
S. — The  Utah  commissioner  has  re- 
licensed  the  company. 


The  U.  S.  branch  of  the  Union

Wireless  Telephoning  From  Automobile 

In  front  of  the  Auditorium  in  San 
Francisco  during  the  recent  auto 
show  there  stood  an  automobile 
equipped  with  a  wireless  telephone 
outfit  for  receiving  and  sending 
sounds  by  radio.  At  the  Presidio 
military  reservation  records  were 
played.  The  sounds  wee  reproduced 
from  this  automobile,  and  also  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Portland,  Seatle  and 
Los  Angeles.  The  announcer's  voice 
was  loud  and  distinct.  While  the 
phonograph  record  was  being  played 
the  wireless  plant  automobile  moved 
up  and  down  the  street  without  any 
interference  with  the  playing.  Ama- 
teurs up  and  down  the  Coast  were 
picking  up  the  calls  and  records,  and 
the  voice  asked  them  to  report  back 
the  success  of  these  experiments  a 
thousand  miles  away,  or  five  or 
seven  or  eight  hundred  miles.

Liability   of   Common  Carrier 

Some  time  ago,  in  San  Francisco, 
a  boy  and  a  street  car  conductor 
quarreled  over  a  transfer.  The  boy 
swung  off  the  car.  The  motorman 
quickly  stopped  the  car,  seized  the 
controller,  and  ran  back  and  struck 
the  boy  on  the  head  with  an  iron 
bar,  killing  the  lad. 

The  mother  sued  the  United  Rail- 
roads Company  for  damages.  Judge 
Hunt  o  fthe  Superior  Court  ruled 
for  the  defendant  on  the  ground  that 
the  assault  was  not  made  on  the 
company's  car.  The  District  Court 
of  Appeals  of  San  Francisco  has  re- 
versed this  ruling  of  the  lower  court 
and  awarded  the  mother  damages. 
Mary  K.  Galloway  versus  U.  R.  Co.

High  Taxes 

In  Great  Britain  taxation  now 
stands  at  £21  6s.  per  head  of  the 
population,  or  six  times  as  great  as 
it  was  in  pre-war  days.

Why   Not  Teredo    Insurance? 

The  teredo  is  a  small  mollusk 
whose  favorite  food  is  the  wooden 
piles  supporting  wharves  along  sea- 
bay  fronts.  Sometimes  these  pirates 
appear  very  unexpectedly  in  grea't 
numbers,  and  before  the  presence  of 
these  "submarines"  is  suspected  the 
mischief  is  done.  Creosote  paints, 
oil-soaking  and  charring  and  other 
devices  are  no  protection.  Concrete 
piling  have  not  been  affected,  but 
there  is  no  accounting  for  tastes,  as 
the  cow-kisser  said,  and  the  teredo 
may  develop  a  taste  for  cement. 

Teredos,  seaworms,  do  great  dam- 
age by  boring  into  sea-submerged 
wood  of  any  kind.  One  can  hardly 
speak  seriously  of  insuring  against 
such  losses,  but  might  there  not  be 
devised  a  system  of  inspection 
which  would  lessen  losses?  Re- 
cently the  teredos  attacked  wharf- 
piling  at  Crockett  and  Port  Costa, 
etc.,  and  without  warning  parts  of 
the  wooden  warehouses  toppled  into 
the  bay,  carrying  down  many  sacks 
of  sugar  and  wheat.  Much  of  the 
latter  was  saved  and  sold  as  chicken 
feed,  but  the  sugar  was  a  total  loss. 
There  is  always  more  or  less  teredo 
damage. 


The  cause  of  the  high  cost  of 
paper,  I  discover,  is  the  great  Amer- 
ican demand  for  paper  in  the  mak- 
ing of  leather  shoes.  Soles,  heels, 
counters  and  toe-boxes  are  largely 
composed  of  pasteboard.

Washington,  March  8.  —  Cancella- 
tion of  contracts  is  one  of  the  contrib- 
utary  causes  for  the  present  slump  in 
business,  according  to  a  statement  is- 
sued today  by  the  F!il)ricated  Produc- 
tion Department  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States.  This 
conclusion  was  reached  by  the  depart- 
ment after  a  six  months'  studj'  of  tlie 
cancellation  evil.  The  influence  of 
early  repudiation  of  orders,  it  is  point- 
ed out,  spread  rapidly  and  brought 
about  a  creeping  paralysis  of  industry. 
In  a  number  of  lines,  partly  because 
of  cancellations,  plants  were  reduced 
from  overtime  production  scliedule  to 
three  days  a  week  and  in  some  instan- 
ces to  a  complete  shut-down.  Legal 
remedies  have  I)een  of  little  avail,  for 
the  ailment  has  shaken  confidence, 
which  must  be  restored  before  better 
times  can  be  looked  for,  according  to 
the  department.

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RETIRING  RECIPROCALS 

Present  Business  Depression  Is  Specially 
Bad  For  the  Interinsurance  People — 
Hard-Pressed  by  Excessive  Losses, 
They  Fall  Into  Receivers'  Hands.  , 

The  flush  times,  now  past,  pro- 
duced an  enormous  volume  of  Amer- 
ican fire  insurance  business,  yielding 
probably  $900,000,000  premiums, 
writen  by  all  kinds  of  insurers, 
yearly,  for  perhaps  four  years — an 
enormous  volume  of  liability  cover- 
ing also  increased  values,  including 
new  factories,  nevi^  ships,  new  ware- 
houses, and  a  marvelous  output  of 
merchandise  and  food. 

New  insurance  companies,  mutuals, 
interinsurers  or  reciprocals,  etc., 
were  organized  to  meet  this  demand 
for  additional  protection.  It  is  not 
possible  that  they  all  will  survive 
the  inevitable  decline  in  insurable 
values.  Already  stock  companies 
are  consolidating,  reinsuring,  and 
selling  out  to  stronger  companies. 

But  the  reciprocals  are  the  first 
to  show  signs  of  greatest  weakness. 
Some  five  in  Illinois,  two  in  Ten- 
nessee and  two  more  in  Texas  have 
passed  out  in  the  past  month  or  two. 
They  are  leaving  unpaid  claims  and 
lawsuits  !  Their  attorneys  in  charge, 
compensated  by  liberal  commissions, 
and  tempted,  took  too  many  chances. 
As  a  rule  these  managing  attorneys- 
in-fact  are  not  experienced  insur- 
ance men  and  are  not  conservative. 
They  gamble  and  commit  their 
members  to  very  hazardous  risks. 


Great  Western  Underwriters,  Texas 
Reciprocal,  in  Receivers'  Hands — 
California  Receiver  Attaches  $46,000 
Funds. 

The  principal  members  of  the 
Wichita  Falls  reciprocal  undertook 
to  liquidate  its  affairs,  as  stated  in 
our  previous  issue,  but  evidently 
they  found  that  their  underwriting 
managers  had  spent  more  money 
than  anticipated  or  suspected ;  for 
on  March  6 .  these  chief  members 
procured  the  appointment  of  a  re- 
ceiver in  Texas.  The  California  in- 
surance department  immediately 
took  action  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Texas  reciprocals'  policies  in 
California. 

A  suit  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  in  California  also  was  filed 
last  week  in  San  Francisco  by  Mrs. 
Irene  M.  Roos.  The  Great  Western 
has  some  $46,000  in  banks  in  this 
state.  The  California  creditors  in- 
clude claimants  for  unearned  prem- 
iums and  for  fire  losses  perhaps. 

Another  Reciprocal  Liquidates 

The  Merchants  and  Manufacturers 
of  Galveston  has  notified  the  Texas 
insurance  department;  that  it  will 
liquidate  and  will  have  expiring 
policies  rewritten  at  manual  rates. 
Ten  years  ago  this  Texan  paid  40 
per  cent  dividends.

Dominican  Republic 

Merchants  have  large  stocks,  and 
the  banks  insist  upon  fire  insurance. 
Insurance  carried  is  light,  being  only 
about  25  per  cent  of  values.  Under 
normal  conditions  the  carriage  is 
only  10  or  15  per  cent.  The  risk  of 
fire  is  small. 

Cartagena,    Colombia 

All  of  the  buildings  here  are  of 
heavy  masonry  construction,  very 
little  wood  being  used  in  their  erec- 
tion. There  is  no  record  of  the 
number  of  fires  occurring,  but  one 
resident,  who  has  an  agency  for  in- 
surance companies,  states  that  he 
recalls  but  two  fires  during  his  life- 
time.    He  is  now  7?)  years  of  age. 

There  are  no  organized  agencies 
for  combating  fire  because  there  is 
no  need  of  them.  There  are  neither 
paid  nor  volunteer  fire  companies, 
and  no  fire-fighting  apparatus  what- 
ever! 

Torreon,  Coah,   Mexico 

All  important  business  houses 
are  virtually  of  fireproof  construc- 
tion, and  all  responsible  mercantile 
stocks  are  insured  for  full  value.  All 
policies  are  "valued."  In  case  of 
total  loss  the  insurer  must  pay  the 
face  of  the  policy.  No  American 
conijiany  of  any  kind  is  in  Torreon. 

Saltillo,  Mexico 

About  85  per  cent  of  the  mer- 
chants carry  fire  insurance.  About 
all  the  insurance  is  carried  by 
British  fire  offices,  though  formerly 
(icrman  concerns  insured  some  of 
the  buildings  and  stocks. 


Colon,  Panama 
There  are  three  agents  in  Colon, 
who  insure  85  per  cent  of  mercan- 
tile buildings  and  75  per  cent  of 
their  contents.  Rates  on  concrete 
arc  from  2  to  5  per  cent ;  on  wooden 
buildings  from  3  to  8  per  cent. 
Population,  30,000. 

Guayaquil,  Ecuador 

There  are  no  statistics  of  fire  in- 
surance. Cities  are  divided  into  dis- 
tricts, according  to  risks.  Liability 
is  limited  to  one-fourth. 

The  commissions  usually  are  10 
per  cent  with  a  yearly  profit  com- 
mission of  5  per  cent. 

The  powers  of  attorney  given  to 
agents  include  writing  policies, 
recovery  of  salvage,  court  proceed- 
ings, arbitrations  with  necessary 
bond,  to  sue  and  be  sued. 

The  rates  of  insurance  are: 
Fireproof  buildings  \y%  and  1%  per 
cent,  depending  upon  the  structure. 

Adobe  or  cane  buildings,  roof  of 
clay,  roof  tile  or  iron,  ZYz  per  cent. 

Iron  buildings,  or  those  con- 
structed of  non-resinous  lumber, 
roof,  of  tile  or  iron,  5j/2  per  cent. 

All  other  buildings  7  to  7]/2  per 
cent. 

Except  fireproof  buildings  of  more 
than  the  ground  story,  and  exceed- 
ing 6  meters  in  height,  1  per  cent 
additional  for  each  story  after  that 
on  the  ground. 

Custom  house  stores  (floating), 
63/2  per  cent. 

An  extra  charge  of  5  per  cent  on 
all  premiums  to  cover  local  taxa- 
tion. 

The  National  Company  in  all 
cases  charges  1  per  cent  less.

Private  residences  are  usually  in- 
sured only  when  mortgaged,  and 
some  merchants  carry  small  insur- 
ance on  their  stocks ;  but,  owing  to 
the  high  rates  charged  for  insuring, 
very  few  carry  adequate  protection. 

The  risk  of  loss  assumed  by  in- 
surance companies  cannot  be  great, 
as  the  total  loss  by  fire  during  the 
last  ten  years  is  less  than  $50,000.

"Temporary  Wooden  Shacks"  Must  Go 
— ^San  Francisco  Wins  Its  Fight  With 
Owners  of  Unlawful  Frame  Buildings 
Within  the  Fire  Limits. 

After  the  great  fire  in  1906  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, recognizing  emergency  condi- 
tions, granted  permission  for  the 
erection  of  temporary  wooden  build- 
ings for  business  and  residence  pur- 
poses within  the  "fire  limits."  Nearly 
fifteen  years  have  passed,  yet  there 
are  here  and  there  within  such  limits 
frame  shacks  hastily  built  in  those 
homeless  days.  Among  them  are 
the  unsightly  buildings  on  the  east 
of  beautiful  Van  Ness  avenue  at 
Hayes  street,  belonging  to  C.  S.  and 
Michael  McGuire,  who  have  fought 
the  city  in  the  courts.  The  case 
finally  reached  the  court  of  last  re- 
sort in  Washington  .  The  defendant 
McGuires  lost.    The  city  authorities 


Looting  of  Ships,  Wharves  and  Cars 

This  kind  of  looting,  which  entails 
marine  insurance  losses,  has  in- 
creased to  very  disconcerting  pro- 
portions since  the  outbreak  of  the 
great  war,  and  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  brought  no  respite.  Ap- 
parently there  are  organized  bands 
of  shrewd  thieves  who  are  always 
traveling  and  who  co-operate  and 
specialize.  By  bribery  they  obtain 
information  from  employees,  and 
sometimes  buy  their  aid  also.  Eng- 
lish papers  print  accounts  of  these 
thefts  of  transportation,  and  today 
we  read  in  Pacific  Coast  prints  of 
thefts  of  gold  bullion  on  the  high 
seas.  Bunkers  are  penetrated,  steel 
vaults  are  pierced  with  acetylene 
torches,  and  gold  bars  carried  off 
"under  the  noses"  of  armed  guards 
and  dropped  overboard  in  unsink- 
able  packages  to  be  picked  up  by 
confederates.  Losses  run  into 
millions. 


Insurance  Federation  Resignation 

The  eloquent  J.  J.  Ryan,  secre- 
tary of  the  Insurance  Federation  of 
California,  opposed  the  King  bill  in- 
creasing corporation  taxes.  This 
action,  it  appears,  though  that  of  an 
individual,  was  criticised  as  involv- 
ing fire  insurance  interests,  which 
did  not  oppose  the  measure.

Compensation 

The  California  state  industrial  ac- 
cident commission  awarded  Quong 
Ham  Wah  indemnity,  although  the 
accident  occurred  outside  the  state 
in  which  he  had  been  hired.  The 
supreme  court  ruled  against  and,  on 
review,  for  the  commission.  The 
case  was  then  taken  to  the  supreme 
court  in  Washington,  D.  C,  which 
sustained  the  California  commission 
court.  Alaska,  where  the  accident 
occurred,  has  no  compensation  law. 

Though  the  cost  of  living  has 
fallen,  they  say,  the  legislature  at 
Sacramento  proposes  to  increase 
compensation  to  workpeople  from  65 
to  75  per  cent  of  the  wages  of  the 
injured  person.  Benefits  are  to  be 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  in- 
jured children.

Proposed  Refund  of  War  Risk  Premiums 

For  the  second  time  within  twelve 
months  a  ballot,  with  its  attendant 
heavy  expense  to  Australian  Mutual 
Provident  Society,  in  connection 
with  the  proposal  to  refund  War 
Risk  Premiums  has  been  forced 
upon  members  of  the  society.  On 
the  first  occasion  in  April,  1920,  the 
proposal  of  Gerald  R.  Campbell  was 
defeated  by  15,991  votes  to  3,789;  on 
this  occasion  that  gentleman  altered 
his  proposal  so  that  the  payment  in- 
stead of  being  made  in  a  lump  sum 
should  be  extended  over  several 
years.  It  was  decisively  defeated  by 
40,120  votes  to  5,494 — a  majority  of 
34,626  against  Mr.  Campbell's 
motion.

Policy-Holder,    Manchester :    We 
have,  before    now,  mentioned    that 
owners  were  in  many  instances  can- 
celing existing  insurances  in   order 
to  take  advantage  of  the  savings  of 
money  effected  by  insuring  laid-up 
vessels  on  port  risk  terms.    The  re- 
funding  of  a   large   portion   of   the 
all  risks  premium  is  in  itself  a  very 
useful  help  in  the  present  times  of 
financial  stress,  and  the  payment  of 
the  port   risk   premium   is   small    in 
comparison.  In  order  to  assist  owners 
as  much  as  possible  in  these  circum- 
stances, the  joint  hull  committee  has 
had  the  matter  under  consideration, 
and  it  has  issued  a  recommendation 
that,  where  a  cancelment  is  asked 
for  a  return  of  90  per  cent  of  the 
premium   for   the   unexpired   period 
should  be  made  a  daily  pro  rata  rate. 
This  arrangement  appears  to  be  an 
equitable    one.      The    underwriters 


receive  some  consideration  for  dis- 
bursing premiums  which,  in  the 
ordinary  way,  would  have  remained 
in  their  accounts  for  a  considerable 
time,  whilst  on  the  other  hand,  the 
owners  receive  the  bulk  of  the 
premium  for  the  unexpired  period  of 
the  risk.

Bill  authorizing  mutuals  with 
cash  surplus  equal  to  requirements 
of  stock  companies  to  issue  non- 
assessable policies  will  probably 
pass. 

California 

Senate  bill  to  increase  deposit  of 
reciprocal  and  interinsurance  ex- 
changes' deposit  from  $25,000  to 
$50,000  is  out  of  committee  with 
recommendation  to  pass. 
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DEALING  WITH  1920  BUSINESS 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  February  28,  1921. 
Jesse  S.  Phillips,  superintendent 
of  insurance,  will  transmit  to  the 
legislature  tonight  the  preliminary 
text  of  his  annual  report,  wherein  he 
refers  to  departmental  activities  for 
the  past  year,  discusses  questions 
now  of  interest  to  the  insuring 
public,  and  recommends  several  im- 
portant amendments  to  the  New 
York  insurance  law. 

Life  Insurance 

In  discussing  the  subject  of  life 
insurance,  Mr.  Phillips  shows  the 
enormous  growth  since  1906  in  the 
amount  of  insurance  in  force  and  the 
assets  of  legal  reserve  life  insurance 
companies.  He  states  that  while  in 
1906  outstanding  insurance  in  force 
amounted  to  $12,955,183,601,  on  De- 
cember 31,  1919,  the  amount  of  such 
insurance  in  force  was  $29,712,083,- 
607,  and  that  the  assets  of  such 
companies  on  December  31,  1919, 
amounted  to  $6,096,788,789,  while  in 
1906  the  assets  were  only  $2,851,- 
910,924.  The  above  amount  of  out- 
standing insurance  is  exclusive  of 
that  writen  by  fraternal  societies  and 
assessment  companies  which  on  De- 
cember 31,  1919,  had  insurance  in 
force  amounting  to  $6,917,056,425. 
Because  of  the  increased  expense  of 
writing  new  business,  Mr.  Phillips 
recommends  an  amendment  to  sec- 
tion 97  of  the  insurance  law  permit- 
ting to  the  smaller  life  companies  a 
slightly  larger  expense  margin  for 
the  acquisition  of  new  business, 
which  he  believes  is  necessary  be- 
cause  of   the    fact   that   the   smaller 


companies  will  have  considerable 
difficulty  in  conducting  their  busi- 
ness properly  and  still  keep  within 
the  expense  limitations  of  the 
statute. 

Mr.  Phillips  favors  an  amendment 
permitting  American  life  companies 
with  policyholders  and  policy  obli- 
gations abroad  to  invest  in  the  se- 
curities of  such  foreign  countries  as 
their  obligations  are  payable  in  the 
currency  of  such  countries. 

The  law  requires  the  company  to 
dispose  of  all  their  stock  holdings 
by  December  31,  1921.  Should  they 
do  so  a  large  loss  would  be  incurred, 
as  nearly  all  stock  values  are  now 
far  below  normal.  He  asks  power 
to  extend  the  time  for  such  disposal 
of  stocks. 
Fire  and  Marine  Insurance 

Respecting  fire  and  marine  insur- 
ance matters,  Mr.  Phillips  states 
that  the  period  of  readjustment 
through  which  the  country  is  pass- 
ing has  had  an  unfavorable  efifect 
upon  the  experience  of  such  com- 
panies, and  that  the  indications  are 
that  the  fire  losses  in  the  United 
States  during  the  past  year  were 
greater  than  in  any  prior  3^ear  except 
that  of  the  San  Francisco  conflagra- 
tion. He  states,  however,  that  the 
heavy  losses  have  been  in  a  measure 
offset  by  the  premium  income. 
^larine  companies  have  not  been  so 
fortunate  as  the  fire  companies  in 
respect  to  premium  income,  as  the 
marine  rates  have  been  materially 
reduced  and  there  has  also  been  a 
general  shrinkage  in  the  volume  of 
business.  This  in  addition  to  the 
hca\  y     loss     experienced    has    pro- 
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duced  highly  unsatisfactory  results. 
This  situation  has  been  occasioned 
very  greatly  by  large  thefts  of  mer- 
chandise insured  and  also  by  the 
foreign  exchange  situation  as  well 
as  the  chaotic  conditions  existing  in 
Europe. 

Taxation  on  Reinsurance  Premiums 

Referring  to  tax  legislation  of  last 
year  he  states  that  certain  errors 
necessitate  a  further  amendment 
in  order  to  deal  fairly  with  domestic 
companies  in  the  matter  of 
taxation  on  reinsurance  premiums. 
To  relieve  the  situation  imposed  by 
last  year's  amendment  to  section  45 
of  the  insurance  law,  requiring  for- 
eign country  companies  admitted  to 
the  United  States,  and  having 
United  States  branches,  to  report, 
pay  taxes  and  carry  reserves  on 
business  written  through  their  home 
offices  on  United  States  risks  for 
United  States  policyholders,  an 
amendment  is  necessary  for  the 
benefit  of  American  companies  which 
find  it  extremely  difficult  to  secure 
ample  marine  reinsurance  facilities, 
such  companies  claiming  that  it  is 
necessary  for  them  to  enter  into 
marine  reinsurance  treaties  directly 
through  the  home  offices  of  foreign 
companies. 

American  Marine  Insurance 

To  the  subject  of  the  development 
of  American  marine  insurance  facili- 
ties in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board  and  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  Merchant  Marine  and 
Fisheries  of  the  House  of  Represen- 


tatives, Mr.  Phillips  devotes  consid- 
erable space  in  his  preliminary  re- 
port. The  congressional  committee 
assert  that  the  lack  of  marine  insur- 
ance facilities  is  largely  due  to  cer- 
tain legislative  restrictions  in  force 
in  several  states,  rendering  it  diffi- 
cult for  American  insurance  com- 
panies to  compete  successfully  with 
foreign  competition.  Such  commit- 
tee published  an  extensive  report 
and  submitted  a  memorial  to  the 
National  Convention  of  Insurance 
Commissioners  requesting  it  to  re- 
move the  alleged  restrictions  by 
adopting  in  the  several  states  the 
substance  of  a  bill  presented  in  Con- 
gress for  the  organization  of  marine 
insurance  companies  in  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Such  bill  enables 
marine  insurance  companies  to  give 
not  only  a  complete  marine  coverage 
but  authorizes  them  to  write  all 
classes  of  insurance  except  life  and 
exempts  them  from  taxation.  The 
Insurance  Commissioners  made  cer- 
tain recommendations  in  which  Mr. 
Phillips  concurs  and  he  recommends 
amendments  to  carry  out  such 
recommendations. 

In  his  opinion  the  American 
specialized  system,  whereby  insur- 
ance has  been  divided  into  three 
general  groups,  life,  fire  and  marine, 
and  casualty  and  surety,  results  in 
greater  safety  to  the  public  by  fur- 
nishing greater  protection  to  the 
policyholders,  and  he  believes  that 
in  order  for  marine  companies  to 
develop  marine  insurance  facilities 
in  this  country  it  is  not  necessary  to 
abandon   our   specialized   American 
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S3''stem   in   favor  of   the    multifoitn 

principle. 

Workmen's  Compensation: 

More  Accidents 

The  subject  of  workmen's  com- 
pensation insurance  is  also  dis- 
cussed, showing  a  fair  increase  in 
premiums  earned,  and  also  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  number  and 
severity  of  accidents  reported,  in 
1919  over  1918.  He  states  that  while 
it  is  too  early  to  predict  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  the  ultimate 
aggregate  loss  ratio  which  will  be 
experienced  under  policies  issued  in 
1919  and  1920,  indications  are  that 
these  will  be  somewhat  higher  than 
normal.  The  outstanding  event  in 
this  field  of  insurance  is  stated  to 
be  the  initiation  on  June  30,  1920,  of 
the  national  revision  and  classifica- 
tion of  rates,  representing  a  great 
advance  over  that  of  1917,  both  in 
the  methods  used  and  in  the  extent 
of  statistical  data  used.  As  a  result 
of  this  revision,  it  is  stated  that 
there  will  be  a  readjusment  of  the 
rates  between  the  various  classifica- 
tions, thereby  apportioning  the  final 
cost  more  equitably  to  the  individual 
employers. 
Fraternal  Insurance   Societies 

Discussing  fraternal  insurance, 
Superintendent  Phillips  states  that 
while  it  was  necessary  during  the 
year  to  institute  proceedings  to  liqui- 
date two  fraternal  societies,  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  fraternal  insurance 
societies  generally.  From  a  table 
included  in  the  report  it  appears  that 
while  on   December  31,    1917,  only 


nineteen  fraternal  societies  doing 
business  in  this  state  were  100  per 
cent  actuarially  solvent,  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1919,  twenty-eight  societies 
were  100  per  cent  actuarially 
solvent. 


Arizona 

The  rating  bill,  mentioned  by  us, 
was  killed  by  a  good  majority  in  the 
house.

Forty-three  Million  Income 

It  is  estimated  that  John  D. 
Rockefeller's  income  in  1920  was 
$43,000,000.  Uncle  Sam  expects  to 
receive  the  great  part  of  it  as.  income 
and  surtaxes,  and  Mr.  Rockefeller 
will  not  have  much  left  for  chari- 
ties, foundations  and  ventures  in 
new  enterprises.  Uncle  Sam  and 
one  state  await  with  patience  the 
coming  of  the  day  when  inheritance 
taxes  will  take  huge  slices  of  the 
Rockefeller  fortune  for  the  taxeaters 
to  consume.  Meantime  John  D.  is 
not  worrying  about  his  life  insur- 
ance premiums.

Only  $512,000,000  Government  Life 
Insurance  in  Force — A  Fall  From  40 
Billion. 

The  Associated  Press  recently 
carried  a  story  to  the  effect  that 
plans  are  under  consideration  at 
Washington  for  the  substitution  of 
some  other  governmental  agency  for 
the  War  Risk  Bureau  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  various  benefits  af- 
forded for  veterans  of  the  European 
war.  There  seems  to  be  a  question 
whether  to  transfer  the  bureau  from 
the  Treasury  Department  and  place 
it  in  a  new  department  of  social  wel- 
fare or  transfer  the  work  of  the 
bureau  outright  to  the  Pension 
Ofifice.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  men 
who  originally  took  out  insurance 
with  the  government  failed  to  keep 
up  their  payments.  Ten  per  cent  of 
these  were  induced  by  the  bureau  to 
reinstate  lapsed  policies.  This  was 
brought  about  by  expenditure  of  a 


great  amount  of  money.  All  told, 
the  bureau  received  4,665,598  appli- 
cations for  $40,411,057,500  of  insur- 
ance. Of  this  amount  there  now 
remains  in  force  $511,821,500,  or  just 
about  one-eighth  of  the  original 
busines,  a  fact  that  is  hardly  im- 
pressive, either  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  efficiency  of  the  bureau, 
or  when  considered  from  the  view- 
point of  the  attractiveness  of  the  in- 
surance to  the  men.  It  is  hardly 
strange,  therefore,  that  congressmen 
look  upon  he  bureau  as  a  failure  and 
are  casting  about  for  an  exit. — In- 
surance World. 


State  Fire  Insurance 

According  to  L'Argus,  M.  Louis 
Lajarrige,  Deputy  de  la  Seine,  is  in 
favor  of  a  monopoly  of  insurance  by 
the  state.  This  type  of  socialism  is 
appearing  in  our  country,  too. 
"Knock  off  his  can." 

Legislation,  Imposed  or  Proposed 

Sacramento. — Civil  service,  not 
too  strong  for  the  preservation  of  a 
job,  has  received  another  weakening 
blow  in  a  bill  before  the  legislature. 
This  bill  exempts  from  civil  service 
regulations  the  head  of  every  state 
department,  the  chief  of  each  division, 
and  one  position  under  each  of  a 
confidential  nature,  and  all  positions 
requiring  legal,  expert  or  technical 
training.  The  only  civil  service  em- 
ployee whose  job  is  safe  is  the  mes- 
senger boy,  if  this  bill  becomes  a 
law. 

Glenn  County,  Cal.,  farmers  have 
organized  a  new  fire  mutual. 
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MATTER  OF  RECORD 
President  Harding  is  the  first  U. 
S.  Senator  elected  to  the  Presidency. 
The  people  forgave  him. 

A  Chicago  bank  hired  and  a 
surety  company  insured  a  boy 
named  Dalton,  who  was  16  and  was 
paid  a  salary  of  $46  a  month.  In  a 
cage  filled  with  bales  of  Liberty 
bonds  this  boy  and  other  employees 
were  busy  counting  bales  and  bonds 
and  totals.

Perhaps  the  reader 
will  recall  the  train  robberies  by 
the  Dalton  brothers.  Wonder  if 
William  Dalton,  boy  thief,  is  any 
relation? 

No  Right  to  Insure  School  Property  in 
Mutuals,    Says    Attorney-General 

In  answer  to  his  letter  of  inquiry, 
the  insurance  commissioner  of  Ken- 
tucky has  received  from  the  state 
attorney-general  a  written  opinion 
to  the  effect  that  school  boards  have 
no  right  to  insure  school  property 
in  a  mutual  co-operative  association. 
This,  of  course,  includes  any  kind  of 
association  which  binds  the  school 
district  to  assume  a  liability  to  pay 
fire  losses.  A  district  attorney  in 
southern  California  some  years  ago 
gave  a  similar  opinion.

British  life  companies  virtually 
all  report  gains  in  new  business  in 
1920. 

It  is  said  that  industrial  insurers 
were  recently  defrauded  of  several 
hundred  thousand  dollars  by  crooked 
doctors  and  workingmen  in  Georgia. 
The  insured  men  had  been  laid  off 
and  thereupon  they  fell  sick,  and,  with 
the  aid  of  the  doctors,  they  made 
claims  against  the  insurers.  The 
doctors  signed  certificates  on  a  per- 
centage basis. 

February,  1921,  was  the  greatest 
month  in  the  history  ot  the  Bankers 
Life  of  Des  Moines,  the  production 
being  $11,530,117.  So  far  this  year's 
gain  is  over  40  per  cent.  On  the 
honor  roll  for  February,  rank  4,  is 
C.  A.  Cohen  of  San  Francisco. 

New  School  of  Life  Insurance 
Salesmanship  of  the  University  of 
Denver  is  now  holding  its  first  regu- 
lar session,  ending  June  6.  The  first 
summer  session  will  be  from  June 
20  to  August  26.  Endorsed  by  sev- 
eral life  associations.  Among  the 
twelve  special  lectures  is  one  by  D. 
M.  Baker  of  the  Pacific  Mutual,  on 
"Making  a  Life  Business  of  Life  In- 
surance." This  is  the  second  school 
of  the  kind  with  the  endorsement 
of  the  National  Association  of  Life 
Underwriters.  Address  Dean  G.  A.

At  Seattle  the  Travelers'  general 
agent,  M.  P.  Hawkins,  recently  held 
a  successful  two-days'  conference  of 
the  company's  agents  from  ten 
Washington  cities. 
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The  Metropolitan  Life  in  its  In- 
telligencer urges  its  agents  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  advise  all  holders 
of  War  Risk  certificates  that  it  is  to 
their  advantage  to  convert  their  cer- 
tificates into  U.  S.  government  life 
insurance  regular  policies  now, 
rather  than  five  years  from  now, 
when  they  will  be  just  so  much 
older  and  the  premiums  just  so 
much  higher. 

As  an  industrial  agent  Giovanni 
Capuano,  Cleveland,  began  work  in 
1916,  wholly  ignorant  of  life  insur- 
ance and  scored  success  at  once  as 
a  Metropolitan  Life  worker.  The 
company  paper,  "The  Intelligencer," 
says: 

The  San  Francisco  and  Los  An- 
geles agencies  staged  a  pretty  race 
for  leadership  in  California  during 
the  month  of  February.  The  Reed 
&  McConaughy  organization  nosed 
out  ahead  with  a  margin  of  just 
$10,000  and  a  total  of  $348,500  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  $338,500 
for  the  A.  F.  Smith  agency  of  San 
Francisco. — Bankers  Life  Bulletin. 

Canadian  life  companies  insure 
policies  under  a  thousand  without 
medical  examination.  American 
companies  insure  employees  under 
group  plan  also  with  no  medical 
examination.  It  is  known  that  the 
benefit  of  medical  examinations  and 
selection  ceases  within  five  years. 
Originally,  in  England,  there  was  no 
medical  examination,  the  applicants 
merely  appearing  before  the  board 
of  directors  and  answering  ques- 
tions.    One  old   English  office  still 


accepts  applications  on  the  basis  of 
questions  answered.  This  company 
found  years  ago  that  after  five  years 
the  mortality  rate  of  medically  un- 
examined policyholders  was  no 
greater  than  the  rate  of  those  who 
underwent  a  strict  medical  examina- 
tion. Some  aggressive  young  Amer- 
ican life  office  on  the  mutual  plan 
might  do  well  with  $1,000  policies 
by  having  the  applicant  answer  the 
necessary  questions  and  omitting  the 
doctor's  services,  and  then  placing 
such  policyholders  in  a  class  by 
themselves  as  regards  dividends  and 
mortality  experience. 


Conditions     Are     Now     Demoralizing — 
Less  Life  Business  and  More  Cost. 

Superintendent  Phillips  of  the 
New  York  department  is  apprehens- 
ive of  a  struggle  for  volume  of  busi- 
ness, a  damaging  competition, among 
the  big  life  companies,  this  year.  He 
warns  against  bonuses,  prizes,  etc., 
which  bring  costs  for  new  business 
in  excess  of  the  limitation  fixed  by 
statute.  The  limit  has  been 
stretched  and  re-stretched  by  special 
legislation,  and  now  that  new  busi- 
ness may  be  less  this  year  the  temp- 
tation to  evade  the  law  may  be  too 
strong. 

The  50  per  cent  of  new  premiums 
for  acquisition  expenses  has  been 
raised,  and  the  amount  paid  by  some 
aggressive  companies  is  now  about 
equal  to  pre-scandal  days,  when  90 
per  cent  of  the  first  premiums  ,was 
paid  brokers  "over  the  counter"  in 
New  York  City  by  three  demoral- 
izers.

Insurance   at  the   April   Meeting 
C.  C.  of  U.  S. 

Washington,  March  23. — Insur- 
ance has  an  important  place  on  the 
program  for  the  ninth  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  United  States,  to  be  held  at 
Atlantic  City,  April  27  to  29.  Dele- 
gates representing  insurance  inter- 
ests will  hold  two  group  sessions 
during  the  meeting,  one  to  discuss 
important  insurance  questions,  and 
the  other  to  take  up  problems  com- 
mon to  all  forms  of  business. 

At  the  first  session  of  the  insur- 
ance group  there  will  be  three 
topics:  "Private  Initiative  vs.  State 
Monopoly,"  "Insurance  as  a  Credit 
Factor,"  and  "Government  and 
Marine  Insurance."  Each  subject 
will  be  presented  by  two  speakers, 
preceding  general  discussion,  all  of 
which  is  expected  to  be  in  line  with 
the  keynote  of  the  1921  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Chamber:  "More 
Business  Methods  in  Government, 
Less  Government  Management  of 
Business." 

The  attitude  of  the  Chamber  is 
well  known  to  be  in  sympathy  with 
insurance  interests  in  opposing  gov- 
ernment operation  or  management 
of  any  business  which  can  be  suc- 
cessfully conducted  by  private  enter- 
prise.

The  Insurance  Brokers  Exchanj^c 
puts  itself  on  record  as  one  of  the 
boosters  of  Northern  California, 
"the  best  place  on  earth  to  live."' 

The  Insurance  Exchange  has  had 
its  two  faces  washed,  on  California 
and  Leidesdorff  streets. 

Divisadero  streets  in  some  places 
looks  like  business.  But  not  e\en 
the  great  fire  was  equal  to  the  job 
of  turning  it  into  a  real  business 
street.  Realtors,  however,  hav'c  ob- 
tained legislation  whereby  the  non- 
voting dead  may  be  evicted  from 
four  or  more  cemeteries  covering 
fort  yor  fifty  blocks  not  far  west  of 
this  street.  Built  up  as  dwelling 
blocks,  there  will  be  thousands  more 
buyers  on  this  business  street. 

Mission  street  »is  wonderfully 
busy.  The  neighborhood  west  is 
very  populous.  There  factories, 
wholesale  stores  and  retail  shops  for 
seven  miles  from  the  ferries.  From 
about  Eleventh  street,  in  the  "Mis- 
sion," this  old  street  runs  north  and 
south,  and  prevailing  winds  cross  it; 
otherwise,  fire  would  have  wiped  it 
out  long  ago.  Many  old  frames  line 
it  on  both  sides.  The  Mission, 
though  having  brick  buildings,  is 
essentially  a  wooden  district. 

Valencia  street  on  the  north  is 
slowly  taking  on  a  business  appear- 
ance, but  has  not  so  populous  tribu- 
tary territory  as  has  Mission.  Va- 
lencia is  a  favorite  street  with  "mor- 
ticians." 

All  three  streets  -were  unscathed 
by  the  great  fire,  as  far  as  they  run 
north  and  south.     They  have  been 


profitable  streets  and  districts  to 
fire  underwriters. 

The  new  Liverpool  and  London 
and  Globe  building  is  now  making 
engagements  with  tenants.  It  is  an 
up-to-date  Class  A  office  building. 

Spring  Valley  water  purchase 
proposal,  at  a  $38,000,000  price,  did 
not  receive  the  necessary  two-thirds 
majority  at  the  recent  election.

In  Overland  vs.  Printers  Board  of 
Trade,  Judge  Griffin  ruled  that  the 
Cartvvright  anti-trust  law  prohibit- 
ing combinations  in  restraint  of 
trade  applies  only  to  commodities. 
In  a  suit  brought  by  an  expelled 
member  against  the  Insurance  Brok- 
ers' Exchange  as  operating  with  the 
board  in  restraint  of  trade  and  con- 
trary to  the  Cartwright  law  a  some- 
what similar  ruling  was  made  for 
defendants.  The  publishing  com- 
pany contended  that  the  Employing 
Printers  and  the  Printers'  Union 
had  combined,  working  hand-in- 
hand,  each  working  exclusively  for 
the  other.  The  publishers  refused 
to  join  the  board  of  trade  and  there- 
upon board  ordered  out  the  union 
men.  There  was  no  dispute  as  to 
wages  or  hours. 

M,  Thompson  Co.,  San  Francisco 
insurance  brokers,  presented  their 
friends  with  one  of  the  very  hand- 
some 1921  wall  calendars  for  which 
their  office  is  noted.

We  ran  across  a  piano  salesman 
the  other  day — one  of  the  best  in  the 
busines  and  an  old  friend.  Having 
heard  of  the  decline  of  business  and 
feeling  that  luxuries  must  be  mov- 
ing pretty  sluggishly,  we  sympa- 
thized with,  "You  piano  people 
aren't  selling  much  these  days,  are 
you  ?" 

"Some  piano  people  aren't,  but  I 
am,"  came  the  reply.  Then  he  went 
on  to  explain.  He  was  a  good  sales- 
man and  he  knew  it.  What's  more, 
you  knew  it  after  thirty  seconds' 
contact  with  him  without  his  having 
to  tell  you,  either. 

His  story  was  perfectly  simple.  "I 
always  dug  for  my  business,"  said 
he,  "and  I  kept  on  digging  when  the 
big  time  hit  us.  So  I  didn't  get  out 
of  the  habit,  and  I'm  still  digging. 
Pianos — people  will  always  buy 
pianos  from  the  man  that  knows 
how  to  sell  them." 


Pressed  for  theories,  he  rolled  out 
scheme — schemes  that  worked  in  the 
past,  scheme  that  were  working  in 
the  present,  and  some,  in  a  low  con- 
fiding voice,  which  he  intended  to 
have  work  in   the  future. 

"Yes,"  he  continued,  when  pressed 
again  on  theory,  "I've  studied  most 
of  the  theory.  I  took  the  salesman- 
ship course  at  Blank  University;  I 
had  three  or  four  psychology  courses 
— all  different — and  I  took  lessons 
in  character  reading.  Did  I  learn 
salesmanship  from  them?  Well,  not 
a  great  deal,  but  I  did  get  some- 
thing that  made  it  worth  while 
spending  the  time  on  them. 

"What  was  it?  Why,  inspiration. 
That's  it — inspiration.  I  got  im- 
pulse, and  confidence,  and  the  feel- 
ing I  could  use  the  knowledge  that 
I  had  got  by  hard  work  in  the  busi- 
ness. Yes,  I  figure  that  those  lads 
at  the  university  gave  me  my 
money's  worth."

The  "all  in"  policy,  first  issued  by 
a  British  company  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  described  in  the  Coast 
Review  some  months  ago,  has  been 
copied  by  the  Lloj^ds  of  London.  As 
stated  in  our  previous  issue,  these 
associated  underwriters  are  offering 
this  form  of  policy,  which  they  have 
named  the  "all  cover"  or  similar  em- 
brasive  phrase,  wherever  they  do 
business  in  this  country.  The  offer 
is  embarrassing,  the  laws  prohibit- 
ing all  fire  companies  from  writing 
such  miscellaneous  contract. 

"Just  so  much  more  higher"  is 
good,  for  a  slip. 

Burglars  appear  to  be  jokers  now- 
adays. They  do  such  stunts  as  lock- 
ing up  the  cashier  in  the  vault,  with 
notice  posted  outside.  They  carry 
an  electric  rolling  platform  on  which 
they  cart  out  the  safe  and  roll  it 
up  on  an  automobile  truck.  Bur- 
glars arrive  in  a  town  fast  asleep, 
park  in  front  of  the  bank,  enter,  open 
the  big  safe,  remove  all  its  contents, 
and  then  cart  off  the  best  furniture. 
In  one  case  they  carried  off  the 
polished  oak  street-door;  in  another 
case,  in  San  Francisco,  in  the  day, 
these    gentry   took    away   the    new 


kitchen  range,  bath  tub  and  toilet, 
and  the  Japanese  servant  was  never 
again  seen.  Billiard  balls  tempt,  but 
thus  far  the  billiard  table  has 
escaped. 

The  Northwestern  Mutual,  now 
of  age,  wrote  $1,894,491  fire  prem- 
iums last  year  and  paid  $427,237 
losses ;  $254,825  marine  premiums, 
with  $111,084  losses;  total  premiums 
$2,149,317,  with  $538,321  losses  paid. 
California  premiums,$618,047 ;  losses 
paid,  $137,513;  losses  incurred, 
$133,259.  Total  losses  incurred, 
$537,953. 

Dixwell  Davenport,  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, according  to  a  press  dispatch, 
recently  fell  heir  to  $50,000  of  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Anderson, 
New  York. 

Perhaps  the  new  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  heard  of  the  North 
Dakota  case,  where  a  joint  stock  fire 
company  attempted  to  settle  its  hail 
losses  by  returning  the  premiums 
paid  by  claimants,  the  "company 
being  in  a  bad  way"  and  unable  to 
pay  losses.  Perhaps  not.  Anyway, 
it  is  reported  that  he  will  favor 
government  weather  insurance.

The  attorney  for 
these  concerns  arrogantly  insisted  on 
the  right  of  his  clients  to  sit  at  the 
same  table  and  plot  against  the  wel- 
fare of  the  stock  companies.  "Why," 
he  said,  "the  resources  of  the  recipro- 
cals and  mutuals  in  the  United  States 
are  fourteen  times  as  great  as  those  of 
all  the  stock  companies  combined."

Everett,  Wash. — William  Home 
and  Ruth  Miles  are  charged  with 
arson  in  the  second  degree.  Efforts 
made  with  kerosene  and  candles  to 
burn  house  and  furniture.  Mrs. 
Miles  insured  her  furniture  for  $500. 
Three  days  later  she  sold  the  furni- 
ture to  Home.  On  December  6  Mrs. 
Miles  took  out  another  $500  of  in- 
surance on  the  furniture.  Both  are 
charged  with  arson. 

Rode  200  Miles  to  Bum  a  Store 

Two  farmers  in  Indiana  drove  200 
miles  in  an  automobile  to  Crandal 
to  set  fire  to  a  store.  After  seeing 
the  blaze  under  way,  they  "stepped 
on  the  gas"  and  returned  home.  The 
incendiary  fire  extended  to  other 
buildings,  burning  six  stores  and 
contents.  The  auto  was  trailed  and 
the  men  were  arrested.  One  man 
confessed  that  he  burned  the  store 
rather  than  complete  a  trade  of  his 
farm  or  forfeit  $500. 

A  Dozen  Convictions  a  Week 

Compiled  reports  covering  the 
United  States  indicated  that  arrests 
and  convictions  of  men,  women  and 
boys  charged  with  arson  and  de- 
frauding insurance  companies  now 
average  about  twelve  every  week.

AIRCRAFT 

The  charge  in  England  for  an 
aerial  taxi  is  2s.  6d.,  or  44c  for  two 
persons  per  mile,  and  an  airplane 
can  usually  be  had  at  an  hour's 
notice.  This  fare  is  only  two  and 
one-half  times  as  large  as  that  for 
an  earth-bound  taxi  in  London  and 
it  costs  approximately  the  same 
amount  to  travel  by  airplan  in  Eng- 
land as  by  taxicab  in  New  York. 
The  actual  costs  of  air  travel  in 
Europe  have  shown  a  tendency  to 
steady  reduction.  It  is  asserted  the 
fare  charge  on  the  London-Paris 
route  was  originally  20  guineas,  but 
has  since  been  decreased  several 
times,  and  now  stands  at  10  guineas 
for  the  one-way  journey  and  18 
guineas  for  the  round  trip. 

More  than  one  and  a  half  million 
miles  flown  by  the  planes  in  the 
American  Air  Mail  Service  shows 
that  21  air  mail  planes  have  traveled 
more  than  the  distance  around  the 
earth  at  the  equator.  The  prize 
plane  of  these  veterans  of  the  air 
was  D.  H.  Plane  No.  76,  which  had 
38,348  miles  in  407  hours  and  8  min- 
utes before  it  went  out  of  service  in 
a  bad  crack  on  October  16,  1920. 
The  average  speed  of  this  plan  was 
94.4  miles  per  hour.  The  plane  with 
the  next  greatest  record  was  D.  H. 
Plane  No.  74,  which  flew  38,381 
miles  in  420  hours  and  15  minutes, 
and  is  still  going  strong  across  the 
Sierra  Nevada  mountains  from  Reno 
to  San  Francisco.

Society  of  Friends   Fight   Typhus   in 
Poland 

Nadworna,  in  the  Carpathians,  is 
the  center  of  the  work  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  says  the  Manchester 
Guardian  correspondent  in  this  for- 
mer district  of  the  Austrian  empire. 
The  writer  continues : 

"In  connection  with  the  hospital, 
the  Mission  supples  most  of  the  ma- 
terial for  'delousing'  baths.  These 
are  used  for  the  cleansing  of  typhus 
cases,  and  also  for  people  who  have 
come  in  contact  with  infection. 
Three  times  a  week  parties  of  school 
children  are  bathed  there,  and  each 
child  given  a  cup  of  cocoa  for  com- 
pensation and  a  cake  of  soap  as  an 
incentive  to  further  efforts.  The 
motif  of  this  work,  like  that  of  all 
the  Mission  efiforts  in  Poland,  is  to 
raise  the  standard  of  values. 

"Yesterday  morning  I  went  out 
with  the  Mission's  mobile  typhus 
column.  This  visits  the  home  of 
any  typhus  patient  brought  to  the 
hospital,  and  cleans  up  both  it  and 
its  other  inhabitants.  Yesterday 
the  infected  house  was  of  ordinary 
Polish  type,  with  one  low  room  and 
a  thatched  roof.  I  have  never  vis- 
ited a  peasant  home  with  more 
accommodation  than  the  one  room, 
invariably  containing  a  Russian 
stove  as  complex  in  its  construction 
as  a  fort,  a  wooden  bed,  and  a  few 
gaudy  religious  pictures.  In  one 
Nadworna   hut   a   calf   was   stabled 
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under  the  bed  ;  in  another  little  black 
lambs  sprawled  about  with  the  chil- 
dren. In  this  house  that  we  went 
to  clean  yesterday  a  hen  or  two 
perched  on  the  stove  and  showed 
extreme  indignation  at  being  re- 
moved into  the  sunlight  with  the 
rest  of  the  furniture.  The  head  of 
the  house,  a  very  ragged  man, 
watched  with  placid  interest  the 
efforts  of  the  workers  to  remove  the 
dirt  which  he  must  have  spent  years 
in  collecting."

Marine — Codfishing  schooner  City 
of  Glcndale  partly  burned  at  Red- 
wood City,  Cal.

Among  manufacturers  and  others 
there  has  long  been  a  sort  of  mutual 
insurance,  paying  for  property  dam- 
ages and  daily  business  losses  or 
contributing  thereto. 

— ^The  British  and  Foreign  Marine, 
represented  by  Balfour,  Guthrie  & 
Co.,  has  in  this  country  $2,394,910 
assets,  of  which  amount  the  surplus 
to  policyholders  is  $879,150. 

— Marine — Property  losses  of  Amer- 
ican hulls  and  cargoes  in  fiscal  year 
1919-1920  totaled  twenty-six  and  a 
quarter  million  dollars,  of  which  fire 
was  responsible  for  only  one- 
seventh. 


— The  United  States  department  of 
the  State  Assurance  Co.  has  $1,137,- 
534  assets.  The  surplus  to  policy- 
holders is  $678,920.

— The  Indemnity  (marine)  had  102 
per  cent  loss  ratio  last  year. 

— The  National  Board  now  prints  a 
book  of  premiums  and  losses  of  its 
members  by  states. 

— Items — Russian  policyholders  of 
the  New  York  Life  will  sue  that 
company  when  a  real  government  of 
the  country  is  re-established,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  Lenin- 
Trotzky  stole  the  company's  $60,-

pire. This  currency  is  not  Austro-

holders  argue  they  paid  In  sound 
money  and  should  be  paid  claims  in 
the  same  good  money.

Adjust  Your  Argument 

The  good  salesman  can  sense  the 
trend  of  an  interview  and,  like  the 
fisherman,  can  almost  feel  the  pros- 
pect sliding  off  the  hook.  To  hold 
his  attention  to  the  matter  in  hand 
is  then  the  supreme  duty  of  the 
moment  and  when  the  critical  point 
of  the  interview  is  past,  then  there 
will  be  opportunity  to  further  de- 
velop the  situation. 

A  life  insurance  salesman  cannot 
well  know  too  much  of  the  fine 
points  of  his  business,  for  often  in  a 
difficult  interview  that  little  extra 
knowledge  which  he  has  stowed 
away  in  his  brain  against  the  time 
of  need,  is  just  what  is  needed  to 
"call  the  turn"  and  influence  the 
prospect.  This  knowledge  of  his 
company  should  also  include  a  real 


understanding  of  its  contracts  and 
practices.  Simply  to  know  the  rate 
at  a  given  age  of  a  certain  class  of 
policy  is  not  enough.  Everything 
relating  to  this  special  form  should 
be  so  familiar  to  him  that  he  can 
explain  it  carefully  and  intelligently 
to  the  man  who  is  seeking  insur- 
ance. 

He  cannot  do  this  satisfactorily 
unless  he  thoroughly  understands  it 
himself.  Coupled  with  persistency 
this  faculty  of  sensing  the  situation 
is  a  valuable  one  to  the  insurance 
salesman  and  helps  to  place  him  in 
the  front  rank  of  the  leaders  in  his 
agency. — The  Manhattan  Life.

Where  defendant  life  insurance 
company  denied  the  allegation  of 
plaintiff's  petition  that  proofs  of 
death  of  insured  were  furnished  to 
the  company,  the  burden  was  upon 
plaintiff  to  establish  such  allegation. 
To    Affirmative    Defense   of   Failure    to 

Furnish     Proofs     of     Death    Plaindff 

Might  Show  a  Waiver. 

If  defendant  life  insurance  com- 
pany, not  only  denied  plaintiff's 
allegation  of  furnishing  profs  of 
death,  but  also  set  up  as  an  affirma- 


tive defense  the  ])laintiff's  failure  to 
furnish  profs  of  death  as  required 
by  the  policy,  the  plaintiff  might 
meet  such  defense  by  showing  the 
company's  waiver  of  such  require- 
ment.    103  S.  E.  824. 

Western   Mutual  Life  Association 

The  thirty-fifth  annual  meeting  o 
the  Western  Mutual  Life  of  Los 
Angeles  was  recently  held  at  the 
home  office.  The  annual  address  of 
the  secretary,  G.  F.  Stevenson,  is  en- 
lightening. In  1917  it  was  found 
that  its  rates  were  inadequate  to  ful- 
fill all  obligations,  and  they  were  at 
once  put  on  an  actuarial  basis.  The 
association  is  now  declared  to  be  a 
legal  reserve  insurer  in  fact  and  pur- 
pose if  not  in  name.  It  has  no 
capital,  but  then  neither  have  the 
largest  life  companies. 

The  Western  Mutual  now  has  a 
surplus  of  $443,750  beyond  the  re- 
serve and  all  other  liabilities.  This 
sum  would  amount  to  $200,000 
capital  and  $243,750  net  surplus.  The 
by-laws  provide  for  a  future  surplus 
equal  to  3  per  cent  of  the  insurance, 
in  force.  Any  earnings  beyond  this 
will  be  returned  to  policyholders  as 
dividends.  The  association  now  has 
$22,259,000  in  force,  with  14,019  out- 
standing policies.  Every  year  shows 
gains. 

For  twenty  years  the  association 
has  been  doing  business  in  Canada 
as  well  as  in  the  United  States.  In 
1920  it  collected  $390,292  in  prem- 
iums and  paid  $282,750  in  death 
claims.  Only  the  high  taxes  prevent 
this  35-year-old  association  from 
registering  as  a  legal  reserve  society.

The  Great  American  increased  its 
capital  to  $10,000,000. 

Book  and  newspaper  prices  ad- 
vanced several  times  ;  likewise  print- 
ers' wages. 

The  Nevada  rate-filing  law  was 
upheld  by  the  federal  court.

B.  J.  Smith. 

W.  A.  Frazier  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  agencies  for  the 
Benjamin  Goodwin  general  agency. 

West  Coast  Life  purchased  a 
12-story  building  at  Market  and 
Second, opposite  Montgomery  street. 

The  West  Coast  Life  adopted  the 
branch  agency  system. 

Charles  L.  Barsotti  was  appointed 
assistant  manager  of  the  Coast  de- 
partment of  the  Fire  Association, 
Victory,  and  Philadelphia  Under- 
writers. 

The  Wichita  Great  Western  Un- 
derwriters, a  reciprocal  from  Texas, 
entered  California  and  other  Coast 
states,  with  much  trumpeting.  Of  it 
the  Coast  Review  said : 

"This  tooter  can  furnish  noise  but 
not  indemnity.  A  few  losses  in  quick 
succession  would  bust  it  and  leave 
unpaid  claims."

Increases  in  Reserves,  in  Premiums  in 
Assets  and  in  Net  Surplus — ^A  Pros- 
perous Company  Represented  by  Gen- 
eral Agent  C.  A.  Henry. 

The  security  of  a  fire  insurance 
poHcy  is  as  dependent  upon  the 
management  of  a  company  as  it  is 
upon  its  surplus  and  capital  com- 
bined and  the  proportion  thereof  to 
its  resources.  In  both,  respects  the 
Michigan  F.  and  M.  Insurance  Co. 
has  a  high  rank. 

The  management  of  this  forty- 
one-year-old  company  is  notably 
safe  and  conservative,  with  able  un- 
derwriting talent,  and  a  good  record 
of  dealings  with  loss  claimants,  all 
of  which  make  a  combination  for  the 
security  of  the  policyholders  and  the 
permanence  of  the  company.

Thousands  of  persons  ivill  be  unem- 
ployed, and  genei'al  business  will  be 
affected.

Now 
they  are  $600,000  with  52  per  cent.

How  are  you  to  give  your  clients 
the  best  service?  You  must  first 
have  their  interests  at  heart.  This 
means  at  times  that  you  do  not 
make  the  sale  that  has  in  it  the 
largest  profit  for  yourself.  It  means, 
too,  that  you  sell  them  the  kind  of 
policy  that  will  suit  their  needs, 
and  that  you  will  not  sell  them  too 
much  of  it  nor  too  little.  It  is  often 
disastrous  to  oversell — to  make  the 
policy  larger  than  the  ability  of  the 
insured  to  pay.  The  final  result  of 
such  a  sale  is  likely  to  be  no  insur- 
ance at  all.  It  is  always  better  to 
undersell  than  to  overshoot  the 
mark.  The  latter  is  to  err  on  the 
safe  side,  both  for  yourself  and  for 
your  client. 

The  sale  of  life  insurance  protec- 
tion cannot  be  regarded  as  a  com- 
pleted act  until  the  policy  becomes  a 
paid  claim.  A  policyholder's  need 
for  insurance  may  change  several 
times  between  his  first  insuring  and 
the  maturity  of  his  policy.  To  give 
him  the  full  measure  of  service,  it  is 
indispensable  that  you  keep  in  touch 
with  him  along  through  the  years.

You 
should  be  at  hand  to  see  that  they 
are  made.  His  insurance  need  is 
likely  to  grow.  It  is  your  place  to 
see  that  the  volume  of  his  insurance 
keeps  pace  with  it.  Many  men,  even 
the  keenest  and  most  successful,  are 
often  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  a 
real  insurance  need.

Registered  Mail  Robberies 

Unmasked  automobile  bandits 
held  up  and  kidnaped  the  driver  of 
a  mail  wagon  in  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 
They  took  him  and  the  truck  to  a 
retired  spot  and  secured  all  regis- 
tered mail,  including  $35,000  Liberty 
bonds  destined  for  the  state 
treasury. 

From  a  mail  bag  on  the  steam- 
ship Empress  of  Russia  $20,000  was 
stolen. 

Six  sacks  of  registered  mail  were 
stolen  in  the  daytime  by  three  auto 
bandits  in  Oakland,  Cal.  They  rode 
alongside  of  the  mail  truck,  stepped 
from  moving  car  to  moving  truck. 
With  pistol  at  his  head,  the  truck 
driver  slowed  down  and  surrendered 
the  pouch  keys.  The  sacks  were 
transferred  to  the  bandits'  machine 
and  carried  away.  Value  of  loot 
about  $100,000,  of  which  $50,000  has 
been  recovered. 

The  mail  robbery  at  Los  Angeles 
on  March  4  included  $25,000  Liberty 
Loan  bonds  and  also  bonds  of  three 
railroads  and  shares  of  stock. 

There  has  been  recovery  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  $100,000  mail  loot  stolen 
at  Toledo  last  month.

Franklin  K.  Lane  for  the  Bureau 
of  Economis  says: 

"The  present  disorganization  in 
American  business  is  merely  tempo- 
rary and  is  only  incidental  in  the  life 
of  the  nation. 

"The  future  of  American  business 
depends  upon  production  and  upon 
conservation,  while  conservation 
means  the  development  of  a  policy 
of  enlightened  selfishness  through 
which  fluctuations  in  prices,  due  to 
excess  supply  and  waste  at  one 
period  and  shortage  at  another, 
may  be  qualized  by  proper  storage 
and  distribution. 

"Right  now  the  call  in  national 
affairs  is  for  vision.  We  have  use 
for  the  men  who  can  see  this  nation 
in  its  relation  to  other  nations  next 
year  and  next  generation,  and  for 
men  in  business  who  can  think  in 
terms  of  1922  and  1925  and  1945,  as 
the  power  companies  in  California 
are  now  doing.  That  is  what  really 
big  business  can  do — hold  its  breath 
under  water. 

"Take  the  railroads.  Their  car 
shortage  is  mounting  and  their  out 
of  order  equipment  is  away  up.  This 
has  always  been  so  in  hard  times, 
but  now  is  the  very  period  when 
they  should  be  furnished  the  neces- 
sary money  in  order  to  put  their 
roadbeds  and  equipment  into  shape 
for  tomorrow's  rush. 

"No,  the  nation  would  do  no 
better  if  it  had  the  railroads.  Con- 
gress doesn't  think  ahead  two  years. 
It  is  a  reflector,  not  a  generator,  and 
the  fault  is  ours." 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  says  of  responses  to 
its  15,000  letters  to  wholesalers,  re- 
tailers, etc.:  "In  almost  every  an- 
swer the  merchant  is  reducing  his 
operating  expenses  so  that  he  can 
meet  the  public  pressure  for  lower 
prices."  Greater  efhciency  is  re- 
ported. One  man  told  of  cutting 
down  his  force  44  per  cent  and  his 
production  increased  25  per  cent. 
Originally,  he  employed  25  men. 
When  the  first  depression  is  busi- 
ness affected  him,  he  cut  down  his 
force  to  22,  and  his  output  remained 
the  same.  He  reduced  his  force  a 
second  time  to  14  men,  and  his  pro- 
duction went  up  25  per  cent.  At 
the  same  time  he  reported  a  wage 
reduction  of  30  per  cent. 

Some  firms  replied  that  they  were 
not  rducing  the  wages  of  their  old 
employees,  but  that  they  were  hiring 
new  men  for  less  money.  Others 
said  they  would  not  reduce  wages 
until  the  cost  of  living  dropped 
appreciably.

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SILVER 

Years  ago  the  U.  S.  government,  at 
a  time  when  silver  was  much  higher 
than  now,  yielded  to  silver  agitators 
who  talked  much  of  the  crime  of  '73 
and  agreed  to  buy  a  stipulated  number 
of  ounces  of  silver  at  a  fixed  price 
yearly  until  some  10,000  tons  Ameri- 
can silver  was  acquired.  Silver  con- 
tinued to  fall  in  price,  nevertheless. 
The  difference  paid  was  a  bonus  to 
American  silver  miners.  The  silver 
was  coined,  but  much  of  it  was  never 
circulated,  silver  certificates  being  is- 
sued instead.  There  was  a  tacit  agree- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  government 
to  keep  tliis  fiat  money,  like  the  legal  tender 
greenbacks,  on  a  parity  witli  gold  and  gold 
notes. 

Under  the  Pittman  act  the  .300,000,000 
ounces  sold  to  China  and  Europe  and  India, 
to  supply  a  very  pressing  war-time  need, 
are  beiny;  replaced  by  the  government  pur- 
chase of  a  like  amount  of  American  silver 
at  $1.00  an  ounce  or  approximately  that. 
Present  price  for  foreign  silver,  the  true 
price,  is  less  than  60  cents.  The  govern- 
ment is  paying  American  silver  mine-own- 
ers a  bonus  of  over  40  cents  an  ounce.  Priv- 
ileged silver  miners!  The  government  pays 
no  bonus  to  American  gold  miners.  Our 
government  is  paying  American  silver  min- 
ers a  bonus  of  more  than  $100,000,000.  A 
splendid  gift!  All  is  fair  in  politics.  It 
helps  Nevada,  Colorado  and  other  silver- 
producing  states.  But  it  helps  to  keep  up 
the  high  cost  of  living. 


Sacramento — Twist,  swing,  swish! 
At  the  last  moment  enough  votes 
changed  to  pass  the  King  bill  increas- 
ing the  taxes  on  corporations.  Insur- 
ance companies'  taxes  are  increased, 
and  under  retaliatory  laws  California 
companies  must  likewise  pay  more 
taxes  in  other  states. 


Spain  Rejoices  at  U.  S.  Prohibilion 

Malaga,  Spain,  during  the  first  year 
of  our  national  prohibition,  shipped  to. 
us  five  times  the  amount  of  wine  sent 
here  in  the  ten  preceding  years.  The  total 
wine  experts  to  America  in  1920  exceeded 
475,000  gallons,  and  was  shipped  under  per- 
mits for  non-beverage  purposes. 

Exports  of  raisins  from  Malaga  to  the 
TJ.  .S.  in  1020  were  unprecedented,  the  total 
being  10,900  metric  tons,  or  approximately

BUSINESS 

Increasing  taxes,  coupled  with  the 
big  federal  levies,  will  inevitably 
have  further  ill  effects  on  business. 
This  country  has  finally  arrived  at 
that  degree  of  production  where  it 
must  find  more  markets  abroad. 
When  normal  conditions  prevail 
again  our  producers,  our  farmers 
and  manufacturers,  will  compete  in 
foreign  lands  with  the  producers  of 
other  countries.  Can  they  undersell 
them  if  American  prices  are  loaded 
^vith  the  costs  of  the  extravagance 
and  graft  of  city,  state  and  national 
governments  ? 

Can  they  pay  the  highest  wages, 
the  highest  taxes,  and  work  the 
fewest  hours,  and  yet  find  buyers 
abroad? 

Can  they  market  goods  or  crops 
and  be  embarrassed  by  restrictions 
and  prevented  from  effecting  econo- 
mies and  rewarding  efficiency? 

From  the  San  Francisco  American 
National  Bank  Financial  Letter: 

"While  business  in  these  times  is 
not  all  roses  and  sunshine,  it  is  at 
least  reassuring  to  reflect  that  a 
number  of  things  that  were  pre- 
dicted to  happen  have  not  happened. 
There  has  been  no  financial  disturb- 
ance, and  monetary  conditions  are 
steadily  improving.  No  widespread 
embarrassments  have  occurred  in 
the  business  world,  despite  losses  of 
magnitude  due  to  the  rapid  decline 
in  commodity  values.  Idleness  and 
wage  reductions  have  resulted  in  no 
social  or  political  upheaval,  and 
propaganda  of  ideas  socialistic  or 
sovietistic  is  very  largely  wasted 
effort.     In  fact,  the  Amcrcan  people 


continue  to  go  about  their  affairs 
in  a  sensible  way,  taking  their  losses 
philosophically,  making  their  indi- 
vidual adjustments,  lookng  hope- 
fully to  the  future  and  declining  to 
brood  over  the  troubles  they  may 
have  passed  through. 

"The  extent  of  these  troubles  is 
beginning  to  appear  in  the  financial 
statements  that  are  made  public 
from  time  to  time.  Not  one  of  the 
large  meat  packers  made  profits 
enough  in  1920  to  pay  their  regular 
dividends,  and  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances operations  resulted  in  actual 
loss.  A  large  mail  order  house, 
whose  catalogue  occupies  a  place 
next  to  the  family  Bible  in  many  a 
country  home,  showed  a  loss  for  the 
year  of  more  than  seven  million 
dollars  after  total  sales  of  114  mil- 
lions, while  a  competitor  in  the  same 
line,  with  sales  above  250  millions, 
made  but  a  slight  profit.  One  of  the 
large  and  hitherto  prosperous  tire 
manufacturing  companies  sustained 
a  loss  of  fifteen  million  dollars  by 
the  shrinkage  in  its  inventories,  has 
defaulted  in  its  obligations  and  is 
undergoing  financial  reorganization. 
The  average  decline  in  market  value 
of  some  thirty  commodities  of  com- 
mon use,  according  to  one  authority, 
was  36  per  cent  in  1920.  It  was  in- 
evitable that  those  holding  stocks 
of  these  commodities  should  suffer 
from  the  shrinkage  in  price."

Automobiles  and  Electric  Railways 

It  is  dangerous  to  follow  too  closely 
behind  a  moving  street  car.  If  the 
car  stops  suddenly  the  automobile 
driver  (especially  if  he  is  riding  the 
car  rails)  may  find  it  impossible  to 
avoid  a  collision.  Or  the  car  may 
turn  at  a  street  intersection  and  crowd 
you  between  the  car  and  the  curb. 
Then,  too,  a  person  may  jump  from 
the  car  directly  in  the  path  of  your 
automobile. 

The  driver  should  stop  his  automo- 
bile not  less  than  10  feet  back  of  a 
standing  street  car  and  remain  there 
until  the  car  starts  up  again.  If  there 
is  a  safety  zone,  drivers  in  some  cities 
are  allowed  to  pass  the  car  provided 
they  proceed  cautiously  and  keep  at 
least  8  feet  from  the  side  of  the  car. 

Some  drivers  take  dangerous  chances 
in  crowding  in  between  a  trolley  car 
and  the  curb,  or  between  a  car  and 
another  object  where  the  clearance  is 
too  small. 

Drivers  should  not  attempt  to  pass 
on  the  left  of  a  street  car  going  in  the 
same  direction.     A  car  may  be  coming 


in  the  opposite  direction  or  pedestrians 
who  were  hidden  by  the  car  may  be 
injured.  Always  sound  horn  when 
passing  a  car,  no  matter  what  its  di- 
rection may  be. 

Automobiles  have  frequently  been 
hit  by  the  rear  end  of  a  car  when  the 
car  was  turning  a  corner.  At  turns 
the  end  of  the  car  swings  out  and  ex- 
tends several  feet  beyond  the  tracks. 
Watch  for  curves. 

Always  remember  that  the  street  car 
runs  on  tracks  and  cannot  arbitrarily 
change  its  course.  It  is  therefore  the 
driver's  responsibility  to  watch  out  for 
cars  rather  than  the  motorman's  to 
watch  for  automobiles. — National  Saf- 
ety Council  Lecture.

Retailers  and  Publicity 

Retailers  are  too  backward  in  telling 
the  public  how  they  do  the  job,  says 
Alvin  E.  Dodd,  manager  of  the  new 
Domestic  Distribution  department  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  U.  S. 
The  public  is  interested  in  the  large 
difference  in  prices  between  producer 
arid  consumer.     Mr.  Dodd  says: 

''The  recent  period  of  high  prices 
has  brought  an  insistent  demand  that 
the  public  be  shown  why  the  cost  of 
an  article,  generally  speaking  should 
be  doubled  or  trebled  between  pro- 
ducer and  consumer.  And  there  are 
very  good  reasons  why  this  situation 
is  uppermost  in  the  mind  of  the  aver- 
age person.  The  cost  of  living,  which 
according  to  government  figures,  rose 
124  percent,  from  1914  to  1920,  ac- 
cording to  the  same  figures  had  fallen 
but  16  percent,  up  to  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary, and  today  probably  equals  20 
percent." 


"Well,  my  dear,"  said  he,  as  he 
was  dressing,  "I  s'pose  you  were  right 
when  you  told  me  last  night  that  there 
were  burglars  in  the  house.''

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MARINE 

For  some  years  past  M.  C.  Harrison 
of  San  Franoisco,  has  been  known  as 
an  ardent,  ndvocnte  for  what  he  calls 
"theabolishnientof  General  Average,'' 
and  has  written  pamphlets  and  articles 
in  the  press  explaining  his  proposals. 
General  Average  has,  in  fact,  no  direct 
connection  with  marine  insurance,  and 
was  practiced  centuries  before  marine 
insurance  was  ever  thought  of.  It  is 
merely  a  recognition  of  the  principle 
of  contribution  towards  expenditure  or 
sacrifices  incurred  deliberately  at  a 
time  of  peril  for  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
terests of  all  concerned  in  a  common 
venture.  This  principle  may  be  arch- 
aic, but  it  is  fundamentally  and  mor- 
ally sound  and  politic,  and  to  do  away 
with  it  altogether,  leaving  each  inter- 
est to  bear  its  own  loss,  would  lead  to 
worse  evils  tiian  those  it  at  present  en- 
tails. 

His  plan  proposes  the  gathering  of 
the  cargo  values  at  one  place  at  one 
time  by  one  agency.  The  shipowners 
and  underwriters,  he  says,  can  easily 
arrange  the  expense  of  this.  The  nat- 
ural agency  for  this  is  the  shipowner, 
because  he  knows  who  his  shippers  are, 
and  they  know  the  value  of  their 
goods.  As  Mr.  Harrison  himself  says, 
"the  system  of  the  shipowner  gather- 
ing the  values  at  port  of  origin  has  the 
effect  of  keeping  all  those  values  in  one 
place,  viz.,  on  the  ship's  copies  of  bill 
of  lading  or  manifest,  and  carries  with 
it  the  accessibility  to  those  figures  of 
the  surveyor  or  appraiser  when  he  is 
fixing  the  damage  at  port  of  destina- 
tion." It  is  not,  therefore,  necessary 
for  "a  hundred  different  underwriters, 
each    acting    for    himself,''    to  take  a 


hand  in  the  game,  and  on  this  side,  at 
any  rate,  it  is  not  done.  In  a  case 
wiiere  a  large  numiier  of  underwriters 
are  concerned  their  interests  are  usual- 
ly confided  to  a  Salvage  Association  or 
Lloyd's  Agents,  who  in  turn  appoint 
a  surveyor  to  ascertain  the  damage  to 
each  and  every  lot  of  cargo. 

The  adjusting  of  losses  we  leave  to 
average  adjusters  whose  profe^^sion  it 
is,  and  who  are  neither  brokers  nor 
underwriters,  but  impartial  people 
who  are  independent  of  both.  Under 
Mr.  Harrison's  plan  "tlie  shipowner  and 
tlie  underwriter  jointly  would  maintain  one 
staff  at  the  port  of  destination  for  adjusting 
all  losses  no  matter  by  whom  shipped  or  by 
whom  insured."  Fancy  maintaining  an 
ori^anization  of  this  sort  at  all  the  various 
ports  of  the  world.  Freight  rates  and  in- 
surance premiums  would  have  to  be  very 
considerably  increased  if  this  were  so.  And 
Mr.  Harrison  speaks  of  this  being  a  cheaper 
method.  If  that  is  so  then  the  system  at 
present  prevailing  in  the  United  States  must 
be  a  very  expensive  one  indeed. 

.\s  far  as  this  country  is 'concerned  Mr. 
Harrison's  plan,  if  put  into  operation  liere, 
would  not  aflect  insurance  agents  at  all. 
Brokers  on  this  side  are  paid  a  5  per  cent 
commission  for  placing  risks,  and  one  per 
cent  for  collecting  losses,  and  that  is  their 
total  remuneration.  They  do  not  adjust 
losses  or  make  up  average  statements.  As 
we  have  stated  above,  that  function  is  rele- 
gated to  the  members  of  an  independent 
profession  whose  sole  l>nsiness  it  is,  and 
therefore  neither  the  services  nor  the  conse- 
quent pay  of  insurance  brokers  would  be 
afTected  in  the  slightest.  Nor  would  it  re- 
duce the  commissions  which  underwriters 
pay,  because  they  don't  pay  any  at  all  as  it 
is  in  connection  with  losses.  They  pay 
their  proportion  of  the  average  adjuster's 
fee  for  drawing  up  the  statement,  and  that 
is  all — with  the  exception  of  the  bank  com- 
mission of  one-eighth  per  cent  on  the  dis- 
bursements, which  the  shipowner  is  entit- 
led to  charge,  and  which  is  the  only  fee 
that  he  gets.— The  Review,  London.

And  the  East  has  almost 
enough  to  do  to  take  care  of  its  own 
wants.  We  may  rest  assured  that  un- 
der such  circumstances  money  will  not 
come  westward  unless  the  Eastern  in- 
vestors are  assured  of  protection  and 
good  returns.  They  are  concerned  in 
dividends  almost  solely,  while  we  here 
are  concerned  both  in  dividends  and 
in  the  future  development  of  our  state, 
which   means  assured  prosperity. 

There  has  been  a  growing  tendency 
on  the  part  of  the  federal  government 
to  meddle  too  much  in  the  business 
affairs  of  the  nation,  and  here  in  Cal- 
ifornia, through  the  many  regulatory 
services  now  rendered  by  the  state,  a 
considerable  burden  is  being  imposed 
upon  business,  aggravated  by  duplica- 
tion of  effort  on  the  part  of  various 
state  agencies.  The  public  must  be 
protected,  the  rights  of  the  people 
strictly  safeguarded,  but  beyond  this 
government  should  not  go.  There 
should  be  no  unnecessary  interference, 
no  unnecessary  hampering.

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INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 

Health — Hernia — Release — Cancellation 

Where  insurer  under  a  health  pol- 
icy waived  its  legal  right  to  cancel 
the  policy,  upon  the  execution  by 
insured  of  a  release  covering  dis- 
ability cause  by  herina,  vi^hich  re- 
lease became  a  part  of  the  insurance 
contract,  such  waiver  constituted  a 
sufficient  consideration  for  the  re- 
lease. 

Where  insured  accepted  a  health 
policy,  reserving  to  insurer  the  right 
to  cancel  the  policy  at  any  time  on 
notice  and  return  of  unearned  pre- 
miums, that  insurer  had  knowledge 
that  insured  was  ruptured  prior  to 
the  execution  of  the  policy  did  not 
constitute  an;  estoppel  on  insurer 
to  cancel  the  policy  on  that  ground. 
Massachusetts  Bonding  Co.  v.  Flor- 
ence. 216  S.  W.  47-. 


Life — Husband     and    Wife     Conversation- 
Statue 

!  Mrs.  Evelyn  E.  Mason,  of  Great 
Falls,  Mont,  sued  the  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Co.  for  $5,000,  the 
amount  of  insurance  on  her  hus- 
band's life.  Defendant  insurer  de- 
nied any  liability,  alleging  that  the 


insured,  who  was  shot,  had  com- 
mitted suicide.  She  offered  to  tes- 
tify as  to  what  her  husband  told  her, 
but  the  defendant  protested,  con- 
tending that  under  the  Montana  law 
husband  and  wife  cannot  testify  as 
to  what  conversation  had  passed  be- 
tween them. 

United  States  district  court  al- 
lowed the  claimant  widow  to  testi- 
fy. Defendant  company  appealed 
to  the  federal  court  of  appeals.  The 
U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals  held  that 
under  the  statute  any  conversation 
between  husband  and  wife  is  pri- 
viliged  only  when  it  is  of  a  confi- 
dentail  nature.  Mason  New  York 
Life.— F. 


Automobile — Mere     Tips — Over    Not     Col- 
lision 

That  the  owner  of  an  automobile 
cannot  collect  collision  insurance  if 
the  automobile  was  merely  up-set 
or  tipped  over  is  the  opinion  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Wisconsin  in  the 
case  of  J.  C.  Bell  of  Superior  v. 
The  American  Insurance  Company. 
The  Company  issued  an  insurance 
polic)'^  on  a  new  automobile  pur- 
chased by  J.  C.  Bell  of  Superior. 
To  the  policy  was  attached  a  col- 
lision   clause    which    provided    that 
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compensation  shall  be  paid  if  the 
car  is  damaged  by  being  struck  by 
other  "automobile,  vehicle  or  ob- 
ject." While  the  car  was  being 
backed  it  slipped  into  a  ditch  and 
turned  over.  The  jury  found  dam- 
ages of  $540.  The  insurance  com- 
pany appealed,  claiming  that  this 
was  not  a  "collision"  but  an  acci- 
dent. The  company's  attorneys 
contended  that  "if  the  accidental  up- 
set of  an  automobile  from  causes 
unknown  constitute  k  collision,  then 
every  accident  that  can  happen  to 
an  automobile  aside  from  fire  may 
be  attributable  to  collision."  For 
this  reason  the  insurance  company 
appealed.  The  court  holds  that 
such  an  accident  is  not  a  collision.

Fire — Meaning 

"Legal  representative"  means  the 
personal  representative — that  is  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  the  in- 
sured. Court  may  construe  mean- 
ing of  the  quoted  words  as  in  a  pol- 
icy.— Oldham's  v.  Bostno  Ins.  Co., 
S.  W.   106. 


Life — Not   Assigned    to    Duty,  Was   Not   in 
Naval  Service  ^ 

Insured  was  attached  to  the  nav- 
al training  station  but  had  not  been 
assigned  to  duty.  He  died  from  in- 
fluenza.     Company  denied  liability. 

Held,  that  insured  not  having 
been  assigned  to  duty  in  the  navy, 
and  his  occupation  being  not  nec- 
essarily mor  hazardous  than  at  the 
time  the  policy  application  was  sign- 
ed, he  had  assamed  none  of  the  haz- 


ards of  naval  warfare.  He  was  not, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  war 
clause,  engaged  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  and  the 
policy  exemption  does  not  apply. — 
Boatwright  v.  Amrican  Life  Ins.  Co. 
N.  W.  32L 


Under  application  terms  defend- 
ant was  not  bound  until  first  pre- 
mium was  actually  paid  during  ap- 
plicant's life  time  and  policy  de- 
livered.

Young  companies,  there- 
fore, show^  a  low  mortality  rate ;  and 
likewise,  the  older  companies  now 
writing  very  much  more  new  bus- 
iness than  formally. 


Business  Insurance 

Let  me  appeal  to  you  again  to 
perfect  yourself  in  business  insur- 
ance. What  I  mean  by  business  in- 
surance is  this :  There  are  many 
men  who  have  big  obligations  to- 
day that  it  is  very  necessary  that 
they  should  cover  by  insurance,  and 
if  you  will  only  be  smart  enough  to 
get  next  to  your  banker,  he  will 
give  3'^ou  tips  on  this  kind  of  pros- 
pects. A  number  of  the  men  who 
have  a  good  business  month  have 
written  a  lot  of  business  insurance, 
so  think  about  it  and  act  immediate- 
ly. Don't  put  it  ofif.  The  opportun- 
ity is  before  us  and  we  must  grasp 
it.  There  was  never  a  time  when 
people  needed  insurance  as  badly  as 
they  do  today  and  especially  insur- 
ance of  this  kind.

Do  Not  Argue — Suggest    and  Persuade 

One  of  the  biggest  steps  ever  re- 
corded in  history  of  men,  was  when 
we  got  to  use  other  men.  When 
man  can  justly  influence  another 
man,  he  is  exercising  one  of  the 
greatest  powers  that  any  one  can 
possess.  Salesmanship  is  influenc- 
ing men.  How  do  a'ou  influence? 
Just  let  me  say  that  it  is  not  by 
argument.  We  like  to  think  that 
we  are  reasoning  beings.  The  be- 
lief that  men  were  influenced  by 
logic,  came  from  the  day  of  the  old 
Greek  philosophers,  but  that  is  not 
the  motive  that  moves  people  to 
action.  As  an  illustration.  Did  you 
ever  get  your  wife  to  do  anything 
by  reasoning  with  her?  Motive 
comes  from  other  things  than  rea- 
soning. Reasoning  is  a  deliberate 
act    and    implies  delay.     Reasoning 


THE  UNEXPECTED  HAPPENS 
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is  not  usual  or  the  quickest  way  of 
doing  business.  Therefore  do  not 
put  up  two  propositions,  such  as  the 
twenty  pay  life  and  the  endowment 
for  a  man  to  make  his  choice  for  he 
is  sure  to  want  time  to  think  it  over, 
and  quite  naturally  so. 

If  you  exercise  the  power  of  sug- 
gestion you  will  get  further.  There- 
fore, never  argue.  Lord  Rosebery, 
you  will  remember,  said,  "I  would- 
n't be  such  a  fool  as  to  argue." 
Consider  if  you  ever  changed  a  per- 
son's politics  or  religion  by  arguing. 
Most  of  us  don't  like  being  put  into 
an  intellectual  corner  and  it  is  very 
easy  to  win  an  argument  an  lose 
the  case.  Persuasion  and  suggest- 
ion are  much  better  forces  to  use. 
Remember  that  people  are  influ- 
enced by  the  simplest  language  be- 
cause it  carries  the  direct  message, 
it  demands  attention. — E.  A.  Woods 


Business  Men  Know  Best  Prospects 

The  class  of  prospects  I  find  most 
favorably  inclined  to  life  insurance 
today  are  business  men.  Business 
men  ought  to  be  reached  today,  be- 
cause most  of  them  were  loaded  up 
with  high  priced  stock,  the  value 
of  which  was  cut  nearly  in  half  in 
some  instances,  and  greatly  reduced 
in  all  instances.  Therefore,  if  a 
great  many  of  them  were  to  die, 
their  insurance  would  be  inadequate, 
because  they  all  count  to  some  ex- 
tent on  leaving  insurance  as  part 
of  their  estate,  and  their  business 
for  the  balance.  If  they  were  to  die 
today,  it  is  doubtful  if  their  "business 
"would  leave  any  assets. 


I  think  for  the  time  being  a  bus- 
iness policy  is  a  desirable  asset,  and 
if  the  proper  interview  can  be  ob- 
tained, the  business  man  frankly  ad- 
mits this  condition,  and  this  re-ad- 
justment of  his  affairs  can  be  made 
with  a  life  insurance  policy. — C.  K. 
Brust,  Los  Angeles,  in  Guardian

Choose  Prospect  for  the  Policy 

Instead  of  selecting  a  policy  for 
my  prospect,  I  select  a  prospect  for 
the  policy  on  which  I  consentrate 
my  energies.

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Insurance  Progress  Through  Construc- 
tive Regulation,  Beginning  With  the 
National  Convention  of  Insurance 
Commissioners  in  1869 — From  an 
A.  of  L.  Insurance  President's  Address, 
by  F.  H.  Elssworth.  President. 
Little  insurance  was  written  in 
this  country  prior  to  1835,  but  as 
the  business  developed,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  operations  of  fraudulent 
companies,  it  became  necessary  for 
the  state  to  take  a  more  active  part 
in  the  regulation  of  a  business  which 
affected  so  large  a  number  of  people. 
The  general  laws  in  force,  provid- 
ing for  the  organization  and  opera- 
tion of  insurance  companies,  were 
unsatisfactory  and  Massachusetts 
was  the  first  state  to  establish  a 
state  insurance  department,  which 
was  1855.  New  York  followed  in 
1859,  Connecticut  in  1865,  Ohio  in 
1867,  and  Michigan  in  1871.  The 
business  gradually  increased,  and  in 
1869  there  were  110  life  insurance 
companies  operating  in  the  United 
States,  with  nearly  one  and  one-half 
billions  of  dollars  of  insurance  in 
force.  The  system  of  paying  the 
premiums  with  notes  had  developed, 
and  with  promises  that  the  dividends 
of  the  companies  would  be  sufficient 
to  repay  the  notes,  made  life  insur- 
ance decidedly  popular,  and  it  had 
a  rapid  development  from  1850  to 
1870,  when  a  serious  decline  ap- 
peared, and  the  delusive  methods 
had  caused  an  unwise  stimulus  to 
the  business.  Many  of  these  com- 
panies were  compelled  to  discon- 
tinue during  the  succeeding  ten 
years,  due  to  reckless  management. 


competition  for  business,  and  specu- 
lative investments,  but  the  business 
revived  in  1880,  and  made  a  wonder- 
ful growth  until  1905,  when  on  ac- 
count of  an  investigation  into  the 
operations  of  a  number  of  com- 
panies, progress  was  halted  to  some 
extent. 

The  real  start  in  constructive 
regulation  was  probably  the  forma- 
tion of  the  National  Convention  of 
Insurance  Commissioners,  which 
occurred  in  1869.  The  first  impor- 
tant meeting  of  this  association  was 
held  in  New  York  in  1871,  which  re- 
sulted in  teh  enactment  of  important 
laws  needed  at  that  time  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  companies,  'ind  for 
supervising  the  insurance  interest  of 
the  country.  General  confusion 
existed  in  the  departments  then  or- 
ganized, with  no  uniformity  in 
blanks,  accounting,  procedure,  and 
in  many  states,  the  reserves  to  be 
maintained  were  discretionary  with 
the  commissioner.  Interstate  comity 
did  not  exist  to  any  extent,  and  a 
generally  unsatisfactory  condition 
prevailed. 

By  the  co-operation  early  estab- 
lished between  the  companies  and 
commissioners,  proposed  legislation 
receives  careful  attention,  and 
recommendations  for  changes  are 
made  only  after  a  full  discussion  by 
the  commissioners  and  representa- 
tives of  the  companies,  and  all 
angles  of  the  subject  thoroughly  re- 
viewed. This  system  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  much  uniform  legislation, 
and  stimulates  the  activities  for  im- 
provement of  a  perfect  understand- 
ing   between    the    companies     and 
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supervising  officials,  with  the  result 
that  sane  and  constructive  measures 
receive  endorsement.  By  this  com- 
effort,  we  now  have  in  many  states 
anti-twisting  and  anti-rebate  laws, 
and  many  other  standard  provisions 
for  the  betterment  of  insurance 
regulation.  No  longer  does  the  in- 
surance commissioner  insist  upon 
making  an  examination  of  all  the 
companies  operating  in  his  state,  nor 
those  located  where  his  examiners 
might  wish  to  take  a  summer  out- 
ing. If  he  will  examine  the  com- 
panies domiciled  in  his  own  state,  he 
has  fulfilled  the  convention  require- 
ments, except  when  invited  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  joint  examination.  Ex- 
aminations were  formerly  a  source 
of  great  annoyance  to  department 
and  company  officials,  but  the  diffi- 
culty has  been  solved,  and,  I  be- 
lieve, to  the  satisfaction  of  all  con- 
cerned. 

The  regulation  of  the  business  in 
the  United  States  is  largely  a  mat- 
ter of  the  last  fifty  years,  and  its 
wide  application  a  matter  of  the  past 
twenty-five  years.  Possibly  one  of 
the  greatest  handicaps  imposed  on 
insurance  has  been  the  many  con- 
flicting laws  of  the  various  states, 
which  an  operating  company  has 
been  compelled  to  recognize.  Num- 
erous difficulties  confront  the  life  in- 
surance companies,  which  the  state 
system  presents,  but  the  policy  of 
the  commissioners  is  to  lend  aid 
wherever  possible,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  uniform  legislation  and 
regulation.  Gratifying  results  are  in 
evidence  everywhere,  due  to  the  co- 
operation   between    the    companies 


and  supervising  officials.  We  realize 
the  amount  of  labor,  dcail  and  ex- 
pense involved  in  he  keeping  of 
company  records,,  and  i  is  our  pur- 
pose to  ask  only  for  information 
necessary,  and  to  avid  confusion  by 
having  this  information  uniform. 
Generally  speaking,  the  companies 
have  always  expressed  a  willingness 
to  supply  the  departments  with 
every  item  and  detail  of  information 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
only  reasonably  ask  hat  the  depart- 
ments agree  on  the  information  de- 
sired. 

The  vast  majority  of  companies 
arc  honestly  and  efficiently  man- 
aged, and  are  just  with  their  policy- 
holders, but  we  do  have  mingled  in 
some  violators  o  fthe  law,  whose 
operations  may  be  temporarily  con- 
cealed. Under  the  present  system, 
they  cannot  operate  at  length,  for 
the  usual  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ments and  the  co-operation  of  the 
reliable  companies  will  soon  detect 
the  dishonest  operations  of  these 
officials.

The  Paci- 
fic Mutual  was  organized  in  Sacra- 
mento in  1868,  and  its  first  president 
was  Leland  Standford,  merchant 
and  railroad  builder,  and  afterward 
U.  S.  Senator  from  California.

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AUTOMOBILE 

Chicago  Automobile  Reciprocal  in  Re- 
ceiver's Hands. 

Another  reciprocal  has  been  added 
to  the  growing  list  of  interinsurance 
failures  in  Chicago.  The  Central 
Casualty  Underwriters  of  Chicago, 
writing  automobile  insurance  on  the 
reciprocal  plan,  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  I.  Lipman  as  receiver, 
on  January  24,  on  charges  or  insolv- 
ency and  financial  irregularities.  At 
the  time  of  the  failure  its  assets  were 
$1,910,  aside  from  the  unpaid  assess- 
ments, and  there  were  fittj^-cight 
lawsuits  and  300  unsettled  claims 
against  the  concern. 

This  collapse  brings   out  all   the 

.  defects  of  the  interinsuranco  system. 

1  Its  managers    and    attorneys-in-fact 

';  had  no  experience  in  the  insurance 
business,  being  former  railroad  men 
who  took  up  this  line  as  offering 
chances  of  big  profit.  Their  power 
of  attorney  was  very  broad,  and  they 
were  given  40  per  cent  commission 
on  the  entire  amount  paid  by  the 
subscribers,    with    loss    adjustment 

'  and  operating  expenses  also  deducted 
from  the  premium.    If  this  were  not 

I  enough,  the  mangers  cut  the  -'.onfer- 
ence  rates  50  per  cent  and  v.-rote  all 
classes  of  hazardous  risks,  including 
taxis,  livery  cars  and  fire  and  theft 
coverage  on  small  cars  in  Chicago 
without  any  approved  lock  require- 
ments. Most  of  the  business  came 
from  brokers. 

I  The  statement  issued  by  the  Cen- 
tral on  April  20,  1920,  claimed  as 
assets  $148,300  in  first  mortgage 
gold  bonds,  $12,000  in  Libert}'  bonds 


and  $6,284  cash  in  bank.  On  De- 
cember 31,  1920,  the  bonds  had  dis- 
appeared and  the  cash  on  hand  was 
$1,910.  The  books  showed  gross 
premiums  written  during  the  year  of 
$318,000  and  disbursements  of  $148,- 
000.  The  receiver  is  trying  to  find 
out  what  became  of  the  bonds  and 
the  balance  of  the  premiums.  Vain 
guest ! 

The  literature  issued  by  the  com- 
pany was  headed  "You  can  pay 
more,  but  you  cannot  buy  better." 

The  several  hundred  claimants 
who  have  been  unable  to  collect  now 
understand  the  fallacies  of  "cheap" 
insurance.  They  saved  a  little  money 
in  premiums,  but  are  unable  to  col- 
lect when  the  disaster  against  which 
they  insured  occurred. 

The  other  members  who  did  not 
have  losses  are  out  the  assessments 
they  paid  and  are  liable  for  judg- 
ments to  meet  the  outstanding 
claims  and  the  expenses  of  the  re- 
ceivership. They  were  not  actually 
insured. 

The  Central  Casualty  Underwrit- 
ers started  out  in  violation  of  the  law 
by  operating  without  a  license  from 
the  Illinois  state  insurance  depart- 
ment. The  managers  pleaded  guilty 
to  this  charge  and  paid  a  fine  of 
$500.  It  was  then  licensed  on  Jan- 
uary 30,  1919,  and  advertised  promi- 
nently on  its  literature,  "Under  State 
Supervision." 

The  concern  was  examined  by  the 
Illinois  insurance  department  as'  of 
May  1,  1920,  and  although  the  report 
cut  down  the  assets  by  $164,639  from 
those  claimed  in  the  literature  issued 
by   the   underwriters,   the   examiner 
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stated :  "The  affairs  of  the  Under- 
writers are  well  managed  and  effi- 
cient service  is  being  ^[■iven  all 
policyholders."  This  favorable  re- 
I)ort  is  prominently  displayed  in  the 
literature  issued. 

Bear  this  fact  in  mind !

Editor  Coast  Review :  Edward 
Hungerford  in  "With  the  Dough- 
boy in  France"  tells  of  a  young  sol- 
dier from  New  York  in  a  Red  Cross 
hospital  in  France.  He  had  vol- 
unteered after  the  banking  firm  in 
his  nearby  town  had  promised  him 
that  they  would  not  foreclose  on 
his  farm  if  his  brother  couldn't  con- 
tinue the  payments  but  would  wait 
until  his  return.  The  wounded  sol- 
dier was  much  distressed  by  receipt 
of  a  letter  telling  that  the  bankers 
had  not  kept  their  promise  but  had 
foreclosed  after  first  failure  to  pay 
on  mortgage  note.  The  Red  Cross 
man  in  charge  was  told,  and  being 
himself  a  banker  he  had  the  case  in- 
vestigated. The  facts  were  found 
to  be  as  alleged.  The  matter  was 
reported  to  the  Bankers  Association. 
The  tricky  bankers  were  compelled 
to  return  the  farm  to  its  soldier 
owner  and  were  then  kicked  out  of 
the  association.  Now  I  would  like  to 
know  if  insurance  companies  boards 
or  agents'  associations  have  any 
standards  of  ethics  whereby  com- 
pany or  member  guilty  of  unethical 
conduct,  as  these  bankers  were,  are 
expelled?  R.  C.  M. — Answer:  It 
should  not  be  necessary  to  have 
such  "standards"to  expel  a  company 


or  a  man  or  firm  breaking  promises, 
as  the  bankers  did.  Agents  and 
brokers  expel  members  or  fine  them 
for  pledge-breaking.  Underwriters' 
boards  are  associations  for  definite 
purposes,  with  rules  and  regula- 
tions; but  such  restrictions  nd  pled- 
ges are  not  concerned  with  the 
settlement  or  payment  of  claims. 
The  state  insurance  departments 
and  the  courts  attend  to  such  mat- 
ters.—Ed.  C.  R. 

Editor  Coast  Review :  The  press 
accounts  of  the  $10,000,000  explos- 
ion of  the  largest  grain  elevator  in 
the  world,  at  Chicago,  with  loss  of 
lives,  indicate  that  the  cause  was 
the  same  as  that  occurring  in  great 
flouring  mills,  namely  flour  and 
grain  dust.  Anybody  who  has 
visited  flour  mills,  especially  the  old 
type  will  recall  the  fine  dust  every- 
where. Workmen  were  covered 
with  it ;  likewise  walls,  beams, 
braces  and  rafters.  Sweeping  and 
brushing  were  scarcely  known,  and 
explosions  of  dust  from  fire  or  fric- 
tion were  not  suspected.  With  our 
modern  cleanliness  and  efl'iciency, 
flour  bran  dust  fires  and  explosions 
still  occur.  I  am  not  now  in  con- 
tact with  such  things,  and  many 
improvements  have  been  made  no 
doubt;  but  I  am  wondering  whether 
suction-cleaning  has  ever  been  em- 
ployed on  a  large  scale,  to  prevent 
dust  accumulation  in  big  mills  and 
elevators. — C.  T.   S.

Values  Will  Fall  Fast 

Values  are  falling  slowly  now  but 
the  decline  will  soon  be  rapid.  This 
is  the  opinion  of  builders,  manufact- 
urers and  merchants,  as  expressed 
in  the  current  prints. 

Underwriters  who  are  at  all  cau- 
tious— and  who  are  not? — recognize 
the  possiblities  of  over-insurance 
and  are  exercising  all  due  care.  The 
intelligent  and  conscientious  local 
agent,  special  agent  and  broker  will 
not  knowingly  increase  the  moral 
hazard  in  a  period  of  declining 
values. 

Large  stocks  of  merchandise  and 
much  house-building  now  are  poor 
investments.  The  costs  may  be 
•double  actual  value  before  the  in- 
surance expires.  A  house  costing 
$5,000  six  years  ago  built  now  would 
cost  $9,000.  Two  years  from  now 
a  similar  house  probably  can  be 
built  for  $6,500.

Arkansas 

The  people  of  this  Southern  State 
went  good-roads  crazy.  All  classes, 
especially  voters  who  pay  no  direct 
taxes,  wanted  the  best  hard-finish- 
ed roads.  They  wanted  them  every- 
where. They  g  ot  'em  and  can 
walk  or  ride  on  smooth  surfaces. 
Now  the  taxes  are  so  high  that  in 
many  places  the  owners  of  lands 
refuse  to  pay  taxes  and  the  state 
forecloses,  and  the  state  then  can't 
sell.  Just  like  single  tax  effects  in 
British  Columbia  towns.  Calif- 
ornia is  noted  for  its  good  roads 
and  high  taxes  too. 

Arkansas  solons  are  considering 
a  bill  to  abolish  the  state  and  other 
rating  bureaus,  and  have  competi- 
tion fire  insurance  rates. 

New  York  City  fire  premiums  in 
1920  amounted  to  $49,000,000, 
against  $38,000,000  in  the  prececd- 
ing  year.  This  large  gain  corres- 
ponds to  similar  gains  throughout 
the  country. 


The  campaign  for  full  insurance 
according  to  present  building  values 
produced  a  startling  gain  in  fire 
premiums  in  this  country  last  year. 
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INVESTMENTS 

The  safe  side  of  an  investment 
is  always  to  be  found  on  the  inside. 
In  considering  future  probabilities 
it  may  be  wise  to  review  conditions 
following  the  Civil  War,  and  to 
assume  that  they  will  be  paralleled 
by  conditions  following  the  World 
War.  We  may  expect  a  gradual  re- 
turn to  the  normal,  with  falling 
prices  and  wages.  The  power  of 
organized  labor,  however,  is  much 
greater,  and  will  retard  the  restor- 
ation of  general  employment  and 
natural  costs.  Not  until  specie 
payment  was  resumed  in  1879,  as 
fixed  by  law,  were  conditions  sound 
in  all  branches. 

This  country  is  nominally  on  a 
gold  basis,  and  a  part  of  its  paper 
money  promises  gold  on  demand, 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  there 
are  special  gold  notes ;  but  a  large 
amount  of  paper  is  merely  "legal 
tender"  legacy  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  another  large  amount  is  pay- 
able in  silver  dollars  with  an  aver- 
age value  of  50  cents.  We  are  as 
truly  operating  on  the  50-ct.  dollar 
basis  as  after  the  Civil  War.  We 
pay  for  bonds  50-ct.  dollars  and  re- 
ceive 8  per  cent  interest  with  pur- 
chasing power  equal  to  4  per  cent 
prior  to  1914.  These  long-time  7 
and  8  per  cent  good  bonds  indicate 
not  only  necessity  but  a  belief  that 
abnormal  conditions  will  continue 
as  long  as  they  did  after  the  Civil 
War. 

At  present   purchasing  power  of 
money,  land  and  lot  prices  are  very 


low — really  little  more  than  half  the 
prices  of  1913.  Lands  will  not  fall 
in  values  but  wooden  buildings  im- 
provements now  made  will  prob- 
ably decline  58  per  cent  in  fifteen 
years. 

Much  of  life  insurance  paid  on 
lOOcts  gold  values  in  the  past  will 
mature  and  be  paid  in  50-ct  dollars. 
On  the  other  hand,  much  of  life  in- 
srance  paid  for  in  50-cent  paper 
money  dollars  will  mature  and 
be  paid  in  lOO-ct  dollars  payable  in 
gold  on  demand  anywhere  in  the 
country. 

When  you  buy  California  farm- 
ing lands,  take  a  shovel  and  crow- 
bar with  you  and  sink  or  drive  a 
few  holes.  On  a  good  deal  of  land 
the  hard  pan  or  rock  is  too  near  the 
surface  and  the  soil  is  poor  and 
water-short.  Hill  lands  are  pic- 
turesque and  the  soil  is  often  fertile  ; 
but  the  hills  do  not  retain  the  wat- 
er as  the  lowlands  do  and  little 
fruit  can  be  grown  profitably,  ex- 
cept superior  flavor  wine  grapes. 

Is  fire  insurance  stock  a  good 
buy?  That  question  is  not  easily 
answered.  Where  dividends  are 
reasonably  certain,  quotations  often 
exceed  book  value.  Each  compan's 
aflfairs  must  be  considered  by  an 
expert.  Merchants  and  building 
owners  who  complain  of  premium 
rates  should  buy  fire  insurance 
stocks  and  share  the  "great  profits."

Hearst  papers  published  a  "leader" 
saying  that  insurance  is  a  govern- 
ment function,  being  a  public  utility, 
and  that  operated  by  the  govern- 
ment loss  claimants  will  not  experi- 
ence "all  the  horrors  of  red  tape  and 
cross-examination"  by  private  com- 
panies. 

It  is  stated  that  last  year,  from 
January  to  June  alone,  six  months, 
9,000,000  men  and  women  took  part 
in  a  strike,  and  lost  115,000,000  days' 
work.  This  is  equivalent  to  the 
entire  annual  output  of  30,000  labor- 
ers for  one  year.  The  productive 
value  of  those  300,000  men  was 
about  $1,500,000,  and  the  wages  lost 
was  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,500,- 
000  per  day,  or  $1,500  per  year  per 
man. 

In  the  United  States  alone  during 
that  period,  11,000,000  days'  work 
were  lost  from  strike,  a  total  wage 
loss'  of  660,000,000,  being  an  average 
per  workman  in  wages  of  more  than 
$60.  The  loss  to  industry  amounted 
to  billions  of  dollars.

Some  Interesting  Quotations — Wages  Make 
Prices — Dollar  Reserves  Payable  in  In- 
flated Currency — Prohibition  of  Shaving 
and  Meat  Eating  Proposed. 

An  inflated  currency  works  great 
hardships  upon  the  beneficiaries  of 
policyholders.  It  does  not  seem 
right  when  a  mail  has  paid  his  pre- 
miums for  twenty  years  in  money 
worth  100  cents  on  the  dollar  in 
purchasing  power,  that  when  he 
dies  his  wrdow  should  receive 
money  worth  only  50  cents  on  the 
dollar  in  purchasing  power.  As 
nearly  every  product  is  produced 
by  labor,  the  high  cost  of  labor 
produces  high  priced  goods.  The 
Bolshevik  and  labor  union  element 
of  the  country  seem  to  want  to 
make  money  as  plentiful  as  sand  on 
the  sea  shore.  When  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  laboring  people  do 
not  follow  teachers  like  Benjamin 
Franklin  instead  of  Gompers  and 
Debs.  The  necessities  and  luxuries 
of  life  can  only  be  had  by  labor, 
economy  and  thrift. 

During  the  past  year  the  Associa- 
tion has  had  a  favorable  mortality 
cost,  less  than  for  three  years.  It 
is  claimed  that  the  prohibition  of 
the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the 
United  States  is  causing  people  to 
live  longer,  and  therefore  is  a  bene- 
fit to  life  insurance.  There  is  now 
a  large  organization  working  to  pro- 
hibit the  eating  of  meat  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  eating  of  meat  fills  the  body  with 
poison  and  causes  cancer,  Bright's 
disease,  diabetes  and  other  fatal  ail- 
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nicnts.  If  the  prohibition  of  meat 
eating  can  be  enacted  into  law,  it  is 
expected  that  the  savings  from  mor- 
tahty  on  this  account  will  make  up 
for  the  extra  loss  caused  by  auto- 
mobile accidents. 

Speaking  of  prohibition,  there  are 
many  philanthropic  societies  work- 
ing to  benefit  mankind.  It  is  re- 
ported that  one  society  in  southern 
California,  having  originated  in 
Iowa,  is  working  to  have  laws  pass- 
ed to  prohibit  men  from  shaving. 
It  is  claimed  that  a  few  generations 
of  smooth  faced  men  will  make  us 
become  a  weak  and  efifeminate  race. 
This  kind  of  prohibition  does  not 
seem  out  of  place  when  we  remem- 
ber that  Samson  lost  his  strength 
when  Delilah  cut  off  his  hair  and 
whiskers.  Life  insurance  organiza- 
tions welcome  all  legislation  that 
lengthens  human  life. 

An  authority  says  that  civiliza- 
tion is  very  largely  the  product  of 
man's  fears.  He  has  been  trying 
through  all  the  centuries  to  over- 
come his  fear  of  starvation,  his  fear 
of  ghosts,  his  fear  of  old  age  or 
sickness,  his  fear  that  his  children 
may  not  grow  up,  and  not  have 
enough  on  which  to  live,  his  fear 
that  he  may  leave  behind  him  those 
whom  he  loves  without  enough  to 
sustain  them — fears  of  one  kind  or 
another  that  have  overwhelmed 
man,  generation  after  generation. 
One  of  the  definitions  of  civilization 
is  the  abolition,  the  wiping  out,  of 
fear. 

Roosevelt  once  said  that  only 
those  are  fit  to  live  who  do  not  fear 


to  die,  and  that  both  life  and  death 
are  parts  of  the  same  Great  Adven- 
ture. Under  that  definition  the 
greatest  dispeller  of  fear,  and  there- 
fore the  greatest  agency  to  make 
men  fit  to  live  is  life  insurance. — 
From  Annual  Address  of  President 
G.  F.  Stevenson  of  Western  Mutual

Triple  Combination — New  Engines  for  Oak- 
land—Six   of    Latest    Design,       Carrying 
Hose     and     Ladders — Pumping     Capacity 
1,000   Gals.   Per  Minute. 

According  to  its  commissioner  of 
public  health  and  safety,  Oakland's 
fire-lighting  efficiency  is  about  to  be 
increased  100  per  cent.  With  four 
triple  combination  hose,  pumping 
and  chemical  engines  (American  la 
France)  in  operation  and  two  more 
to  be  shipped,  twelve  horse-drawn 
steam  engines  will  be  displaced. 
The  twelve  steamers,  however,  will 
be  held  in  reserve,  making  thirty- 
four  available  for  fire-fiighting 
should  the  need  arise. 

The  total  cost  of  the  six  new 
machines  is  $75,444.  They  are  ex- 
act counterparts.  It  is  believed  they 
will  save  Oakland  $25,000  a  year  in 
fuel  and  horse-feed  at  present  prices. 

The  new  self  propellers  are  125 
horse-power  and  have  a  pumping 
capacity  of  1000  gallons  per  minute 
each ;  the  hose  body  of  the  combin- 
ation carries  about  2,000  feet  of 
hose ;  the  chemical  tank  of  forty-five 
gallons  capacity,  and  when  ex- 
hausted will  take  in  water  and  be 
used  for  self-protection  if  menaced 
by  fire. 

Each  engine  carries  hose  2?4  inch, 
with  four  connections;  hose  1^  in., 
and  chemical  hose  1  inch.  Two  lines 
of  750  feet  2K  inch  can  be  laid 
simultaneously  or  in  a  single  oper- 
ation, thus  avoiding  a  second  opera- 
tion and  delay.  Each  engine  also 
carries  a  26-foot  ladder  and  a  scal- 
ing ladder. 


AMERICAN  FIRE  BUSINESS 

Sixteen  American  companies 
writing  each  more  than  ten  million 
fire  and  marine  premiums  last  year 
incurred  an  average  of  53  per  cent 
losses. 

These  sixteen  wrote  a  grand  total 
of  $332,363,619  premiums.  In  191P 
they  wrote  a  grand  total  of$2o5,801, 
103. 

The  gain  was  over  25  per  cent. 
This  tremendous  gain  in  premiums 
presents  no  evidence  of  falling 
values.  In  1919  the  percentage  of 
gain  was  considerably  less  though 
more  marine  business  was  writtcii. 

The  gain  in  unearned  premiums 
was  some  $47,494,000.  The  net  pre- 
miums earned  by  the  leaders  was 
therefore  $284,869,000,  making  the 
ratio  of  losses  to  premiums  earned 
62  per  cent.  Quite  different  from 
53.

The  company  is  prosperous  of 
course,  elsewhere  and  on  this  Coast, 
where  Thomas  H.  Anderson  is  man- 
ager. 

The  People's  National's  ratio  of 
losses  to  premiums  earned  was  60.4 
per  cent ;  expenses,  42.5  ;  total,  102.9. 

The  California  Agents  Associa- 
tion has  600  members,  both  fire  and 
casualty.  The  National  Associa- 
tion has  10,000  members,  both  lire 
and  casualty.  In  both  cases  the 
membership  is  too  small  to  exercise 
any  influence. 

Mining  fire  at  Britannia  Mines 
B.  C,  700  workmen  thrown  out  of 
employment  by  fire  causing  $1,000, 
000  loss.  Inspector  reports  that 
fire  was  caused  by  the  electrical 
installation  system.  Restoration 
will  require  seven  or  eight  months.

As  we  pointed  out  when  the  in- 
fluenza plague  was  raging,  many 
of  the  victims  were  persons  of  in- 
ferior resistant  stock  who  would 
have  died  from  other  causes  within 
a  few  years,  and  therefore  the  avr- 
age  mortality  would  remain  the 
same.  Extra  losses  wereincurred 
by  the  insurers,  some  of  whom  were 
temporarily  embarrassed,  but  sub- 
sequent mortality  savings  will  equal 
the  higher  death  rate.  Any  gains 
b}^  the  favorable  past  epidemic  mor- 
tality expcrince  will  probably  end 
with   1921.

Man  and  Wife  Arrested  for  Arson 

San  Rafael  authorities  have  arrested 
Nathan  E.  Merril  and  wife  on  charges 
of  having  falsified  a  proof  of  fire  loss. 
It  was  alleged  that  they  had  shipped 
trunks  and  boxes  of  goods  and  person- 
al loelongings  to  Merril 's  father  in  So- 
noma county  on  the  day  before  the 
fire.  In  an  affidavit  Merril  claimed  a 
loss  of  $2400  by  fire.  Later  he  frank- 
iy  admitted  having  shipped  $1,585 
worth  of  goods  to  his  father,  leaving  a 
total  loss  of  only  $800. 


Life  insurers  should  beware  of 
the  "perfectly  healthy  man."  As  a 
rule  he  is  not  long  for  this  world. 


The  Twin  City  Fire  was  very  un- 
lucky in  the  hail  business.  Its  last 
dividend  was  in  1916.  In  1917  and 
1918  it  reinsured  heavily.  In  1918 
the  premium  income  exceeded  a 
million  ;  in  1920  it  was  only  $214,000. 
The  company  is  now  under  the  con- 
trol of  Hartford  Fire  interests. 


The  Utah  Home  gained  $762,452 
premiums — more  than  doubled  its 
1919  premiums.  Reinsurance  re- 
serve nearly  doubled. 

The  Stuyvesants  ratio  of  losses 
to  premiums  earned  was  66.5  per 
cent,  but  expenses  were  only  29.4. 
It  took  over  the  Lumber. 
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EAST  OF  THE  ROCKIES 

The  Louisville  war  menace  is  get- 
ting blacker.  The  Globe  &  Rut- 
gers has  followed  the  Firemen's  iu 
withdraw^ing  from  the  local  board, 
and  also  transferred  its  agency  to 
the  non-board  Booker  &  Kinkaid, 
who  are  not  afraid  of  the  National 
Association. 

The  Norwich  Union  has  begun 
writing  industrial  accident  risks  in 
France — accidents  of  labor. 

The  fire  companies  continue  their 
refusal  to  submit  to  the  hold-up 
staged  by  the  state  revenue  agent. 
Kfforts  are  being  made  to  organize 
the  Mississippi  Fire. 

Rather  than  pay  a  fine  of  a  billion 
dollars  the  fire  companies  will  see 
the  Mississippi  property-owners 
burn  without  any  insurance.  Of 
course  a  billion  is  not  much  these 
days,  but  there  is  a  good  principle 
at  stake  here.  The  local  agents 
are  hanging  on  to  their  principal, 
the  amount  due  the  company,  de- 
manded by  the  state  revenue  agent. 

The  National  Board  of  Marine 
Underwriters  has  been  merged  with 
the  Board  of  Underwriters  of  New 
York,  thus  saving  expenses  to  both 
marine  bodies. 

New  York  City  fire  losses  in  1920 
averaged  two  and  a  quarter  millions 
a  month.  At  the  same  rate  of  loss, 
San  Francisco's  losses  should  have 
averaged  $225,000  a  month  last  year. 

The  Chicago  National  Life  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

The    Robertson    life    reserve    in- 


vestment law  may  be  amended, 
whereby  the  occupation  tax  on  non- 
resident companies  shall  be  reduced 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  re- 
serve invested  in  Texas  securities. 

Fire — The  National  Liberty  Fire 
will  handle  the  fire  branch  of  the 
Washington  Marine. 

In  France  the  fire  underwriters 
recognize  the  commercial  uncer- 
tainties of  the  present  and  are  ex- 
ercising "extreme  prudence." 

Twelve  stores,  Breckenridge,  Tex. 
some  bldgs.  razed  with  dynamite,  to 
save  others ;  loss$60,000. 

Cathedral ;  Chicago  ;$75,000. 

Cotton  warehouse  and  baled  cot- 
ton at  Wichita  Falls,  Tex.,loss  $200,

The  socialcy  house  of  cards  in 
North  Dakota,  covering  stores  and 
elevators  and  banks,  is  being  shaken 
down  by  financial  explosions  and 
distrust  quakes.

In  the  Southern  States  over  half 
the  stolen  cars  are  recovered. 
About  70  per  cent  of  the  stolen  cars 
are  insured  against  theft  loss. 


Liability. — The  Employers  Lia- 
bility has  revised  all  its  liabilty 
policy  forms.  All  policies  are  dir- 
ect payment,  and  not  merely  indem- 
nity. The  corporation  agrees  to 
settle  or  defend  all  claims  from  lia- 
bility f(^r  damage  as  imposed  by 
law,  and  to  pay  and  satisfy  judge- 
ments rendered  against  the  assured 
in  legal  proceedings  thus  defended, 
and  also  to  pay  legal  costs,  pre- 
miums on  bonds,  and  all  interest  on 
judgement. 
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Mental  Thrift— From  a  Paper  by  Alex.  C. 
Humphreys,  LL.  D..,  Read  at  Ass.  of  Life 
nsurance  Presidents. 

The  combined  statements  of  the 
life  insurance  companies  show  that 
(luring  the  year.  1919  the  total  of 
life  insurance  written  was  62% 
greater  than  that  written  the  year 
before — a  record  for  the  life  insur- 
ance business  of  this  country.  This 
indicates  thrift  on  the  part  of  the 
people  as  a  whole.  It  indicates  a 
present  purpose,  but  it  is  left  for 
the  future  to  establish  .the'  final 
record.  Certainly  this  record,  so 
favorable  in  itself,  cannot  be  taken 
as  an  indication  that  the  country 
as  a  whole,  including  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  people  in  government 
and  official  positions,  has  been 
thrifty.  The  reports  so  far  avail- 
able, covering  the  last  few  years  of 
government  operation,  indicate 
wastefulness  that  is  quite  inexcus- 
able. This  has-been,  of  course,  due 
in  part  to  the  dishonesty  of  some 
who  were  deaf  to  the  calls  of  duty 
and  took  advantage  of  opportuni- 
ties in  the  time  of  the  nation's  peril ; 
but  in  some  considerable  measure 
this  was  due  to  lack  of  ability  to 
follow  the  paths  of  mental  thrift  on 
the  part  -of  those  who  were  honest 
in  their  intentions.  As  an  engineer 
and  manager  of  idustrial  properties, 
many  of  these  taken  in  hand  when 
they  were  laboring  under  adverse 
conditions,  I  have  had  all  too.manj- 
opportunities  to  see  the  terrible 
wastes,  mental  and  material,  due  to 
lack  of  mental  thrift. 

It  is  well  that  we  should  do  our 


best,  all  of  us,  to  encourage  and 
develope  material  thrift  in  ourselves 
and  in  those  around  us.  The  life 
insurance  companies  are  doing  a 
great  :  work  in  this  connection — 
when  their  plans  are  indicated  by 
mental  thrift,  and  then  these  plans 
are  honestly  followed  by  the  com- 
panies' employees,  especially  by 
their  agents. 

But  mental  :  thrift,  in  the  first 
instance,  is  of  far  more  importance 
to  the  world  at  large  than  material 
thrift. 

First,  because  this  leads  to  right 
thinking  and  so  gives  ms  the  basis 
for  right  doing. 

And  right  doing  will  necessarily 
lead  to  material  thrift. 

I  am,  of  course,  not  including  that 
kind  of  "thrift"  which  designedly 
aims  to  accumulate  selfishly  at  the 
expense  of  others. 

In  the  intellectual  field  the  res- 
ponsibility for  straight  and  honest 
thinking  should  be  greater  than  an 
any  other  one  field.  And  yet  in 
Russia  today  it  is  not  the  mass  of 
the  people  who  are  responsible  for 
the  conditions  which  are  so  danger- 
ous, but  it  is  the  "Intellectuals" 
who  are  leading  the  people  of  that 
unhappy  country  astray  and  also 
trying  to  carry  their  wild  schemes 
into  other  countries,  including  the 
United  States. 

I   hope  I  shall  not  be  misunder- 
stood if  I  say  that  too  many  of  our 
teachers    of    economics,    inside    as 
well  as  outside  of  our  colleges  and    L 
universities,  are  not  safe  guides  in"^' 
connection    with  i  our    public    ques- 
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tions.  .Too  many  of  them  arc  lack- 
ing in  practical  experience  and  real 
contact  with  tiie  things  in  which 
they  attempt  to  instruct  and  too 
many  of  them  confine  their  studies 
to  reading  each  other's  books. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  some 
of  these  men  connected  of^cially 
with  our  college  and  universities 
are  distinctly  a  danger  to  the  coun- 
try, and  practically  as  they  have  the 
ear  of  many  young  men  and  young 
women  at  a  time  when  these  young 
people  are  formig  their  opinions  for 
their  future  guidance  in  their  sev- 
eral fields  of  life  work. 

I  am  not  to  be  understood  as 
making  here  a  sweeping  accusation. 
There  are  many  of  these  men  doing 
a  great  service  to  the  country.  I 
hope  they  are  in  the  great  majority. 
And  mental  thrift  is  sadly  needed 
in  our  civic  life.  Cultivated  in  that 
field  it  would  react  favorably  upon 
the  field  of  government. 

We  are  active  throughout  the 
country  in  our  discussions  of  civic 
questions.  We  have  citizen's  ass- 
ociations and  the  like  and  they  un- 
questionably do  good.  But  too 
often  these  agencies  for  good  go  as- 
tray, sometimes  by  coming  wider 
the  control  of  men  who  use  them 
as  tools  for  their  selfish  ends;  but 
more  often,  perhaps,  through  being 
led  astray  by  those  in  control  al- 
ways trying  to  find  some  new  sub- 
ject for  their  reforming  activities, 
rather  than  concentrating  on  some 
one  need  for  reform,  of  which  there 
can  be  little  or  no  question  in  the 
minds  of  honest  leaders  when  com- 
petently presented  to  them. 


It  would  seem  that  the  officials 
of  some  of  these  civic  associations 
are  governed  by  the  thought  that 
unless  they  are  frequently  bringing 
to  the  front  some  new  reform  move- 
ment they  will  lose  their  grip  on 
the  public  and  particularly  their 
members  and  subscribers.  So  per- 
haps this  excess  of  zeal  is  in  some 
cases  due  to  the  activities  of  a  paid 
secretary  who  feels  that  his  salary 
must  be  earned  or  that  at  least  it 
must  so  appear  to  his  board  of 
managers. 

There  is  one  influence  that,  if  it 
were  exerted,  would  perhaps  be 
greater  than  any  other  to  diminish 
the  waste,  the  consuming  waste, 
which  we  are  suffering  through 
mental  thriftlessness — I  refer  to  the 
daily  press.  Some  of  the  papers  are 
now  living  up  to  their  responsibili- 
ties in  this  connection.  Others  are 
neutral  and  others  are  postively 
leading  the  people  astray  and  help- 
ing to  build  up  an  unsound  and 
dangerous  public  opinion. 

Many  of  those  in  control  of  our 
daily  papers  and  other  periodicals, 
instead  of  aiming  to  lead  the  masses 
to  straight  and  honest  thinking,  are 
constantly  aiming  to  anticipate  the 
ignorant  and  undigested  thoughts 
of  their  readers.  These  are  not 
leaders,  but  followers  of  the  passing 
whims  of  the  multitude  and  are 
catering  to  these  passing  whims. 

And  the  influences  of  these  jour- 
nalists, not  for  good,  are  natur- 
ally acting  upon  legislators  and 
government  officials  as  well  as  up- 
on the  people  at  large. 
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When  '  we  stop  to  consider  the 
advantages  of  material  thrift  upon 
the  strength  of  a  nation,  qualifj'ing 
the  people  to  meet  emergencies 
competently  and  courageously,  how 
much  greater  is  this  result  likely 
to  be  if  this  material  thrift  is  built 
upon  the  solid  foundation  of  mental 
thrift. 

Mental  thrift  means  straight,  di- 
rect thinking  to  the  truth — and  then 
the  holding  on  to  that  truth  all  the 
more  firmly  for  its  age,  if  it  has 
successfully  met  the  searching  tests 
through  its  years. 

Beginning  of  Life  Insurance 

The  Equitable  Society  of  London 
first  began  life  insurance  along  bus- 
iness lines,  in  1762.  Refused  a  char- 
ter, the  venture  being  "a  mere  spec- 
ulation" based  on  tables  of  mortal- 
ity not  tried,  the  society  started  as 
a  voluntary  association.  The  pre- 
imum  rates  were  based  on  one  gen- 
eral mortality  table  and  were  higher 
than  present  rates.  The  mortality 
saving  of  the  societ}-  was  one  third. 
This  society  is  still  in  existence, 
and  is  named  Equitable  Life  As- 
surance Society.  It  employs  no 
agents  and  pays  the  highest  divi- 
dends in  the  world  of  life  insurance. 
Previously  life  policies  had  been 
written  but  in  a  haphazard  way, 
without  exact  mortality  reports  or 
tills,  and  for  special  reasons.  Many 
mortality  tables  have  been  com- 
piled, all  based  on  the  general  ex- 
perience. 

Estimates  of  the  Tokio  fire  losses 
were  as  usual  greatly  overestimated. 


San  Francisco  Notes 

The  Santa  Fe  R.  R.  offices  are  re- 
turning to  the  \\^est  Coast  Life 
building  at  Market  and  Seventh  Sts. 

At  the  commercial  golf  series  on 
the  Presidio  G.  C.  and  U.  S.  G.  C. 
links  the  insurance  men  contingent 
won  no  cups. 

Coinage  of  silver  dollars  will  soon 
begin  at  U.  S.  Mint,  after  seventeen 
years'  suspension.  Silver  certifi- 
cates will  reappear.  Government 
will  of  course  keep  them  on  a  parity 
with  gold.  When  again  open  to 
visitors,  go  to  the  mint  and  see  them 
cut  and  stamp  silver  dollars.  Ask 
the  guide  to  let  you  hold  the  long 
silver  bar  before  and  after  it  passes 
between  the  rollers.  The  bar  is 
cold  but  under  flattening  pressure 
within  a  second  or  two  it  emerges 
two  inches  wide  and  hot. 

Before  the  fire  of  1906  destroyed 
all  the  wooden  dwellings  and  shops 
south  of  Market  that  district  had  a 
swarming  population.  Sixth  Street 
for  several  blocks  was  a  busy  retail 
business  avenue.  The  tenements 
tributary  then  have  never  been  re- 
built ;  and  Sixth  Street  today  makes 
no  pretensions  of  a  business  thor- 
oughfare. It  is  with  surprise  we 
read  the  announcement  that  the 
Western  States  Life  has  purchased 
some  eighty  feet  on  this  street  and 
will  erect  a  thirteen-story  building 
thereon.  The  wisdom  of  this  in- 
vestment, we  believe,  will  be  ques- 
tioned. 

New  frame  dwellings  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  yearly  1200  short  of  nor- 
mal demand.

Death  of  Louis  Weinmann,  Retired  former 
secretary  of  the  Firenians  Fund  Insurance 
Company 

There  passed  out  of  life  on  April 
25,  at  his  home  in  Alameda,  Cal., 
Louis  Weinmann,  who  for  thirty 
years  was  continuously  associated 
with  the  Fireman's  Fund. 

Mr.  Weinmann  was  born  in  Be- 
nicia,  Cal.,  on  August  23,  1853,  and 
therefore  was  67  years  and  8 
months  old.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  and  two  sons  by  a  former 
marriage,  William  L,  and  Judge  L. 
R.   Weinmann. 

Graduated  with  honors  at  the 
head  of  his  class  in  the  Missoinary 
College  of  St.  Augustine  at  age  of 
21,  he  was  appointed  principal  of 
the  schools  of  his  native  town ;  and 
for  several  years  he  was  president 
of  the  county  board  of  education. 
Liking  educational  work,  for  two 
years  he  served  as  head  of  the  math- 
ematical departmnet  of  the  Com- 
mercial High  School  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

He  erected  a  mercantile  building 
in  Benicia  and  engaged  in  the  drug 
business,  and  his  first  insurance 
work  was  as  local  agent  for  the 
Fireman's  Fund,  In  1888  he  was 
appointed  special  agent  for  the  com- 
pany. Four  years  later,  he  was 
elected  assistant  secretary.  In  Jan- 
uary, 1900,  he  succeeded  B.  Fay- 
monville  as  secretary.  Having 
reached  the  company's  age  of  re- 
tirement, on  September  1,  1918,  he 
retired,  and  visited  the  East.  Mr. 
Weinmann  was  president  of  the  Fire 


Underwriters     Association     of     the 
Pacific  for  1898.

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The  Moral  Hazard   Considered  in    Its   Re» 
lulioii  to  Kale  Making 

What  part  of  the  annual  fire  loss 
is  due  to  carelessness  is  a  matter  of 
conjecture.  What  part  of  the  an- 
nual loss  is  due  to  incendiarism  is 
likewise  a  matter  of  conjecture. 
Never-the-less,  all  experienced  un- 
derwriters know  that  the  loss  due 
to  carelessness  and  incendiarism  is 
most  probably  between  ten  and 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  total  annual 
loss. 

T.te  Three  Cx  in  Clrilization 

In  all  the  civilized  countries  of 
the  globe  the  people  may  be  divid- 
ed into  three  classes,  namely,  the 
careful,  the  careless  and  the  crim- 
inal. In  America,  fire  insurance  is 
sold  to  either  careful  or  careless 
people  at  the  same  rate  and  conse- 
quently the  people  of  the  former 
class  help  pay  for  the  losses  of  the 
latter,  while  all  fair  minded  under- 
writers will  admit  that  there  should 
be  some  method  of  segregation. 
The  arsonists  are  segregated  to  a 
small  extent  by  the  plausible  meth- 
ods of  underwriting  by  using  com- 
mercial ratings.  However,  within 
recent  years,  underwriters  have  re- 
alized that  the  commercial  rating 
of  a  man  is  not  a  measure  of  his 
virtue  and  they  are  putting  more 
faith  in  practical  work  of  the  Fire 
Prevention   Bureau. 

The  Universal  Use  of  the  Loss  Clause  Would 
Solve  Many  Underwriting  Problems 
There  are  many  people  who  can- 
not afford  to  carry  full  insurance, 
and  a  lot  of  these  people  would  be 
glad  to  shoulder  a  part  of  all  partial 
losses  themselves  if  they  could  be 


protected  in  the  same  proportion 
against  a  total  loss.  A  loss  clause 
worded  as  follows  might  seem  uni- 
que to  some  underwriters  but  the 
application  of  such  a  clause  would 
prove  practical  for  American  bus- 
iness methods : 

"This  company  will  not  be  liable 
for  more  than  80%  of  any  loss  nor 
for  more  than  80%  of  the  amount 
named  in  this  policy." 

Of  course  there  would  have  to  be 
a  few  amendments  to  the  policy 
contract  for  such  a  clause  to  be 
operative,  but  the  main  idea  is 
sound. 

Jhe  Reductions  in  Rate  to  be  proportional 
to  the  Amount  of  Risk  the  lusured 
Assumes 
The  following  table  showing  re- 
ductions  in    the   rate   for   attaching 
the   loss   clause   would   most   likely 
be   a   reasonable   one   but   this   is   a 
minor  matter  and  could  be  changed 

at  any  time.

These   reductions  look   large  but  i 
they  are  made  up  of  two  parts.     If  ( 
an  insured  had   a  60%   loss  clause  ! 
attached  to  his  policy  he  would  be  ; 
carrj'ing  40%  of  the  hazard  himself.  | 
That  is  to  say  he  would  be  insuring 
himself   to   the   extent   of  40%   and 
would  be  entitled  to  a  40%   reduc-  , 
tion  for  this.    The  remaining  20%  is 
a    rebate    allowed    the    insured    be- , 
cause  he  carries  40%  of  his  own  in- I 
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surance  and  is  therefore  required  by 
his  own  interests  to  be  very  careful 
in  regard  to  fire.  Also  the  90% 
clause  shows  a  reduction  of  10% 
to  which  the  insured  is  entitled,  as 
he  insures  10%  of  every  loss  him- 
self and  a  further  5%  tor  being 
somewhat  careful. 

Rale-makers  Should  Either  Charge  for  the 

Moral  Hazard  in  the  Rate  or  Eliminate 

the    Moral   Hazard    from    the    Rate 

by    Making     the    Loss    Clause 

Mandatory 

Unless  there  is  some  method  of 
segregating  the  property  owners  in- 
to the  careful,  careless  and  crim- 
inal classes  the  making  of  exact 
rates  will  always  be  a  matter  of  folly 
It  can  figuratively  be  said  that  the 
moral  hazard  hovers  over  every 
risk.  Therefore,  from  this  point  of 
view,  why  publish  a  rate  as  close  as 
2.461,  or  even  2.46,  if  this  rate  is  ef- 
fected 10  or  20  cents  by  the  moral 
hazard  which  has  not  been  in  every 
instance  considered?  Risks  are 
measured  specfically  for  the  physi- 
cal hazard  and  the  moral  hazard  is 
accounted  for  by  an  average  meth- 
od. Since,  however,  the  moral 
hazard  affect  the  .rate  from  0  to 
20%,  would  it  not  be  more  logical 
to  quote  rates  in  two  figures,  such 
as  2.4;  2.5 ;  or  2.6? 

In  all  fairness  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  honest  and  careful  property 
owners  now  carry  the  burden  of 
fire  insurance  while  the  companies 
sell  it  to  these  honest  and  careful 
people  at  an  efificiency  of  45%.  Any 
electric  motor  that  ran  at  an  effi- 
ciency of  45%  would  be  scrapped. 


Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  scrap 
some  of  the  practices  of  underwrit- 
ing when  the  praternity  does  not 
lack  grey  matter  for  inaugarating 
new  methods.

Do  not  forget  that  health  means 
a  condition  of  haleness  or  complete- 
ness. This  health  is  acquired  and 
preserv^ed  by  sufficiency,  variety  and 
digestibility  of  food,  and  by  the 
climinationof  all  waste  matter.  Air 
and  drinks  are  food. 

Perfect  elimination  of  waste  de- 
pends on  "roughage"  and  exercise 
or  labor  empoying  all  muscles 
Rotten  food  and  air  poison  the  body 
and  make  complete  elimination  dif- 
ficult or  impossible. 

A  "cold"  is  poisoning. 

Eat  a  well  balanced  ration.  While 
a  surplus  is  better  than  a  deficit, 
over-eating  may  clog  the  system 
with   waste. 

E.xercise  and  work  until  tired  but 
not  until  exhausted. 


Commercial   Poultry  Business  in 
Bad  Way 

The  Pacific  Poultry  Breeder  is  of 
the  opinion  that  Chinese  cheap  eggs 
will  kill  the  poultry  business  on  this 
Coast  if  Congress  does  not  give 
American  poultrymen  some  pro- 
tection, such  as  a  tarifif  of  I2cents  a 
dozen  on  eggs,  13  to  15  cents  pow- 
dered and  frozen  eggs,  and  several 
cents  on  poultry.  Free  entry  to 
Chinese  frozen  or  powdered  eggs 
will  soon  kill  the  fresh  egg  business, 
for  all  bakers  will  buy  the  cheap  im- 
ported products  and  restaurant 
people  will  serve  ninety-day  stale 
eggs  ofif  the  ice.  Chinese  eggs  can 
be  imported  and  sold  at  a  profit  for 
10  cents   a   dozen.     They   are   laid 


by  hens  which  feed  on  offal  and 
"night-manure"  in  gardens,  and  for 
sanitary  reasons  should  be  barred 
from  this  country. 

The  Arizona  Fire  has  $201,313 
capital,  $3,610  net  surplus,  and 
$231,866  reinsurance  reserve.  This 
reserve  gained$50,679,  and  the  as- 
sets gained  nearly  as  much.  Pre- 
miums, $328,793,  a  gain  of$83,354. 

The  American  National  gained 
in  assets  and  premiums  but  lost  in 
surplus.  Premium  income  was 
$651,570  while  losses  paid,  expenses 
and  increase  of  unearned  premium 
totaled  $720,981. 

The  North  Carolina  Home  in- 
creased all  along  the  line  and  made 
underwriting  profits. 

The  Liberty  Fire,  non-board,  in- 
creased its  premiums  more  than 
double,  $353,694,  and  added  $197,- 
667  to  its  reinsurance  reserve.  Loss- 
es incurred,  expenses  and  premiums 
amounted  to$719,830,  against  a  pre- 
mium income  of$575,038.  Ratio  of 
incurred  losses  to  premiums  earned 
appear  to  be  about  73  per  cent, 
which  plus  expense  ratio  makes 
about  115  per  cent  of  earned  pre- 
miums.    Net  surplus  increased.

Bulletin  says;  "One  mail  inquirj' 
from  one  of  the  large  New  York 
companies  called  for  research  and 
replies  which  when  completed  made 
a  report  of  thirty-three  typed  pages 
besides  forty-five  letters.  This  case 
is  typical." 
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Life  Insurance— Art  or  Science?  From  an 
Address  by  Wm.  Bro.  Smith,  Gen.  Coun- 
sel Travelers'  Ins.  Co.,  at  14th  Annual 
Convention   of  Life  Insurance  Presidents. 

According-  to  the  word  of  law, 
both  statutory  and  juridical,  insur- 
ance is  a  busines  and  so  closely  al- 
lied to  public  interests  that  as  a 
business  it  is  subject  to  government 
supervision  and  regulation.  This 
would  appear  to  be  conclusive  reply 
to  the  question  implied  in  the  title 
to  this  paper.  But  the  declarations 
of  legislatures  and  courts  are  not  to 
be  taken  literally,  always.  If,  there- 
fore, we  were  to  assume  this  defini- 
tion to  be  final  as  well  as  compre- 
hensive, we  might  be  admonishd 
that  there  is  a  synonymous  relation 
between  art  and  businss  and  that 
neither  of  the  law-making  powers 
intended  to  exclude  all  idea  of  art 
from  insurance  or  to  imply  that 
there  was  not  science  of  some  kind 
associated  with  the  businss.  In- 
deed, it  would  be  pointed  out  that 
the  laws  specfically  recognize  such 
an  association  in  the  abstruse  and 
highly  technical  provisions  intend- 
ed to  regulate  certain  phases  of  the 
business.  By  right  reasoning  and 
philolgical  standards,  insurance  is 
an  art,  although  in  the  modern  use 
of  words  "art"  is  appropriated  to 
painting,  sculpture  and  architecture, 
even  to  the  xclusion  of  poetry.  Al- 
though this  is  true,  the  average  in- 
dividual who  would  connote  "art" 
with  some  or  other  of  the  contents 
of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  would  not  be  at  all  likely  to  do 


so  with  reference  to  the  activities 
of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company  in  the  same  city. 

In  order  to  observe  linguistic  pre- 
cision, we  should  stand  with  those 
who  insist  that  scientifically  insur- 
ance is  an  art,  but  if  we  accept  the 
dicta  of  the  law  makers,  whether 
with  or  without  the  qualifications 
and  implications  suggested,  we  may 
wound  the  pride  of  those  who  fol- 
low the  art  as  a  profession  but  we 
will  not  work  serious  harm  to  insur- 
ance in  any  of  its  departments.  In- 
surance will  still  lead  the  creations 
of  financial,  industrial  and  com- 
mercial life  and  even  under 
the  humbler  title  will  stand  before 
the  world  as  one  of  the  greatest 
institutions  of  modern  times  and 
that  one  upon  which  all  commerce, 
business  and  industry  must  depend 
for  support  and  protection.  Further- 
more, it  will  still  be  to  insurance 
that  the  state  as  well  as  the  indivi- 
dual must  look  as  the  most  depend- 
able pecuniary  safeguard  of  that 
great  social  unit,  the  family,  with- 
out which  there  could  be  no  state. 
Those  who  still  hold  to  the  idea  that 
insurance  is  an  instrumentality  of 
commerce  and  as  such  should  be 
supervised  and  regulated  under  fed- 
eral authority  and  releived  from 
state  supervision  may  suggest  that 
the  theory  of  insurance  as  an  art 
would  defeat  further  consideration 
by  the  courts  or  by  Congress  but 
it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that 
an  art  may  not  be  an  instrumen- 
tality of  commerce. 

With   our   present   knowledge    of 
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the  kinds  of  insurance  protection 
and  of  the  precise  and  exact  met- 
hods followed  in  all  insurance  offi- 
ces, it  is  hard  to  realize  that  there 
was  a  time  when  conditions  were 
otherwise.  It  sounds  incredible  to 
say  that  there  was  a  time  when  a 
number  of  directors  seated  around  a 
table  in  a  board  room  would  con- 
vert applicants  into  policy  holders 
upon  a  brief  pers.onal  observation 
or  upon  the  recommendations  of 
friends.  Yet  history  records  this 
as  a  fact.  So,  too,  it  is  not  easy  to 
comprehend  the  mental  attitude  of 
those  who  projected  insurance  com- 
panies, confident  as  to  success,  but 
without  any  conception  of  the  oper- 
ation and  results  of  mortality  or  of 
the  necessity  for  reserves  to  protect 
against  the  certain  liabilities  to  be 
assumed.  Crude  indeed  were  the 
beginnings  and  equally  crude  were 
the  practices  which  were  followed 
almost  to  the  commencement  of  the 
pediod  mentioned  but  behind  all 
were  the  motive  and  the  aim,  even 
when  the  operations  were  of  the 
rawest,  to  protect  against  the  loss 
which  results  to  the  individual  and 
to  society  from  death  or  from  de- 
struction of  property.  Upon  these 
have  been  built  up  in  time  the  prin- 
ciples and  correct  practices  which 
made  insurance  an  art  and  converted 
the  aim  into  an  accomplishment. 

The  attention  of  all  these  com- 
panies is  now  directed  to  the  dread- 
ful increase  of  automobile  accidents 
and  to  the  necessity  for  serious  ef- 
fort to  reduce  the  automobile  haz- 
ard— a  matter  of  concern  to  life  in- 


surance companies  as  well  as  to  in- 
surance companies  of  other  kinds. 

A  few  years  ago  it  would  not 
have  been  considered  a  proper  func- 
tion for  insurance  companies  to  go 
beyond  the  direct  purpose  for  which 
they  were  incorporated  and  to 
undertake  a  public  service  of  this 
character.  It  does  not  detract  at 
all  from  the  value  of  the  service 
that  incidentally  the  insurance  com- 
])anies  will  profit  by  the  improve- 
ment of  health  and  the  extension  of 
life  through  such  activities. 

Out  of  the  abundance  of  avail- 
able material  and  granting  that  a 
better  selection  might  have  been 
made  the  incidents  and  events  to 
which  I  have  directed  your  attent- 
ion are  submitted  in  support  of  the 
contention  that  insurance  should  be 
classed  with  the  arts. 


How  to  Judge  a  Man 

Elaborate  systems  of  judging 
character  and  ability  of  a  man  from 
his  features,  walk,  habits  and  dress 
date  back  to  the  beginnings  of  phre- 
nology and  physiognomy  and  doubt- 
less farther;  but  no  "system"  has 
proved  satisfactory.  Perfiaps  the 
old  successful  farmer's  plan  was 
best.  He  employed  men  and  watch- 
ed them  at  their  meals.  If  a  man 
did  not  eat  a  good  breakfast  on  the 
second  morning  he  was  discharged. 

The  farmer's  plan  is  worth  try- 
ing. Invite  the  would  be  agent  or 
solicitor  to  lunch  with  you  at  1  p.  m. 
If  he  nibbles  don't  you  nibble  at 
his  bait. 
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Hair  may  be  a  good  index.  If 
the  candidate  has  too  much  hair 
he  probably  would  succeed  better  as 
a  musician,  or  "speeler."  A  fair 
amount  of  hair  indicates  good  di- 
gestion. 

The  walk  is  another  good  index. 
A  gait  too  fast  or  too  slow  has  its 
special   significance. 

The  voice  is  an  index  of  health 
and  character. 

The  clothes  make  the  man,  and 
as  chosen  and  worn  the  clothes  re- 
veal his  inner  nature.  Are  they 
brushed  and  pressed ;  are  his  shoe- 
heels  run  down,  and  his  shoes  de- 
ficient in  polish ;  is  his  linen  soiled ; 
is  his  hat  shapeless,  faded,  band- 
streaked?

The  second  fire  chart  to  appear 
from  the  press  ig  The  Insurance 
World  Chart  1921,  forty-fifth  year, 
dealing  with  the  January  1st  figures 
for  ten  years  of  fire,  casualty  and 
miscelleanous  insurance  companies ; 
published  by  the  Insurance  World, 
421  Wood  St.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Con- 
tents include  some  eighty  names  of 
"underwriters,"  and  some  200  fire 
companies  reinsured  or  retired  since 
1910;  also  names  of  56  retired  cas- 
ualty companies. 

Though  agent  in  a  New  Jersey 
town  for  many  years,  his  principal 
place  of  business  was  across  the 
river  in  New  York.  The  supreme 
court  held  that  his  local  agency  vi- 
olated the  New  Jersey  resident 
agency  law.

There  are  10,000  fire  insurance 
agents  in  California. 

Accident — J.  W.  Stevens,  chief  of 
the  National  Board's  fire  protection 
unit  on  this  Coast,  while  driving 
alone  near  Ripon,  Cal.,  was  serious- 
ly injured  when  his  automobile  over 
turned  at  a  bend  of  the  road.  Pass- 
ing motorists  took  him  to  Ripon. 
Stevens  was  on  his  way  to  Fresno, 
where  he  was  to  speak  at  a  meeting 
called  by  merchants  because  of  re- 
cent   fire   losses. 

The  Calexico  compress  plant  fire 
caused  about  $100,000  loss. 

Merced,  Cal. — Cleaner  rubbing 
clothes  in  a  tub  of  gasoline  caused 
a  fire  by  friction  of  garment  and 
beads.  He  was  badly  burned  about 
face  and   hands. 

The  cotton  compress  fire  at  Okaa- 
homa  City  caused  losses,  including 
cotton,  buildings  and  cars,  of  $400, 
000.

Fred  E.  Whitney  who  was  known 
to  many  insurance  men  years  ago, 
died  in  Oakland  in  his  72nd  year.  He 
was,  when  young,  a  resident  of  Jap- 
an, and  told  of  the  American  fire 
engine  owned  by  American  inter- 
ests in  a  large  city  in  that  country, 
when  the  frail  dwellings  were  burn- 
ing by  hundreds  the  owners  brought 
out  the  engine  and  stopped  the 
flames  which  had  defied  the  waving 
banners  of  the  native  firemen  and 
the  exorcisms  of  the  priests.  Next 
day  the  mayor  or  other  chief  officer 
of  the  city  called  on  the  fire  engine 
owners  and  warned  them  not  to  do 
so  again.  The  fires,  he  told  them, 
had  been  started  by  the  guild  of 
carpenters,  who  were  starving  for 
lack  of  work  and  without  work 
would  soon  be  robbing  and  roiting. 
Another  story  was  that  of  a  Yankee 
who  shipped  a  sawmill  from  Calif- 
fornia  and  posted  bills  in  Japanese 
offering  to  buy  all  the  timber  offer- 
ed him  on  a  certain  day.  On  that 
day  roads  and  trails  leading  out  of 
the  mountains  were  dotted  with  nat- 


ives earring  on  their  shoulders  tim- 
ber freshly  cut  which  they  brought 
to  the  Yankee's  new  sawmill.  But 
the  natives  had  first  sawed  the  tim- 
ber into  nice  smooth  boards.

Why  not  numerouscy 
plenteouscy,  novelcy,  mettlecy,  fam- 
ouscy,  golfcy,  insurancy,  cancelcy, 
approachcy,  accesscy,  assigncy,  for- 
feitcy?  well,  why  not? 

When  sending  succession  of  tele- 
gram to  same  person  or  office  as  is 
sometimes  necessary — it  is  well  to 
number  them,  for  the  later  tele- 
gram may  be  delivered  before  con- 
tradictory former  one.  We  have 
known  this  delayed  delivery  to  oc- 
cur. 
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RUSSIA 

Mother   of   Plaugues,  Ignorance,   Insanities, 
Isms,   Like   Bolshevism   which   is   Barbar- 
ism,   Russia,    a    Land    of    Peasants,    En- 
dangers    Civilization — Has     the     Highest 
Death  Rate  in  the  World— 6,000,000  Rus- 
sians Probably  Perished  in  1920 
The  great  war,  and  treachery  and 
socialism     and     ignorance    brought 
about    conditions    in    Russia   which 
are  unparalleled,  and  menace  civili- 
zation  with   the   plagues   of  deadly 
epidemics  and  the  general  anarchy 
which  destroys  all  liberty,  property 
and   security.     Present    Russia   has 
about   150,000,000  population.     The 
ruble,  formerly  worth   70  cents,   is 
turned   off  by  government   printers 
in  unlimited  amounts  and  is  virtu- 
ally worthless.

Lack  of  food,  clothing- and  med- 
icine has  caused  the  highest  death 
rate  ever  known,  not  even  excepting 
the  ravages  of  the  great  war.  Evil 
conditions  may  continue  and  de- 
velop some  very  serious  epidemics 
which  may  afflict  all  nations.  Rus- 
sia without  government  is  a  can- 
cer on  human  society,  poisoning  all 
political  life  and  disturbing  all  na- 
tions and  industries.  The  only 
cure  is  the  knife.  Who  shall  wield 
it? 

In  this  country  papers,  even  dail- 
ies, with  communistic  sympathies, 
have    been    clamoring    for    Russian 


trade  through  "recognition"  of  the 
soviet  usurpers.  Secretary  of  State 
Hughes,  in  his  letter  to  Gompers, 
shows  that  Russia  has  nothing  to 
exchange  for  our  products,  and  be- 
fore the  war  bought  of  us  only  $50,- 
000,000,  including  the  purchases  of 
the  new  nations  now  at  liberty  to 
buy.

Life  insurance  mortality  rate  is 
slowly  rising. 

Peter  W.  Northcott  of  Dover,  N. 
J.,  Met,  supt.,  was  dined  by  the  com- 
pany, in  honor  of  his  38  years  of 
service.  Thirty  years  ago  the  Met- 
ropolitan Life  wrote  only  $216,000 
ordinary  insurance  and  had  only 
eight  and  a  half  ordinary  in  force. 
The  company  had  only  $2,000,000 
assets ;  now  $982,000,000.  a  gain  of 
nearly  $26,000,000  a  year  on  average. 


MATTER  OF  RECORD 

The  dailies  of  Texas  have  been 
giving  interesting  facts  of  a  fake 
burial  and  a  fraudulent  life  insur- 
ance claim.  Byrd  Jackson  Coch- 
rain,  a  farmer  insured  his  life  in 
three  companies.  Some  time  later, 
not  too  soon,  he  "died,"  was  put  in 
a  coffin,  and  after  religious  services 
and  farewell  tears  of  "widow"  and 
five  children  was  buried  in  the  vil- 
lage cemetery,  Mrs.  Cochrain  was 
paid  the  life  insurance.  Rumors 
that  Cochrain  was  alive  were  veri- 
fied. His  alleged  grave  was  found 
empty.  Arrested  and  tried,  a  jury 
required  eight  hours  to  find  him 
guilty.  The  swindler  will  live  in 
the  penitentiary  for  two  years. 

Accident — At   Waterford,    Cal.,   a 


gravel  crane  60  ft.  long,  over  a  one 
story  building  broke  in  two  and 
crushed  the  building,  killing  two 
men  inside. 

Cincinnati. — A  mail  truck  was 
robbed  by  several  bandits  in  an 
automobile.  Three  registered  mail 
sacks  were  taken. 

Olympia. — Now  a  law:  state  fire 
marshal  law ;  amended  require- 
ments for  admission,  etc, ;  regula- 
ting and  defining  marine  insurance: 
notes  for  premiums ;  authorizing  Viie 
COS.  to  act  as  trustees. 

Phoenix. — Workmen's  compensa- 
tion law,  similar  to  Utah  and  other 
state  laws,  is  now  in  effect. 

Washington,  D.  C. — The  new  law 
prohibiting  the  filing  of  dispossess- 
ion suits  by  landlord^  was  declared 
unconstitutional  by  the  New  York 
courts  by  five  out  of  the  nine  U.  S. 
siipreme  court  judges,  including 
Bradies  and  Clarke,  upheld  the  stat- 
ute permitting  lessee  to  continue  in 
possession  after  expiration  of  lease. 
The  decision  pleases  the  commu- 
nists. Landlords  have  no  rights, 
why  build  houses? 

Compensation — A  Sacramento 
workman  "playfully  heaved"  a  brick. 

It  struck  a  carpenter  on  the  head 
and  he  fell  dead.  Industrial  Acc- 
ident Commission  awarded  widow 
$5,000. 

Assembly  Bill  1920  at  Sacramento 
provides  that  the  state  Fund  shall 
pay  the  same  dividend  to  all  policy- 
holders in  the  same  classification. 
Now  the  individual  loss  is  consid- 
ered  in   the  awarding  of  dividends. 
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If  he  has  no  losses  he  draws  a 
prize.  This  feature  makes  the 
Fund   an   attractive   lottery. 

MARINE 

Brokers  are  finding  increasing  dif- 
ficulty in  some  quarters  in  obtaining 
a  ready  settlement  of  their  marine 
insurance  claims,  which,  if  anything, 
have  become  more  frequent  of  late 
This  apparent  reluctance  to  settle 
claims  freely,  writes  a  correspon- 
dent to  "Lloyd's  List,"  is  not  in  any 
way  attributed  to  the  more  impor- 
tant and  old-established  companies, 
but  rather  to  those  companies  which 
have  come  into  existence  during  the 
last  few  years,  and  whose  organiza- 
tion cannot  be  %s  well  placed  as 
that  of  the  old^er  companies  to  meet 
the  increasing  number  of  claims. 
No  doubt,  the  ventilation  of  the 
question  will  have  a  beneficial  effect 
on  the  working  of  the  claims  de- 
partments of  the  companies  whose 
dilatory  methods  have  given  rise  to 
the  complaints  which  have  been 
made.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped 
that  the  companies  in  question  will 
do  their  utmost  to  set  their  houses 
in  order,  as  the  present  state  of  af- 
fairs is  undoubtedly  detrimental  to 
the  London  marine  insurance  mar- 
ket. It  would  appear  that  the  in- 
evitable reaction  has  followed  the 
period  of  rate-cutting  which  took 
jjlace  soon  after  the  signing  of  the 
Armistice  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
business  for  the  augmentation  of 
the  premium  account. — Insurance 
Journal,  London. 


$85,000   Salvage  Award 

The  recent  award  of  il  7,500  to  the 
Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company, 
for  services  rendered  by  their  vessel, 
"Huanchaco,"  to  the  oil  tanker 
"British  Peer,"  calls  attention  to  a 
very  clever  and  difHcult  piece  of 
seamanship  on  the  part  of  the  form- 
er vessel.  Called  by  wireless  the 
"Huanchaco"  found  the  "British 
Peer"  drifting  helplessly  in  a  gale 
in  the  North  Atlantic  last  January. 
Twice,  with  great  difficulty,  she  got 
the  disabled  vessel  in  tow,  and  Sir 
Henry  Duke,  president  of  the  Ad- 
miralty Division,  said  that  the  per- 
formance was  characterised  by 
"Conspicuous  ability,  extraordinary 
tenacity,  and  considerable  pluck." 
One  can  imagine  that  the  towage 
of  a  big  oil  tanker  with  a  full  cargo, 
across  L600  miles  of  Atlantic  seas, 
deserve  this  description  fully,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  of  the  sum 
awarded,  £1,000  goes  to  the  master, 
and  £3,250  to  the  officers  and  crew. 
The  "British  Peer"  was  valued  at 
£154,000,  and  the  cargo  at  £156,672, 
the  freight  at  risk  being  £38,800.

Safety  Lessons  for  Automobtle  Drivers 

Automobile  Lubrication 

1.  A  great  majority  of  all  work  in 
automobile  and  truck  repair  shops  is 
made  necessary  by  improper  or  insuf- 
ficient lubrication. 

2.  Every  make  of  motor  vehicle 
has  its  own  lubrication  chart,  and  all 
drivers  should  be  thoroughly  familiar 
with  charts  that  refer  to  their  particu- 
lar cars.  There  are  certain  lubricat- 
ing rules  that  are  general  and  import- 
ant enough  to  be  given  special  men- 
tion. 

3.  Kind  of  lubricant  to  apply: 

a — Cylinder  oil  in  crank  case  and 
oil  cups.  b — Cup  grease  in  grease 
cups,  c — A  good  transmission  oil  or 
semi-fluid  grease  in  transmission.  In 
cold  weather  heavy  transmission  oil 
may  be  thinned  with  cylinder  oil. 
d — Transmission  oil  in  rear  axle  case. 
e — Transmission  oil  or  light  cup  grease 
n  universal  joints. 

4.  How  often  should  different  parts 
be  lubricated? 

a — If  there  is  an  oil  indicator  for  the 
crank  case,  look  at  the  oil  level  at  least 
twice  each  day;  if  there  is  no  indica- 
tor examine  the  oil  level  at  least  once 
a  day;  oftener  on  long  runs.  Oil  in- 
dicator, wliere  used,  should  from  time 
to  time  be  examined  carefully  to  see 
that  it  does  not  become  clogged  up  or 
stuck,  b — Not  less  frequently  than 
once  each  week  oil  spring  bolts,  clutch 
pedal,  shaft,  steering  gear,  radius  rods, 
torque  arm  and  other  points  as  desig- 
nated by  the  manufacturer,  c — Eve- 
ry 500  miles,  or  at  least  once  a  month 
oil  the  brake  mechanism,  grease  the 
universal  joints  and  change  the  oil  in 
the  crank  case,  transmission,  and  dif- 


ferential. It  is  especially  important 
to  change  the  oil  in  the  crank  case,  for 
a  certain  amount  of  gasolene  is  bound 
to  work  past  the  piston  rings  and  di- 
lute the  lubricating  oil.  Examine 
withdrawn  oil  carefully.  Finding  bro- 
ken gear  teeth  or  other  loose  metallic 
parts  indicates  that  expert  investiga- 
tion and  possible  replacing  of  parts  is 
necessary.  Do  not  flush  out  the  crank 
case  with  kerosene.  It  is  not  possible 
to  remove  all  the  kerosene  after  it  is 
once  poured  in  and  enough  may  re- 
main to  do  harm.  Kerosene  cuts  the 
oil  and  keeps  it  from  lubricating  the 
engine  properly.  In  cold  weather 
when  you  are  apt  to  use  too  Diiich  gasolene, 
it  may  be  advisable  to  cliange  oil  in  crank 
case  oftener  than  every  600  miles.  Place 
enongli  grease  in  the  differential  housing  so 
it  will  just  come  to  the  root  (bottom)  of  the 
gear  teeth  at  the  meshing  point,  d — Once 
a  month  the  wheels  should  be  jacked  up, 
bearing  adjusted  and  greased  with  a  gun. 

e — t^very  6,000  miles,  or  at  least  once  a 
year,  the  wheels  should  be  removed  and 
bearings  repacked  with  grease,  f — Investi- 
gate every  squeak  and  make  necessary  ad- 
justments, or  apply  oil  or  both.  Never  oil 
brake  linings. 

5.  General: 

a — Wipe  off  all  excess  oil  and  grease,  for 
otherwise  it  collects  grit  and  dirt  which  are 
liable  to  work  into  and  harm  bearings  and 
other  delicate  parts,  b — When  approaching 
your  car  after  it  has  stood  for  some  time, 
make  it  a  habit  to  look  on  the  floor  or  street 
underneath  the  car.  If  there  are  spots  or 
pools  of  water  or  oil  investigate  at  once. 
Continual  dripping  indicates  leaks  or  worn 
flushings. 

6.  If  the  car  is  not  lubricated  properly 
excessive  wear  on  the  machine  is  bound  to 
result. 

Rules  of  the  Road 

7.  Almost  every  state  and  community 
has  its  own  traffic  laws,  and  drivers  should 
be  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  laws  that  ap- 
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ply  in  tlie  locations  where  tliey  liiive  occa- 
sion to  drive.  A  copy  of  the  state  laws  can 
usually  be  securetl  by  addressing  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state  at  the  capitol.  Local  ordi- 
nances from  the  local  police  department. 

8.  There  are  however  many  laws  that 
are  universal  enough  to  be  called  common 
courtesies  or  rules  of  the  road. 

9.  Every  driver  should  extend  the  same 
courtesies  to  the  other  fellow  that  he  ex- 
pects the  other  fellow  to  extend  to  him. 

10.  Every  driver  of  course  knows  that  he 
should  pass  to  the  right  when  meeting  other 
vehicles  going  in  the  opposite  direction. 

Slow  moving  vehicles  should  keep  to  the 
extreme  right. 

11.  Always  sound  the  horn  and  pass  to 
the  left  when  passing  other  vehicles  going 
in  the  same  direction.  This  applies  when 
passing  all  vehicles  except  street  cars  and 
vehicles  traveling  in  the  street  car  tracks. 
When  at  street  intersections,  on  curves,  or 
when  going  up  or  down  a  hill,  never  pass 
another  vehicle  goiag  in  the  same  direction. 

12.  At  street  intersections  give  the  right 
of  way  to  the  car  at  your  right.  Do  not  pre- 
sume too  much  when  you  have  the  right  of 
way  —  perhaps  the  other  fellow  doesn't 
know  it. 

13.  When  stopping  or  parking  a  car,  see 
that  the  right  side  (not  the  left  side)  is  to- 
ward the  curb.  The  wheels  should  be 
cramped  to  the  right  so  the  car  cannot  move 
far  accidentally.  Make  sure  that  the  emer- 
gency brake  is  on  and  that  the  gears  are  in 
neutral  before  leaving  the  car.  Do  not  stop 
car  within  15  feet  of  a  fire  hydrant. 

14.  Always  signal  when  you  expect  to 
stop,  start  or  turn.  If  possible  signal  by 
extending  the  arm — not  merely  tlie  hand. 
If  the  car  body  or  load  prevents  persons 
ahead  and  behind  from  seeing  arm  signals, 
a  good  type  of  mechanical  signaling  device 
should  be  installed  on  the  car. 

15.  Always  sound  horn  3  times  before 
backing. 

16.  It  is  a  gentlemanly  act  as  well  as  a 
safety  precaution  to  dim  your  headlights 
when  approaching  another  car  in  the  dark. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  to  have  non- 
glaring  headlights. 

17.  See  that  your   license   tags    are    in- 


stalled in  the  position  specified  by  law  and 
that  they  are  clearly  visible  under  all  con- 
ditions.— Nntional  Safety  Council  Aittomobile 
Lesson,  Copyright.

The  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Co.  now  owns,  controls  and  oper- 
ates 214,233  miles  of  pole  lines. 
Some  150  employees  are  engaged 
wholely  or  in  part  in  checking,  com- 
paring and  pricing  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commissions  inventor- 
ies and  appraisals  of  the  company's 
properties,  at  annual  expense  to  the 
W.  U.  of  $205,000.  There  are  23,- 
911   stockholders. 

The  gross  annual  revenue  of  this 
greatest  telegraph  company  have  in- 
creased from  $9,564,579  in  1875  to 
$121,473,685  in  1920.  In  the  same 
time  wire  mileage  has  grown  from 
152,572  to  1,449,709. 

By  means  of  the  automatic  mul- 
tiplex telegraph  system,  as  many 
as  eight  messages  are  transmitted 
simultaneously  over  one  wire,  four 
in  each  direction. 

Free  premiums  were  once  regard- 
ed as  a  good  test  of  business  con- 
ditions, except  during  a  rate  war  or 
after  the  burning  of  a  city;  but  in 
these  times  of  high  artificial  values 
such  an  index  means  nothing. 
There  was  a  large  premium  increase 
last  year,  although  general  business 
was  declining  and  merchantile 
stocks  were  falling  and  retailers' 
and  wholesalers'  orders  were  can- 
celled to  a  demoralizing  degree. 
Among  financiers  the  price  of  pig 
iron  and  the  sales  thereof  are  con- 
sidered the  best  index  of  general 
businss  conditions. 

In  March  bank  clearings,  Calif- 
ornia leads  with  $602,700,000,  a  large 
decline  compared  with  1920  March, 


Los  Angeles  is  second  with  $373,- 
773,000,  a  good  gain.  Oakland,  Pas- 
adena and  Long  Beach  made  gains. 
Building  permits  gained  in  all  larg- 
er cities,  notably  in  Los  Angeles, 
with  over  100  per  cent  gain. 


INFLUENZA 

This  bacterial  illness  still  has 
many  victims.  It  is  no  longer  an 
epidemic  on  this  Coast  but  there  are 
many  cases,  with  fatal  pneumonia 
following  occasionally.  In  the  Mid- 
dle Northwest  influenza  appears 
here  and  there  in  epidemic  form.  A 
correspondent  who  travels  in  the 
terrritory  near  Lake  Michigan 
writes  that  many  women  have  bad 
colds  with  influenza  symptoms,  fol- 
lowed by  insanity. 

In  high  Rocky  Mountain  lands 
the  influenza  was  exceptionally  fa- 
tal, being  often  followed  by  pneu- 
monia which  quickly  killed.  Min- 
ing men  and  prospectors  were  eas- 
iest victims  because  generally  they 
had  nobody  to  care  for  the  sick  ones. 
Pneumonia  meant  sure  death. 


The  Governor — which  sank  at  the 
entrance  to  Puget  Sound — carried 
from  San  Francisco  a  cargo  valued 
at  near  $150,000  of  which  there  was 
sugar  to  the  amount  of  500  tons.

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Government  Should  Reinsure  Its  War  Risk 
Business — Eighty  out  of  a  Hundred  ex- 
Soldiers  Did  Not  Care  for  Life  Insurance 
Total  Outstanding,  Once  40,  Is  Now  Only 
HaU  of   1    Billion. 

The  average  American  ex-army 
or  ex-navy  man  cares  little  or  noth- 
ing for  life  insurance,  especially  the 
more  numerous  unmarried  men. 
The  government  war  risk  insurance 
bureau  was  organized  with  most 
laudable  objects,  to  meet  the  extra 
liabilities  of  war  and  insure  sold- 
iers and  sailors  unable  to  procure 
other  indemnity.  At  first  policies 
were  for  $10,000,  the  insured  pay- 
ing for  the  ordinary  risk  and  the 
government  for  the  extraordinary. 
Some  4,000,000  applied  for  war  in- 
surance. The  American  War  Risk 
Insurance  Bureau,  with  forty  bill- 
ion insurance  in  force,  was  the  larg- 
est life  insurance  company  in  the 
world. 

For  a  time  it  was  feared  that  this 
bureau  was  the  beginning  of  gov- 
ernment life  insurance  of  a  general 
character,  including  the  public  of 
both  sexes  and  all  ages,  at  rates 
which  private  insurers  might  not 
be  able  to  meet ;  for  without  "new 
blood"  the  government  would  in 
time  be  paying  too  much  for  ex- 
penses. Government  management, 
however,  has  been  unsatisfactory. 
There  have  been  unreasonable  de- 
lays, errors,  unnecessary  correspon- 
dence, misunderstanding,  etc. 

As  the  number  of  policyholders 
will  steadily  decline  and  further  re- 
storations will  soon  cease,  the  bur- 
eau  expenses  will   become  burden- 


some. It  would  be  better  for  Con- 
gress to  reinsure  the  outstanding 
business  in  private  corporations  and 
abolish  the  bureau.

A  Very  Curious  Case. — Loss  was  ad- 
justed at  $481,  Adjuster  told  insured 
that  the  insurance  companj'  was  in 
straights  and  could  not  pay  claims  of 
the  farmers,  but  would  return  to 
him  the  premium.  The  adjuster,  how- 
ever, promised  if  later  the  company 
pany  paid  any  farmer  more  the  claim- 
ant should  also  be  paid  more.  Rely- 
ing on  this  promise  the  claimant  sign- 
ed a  release  falsely  represented  to  be  a 
receipt  of  returned  premium.  The  in- 
sured sued  for  balance  due  and  won. 
Defendant  company  appealed  and  lost. 

Case  of  Ledhe  against  the  National 
Union  Fire  Ins.  Co.  of  Pittsburgh,  in 
North  Dakota  Supreme  Court. 

Held,  that  the  settlement  constitut- 
ed only  an  unexecuted  accord  and  sat- 
isfaction. The  obligation  of  defend- 
ant insurer  was  unextinguished,  as 
some  of  the  claimant  policyholders 
were  paid  more  than  the  return  of 
their  premium.

City  Taxation  Rates 

We  note  that  comparisons  with  the 
San  Francisco  tax  rate  usually  ignore 
these  facts: 

San  Francisco  is  a  city-county:  its 
rate  includes  county  taxation  but  not 
state  taxation,  which  is  imagined  paid 
by  corporations. 

Other  cities'  taxation,  other  than 
California,  exclude  county  and  state 
taxes  paid  by  their  citizens,  or  include 
them,  according  to  the  method  of  re- 
porting. If  not  included,  some  re- 
ported city  rates  indicate  an  annual 
combined  tax  of  10  percent,  most  of 
it  paid  by  consumers  of  goods  and 
foods. 

The  total  per  capita  tax  is  the  best 
index.  Laws  should  require  its  publi- 
cation. San  Francisco's  $36  per  capi- 
ta tax  means  more  than  $3.18  per 
$100. 


15th  Anniversary 

April  21  in  San  Francisco  was  not 
celebrated  ;  indeed  the  anniversary 
was  forgotten  by  nearly  all ;  though  it 
resulted  in  the  newest  and  safest  mod- 
ern city.  The  fire  waste  has  not  been 
replaced  on  many  down  town  lots. 


To  protect  property  and  catch  safe- 
crackers, bottles  of  liquid  gas  are  hung 
inside  of  safes,  which  bottles  break 
when  safe  is  dynamited  or  otherwise 
broken  into.

But  the  snow  and 
trees  and  mountains  are  genuine. 
The  Alaskan  scene  was  filmed  in 
the  Sierra  mountains  in  eastern  Cal- 
ifornia.

At  the  inid-year  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Insurance  Agents 
Edson  S.  Lott,  of  New  York  (formerly 
of  Lake  Keuka,  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.), 
received  ovations  si\ch  as  a  returning 
mediaeval  conqueror  might  have  en- 
vied. These  were  accorded  him  in 
recognition  of  his  well  known  skill  and 
intrepidity  in  fighting  "mutual  com- 
petition." 

The  Vigilant  heartily  likes  and 
greatly  admires  Citizen  Lott,  and  is 
hound  to  acclaim  him  a  fighter  who 
tights  like  hell  in  the  open.  He  is  a 
pretty  fair  fighter,  too,  except  when 
vainly  trying  to  substantiate  his  re- 
peated and  ridiculous  dictum  that  mu- 
tuals  are  socialists  intent  upon  the 
overthrow  of  "  the  fatted  soul  of 
things." 

Yet,  The  Vigilant  repeats  that  this 
is  "no  time  for  any  established  and 
recognized  branch  of  insurance  to  in- 
vite attacks  en  itself  by  attacking  any 
other."  Meanwhile,  it  is  known  that 
officials  of  stock  workmen' s-compensa- 
tion  companies  are  by  no  means  unan- 
imous for  continuing  the  attacks  on 
the  workmen's  compensation  mutuals 
some  of  them  already  grown  great  and 
apparently  growing  greater  up  to  the 
recent  recurrence  of  general  business 
depression.  An  article  published  by 
the  Weekly  Underwriter  just  prior  to 
the  organization  meeting  of  the  new 
Casualty  Information  Clearing  House 
plainly  indicated  both  that  some  stock 


underwriters  questioned  the  expedi- 
ency of  the  anti-mutual  warfare  and 
that  Citizen  Lott  was  determined  on 
continuing  it. — The  Vigilant. 


Taxing  Insurance  Companies 

Society  is  divided  into  two  classes, 
viz.:  tax  payers  and  tax  eaters.  The 
last  class  has  grown  so  fast  that  there 
is  more  conflict  than  formerly.  Great 
efforts  are  being  made  to  put  greater 
taxes  on  insurance  funds,  and  the  old 
line  insurance  companies  have  a  prob- 
lem to  contend  with  that  the  fraternal 
companies  do  not  have,  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  all  fraternal  insurance  people 
should  be  with  the  regular  companies 
in  their  fight  to  keep  the  trust  funds 
of  insurance  companies  from  being 
confiscated. 


An  insurance  company  is  not  a  cre- 
ator of  wealth  but  an  equalizer  of  loss- 
es. Life  insurance,  says  an  authority, 
should  not  be  the  subject  of  special 
taxation  more  than  a  grave.  It  rep- 
resents a  loss  of  national  wealth.  The 
United  States  is  the  only  country  in 
the  world  that  taxes  legal  reserve  in- 
surance.— Sec.  G.  F.  Stevenson. 


Workmen's  accidental  deaths  de- 
crease the  life  expectancy  about  one 
year;  workwomen,  less  than  half  a 
year,  according  to  industrial  experi- 
ence.

Workmen's  Compensation 

Under  the  workmen's  compensation 
laws  no  state  can  consistently  allow 
any  carrier  to  fix  its  own  rates  to  em- 
ployers. To  do  so  would  be  tanta- 
mount to  an  admission  that  the  stat- 
utes were  designed  largely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  relieving  employers  of  their 
duty  to  provide  the  legal  indemnities 
due  to  disabled  workers.  There  is  a 
wise  provision  in  all  compensation 
laws  that  the  insurance  commissioner 
or  some  other  state  officer  shall  have 
supervision  over  the  rates  charged. 
So  far  this  supervision  has  stood 
strongly  for  adequate  rates,  applied 
uniformly  by  all  carriers.  It  can  eas- 
ily be  demonstrated  that  such  action 
is  prompted  by  a  clear  understanding 
that  guaranteed  indemnity  is  of  first 
importance  in  the  idea  of  compensa- 
tion. 

Recently  the  Minnesota  compensa- 
tion rates  were  revised,  the  new  rates 
to  go  into  effect  on  June  1.  Insurance 
Commissioner  Lindquist  has  learned 
that  some  carriers  have  been  canceling 
policies  before  expiration  and  re-writ- 
ing at  new  and  lower  rates  for  a  year, 
or  at  the  same  gross  premium  for 
longer  terms.  All  carriers  operating 
in  that  state  have  been  warned  that 
such  action  is  in  violation  of  the  law 
and  the  guilty  companies  will  be  held 
strictly  accountable  under  its  provis- 
ions.— Southern  Underwriter.

INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 

Fire — Not    Liable    for    Explosion    to    Stop 
Fire — Georgia    Code    to    the    Contrary. 

Defendant's  policy  contained  a 
clause  exempting  liability  for  dam- 
age by  explosion  of  any  kind.  A 
building  near  insured's  premises 
was  dynamited  by  the  city  fire  de- 
partment to  check  the  spread  of  a 
conflagration. 

The  explosion  broke  down  the 
plastering  in  the  insured  building 
and  shattered  many  panes  of  glass. 

The  civil  code  of  Georgia  pro- 
vides that  without  fire  a  fire  loss 
may  occur  in  insured  property,  "as 
a  house  blown  up  to  stop  a  confla- 
gration." Under  this  law  plaintifif 
obtained,  affirmed  by  the  court  of 
appeals. 

Defendant  took  the  case  to  the 
supreme  court  of  the  state  of  Geor- 
gia, which  held  that  the  loss  was 
written  in  the  policy  exception,  of 
loss  by  explosion  "of  any  kind." 
The  civil  code  does  not  expressly  or 
impliedly  provide  that  its  provisions 
shall  become  a  part  of  every  fire  in- 
surance policy  issued  in  the  state. 
Judgment  of  lower  courts  reversed. 
Westchester  Fire  Insurance  Co., 
Bell,  106  S.  E.  186. 

Courts    in    California,    after    the 


1906  conflagration  did  not  rule  this 
way  but  held  the  companies  liable 
for  losses  by  dynamite  exploded  to 
check  the  spread  of  fire.  Dynamite 
and  backfiring  were  held  to  be  as 
much  instruments  of  fire  prevention 
as  water  itself,  said  the  courts,  and 
insurers  were  as  liable  for  damages 
as  they  would  be  for  damages  by 
water  used  in  extinguishing  fire. 


Fire — Compromise    Settlement   by   Adjuster 

Household  goods  covered  by  pol- 
icy for  $1000.  Defendant's  adjuster 
told  plaintifi;  that  the  company  was 
not  liable,  as  he,  the  insured,  had 
removed  the  insured  goods  without 
consent  of  insurer.  Plaintiff  and 
adjuster  then  made  an  agreement, 
whereby  the  plaintifif  was  to  accept 
$600  in  full  staisfaction  of  the  loss 
under  the   policy. 

The  $600  was  paid  plaintifif.  Lat- 
er the  insured  sued  the  insurer  for 
the  remainder,  and  alleged  that 
compromise  agreement  was  entered 
into  because  of  the  fraud  of  the 
company's  adjuster.  Judgement 
was  given  plaintiff  for  $400;  defen- 
dant appealed. 

Held,  that  defendant's  adjuster's 
removed  the  insured  goods  without 
consent    of    insurer.      Plaintifif    and 
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adjuster  then  made  an  agreement, 
whereby  the  phiiiitiff  was'to  accept 
$000  in  full  satisfaction  on  the  loss 
under  the  policy. 

The  $600  was  paid  plaintiff.  La- 
ter the  insured  sued  the  insurer  for 
the  remainder,  and  alleged  that  the 
compromise  agreement  was  entered 
into  because  of  the  fraud  of  the  com- 
pany's adjuster.  Judgement  was 
given  plaintiff  for  $400;  defendant 
appealed. 

Held,  that  defendant's  adjuster's 
representation  was  only  an  express- 
ion of  his  opinion  of  the  law ;  and 
the  relation  between  him  and  the  in- 
sured was  not  a  fiduciary  one.  The 
statement  by  the  adjuster  did  not 
constitute  such  fraud  as  would  au- 
thorize setting  aside  and  cancelling 
the  settlement  made  by  the  plaintiff. 
National  Fire  Insurance  Co.  v. 
Plummer,  228  S.  W.  250. 


Fire — Wliere  Insurer  Can  be  Sued 

Receiver  logging  company  sued 
in  county  where  insurer's  agent 
lived.  Trial  court  ruled  that  as  fire 
occurred  in  King  county  the  cause 
of  action  arose  therein  and  could 
not  be  maintained  in  the  opposite 
county. 

Held  that  the  cause  of  action, 
under  the  Washington  law,  arose 
]iartly  in  one  county  and  partly  in 
another.  Trial  courts  order  of  dis- 
missal is  reversed.  Pratt  v.  Niagra, 
194  P  411. 


give  written  notice  of  loss,  in  ab- 
sence of  any  policy  provision  for  a 
forfeiture  in  such  case.  "Misrepre- 
sentation" is  not  a  technical  term. 
It  is  defined  as  meaning  "to  repre- 
sent incorrectly"  or  to  give  false  or 
erroneous  representation.  The  word 
is  used  in  policies  in  the  ordinary 
sense.  Jackwick  v.  Hannon,  225 
S.  W.  135. 


Fire — Knowledge    of    Agent's    Notice 

Where  agent  acts  for  both  com- 
panies and  procures  additional  in- 
surance in  the  second  company 
without  the  written  assent  of  the 
first,  as  required  in  the  first  policy, 
the  insurance  is  not  avoided,  in  view 
of  statute  whereby  knowledge  of 
agents  binds  companies.  Bradbury 
V.  Insurance  Company  State  of 
Penn.     Ill  A.  R.  609. 


Automobile— Loss   Notice— Misrepresentation 

Policy  is  not  avoidedby  failure  to 


Life — Sick  with  Knowledge  of  Agent — Pol- 
icy Delivered — Insurer  Must  Pay — ^Waiver 

Application  received ;  twelve  days 
later  it  was  approved  and  policy  is- 
sued and  nine  days  later  it  was  de- 
livered to  and  was  receipted  by  in- 
sured at  his  home.  He  was  sick 
at  the  time  and  agent  was  told  so. 
Three  days  later   the   insured   died. 

Held,  that  policy  provision  that 
applicant  must  be  in  good  health  at 
time  of  delivery  of  policy  may  be 
waived  by  insurer,  since  it  was  for 
its  benefit. 

Defendant  is  bound  by  the  policy, 
as  it  was  delivered  by  its  authorized 
agent    when   he    knew    the    insured 
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was  sick.     Judgment  affirmed.  Ark. 
K.  C.  Life  V.  Ridout.     228  .S.  W.  55. 


Accident  Riding  in  Airplane 

Policy  provides  that  it  should  not 
cover  injuries  or  fatalities  sustained 
while  participation  in  aeronautics. 

Held,  that  in  order  to  constitute 
participation  in  aeronautics  there 
need  be  no  control  of  a  physical  a- 
gency.  The  passenger  enjoys  navi- 
gation in  the  air  and  thereby  partici- 
pates in  aeronautics.  Bew  v.  Travel- 
ers.    112  A.  859. 

The  insured  was  killed  by  the  fall 
of  the  plane  in  which  he  was  riding.

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MUTUAL   FIRE  INSURANCE 

Less  than  7  per  cent  of  Grand  Total  Bus- 
iness is  Written  by  Mutuals — Generally 
They  Have  No  Resources  to  Meet  Extra 
Losses. 

In  the  following  statements  and 
quotations  we  present  some  facts, 
views  and  court  opinions  on  the  sub- 
ject of  fire  insurance  on  the  mutual 
plan,  for  which  there  has  been  re- 
cently some  inquiries.  If  we  have 
been  mistaken  or  inisunderstood,  wc 
urge  the  reader  to  write  to  us. 

Liability  of  Cash  Premium  Members — 
Decision  of  Wisconsin  Supreme  Court — 
Exemption  of  Part  of  Members  Not  Pos- 
sible. 

In  the  case  of  Kennan,  receiver, 
versus  Rundle  et  al.,  81  Wis.  212,  it 
was  held  that  an  assessment  liability 
exists  upon  the  holders  of  all  kinds 
of  mutual  policies,  without  any  lim- 
itation or  exception  whatsoever. 
While  this  ruling  was  under  sec. 
1941  E.  R.  S.  Wis.,  the  principle  in- 
volved is  applicable  in  any  state  or 
territory. 

A  cash  policyholder  is  a  member 
of  the  company  and  liable  to  pay 
assessments  for  losses.  Assess- 
ments can  be  made  in  an  unlimited 
amount  to  the  extent  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  company  or  association. 
This  may  not  seem  just  but  it  is  the 
law. 

The  ground  for  the  decision  of 
the  court  was  that  inasmuch  as  all 
of  the  policyholders  were  liable  for 
an  unlimited  amount  of  assessments 


to  the  extent  of  the  liabilities  of  the 
company,  it  was  not  within  the 
power  of  the  company  to  exempt 
some  of  its  policyholders  and  make 
the  remaining  ones  who  signed  the 
bond,  alone  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment of  its  liabilities. 

Essential  Characteristics   of  Mutual 
Insurance 

The  Wisconsin  supreme  court 
said: 

"This  mutuality  of  liability  to  as- 
sessment and  obligation  to  pay  pro 
rata  for  losses  and  expenses  are  the 
essential  and  distinguishing  charac- 
teristics of  a  mutual  insurance  com- 
pany. When  this  principle  of  mut- 
uality is  violated  in  any  essential 
particular  of  its  business  manage- 
ment, it  so  far  ceases  to  be  a  mutual 
company.  It  follows,  therefore, 
that  if  the  money  to  be  paid  for  all 
losses  and  expenses  is  to  be  raised 
through  such  a  guaranty  bond  or  by 
other  extraneous  means  and  the 
members  of  the  company  are  there- 
by exempted  from  assessments  and 
the  payment  of  their  pro  rata  shares 
of  such  losses  and  expenses  propor- 
tionate to  their  insurance,  this  es- 
sential feature  of  mutuality  is  en- 
tirely destroyed,  and  the  company 
ceases  to  be  a  mutual  company." 

Solvent  Members  of  an  Insolvent  Mutual 
May  Be  Compelled  to  Make  Up  De- 
ficiency of  Insolvent  Members. 

In  the  case  of  the  Equitable  Mu- 
tual Fire  Insurance  Corporation  of 
New  York's  Receivers  versus  Mur- 
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ray,  in  the  court  of  appeals  of  Ken- 
tucky, the  court  said : 

"It  is  the  well  established  rule, 
not  only  in  New  York,  but  else- 
where, that  the  receiver  of  an  in- 
solvent mutual  insurance  association 
may  assess  solvent  members  there- 
of to  make  up  for  the  inability  of 
insolvent  members  to  respond  to 
assessments.  May  on  insurance, 
§559;  Joyce  on  Insurance,  §  §  1253, 
1275,  1303;  Bangs,  Receiver  v.  Gray, 
12  N.  Y.  477;  Susquehanna  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Co.  v.  Jackenback, 
115  Pa.  492,  9  Atl.  90;  Seaman  v. 
Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  90  Wis.  490, 
63  N.  W.  1059;  Davis  v.  Shearer,  90 
Wis.  250,  62  N.  W.;  Wardle  v. 
Townsend,  75  Mich.  385,  42  N.  W. 
950,  4  L.  R.  A.  511." 

Receiver  Active  in  Court  for  Several  years 
Contract   Made    in    Other   State    Contrary 
to  its  Law  Is  No  Enforceable. 
A     trustee     for     numerous     loss 
claimants    of    a    Cincinnati    mutual 
was  active  for  several  years  in  suits 
against   members    in   Ohio   and   ad- 
jacent states.    Swing  vs.  Union  Mu- 
tual    Fire.       The     trustee     brought 
suits    where   the    policies   had    been 
issued. 

The  appellate  division  of  the  New 
York  supreme  court  has  decided  in 
a  case  begun  by  Swing  against  a 
citizen  of  Pennsylvania  that  a  con- 
tract made  in  another  state  with  a 
citizen  thereof,  in  contravention  of 
its  law  and  hence  unenforciblc  un- 
der the  law  of  that  state,  will  not 
be  enforced  in  New  York.  The 
court   iieid   that    the   decisions   were 


that  a  contract  of  insurance  is  made 
within  the  state  where  the  policy  is 
delivered  and  not  where  it  is  e.\- 
ecuted,  when  it  is  executed  and  de- 
li\ered  in  different  states. 

Receiver  of  a  New  York  Fire  Mutual  Ad- 
vised P olicyholders  as  to  Suits,  Penalties 
and    Liability. 

John  F.  Nash,  receiver  for  the 
National  Fire  Insurance  Company 
of  Onondaga  county,  N.  Y.,  sent 
out  a  circular  to  its  policyholders  in 
which  he  said : 

"Before  beginning"  suits  against 
the  individual  policyholders  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  assessments, 
I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
following  important  facts : 

"1.  The  receiver  is  charged  by 
the  court  with  the  duty  of  compell- 
ing every  policyholder  to  pay  assess- 
ments. This  means  that  no  policy- 
holder escapes." 

"2.  The  receiver  cannot  reach  all 
delinquent  policyholders  at  once 
because  they  reside  in  si.x  different 
counties,  but  he  must  and  will  in 
time  because  he  is  compelled  so  to 
do.  If  he  should  fail  to  do  his  work 
for  any  cause,  another  receiver 
would  be  immediately  appointed  to 
continue  it." 

"3.  The  receiver  sends  this  no- 
tice before  turning  over  all  un])aid 
assessments  to  his  attorneys  of  50 
per  cent  upon  every  assessment,  be- 
sides interest  and  costs.  To  illus- 
trate the  meaning  of  this  from  an 
actual  case  A  owes  $20  in  assess- 
ments.     He    does    not    pay    and    is 
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sued.  He  then  becomes  liable  for 
$20  assessment,  $10  penalty  and 
$4.50  court  costs,  making  in  all  $34.- 
50  in  addition  to  any  legal  expenses 
incurred  in  employing  a  lawyer." 

"4.  If  you  believe,  however,  or 
have  been  advised  that  the  assess- 
ments cannot  be  collected,  your  at- 
tention is  directed  to  the  opinion  of 
Judge  Sutherland  rendered  in  the 
case  of  John  Hicks,  receiver  of  the 
American  Underwriters  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  of  Monroe  county, 
where  the  court  specifically  holds 
the  policyholders  liable.  You  can 
refer  also  to  almost  any  firm  of 
."Syracuse  attorneys,  as  many  have 
appeared  in  actions  brought  by  the 
receiver  of  the  North-western  Mu- 
tual Fire  Insurance  Company  and 
have  advised  payment.  In  every 
suit  brought  in  Onondaga  county, 
the  receiver  has  succeeded  and  the 
policyholder  has  paid  the  assess- 
ment, the  50  per  cent  penalty  and 
the  court  costs. 

General    Liability    of   a    Member    of   a 
Mutual 

IMutual  benefits  involve  mutual 
liability.  This  is  a  sound  principle 
of  law. 

The  property-owner  who  becomes 
a  member  of  a  mutual  assumes  spec- 
ial liabilities.  He  expects  cheaper 
insurance  and  assumes  the  risk  of 
paying  large  sums  of  money. 

For  the  promise  of  a  saving  in 
cost  of  his  fire  protection  he  for- 
sakes real  indemnity  and  assumes 
a  liability  which  maj^  ambarrass 
his  for  years  to  come. 


This  extra  liability  cannot  be  es- 
caped. It  is  written  in  the  mutual 
contract  and  the  courts  have  sus- 
tained it  even  as  long  as  fifteen 
years  after  the  failure  of  the  mutual. 
In  some  states  the  statutes  make  the 
contract  a  lien  on  the  mutual  policy- 
holders' property ;  and  in  other 
states  the  liability  is  limited  to  a 
stipulated  number  of  assessments. 

Members  of  a  mutual  insure  each 
other.  Cancellation  of  a  policy, 
withdrawal  from  a  mutual,  does 
not  relieve  a  member  from  his  share 
of  all  unpaid  losses  and  the  ex- 
penses. 

If  the  receiver  cannot  collect 
enough  from  the  members  on  one 
assessment,  the  courts  authorize 
him  to  levy  other  assessments.  If 
the  poorer  members  cannot  pay 
their  share,  or  if  the  receiver  can- 
not collect  it  from  them,  then  the 
richer  members  must  make  good 
this  delinquency. 

The  man  who  accepts  the  policy 
of  a  mutual  therefore  assumes  more 
than  his  share  of  losses  incurred. 
He  assumes  a  share  of  the  losses 
which  the  receiver  is  unable  to  col- 
lect. 

Here  Are  a  Few  Opinions 

The  limitation  in  a  policy  of  a 
mutual  cannot  relieve  the  jiolicy- 
holder  from  liability  to  pay  a  pro- 
portionate share  of  losses  and  ex- 
penses of  the  company  during  the 
period  of  his  membership,  when  the 
company's  affairs  are  closed  up  by 
a  receiver.     108  N.  ^^^  R.  704. 

A  cancelled  policy  of  a  mutual  is 
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the  same  as  an  expired  policy,  and 
is  liable,  in  an  action  by  the  receiver, 
to  pay  its  share  of  losses  up  to  the 
date  of  cancellation.  31  Pa.  Supra. 
268. 

The  amount  of  assessments  as 
levied  by  the  court  cannot  be  at- 
tacked by  the  defendant  member  of 
the  mutual.     Same. 

The  supreme  court  of  Michigan 
recently  held  (in.  Nichol  vs.  Mur- 
phy, 108  Northwestern  Reporter, 
704)  that  a  member  who  retired 
from  a  mutual  and  handed  in  his 
policy  did  not  thereby  relieve  him- 
self from  liability  for  subsequent 
assessments  during  the  term  of  his 
policy,  which  ran  for  three  years. 

Tough  Experience  in  Nebraska 

The  Nebraska  Fire  Mutual  failed ; 
a  receiver  was  appointed.  The  re- 
ceiver reported  to  the  courts  that 
the  mutual's  sworn  annual  state- 
ments were  incorrect,  that  the  offi- 
cers had  deliberately  violated  the 
state  laws ;  and  that  many  of  the 
assets  were  worthless.  After  the 
mutual  was  insolvent  it  continued 
in  business  and  incurred  $69,000 
losses. 

The  percentage  of  payments  on 
losses  was  small. 

Town  Mutuals 

Several  weak  and  unsafe  fire  in- 
surance companies  have  been  ex- 
posed and  forced  to  quit  business. 
These  come  mostly  under  the  class 
known  as  town  mutual  companies. 
More  than  sixty  companies  of  this 
class   have   been    operating   in    this 


state  during  the  past  ten  years  and 
they  have  all  failed  and  gone  out 
of  business  except  seven,  and  most 
of  these  will,  in  my  judgement, 
soon  have  .to  close  up. — Missouri 
Insurance  Superintendent. 

Tough  Experience  in  France 
Some  time  ago  a  manufacturer  in 
France,  of  course  eager  to  make  a 
saving,  placed  his  insurance  in  five 
French  fire  mutuals  with  imposing 
names.  A  fire  loss  of  $16,600  was 
incurred  by  this  manufacturer,  who 
then  filed  proofs  of  loss  with  the 
five  mutuals.  He  was  offered  less 
than  a  fifth  of  his  incurred  loss  un- 
der the  five  policies.  One  mutual 
offered  as  much  as  16  per  cent  of 
the  amount  due  by  it :  another  off- 
ered 1.45  per  cent  of  the  amount 
it  owed  the  insured ;  and  the  other 
three  mutuals  offered  not  a  sou. 
This  was  the  first  and  the  last  les- 
son for  the  French  manufacturer. 
There  is  very  little  mutual  fire 
insurance  written  in   Europe. 

Members'  Liability — A  New  York  Decision 
Becomes    a    Member    on    Acceptance    of 
Policy  — Flat     Rate     Does     Not     Relieve 
Member    from  Liability  for  Mutual's  Debts. 
A   paper  company   in   New   York 
state  placed  insurance  with  a  Syra- 
cuse mutual,  the  American  Under- 
writers, which  failed  soon  after  the 
insured  incurred  a  fire  loss. 

The  receiver  brought  suit  to  re- 
cover the  amount  of  the  insurance 
from  the  policyholder,  and  the  court 
ordered  an  assessment  of  $2.30  on 
each    one    dollar   of   premium,  pro- 
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vided  for  by  the  policies,  to  pay  this 
and  other  claims. 

The  policyholders  had  paid  a  cash 
premium  with  the  understanding 
that  they  were  liable  for  nothing 
further,  but  were  confronted  with 
a  court  order  to  pay  IVi  times  the 
initial  cost,  in  addition  to  the  orgi- 
nal  premium.  This  applied  to  some 
policies  which  had  expired,  and  so 
is  retroactive. 

The  decision  of  the  court  at 
Rochester  was  on  the  report  of  the 
referee  who  had  found  for  the  plain- 
tiff paper  company.  Among  the 
findings  in  the  decision  are  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"All  persons  holding  policies  at 
the  time  of  the  making  of  an  assess- 
ment or  the  appointment  of  a  re- 
ceiver and  all  policyholders  whose 
policies  have  not  been  actually  can- 
celled are  liable." 

"A  policyholder  becomes  a  mem- 
ber of  a  co-operative  or  mutual  com- 
pany by  accepting  a  policy  in  such 
company  without  signing  a  written 
application   of   undertaking. 

"The  liability  of  the  policyholder 
accrues  when  the  demand  or  assess- 
ment it  made." 

"An  assessment  can  be  made  up- 
on members  of  the  company  for 
debts  due  and  unpaid  prior  to  the 
making  of  the  assessment." 

"The  flat-rate  premium,  if  charged 
by  the  mutual  companies,  does  not 
relieve  the  member  from  liability 
for  his  pro-rata  share  of  debts." 

"No  legal  or  effective  cancella- 
tion of  a  policy  can  be  made  while 
unpaid    debts    exist,    without    pay- 


ment by  the  policyholder  of  his  pro 
rata  share  of  the  debts." 

"Where  a  policy  expires  by  its 
term  before  any  assessment  is  made 
or  demand  for  payment  of  any  pro 
rata  share  of  the  debts  the  policy- 
holder is  not  liable." 

Insuring  Public  School  Buildings  in 
Mutuals 

It  has  been  held  that  the  school 
trustees,  directors  or  boards  have 
no  authority  to  bind  their  districts 
to  pay  assessments  for  fire  losses. 

We  do  not  doubt,  in  view  of  these 
decisions,  that  in  the  event  of  a  mu- 
tual failing  to  pay  a  loss  on  a  school 
building,  the  school  directors  or 
trustees  or  their  bondsmen  could  be 
made  to  pay  the  losses.  The  courts 
would  hold  them  responsible  for  the 
consequences  of  the  illegal  act. 

The  ruling  that  public  school 
buildings  can  not  be  legally  insured 
in  mutuals  applies  also  to  all  kinds 
of  public  property.  It  probably  ap- 
plies as  to  agents  of  property-own- 
ers, who  are  not  authorized  to  bind 
their  principals  to  pay  possible  ex- 
traordinary assessments  on  future 
losses  of  a  mutual.  The  principal 
could  hold  his  agent  liable  for  the 
extra  amount  he  would  be  bound 
to  pay. 

The  district  attorney  wrote  for  a 
Lordsburg,  Cal.,  inquirer  this  opin- 
ion : 

"The  board  of  directors  of  a 
school  district  has  power  to  make 
contracts  for  those  things  which  are 
necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  and 
management  of  the  schools  of  their 
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several  districts,  but  its  power  can 
not  extend  to  authority  to  bind  their 
districe  to  become  members  of  a 
mutual  insurance  company  where  it 
is  ])ossil)le  that  assessment  may  be 
levied  to  satisfy  losses  which  may 
accrue  in  the  future  and  of  uncer- 
tain amounts." 

"In  order  to  be  insured  in  such  a 
company  the  insured  must  become 
a  member  of  the  company  ;  the  name 
mutual  indicates  as  much,  tuul  the 
act  authorizing  the  organization  of 
such  companies  distinctly  provides 
that  the  insured  shall  become  a 
member  of  the  company." 

"It  might  also  be  suggested  that 
a  rule  of  public  policy  prevents  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  or 
persons  acting  in  similar  official  cap- 
acity from  being  interested  either  as 
a  member  or  as  individuals  in  any 
contract  made  on  behalf  of  the  pub- 
lic  interest  they  represent." 

"We  presume  from  the  suggest- 
ion made  that  some  of  the  trustees 
are  probably  members  of  the  mutual 
insurance  company,  otherwise  the 
advantages  of  insurance  in  such  a 
company  would  hardly  be  urged ;  so 
that  aside  from  the  question  of  strict 
legal  right  concerned,  there  is  one 
of  ])ropriety  entitled  to  some  consid- 
eration." 

"However,  we  are  very  decidedly 
of  the  opinion  that  a  contract  of  in- 
surance attempted  to  be  made  by 
the  board  of  trustees  binding  the 
district  to  become  members  of  a 
mutual  insurance  company  would 
be  absolutely  void  as  being  without 
the   power   of   the   body    to   impose 


such  a  liability  upon  the  district." 

"With  this  conviction  in  mind  we 
would  consider  it  our  duty  to  advise 
the  superintendent  of  the  schools  to 
refuse  to  issue  any  warrant  for  the 
payment  of  charges  against  a  dis- 
trict growing  out  of  such  a  con- 
tract."

Be  Tactful 

Make  a  special  efifort  always  to  be 
tactful — and  after  a  while  it  be- 
comes second  nature.  A  new  force 
will  then  take  its  seat  in  your  brain 
— along  with  the  other  success  fac- 
tors that  are  there  and  which  com- 
prise your  ability.  Analyze  your- 
self. Figure  out  if  you  are  really 
tactful.  You  certainly  owe  it  to 
your  welfare  to  be  the  last  word  in 
tact.  You're  a  salesman.  You  need 
tact.  It'll  enable  you  to  get  many 
an  order  that  you  would  otherwise 
lose ;  and  to  hold  many  a  customer 
who  would  otherwise  drop  out.^ — 
Arthur  F.  Flail. 

Easiest  Work  in  World 

Life  insurance  is  the  hardest  work 
in  the  world  done  easy,  but  the  eas- 
iest work  in  the  world  done  hard. 

You  can't  work  half-heartedly  at 
the  life  insurance  business  and  suc- 
ceed at  all.  It  might  as  well  be  all 
your  time  and  thought,  or  none. 
That  is  why  the  wrong  frame  of 
mind  so  absolutely  kills  the  effi- 
ciency of  a  life  insurance  man. 

A  successful  agent  said  to  me  the 
other   day,    "I   am   actually   earning 
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over  $6000  a  year  for  the  privilege 
of  playing  a  game  that  interests  me 
more  than  any  football  match  I  was 
ever  in." 

The  day  is  literally  too  short  for 
this  agent  to  see  all  the  people  he 
vv^ants  to  see  about  life  insurance, 
and,  as  for  obstacles,  they  are  the 
very  things  that  make  the  game 
worth  winning. — Thomas  A  Buck- 
ner. 

Selling  is  Much  Easier  Now 

They  do  not  realize  that  the  work 
of  thousands  of  agents  who  have 
passed  on  has  blazed  a  trail  which 
makes  it  much  easier  for  the  agent 
of  to-day  to  sell  life  insurance  than 
ever  before. 

The  public  mind  is  in  a  more  re- 
ceptive mood,  the  policies  are  plain- 
er and  less  ambiguous,  they  contain 
broader  features  and  special  settle- 
ments plans,  all  of  which  help  to 
sell  the  goods  and  make  for  satisfied 
policyholders.  The  agent  of  to-day 
has  certainly  to  study  his  own  met- 
hods of  canvassing  to  see  that  they 
will  meet  the  test  of  present-day 
conditions.  Matters  of  this  kind 
change  just  as  do  policy  forms. 

There  are  fashions  in  soliciting 
which  appeal  to  one  generation  of 
men  and  not  to  others.  In  these 
days  the  general  public  has  such  a 
good  idea  of  the  principles  of  life  in- 
surance that  it  behooves  every  agent 
so  to  improve  his  own  particular 
knowledge  that  no  cases  will  be  lost 
through  his  error  or  neglect. — Man- 
hattan  Life.

Agreement   as    to    Reasonable    Fire    Under- 
writing  Profits 

At  a  recent  convention  of  Nat- 
ional Convention  committeemen  and 
Actuarial  Bureau  committeemen  it 
was  agreed  that  conflagration  profit 
should  be  3  per  cent  of  the  earned 
premium,  and  that  banking  and  in- 
vestment profit  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  part  of  underwriting  pro- 
fit. A  conflagration  is  defined  as 
property  loss  known  to  be  in  excess 
of  $1,000,000.  Newspaper  estim- 
ates of  course  barred. 

Underw'riting  profits  arc  calcu- 
lated on  a  basis  of  five  year's  mini- 
mum experience.  The  difference 
between   earned  premiums    and   in- 
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curred  losses  plus  incurred  expenses 
represents  underwriting  profit  or 
loss.

INSURANCE  AND  INVESTMENTS 
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MARINE 

"Marine  results  in  1920,"  as  print- 
ed in  the  Policy  Holder,  Manchester 
shows  expense  ratios  ranging  from 
1.4  to  19.8  per  cents  and  loss  ratios 
ranging  from  17.6  to  257.3  per  cent. 

The  Weekly  Underwriter  man  in 
New  York  City  interviewed  presi- 
dent J.  B.  Levison  and  asked  his 
views  on  prevailing  conditions  in 
marine  insurance.  Mr.  Levison  is 
quoted  as  saying: 

"Present  conditions  can  be  des- 
cribed fully  by  a  single  word — bad. 

"It  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  so  far  as  the  under- 
writers are  concerned  they  are  ser- 
iously applying  themselves  to  con- 
structive reform  measures.  This 
has  an  illustration  in  the  present 
movement  with  respect  to  the  theft, 
pilferage  and  short  deliveries.  The 
real  causes  of  our  commercial  diffi- 
culties are  unfortunately  altogether 
beyond  the  power  of  the  underwriter 
to  control.  Only  to  a  minor  ex- 
tent, if  at  all,  can  he  influence  bus- 
iness conditions  that  are  fundamen- 
tal and  world-wide. 

"It  is  a  question  of  general  mor- 
ale to  which  the  war  has  given  a 
serious  shake-up.  In  practicalh' 
every  line  of  endeavor  there  is  evi- 
dence of  a  disposition  to  cut  corners 
and  trim  sails.  Self-interest  is  un- 
der a  dangerous  degree  of  pressure, 
beset,  as  it  is,  by  difficult  and  un- 
usual conditions.  The  business  of 
the  entire  world  is  in  the  throes  of 
a  far-reaching  readjustment,  and 
men's  consciences  are   swaying  un- 


der the  strain.  Shipowners  are  los- 
ing money — which  entails  far-reach- 
ing consequences.  Trade  is  mea- 
gre, and  what  there  is  of  it  rests  up- 
on unsatisfactory  bases.  Marine  in- 
surance, being  world-wide  in  its 
scope,  is  necessarily  extremely  sen- 
sitive to  business  unrest. 

"In  my  opinion  there  are  too 
many  mariv.  insurance  companies 
the  world  over.  What  business 
there  is  could  be  more  efficiently 
taken  care  of  by  fewer  of  them. 
The  reaction  from  the  sudden,  ab- 
normal prosperity  occasioned  by 
war  risk  profits  is  being  severely 
felt  by  those  inexperienced  under- 
writers who  were  attracted  to  mar- 
ine insurance  a  few  years  ago.  Now 
that  only  regular  marine  business 
is  left,  and  little  of  that,  these  new- 
comers are  falling  away,  leaving  be- 
hind then  an  upset  and  disorganized 
market,  and  upon  the  underwriters 
of  established  standing  and  approv- 
ed experience  falls  the  very  serious 
task  of  stabilizing  the  situation. 
This  is  not  going  to  be  a  accomp- 
lished over  night.  It  will  require 
a  year  or  two,  at  least,  of  the  most 
skillful  and  difficult  work  to  bring 
order  out  of  chaos  and  meet  new 
conditions  with  adequate  remedies." 

An  All-Risks  Insurance 

How  far  usage  or  custom  enters 
into  the  question  of  an  underwriter's 
liability  or  otherwise  under  a  policy 
of  insurance  was  amply  demonstra- 
ted in  a  case  that  was  decided  in  the 
House  of  Lords  this  week.    A  claim 
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was  made  by  the  consignee  of  a 
shipment  of  wool  from  Tierra  del 
Fcguo  to  Bradford  in  Yorkshire, 
which  was  insured  under  policies  of 
insurance  with  the  British  and  For- 
eign Marine  Insurance  Company, 
against  all  risks  from  the  sheep's 
back  to  destination.  The  wool 
reached  Bradford  in  a  damaged  con- 
dition, and  the  claim  for  partial  loss 
was  assessed  in  the  court  of  appeal 
at  £17,700.  The  court  below  and 
the  court  of  appeal  had  both  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  merchant,  and 
the  insurance  company  appealed  to 
the  highest  tribunal.  There  ap- 
peared to  be  no  clear  evidence  as 
to  what  had  happened  to  cause  such 
a  heavy  claim  for  particular  aver- 
age, but  it  was  suggested  by  the 
appellants  that  the  wool  had  likely 
been  put  on  the  deck  of  some  craft 
employed  in  bringing  it  from  the 
island  to  the  port  of  shipment  on 
board  the  liner  at  Punta  Arenas,  in 
Chile.  The  Lord  Chancellor  in  dis- 
missing the  appeal — a  decision  in 
which  four  other  lords  concurred — 
said  that  damage  proved  was  such 
as  could  not  have  occurred  in  the 
course  of  a  normal  transit,  but  was 
probably  due  to  some  accident  or 
casualty.  As  "all  risks,"  however, 
were  covered  by  the  policy,  and  not 
merely  risks  of  a  specified  class  or 
classes,  the  plaintifif  discharged  his 
special  onus  when  he  proved  that 
the  loss  was  caused  by  some  event 
covered  by  the  general  expression, 
and  he  was  not  bound  to  go  farther 
and  prove  the  exact  nature  of  the 
accident  or  casualty,  which  in  fact 


occasioned  the  loss.  This  is  a  much 
wider  application  of  the  term  "all 
risks"  than  is  usually  understood  in 
cargo  insurances — as  witness  a  case 
decided  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  when 
short  delivery  was  held  not  to  be 
covered — and  doubtless  is  intended 
to  apply  to  this  particular  cargo 
from  this  particular  part  of  the 
world. 

Another  point  of  interest  which 
this  case  raised  hinged  on  the  in- 
terpertation  to  be  placed  on  the  mar- 
ine term  "Goods."  In  the  Rules  of 
Construction  in  the  Schedule  to  the 
Marine  Insurance  Act,  1906,  Rule 
17  states:  "The  term  'goods'  means 
goods  in  the  nature  of  merchandise 
and  does  not  include  personal  eff- 
ects or  provisions  and  stores  for  use 
on  board.  In  the  absence  of  any 
usage  to  the  contrary,  deck  cargo 
and  living  animals  must  be  insured 
specifically,  and  not  under  the  gen- 
eral denomination  of  goods."  In 
general,  wool  is  a  cargo  that  is  car- 
and  in  the  absence  of  precise  infor- 
ried  below  deck  for  ocean  transit, 
mation  it  could  be  assumed  that  the 
damage  to  this  cargo  had  occurred 
while  being  carried  on  the  deck  of 
local  vessels,  and  the  underwriters' 
contention  was  that  this  fact  should 
have  been  disclosed.  It  was,  how- 
ever, abundantly  established  that 
there  was  a  trade  usage  that  there 
was  no  need  to  insure  the  wool  in 
the  local  craft  specifically  as  deck 
cargo,  and  the  omission  to  do  so 
did  not  therefore  afford  any  defense 
to  the  appellants.  It  is  a  nasty  jar 
for  the  underwriters,  and  they  will 
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now  probably  be  wanting  to  limit 
their  liability  to  the  seaborne  risks, 
or  require  an  additional  premium 
if  there  is  danger  of  similar  heavy 
particular  avarage  claims  arising 
from  the  existing  mode  of  trans- 
port to  the  ship's  side. — The  Re- 
view, London. 


Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States 
Opposes  Government  Insurance  or  Inter- 
ference with  Business. 

Washington,  May  12,  1921.— Vig- 
orous opposition  was  expressed  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  today  to  the  Fitz- 
gerald bill  which  would  provide 
compulsory  monopolistic  work- 
men's compensation  insurance  for 
the  District  of  Columbia.  E.  H. 
Goodwin,  resident  vice-president  of 
the  chamber,  appeared  before  the 
sub-committee  of  the  House  com- 
mittee on  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  set  forth  the  chamber's  position. 

Mr  Goodwin  made  it  clear  that 
the  chamber  is  not  opposed  to  the 
principle  of  workmen's  compensa- 
tion, but  to  the  government's  entry 
into  the  field  of  business. 

"The  opposition  that  we  desire  to 
express,"  said  Mr.  Goodwin,  "is 
based  upon  the  policy  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States  established  for  it  by  its  mem- 
bers through  resolutions  at  a  series 
of  annual  meetings  against  the  in- 
terference of  government  in  busin- 
ess. The  chamber  finds  itself  in 
complete  accord  with  the  statement 
of  principle  expressed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  for  "More 


Business  in   Government  and   Less 
Government  in  Business." 

"We  look  upon  insurance  in  all 
its  varities  as  a  form  of  business.  It 
is  recognized  as  such  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States  where  the  de- 
partment of  insurance  is  one  of  the 
eight  representative  departments 
through  which  it  operates. 

"At  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
L^nited  States  in  the  years  1919  and 
1920,  the  following  principle  regard- 
ing Government  and  Business  was 
adopted :" 

"This  annual  meeting  considers 
it  especially  appropriate  that,  in 
view  of  the  subjects  to  which  it  has 
given  attention,  it  should  set  out 
and  reaffirm  the  declaration  of  the 
Seventh  Annual  Meeting  respecting 
the  principles  which  should  govern 
the  relations  of  government  to  bus- 
iness, as  follows : 

"The  very  essence  of  civiliza- 
tion is  that  there  be  placed  upon 
the  individual  only  that  degree  of 
restraint  which  shall  prevent  his 
encrouchment  upon  the  rights  of 
others,  thus  releasing  to  the  utmost 
individual  initiative  in  every  proper 
direction." 

"Our  form  of  government  must  ef- 
fectively expresses  and  maintains 
this  principle.  Within  our  basic 
law  exists  ample  provision  for  such 
changes  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  necessary  to  safeguard  our  peo- 
ple. It  is,  therefore,  essential  that 
our  government  should  scrupulous- 
Iv  refrain  from  entering  any  of  the 
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fields  of  transportation,  communica- 
tion, industry  and  commerce  or  any 
phase  of  business,  when  it  can  be 
successfully  undertaken  and  con- 
ducted by  private  enterprise.  Any 
tendency  of  government  to  enter 
such  fields  should  be  carefully 
weighed  in  the  light  of  its  possible 
effect  upon  the  very  genius  of  our 
institutions." 

"At  the  Annual -Meeting  in  1921, 
held  at  Atlantic  City  during  the  last 
week  in  April,  the  following  declar- 
ation was  adopted  as  supplementary 
to  that  quoted  above  in  former 
years :" 

"This  Chamber  believes  that  the 
relation  of  government  toward  in- 
dustry and  commerce  is  primarily 
that  of  preserving  equality  of  op- 
portunity for  all, — an  equal  chance 
to  every  citizen  to  win  his  position 
in  accordance  with  his  character, 
ability  and  efforts.  Individual  in- 
itiative, strengthened  by  education, 
safeguarded  by  publicity,  stimulated 
by  active  and  free  competition,  is 
the  guarantee  of  sound  national 
progress.  Laws  and  administra- 
tive acts  should  touch  business  en- 
terprise with  great  care  and  only 
to  preserve  a  fair  field  to  all." 

"The  application  of  these  prin- 
ciples and  that  expressed  by  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  American 
Government  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
provisions  of  the  bill  the  United 
States  Employees'  Compensation 
Commission,  a  governmental  body, 
is  to  create  and  administer  a  fund 
for  assurance  of  compensation,  ex- 
tion   by   companies   engaged   in   the 


business  of  insurance.  This  mono- 
poly which  could  be  justified  only  if 
insurance  were  demonstrated  affirm- 
atively to  be  incapable  of  perform- 
ing this  function  with  efficiency. 
Such  a  demonstration  has  not  been 
forthcoming."

All  kinds  of  agents,  whether 
members  or  not,  are  invited  to  at- 
tend the  convention.  Entertain- 
ments include  dancing,  golf,  base- 
ball, sightseeing  and  movies. 


Wanted:     An    Oil   Stove    that   Won't   Upset 
Recently  several  fires,  recorded  in 
the   papers,   were   caused   by   over- 
turned coal  oil  lamps  and  stoves.

Such  an 
invention  would  save  more  insur- 
ance money  that  a  state  fire  pre- 
vention day.

Proceedings  of  the  27th  v'^nnual 
Convention  Pacific  Coast  Associa- 
tion of  Fire  Chiefs,  held  at  Los 
Angeles,  Sept.  13  to  16,  1920.  Pam- 
phlet of  about  60  pages. 

Ex-Chief  Dowell  of  Portland  said 
of  1^/2  inch  hose:  The  use  of  this 
equipment  does  not  seem  to  be 
known  in  the  East,  and  only  a  small 
majority  of  cities  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  have  adopted  it.  However,  we 
have  it  even  on  the  fireboats.  There 
is  a  thread  on  the  tips  and  a  collar 
or  band  on  the  end  of  the  nozle  to 
save  the  threads,  and  by  means  of 
this  we  can  couple  an  inch-and-half 
line  onto  the  end  of  three-and-a-half 
line,  and  use  it  in  the  holds  of  ships 
and  for  wetting  down." 

Chief     Collins     of     Anaconda, 
Mont.,  told  of  the  successful  clean- 


up campaign,  one  of  the  results  of 
a  clean  city  being  not  a  fire  loss  in 
five  months. 

Chief  Whitehead  of  Oakland  told 
of  serious  conditions  brought  about 
by  the  flood  of  new  automobiles  and 
lack  of  garages.  Buildings  vacant 
for  years  are  now  community  gar- 
ages, auto  repair  and  paint  shops, 
etc.  He  thought  that  the  number 
of  machines  in  a  private  garage  of 
ordinary  frame  construction  should 
be  limited  to  three  and  not  more 
than  one  garage  on  a  city  lot. 

Chief  Cook  of  Pasadena,  quot- 
ting  National  Board  figures  of  fire 
losses,  adds:  "So  notwithstanding 
the  large  amount  of  time,  energy, 
thought  and  money  that  has  been 
expended  in  fire  prevention,  our  an- 
nual per  capita  loss  is  apparently 
on  the  increase."  To  which  we 
add,  "not  necessarily,  for  previous 
reports  were  merely  newspaper  es- 
timate ;  and  all  losses  now  include 
values  based  on  50-cent  dollars. 

Chief  Bywater  of  Salt  Lake  said : 
"Certainly  when  it  comes  to  pre- 
venting fires  the  city  fire  officials 
would  never  expect  to  accomplish 
anything  by  using  the  methods  of 
the  insurance  agents,  as  to  writing 
policies  without  any  knowledge  of 
the  risks  involved,  and  often  writing 
such  excessive  sums  as  might  be  a 
direct  temptation  to  commit  arson." 

"Lately  near  Salt  Lake  City  a 
man  was  able  to  get  most  of  his 
stock  out  of  sight  and  yet  take  out 
nearly  $6000  of  insurance.  He  did 
not  at  that  time  have  $1500  of  value 
in  his  buildings  to  offset  that  policy.

The  Columbian  National  now  has 
headquarters  in  Lansing,  Mich. 
There  has  been  some  friction  of 
management  and  talk  of  reinsurance. 
Since  organized  in  1913,  stockhold- 
ers have  been  paid  dividends  in  1917 
and  1918.  Gains  were  made  last 
year  but  there  was  a  loss  on  the 
underwriting  account. 

The  Central  National  gained  in 
assets  and  premiums  but  its  expen- 
ses and  losses  incurred  amounted  to 
about  115  per  cent  of  earned  pre- 
miums.

Western  Indemnity  of  Texas  has 
retired,  and  reinsured  its  outstand- 
ing business  in  the  Employers  of 
Kansas  City.  The  Dallas  company 
lost  notably  in  surplus  and  pre- 
miums last  year.  Expenditures  ex- 
ceeded income.  No  dividends  were 
paid.  Reinsurer  receives  full  un- 
earned premium  reserve  and  money 
to  pay  all  unpaid  losses. 


The  Lion  Bonding  &  S.,  after  a 
roaring  career,  under  a  too  am- 
bitious management,  was  embarr- 
assed by  too  much  business,  with 
the  needed  large  reserves  for  un- 
earned premiums.  After  all  the 
lamentation  the  company's  loss  ratio 
was  only  55  per  cent  of  the  pre- 
miums received — not  the  earned. 
But  money  was  surely  lost  on  plate 
glass,  automobile  and  burglary;  the 
ratio  of  losses  on  the  latter  being 
139  per  hundred  cents  of  premiums. 


Insurance  of  eye-glasses,  men- 
tioned by  us  some  time  ago  as  being 
oflfered  in  San  Francisco  and  other 
cities,  proved  unprofitable.  Two 
optical  service  societies  are  now  in 
receivers'  hands.  One  of  these  un- 
derwriters, the  New  Amsterdam, 
will  continue  to  write  eye-glass  m- 
surance  at  increased  rates.

A  Relic  of  the  Past — Life  Insurance  De- 
nounced as  Gambling  and  All  the  Com- 
panies  Declared  Insolvent 

It  is  generally  some  sudden  and 
unexpected  occurrence  which  en- 
ables us  to  realize  the  changes,  men- 
tal or  even  physical,  which  have 
been  in  gradual  process  within  us 
or  in  the  community,  forces  work- 
ing silently,  yet  none  the  less  efif- 
ectively,  for  silent  forces  are  the 
most  effective ;  the  plant  blade  forc- 
ing itself  upward  against  the  phe- 
nomenal power  of  gravity  is  a  great- 
er expression  of  accompanying  force 
than  the  explosion  which  parallels 
the  firing  of  the  greatest  cannon  at 
the  battle  front, 

We  are  led  to  these  considerations 
by  the  recent  unearthing  of  a  pam- 
phlet i)ublished  in  Sydney  in  1884, 
which  is  a  summary  of  a  number  of 
pamphlets   published   between    1872 
and  that  year.     It  is  entitled 
"A  Public  Warning" 
on 
"Life    Insurance," 
and   its   author   claims   that    it"con- 
tains   a   summary   of   the   five   pam- 


phlets commencing  in  the  year  1872, 
with  reports  and  figures  that  show 
the  insolvent  state  of  the  life  in- 
surance ofifices  of  the  world." 

We  find  the  above  in  an  old  copy 
of  the  "Messenger,"  the  A.  M.  P. 
Society's  paper  which  says  that  pub- 
lic opinion  concerning  life  insurance 
has  greatly  changed  since  1884, 
when  this  warning  pamphlet  was 
readily   purchased. 

The  pamphleteer  wrote  then  that 
the  men  who  organized  life  insur- 
ance companies  "did  not  contem- 
plate the  demoralizing  influence 
that  such  a  gambling  institution 
would  have  upon  the  public  wel- 
fare." "Descriptions  in  Gulliver's 
travels  read  like  the  pamphlets  is- 
sued by  life  insurance  institutions." 
Finally. 

"The  gambling  spirit  of  the  age 
cannot  resist  the  offer  of  the  large 
sum  on  the  policy  for  the  small 
premium  paid  down,  which  has  the 
same  effect  on  the  mind  of  the  in- 
sured as  the  gambling  house  at 
Monte  Carlo  has  on  its  frequenters."

Life   Dividends  Aren't  Taxable  Income 

The  National  supreme  court  re- 
fused to  review  decisions  of  the  New 
York  state  courts  that  dividends  ap- 
plied as  credits  toward  insurance 
premiums  are  not  income.  Inter- 
nal revenue  officials  had  appealed 
from  the  decree  of  the  New  York 
courts. 

Mutual  and  stock-mutual  or  "mix- 
ed" companies  "load"  premium  rates 
— charge  more  than  may  be  necess- 
ary— for  possible  epidemic  and  other 
excessive  mortality  experience;  and 
if  the  death  rate  is  favorable  there 
is  a  refund  of  part  of  the  premium 
paid. 

This  refund  is  erroneously  called 
a  "dividend."

Life  Insurance  Borgia  Jailed 

The  above  is  a  newspaper  head- 
ing, not  ours.  It  is  alleged  that  a 
young  woman  of  28,  formerly  living 
in  Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  has  killed 
four  husbands,  all  of  whom  carried 
life  insurance  in  her  favor.  The 
"modern  Borgia"  was  recently  a 
waitress  in  Los  Angeles,  where  she 
married  Paul  Vincent  Southard,  a 
petty  officer  in  the  navy.  Southard 
denies  that  she  ever  asked  him  to 
insure  his  life  in  her  favor.  Mrs. 
Southard  is  under  arrest  charged 
with  poisoning  her  fourth  husband, 
who  died  in  a  Twin  Falls  hospital. 
Autopsy,  it  is  said,  revealed  traces 
of  poisoning. 

Press  accounts  say  that  the  prose- 
cuting attorney  is  authority  for  the 
statement  that  accused  collected 
$9,500  life  insurance  on  the  lives  of 
five  men  in  Idaho,  four  of  whom 
married  her  and  one  was  a  brother 
of  her  first  husband.  The  two  bro- 
thers jointly  insured  $2000  in  her 
favor.  Of  this  marriage  a  child 
was  born  and  lived  three  years. 
.  The  story  of  the  life  insurance  is 
as  follows : 

Robert  C.  Doolcy,  first  husband 
of  accused,  Lydia  Trueblood,  daugh- 
ter of  an  Idaho  farmer.  Dooley  was 
insured  for  $2000  in  favor  of  his 
wife.  In  addition,  Dooley  and  his 
brother  Edward  jointly  carried  $2- 
000  in  favor  of  Lydia. 

Edward  Dooley,  brother-in-law 
of  the  beneficiary,  died  August  9, 
1915. 


Robert  C.  Dooley,  Idaho  farmer, 
married  March  17,  1912,  died  Octo- 
ber 1,  1915.  The  Dooley  baby  also 
died  somewhat  near  this  date.  Both 
father  and  baby  said  to  have  died 
of  typhoid  fever. 

Lydia  "Borgia"  married  \Vm.  G. 
Mc  Hafifie,  waiter  in  June,  1917.  He 
died  on  October  22,  1918,  of  influ- 
enza and  dyhtheria.  Policy  had 
lapsed. 

Married  Harlan  C.  Lewis,  auto 
mechanic,  March  10,  1919.  Lewis 
died  July  6,  1919,  of  gastro-enteritis. 
Lewis's  life  was  insured. 

Married  Edward  F.  Meyer,  ranch 
foreman,  August  10,  1920.  Meyer 
died  September  7,  1920.  Autopsy 
said  to  have  revealed  traces  of  pois- 
oning. Meyer  said  to  have  in- 
creased his  insurance  from  $2000  to 
$10,000  shortly  before  his  death.  No 
attempt  made  to  collect  life  insur- 
ance. 

Insect  pest  poison  found  in  the 
Lewis  and  Meyer  homes.  Bodies 
of  four  husbands  and  the  one  bro- 
ther-in-law exhumed,  and  it  is  al- 
leged that  in  each  stomach  similar 
poison  was  found. 

Mrs  Southard  denies  all  charges 
of  murder,  fraud  and  theft.  She  is 
under  arrest  in  Honolulu.  She 
says  she  may  be  a  carrier  of  typhoid, 
from  which  her  husbands  and  child 
died. 


"Government  and  Marine  Insur- 
ance," by  Burton  Mansfield,  Insur-

To  which  the  Coast  Re- 
view adds:  We  must  in  some  way 
require  labor  union  leaders  to  have 
common  sense  and  good  character, 
or  establish  minimum-maximum 
wages  for  seamen,  engineers  and 
stevedores.

Was  This  a  Technical  Defense? 

Years  ago,  down  in  Tennessee  if 
memory  is  not  at  fault,  teamsters 
drove  late  into  a  lumber  yard,  and 
finding  no  one  to  direct  them  they 
hurriedly  dropped  their  loads  of 
timber  or  lumber  within  the  100-foot 
limit.  The  insured  had  the  usual 
100-foot  space  clause  in  the  policy. 

That  night  fire  broke  out  in  the 
yard  and  did  considerable  damage. 
The  lumber  dropped  within  the  100- 
foot  clear  space  was  not  damaged. 
The  insurer — which  does  not  adver- 
tise in  any  insurance  journal-  -de- 
nied liability  on  the  ground  that  the 
100-foot  clear  space  had  been  vio- 
lated and  the  policy  thereby  had 
been  invalidated. 

Insured  brought  suit.  The  court 
held  that  though  the  dropped  lum- 
ber had  not  in  any  way  contributed 
to  the  fire,  and  had  been  dropped 
by  the  teamsters  late  in  the  evening 
when  there  was  no  one  in  the  yards, 
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it  was  violation  of  the  clear  space 
clause  and  the  insurer  was  not 
liable.    • 

This  decision,  a  copy  of  which 
was  shown  to  the  writer,  was  never 
published.  We  wrote  to  the  pub- 
lisher of  the  Reporters,  giving  him 
the  names  of  litigants  and  court, 
and  asking  that  the  decision  be  pub- 
lished. After  some  time  we  re- 
ceived an  answer  to  this  effect :  the 
decision  had  been  rendered  by  the 
Southern  court,  as  stated,  but  the 
judge  said  it  was  a  verbal  decision 
and  no  copy  had  been  taken. 

The  adjuster  who  had  the  copy 
returned  it  to  the  brokers  who  had 
sent  it  to  him.  He  thought  the  de- 
cision was  wrong.  We  recently 
discussed  the  case  with  a  well 
known  adjuster,  who  said  that  the 
insured  were  well  within  their 
rights.     What  do  you  think?

In  Its  Fiftieth  Year 
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Death   of  T.   C.    Coogan,  Attorney   for   the 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  of  the  Pacific 

Timothy  Christopher  Coogan,  a 
native  of  Connecticut  and  a  gradu- 
ate of  Harvard  Law  School,  and  for 
many  years  attorney  for  the  Board 
of  Fire  Underw^riters,  was  stricken 
with  cerebral  hemorrhage  on  May 
22,  and  died  on  May  24,  aged  72 
years  and  7  months.  Deceased  is 
survived  by  his  widow,  three  daugh- 
ters and  a  son. 

Judge  Coogan — as  he  was  best 
known  by  his  host  of  admiring 
friends — came  to  California  in  1879, 
and  soon  became  prominently  iden- 
tified with  one  of  the  political  part- 
ies of  the  state.  He  was  promin- 
ently mentioned  for  nomination  for 
governor.  From  1881  to  1889  he 
was  attorney  for  the  California 
State  Board  of  Harbor  Commiss- 
ioners, and  since  that  time  was 
counsel  for  the  Board  of  Fire  Un- 
derwriters of  the  Pacific. 

At  Sacramento  Attorney  Coogan 
did  good  service  for  fire  insurance 
interests.  Appearing  before  legis- 
lative committees  his  objections 
and  recommendations  helped  to 
shape  our  present  insurance  legis- 
lation.

Fraternal  Adequate  Rate 
The  Fraternal  Aid  Union  in  Mar., 
mailed  checks  to  members  for  $48,- 
500,  being  a  refund  equal  to  one- 
twelfth  of  an  annual  paj'ment  on 
certificates  two  years  or  more  in 
force  in  the  American  four  per  cent 
class.  This  is  the  second  refund 
made  to  members,  the  first,  a  year 
ago,  having  been  the  first  cash  re- 
fund ever  made  its  members  by  a 
fraternal  society.  All  of  the  bus- 
iness of  the  Fraternal  Aid  is  on  an 
adequate  rate  basis  and  the  man- 
agement has  adopted  the  plan  of 
accounting  individually  to  members 
in  the  American  four  class  for  any 
excess  developed  through  favorable 
death  record  or  by  savings  in  ex- 
pense.

Insure  Against  the  Unexpected 
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Safety  LessoDS  for  Automobile  Drivers 

SAFE    AND  efficient  DRIVING — GENERAL 

1.  A  iriaii  may  have  a  mechanical- 
ly perfect  car,  but  because  of  careless 
driving  he  may  cause  an  accident  that 
results  in  serious  injury  or  death  to 
himself  or  others. 

2.  Reckless  driving  is  not  a  dem- 
onstration of  skill. 

3.  A  moment  or  two  saved  today 
by  reckless  speeding  is  not  efficiency, 
for  speeding  tomorrow  may  result  in  a 
smash  that  will  lay  up  the  car  for  sev- 
eral days  and  yourself  for  several 
months.  Hurrying  to  get  ahead  of  a 
train,  a  street  car,  or  another  vehicle, 
saves  only  a  moment  or  two  at  the 
ultimate  destination  and  the  gain  is 
not  worth  the  price;  there  is  too  much 
danger  of  accident. 

4.  The  best  drivers  are  especially 
careful  at  dusk  or  twilight.  There  is 
then  neither  enough  daylight  nor  suf- 
ficient artificial  light  to  make  objects 
distinguishable  at  ordinary  distances. 

5.  Slow  down  for  all  turns  in  the 
road.  Blind  corners  are  dangerous. 
When  it  is  impossible  to  see  what  is 
coming  from  around  the  corner,  be 
prepared  to  stop.  Sound  horn  a  short 
distance  before  the  corner. 

6.  Don't  zigzag  from  one  side  of 
the  street  to  the  other. 

7.  When  installing  chains  on  the 
rear  wheels  install  them  on  both  the 
wheels.  Only  one  chain  may  result 
in  a  serious  accident.  Chains  on  all 
four  wheels  help  the  steering  of  the 
car. 

8.  There  are  ruts  at  the  bottom  of 
almost  every  hill.  Hitting  these  ruts 
at  too  high  a  speed  may  cause  the 
driver  to  lose  control  of  his  car. 


9.  Drive  slowly  at  bridges  and  at 
culverts.  A  bad  rut  or  a  stone  in  the 
rOad  may  throw  your  car  against  the 
structure. 

10.  When  attempting  to  pass  an- 
other vehicle  going  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, start  turning  out  to  the  left  at 
least  75  feet  to  the  rear.  If  you  get 
up  too  close  your  view  of  the  road 
ahead  is  obstructed  and  you  may  turn 
directly  in  front  of  another  car  com- 
ing toward  you.  When  you  have 
passed  a  car  do  not  cut  back  into  the 
road  nor  slow  down  too  soon. 

11.  Always  be  careful  when  back- 
ing. Sound  horn  three  times;  signal 
other  cars  and  look  back,  not  ahead, 
to  see  where  you  are  going.  Mirrors 
are  valuable  at  all  times. 

12.  Clean  windshields  give  you  a 
clear  view  ahead.  Every  car  should 
have  a  secondary  windshield  (rain 
visor)  or  windshield  wiper  which  will 
prevent  snow  or  rain  from  obstructing 
the  driver's  view. 

13.  When  driving,  do  not  attempt 
to  carry  on  a  conversation  with  others 
in  the  car.  Small  children  should  sit 
preferably  in  the  rear  of  the  car;  they 
should  never  be  held  in  or  between  the 
arms  of  the  driver.  Safe  driving  de- 
mands your  full  and  undivided  atten- 
tion. 

14.  Be  sure  and  signal  when  driv- 
ing toward  or  away  from  the  curb. 

15.  You  should  shut  off  the  engine 
remove  the  ignition  key,  and  set  the 
emergency  brake,  when  leaving  the 
car.  Cramp  the  wheels  to  prevent  the 
car  from  accidentally  moving. 

CO-OPERATING  WITH  POLICE 

16.  The  traffic  officer  has  a  difficult 
job  at  the  best  and  all   drivers   should 
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make  every  effort  to  assist  liiin. 

17.  At  times  tlie  oflicer's  directions  may 
seem  to  be  contradictory  or  unnecessary, 
but  we  slioiild  remember  tliat  lie  may  have 
excellent  reasons  for  his  action;  reasons 
wiiicii  we  periiaps  cannot  understand  at  the 
time. 

18.  He  is  responsible  for  all  accidents 
which  hapjten  at  his  station.  Let  us  treat 
him  as  we  expect  him  to  treat  us.  His  good 
will  is  more  desirable  than  his  ill  will. —

Southwest  Date  Culture 

Date=?  are  one  of  the  semi-tropical 
fruits  that  can  be  grown  successfully 
in  southern  California  and  southern 
Arizona.  The  area,  however,  in  which 
they  can  be  produced  on  a  commercial 
scale  is  limited  to  the  hottest  and  dry- 
est  sections  of  these  two  states- — the 
Imperial,  Coachella  and  lower  Colorado 
valleys  in  California  and  the  Salt  River 
Valley  in  Arizona.  In  the  Coachella 
Valley  there  are  300  acres  planted  to 
date  palms,  about  one-fourth  of  which 
trees  are  in  bearing.  The  yield  from 
these  trees  last  year  was  25,000  pounds 
of  dates. 

Dates  are  propagated  from  seed  and 
from  offshoots.  Seedling  dates,  how- 
ever, seldom  retain  the  characteristics 
of  the  parent  stock,  and  a  large  per- 
centage of  them  are  male  trees  and 
produce  no  fruit.  New  varieties  are 
obtained  from  the  seedlings,  which  is 
their  chief  value.  The  government 
stations  and  private  growers  are  now 
experimenting  with  several  promising 
new  varieties.  It  is  probable  that  from 
these  experiments  some  varieties  will 
be  obtained  that  will  be  better  adapted 
to  conditions  here  than  those  that  have 
been  imported. 

In  the  matter  of  pollenization,  dates 
are  like  figs,  and  a  few  male  or  non- 
bearing  trees  are  necessary  in  each 
orchard.  The  general  habit  of  the  produc- 
ing; ti-ees  is  to  overproduce,  which  is  a  seri- 
ous haiiiiicap.  Tlie  value  of  a  young  palm 
lies  in  a  large  degree  in  its  ability  to  pro- 
dnce  offshoots  as  well  as  fruit,  as  this  is  the 
only  source  of  supply  for  <iesirable  new 
trees. —  Pacific  Mutual  News.

One  of  the  most  irrational  state- 
ments in  connection  with  this  whole 
question  is  the  assertion  that  the 
railroads  have  been  made  a  favored 
class  of  property  by  reason  of  the 
alleged  "guaranty."  "Why,  for  in- 
stance," it  is  asked,  "should  not  the 
Government  guarantee  5j/2  per  cent 
upon  the  aggregate  value  of  farm 
property  ?" 

The  reason  is  that  the  Govern- 
ment did  not  interfere  at  all  with 
the  value  of  farm  products — except 
as  it  gave  minimum  guaranty  upon 
certain  products  during  the  war, 
and  incidently  is  may  be  said  that 
quantities  of  wheat  were  sold  above 
the  guaranty  price. 

The  primary  reason  why  the  Gov- 
ernment exercises  supervision  over 
railroad  charges  is  to  limit  and  re- 
gulate them  for  the  protection  of 
the  public.  The  owners  of  railroad 
property  are  not  permitted  to  charge 
what  they  please.  They  are  con- 
trolled and  restricted  by  govern- 
mental authority,  and  at  times  this 
authority  has  been  exercised  so  il- 
liberally that  the  public  turned  away 
from  railroad  investments  with  the 
result  that  the  roads  fell  behind 
with  improvements  and  equipment, 
and  the  service  deteriorated.  It 
was  for  the  purpose  of  restoring 
railroad  credit  and  attracting  capital 
to  railroad  investments,  that  the 
Congress  enacted  the  law  instruct- 
ing the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  its  regulation  of  railroad 
charges  to  permit  earnings  of  5 3/2 
per  cent  on  the  actual  value  of  the 


property.  It  was  done  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  public,  and  as  a  pledge 
and  assurance  that  in  exercising  the 
power  of  supervision  and  restrict- 
ion, the  public  authority  would  not 
go  to  the  extent  of  restricting  earn- 
ings below  this  reasonable  return. —

EAST  OF  ROCKIES 

Rates  on  profitable  risks  have 
been  increased  by  the  Texas  Fire 
Insurance  Commission.  Among  the 
classes  increased  are  saw  and  plan- 
ing mills  and  lumber  within  100  ft., 
Ilour  and  cereal  mills,  bakeries  and 
cracker  factories,  10  per  cent  in- 
crease ;  candy  factories,  35  per  cent ; 
club  houses,  50  per  cent. 

Jackson,  Miss. — The  governor  is 
disinclined  to  call  an  extra  session  of 
the  legislature,  though  a  petition 
therefore  has  been  signed  by  thous- 
ands of  citizens.

A 
lighted  lamp  next  to  inflammable 
stuff,  then  the  trained  cat  let  loose 
and  the  alibi  could  be  easily  proved 
by  the  insured. 

The    Subtle    Moral    Hazard    in    Mississippi 

A  significant  reduction  in  "un- 
known cause"  fires  is  reported  in 
Mississippi  since  the  state  began  its 
campaign  of  persecution  against  the 
fire  insurance  companies.  Some  of 
the  companies  early  in  the  contro- 
versy took  the  position,  in  view  of 
the  attitude  of  the  authorities,  that 
they  would  abide  by  the  terms  of 
the  policy  in  case  of  loss  and  with- 
hold payment  until  the  full  sixty 
days  after  proofs  of  loss  were  sub- 
mitted. There  is  also  a  suspicion  in 
the  minds  of  the  least  intelligent  of 
the  people  of  the  state  that  there 
is  question  as  to  whether  they  can 
collect  their  insurance  at  all  in  case 
of  a  fire.  Coincident  with  this  ac- 
tion of  the  companies  and  the  spread 
of  doubt  mentioned  there  has  been 
a  reduction  of  moral  hazard  fires 
and  an  increase  of  business  failures.

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Three  Big  New  Plants  on  Coast 

Los  Angeles,  May  17.— That  the  in- 
dustrialization of  the  Pacific  Coast  is 
approaching  much  jnore  rapidly  than 
the  average  Californian  realizes,  is  evi- 
denced through  the  announcement 
made  here  today  by  K.  E.  Van  Kuran, 
district  manager  of  the  Wesfmghouse 
Elec.  &  Mfg.  Co.,  that  this  885,000,- 
000  concern  is  preparing  to  place  a 
series  of  plants  on  the  Pacific  Coast — 
thus  to  avoid  high  'freight  rates  on 
manufactured  products  from  the  East 
and  to  take  advantage  of  the  rapid  in- 
dustrial growth  and  coming  foreign 
trade  in  the  Pacific. 

The  development  planned  for  the 
Coast  includes  a  $1,000,000  plant  al- 
ready announced  for  Los  Angeles,  two 
similar  plants,  one  in  the  San  Francis- 
co Bay  district,  and  one  on  Puget 
Sound,  one  central  Coast  factory  and 
two  specialty  mfg  plants.  The  loca- 
tions of  the  last  three  units  have  not 
yet  been  chosen.

risk  of  lo.ss  through  a  decline  of  prices 
— a  risk  which  otherwise  would  deter 
the  merchant  proper  from  undertaking 
the    merchandizing   of   stocks   of   the 


coiiiniodity  that  seem  likely  to  be  very 
slow  of  sale.  If  it  be  asked  upon  what 
grounds  or  as  a  result  of  what  reason- 
ing large  numbers  of  speculators  in 
cotton  are  at  the  present  time  making 
connnitnients  for  the  rise  after  the 
manner  indicated  above,  the  general 
answer  may  be  that  there  is  now  a 
widespread  belief,  especially  in  this 
country,  that  the  end  of  the  world's 
most  acute  economic  distresses  and 
confusions  is  rapidly  approaching  and 
tliat  when  the  positive  turn  for  the 
better  comes  the  improvement  'in  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  conditions 
everywhere  will  be  very  rapid  and  very 
extensive,  yielding  handsome  profits 
to  those  who  have  had  the  courage  to 
seize  opportunity  bj'  the  forelock. — 
Richard  Marsh  in  Economic  World.

The  Insuancc  Library  Association 
of  Boston  has  446  members  and 
133  arc  active.  During  1920  a  be-

bers. Pre\iously  a  simihir  bequest 
was  contained  in  the  will  of  John 
C.  Paige.  The  interest  earned  by 
these-  bequests  will  buy  many  good 
books  for  the  library.  Some  day, 
no  doubt,  some  Coast  insurance  man 
will  bequeath  a  fvmd  to  the  under- 
writers'  Library   in   San    Francisco. 


The  great  war  caused  inflation, 
high  prices,  and  a  decreased  output 
of  gold.  California  produces  only 
about  half  the  amount  of  gold  that 
it  did  prior  to  the  war,  and  little 
of  that  is  from  quartz  mining.  The 
world's  gold  output  has  fallen  off 
perhaps  a  third,  and  will  fall  farther 
until  wages  and  prices  reach  former 
levels. 

Our  subscription  solicitor  called 
on  an  active  realty  and  insurance 
man  and  engaged  him  in  conversa- 
tion and  submitted  a  few  questions 
The  answers,  we  believe,  present 
typical  local  agency  opinions.  In 
substance  he  said :  I  am  not  inter- 
ested in  insurance  news.  The  men 
in  the  business  do  not  interest  me. 


Occasionally  a  special  agent  calls. 
If  he  is  a  good  fellow  I  like  to  chat 
with  him.  My  own  companies'  fig- 
ures interest  me  slightly  and  my 
customers  not  at  all.  Companies 
look  alike  to  them,  and  what  I  say 
goes.  I  can  place  their  business  with 
any  company ;  the  smallest  is  satis- 
factory as  the  largest ;  they  don't  ex- 
pect a  fire  anyhow.  They  would 
not  listen  to  me  however  knowingly 
I  talked  about  insurance.  The  only 
insurance  news  of  value  to  me 
would  be  that  a  company  in  my 
agency  or  some  other  agency  had 
failed  or  reinsured  or  might  do  so, 
and  I'd  want  to  know  it  right  away. 
I  get  business  because  my  clients 
like  me.  The  other  day  I  delivered 
four  policies  and  nobody  asked 
"what  company."  I  write  some  life 
insurance,  yes.  I  say,  "Now,  Joe, 
you  take  out  a  $3,000  policy  on  your 
life  to  lift  that  mortgage  if  you  are 
killed."  I  don't  say,  "if  you  die." 
The  company  that  pays  me  most 
gets  the  most  of  my  business.  Do 
you  blame  me. — One  agent  says: 
"We  walked  down  the  main  street, 
He  called  out:  'William,  I  insured 
your  house  for  $5000;  showing  the 
policy  will  help  me  sell  your  ranch. 
'All  right,'  came  back  the  answer. 
Then  this  generous  agent  said  to 
me  'let's  shake  for  a  drink  in  here,' 
and  later,  'let's  shake  for  the  lunch ;' 
and  I  paid."

INSURANCE  LAW 

Riot     and     Civil     Commotion — Theft — City 
Sued 

The  police  of  Boston  went  on 
strike,  and  rioting  and  looting  fol- 
lowed, and  stores  of  plaintiffs  were 
broken  into  at  night  and  clothing 
was  stolen.  Suit  for  damages 
brought  against  the  City  of  Boston 
under  the  riot  statute.  Damages 
awarded  by  the  municipal  court. 

The  Massachusetts  supreme 
court  reversed  this  decision  and 
ruled  that  while  every  element  of 
riot  could  reasonably  be  found  pre- 
sent, yet  the  city  is  not  liable  under 
the  revised  laws  for  property  des- 
troyed or  injured  by  persons  while 
assembled  in  a  riot.  A  theft  of 
property  the  court  says,  does  not 
signify  that  the  thing  stolen  has 
been  destroyed  or  injured.  By  theft, 
the  owner  does  not  lose  title  or 
right  to  possession  to  stolen  pro- 
perty. He  may  retake  whenever 
and  wherever  he  can  find  it ;  and  he 
can  have  for  his  assistance  any  force 
of  the  criminal  and  civil  law.  The 
statute  awards  compensation  with- 
in its  terms,  to  owners  of  propertv 
destroyed  or  injured  as  a  matter  of 
favor,  of  public  policy  and  not  of 
right. 


Fire — Waiver  and   Estoppel — Mortgagee 
Cancellation 

When  policy  was  written  and  de- 
livered to  mortgagee,  neither  insur- 
er nor  agent  knew  that  planitiff  had 
executed  and  delivered  a  contract  of 
sale  for  insured  premises.  Learn- 
ing the  facts  the  agent  obtained  the 
policy  from  the  mortgagee  and  can- 
celled it. 

No  notice  of  cancellation  was 
given  and  plaintiff'  insured  did  not 
consent  to  it.  The  buyer  was  given 
a  new  policy  in  place  of  the  old, 
and  was  paid  the  insurance  there- 
under, the  property  having  burned. 

Judgment  for  plaintiff'  in  lower 
court.  Reversed,  the  supreine  court 
of  California  holding  that  the  plain- 
tiff" was  not  the  sole  and  uncondi- 
tional owner  of  the  property  at  the 
time  the  policy  was  issued.  The 
policy  was  void  ab  initio  and  could 
be  given  validity  against  the  de- 
fendant only  by  the  application  of 
the  principles  of  waiver  and  of  es- 
toppel. The  condition  requiring 
sole  and  unconditional  ownership 
cannot  be  said  to  be  waived  by  the 
defendant,  because  it  knew  nothing 
of  the  changed  ownership  of  the 
premises  when  the  policy  was  is- 
sued. The  policy  was  issued  under 
a  mistake  of  fact  upon   learning  of 
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the  contract  of  sale,  defendant  re- 
covered and  canceled  the  policy  and 
did  not  collect  the  premium  thereon, 
but  issued  a  valid  policy  and  col- 
lected the  premium  from  the  in- 
sured. There  is  no  basis  on  which 
to  establish  an  estop^x-'l  against  the 
defendant. — Kavanaugh  v.  Franklin, 
197  P.  99. 

Breach  Which  Does  Not  Contribule  to  Loss 

The  Texas  supreme  court  in  re- 
versing judgment  of  the  court  of 
civil  appeals  and  affirming  judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  in  the 
case  of  Julia  C.  Humphrey  et  al  vs. 
National  Fire  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
held  that  it  seemed  conclusive  that 
no  promisory  warranties,  conditions 
or  provisions  of*  a  fire  policy,  the 
breach  of  which  could  in  no  event 
contribute  or  bring  about  the  loss 
of  the  property  insured,  are  within 
the  purview  of  the  law  invoked  by 
the  insurance  company.  The  con- 
trolling questions  in  the  case  were 
involved  in  the  construction  of  the 
provision  of  the  policy  with  refer- 
ence to  the  examination  of  the  in- 
sured.— Southern  Underwriter. 

Fire — Garage-Owner  Responsible 

The  Colorado  supreme  court,  in 
the  Jacquith-Parris  case,  has  reaf- 
firmed its  ruling  that  a  garage-owner 
is  liable  for  the  loss  of  an  automo- 
bile which  is  burned  in  his  garage. 

Fire — Proofs 

Insured  is  not  a  party  to  proofs  of 
loss  not  bound  by  same  .Such  proofs 
are  not  a  part  of  the  contract.  Fail- 
ure   to    render    proofs    within    pre- 


scribed time  does  not  prevent  re- 
covery. Any  idea  of  forfeiture 
must  be  clearly  expressed.  Nev- 
vada  S.  C.  Clark  vs.  London — 195  P. 
809. 

Compensation — "Elsewhere" 

Policy  provided  for  application 
to  injuries  sustained  by  reason  of 
business  operations  named,  together 
with  operations  incidental,  while 
conducted  either  at  the  mentioned 
work  places  or  "elsewhere,"  injury 
sustained  by  insured's  employees 
while  at  work  for  insured  out  of 
town  and  incident  to  his  business 
was  covered.  Travelers  v.  Rooney, 
112  A.  R.  355. 

Compensation — Employees  Fight 

Playfully  pushed  another  em- 
ployee, who  became  very  angry  and 
in  retaliation  attempted  to  do  great 
bodily  harm.  In  self  defense  the 
claimant  was  struck  '  and  thrown 
against  a  radiator  and  hurt,  and  for 
three  months  was  disabled,  with 
traumatic  neurosis.  Claimant  was 
awarded  compensation.  Employer 
and  insurer  appealed. 

Held,  that  there  being  no  inten- 
tion to  harm  claimant,  who  savage- 
ly resented  the  horse  play  by  try- 
nig  to  assualt  and  bite  his  fellow 
employee,  claimant's  injury  result- 
ed from  his  attempt  to  injure  a  fel- 
low employee.  Compensation  there- 
fore denied.     186  N.  Y.  Sup.  705.

More  Publicity — Take  the  Public  Into  Your 
Confidence — Secrecy      Provokes      Hostile 
Legislation  and  State   Rating. 
Many     years     ago     this     journal 
printed  an  article  in  favor  of  more 
publicity     by     the     companies     and 
boards,  as  to  changes  in  rates  and 
the  reasons  therefore.      It  was  sug- 
gested that  there  would  be  less  un- 
friendly   legislation    if    fire    under- 
writers would  take  the  public   into 
their  confidence. 


This  was  followed  by  a  contri- 
bution to  an  Eastern  print,  written 
by  the  president  of  a  fire  company. 
He  condemned  the  suggestion :  the 
public  had  no  right  to  any  know- 
ledge of  the  fire  insurers'  business 
methods.  Two  years  later  this  presi- 
dent reversed  himself  and  in  an  ad- 
dress he  urged  underwriters  to 
"take  the  public  into  their  confi- 
dence." 

Times   have  changed   since  then. 

We  wonder,  for  example,  whether 
there  would  be  state  rating  bureaus, 
and  forced  lowering  of  rates  and 
grudging  advances,  if  the  under- 
writers had  taken  the  public  into 
their  confidence  in  those  states?

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AUTOMOBILE 

There  were  only  300  automobile 
factories  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  in  1914, 
with  an  annual  output  valued  at 
$503,000,000;  and  only  315  such 
factories  in  1920,  but  their  output 
was  valued  at  $,387,833,000,  a  gain 
of  about  375  ]K>r  cent. 

In  1914  there  was  971  auto-bodies 
and  parts  factories  against  2,394  in 
1920.  In  1914  auto-repair  shops 
numbered  3,273,  against  a  total  of 
15,486  in  1920. 

These  great  gains  in  output  and 
in  factories  and  repair  shops  in  six 
years  tell  a  wonderful  story  of  the 
auto  business  and  of  increased 
prosperity  of  the  country.  Popula- 
tion increase  has  been  only  10  per 
cent,  but  auto  gains  have  been  hun- 
dreds per  cent. 

The  average  gain  of  $400,000,000 
in  automobile  values  every  year 
may  account  for  much  of  the  great 
annual  gain  in  the  premiums  re- 
ceived by  fire  insurance  companies 
in  this  country.  It  is  certain  that 
new  buildings  do  not  explain  the 
recent  gain,  nor  do  increased  gen- 
eral values. 

A  new  treasury  ruling  relieves 
from  confiscation  liquor-carrying 
autos  not  driven  by  owners.

Fireman's  Fund  Record :  New 
cars  should  not  be  insured  for  more 
than  70  per  cent  of  their  cost  price. 
.Second  hand  cars  should  not  be  in- 
sured for  more  than  50  per  cent. 
Local  agents  will  find  it  much  to 
their  advantage  in  placing  insurance 
to  base  the  insurance  on  the  approx- 
imate value  of  the  car  six  or  seven 
months   hence.

The  defense  is  that  the  state  Fund 
is  the  safest  and  best  in  the  country, 
with  the  lowest  record  of  first  pay- 
ments not  made  within  six  weeks — 
18.9  per  cent  of  total. 
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Last  of  Family  of  Underwriters — Began  In- 
surance Work  Before  Civil  War — Phoenix 
and  Home  Agencies  in  San  Francisco 
in   1862. 

The  late  Robert  H.  Magill  who 
died  at  the  age  of  90  in  the  home 
which  he  built  forty  years  ago  in 
Alameda,  Cal.,  was  the  last  member 
of  a  well  known  family  of  fire  under- 
writers. His  father,  Matthew  Ma- 
gill, was  a  clergyman,  who  migrated 
from   Ireland  to   Canada. 

In  1857  Matthew  engaged  in  fire 
insurance  as  the  general  agent  of 
the  Phoenix  Insurance  Company  of 
Hartford,  at  Cincinnati.  He  estab- 
lished the  first  Western  agency  for 
the  Phoenix,  which  was  then  three 
years  old.  Robert  H.,  Henry  M. 
and  Arthur  E.,  three  brothers,  sons 
of  Matthew,  received  their  first 
traing  in  insurance  work  in  this  Cin- 
cinnati agency.  Henry,  general 
agent,  attending  a  dinner  of  the 
Western  Union,  sat  down  after 
making  a  few  remarks,  and  died  in 
the  chair,  of  heart  failure.  Arthur 
E.,  general  agent,  died  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  year  or  so  after  retiring 
from  business. 

The  late  Robert  H.  Magill  was 
born  in  Westport,  County  Sligo, 
Ireland  in  1831,  and  went  to  Can- 
ada when  a  lad.  In  1853  he  be- 
came a  resident  of  the  United  States. 

In  1862  he  organized  in  San  Fran- 
cisco the  general  agency  of  the 
Phoenix  of  Hartford  and  the  Home 
of  New  York.  It  was  known  as 
the  Phoenix  and  Home  office.  Gen- 
eral Magill's  advertisements  in  the 
Coast   Review  for  two  or  three   is- 


sues after  the  Chicago  fire,  wherein 
he  set  forth  the  record  and  merits 
of  his  canpanies,  were  large,  attract- 
ive and  characteristic. 

About  1874  he  entered  other  busi- 
ness in  San  Francisco.  In  1875  he 
became  manager  of  the  Home  Mu- 
tual of  San  Francisco.  Retiring 
when  this  company  was  acquired  by 
the  Fireman's  Fund  interests,  he  be- 
came manager  for  the  British  Amer- 
ica and  Western  Assurance  for 
Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  Coun- 
ties, on  San  Francisco  bay,  in  1897. 
In  1905,  being  still  active  in  busi- 
ness, he  became  manager,  for  the 
same  counties,  for  the  Home  of  New 
York  only. 

To  the  end  of  his  long  life  Mr. 
Magill  retained  a  keen  interest  in 
fire  insurance  and  until  about  aged 
88  he  was  actively  in  control  of  his 
department.  He  was  one  of  the  two 
sole  survivors  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  the  Ere  Underwriters'  As- 
sociation of  the  Pacific.

It  is  said  .some  arsenic  was  found 
on  disinterment  of  all  the  bodies.

Time  rolls  on,  despite  Prof.  Einstein  and 
his  enlarged  theory  of  relativity;  and  so  re- 
cently the  thirtieth  anniversary  ot  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Coast  general  agency  of 
George  H.  Tyson  at  San  Francisco,  The

The  Tyson  general  agency  began  with  the 
German  American,  with  offices  in  the  Safe 
Deposit  building  on  California  street.  The 
first  report  of  business  transacted,  publish- 
ed in  Coast  Review  early  in  the  following 
year,  was  a  prophecy  of  the  remarkable 
future  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  agency.

The  New  York  Tribune  is  shocked 
indeed  by  the  announcement  that  the  fire 
losses  last  year  in  this  country  amounted  to 
$500,000,000.  Our  figures  make  the  total 
even  greater.  Reference  is  made  by  the 
New  York  journal  to  the  great  gain  over 
1919. 

Wait  a  moment.  The  estimates  are  based 
on  better  loss  statistics  than  formerly.  The 
actual  increase  is  not  so  much  as  indicated. 

Again,  values  insured,  and  losses  report- 
ed, have  an  inflated  base.  The  country  has 
really  been  on  a  50-cent  dollar  basis.  In- 
sured property  has  been  worth  from  50  to 
100  percent  more  than  five  years  ago,  in 
current  dollars.  That  swells  the  ordinary 
losses.    I 

Measured  in  values  of  1914  the  reported 
1500,000,000  was  not  more  than  $300,000,- 
000,  or  the  same  as  before  the  war.

We  Conserve  and  Preserve 
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FIRE 

25th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Fire 

Protection  Association    in    San    Francisco 

— Extracts  from      President     Mallalieu's 
Address. 

We  must  admit  that  the  older 
nations  of  the  world  regard  us  in 
North  America  with  curious  eyes. 
They  cannot  understand  exactly 
how  we  do  it.  They  have  not  ex- 
actly made  up  their  minds  whether 
the  United  States  and  Canada  are 
peopled  principally  by  incendiaries 
or  if  we  are  a  childish  people  who 
love  to  play  with  matches.  They 
cannot  understand  why,  when  they 
are  so  ready  to  buy  and  consume 
our  wheat  and  corn  and  cotton  we 
should  be  maintaining  a  continuous 
conflagration  of  those  products. 

Our  citizens  grow  up  with  the 
smell  of  smoke  in  their  nostrils  and 
the  clang  of  the  fire  gong  in  their 
ears.  We  average  practically  one 
fire  every  minute,  night  and  day, 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  in 
the  year,  and  take  it  more  or  less  as 
a  matter  of  course.  'Let  her  burn ! 
We  are  rich  and  too  busy  to  think 
about  precautions."  This  has  seem- 
ed to  be  the  almost  universal  Amer- 
ican sentiment  until  very  recent 
years. 

Let  me  put  my  finger  upon  what 
I  believe  to  be  the  real  explanation 
of  this  indifference ;  it  is  this ;  The 
average  citizen  never  thinks  of  fire 
at  all,  but  merely  thinks  of  fires. 
He  remembers  having  seen  a  fire  on 
the  way  to  his  office  yesterday 
morning  and  he  reads  of  another 
fire   in   this   afternoon's   paper;  but 


these  and  similar  incidents  seem  to 
be  individual  and  unconnected, 
things  that  cannot  be  anticipated 
and  need  not  be  remembered  for 
long.  This  is  a  serious  mistake. 
Fire  is  not  just  fires;  It  is  the  sum 
total  of  all  fires  plus  the  conditions, 
physical  and  psychological,  which 
makes  fires  possible.  Fires  are 
events  that  have  taken  place ;  they 
are  past  history;  they  have  ceased 
to  be  as  soon  as  the  last  spark  has 
died  away,  but  fire  is  the  tremend- 
ous national  scourge  whose  past 
performances  arc  a  measure  of  its 
future  menace. 

Every  human  action  that  is  not 
merely  instinctive  and  unreasoning 
has  its  source  in  an  idea,  and  the 
idea  and  the  desire  to  see  it  objecti- 
fied precedes  the  action.  Realiza- 
tion of  the  fact  that  preventable- 
fires  are  a  public  misfortune  was  in 
America  the  incentive  to  action. 
Every  fire  is  local,  but  its  economic 
effect  is  national:  every  fire  must 
start  somewhere,  but  in  the  des- 
truction it  causes  it  impoverishes 
the  entire  world.  It  is  such  ideas 
as  this  that  lead  to  the  association 
of  men  in  a  common  efifort  such  as 
ours,  and  in  1896  occurred  that  first 
small  meeting  that  set  going  the 
train  of  action  of  which  this  con- 
vention in  California  is  the  latest 
consequence. 

And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  Nat- 
ional Fire  Protection  Association, 
one  word  about  the  present  status 
of  the  warfare  in  which  we  are  all 
engaged.  Disquieting  facts  have 
recently  appeared  in  the  fire  loss 
statistics.      We    are    familiar    with 
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big  figures,  and  we  were  aware  that 
1920  would  show  an  increase  over 
1919,  but  none  of  us  were  prei)ared 
for  the  apparent  magnitude  of  this 
increase. 

The  1920  fire  loss  figures  of  twen- 
ty states  have  now  been  completed 
by  the  Actuarial  Bureau  of  the  Nat- 
ional Board  of  Fire  Underwriters, 
and  are  found  to  be  60  per  cent 
greater  than  those; 'of  1919.  An  es- 
timate upon  this  basis  will  bring 
the  Nation's  figures  to  $404,000,000 ; 
and  to  this  must  still  be  added  the 
25  per  cent  that  is  deemed  a  con- 
serative  estimate  for  unreported 
fires. 

Thus,  from  present  indications, 
the  1920  fire  waste  M-ill  run  in  ex- 
cess of  $500,000,000.  There  has 
been  no  single  confiagration,  and 
yet  out  of  the  accumulated  careless- 
ness has  grown  a  fire  waste  that  is 
almost  equal  to  that  of  1906  the 
year  of  the  San  Francisco  fire,  and 
greater  than  any  year's  total  in  our 
history. 

This  is  a  serious  thought,  and  the 
organization  here  assembled  must 
weigh  it  carefully.  Fire  prevention 
is  an  outstanding  problem  of  human 
society  upon  this  continent.  The 
National  Fire  Protection  Associa- 
tion has  devoted  itself  to  a  solution 
of  this  problem;  but  the  end  is  still 
far  distant.  It  is  obvious  that,  in 
the  light  of  such  figures,  we  can  in- 
dulge in  no  shallow  optimism  ;  this 
is  the  time  for  hard  work,  not  for 
complacency. 


Fire  Prevention  Week 

A  year  ago  President  Wilson  de- 
clared a  Fire  Prevention  Week, 
which  was  followed  by  twelve 
months  of  the  heaviest  fire  losses 
(with  no  city  burned)  in  American 
history. 

This  year  President  Harding  de- 
clared May  22-28  fire  prevention 
week.  Underwriters  hope  the  pre- 
vious twelve  months  will  not  be 
equalled  in  fire  losses  by  the  next 
twelve.  A  half  billion  dollars  of 
property  losses  in  a  year,  by  fire 
alone,  is  some  tax.

Arizona  Fire  Retires 

The  California  has  reinsured  the 
Arizona  Fire  and  will  handle  the 
taken-over  business  as  the  Arizona 
Underwriters.  The  Arizona's  pre- 
miums last  year  amounted  to  $328,- 
793,  the  largest  total  in  the  com- 
pany's history. 

Organizer  Cough  of  Philadel- 
phia went  to  Phoenix  with  good  re- 
insurance facilities  at  a  time  when 
Arizona  cities  were  at  last  a  source 
of  underwriting  profit ;  but  Eastern 
business  was  also  written,  and  that 
was  not  profitable.  Reinsurance  re- 
serve increased  until  1917  and  sur- 
plus declined.  Cough  died  but  the 
company  continued.  Loss  incurred 
ratios  and  expenses  exceeded  pre- 
miums in  1912,  1915,  1916,  1917  and 
1920.  Expense  ratios  were  always 
above  general  average. 

Stockholders  made  needed  pay- 
ments to  surplus,  $98,125  in  1912, 
$14,351  in  1913,  $5,061  in  1915,  $41,- 
583  in  1916  and  $2,259  in  1917,  as 
recorded  in  the  Spectator's  Fire  In- 
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surance  Pocket  Index.  Only  one 
dividend  was  paid  to  stockholders, 
,$12,015  in  1920  on  $200,000  capital. 
Since  organization,  up  to  January 
1,  1921,  the  Arizona  received  $1,- 
936,833  premiums  and  paid  $2,152,- 
331  losses  and  expenses.  Its  aver- 
age loss  ratio  was  56  per  cent,  its 
expense  ratio  55.  For  a  time  it  had 
a  general  agency  in  San  Francisco. 


San   Francisco   Building   Law  Amended 

Cornices,  belts,  gutters  and  per- 
golas, classes  A,  B,  and  C  buildings, 
shall  be  constructed  o£  metal,  stone, 
reinforced  concrete  or  terra  cotta,, 
extensions.  Cornices  of  frame. build- 
ings may  be  of  wood.  Metal  cor- 
nices must  be  riveted  and  secured  to 
iron  brackets  two  feet  apart  and 
built  into  walls.  No  rainwater 
leader  shall  discharge  upon  the  side- 
walk. 

Stone  and  terra  cotta  cornices 
shall  have  every  piece  anchored  to 
backing  with  heavy  anchors. 

Appendages  of  Class  C  buildings, 
ventilators,  erections  on  roofs,  tur- 
rets, lantern  lights,  if  not  wholly 
fireproof  within  the  fire  limits,  such 
asdormen  windows,  mouldings, 
eaves,  parapets,  balconies,  bay  win- 
dows, towers,  spires,  shall  be  en- 
veloped with   fireproof  materials. 

Appendages  of  fire  buildings  used 
as  "pergolas"  or  "wind  shelters"  in 
excess  of  allowance  height  shall  be 
of  fireproof  material  or  enclosed 
therewith.  No  roof  or  covering 
shall  be  permitted  upon  said  per- 
gola or  shelter,  and  the  same  if  en- 
closed above  3  feet  height  shall  be 
of  glass  only. 


The  floor  of  all  drying  platforms 
and  pergolas  attached  to  roofs  of 
any  hotel,  tenement  house  or  lodg- 
ing house  shall  be  close  boarded 
and  covered  with  fireproof  material, 
and  the  open  space  on  all  sides  of 
said  platforms  between  the  flooring 
and  roof  shall  be  close  boarded  and 
covered  with  fireproof  material 
from  the  edge  of  floor  to  within  one 
inch  or  roof. 


National    Board    Meeting 

President  Chas.  Lyman  Case's 
annual  address. 

"I  regret  to  bring  to  your  atten- 
tion the  significant  and  alarming 
fact  that  according  to  the  best  es- 
timates the  fire  loss  in  the  United 
States  during  the  year  1920  approxi- 
mates the  enormous  sum  of  $500,- 
000,000,  of  which  by  the  way,  it  is 
carefully  estimated  that  nearly  80% 
was  covered  by  insurance ;  but  the 
fact  remains,  that  whether  the  pro- 
perty was  insured  or  uninsured,  it 
was  destroyed  by  fire. 

"It  is  a  heavy  charge  on  our  com- 
mercial interests  to  bear  so  large  a 
burden  of  preventable  loss.  Our 
country  can  never  rise  to  the  high- 
est degree  of  efificiency  and  pros- 
perity until  we  learn  to  reduce  this 
enormous  waste.  The  loss  last  year 
is  the  largest  that  has  ever  been 
known  in  the  history  of  our  country, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the 
great  San  Francisco  fire. 

"If  there  are,  as  many  believe, 
opportunities  for  a  safe  and  sound 
reduction  of  expense  in  some  dir- 
ections, let  us,  in  the  spirit  of  the 
age,    recognize    the    obligations    we 
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arc  under,  effect  these  economics 
promptly,  and  to  the  fullest  mea- 
sure of  our  ability.  There  must  be 
no  duplication  of  effort,  no  circum- 
locution, no  surplus  work." 

Mr.  Case  gives  no  hint  of  where 
the  reductions  can  be  made.  Not 
in  taxes,  surely,  which  amount  to 
5.16  per  cent  of  the  net  premiums. 
Governments  do  not  give  up  such 
a  source  of  revenue. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  establish- 
ment of  Board  offices  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Chicago,  for  engineering 
work.  We  are  sure  that  the  en- 
gineers' reports  on  Coast  hazards 
will  hereafter  be  more  in  accord 
with   facts   and   good   judgment. 


Merged  Four  Submerged 

Chicago. — The  retiring  or  merg- 
ing Western  Alliance  was  combined 
in  1911.  It  is  a  merger  of  the  Mer- 
chants National  and  Great  North- 
ern of  this  city  and  the  Bankers  & 
Merchants  of  Minneapolis.  It  had 
101  per  cent  loss  ratio  and  80  per 
cent  expense  ratio  last  year. 

The  take-over  company,  Mar 
quette  National  had  a  seeming  un- 
derwriting profit  of  $45,000.  It 
paid  $60,000  dividend  or  20  per  cent. 
Loss  in  surplus,  over  $100,000.

Undenvriting  Results  in  1920— Outgo  103 
per  cent  of  Earned  Premiums — Increased 
Taxes  now  5.16. 

The  table  of  results  of  the  com- 
panies reporting  to  the  National 
Board,  for  1920,  shows  $450,902,121 
earned  premiums  on  fire  and  light- 
ning risks  only,  and  $218,211,153 
losses  and  expenses  incurred,  leav- 
ing an  underwriting  deficit  of  $13,- 
376,409  on  the  year's  transactions 
in  America. 

The  103  per  cent  outgo  was  the 
same  as  announced  by  the  Coast 
Review  two  months  ago.  Incurred 
losses  were  54.57  per  cent  and  ex- 
penses 48.40. 

Federal  taxes,  2.46  ;states,  coun 
ty,  municipal,  2.70;  total  5.16, 
against  4.99  in  1919. 

Net  gains  from  investments,  $11,- 
360,328,  which  is  less  than  the  un- 
derwriting loss. 

Profits  on  investments  were  only 
a  fourth  as  much  as  the  losses  on 
investments.  There  was  a  net  loss 
on  investments  of  more  than  $15,- 
000,000,  equal  to  more  than  half  of 
the  interest  and  rents  earned  on  in- 
vested assets. 

Rather  an  inglorious  showing, 
because  of  high  losses.

There  are  12,000  or  more  fire  in- 
surance agents,  including  brokers, 
within  the  state  of  California. 

If  this  proportion  of  agents  to 
total  population  holds  good  through 
out  the  country,  the  total  number  of 
agents  and  brokers  in  the  United 
States  is  nearly  400,000.  This  is  at 
the  rate  of  1  agent  to  275  inhabi- 
tants. 

Many  of  this  army  of  fire  agents 
solicit  life  and  accident  insurance 
also. 


Some  U.  S.  Census  Manufactory  Figures — 
Large  Gains  Perhaps  More  Apparent  than 
Real — 160  per  cent  Gain  in  Output  in  4 
years  is  Mainly  Wage  Advance. 

In  abnormal  times  such  as  war 
and  post-war,  all  compilations  of 
bank  clearings,  manufacturers,  as- 
sets, insurance  written,  insurance 
premiums  and  sales,  showing  huge 
gains,   are   certainly   misleading. 

The  actual  gains  are  normal,  for 
the  increased  money  totals  are  gen- 
erally due  to  inflation  and  the 
doubling  of  wages  and  the  increase 
of  costs. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Com- 
merce Bureau  of  the  Census  has 
just  issued  a  preliminiary  statement 
of  manufactures  in  1919  compared 
with  those  in  1914.  These  totals 
embrace  the  European  war-period, 
during  all  of  which  time  business 
conditions  in  this  country  were  very 
abnormal. 

The  value  of   manufactured   pro- 


ducts in  1914  was  $24,246,435,000  in 
gold  dollars;  in  1919  the  value,  in  a 
time  of  inflation  and  high  wages  and 
no  gold  in  circulation,  was  $62,588,- 
905,000.  This  is  a  gain  of  $38,342,- 
470,000. 

Of  course  there  has  been  no  such 
gain  in  actual  production.  The 
number  of  establishments  (factor- 
ies, etc.)  in  1914  was  275,791,  and  in 
1919,  288,  376.  This  is  a  small  gain 
which,  as  we  believe  corresponds  to 
the  actual  gain  in  manufactured 
products. 

There  are  exceptions,  notably 
among  which  are  automobiles  and 
all  pertaining  thereto  ;  confectionery 
and  ice-cream,  engines,  fur  goods, 
iron  and  steel  forgings,  perfumery 
and  cosmetics,  shipbuilding,  silk 
goods,  slaughtering  and  meat-pack- 
ing, steel  springs,  tinware,  washing 
machines,  wood  distillation,  wool 
shoddy,  woolen  goods  and  worsted 
goods. 

Establishments  which  have  no- 
tably declined  in  number  are: 

Artificial  stone  products,  rubber 
belting  and  hose,  brick  and  tile  and 
terra-cotta  and  fire  clay  products ; 
rag  carpets,  carriage  and  wagon, 
cooperage,  fertilizers,  gas  and  elec- 
tric fixtures  and  gas  plants ;  liquors 
except  vinous,  marble  and  stone 
work,  mineral  and  soda  water,  mus- 
ical instruments,  plumbers'  sup- 
plies, printing  and  publishing  and 
journals,  regalia,  saddlery  and  har- 
ness; shipbuilding,  wooden;  uten- 
cils  and  brands,  tinplate ;  tobacco, 
sils,  umbrellas  and  canes,  wheel- 
barrows ;  wood,  turned  and  carved. 

This  country  has  been  on  a  50- 
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cent  dollar  basis  for  several  years, 
and  manufacturers  have  been  pay- 
ing double  wages,  as  a  rule.  Build- 
ings have  double  values,  and  also 
much  of  manufacturers'  products, 
expressed  in  current  money. 

May  we  not  assume  that  our 
great  gains  in  insurance  written,  in 
premiums  received,  are  more  ap- 
parent than  real? 

With  falling  costs,  will  there  not 
also  be  failing  premiums?  and  pos- 
sibly keen  competition  and  serious 
complications?  Under  similar  con- 
ditions years  ago  forty  fire  com- 
panies retired. 


Some  Wonders  First 

The  first  subway  beneath  a  river 
in  this  country  was  the  tunnel  un- 
der the  Chicago  river.

Airjilane   Accidents 

The  papers  have  been  sensational 
in  respect  to  airplane  casualties.  A 
bunch  of  them.  Something  went 
wrong.  At  Huntington  Beach,  Cal., 
a  flyer  did  stunts  over  the  heads  of 
visitors  and  crashed  into  them,  kill- 
ing one  and  injuring  eight.  In 
San  Francisco  poor  gas  forced  down 
into  the  street — the  place  selected 
however — and  the  four  aviators 
stepped  out  unhurt. 

The  Colorado  Flood 

Cloud-bursts  are  not  infrequent 
in  Colorado,  land  of  rocky  moun- 
tains and  sandy  plains.  It  is  dan- 
gerous to  camp  in  or  near  the  bed 
of  a  dry  stream,  for  a  cloud-burst 
up  in  the  highlands  in  the  evening 
may  overwhelm  sleeping  campers 
far  below  before  daybreak. 

But  the  bottoms  of  the  Arkansas 
river  in  and  near  Pueblo  have  not 
been  suspected  of  such  appalling 
flood  possibilities. 

Our  American  readers  are  fami- 
liar with  press  accounts  of  the  re- 
cent Arkansas  river  over-flow  dis- 
aster, followed  quickly  by  another 
storm  west  of  Pueblo  and  rising 
waters  reaching  to  second  floors  of 
dwellings  and  stores  of  the  lower 
levels  on  which  much  of  the  cit}^  is 
built.  Many  lives  were  lost,  much 
property  was  damaged.  Fires  broke 
out  during  two  days  in  which  the 
fire  department  was  nearly  helpless. 
.Subsiding  water  left  rivers  and 
swamps  of  mud. 

Continued  wide-spread  storms 
caused  other  rivers  to  over-flow  but 
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with    nominal    damage.     The    river 
over-flowed  in  western  Kansas  also. 


California    Industrial    Accident    Commission 
Inspection 

It  is  charged  that  the  inspection 
of  boilers  by  this  commission  has 
been  unfair,  and  that  the  inspectors 
have  discriminated  against  Calif- 
ornia-made boilers  in  favor  of  an 
Eastern  firm.  Leaders  of  labor 
miions  at  Sacramento  lobbied  for 
and  against  a  bill  taking  inspection 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  commission. 


Rioting  and  Civil  Commotion 

Shipping  strike  everywhere,  the 
strikers  refusing  to  accept  the  lower 
wages  offered  by  the  shipping 
board  and  private  owners.  Sabo- 
tage and  violence.  Non-strikers 
beaten  and  dragged  out  of  federal 
and  other  ships.  Sailormen  stab- 
bed by  strikers.  Unions  insist  on 
war-time  wages. 

Building  operations  cease  because 
of  general  strike  and  lock-out. 
Mechanics  and  laborers  insist  on 
war-time  wages  and  refuse  to  ac- 
cept award  of  chosen  arbitrators. 
"Strike  to  a  finish."  Non-union 
workmen  frequently  assaulted. 

Race  riot  at  Tulsa,  Oka.,  Negro 
section  burned.  Fire  chief  quoted 
as  saying  that  any  firemen  entering 
the  burning  section  would  have 
been  shot  by  the  armed  mob.  Sev- 
eral blocks  of  houses  looted  and 
then  set  on  fire.  Many  exchanges 
of  shots. 


Other  cities  have  Floods  too.

The  Prosperous  Agent 

Characteristics  of  the  successful 
Life  Insurance  solicitor:  by  Will- 
iam Alexander.  Published  by  the 
Spectator  Co.,  Chicago  and  New 
York.  Bound  in  cloth,  71  pages. 
Endorsed  by  life  underwriters'  as- 
sociations. 

"Any  man  who  has  integrity,  in- 
telligence and  industry  can  earn  his 
bread  and  butter  as  a  life  insurance 
solicitor.  But  he  should  aim  to 
make  himself  a  leader  in  his  pro- 
fession." 

This  seems  to  be  the  keynote  of 
the  discourse.  The  man  Avho  suc- 
ceeds must  work  hard  and  well. 
To  become  a  leader  he  must  have  a 
thorough  insurance  education  and 
must  become  an  expert  salesman. 

Character  alone  will  not  suffice. 
The  agent  must  require,  and  main- 
tain and  extend  his  reputation. 

Productive  force  comes  through 
determination.  The  qualified  agent 
will  succeed  whenever  his  will  is 
stronger  than  his  prospect's  will ; 
and  also  even  when  his  prospect's 
will  is  stronger,  provided  the  pros- 
pect does  not  oppose  him. 

Among  the  successful  agent's 
most  essential  characteristics  are 
courage  and  confidence.  But  over- 
confidence  leads  to  disaster. 

You  can't  write  an  application 
until  you  have  won  the  confidence 
of  your  prospect. 

If  the  agent  is  full  of  enthusiasm 
there  will  be  no  end  to  the  success 
he  will  achieve. 
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The  successful  agent  must  have 
faith,  hope  and  charity,  and  ambi- 
tion. 

The  agent  who  is  earnest  and 
persistent,  though  without  humor, 
can  sell  life  insurance. 

The  tactful  agent  leads  but  never 
drives. 

Common  sense  is  a  valuable  aid 
to  success  but  Mr.  Alexander  does 
not  tell  the  agent  how  to  acquire  it. 

Life  insurance  is  indebted  to  Mr. 
Alexander  for  a  bright  suggestive 
and  useful  book.   His  conclusion  is : 

Who  then  is  the  prosperous 
agent?  He  is  the  man  of  integrity, 
intelligence,  industry  and  determin- 
ation, who  loves  his  fellow  men,  and 

delights  in  his  work.

The  Vigilant : — There  has  been 
some  not  unkind  criticism  of  a  re- 
cent page  advertisement  put  out  by 
the  ancient  and  honorable  Insur- 
ance Company  of  North  America, 
Philadelphia,  stressing  its  own  alac- 
rity in  adjusting  and  paying  losses. 
The  implication  was  that  other  de- 
pendable stock  companies  were  not 
also  addicted  to  paying  losses  al- 
most before  a  fire  concludes  itself 
(which  the}'  unfortunately  are),  and 
the  "North  America's"  loss-pay 
ment  boast  appeared  most  inoppor- 
tunely when  Philadelphia  was  sore 
beset  by  adjustment  scandals  and 
striving  to  mend  matters. 

The  Insurance  Revelations 

New  York  Times :  Wonder  at 
the  precision  with  which  Mr.  Unter- 
myer  places  his  finger  upon  fraud 
and  graft  is  fast  giving  way  to  an 
even  greater  wonder  whether  there 
is  any  spot  in  the  business  world 
which  can  stand  searching  investi- 
gation. Nor  is  the  remedy  as  simp- 
le as  it  once  seemed.  Hettrick  is  in 
jail,  but  many  another  ofl:'ender  is  at 
large,  having  sufl:'ered  onl}^  a  small 
fine  and  a  sense  of  shame  which,  if 
it  exists  at  all,  is  probably  micro- 
scopic. 

Under  examination  four  man- 
agers connected  with  the  "monopo- 
listic" New  ■  York  Fire  Insurance 
Exchange  were  forced  to  admit  that 
certain  of  its  practices  are  "foolish," 
"unreasonable"  and"  unjust."  When 
asked  whether  insurance  rates 
ought  to  be  reviewed  by  the  state, 
Mr.    Henry    Evans    said    that    they 
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ought.  T.atcr  be  said  he  was  in 
doubt;  but  ultimately  he  returned 
to  his  first  position.  His  indecision 
is  not  wholly  inexplicable.  State 
supervision  has  been  known  to  in- 
crease rather  than  lessen  the  oppor- 
tunities of  fraud  and  crime,  corrupt 
politics  giving  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship  to  corrupt  business.  No 
community  was  ever  made  honest 
b}'  a  bureaucracy  of  its  own  choos- 
ing. 

In  the  fullness  of  time  Mr.  Unter- 
myer  will  perhaps  put  forward 
some  plan  by  which  business  may 
hope  to  purge  itself.  Meantime  he 
has  given  his  best  judgment  as  to 
the  present  remedy.  Fines,  even  if 
of  large  amount,  are  about  as  good 
as  no  remedy  aj  all.  Jail  is  what 
Mr.  Untermyer  urges.  Jail  would 
at  least  impose  a  real  stigma,  which 
no  man  who  values  the  opinion  of 
his  neighbors  could  cooly  disregard. 

Credit  as   a  Rebate 

The  Standard:  The  Maryland 
insurance  department  has  made  a 
ruling  that  all  fire  premiums  must 
be  paid  within  sixty  days.  The  nub 
is  in  the  additional  ruling  that  in- 
terest on  unpaid  premiums  must  be 
collected  after  that  date  and  if  such 
interest  charge  is  not  made  and  col- 
lected the  offense  constitutes  re- 
bating. It  has  been  discovered  that 
credits  have  been  very  generally  al- 
lowed in  the  state  of  Maryland,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  the  Baltimore  of- 
fices are  now  engaged  in  wholesale 
"rebating" — under  the  new  inter- 
pretation of  what  constitutes  rebat- 
ing. The  snag  in  the  situation  is 
as  to  how  the  insurance  department 


is  going  to  enforce  the  law.  Al- 
though the  Maryland  department 
collects  some  $600,000  or  $700,000 
annually  from  the  insurance  com- 
panies and  their  representatives 
and  turns  back  to  the  state  all  but 
some  $15,000  or  $20,000  which  the 
state  appropriates  for  the  upkeep  of 
the  ofifice,  there  are  no  funds  with 
which  to  conduct  an  examination  of 
the  books  of  the  local  agencies  to 
discover  whether  or  not  interest  is 
being  charged  on  overdue  prem- 
iums. 
Grilling  by  the  Lockwood  Investigation 
Weekly  Underwriter:  Stock  fire 
insurance  is  naturally  damaged  in 
public  opinion  by  such  an  unjust 
grilling  as  that  to  wdiich  it  has  been 
subjected  this  week  in  the  Lock- 
wood  investigation  in  New  York. 
But  again  the  shrewd  work  of  mu- 
tual interests  was  apparent  in  pre- 
senting their  side  as  that  of  the  neg- 
lected and  oppressed.  It  is  to  laugh, 
for  anyone  who  knows,  but  the 
worst  of  it  is  that  no  one  outside  of 
the  insurance  business  does  know, 
and  it  looks  bad.  The  mutuals,  in 
fact,  are  free  as  air  to  write  in  New 
York  City  or  anywhere  else,  and  to 
do  so,  much  to  the  detriment  of  the 
real  common  carriers  of  insurance 
protection.  They  pay  little  or  no 
taxes,  in  striking  contrast  to  the 
heavy  imposts  the  stock  companies 
pay,  they  contribute  little  or  noth- 
ing to  general  rate-making  expense 
and  their  inspection  service  is 
strictly  for  themselves.  To  anyone 
familiar  with  the  fire  insurance  bus- 
iness, it  makes  the  blood  boil  to  see 
such   an   unfair  presentation  of  its 
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work  as  that  published  column  after 
column  in  the  dailies.  And  the 
business  just  has  to  sit  still  and 
swallow  it,  apparently,  for  lack  of 
any  champion.  What  are  all  the 
well-paid  "publicity"  artists  of 
stock  insurance  doing?  They  have 
the  real  goods!  Is  there  any  way 
for  them  to  get  their  side  of  the  case 
in  print?  The  American  public  be- 
lieves in  fair  play.  Surely  some 
way  can  be  found  to  counteract  the 
false  and  damaging  propaganda 
that  has  been  hurled  at  them  in 
reams  of  type.  Who  is  there  shrewd 
and  clever  enough  to  do  it  ?  There 
is  a  time  to  be  silent  and  there  is  a 
time  to  speak! 

The  Spectator:  The  spectacle  of 
a  lawyer  attempting  to  bring  out 
from  biased  witnesses  the  beauties 
of  mutual  insurance,  and  disparag- 
ing the  strong  stock  fire  insurance 
system,  is  edifjdng.  It  is  difficult 
to  imagin  the  chaotic  and  panicky 
conditions  which  would  immediate- 
ly prevail  throughout  the  country 
if  business  concerns  should  be  sud- 
denlydeprived  of  the  protection  af- 
forded by  stock  fire  insurance  com- 
panies with  ample  capital,  reserves 
and  surplus,  and  find  themselves  de- 
pendent upon  the  mutual  compan- 
ies. The  latter,  in  a  relatively  few 
instances  and  by  carefully  selecting 
isolated,  fully-  protected  risks,  and 
writing  only  such  risks,  have  been 
successful  in  furnishing  low  cost  in- 
surance to  such  plants ;  but  such 
companies  have  no  desire  to  write 
the  rank  and  file  of  risks,  which  are 
left  to  the  stock  companies.  It  is, 
therefore,  absurd  to  urge  the  alleg- 


ed advantages  of  mutual  insurance 
when  it  is  very  problematical 
whether  such  companies  could  care 
for  even  a  small  fraction  of  the  risks 
of  the  country,  and,  if  ,they  did 
whether  there  would  be  any  divi- 
dends to  policyholders,  concerning 
which  there  has  been  frequent  men- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  if  mutual 
companies  undertake  the  writing  of 
general  business,  as  do  the  stock 
companies,  it  is  more  likely  that  as- 
sessments would  be  the  order  of  the 
day,  rather  than  dividends  to  policy- 
holders. 


California   Taxes   $80   Per   Capita 

The  cost  of  government  in  Calif- 
ornia state,  municipal,  county  and 
district— in  1920  was  $240,000,000 
or  more  than  $80  per  inhabitant. 
This  year  the  state  taxes  will  be 
$45,000,000.  The  state  controller 
says  so.  Federal  taxes  will  amount 
to  $56  per  capita,  making  a  total  of 
$136  per  capita  or  $680  per  family! 
This  is  more  than  $2  a  day  per  head 
of   family. 


Marine. — A  U.  S.  senator  asserts 
that  the  government  as  a  ship 
builder  and  owner  has  lost  about 
$3,300,000.  Ships  costing  $4,000,- 
000  to  build  can  not  now  be  sold 
for  $700,000.  Of  the  government's 
1700  ships  fewer  than  half  are  in 
intermittent  operation,  seven  con- 
crete and  300,000  wooden  ships  are 
tied  up  and  are  a  dead  loss,  says  the 
senator.

Now    on    Legal    Reserve    Basis 

Fraternal. — The  Home  Friendly 
has  changed  its  name  to  Home 
Friendly  Insurance  Co.  of  Mary- 
land. The  state  insurance  depart- 
ment has  charged  the  company  with 
a  legal  reserve,  and  the  company's 
directors  approved  and  declared  it- 
self to  be  upon  a  legal  reserve  basis, 
with  $208,712  surplus  to  policy- 
holders, and  with  $690,000  admitted 
assets. 


Joint  Examination  of  the  Neighbors  of 
Woodcraft  by  6  State  Departments — Con- 
ditions Serious — Internal  Strife — Remedies 
Must  be  Applied  to  Sick  Society  at  Once. 

Il  Oregon,  Idaho,  Montana  and  Col- 
orado insurance  departments  repre- 
sented b}^  Paul  L.  Woolston ;  H.  O. 
Fishback,  Jr.,  examiner  for  Wash- 
ington, and  Geo.  H.  Tarbell,  assis- 
tant examiner  for  Washington,  have 
examined  the  affairs  and  conditions 
of  the  Neighbors  of  Woodcraft,  a 
Portland  fraternal  society.  Their 
joint  report  is  far  from  complimen- 
tary. 

This  order  was  incorporated  in 
Colorado  in  1897,  as  the  Pacific  Cir- 
cle, Women  of  Woodcraft.  In  1905 
the  home  office  was  removed  to 
Portland,  Oregon,  where  the  order 
was  reincorporated.  Five  years 
later  men  were  admitted  to  member- 
ship. In  1917  the  name  was  chang- 
ed to  Neighbors  of  W^oodcraft. 

Business  is  transcated  in  all  the 
Pacific  West  except  in  New  Mex- 
ico  and   Arizona. 


The  examiners  find  that  constitu- 
tional reguirements  as  to  bonding 
organizers  and  the  safe-depositing 
of  grand  officers'  bonds  are  not  car- 
ried out.  Owing  to  internal  differ- 
ences the  executive  committee, 
formerly  meeting  monthly,  has  not 
met  at  all. 

"The  general  fund  is  substantially 
insufficient  to  pay  charges  incurred 
against  it."  It  was  $30,000  on 
December  31,  1920,  and  may  soon 
be  $70,000,  when  the  grand  circle 
session  is  held. 

"It  is  believed  that  certain  items, 
particularly  traveling  expenses  of 
grand  officers  and  committees  have 
been  much  in  excess  of  the  justi- 
fiable amounts." 

No  meetings  of  district  circles 
were  held  in  1920,  as  required  by 
the  constitution. 

The  conclusion  of  the  triennial 
examiners  in  1918  was  that  the  pre- 
sent plan  of  benefiit  assessments 
can  not  succeed  permanently,  on 
account  of  lapsation  of  sound  lives, 
whenever  the  special  assessments 
become  too  burdensome. 

All  assessments  are  collected  at 
age  of  entry  instead  of  attained  age, 
some  members  paying  a  rate  more 
than  twenty  years  younger  than 
their   actual    ages. 

The  amount  of  one  monthly  as- 
sessment actually  collected  on  the 
membership  December  31,  1920,  at 
ages  of  entry,  was  $47,207,  while  if 
collected  at  the  actual  or  attained 
ages  at  which  insurance  is  furnished, 
the  monthly  assessment  would  have 
been  $119,199,  and  increase  of  $71.- 
992. 
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The  present  assessment  rates  of 
the  order  are  from  54  to  94  per  cent 
less  than  National  Fraternal  Con- 
gress rates. 

These  facts  prove  approaching- 
disaster.  The  order,  we  can  be 
sure,  is  insolvent. 

The  percentage  of  solvency  is 
found  to  be  for  1920,  43.6  per  cent 
only.     In  1917  it  was  45.0  per  cent. 

The  death  claims  above  age  55, 
the  limit,  are  increasing  with  great 
rapidity  with  no  corresponding  in- 
crease in  assessment  income  at  such 
ages.  In  three  years  the  claims  in- 
curred have  increased  over  100  per 
cent  while  the  assessments  collected 
have  increased  only  21  per  cent. 

The  examiners  say :  "The  pi^e- 
sent  condition  is  serious  and  re- 
quires a  remedy  to  be  applied  under 
the  Washington  laws  before  Dec. 
31,  1921,  and  under  the  other  state 
laws  before   Dec.  31,   1922." 


Canada    Soldiers    Life    Insurance 

Thus  far  the  Dominion  plan  of 
life  insurance  for  ex-soldiers  has 
been  a  disappointment  to  the  gov- 
ernment. Few  applications  have 
been  received.  Special  efforts  are 
now  being  made  to  interest  the  re- 
turned warriors,  with  more  liberal 
contracts  which  grant  privileges  of 
change  of  beneficiary,  and  allow  un- 
married men  with  no  dependents  to 
name  whom  the}'  please  as  benefi- 
ciaries. 

As  soldiers  as  a  class  arc  little 
more  than  big  boys,  it  is  not  prob- 
able that  any  government  can  long 
prevent   wholesale   lapsing.

A  "stretch  runner"  may  not  get 
off  every  tinae  in  front,  or  reach  the 
quarter  pole  first,  but  he  is  on  the 
drop  of  the  flag  to  the  wire.  He  is  a 
good  finisher.  Game  to  the  core. 
The  great  thoroughbred,  Man  O'- 
War,  is  said  not  to  need  urging,  for 
he  seems  to  realize  the  task  before 
him.  The  fast  flying  feet  of  the 
runners  beside  and  behind  him  are 
all  the  spur  needed  to  keep  him  hard 
at  it  to  the  end  of  the  race.  Stamina 
carries  him  to  victory.     Grit.

In  the  Northwestern  Reporter, 
page  56,  in  Lehade  v.  National 
Union  Fire,  it  is  stated  that  your 
adjuster  told  plaintiff  that  your 
company  was  in  straights  and  could 
not  pay  farmers  their  hail  loss 
claims  but  would  return  the  prem- 
iums. Release  was  obtained  upon 
such  representation  by  your  ad- 
juster. 

The  supreme  court  decision  indi- 
cates a  general  compromise  settle- 
ment of  hail  claims  by  you. 

Looking  over  your  sworn  annual 
statements  we  find  no  evidence  of 
the  company  being  in  straights.  Is 
it  possible  that  you  have  a  special 
hail  policy  restricting  liability?

Responding  to  your  letter  of 
April  2nd  we  will  advise  that  while 
we  have  not  seen  the  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Northwestern  Re- 
porter we  know  to  what  it  referred, 
and  we  infer  that  it  has  given  you 
a  wrong  impression  of  the  circum- 


stances. Our  position  in  this  case 
does  not  require  explanation  but  for 
your  information  and  guidance  we 
will  briefly  state   the  facts. 

The  policy  under  which  the  suit 
was  brought  was  taken  out  after 
the  crop  which  it  described  was  a 
failure,  and  the  contract  was  void 
according  to  its  terms  and  condi- 
tions. We  denied  liability  and  the 
assured  accepted  the  return  of  the 
premium  in  full  satisfaction  of  his 
claim.  The  matter  was  closed. 
Sometime  later  the  assured  and  the 
ex-agent  who  had  written  the  policy 
conspired  to  re-open  the  claim  and 
the  only  way  in  which  that  could 
be  done  was  by  charging  that  the 
settlement  had  been  made  under 
misrepresentation,  to  the  effect  that 
the  company  was  financially  unable 
mium.  This  was  done  after  the  ad- 
juster, who  was  one  of  the  most  re- 
putable in  the  Northwest,  had  died 
and  we  were  unable  to  refute,  with 
his  testimony,  that  of  the  assured 
and  ex-agent  or  to  do  more  than 
show  that  the  company  was  entirely 
able  to  pay  but  had  resisted  the 
claim  for  the  reason  that'  it  was 
fraudulent.  This  disadvantage  in 
testimony  and  the  well-known  pre- 
judice of  the  North  Dakota  courts 
toward  corporations  resulted  in  our 
losing  the  suit. 

We  resisted  the  claim  as  a  matter 
of  principle  at  greater  expense  than 
the  amount  involved  (about  $500), 
and  if  the  amount  had  been  sufifi- 
cient  to  permit  of  our  doing  so  we 
should  have  taken  the  case  to  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
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which  undoubtedly  would  have  up- 
held our  position.

National  Fire  Protection  Convention  in 
San    Francisco

Discussions  included  regulations 
designed  to  minimizes  the  fire  haz- 
ards on  wharves  and  piers,  and  in 
departments  stores. 

Various  committees  made  re- 
ports of  progress  and  purposes, 
Restriction  of  shed  spaces  on 
wharves  is  being  sought. 

At  the  luncheon  given  delegates 
and  others  at  the  Palace  Hotel  some 
500  guests  were  present.  Genial 
John   H.    Schively   of    the    National 


Board  presided. 

Mr.  Flemming  asserted  a  strong 
faith  in  the  benefits  of  annual  fire 
prevention  days,  notwithstanding 
the  discouraging  increase  in  fire 
losses. 

Oregon   Fire   Marshal's    Annual   Report 

State  Fire  Marshal  Barber  has 
issued  the  fourth  report  of  his  de- 
partment. He  expresses  the  opin- 
ion that  the  Unites  States  is  a  nation 
of  careless  people.  Perhaps  they 
are  careless  because  happy. 

The  total  $7,410,567  fire  losses  in 
four  years  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  people  of  Oregon  are  hap- 
py and  careless. 

Helping  to  teach  the  school  child- 
ren to  be  careful  and  to  prevent  fires 
is  a  part  of  the  department  work. 
The  superintendent  of  public  schools 
will  publish  a  textbook  on"Fire 
Protection"  and  it  will  be  placed  as 
a  permanent  course  in  all  public 
schools. 

There  were  three  disastrous  fires 
in  Oregon  in  1920.  Aug.  4,  Elton 
Court,  apartment  house  in  Portland : 
4  lives  lost  and  7  persons  badly  in- 
jured. Aug.  6,  Houston  Hotel, 
Klamath  Falls :  14  lives  lost  and  6 
persons  seriously  injured.  Oct.  4, 
hotel  in  Robinette  burned :  5  lives 
lost  and  1  person  severly  injured. 

Quite  a  number  indicted  for  arson, 
and  nearly  all  were  acquitted  or 
paroled,  though  they  had  confessed. 

Insurance  losses  paid  were  about 
7  per  cent  of  the  insurance  at  risk. 
About  one-third  of  the  insurance 
losses  paid  were  on  risks  in  Mult- 
nomah  county. 
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MATTER  OF  RECORD 

Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  June  1.— White 
men  started  iires  in  "Little  Africa" 
at  1  :30  this  morning.  An  alarm  was 
turned  in.  The  fire  department  at- 
tempted to  lay  hose,  but  were  stop- 
ped by  some  500  armed  white  men. 
At  6:40  o'clock  fires  were  set  and 
soon  dense  clouds  of  smoke  made 
a  screen,  behind  which  automobiles 
scouted  about,  guns  were  fired  and 
negroes  carrying  household  goods 
fled  from  their  burning  homes.  The 
whole  night  passed  in  sniping  and 
disorder,  rioting  and  arson.  Ten 
blocks  burned.

Slight  earthquake  in  Santa  Cruz, 
Cal.,  a  seaside  resort. 

A  camper  neglected  his  camp  fire 
when  he  returned  home., Fire  spread 
over  thousands  of  acres  of  pastur- 
age, doing  thousands  of  dollars 
damage.  The  careless  camper  is 
under  arrest  at  Willows,  Ca. 

False  Proofs. — In  San  Francisco 
one  Edward  A.  Haynes  lies  in  jail 
in  default  of  bail,  because,  it  is  al- 
leged, he  dealt  in  lies  when  he 
swore  to  his  proofs  of  loss  of  furni- 
ture by  fire  at  3364  Arkansas  St. 

Phoenix,  Arizona  is  adding  to  its 
fire-fighting  fleet. 

Fatal  falls  are  notably  increasing. 
There  may  be  a  psychological  rea- 
son. Somebody  falls  out  of  a  high 
window.  Straightway  somebody 
else  falls  out  of  another  high  win- 
dow.

A  new  policy  with  the  abuve  title 
has  been  recently  issued  by  the 
Northern  Life  of  Seattle.  It  cer- 
tainly will  prove  a  ready  seller. 
The  new  policy  is  low  rate,  with  an- 
nual dividends,  early  i)aid-up  value 
participating,  and  endowment  in  old 
age. 

The  limit  beyond  which  it  cannot 
be  written  is  age  55.  The  company 
very  properly  claims  for  the  new 
policy  that  it  is  ideal  for  young  men 
with  a  family  who  need  as  much 
protection  as  possible  during  the  de- 
pendency of  children.  This  policy 
can  be  written  in  amounts  of  from 
$2000  t..  $25,000,  with  six  liberal 
riders. 

Example:  For  a  man  38  years 
of  age  the  policy  provides  paid-up 
participating  insurance  for  $5000  in 
sixteen  years,  and  it  matures  as  an 
endowment  of  $5000  for  old  age. 
During  the  years  of  premium-pay- 
ments $10,000  protection  is  given, 
when  the  children  are  dependant. 

By  adding  the  new  accident  and 
health,  or  the  double  benefit  and 
member's  rider  the  accidental  death 
benefit  is  $20,000.  Either  rider  also 
carries  $10,000  for  loss  of  two  limb 
extremities,  for  total  loss  of  sight 
for  loss  of  hand  or  foot  plus  sight  of 
one  eye:  $5000  for  loss  of  one  hand 
or  foot;  $3,333  for  loss  of  sight  of 
one  eye:  $2,500  for  loss  of  thumb 
and  index  finger  of  either  hand.  In 
addition  to  all  this,  the  accident  and 
health  carries  with  it  $200  a  month 
accident    indeniinities    and    $200    a 


month  sickness  indemnities.     There 
are  other  attractive  features.

Pacific  States  Fire  has  Official  Examination 
— Present      Management     Given      Due 
Credit    for    Growtli    and    Excellent    Out- 
look— Directors    Make    New    5-Year    Con- 
tract with  the  Manager. 
\\'e  have  been  furnished  with  the 
report    of    the    examination    of    the 
Pacific  States  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Portland,  Oregon.     The  ex- 
amination was  made  jointly  by  ex- 
aminers   representing   the    state   in- 
surance    departments     of     Oregon, 
Washington    and    Idaho.     The    ex- 
aminers were  Paul  Woolston,  H.  O. 
Fishback,  Jr.,   and   George   H.   Tar- 
bell. 

The  financial  condition  of  the 
company  on  January  1,  1921,  was 
found  to  be  "excellent,"  the  surplus 
to  policyholders  being  "substantial," 
amounting  to  $510,806. 

The  gross  premiums  written  in 
1920  amounted  to  $868,682.  The 
net  pretniums  were  $306,703,  a  gain 
of  $90,868.  Net  fire  and  hail  pre- 
miums were  $224,516  and  net  auto- 
mobile  premiums   were   $82,187. 

Total  income  in  1920  was  $368,- 
366  and  total  disbursements  were 
$301,497.  Stockholders  were  paid 
$17,672  dividends  on  the  $299,000 
capital  fully  paid. 

The  book  value  of  real  estate,  less 
$130,000  incumbrances,  as  reported, 
is   $111,485,   but   the   examiners   re- 


ject $32,597  as  the  excess  over  mar- 
ket value;  and  they  reject  $16,959 
of  the  book  value  of  the  bonds  as 
the  excess  over  market  value.  Other 
rejections  are  of  the  minor  kind  of 
assets  which  companies  always  re- 
port and  state  departments  neves- 
admit. 

The  management  of  the  company 
contend  that  the  realty  values  which 
they  reported  are  conservative  and 
are  less  than  prices  paid  for  similiar 
property  in  the  near  vicinity. 

The  examiners  find  that  the  rent 
which  the  company  charges  itself 
for  occupanc}^  of  its  own  building 
is   reasonable. 

The  total  admitted  assets  were 
found  to  be$813,787,  and  the  total 
liabilities  except  capital  stock 
amounted  to  $302,981.  The  surplus 
as  regards  policyholders  is  $510,806, 
and  the  net  surplus  is  $211,506. 
The  condition  of  the  Pacific  States 
Fire   is   therefore  very   satisfactory. 

On  page  3  of  their  report  the  de- 
])artment  examiners  say: 

"From  1916  the  business  of  the  company 
has  grown  rapidly  and  the  volume  of  pre- 
miums received  has  now  reached  a  sub- 
stantial  figure. 

"In  general,  the  affairs  of  the  company 
have  shown  substantial  progress  since  the 
joint  examination  report  in  1916  and  the 
out  look  for  continued  growth  appears 
excellent." 

And  on  page  5 : 

"It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  when 
the  present  management  assumed  charge, 
condition  of  the  company  was  very  un- 
satisfactory and  its  surplus  was  reduced 
to  approximately  $35,000.  Apparently  the 
company  would  soon  thereafter  have  been 
compelled  to  reinsure  if  contiiuted  along 
the  same  plan  of  management.  Since  igi6 
the  assets  have  been  largely  increased,  the 
business  extended,  a  reasonable  surplus 
created,  the  company  made  kncjvvn  to  the 
pulilic  and  placed  upon   a  dividend  paying 
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basis.     For    lliis   grovvlh    the   present   inan- 
aj;emciit  is  responsililc  and  entitled  to  due 
credit.     Rebuilding    of    the    institution    has 
been  an  arduous  task." 

And  on  page  18: 

"The  loss  papers  on  many  unpaid  claims 
were  examined  as  well  as  on  paid  claims 
and  it  is  believed  that  losses  are  paid 
promptly  and  without  resort  to  technicali- 
ties." 

The  items  "unearned  premiums" 
were  "checked  up  with  much  care." 
No  errors  were  found.  The  ex- 
aminers comment  favorably  upon 
the  system  employed  for  the  deter- 
mination of  unearned  premiums. 
With  a  tabulating  machine  these 
unearned  figures  are  "obtained  with 
speed  and  accuracy  at  the  end  of 
each  month." 

Some  methods  of  bookkeeping  arc 
criticised.  Changes  as  recommend- 
ed by  the  examiners  will  be  made 
by  the  management. 

The  Pacific  States  Agency  is  con- 
ducted as  suggested  by  the  previous 
insurance  commission.  It  operates 
in  the  vicinity  of  Portland  and  now 
has  $75,000  premium  income  with 
nominal  loss.  It  does  the  publicity 
work.  The  examiners  however,  re- 
commend that  the  Agency  be  dis- 
continued and  that  its  work  be  con- 
ducted by  the  company. 

In  their  report  the  examiners  say 
that  the  president  of  the  company 
alone  has  access  to  the  safety  de- 
posit box.  They  suggest,  in  the  in- 
terest of  sound  business  policy,  that 
the  by-laws  be  amended  to  require 
two  officers  to  obtain  access  to  the 
safety  deposit  box.  Of  course  this 
suggestion  will  be  complied  with ; 
but  the  board  of  directors  proved  to 
the  insurance  commission  that  both 


the  president  and  the  secretary  had 
a  key  to  the  vault,  and  that  at  no 
time  did  either  go  alone  to  the  vault. 

Fidelity  bonds  of  officers,  employ- 
ees and  agents  were  checked  and 
found  to  be  in  force  with  responsible 
securities:  also  the  bank  depository 
bonds. 

One  contract  with  T.  H.  Williams 
as  secretary  and  manager  was  cri- 
ticised as  of  doubtful  legality.  This 
contract  included  payment  of  a  5 
per  cent  contingent,  based  on  un- 
derwrtiing  profit,  such  as  is  common 
in  fire  underwriting. 

The  examiners  interpreted  the 
contract  between  Mr.  Williams  and 
the  company  to  mean  that  reinsur- 
ance reserve  should  be  deducted  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  Veazie  &  Vea- 
zie  and  Franklin  Korell,  the  attor- 
neys who  drew  up  the  contract, 
stated  that  no  reinsurance  reserve 
was  intended  to  be  deducted  and 
each  one  of  the  directors  who  signed 
the  contract  stated  to  the  commiss- 
ioner that  the  contract  had  been  in- 
terpreted by  the  underwriting  man- 
ager exactly  as  it  was  intended. 

The  company's  directors,  who  ap- 
proved of  this  customary  contin- 
gent profit  contract,  and  had  agreed 
to  comply  with  the  examiner's  sug- 
gestions, express  surprise  over  the 
inclusion  of  this  matter  in  the  re- 
port. 

The  board  of  directors  have  made 
a  new  contract  with  Mr.  Willi.ims 
for  five  years,  dated  from  June  1st 
of  this  year.  The  board  also  passed 
the  following  resolutions  of  confi- 
dence : 


In  Its  Fiftieth  Year 
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"Whereas,  In  the  recent  examination  and 
report  by  the  insurance  departnicnts  of 
Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho,  certain 
statements  and  deductions  were  made  (and 
are  being  circulated)  which  in  our  cjpinion, 
knowing  the  facts,  are  misleading  and  dam- 
aging to  the  Pacific  States  Fire  Insurance 
Company, 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  we,  the 
directors  of  the  Pacific  States  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company,  do  extend  to  T.  H.  Will- 
iams, our  president  and  manager,  our  vote 
of  confidence  and  assure  our  stockholders 
and  the  public  at  large  that  the  afi'airs  of 
the   company  are   in   competent  hands." 


Electricity    Starts   Fires   and    Halts    Firemen

After  seven  months  efifort  this 
new  Colorado  company  has  over 
$2,000,000  in  force.  And  this  has 
been  done  in  spite  of  a  controversy 
with  the  state  insurance  department, 
which  seems  to  have  been  inspired 
by  competitors.  This  controversy 
has  not  been  settled  yet,  and  being 
unfamiliar  with  it' we  shall  not  ven- 
ture to  discuss  any  of  its  phases. 

The  literature  of  the  Mountain 
State  has  been  criticised  for  saying 
that  the  Liberty  Life  of  Kansas,  only 
two  years  old,  is  paying  dividends. 
This  was  alleged  to  be  untrue ;  but 
on  investigation  we  find  that  the 
company  is  paying  dividends  as  al- 
leged, but  of  course  1921  dividends 
do  not  appear  in  a  statement  of  1920 
business,  not  being  apportioned  in 
that  year. 

The  company  is  also  charged  with 
writing  some  insurance  in  response 
to  applications  by  mail,  just  as  the 
Postal  Life  is  doing  every  business 
day.  If  this  is  unlawful,  we  won- 
der why  the  federal  authorities  do 
not  take  action.

U.    S.    Highways    More    Deadly    Than    War 

In  the  nineteen  months  the  United 
States  was  in  war,  48,000  men  were 
killed  in  battle  or  died  of  wounds. 
In  the  same  period,  there  were  91,- 
000  killed  on  the  highways  of  the 
country,  25,000  of  these  being  child- 
ren of  school  age.

The  Lockwood  Committee's  Investigation 
in  New  York — Housing  Conditions,  It 
Seems,  Include   Fire   and   Life  Insurance. 

Just  what  connection  there  is  be- 
tween the  housing  conditions  or 
shortages  in  New  York  and  Fire  In- 
surance Exchange  is  more  apparent 
to  a  politician  than  to  an  under- 
writer; but  whether  real  or  imagin- 
ary it  was  enough  for  Samuel  Unter- 
meyer,  counsel  for  the  Lockwood 
committee,  to  provide  a  lot  of  copy 
for  the  New  York  daily  prints. 

The  exchange  is  shown  to  be  very 
wicked  because  it  does  not  supply 
its  rates  to  fire  mutuals  which  sel- 
ect a  few  classes,  and  rebate  in  the 
form  of  dividends. 

The  mutuals  furnished  several 
witnesses,  among  them  Alf.  W. 
Best  and  Ex-Commissioner  Ekhorn, 
Mr.  Best  is  quoted  as  favoring 
statute  compelling  the  Exchange  to 


admit  mutuals  to  membership,  the 
Exchange  to  permit  reinsurance  be- 
tween members  and  non-members, 
and  to  prohibit  any  requirement  that 
brokers  shall  place  business  only 
with  members. 

And  what  has  this  to  do  with 
more  houses  built  at  very  high 
wages  ? 

The  real  cause  of  the  housing 
problem — the  scarcity  of  houses — is 
that  at  present  wages  for  building 
mechanics,  as  two  cents  for  every 
brick  laid,  and  similiar  high  costs 
for  materials,  only  rich  philanthro- 
pists are  willing  to  build  houses  to 
rent  at  a  loss  later.  But  it  would 
not  be  good  politics  to  investigate 
labor  conditions. 

Henry  Evans  was  called  as  a  wit- 
ness, as  stated  in  a  reprint  else- 
where. In  his  opinion,  he  testified, 
many  of  the  actions  of  the  New  York 
Fire  Insurance  Exchange  are  fool- 
ish. He  was  frank  and  yet  cau- 
tious. 

The  committee's  attorney  accused 
him  of  fencing.  This  was  when 
state  supervision  of  rates  was  the 
subject.  Still  he  believed  there 
should  be  some  kind  of  official  re- 
view of  rates.  He  thought  the  pre- 
sent condition  should  not  continue. 
Mr.  Evans  has  had  a  good  deal  of 
experience  outside  of  boards. 

The  New  York  Times  announces 
that  "the  insurance  men  have  made 
a  peace  offer."  At  the  conference 
"it  was  proposed  that  rules  which 
discriminate  against  non-members 
should  be  abolished  and  that  the 
Exchange  agree  to  favor  legislation 
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placing  fire  insurance  rates  under 
the  control  of  the  Xew  York  state 
superintendent  of  insurance.  It  was 
also  proposed  that  fire  insurance 
rates  should  be  revised  on  a  new 
basis,  counting  the  interest  on  the 
reserves  of  fire  insurance  companies 
as  a  part  of  their  .profits." 

There  is  to  be  however,  a  right 
of  appeal  to  the  courts.  Brokers 
may  deal  with  any  licensed  compan- 
ies but  must  give  bonds  to  account 
for  moneys  received,  and  cannot  ac- 
cept more  than  the  standard  rate  of 
commission. 

The  Prudential,  r^Iutual  Life  and 
other  companies  and  lending  corpor- 
ations were  charged  with  lending 
money  to  borrowers  and  requiring 
them  to  take  some  undesirable  pro- 
perties as  part  of  the  loan.  As 
high  as  20  to  50  per  cent  interest 
was  sometimes  received. 

National  Liberty  Change 

Vice-president  Gustav  Kehr  of  the 
Xational  Liberty  Insurance  Co.  of 
America  has  resigned.  He  has  been 
associated  with  the  company  for  51 
years.  With  regret  the  board  of 
directors  accepted  Mr.  Kher's  resig- 
nation. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Averbeck,  who  has  been 
one  of  the  directors  of  the  company 
for  several  years,  was  elected  vice- 
president    in    Mr.    Kher's    stead. 

Vice-president  Robe  Bird  of  the 
Milwaukee  Mechanics  has  been 
visiting  San  Francisco,  preparatory 
to  selecting  a  general  agent  for 
California. 


State   Association   of  County   Mutuals 

The  California  fire  mutual  associa- 
tions held  their  annual  convention 
in  San  Jose  on  June  16  and  17,  with 
nineteen  out  of  twenty-one  members 
present,  "representing  100,000  pol- 
icyholders," according  to  Mayor 
J.  D.  Musgrove  of  Woodland. 

J.  M.  Huehn  of  Ventura  said  his 
company  found  that  when  hay  in 
stack  or  barn  begins  to  heat,  and  fire 
from  "internal  combustion"  is  pro- 
able,  the  way  to  prevent  fire  is  to 
drive  a  long  iron  bar  to  the  center 
of  the  pile,  withdraw  the  bar  and 
fill  the  hole  with  salt  water.  He 
advised  to  farmers  to  ventilate  hay 
with  air  shafts.  County  mutuals 
suffer  many  hay  losses  from  spon- 
taneous combustion  or  from  other 
causes. 

Confidence  in  the  future  of  county 
mutuals  in  California  was  express- 
ed, as  the  result  of  the  new  law 
which  permits  mutuals  to  reinsure 
surplus  lines  in  other  mutuals  of 
the  state,  and  also  permits  writing 
amounts   from   $4500  to   $6000.

Coast  Insurance  Review 


A  Few  Notes  on  the  History  of  Insurance 

By  E.  S.  Kimbor,  in  "riisurance,'' 
Cape  Town  : 

Agent?'  work  would  become  more 
congenial  if  they  would  take  the  trou- 
ble to  dip  into  the  history  of  insurance, 
making  even  a  partial  study  of  this  in- 
teresting subject.  They  would  besides 
gain  additional  understanding  of  and 
sj'mpathy  with  underlying  principles 
that  would  give  them  greater  weight 
with  the  public  and  would  enable  them 
to  relegate  to  its  proper  insignificance 
the  sordid  side  of  the  business — the 
question  of  meum  et  tuum — which  too 
often  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
prospective  buyers.  It  is  with  the  ob- 
ject of  being  helpful  in  some  small  de- 
gree in  this  way  to  those,  in  and  out 
of  the  business,  who  have  never  looked 
into  the  origin  and  history  of  insur- 
ance that  these  brief  notes  have  been 
hastily  compiled  from  such  records  as 
were  available  to  the  writer. 

The  general  meaning  of  the  term 
"insurance"  is  "Making  oneself  safe 
against  something.''  Or,  as  defined 
by  Webster,  "a  guarantee  or  pledge  of 
peace  and  safety,  a  declaration  tending 
to  inspire  full  confidence;  that  which 
is  designed  to  give  confidence.'*  The 
word  "assurance"  is  really  synony- 
mous with  "insurance,"' but  assurance 
has  been  held  to  refer  to  life  business 
only  and  insurance  to  fire,  marine,  ac- 
cident, etc.  Assurance  was  the  earlier 
term  used  for  all  classes,  until  the  end 
of  the  16th  century. 

Now  what  a  nice  little  homily  could 
be  given  on  this  word  alone  by  an  en- 
terprising agent  to  gain  the  interest  of 
his  client!     Or  take  the  word   policy. 


According  to  Webster  we  find  that  it 
means  "Prudence  or  wisdom  in  the 
management  of  public  and  private  af- 
fairs, wisdom,  sagacity,  shrewdness, 
a  wise  scheme  or  device,  a  showing 
forth,  a  proof,  a  document,  exhibit  to 
show  forth."  Again,  what  a  nice  lit- 
tle text  for  a  man  of  parts  with  which 
to  entertain  and  give  food  for  thought 
to  his  prospects,  raising  the  subject  at 
once  above  the  ordinary  everyday  can- 
vassing topics  and  the  introducer  above 
his  fellows. 

In  dealing  with  this  subject  of  in- 
surance, it  will  be  understood  that  it 
is  here  confined  to  British  insurance, 
which  Is  practically  the  history  of 
world  insurance. 

As  far  as  is  known,  insurance  in  a 
crude  form  was  practiced  by  the 
Greeks — as  related  by  Demosthenes,  a 
sort  of  marine  insurance.  Money  was 
lent  on  a  ship  or  cargo,  to  be  repaid 
with  large  interest  if  all  went  well, 
but  not  repaid  at  all  if  the  ship  were 
lost.  The  rate  of  interest  was  very 
high,  not  only  to  meet  the  use  of  the 
money  but  the  risk  of  losing  it. 

Coming  to  a  later  period  we  find 
that  the  Belgians  in  1300  started,  as 
far  as  is  known,  a  direct  insurance  of 
sea  risks  for  a  premium;  and  later 
still — in  15-59 — Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  in 
opening  Queen  Elizabeth's  Parliament 
said:  "Doth  not  the  wise  merchant 
in  every  adventure  of  danger  give  part 
to  have  the  rest  assured?" 

Early  in  the  17th  century  the  Eng- 
lish Government  used  to  relieve  those 
who  had  suffered  loss  from  accidental 
fires.  This  was  however  more  in  the 
nature  of  a  charity  appeal    to   neigh- 
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bors  on  behalf  of  the  losers.  The  loss 
had  to  be  proved  to  the  King  in  Coun- 
cil, and  the  Chancellor  sent  a  King's 
brief  to  churches,  sheriffs  and  justices, 
asking  for  contributions,  trustees  being 
appointed  for  the  sufferers.  This  sys- 
tem of  relief  fell  into  disrepute  and 
disuse  under  the  last  two  Stuarts,  on 
account  of  tiie  gross  frauds  that  were 
perpetrated  on  the  public  during  these 
reigns. 

However,  in  1635  citizens  of  London 
petitioned  Charles  I.  for  a  patent  of 
monopoly  to  insure  houses  at  the  rate 
of  one  shilling  yearly  for  eacli  £20  of 
rent,  to  repair  or  rebuild  those  burned 
and  in  1680  a  private  fire  office  was 
opened  at  the  back  of  the  Royal  Ex- 
change, London, 
was  issued  on  the  18th  June,  1583,  for 


£383  6s.  8d.,  on  the  life  of  one  Wm. 
Gibbons  for  12  months,  at  a  premium 
of  8  per  cent.  The  policy  was  signed 
by  sixteen  underwriters.  The  age  is 
not  mentioned.  Wm.  Gibbons  died 
on  the  29th  of  May,  1584.  The  un- 
derwriters disputed  the  claim,  alleging 
tiiat  12  months  in  law  was  twelve 
times  twenty-eight  days,  and  that  Gib- 
bons had  survived  that  period.  How- 
ever, the  law  decided  otherwise,  and 
they  had  to  pay  out  in  due  course. 

There  are  a  few  similar  contracts  to 
be  found,  mostly  in  judicial  records, 
during  the  seventeenth  century.  In 
1699  an  attempt  was  made  to  carry  on 
a  sort  of  insurance  society,  mainly  on 
the  lines  of  a  friendly  society.  The 
name  of  this  society  was  "The  Society

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Lockwood    Investigation  —  Conditions    of 
Money-Lending  in  New  York  City 

The  legislative  investigating  commit- 
tee, touching  housing,  covers  any  de- 
tail with  joy  and  promptness.  Here 
are  some  facts  pulled  out: 

Witnesses  testified  that  savings 
banks,  life  insurance  companies,  trust 
companies,  estates,  loan  companies, 
iiiortgage  brokers  and  money  lending 
institutions  in  general  demand  and  re- 
ceive bonuses,  commissions  and  dis- 
counts reaching  up  to  20  per  cent  for 
lending  money  at  5}4.  ^"tl  6  per  cent 
interest. 

In  the  case  of  three  small  mortgages 
it  was  shown  that  bonuses  or  discounts 
of  33  1-3  percent  and  50  percent  above 
the  interest  charges  were  exacted. 

Borrowers  are  fofced  to  take  deprec- 
iated Liberty  bonds  at  par  when  they 
are  selling  at  95  and  lower,  at  which 
prices  they  could  purchase  them  in  the 
market. 

Builders  in  need  of  mortgage  money 
must  buy  old  tenements,  widely  scat- 
tered lots  and  other  "cats  and  dogs." 

Borrowers  have  to  take  the  property 
at  the  value  dictated  by  the  money 
lenders.  In  one  case  a  concern  de- 
siring to  borrow  $140,030  had  to  take 
property  valued  at  $102,500. 

One  mortgage  broker,  dealing  main- 
ly in  third  mortgages,  paid  out  $1,7-15,044 
on  tiie  face  value  of  mortgages  amonnting 
to  $2,102,357,  receiving  $337,310  in  Ijonnses 
in  the  space  of  a  few  years.  He  defended 
a  bonus  of  20  per  cent  on  the  ground  tliat 
liie  builder  could  not  get  along  without  his 
services,  "admitting"  tiiat  lie  was  a  "pub- 
lic benefactor." 

In  some  cases  borrowers  were  obliged  to 
incorporate  themselves  so  that  they  could 
not  plead  usury  when  banks  and  other  lend- 
ing  organizations    made   conditions   which 


meant  the  payment  of  8  to  15  percent  inter- 
est without  the  charges  for  legal  fees,  title, 
brokerage,  mortgage  tax  and  other  charges. 

Witnesses  admitted  frankly  that  borrow- 
ers would  not  have  bought  lots,  tenements 
and  property  in  other  cities  if  they  had  not 
l>een  obliged  to  do  so  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  granting  of  loans. 

An  instance  of  a  mortgage  broker  receiv- 
ing an  advance  of  50  percent  over  the  amt. 
he  paid  a  borrower  was  shown  by  Unter- 
meyer  in  the  case  of  Abel  King,  who  ad- 
vanced $10,750  and  received  back  a  mortg- 
age for  $15,750.  The  borrower  then  had  to 
pay  6  percent  interest  on  the  entire  $15,- 
750.  The  mortgage  was  to  run  for  5  years. 
King  said  the  bonus  of  $5,000  was  one-third 
ofif  the  face  of  the  mortgage,  but  readily  ad- 
mitted that  "the  morrgage  is  50  percent 
greater  than  the  cash  invested." 

In  another  case  King  received  a  mortgage 
for  $19,000  and  paid  $14,000  or  about  33* 
percent  less  than  the  cash  he  advanced. 
The  borrower  had  to  pay  6  percent  interest 
on  the  entire  $19,000,  although  he  did  not 
receive  this  amount. 


Saxon  and  Frank 

In  time  of  Julius  Caesar  the  north- 
ern tribes  who  opposed  him  were 
named  from  their  swords.

Some  automobile  company  managers 
have  attempted  to  limit  their  liability 
in  any  (ire  by  using  certain  safeguards 
good  so  far  as  they  gO;  but  wholly  in- 
adequate to  accoinplish  safety,  such  as 
not  writing  any  automobile  for  more 
than  a  certain  amount,  by  declining 
all  dealer  lines  and  commercial  fleets, 
and  by  not  writing  more  than  two  or 
three  machines  whose  home  location 
is  the  same  garage,  only  to  be  sadly 
awakened  by  the  loss  of  twenty  or  30 
automobiles  in  one  fire  at  one  location. 
Of  fifteen  automobiles  recently  lost  in 
one  fire  by  one  reinsured,  it  was  found 
after  the  fire  that  only  one  was  at  its 
home  location,  as  indicated  in  the  ap- 
plication. Anoth&r  reinsured,  after 
twenty-eight  years  in  business,  lost 
more  in  a  single  fire  than  the  combined 
loss  sustained  during  the  preceding  28 
years. — Insurance  Index.

Carbonic  Acid  Gas  Extinguishers 

The  most  effective  piece  of  apparatus 
for  putting  out  a  starting  fire  is  one  of 
the  metal  tanks  known  as  "carbonic 
acid  gas  extinguishers,''  which  are 
seen  on  nearly  every  fire  department 
wagon.  They  hold  two  bucketfuls  of 
water  and  have  a  diameter  one-third 
their  height.  At  the  top  of  the  tank 
is  a  piece  of  hose  a  yard  long.  When 
the  tank  is  inverted,  ready  for  use  sul- 
phuric acid  is  spilled,  from  a  bottle  in 
its  top,  into  a  cup  full  of  baking  soda. 
When  they  get  together  soda-water  is 
formed,  which  makes  a  pressure  that 
will  throw  the  water  and  gas  in  the 
tank  forty  feet,  or  into  enclosed  places 
which  could  not  be  reached  with  a 
water  bucket.

The  business  thus  canceled  was  at 
once  re-written  in  other  companies 
in  the  office.  The  manager  told  me 
that  actually  the  inspector  had  sel- 
ected for  cancellation  the  best  risks. 

The  actions  of  the  new  advertis- 
ing managers  of  some  Eastern  com- 
panies reminded  me  of  the  above. 
Like  the  special  inspector  from  Lon- 
don they  are  making  a  record.  But 
the  inspector  lost  his  job,  and  I 
hear  that  one  ad  manager  lost  his.

A  Wine  Famine 

A  world-wide  famine  of  good  wine 
is  threatened  for  next  season  and  the 
season  to  follow  as  a  result  of  unprece- 
dented frosts  and  snowfalls  in  the  wine 
districts  of  France  and  Italy  after  a 
premature  opening  of  spring. 

Regions  around  Bordeaux,  where 
much  claret  is  produced,  has  been  hard 
hit  and  the  production  this  year  will 
be  only  5  p.  c.  of  normal.  In  the  cen- 
ter of  France  the  vineyards  of  Volnay 
are  severely  damaged. 

The  hardest  hit  grape  growers  are 
however  in  the  Burgundy  district. 

Strange  enough  how  creatures  of 
the  human-kind  shut  their  eyes  to 
plainest  facts ;  and  by  the  mere  in- 
ertia of  Oblivion  and  Stupidity,  live 
at  ease  in  the  midst  of  Wonders  and 
Terrors.  But  indeed  man  is,  and 
was  always,  a  blockhead  and  dull- 
ard ;  much  readier  to  feel  and  digest, 
than  to  think  and  consider.  Pre- 
judice, which  he  pretends  to  hate, 
is  his  absolute  lawgiver;  mere  use- 
and-won't  everywhere  leads  him  by 
the  nose;  thus  let  but  a  Rising  of 
the  Sun,  let  but  a  Creation  of  the 
World  happen  twice,  and  it  ceases 
to  be  marvellous,  to  be  noteworthy, 
or  noticeable — Carlyle.

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INSURANCE  IN  COURT 

Cash  Value  of  Bankrupt's  Policy 

Bankrupt  when  so  adjudged  had 
several  life  insurance  policies  with 
a  cash  surrender  value.  He  claimed 
exemption.     Trustees  objected. 

Hearing  before  the  referee  in 
bankruptcy  of  southern  district  of 
Iowa.  Referee  held  the  policies  ex- 
empt under  sec.  1805  and  also  under 
ruling  of  U.  S.  S.  C.  in  Holden  v. 
Stratton,  198  U.  S.  202.  On  review 
by  U.  S.  D.  referee's  decision  was 
reversed.  Court  held  that  the  trus- 
tee in  bankruptcy  was  entitled  to 
the  cash  surrender  value  of  bank- 
rupt's policies.     Case  appealed. 


Automobiles — On   Installment   Plan 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  in 
the  King's  Bench  Division,  judg- 
ment was  given  for  defendants  with 
costs.  It  was  stated  that  by  a  pol- 
icy of  insurance  dated  December 
24th,  1919,  defendants  agreed  to  in- 
demnify plaintiff  against  any  dam- 
age caused  by  fire  arising  from  any 
cause  to  a  motor  vehicle  described 
as  belonging  to  plaintiff.  On  March 
29th,  1920,  the  car  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  arising  cither  from  self-ig- 
nition, external   explosion  or  other 


unexplained  cause,  and  plaintiff 
claimed  £450  due  under  the  policy. 
Defendants,  while  admitting  the  pol- 
icy and  the  payment  of  premium, 
alleged  that  it  was  a  condition  that 
the  car  referred  to  should  belong  to 
plaintiff".  They  claimed  that  they 
had  been  induced  to  issue  the  policy 
on  this  express  understanding, 
whereas  plaintiff  had  obtained  the 
car  on  the  hire-purchase  system  and 
had  paid  only  a  proportion  of  the 
price. 

Mr.  Justice  Bailhache,  giving 
judgment  for*  defendants,  said  he 
did  so  with  great  regret.  It  was  a 
matter  of  importance  to  insurance 
companies  to  have  the  questions  on 
the  proposal  strictly  answered,  even 
though  the  premiums  would  be  the 
same  if  the  full  facts  had  been  fully 
disclosed.  The  evidence  had  satis- 
fied him  that  the  whole  risk  might 
have  been  rejected  had  the  defend- 
ant been  aware  that  the  proposer 
was  not  in  fact  and  in  law  the  own- 
er of  the  car.  Plaintiff  had  acted  in 
perfectly  good  faith,  as  a  statement 
which  might  be  strictly  untrue  in 
law  was  often  in  common  parlance 
reasonably  accurate. — Banton  v. 
Home  &  Colonial:  Insurance  Jour- 
nal, London. 
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To   Cancel  Licenses   in   Commissioner's 
Discretion 

The  Georgia  supreme  court  says 
that  the  portion  of  the  law  which 
presumes  to  give  the  insurance  com- 
missioner power  to  cancel  licenses 
in  his  discretion  is  in  violation  of  the 
constitution  of  the  state  and  of  the 
United  States.  It  holds  that  a 
clause  giving  the  agent  the  right  of 
appeal  is  necessary.  The  supreme 
court  does  not  appear  to  have  con- 
sidered any  other  angle  of  the  case, 
evidently  confining  itself  to  the  con- 
stitutional question  involved. — Riley 
V.  Insurance  Commissioner. 

Fire — Direction    of    Verdict    Error,    Where 
Credibility  of  Witness  is  Involved. 

In  an  action  on  an  insurance  poli- 
cy, where  the  amount  of  the  loss 
was  in  issue  and  depended  on  the  in- 
terested testimony  of  a  plaintiff, 
both  as  to  the  quantum  of  goods 
destroyed  and  their  value,  the  credi- 
bility of  such  witness  was  eminent- 
ly for  the  jury,  and,  although  un- 
contradicted by  direct  testimony,  it 
was  error  to  direct  a  verdict  for 
plaintiflf  for  the  full  amount  shown 
by  his  testimony. — Fire  Association 
v.   Mechlowitz, '266   F.  322. 


Agent's   Authority — Binding   Preliminary 
Contract 

Application  contained  a  clause 
making  it  subject  to  approval  of  gen- 
eral agent  or  secretary.  Agent  did 
not  reveal  clause  to  applicant.  De- 
fendant appealed  from  verdict  for 
plaintiff. 

Insurer   rejected   application,   but 


agent  was  unable  to  notify  insured 
until  after  fire. 

Held,  that  verbal  contract  of  in- 
surance made  by  local  agent  is  bind- 
ing on  his  company  if  within  the 
scope  of  his  authority. 

It  was  defendant's  practice  to  date 
its  policies  back  to  date  of  applica- 
tion ;  therefore  the  agent  should  be 
presumed  to  have  authority  to  make 
a  binding  ])reliminary  contract  to  at- 
tach on  day  of  application  and  pre- 
mium paid.  Judgment  affirmed. 
181  N.  W.  580. 


Proofs   of   Loss — Misleading   by   Agent 

PlaintifT  insured  gave  defendant's 
agent  itemized  list  of  burned  goods 
together  with  their  cash  value. 
Agent  referred  claimant  to  defend- 
ant's adjuster,  to  whom  the  itemized 
statement  was  presented.  Policy  re- 
quired loss  claimant  to  present  proof 
in  the  manner  and  form  and  time 
specified.  These  provisions  could 
be  waived  only  if  so  written  and 
attached  to  the  policy.  They  were 
not  waived.  Defendant  appealed 
from  adverse  judgment. 

Held,  that  the  furnishing  of  proof 
of  loss  as  required  is  a  condition 
precedent  to  maintaining  an  action, 
unless  failure  to  do  so  is  due  to  the 
misleading  of  the  plaintiff  insured 
by  the  agent  of  defendant  insurer. 
\\'hether  defendant's  agent  misled 
plaintiff  was  a  question  of  fact  for 
determination  of  jury.  A\'here  de- 
fendant's agent  misled  plaintiff  into 
believing  his  statement  was  suffi- 
cient proof  of  loss,  defendant  can- 
not take  advantage  of  wrong  of  its 
agent.      Judgment     affirmed.     W'al- 
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ton   V.   American   Central.      196.    P. 
588. 


Accident — Suicide    While    Sane. 

Rev.  St.  1909  providing  that  in 
suits  on  life  policies  it  shall  be  no 
defense  that  the  insured  committed 
suicide  in  absence  of  showing  that 
he  contemplated  suicide  at  time  of 
application  for  policy,  is  not  applic- 
able to  action  on  accident  policy  in 
case  the  insured  committed  suicide 
while  sane,  for  in  such  case  insured 
would  not  have  been  injured  by  an 
accident,  and  there  would  be  no  lia- 
bility on  the  policy. — Trembley  v. 
Fidelity  &  Casualty  Co.,  223  S.  W. 
R.    887. 


Compensation — Double  Hernia — Removal  of 
Appendix — Left  Hospital  Too  Soon — Death 
from   Peritonitis. 

Employee  while  assisting  other 
workmen  in  lifting  an  automobile 
body  sustained  a  double  hernia,  and 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days  an  opera- 
tion was  performed  by  two  sur- 
geons, one  of  which  operated  for 
the  hernia  on  the  left-hand  side,  and 
the  other  for  the  hernia  on  the  right- 
hand  side.  When  the  incision  was 
made  by  the  latter  the  appendix 
appeared  in  the  opening  and  was  re- 
moved, with  the  consent  of  the  other 
physcian.  The  injured  man  had  re- 
quested that  the  appendix  be  re- 
moved when  the  operation  for  the 
hernia  was  being  performed.  About 
10  days  later  with  the  permission, 
but  not  the  approval,  of  the  hospi- 
tal authorities,  the  patient  was  al- 
lowed to  go  home,  where  he  re- 
mained a  few  weeks,  when  he  was 


returned  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
died  within  a  few  hours  from  peri- 
tonitis. 

Widow  and  son  of  the  deceased 
were  awarded  compensation  under 
the  workmen's  compensation  act  by 
the  New  York  industrial  commiss- 
ion, which  award  was  reversed,  and 
the  case  remitted  for  further  proof 
by  the  appellate  division  of  the  sup- 
reme. In  N.  Y.  183,  Supp.  766. 
Judge  Kellogg  wrote  the  opinion, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  said : 

"It  is  clear  that  the  operation  upon 
the  appendix  was  not  made  neces- 
sary by  the  accident  which  caused 
the  hernia.  As  the  only  medical 
testimony  given,  tracing  the  peri- 
tonitis and  death  back  to  the  opera- 
tions, is  that  of  Reagon,  who  im- 
pliedly gives  the  appendix  operation 
as  the  cause,  it  follows  that  the 
death  was  not  shown  to  have  re- 
sulted from  an  accidental  injury  oc- 
curing  in  the  course  of  the  employ- 
ment. It  is  a  significant  fact  that 
the  two  noted  physcians  who  per- 
formed the  autopsy  were  not  called, 
so  that  the  only  medical  testimony 
appearing  in  the  record  was  given 
by  surgeons  interested  in  absolving 
themselves  from  blame.  In  view  of 
this  fact,  it  appears  to  us  that  the 
just  course  to  follow  is  not  to  dis- 
miss the  claim,  but  to  return  it  to 
the  commission  for  further  proof  as 
to  the  casual  relation  between  the 
accidental  injury  and  the  death."

Suicides  Are  Increasing  and  Are  Generally 
Insane  or  Fear  Insanity — Bodily  Illness, 
Nerve  Starvation  and  Low  Spirits  the 
Main    Causes. 

The  number  of  suicides,  like  the 
number  of  criminals  has  increased 
enormously  in  this  country  in  the 
past  few  years.  Statistics  prove  it. 
The  press  daily  presents  the  evi- 
dence. 

Suicide  is  unnatural,  and  the  cause 
must  be  sought  in  unnatural  condi- 
tions of  society  and  the  individual. 
Present  times  stimulate  suicide  be- 
cause business  conditions  are  un- 
favorable to  security,  profit  and  con- 
tinued emplo3'ment ;  and  the  times 
also  promote  crime. 

It  is  a  logical  and  charitable  view 
to  regard  the  suicide  as  invariably 
a  sick  man,  and  usually  one  who  is 
either  insane  or  fears  he  will  be- 
come so.  Life  insurance  companies 
take  this  view  and  pay  suicide 
claims  after  the  policy  is  one  year 
old. 


Fewer  agents  arc  working  in  the 
summer  time  and  as  a  result  the 
competitive  field  is  more  open. 

It  is  a  mistake  for  any  agent  in 
selling  life  insurance,  to  place  too 
much  emphasis  upon  the  policy 
loan  feature  of  the  policy.  Policy 
loans  are  there  for  cases  of  emer- 
gency, of  course,  but  at  the  present 
time  when  the  average  life  insur- 
ance company  is  lending  such  large 
sums  on  policies  already  in  force, 
it  is  bad  business  to  stress  this  fea- 
ture as  a  selling  point. — Manhattan 
Life*.

Sydney  W.  Hughes,  realtor,  was 
examined  on  a  transaction  in  which 
Ephriam  Levy,  who  paid  Robert  P. 
Brindell's  agents  $25,000,  figured. 
Hughes  said  he  negotiated  a  loan 
of  $1,450,000  for  Levy.  The  money 
was  furnished  by  the  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  and  the  prop- 
erty was  the  Seventh  avenue  block, 
on  Seventh  avenue  from  Thirtieth 
to  Thirty-first  streets.  The  Mutual 
advanced  $1,400,000  on  the  $1,450,- 
000  loan,  he  testified.  It  was  a  con- 
dition of  the  loan  made  by  the  Mu- 
tual company  that  Levy  buy  par- 
cels of  lots  in  scattered  sections  of 
the  city  for  $650,000.  Levy  paid 
$100,000  cash  and  gave  back  a  mort- 
gage for  $550,000.  Hughes  said 
the  property  was  appraised  at  $2,- 
959,000  by  Wheelock  &  Brown. 

Q. — So  that  the  loan  was  for  less 
than  50  per  cent.     A. — Yes. 

O. — That  was  a  prime  loan.  A. 
Yes. 

O. — Is  it  not  the  fact  that  the 
Mutual  Life  required  the  borrower 
to  take  back  a  piece  of  property  in 
part  payment  of  the  loan,  a  big  piece 
of  property?.  A. — Yes,  several  par- 
cels. 

O. — Several  pieces  of  odds  and 
ends  that  the  Mutual  Life  owned? 
A. — I  would  not  say  that,  various 
parcels  of  real  estate,  I  don't  call 
thetn  odds  and  ends. 


Q. — With  whom  did  you  nego- 
tiate this  loan  on  behalf  of  the  Mu- 
tual Life?

Prudential's    Lending — New    York    Method 

Counsel  Untermyer,  of  the  Lock- 
wood  housing  probe  in  New  York 
City,  went  into  several  cases  invol- 
ving the  Prudential  Life  Insurance 
company.  The  108  West  55th  Street 
Corporation  obtained  a  loan  from  the 
insurance  company  of  $550,000  on 
property  at  Fifty-ninth  street  and 
sixth  avenue,  and   was  required  to 
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take  property  at  68  Hudson  street, 
Hoboken. 

The  price  for  the  Hoboken  prop- 
erty was  $128,000  and  the  borrower 
paid  for  it  $15,000  in  cash  and  a 
mortgage  of  $113,000.  The  $15,000, 
as  usual,  was  deducted  from  the 
$550,000  loan. 

In  this  case  Hughes  charged  2 
per  cent  brokerage  fee  amounting 
to  $11,000.  He  admitted  it  was  un- 
usual to  charge  2  per  cent  on  a  first 
class  improved  property  and  denied 
he  did  it  because  the  borrower  need- 
ed money.  He  said  the  charge  was 
made  because  it  was  hard  to  get 
money  in  1917,  when  the  transac- 
tion occurred.  He  did  not  charge 
the  Prudential  anything  for  selling 
their  Hoboken  property. 

Another  borrower  from  the  Pru- 
dential was  the  905  West  End  Ave. 
Corporation.  It  took  a  loan  of 
$540,000  at  5  per  cent,  and  had  to 
buy  a  Newark  property  for  $228,000 
The  insurance  company  deducted 
$15,000  from  the  loan  and  took  a 
$213,000  mortgage. 

The  Jatison  Construction  Com- 
pany, Hughes  further  said,  desired 
a  loan  of  $65,000  on  a  sixteen-story 
loft  building  at  13-19  West  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  "a  gilt-edged"  loan, 
on  a  building  valued  at  $1,100,000. 
The  Prudential  made  the  condition 
for  granting  the  loan  the  purchase 
by  the  comj^any  of  the  Takanasce 
Hotel  at  Long  Branch  for  $115,000. 
The  realty  company  received  $630,- 
000  in  cash,  $20,000  being  deducted 
on  the  account  of  the  hotel,  and  it 
gave  a  mortgage  of  $95,000  in  ad- 
dition. 


The  884  West  End  avenue  Cor- 
poration, borrowing  from  the  Pru- 
dential $1,000,000,  had  to  take  prop- 
erty at  46  Market  street,  Newark, 
valued  at  $220,000.  Cash  of  $17,000 
was  paid,  and  a  mortgage  taken  for 
the   remainder. 

A  press  dispatch  announces  there 
will  be  a  special  probe  of  the  Pru- 
dential's lending  of  money  in  New 
York. 


Counsel  Untermyer  criticised  the 
old  "giants"  for  not  obeying  the  law 
requiring  them  to  dispose  of  their 
holdings  at  once  instead  of  getting 
extensions  of  time  again  and  again, 
and  finding  themselves  with  stock 
worth  millions  less  now  than  then.

Untermyer,  just  be- 
fore sailing  for  Europe,  said  it  would 
not  be  in  the  public  interest  to  ex- 
ploit "the  enormous  temporary 
shrinkages  that  have  been  suffered 
by  the  Mutual  Life  or  by  any  other 
corporation  in  these  exceptional 
times."

Covering  the  Pacific  West 
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San  Francisco  Notes 

The  municipal  railway  has  never 
been  a  paying  investment  and  prob- 
ably never  will ;  for  government 
never  does  anything  cheaply.  One 
lines  passes  through  a  four-mile 
tunnel  under  Twin  Peaks,  where  no 
passengers  are  picked  up.  The 
property  owners  for  many  blocks 
around  paid  the  tunnel  cost  in  as- 
sessments ;  but  the  city  paid  for  the 
railroad  through  and  beyond — paid 
for  it  with  the  slowly  accumulated 
maintenance  fund.  The  venture 
seems  to  have  been  a  realty  enter- 
prise, and  is  building  up  the  old 
Ingleside  district  with  a  good  class 
of  dwellings  with  an  ocean  view.

Home  F.  &  M.  Will  Double   Capital 

It  is  announced  that  the  capital  of 
this  Home  Fire  &  Marine  Insurance 
Co.  of  San  Francisco  will  be  in- 
creased $500,000  to  $1,000,000.  The 
new  stock,  par  value  $10,  will  be 
disposed  of  at  $25  a  share,  thus  add- 
ing $750,000  to  the  surplus.  Pre- 
sent stockholders  have  first  privi- 
lege of  subscription  to  the  new 
stock.  In  the  fire  branch  last  year 
the  loss  ratio  was  49  per  cent. 

Compensation 

Though  a  workman  killed  have 
no  dependents  and  there  is  no  fin- 
ancial loss  to  anyone,  state  indus- 
trial accident  compensation  laws  re- 
quire the  employer  to  pay  a  benefit 
anyway,  and  the  state  collects  the 
money  and  keeps  it  for  special  pur- 
poses. The  money  collected  is  cer- 
tainly not  compensation.  A  press 
dispatch  says  the  Utah  s.  c.  has  up- 
held the  law  as  constitutional :  so, 
other  courts.

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PUBLICATIONS 

3-Score  Years  and  7  of  the  Phoenix 

June  21,  1921,  was  the  67th  anni- 
versary of  the  Phoenix  Insurance 
Company  of  Hartford.  Books  were 
opened  by  the  incorporators  on  June 
21,  1854.  The  organizer  was  Henry 
Kellogg,  a  life  insurance  man.  The 
company  began  with  $100,000  capi- 
tal subscribed.  The  subscribers  at 
once  voted  to  increase  the  capital 
to  $200,000. 

The  company  has  issued  a  small 
book  which  outlines  its  history  and 
gives  brief  biographies  of  the  pres- 
ent official  stafif.  We  read  that  the 
Phoenix  took  the  lead  in  establish- 
ing agencies  up. and  down  the  Pac- 
fic  Coast.  Till  then  merchants  and 
other  inhabitants  had  been  com- 
pelled to  procure  insurance  through 
their  correspondents  in  San  Fran- 
cisco." 

In  1855  Simeon  L.  Lomis  resigned 
the  i)residency  of  the  Home  of  New 
York  to  become  president  of  the 
Phoenix. 

Mr.  Kellogg,  the  founder,  was 
secretary  until  1863,  when  he  be- 
came president,  with  William  B. 
Clark  as  secretary.  D.  W.  G.  Skil- 
ton  succeeded  Mr.  Clark,  and  lat- 
er was  elected  vice-president,  act- 
ing president  and  president.  He 
was  acting  president  and  president 
for  twenty-five  years.  Edward 
Milligan,  the  incumbent,  was  chosen 
president  in  1913.  John  B.  Knox  has 
been  the  secretary  for  forty-nine 
years  and  has  been  with  the  Phoenix 
since   1872,  beginning  as  a  clerk. 


The  staff  numbers  twelve.  The 
portraits  prove  positively  that  they 
are  a  fine  looking  body  of  men. 

The  Phoenix  at  the  end  of  its  first 
year  had  $212,896  assets  and  a  pre- 
mium income  of  $39,053.  In  1920 
its  premium  income  was  $11,529,140 
and  on  December  31  it  had  $23,620,- 
510  assets.  Some  difference  in  sixty- 
seven  years. 

The  Chicago  fire  of  1871  cost  the 
Phoenix  $937,219.  Claims  were 
paid  in  full,  the  first  for  $10,000  on 
October  13,  four  days  after  the  fire. 
To  meet  reserve  requirements  the 
capital  was  reduced  $300,000  and 
then  at  once  restored  to  $600,000. 
The  Phoenix  made  similiar  con- 
flagration settlements  in  full  in  Bos- 
ton in  1871,  $385,956;  in  Baltimore 
in  1894,  $325,000;  in  San  Francisco 
in  1906,  $1,771,103;  in  Chelsea  in 
1908,  $235,369.  Altogether  the 
Phoenix  has  participated  in  27  con- 
flagrations. Phoenix  interests  con- 
trol the  Connecticut  of  Hartford 
and  the  Equitable  of  Providence. 

Geo.  H.  Tyson  is  general  agent 
of  the  Phoenix  for  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  has  increased  its  business  in 
this   field.

Having  read  it  in  a  magazine  ar- 
ticle it  must  be  true  that  the  chan- 
nel at  Mare  Island  is  too  shallow 
for  battleships,  but  last  week  I  saw 
five  of  them  in  the  stream,  among 
them  the  recently  launched  Calif- 
ornia, with  two  huge  funnels;  and 
along  shore  were  two  150-ton  16- 
inch  guns,  to  be  placed  on  board 
when  the  great  ship  is  completed. 

When  you  take  out  fire  insurance 
you  are  insured  in  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  named  amount — not  for  the 
face  of  the  policy  unless  the  insured 
loss  does  amount  to  the  amount. 

When  you  take  out  a  life  insur- 
ance policy  you  are  insured  for  the 
difference  between  your  deposit, 
your  legal  reserve,  and  the  face  of 
the  policy. 
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PAST 

With  similar  conditions  in  the 
present,  the  history  of  the  past  will 
be  repeated.  The  glacial  age  of  the 
remote  past  was  repeated  several 
times.  The  Arctic  climates  extend- 
ed well  into  the  temperate  zones. 
The  effects  on  animal  and  vegetable 
life,  the  great  changes  wrought, 
may  easily  be  imagined. 

The  general  results  of  wars  are 
always  repeated,  and  the  causes 
leading  to  wars  are  always  very 
much  the  same:  over-population, 
lust  of  power,  ambition,  loot,  racial 
hatred,  trade  rivalry,  the  need  for 
new  markets,  or  craze  for  "self-de- 
termination." 

The  effects  of  great  wars  are  al- 
ways much  the  Same :  inflation,  de- 
])reciated  currency,  high  taxes,  high 
cost  of  living,  unemployment,  busi- 
ness depression,  high  rates  of  inter- 
est, pre-war  securities  "way  down," 
panics  and  near  panics,  increased 
fire  losses,  increased  commercial 
failures,  poverty,  malnutrition,  epi- 
demics, and  increased  death  rate. 

Insurance  rate  wars,  open  and 
hidden,  have  a  common  origin  in 
decreased  premiums  and  toe  keen 
competition.  Premium  rates  may 
be  cut  indirectly  by  excess  comm- 
issions. Too  many  companies  may 
bring  on  insurance  wars  and  retire- 
ments,  if   profits  permit. 

History  repeats  itself — no  matter 
whether  earthquakes,  glacial  per- 
iods, "tidal  waves,"  tornadoes,  cy- 
clones, race  wars,  world  wars  or  in- 
surance wars,  or  insurance  scandals.

In  the  15th  Century 

In  Sartor  Resartus  we  read  that 
in  the  fifteenth  century  in  Germany 
rich  men  M^ear  a  silver  girdle,  where- 
at hung  little  jingling  bells.  Men 
wore  shoes  peaked  in  front,  some 
with  clap  bells  on  the  peak.  Fur- 
ther, the  men  wore  breeches  with- 
out seat,  the  round  long  doublet 
overlaping.  Rich  maiden  flitted 
abroad  in  gowns  scalloped  out  be- 
hind and  before,  so  that  the  back 
and  breast  were  almost  bare.  By 
the  way,  the  last  was  the  vogue  in 
Creete  4000  years  ago. 


In  1879  the  total  of  San  Francisco 
premiums  was  $1,689,633.  The  loss 
ratio  was  only  8  per  cent,  the  total 
insurance  paid  being  only  $135,183. 

Twenty  years  later,  in  1899,  San 
Francisco  premiums  were  only  $1,- 
886,171,  a  gain  of  less  than  $200,- 
000.  This  was  just  after  the  three- 
year  term  business  had  been  writ- 
ten, following  the  rate  war. 

The  lowest  premium  income  in 
San  Francisco,  for  many  years  was 
in  1896,  during  the  rate  war,  when 
the  total  was  only  $1,279,323,  and 
the  loss  ratio  was  58  per  cent. 


Life  men  of  today,  excepting  a 
very  few,  have  no  correct  idea  of  the 
harassing  competition  of  assessment 
companies  in  the  80's  nor  of  the  loss 
of  confidence  during  the  many  re- 
tirements and  failures  in  the  70's. 
Companies  failed  because  of  bad 
management,  bad  times,  and  with 
reserves  on  a  6  per  cent  interest 
basis.  The  failure  of  the  Charter 
Oak  Life  was  a  shock! 


Covering  the   Pacific  West 
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The  assessment  propaganda  in- 
cluded misrepresentations,  and  de- 
nunciations of  the  companies  as  rob- 
bers who  extorted  premiums  far  too 
high  in  rate.  The  Mutual  Reserve 
Fund  Association,  led  by  Harper 
who  knew  better,  was  a  thorn  in 
the  flesh  of  "old  line"  agents.  To 
meet  this  competition  the  "premium 
loan"  policy  was  devised  and  term 
insurance  was  pushed. 

The  three  big  life  companies  en- 
tered into  a  struggle  to  be  the  "big- 
gest on  earth"  and  paid  , agents 
brokers  and  sometimes  the  appli- 
cant himself  90  per  cent  of  the  first 
year's  premium.  Rebating  was  de- 
fended as  merely  paying  dividends 
in  advance. 

In  the  60's  and  70's  only  10  per 
cent  commission  and  brokerage  was 
paid  by  companies  generally. 


Underwriters'  Laboratories 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Un- 
derwrtiters  organized  and  incorpor- 
ated the  Underwriters'  Laboratories 
at  Chicago  twenty  years  ago,  and 
maintain  it  for  the  benefit  of  under- 
writers and  the  public.  Materials, 
construction  methods  and  invent- 
ions are  tested  there,  to  determine 
the  fire  resisting,  fire  preventing 
and  fire  extinguishing  qualities. 
Accident  prevention  devices  and 
methods  also  are  investigated. 
These  laboratories  are  the  only  ones 
of  the  kind.  Branch  offices  are 
maintained  in  large  cities  in  this 
country   and   in   Canada. 

At  the  "inquisition"  in  New  York, 
W.    W.    Mallalieu    of    the    National 


Fire  Protection  testified  that  the 
Laboratories  are  controlled  by  178 
stock  and  mutuals,  and  are  not  oper- 
ated for  profit.  The  control,  he 
said,   is   through    stock   ownership. 

He  denied  that  a  sprinkler  de- 
vice or  one  that  would  reduce  the 
fire  hazard  could  not  get  the  advant- 
age of  a  reduction  in  rate  without 
the  approval  of  the  laboratory,  but 
he  could  not  then  name  any  device 
that  had  received  the  reduction  in 
rate  without  approval  by  the  labora- 
tory, says  a  New  York  paper. 


The  Oatinan    (Ariz.)    Mining   District 

The  Pacific  Mutual  News  of  July 
1  contained  this  timely  reference  to 
a  town  whose  business  district  was 
burned  June  29: 

"During  the  morning  our  road 
took  us  through  the  Oatman  dis- 
trict, famed  for  the  gold  strike  a 
few  years  past.  Today,  however, 
the  little  mining  towns  in  the  dis- 
trict arc  jiitiful  indeed.  The  only 
signs  of  life  are  the  lizards  of  the 
desert  and  an  occasional  prairie  dog 
that  has  taken  up  its  abode  under  a 
tumble-down  shack.  Even  the  town 
of  Oatman  itself  looked  very  for- 
lorn, although  large  signs  just  a  few 
miles  outside  of  the  town  had  told 
us  that  we  were  approaching  one  of 
the  largest  and  richest  gold  districts 
in  the  world.  It  is  remarkable  how 
quickly  a  town  of  this  type  can  rise 
and  fall."

Orland,  Cal. — Homes  of  Sprow^l 
and  Lord.  Loss  $8000.  High  pow- 
er wire  fell  on  wires  leading  to  the 
houses   and  started  fires. 

About  a  section  and  a  half  of 
grain  near  Lemon  Cove,  Cal.,  was 
burned  over,  with  a  loss  or  several 
thousands    dollars. 

Conflagration  in  business  section 
of  Pascagoula,  Miss.,  did  about 
$150,000  damage. 

Opera  house  at  Sea  Breeze,  Fla., 
burned.  A  week  later  the  owner, 
on  his  way  to  meet  a  "realtor,"  was 
stopped  by  masked  men  who  stepp- 
ed from  automobiles.  They  beat 
and  shot  him  and  carried  him  to 
another  town  and  tossed  him  into 
a  front  yard.  There  was  a  sus- 
picion in  Sea  Breeze  that  the  mob's 
victim  set  fire  to  his  theater.

Higgins  grain  ranch  in  Contra 
Costa  county,  Ca.,  1200  acres,  burn- 
ed  over,   with    $30,000   loss.

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Grass,  grain,  brush  and  forest  fires 
on  this  Coast  have  recently  done 
more  than  a  million  damage. 

These  fire  lists  would  make  a 
good  canvassing  exhibit,  showing 
what  fires  can  do — and  what  insur- 
ance can  do  too. 

Barns,  hay  and  pasture  burned, 
Contra  Costa  county.     Loss  $500. 

Sunol  and  Niles,  Cal.,  are  said  to 
have  been  in  danger  from  a  canyon 
fire. 

Near  Elmira,  Cal.,  near  20,000 
acres  were  burned  over,  many  sheep 
were  destroyed  ;  also  ten  houses  and 
other  ranch  buildings  ;  two  miles  of 
power  lines. 

Lodi,  Cal.,  lost  two  blocks,  with 
a  total  of  $100,000.  Started  in  fruit 
shed  and  spread  to  Oriental  quar- 
ters.

Dwelling  and  contents, 
two  warehouses,  two  lumber  yards, 
railway  trestles,  two  hotels,  three 
apartment  houses,  livery  barn,  be- 
hind which  the  fire  was  started  by 
boys  tossing  firecrackers  into  the 
air,  whence  the  burning  paper  was 


blown  onto  roof,  setting  barn  afire. 
Sacramento  was  appealed  to  for 
help,  but  declined,  as  the  city  might 
be  endangered  by  the  Fourth  cele- 
bration.

Berkeley  boys,  unable  to  buy  fire- 
crackers, celebrated  by  starting  a 
bonfire,  which  set  fire  to  a  house.

Oil  Fires 


The  estimate  of  S2, 000,000  loss  at 
Whiting,  Ind.,  by  the  bursting  of  two 
huge  steel  mills  used  at  the  Standard 
Oil  refinery  plant  is  not  denied.  Flam- 
ing oil  and  gas  were  flung  500  feet  all 
around.  Eight  workmen  near  were 
killed,  by  gas  and  falling  briek    walls. 
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Either  great  pressure  or  a  leak  of    gas 
caused  the  explosion. 

There  has  been  recently  an  extraor- 
dinary number  of  oil-tank  and  oil-well 
fires  in  the  oil  regions  of  this  country 
and  Mexico. 


ARSON 


Seven  Siamese  in  Los  Angeles 
are  in  jail,  charged  with  threats  and 
with  arson.  All  in  the  family  of 
Hurrizzisstaizzri,  a  name  more  chok- 
ing  than   that   of   any    Bolshevik.

A.  W.  Whitney,  of  the  U.  C,  was 
the  first  to  take  the  stand  that  interest 
on  unearned  premiums  should  be  treat- 
ed as  a  part  of  the  underwriting  profit. 
Publisher  Best  goes  farther  and  says 
the  unrevealed  profits  of  the  unearned 
reserve  run  to  45  and  50  percent.  Let 
us  see.  The  company  by-law  sets  aside 
50  percent  of  the  one-year  premium 
as  a  reserve  for  return  to  holders  of 
canceled  policies,  and  for  reinsurance 
if  preferred  or  necessary.  The  liabil- 
ity under  each  policy  diminishes  as 
fast  as  the  premium  is  earned,  and  the 
earned  fund  meets   other   obligations. 
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H.  F.  Whiting  , assistant  manager 
at  the  home  office  of  the  Sun  Insur- 
ance Office,  landed  in  San  Francisco, 
from  the  steamship  Columbia,  home- 
ward bound  for  London,  on  his 
round-the-world  trip.

W.  S.  Du  Yal,  thirty-seven  years 
in  the  service  of  the  Pacific  Insur- 
ance Union  and  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  of  the  Pacific,  has  been 
granted  an  extended  leave  of  ab- 
sence. He  is  taking  his  vacation  at 
Wildwood  Glen,  where  he  has  a  fine 
spring,  a  gasoline  engine  and  a  lem- 
on tree.  Mr.  Du  Val  began  organiza- 
tion work  for  the  old  Union  at  Salt 
Lake  City  in  1884.  For  awhile  he 
was  manager  of  the  Union  at  San 
Francisco  but  resigned  and  was  a 
general  agent  for  two  years.

their  companies  occupied  much  less 
room. — C.  A.  H.  in  Insurance  Press. 

Maj.  Edward  V.  Preston,  agency 
manager  at  the  home  office  of  the 
Travelers  of  Hartford,  and  with  the 
company  over  half  a  century,  died 
last   week,  aged  85. 

Trinity  College,  Hartford,  at  the 
time  of  the  celebration  of  the  67th 
anniversary  of  the  Phoenix  Insur- 
ance Co.,  conferred  upon  its  presi- 
dent, Ewd.  Milligan,  the  honorable 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  This  was 
an  interesting  coincidence. 

Edward  Parsons  Fish,  thiry-five 
years  a  San  Francisco  broker,  re- 
cired,  apparently  committed  suicide 
at  his  home,  aged  92.  San  Fran- 
ciscans often  in  Merchants  Ex- 
change elevators  will  recall  Mr. 
Fish,  silent,  dignified,  dressed  in 
black,  wearing  a  "stovepipe"  hat 
and  an  old  style  collar  and  cravat. 
He  gave  up  his  office  and  business 
at  the  age  of  87,  when  his  carriage 
was  still  erect  and  his  step  firm. 

The  deceased  had  not  been  well 
lately.  He  was  found  dead,  with 
the  gas  turned  on. 

Charles  Lyman  Case,  United 
States  manager  of  the  London  As- 
surance Corporation,  and  a  well 
known  fire  underwriter,  died  une.x- 
pcctedly,June  25,  at  near  age  71. 
Deceased  was  a  native  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  began  insurance  work 
at  the  age  of  20,  with  the  Royal.  In 
1887  he  was  appointed  \\'cstern 
manager  of  the  London  ;  in  1892  he 
was   put   in   charge   of   the    United 
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States  department  of  the  London, 
at  New  York;  making  34  years  with 
the   company. 


Roy  C.  Ward,  president  of  the 
Insurance  Brokers  Exchange  of  San 
Francisco,  recently  back  from  a  visit 
to  Astralasia,  says  fire  insurance 
methods  are  similar  to  those  in  San 
Francisco  in  1900.  Brokers  are  vir- 
tually unknown.  There  are  only 
three  or  four  on  the  continent. 
America  is  in  advance  of  Australia 
in  standard  forms,  rate-making  and 
legislation  protecting  policyholders. 
Australasian  companies  are  managed 
by  men  of  a  superior  type,  he  says. 
Insurance  clerks  are  organized  and 
the  minimum  wage  law  fixes  wages 
for  beginners  and  increases  them  by 
a  fixed  schedule.  Though  the  gov- 
ernment is  paternal,  the  fire  depart- 
ments are  maintained  and  operated 
by  the  underwriters.  New  Zealand 
is  emerging  from  the  bogs  of  social- 
ism, but  Australia  is  rough  ridden 
by  socialistic  labor  bosses.  The 
Australians  are  keeping  out  orien- 
tals, and  opposing  the  immigration 
of  Europeans  other  than  British  Is- 
lands people.  Organized  labor  is 
opposed  to  all  immigration.

Do  Fire  Losses  Increase  as  Fire  Prevention 
Societies  Increase  Their  Activities?  If 
so,  is  the  Cause  Psychologic? 

Long  before  the  great  war  there 
were  fire  prevention  days  and  socie- 
ties, and  public  prevention  lectures; 
and  more  recently  we  have  had  fire 
prevention  lectures  and  lessons  in 
the  schools.  There  is  a  national  fire 
protection  association,  actively  at 
work  in  reducing'  the  fire  hazard 
and  instructing  the  public  as  to  the 
causes  and  the  prevention  of  fires. 

In  all  this  work  there  are  two 
outstanding  facts :  the  great  major- 
ity of  fires  arc  preventable,  and  the 
principal  cause  S^  carelessness. 

The  results  of  the  fire  prevention 
campaigns  are  admittedly  disap- 
pointing. There  appears  to  be  as 
much  carelessness  as  ever;  fire  loss- 
es and  the  annual  number  of  fires 
are  increasing ;  even  in  normal 
times  good  eft'ects  of  fire  prevention 
propaganda — and  there  were  good 
effects  of  course — were  not  in  evi- 
dence. 

\\'e  are  reminded  of  the  story, 
told  years  ago,  of  the  good  mother 
who  was  too  careful,  who  too  often 
said  "Don't  do  so  and  so."  When- 
ever she  left  her  children  alone  in  the 
house  they  were  given  special  ad- 
monitions not  to  do  thus  and  so. 

One  day  mother,  about  to  make 
an  afternoon  visit  to  a  neighbor, 
called  her  bairns  together  and  gave 
them  the  usual  instructions  as  to 
behavior  during  her  absence.  A 
few  minutes  later  she  returned,  hav- 


ing thought  of  something  new,  and 
added  this  admonition:  "Children 
do  not  put  beans  up  your  nose!" 

Of  course  you  guess  what  hap- 
pened. Mother  came  back  at  5  p.m. 
and  found  every  child  with  beans  up 
its  nose.  Had  she  not  warned  them 
it  would  not  have  happened.  The 
mother  suggested  the  very  thing 
she  prohibited. 

This  is  the  psychology.  Suggest- 
ion. Then  the  necessity  of  the 
psyche  to  assert  its  ego  by  disobey- 
ing some  tiresome  prohibitions.  It 
is  poor  human  nature  to  do  that 
which  it  is  forbidden  to  do,  espec- 
ially if  the  forbidden  thing  seems 
attractive  or  is  new.  It  is  child 
nature  too,  and  adults  are  only 
children  of  larger  stature. 

It  may  be  that  the  proposed  ad- 
dition of  fire  prevention  to  the  cur- 
riculum of  our  schools  will  have  un- 
toward effects.  The  moral  of  the 
bean  story  is  obvious.

On  the  other 
hand,  business  though  written  is  not 
business  until  it  is  delivered.  Some- 
times it  seems  as  if  the  writing  of 
the  application  used  up  most  of  the 
agent's  sales  power  in  respect  to  a 
given  applicant,  and  that  he  had 
little  left  with  which  to  do  the  pos- 
sibly strenuous  work  of  delivery. 
It  is  an  old  saying  that  "anybody 
can  write  applications."  But  the 
star  salesman  is  even  more  on  his 
toes  when  making  deliveries  than  he 
was  when  taking  the  applications. 
A  sale  has  two  parts,  and  as  much 
skill  and  energy  may  be  needed  in 
successfully  ending  the  second  part 


as  was  necessary  to  end  the  first 
part.  Prompt  deliveries  prevent 
losses — of  business  to  the  company, 
of  commissions  to  the  agents,  and 
of  indemnity  to  beneficiaries. — In- 
surance Press. 


Leads  for  New  Business 

One  of  the  most  important  details 
of  your  work  is  getting  the  leads 
for  new  business,  and  this  is  some- 
thing that  you  should  keep  in  mind 
with  every  call,  and  particularly 
every  applicatian  closed. 

When  a  man  decides  on  a  certain 
policy,  he  is  convinced  of  its  value, 
and  is  usually  in  a  position  to  direct 
you  to  some  of  his  friends  whose 
conditions  are  such  that  the  same 
kind  of  a  policy  would  appeal  to 
them. 

When  you  can  get  this  kind  of 
leads,  you  are  saving  time,  and 
eliminating  a  lot  of  waste  efforts 
in  calling  on  those  that  you  know 
nothing  about. — R.  G.  Hake  in 
Bankers  Life  Bulletin. 


Keeping   an   Agency   Force   Up   to    Concert 
Pitch 

As  one  careful  observer  points  out 
there  is  that  about  the  agency  force 
which  sooner  or  later  causes  it  to 
become  routine  and  sluggish  in  its 
workings,  unless  it  is  constantly 
prodded  and  ever  re-enthused. 
Practically  all  companies  recognize 
that  fact  nowadays  and  provide  the 
means  of  doing  this  through  house 
publications,  independent  literature, 
petitions  and  various  other  such  ex- 
pedients.     It  is  ea.sy  to  believe  that 
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the  greatest  proportion  of  life  insur- 
ance is  written  on  the  strength  of 
enthusiasm.  Tn  fact  probably  a 
great  part  of  all  sales  are  accomp- 
lished because  the  salesman  is  en- 
thusiastic over  his  product.  So  it 
comes  about  that  life  insurance  ex- 
ecutives must  be  constantly  on  the 
alert  to  find  new  means  of  arousing 
or  keeping  up  the  agency  force  to 
such  a  pitch  that  they  will  always 
write  their  maximum  capacity.  It 
is  a  problem  which  is  one  of  the 
most  difificult  among  the  many 
which  surround  the  business.  It 
calls  for  originalty  to  the  nth  de- 
gree. And  yet  the  possible  results 
are  almost  unlimited.  The  more 
enthused  the  agents  are,  the  more 
insurance  they  will  write. — The 
Bulletin,  Toronto. 

Practical   Hints 

It  is  not  the  number  of  prospects 
which  counts,  but  the  time  and  com- 
mon sense  which  is  used  by  the 
agent  in  turning  them  into  policy- 
holders. 

Alany  a  new  life  insurance  agent 
thinks  he  can  easily  make  his  first 
year's  business  pay,  by  writing  his 
friends,  but  time  has  proved  that 
the  salesman  who  depends  too  much 
on  friendship  to  keep  up  his  quota, 
will  soon  fall  behind  in  the  process- 
ion. 

There  are  many  first  class  life 
insurance  solicitors  who  would  no 
more  think  of  flashing  a  rate  book 
on  a  prospect,  than  borrowing 
money   from   them  on   the   spot. 

Service  to  the  policyholder  is  not 
limited  by  merely  placing  the  policy 


and  collecting  the  first  premium,  for 
agents  who  know,  consider  each 
man  insured  as  the  nucleus  for  a 
new  circle  of  prospects  if  the  insured 
is  properly  sold. 

Boldness  in  presenting  life  insur- 
ance argument  frequently  has  better 
results  than  a  too  tactful  presenta- 
tion of  the  subject. — Manhattan- 
Graphs. 


Arguments 

Make  your  arguments  incidental 
and  not  in  any  way  to  invite  con- 
troversy. 

Do  not  speak  as  if  life  insurance 
needed  any  argument. 

Praise  your  policy  first,  tor  that 
is  what  you  sell. 

Praise  your  company,  for  that  is 
behind  the  contract. 

Do  not  dispraise  other  companies 
for  to  the  prospect  yours  is  among 
the  others. 

Let   the   Objector  Talk 

Let  the  balky  prospect  talk. 
Don't  stifle  his  objections.  When 
he  begins  to  tell  you  why  he  is  not 
insured,  and  that  it  would  be  useless 
to  "consume  your  time"  with  him, 
give  him  rope.  You  must  know 
what  his  objections  are  before  you 
can  overcome  them.  Most  men  who 
are  different  are  ready  to  congratu- 
late themselves,  and  to  score  for 
themselves  credit  marks  of  fairness, 
clearness  of  vision,  consistency  and 
firmness.

Shut  off  this  source  of  in- 
formation and  you  will  go  stumb- 
ling along  in  the  dark.  Let  him 
talk.  Let  him  shed  all  the  light 
possible  on  the  difficulties  before

Illinois  Auto  Insurance  Exchange 
of  Bloomington  claimed  $235,000 
surplus  but  the  official  examiners 
found  only  $75,000. 

The  cord  tire  is  increasing  in  pop- 
ularity, of  course,  being  guaranteed 
10,000  miles  and  are  punctured  less 
easily.  The  cost  is  a  little  more 
than  the  older  kind  of  tires.

$27.34,  which  is  subject  to  the  re- 
gular policy  deduction  of  25.00, 
which  leaves  a  net  balance  of  $2.34 
due  you  as  per  the  check  enclosed  " 
The  insured  "didn't  get  his  seed 
back,"  as  Go\'.  Nye  said  once  upon 
a  time.     But  that's  another  story. 

Where  buildings  are  properly  rod- 
ded  losses  by  lightning-fire  are  nom- 
inal. Mutuals  generally  recognize 
this  fact  with  a  somewhat  lower 
rate. 


H.  M. — We  do  not  recall  any  mu- 
tual life  insurance  company  that  ever 
failed ;  but  then  there  have  been 
very  few  mutuals.  You  may  say 
that  if  there  were  as  many  no-stock 
as  with-stock  the  proportion  of  fail- 
ures from  bad  or  dishonest  manage- 
ment would  doubtless  be  the  same.

San  Francisco  half-year  premiums 
declined  18  per  cent  as  compared 
with  the  same  months  in  1920.

In  twenty  years  the  Fireman's 
Fund  Insurance  Company  of  San 
Francisco  has  advanced  from  21st 
place  m\  premium  income  to  7th 
place  among  all  fire-marine  compan- 
ies operating  in  the  United  States. 
This  is  a  gain  of  about  1000  per 
cent — a  very  wonderful  record. 

New  York  Fire  Insurance  Exchange 
Following  the  Lockwood  Com- 
mittee investigation  this  representa- 
tive organization  agrees  not  to  bar 
mutuals  from  its  membership,  pro- 
vided that  they  agree  to  observe 
rates  and  rules  of  the  exchange  and 
to  make  no  rebates  except  such  divi- 
dends as  they  may  see  fit  to  declare 
to  policyholders.  The  rule  prohibit- 
ing reinsurance  with  non-members 
is  abrogated.  Brokers  may  now 
place  business  with  non-members 
without  penalty.  Other  New  York 
rating  organizations  will  likewise 
admit   mutuals   to   membership.

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Lightning  Causes  Many  Fires  and  Much  Loss 
of  Life  Every  Year,  but  Adds  to  the  Popu- 
lation  of  California  Every  Year. 

An  ill  b'alanced  ratio  or  ration  of 
electricty  causes  trouble  between 
sky  and  earth,  in  the  warmer  sea- 
sons. Benjamin  Franklin  drew  elec- 
tricity from  the  clouds  along  the 
wet  string  leading  from  a  silk  kite 
aloft.  This  phenomenon  suggested 
to  him  the  iron  lightning  rod  as  a 
safe  conductor  of  the  electric  energy, 
saving  house  or  barn. 

Lightning  fires  many  houses, 
barns  and  churches  every  year, 
where  not  protected  by  rods  rooted 
in  moist  earth.  Statistics  prove  the 
value  of   such   protection. 

Tall  growing^  trees  close  to  houses 
and  barns  act  as  lightning  conduct- 
ors.

In  early  Coal  Oil  Johnny  days  the 
tanks  were  near  together;  now  they 
are  far  apart.

In  the  Lockwood  investigation  it 
developed  that  the  Conron  sprink- 
ler, an  independent,  was  approved 
by  the  laboratory  at  Chicago.  The 
New  York  Fire  Exchange  was 
thereupon  ordered  by  the  New  York 
states  insurance  department  to  re- 
move its  ban,  but  the  exchange  re- 
fused, and  the  matter  is  in  court. 
Inventor  Conron  testified  that  he 
was  not  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Automatic  Sprinkler  Association, 
which  he  said  is  "a  trust."  He  said 
he  was  "kidded"  into  going  to  the 
Chicago  laboratory  once  and  his 
device  was  held  up  there  for  six 
years  and  four  months,  and  then  ap- 
proval was  refused. 

Harry  L.  Coe  of  the  Aero  Alarm 
Co.  of  Seattle  said  the  mutuals  re- 
duce rates  Uyz  per  cent  where  this 
device  is  in  use.  He  says  this  de- 
vice call  the  fire  department  auto- 
matically. \Vm.  M.  Johnson  said 
that  an  automatic  alarm  device  had 
been  approved  by  the  exchange 
which  afterward  asked  him  to  sub- 
mit the  device  to  the  laboratory  at 
Chicago.  He  did  so  nine  months 
ago  and  has  not  yet  received  a  defi- 
nite answer.  In  consequence,  new 
contracts  are  going  to  competitors.

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Aiding    Suicide 

P'atally  ill  and  suffering,  wife  re- 
quested husband  to  mix  a  poison- 
ous draught  of  paris  green  and  place 
it  on  a  chair  within  her  reach,  so 
that  she  might  end  her  suffering. 
She  had  previously  tried  to  com- 
mit suicide  with  carbolic  acid.  The 
humane  husband  did  as  requested, 
knowing  that  she  would  soon  die 
anyway,  and  meantime  would  linger 
in  agony  with  an  incarable  disease. 
The  woman  reached  for  the  pois- 
onous mixture  on  the  chair,  drank, 
and  died.  The  husband  was  charg- 
ed with  murder  of  his  helpless  and 
dying  wife  and  was  convicted  of 
murder  in  the  first  degree,  on  his 
plea  of  confession.  He  was  sen- 
tenced to  hard  labor  and  in  solitary 
confinement  for  life.  Mich.  sup. 
court  affirmed.     178  N.  W.  R.  690. 


Income  Insurance — Two  Views 

A  general  agent  was  asked,  "what 
do  you  think  of  income  insurance?" 

He  answered,  "I  never  recom- 
mend it :  a  bird  in  the  hand  is  worth 
two  in  the  bush:  any  honorable 
banker  or  stockbroker  will  recom- 
mend good  and  safe  investment  of 
life  insurance  money.  Supposing 
the  income  insurance  is  guaranteed 
by  a  company  like  the  Pittsburg 
Life  &  Trust.  The  widow  though 
a  fool  would  not  find  a  worse  in- 
vestment." 

Another  general  agent  was  asked 
the  same  question.     He  answered: 


"We  must  admit  that  women, 
voters,  are  as  children  when  con- 
sidering an  investment  of  money. 
Given  a  life  insurance  payment  in  a 
lump  sum,  they  will  not  seek  good 
advice  or  any  advice,  being  con- 
ceited by  nature.  Widows  left 
money  are  usually  the  prey  of  'blue 
sky'  sellers  of  oil  stocks,  new  in- 
dustry stocks,  traction  stocks,  re- 
mote cattle  ranch  stocks,  etc.  In- 
deed, they  will  invest  on  the  re- 
commendation of  other  women. 
Widows  with  dependent  children 
should  be  left  a  monthly  income; 
likewise,  old  persons  who  are  bene- 
ficiaries. A  life  insurance  company 
is  as  safe  as  a  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany, and  its  investment  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries' insurance  money  will  be 
as  safe  and  as  good  as  any  invest- 
ment recommended  by  a  bank  or  a 
stock  bond  broker." 


Expectation   and   Probable   Duration 

Many  suppose  that  the  "expecta- 
tion" exhibits  the  most  probable 
duration  of  lifetime.  To  find  the 
latter  we  must  first  seek  the  most 
probable  age  at  death ;  and  this  is, 
pretty  obviously,  the  age  at  which 
the  largest  number  of  deaths  occur. 
Looking  at  our  table  we  see  that 
the  largest  number  (26)  die  at  age 
74,  so  that  four  years  is  the  "most 
probable  duration"  of  life  at  70,  in 
the  sense  that  death  is  more  likely 
to  occur  at  74  than  any  other  par- 
ticular age,  whereas  the  "expecta- 
tion" by  column  10  is  8V3  years. —

Mountain  States  Life  Given  Decision  Re- 
voking Order  af  Commissioner 

Special  Dispatch  to  Coast  Review — 

Denver,  Colo.,  July  27. 
District  Court  today  reversed  the  Commis 
sioner,  setting  aside  order  90,  revoking  li- 
cense. The  Court  held  that  the  Mountain 
States  Life  Insurance  Company  was  not  in- 
solvent; that  any  irregularities  existing  at 
inception  of  Company  had  been  corrected; 
that  the  preponderance  of  evidence  showed 
beyond  any  doubt  the  Company  had  steadi- 
ly endeavored  to  comply  with  the  Commis- 
sioner's wisiies;  that  Utah  Supreme  Court 
decision  does  not  apply,  as  the  present  plan 
of  Company  is  entirely  without  the  scope  of 
that  opinion. 

Assessment    Society    Reserve    Lien 

A  fraternal  insurance  society  re- 
org-anized  and  went  on  a  safe  re- 
serve plan,  and  placed  a  deficiency 
lien  on  every  certificate  of  member- 
ship. A  beneficiary  sued  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  insurance  and  vv^as 
given  judgment  therefor  in  spite 
of  this  lien  of  nearly  half.  On  ap- 
peal the  New  York  court  of  appeal 
affirmed  this  judgment.  Whatever 
the  circumstances  of  this  case,  if  it 
stands,  all  New  York  fraternal  soc- 
ieties will  speedily   fail.

Fire    Charts    May   Be   Misleading 

In  the  conventional  fire  chart  the 
losses  paid  may  be  far  less  than  the 
losses  incurred.  The  total  of  losses 
and  expenses  may  be  more  than  the 
premiums  earned  though  less  than 
the  premiums  received.  The  in- 
come may  be  more  than  the  outgo 
but  the  income  earned  may  be  less 
than  the  total  disbursements  and 
less  than  the  expenses  and  the  losses 
inctirred. 

The  "reinsurance  reserve"  is  really 
the  unearned  premium  reserve,  and 
while  it  may  be  used  to  reinsure 
outstanding  risks,  it  belongs  to  poli- 
cyholders bttt  not  to  loss  claimants, 
excepting  to  the  extent  of  their  un- 
earned premium  interest,  if  any. 

Outstanding  business  has  a  value 
depending  on  its  character  and  the 
ability  of  the  reinsurer  to  keep  it 
"on  the  books."  Some  companies' 
outstanding  business  may  not  be 
worth  a  dollar  because  written  at 
too  low  rates  or  be  too  largely  "tar- 
get;" some  m.ay  be  worth  only  15 
to  25  per  cent  commission,  and 
others  written  at  board  rates  and 
well  selected  may  be  worth  45  per 
cent  commission. 

Dividends  paid  stockholders  may 
be  misleading,  and  are  where  a  large 
per  cent  on  the  capital  stock  does 
not  take  into  consideration  the  sur- 
plus also,  which  belongs  to  the 
stockholders.  "Surplus  to  policy- 
holders" is  an  item  which  is  really 
"  cash  loss-paying  fund"  in  the 
event  of  a  conflagration.  It  is  a 
surplus  as  to  policyholders  who  are 
loss-claimants.

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Safety  Lesson  for  Automobile  Driver — Cool- 
ing System—Leaks— Rain  Water  Best- 
Causes  of  Overheating. 

1.  The  intense  heat  of  the  ex- 
plosions inside  the  cylinders  of  an 
automobile  engine  causes  the  en- 
gine to  become  heated.  The  engine 
operates  most  efficiently  when  it  is 
heated  about  170  degrees  F.  If  it 
gets  too  hot,  it  .will  burn  oil  and 
prevent  proper  lubrication  of  the 
engine.  To  prevent  the  engine  from 
getting  too  hot,  the  cooling  system 
has  been  provided. 

2.  The  engine  may  be  cooled 
either  by  air  or  water.  There  are 
but  few  makes  of  automobile  en- 
gines which  are  air  cooled.  These 
engines  have  comparatively  small 
cylinder  and  operate  at  high  speed. 
They  have  deep  flanges  on  the  out- 
side of  the  engine  castings  to  pre- 
sent a  greater  area  with  which  the 
air  can  come  in  contact. 

3.  The  majority  of  automobile 
engines  are  water  cooled.  The  cool- 
ing system  consists  of  water  jack- 
ets, a  radiator,  and  connections. 
The  engine  is  so  cast  that  pockets 
or  jackets  surround  the  cylinders. 
Water  is  circulated  through  these 
pockets.  This  water  absorbs  some 
of  the  heat  from  the  engine;  it  rises 
when  heated  and  flows  in  at  the  top 
of  the  radiator.  The  air  rushing 
through  the  radiator  carries  off 
some  of  the  heat.  The  rising  of  the 
heated  water  forces  down  the  cooler 
water  in  the  radiator  which  then 
enters  the  engine  water  jackets ; 
thus  a  steady  circulation  is  main- 
tained in  the  cooling  system.  This 
circulation    in    some    cars    is    made 


rapid  by  installing  a  water  pump. 
The  fan  draws  more  air  through 
the  radiator  than  would  otherwise 
pass  through  it,  and  cooling  there- 
fore is  more  rapid  than  if  there  were 
no  fan. 

4.  Important  points  concerning 
the  cooling  system  are: 

a.  Every  100  miles  or  not  less 
frequently  than  once  each  day  look 
into  radiator  and  add  water  if  nec- 
essary. If  possible,  use  rain  water 
or  other  soft  water.  Hard  water 
forms  a  scale  on  the  inside  walls 
of  the  cooling  system  which  retards 
proper  cooling. 

b.  Clean  out  cooling  system  at 
least  once  a  month.  A  good  way 
is  to  dissolve  half  a  pound  of  lye 
in  5  gallons  of  water.  Strain 
through  a  cloth  and  pour  in  radia- 
tor, being  careful  not  to  get  any 
on  your  hands  or  clothing.  Run 
the  engine  5  minutes,  then  drain. 
Fill  with  clean  water  and  run  en- 
gine again.  Drain  and  finally  fill 
with  clean  soft  water.  Inserting 
the  nozzle  of  an  ordinary  water 
hose  in  the  radiator  opening  and 
turning  a  good  water  pressure  helps 
flush  out  the  cooling  system. 

c.  If  the  cooling  system  leaks, 
it  is  advisable  to  have  it  repaired  at 
once.  Avoid  using  anti-leak  pre- 
parations: they  are  apt  to  clog  up 
the  cooling  system  and  retard  pro- 
per cooling. 

d.  The  engine  may  overheat  be- 
cause of;  (1)  not  enough  water  in 
the  radiator,  (2)  constricted  holes 
in  gaskets  where  pipe  connections 
join   the  cylinder  or  pump,  (3)  worn- 
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out  hose  connections,  (4)  deposits  of 
lime,  dirt,  or  other  foreign  matter 
on  walls  of  water  jacket  or  radiator, 
(5)  mud  or  other  substances  that 
prevent  the  proper  passage  of  air 
through  the  radiator,  (6)  water  fro- 
zen in  radiator,  (7)  fan  belt  too 
loose  or  off  pulley.  Additional 
causes  are:  (8)  shortage  of  oil,  or 
oil  that  has  been  used  too  long  in 
crank  case,  (9)  too  rich  a  gasoline 
mixture,  (10)  driving  too  long  with 
spark  retarded,  (11)  running  too 
long  on  intermediate  or  low  speeds. 

e.  Do  not  allow  cooling  system 
to  freeze  in  cold  weather.  If  anti- 
freezing  mixture  is  not  used  in  cool- 
ing system,  the  hood  or  radiator  or 
both  should  be  protected  by  a  heat- 
retaining  cover,  or  water  should  be 
drained  from  the  system  at  nights 
or  when  standing  idle.  Refill  with 
warm  water ;  the  car  will  start  eas- 
ier. Never  pour  in  hot  water  when 
the  engine  is  cold,  nor  cold  water 
when  engine  is  hot.  It  may  crack  the 
engine  casting.  Many  anti-freezing 
substances  on  the  market.  Good 
ones  include  wood  alcohol,  de- 
natured alcohol,  glycerine,  or  chem- 
ically pure  calcium  chloride. 
Glycerine  retards  the  evaporation  of 
alcohol.  Kerosene  may  be  used  in 
the  cooling  system,  but  only  in  cars 
where  circulation  is  maintained  by 
a  pump:  otherwise  the  engine  may 
heat  up. — National  Safety  Council 
Lesson,  Copyright.

California  is  no  long- 
er merely  the  playground  of  the 
United  States.  It  has  passed  the 
period  when  it  can  expect  to  con- 
tinue its  retail  business  upon  the 
basis  of  income  received  from  East- 
ern property.  Today  many  Calif- 
ornia residents  are  having  to  return 
to  Eastern  states  because  of  shrink- 
age in  income.  This  means  shrink- 
ing purchasing  power  and  increas- 
ign  credit  problems  for  the  retailer 
of  California."

The 
taken-over  company  has  over  a  mil- 
lion premium  income  and  an  equal 
premium  reserve ;  the  business  has 
produced  underwriting  profiits  but 
dividends  as  a  rule  kept  the  sur- 
plus down.

A  maj- 
ority of  these  states  have  high  fire 
loss  ratios. 

Bull  Dog  Auto  is  the  name  of  an 
Illinois  fire  reciprocal. 


Consulting  the  Connecticut  1921 
insurance  report  we  notice  that  the 
eleven  fire  companies  lost  $3,402,751 
on  investments  and  the  Continental 
alone  lost  $3,943,645.  The  Ohio 
Farmers,  a  mutual,  collected$21,304 
net  Connecticut'  premiums  and  paid 
only  $446  losses.  Of  the  $641,384,- 
667  earned  premiums  reported  to 
Connecticut  department,  the  mu- 
tuals  wrote  only  two  and  one-half 
per  cent.  The  underwriting  loss  in 
surplus  as  a  whole  was  $15,64,870. 

The  Connecticut  state  report  is 
the  only  publication  reporting  pre- 
miums  earned. 

Gross  fire  company  premiums,  in- 
cluding about  $19,000,000  mutual, 
as  reported  to  the  department,  were 
$742,869,580.  This  total  indicates 
about  $850,000,000  for  the  whole 
country,  with  about  $40,000,000 
losses. 


New  General  Conference  Committee 
The  Insurance  Brokers  Exchange 
of  San  Francisco  has  taken  the  initi- 
ative in  the  organization  of  a  joint 
general  conference  committee,  to  be 
composed  of  committees  named  by 
the  several  associations  of  insurance 
men  in  California.  This  central  con- 
ference will  deal  with  questions 
arising  from  time  to  time,  concern- 
ing two  or  more  interests  or  classes 
of  insurance.  The  purpose  is  to 
have  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers, Brokers  Exchange,  Calif- 
ornia Agents  Association  and  other 
bodies  appoint  committees  to  con- 
stitute this  general  conference, 
whose  ruling  will  dispose  of  diffi- 
culties and  govern  all  concerned. 
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The  effects  of  the  latest  and  most 
regrettable  modification  of  the  Joint 
Hull  Agreement  are  already  being 
felt.  Steamers  are  being  shown  in 
the  market  at  rates  and  values  to- 
tally inadequate  to  the  risks  they 
represent,  and,  what  is  more  to  be 
deplored,  there  appears  to  be  no 
difficulty  in  getting  them  placed. 
In  these  days,  when  enormous  lines 
are  customary,  the  reduced  values, 
on  which  hull  insurances  are  bemg 
affected,  do  not  nearly  exhaust  the 
market,  except  in  the  case  of  the 
largest  vessels.  If  the  leading  com- 
pany and  those  immediately  follow- 
ing it  on  the  slip  take  lines  of  £30,- 
000  apiece  there  is  not  much  left 
for  the  rest  of  the  market  unless  the 
value  be  over  half  million.  In  such 
circumstances  the  broker  is  happy, 
in  that  having  placed  his  original 
risk,  he  has  a  large  market  left  in 
which  to  place  his  re-insurances, 
and,  for  some  reason  or  other,  there 
are  many  underwriters  who  seem 
to  prefer  a  re-insurance  to  the  orig- 
inal risk. 

These  should  remember  that  in 
writing  such  risks  they  are  in  many 
cases  assisting  the  underwriters  on 
the  original  to  take  their  profit,  for 
it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  a  risk  can  often  be 
re-insured  at  a  cost  cheaper  than 
theproportion  of  the  original  pre- 
mium allocated  to  these  risks.  The 
exception  to  this  is  the  particular 
average  risk,  which  seldom,  if  ever, 
is  re-insured  separately.  Neverthe- 
less, if  an  original  insurance  all  risks 


is  re-insured  "free  of  particular  aver- 
age absolutely"  at  a  cheap  rate,  the 
balance  of  premium  left  to  cover 
the  particular  average  risk  on  the 
original  is  equivalent  to  a  profit, 
since  there  is  a  balance  in  hand  on 
the  amount  allocated  to  that  portion 
of  the  risk.  The  market  cannot  be 
said  to  be  on  a  sound  basis  while 
underwriters  are  relying  on  re-in- 
surances for  their  profit,  however. 

Hull  insurance  should  be  able  to 
pay  its  way  without  any  re-insur- 
ance, and  the  underwriters  of  one  of 
our  largest  companies  who  never 
re-insures  anything,  is  believed  to 
have  made  good  profits  on  his  hull 
account  over  a  long  period  of  time. 
Whether  he  can  continue  to  do  so 
now  is  a  moot  point.  If  hull  busi- 
ness declines  to  the  state  in  which 
it  found  itself  in  the  early  years  of 
the  centruy  there  will  be  no  profit 
for  any  underwriter,  and  at  the 
moment  it  appears  that  this  unfor- 
tunate state  of  affairs  is  likely  to 
come  about. — Policyholder,  Man- 
chester. 

The  Universal  will  enter  all  the 
Coast  states  and  British   Columbia.

IMatson  Navigation  steamship 
Hawkeye  State,  en  route  to  San 
Francisco  from  Baltimore,  was 
obliged  to  put  into  a  Mexican  port 
because  members  of  her  crew  had 
opened  seacocks,  flooding  the  liner's 
fresh  water  tanks.  The  Hawkeye 
State  is  a  U.  S.  S.  B.  vessel. 
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American  steamer  Western  Front 
of  Seattle,  former  Jap,  taken  over 
by  U.  S.  S.  B.,  had  an  explosion  in 
hold,  took  fire  off  English  coast. 

A  U.  S.  S.  B.  steamer  in  (the 
Black  sea  struck  a  mine  and  sank. 

Somehow  the  U.  S.  S.  B.  vessels 
were  unlucky  in  war  time,  and  it  was 
said  they  were  too  hastily  built; 
machinery  defects  were  common ; 
and  propellers  fell  ofif;  and  the 
wooden  ships  had  green  timber  in 
them.  But  now  the  government- 
owned  ships  are  the  victims  of  sab- 
otage by  disgruntled  union  men  it 
seems.  Note  these  "States"  in 
trouble :  Hawkeye  State,  seacocks 
opened  at  sea;  Creole  State,  crippled 
at  sea  by  emery  dust  in  her  engines; 
Wolverine  State,  one  day  out,  a  fire 
of  unknown  origin ;  Buckeye  State, 
caught  fire  in  Atlantic  port  just  be- 
fore sailing  date. 


FOREIGN 

London. — The  City  Equitable  Fire 
is  acquiring  the  City  of  London. 

At  home  the  Sun  of  London 
writes  fire,  marine  employers  lia- 
bility, accident  and  general. 

Foreign  companies  may  ultimately 
and  profitably  retire  from  Japan. 

German  companies  will  again  off- 
er reinsurance  abroad,  with  in- 
creased cash  deposits. 

At  home  the  Liverpool  &  Lon- 
don &  Globe  writes  fire,  marine,  loss 
of  profits,  motor  car,  boiler  and  en- 
gine, live  stock,  plate  glass,  burg- 
lary, fidelity  guarantee,  personal  ac- 
cident, workmen's  compensation, 
life  and  annunities.' 


F.  W.  Pascoe  Rutter,  general 
manager  of  the  London  &  Lancas- 
shire,  has  been  appointed  also  chair- 
man of  the  board  and  governor  of 
the  company. 

In  Great  Britian  a  law  is  proposed 
whereby  every  person  who  acts  as 
an  insurance  broker  or  insurance 
agent  must  be  licensed  and  regist- 
ered under  his  own  or  usual  trade 
name,  and  no  other  names,  with 
the  address  or  all  the  addresses,  if 
more  than  one,  at  Avhich  he  carries 
on   business.

The  Pacific  Mutual  has  discon- 
tinued beneficiary  insurance  policies.

Bus 
swerved  when  crossing  bridge, 
struck  the  bridge  side-framing  a 
glancing  blow  and  tore  ofif  her  arm. 

The  Capital  Live  Stock  had  a  75 
per  cent  loss  ratio  in  1920. 

The  Standard  Live  Stock  broke 
about  even. 

You  may  see  a  dark  man  tall  in 
stature  and  short  in  teeth,  with  ugly 
yellow  survivors,  who  is  or  may  be 
selling  assessment  accident  insur- 
ance for  an  Iowa  or  other  associa- 
tion. His  name  may  be  E.  S.  Grant. 
Grab  Grant  and  get  a  reward  from 
the  New  Mexico  insurance  depart- 
ment, and  divide  with  us. 
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— Negroes  from  Louisiana  are  being 
imported  to  Weed,  Cal.,  as  labor- 
ers. 

— Fire. — The  Chico  fire  department 
is  experimenting  with  army  gas 
masks. 

— An  extraordinary  number  of  grain 
field  and  ranch  house  fires  are  re- 
ported in  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaquin  velleys.  Both  stock  com- 
panies and  county  mutuals  have 
losses  to  pay.  There  are  high  tem- 
peratures and  hot  winds.  In  Yolo 
county  400  acres  of  fine  barley 
caught  fire,  but  a  sudden  veering  of 
the  wind  saved  the  field. 

— The  MarysviHe  12-blocks  conflag- 
ration cost  the  insurers  more  than 
$275,000. 

— Five  leaders  in  San  Francisco  fire 
premiums  are:  Aetna,  Home,  Fire- 
man's Fund,  Hartford  and  Calif- 
ornia. 

— The  best  life  company  is  one  that 
deals  best  with  its  policyholders. 

The  largest  life  company  is  the 
one  that  has  the  largest  heart  and 
the  least  litigation. 

The  broadest  life  company  is  one 
that  takes  no  narrow  view  of  its  ob- 
ligations. 

The  most  just  and  generous  life 
company  is  one  that  never  employes 
a  technical  defense  to  defeat  a  just 
claim. 

— California  forest  fire  patrol  air- 
planes are  now  flying  and  will  keep 
on  the  lookout  for  fires  until  Octo- 
ber 1. 


— New  York  City. — Lawyer  Unter- 
meyer  of  the  Lockwood  investiga- 
tion says  the  New  York  Fire  Insur- 
ance Exchange,  he  believes,  is  in 
restraint  of  trade  and  is  a  criminal 
conspiracy.  Henry  Evans  said  he 
would  not  oppose  admission  of  fire 
mutuals  to  the  exchange. 

— Answer. — The  company  defend- 
ing claim  where  teamsters  at  a  late 
hour  dumped  lumber  within  100- 
foot  clear  space  was  a  board  com- 
pany and  as  far  as  we  know  never 
was  non-board. 

— Items. — E.  Porter  Smith  of  Fres- 
no will  hereafter  extinguish  every 
match  before  casting  it  from  him. 
A  lower  court  decided  that  he  was 
entitled  to  $2400  insurance  money, 
although  evidence  proved  that  he 
had  cast  away  the  blazing  match 
which  started  the  fire.  It  was  not 
shown  that  E.  Porter  had  done 
so  with  arsonious  purposes,  but  the 
appellate  district  court  reversed  the 
decision  of  the  lower  court.  This 
decision,  unless  upset  later,  also 
makes  every  insured  responsible  for 
damages  by  careless  tossing  of  ci- 
gar and  cigarette  stubs  into  or  onto 
inflammable  matter,  or  for  damages 
by  pouring  in  kerosene  to  warm  up 
the  stove  for  breakfast. 


It  might  happen  on  a  passenger  loco- 
motive! Engineer  of  a  moving  freight 
locomotive  was  murdered  and  his  body 
thrown  off;  the  fireman  was  intimi- 
dated by  the  murderers;  the  boiler 
blew  up  and  the  train  was  wrecked 
after  the  thugs  leaped  off.  This  was 
not  a  scenario. 


A  Pacific  Coast  Insurance  Revie^v 
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— The  sixty-day  premium  payment 
rule  of  the  Maryland  insurance  de- 
partment and  interest  on  deferred 
payment  is  seriously  objected  to  by 
a  contributor  to  the  Baltimore  Un- 
derwriter, who  quotes  his  attorney 
as  of  the  opinion  that  the  courts 
would  not  rule  that  failure  to  charge 
interest  on  an  overdue  premium 
would  constitute  rebating  and  in 
violation  of  the  anti-rebate  law. 
No  jury  would  ever  render  a  ver- 
dict for  more  than  the  amount  of 
the   premium,   he   sa3'S. 

— The  Fireman's  Fund  is  represent- 
ed as  a  member  on  the  National 
Board  by  President  Levison  as  a 
member  of  the  committee  on  laws 
and  by  Vice-President   IMarshall  as 


a  member  of  the  committee  on  uni- 
form accounting.

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Easy  Safe-Cracking 

Discharged  from  an  orphan  asy- 
lum, Francisco  Harmon  worked  at 
various  jobs  until  he  set  up  in  busi- 
ness for  himself  as  an  expert  safe- 
cracker in  New  York  City,  at  the 
age  of  22.  He  cracked  sixty  safes, 
which  was  one  too  many,  for  he 
carelessly  let  his  dark  lantern  flash 
on  a  window,  at  the  sixtieth  bur- 
glary. 

A  policeman  saw  the  flash  and 
was  admitted  by  the  watchman.  But 
the  young  man  had  left  the  building 
by  a  rear  window.  However,  the 
vigilant  policeman  found  him  next 
door. 

"Some  of  the  skfes  were  as  easy  to 
open  as  soap  boxes,"  bragged  Har- 
mon. "All  I  had  to  do  was  to  drill 
and  crack  them  two  inches  above 
the  combination  and  knock  off  the 
combination  with  a  hammer.  I  was 
an  amateur  when  I  began  seven 
months  ago,  and  I  became  expert 
at  it."  • 

When  the  "haul"  was  very  small 
the  young  fellow  pasted  a  warning: 
"You  must  do  better,  as  we  may  re- 
turn." Angry  on  finding  a  safe 
empty,  he  several  times  plugged  up 
basins  and  let  the  water  run,  the 
overflow  doing  much  damage.  This 
was  done  in  sheer  malice. 

Harmon  had  no  accomplices.  He 
says  a  man  in  a  lodging  house  sug- 
gested safe-cracking.  It  may  be 
that  he  began  his  criminal  career 
as  a  safe-cracker's  light-holder." 
Formerly,  if  not  recently,  these  gen- 
try  were  on   the  lookout  for  likely 


young  orphans  as  assistants,  to  hold 
the  dark  lantern.  So  we  are  told. 
Harmon  entered  buildings  in  day- 
time and  concealed  himself  until 
night.  As  soon  as  the  doors  were 
open  in  the  morning,  after  the  rob- 
bery, he  slipped  out  unobserved. 

In  every  large  city  similiar  crimes 
are  committed  daily.  Burglary  in- 
surers are  up  against  this  sort  of 
thing. 


House    Shortage 

The  war  with  its  increased  taxes 
and  wages,  is  responsible  for  house- 
shortage.  Only  the  wealthy  can  af- 
ford to  build ;  others  build  because 
they  are  willing  to  lose  money.  A 
$5000  bungalow  built  now  implies 
a  loss  of  $4000  in  perhaps  five  years, 
equal  to  a  rental  of  $66  a  month  for 
a  $20  a  month  cottage  in   1914. 

A  million  and  half  homes  will  be 
needed  in  the  next  five  years,  but 
they  will  not  be  built  while  taxes 
and  wages  and  materials  remain  as 
at  present.  If  government  attempts 
to  build  or  finance  them,  a  billion 
and  half  will  be  added  to  yearly 
taxes  and  the  costs  of  living.

The  Southern  Underwriter  quotes 
from  a  general  agency's  paper  as 
follows: 

"We  note  in  the  insurance  jour- 
nals that  the  slump  in  the  prices  of 
farm  products  in  the  South  have 
been  accompanied  by  a  heavy  lapse 
ratio  in  five  year  installment  bus- 
iness, and  the  agents  who  followed 
the  recommendations  of  the  ama- 
teurs in  Southern  farm  underwrit- 
ing, are  now  not  only  losing  bus- 
iness but  are  being  called  upon  at  a 
particularly  hard  time,  to  refund 
commissions  on  business  which  is 
lapsing.  This  is  also  working  a 
hardship  on  the  farmers  left  with- 
out insurance  protection,  who  would 
have  been  adequately  covered,  had 


their  policies  been  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  their  own  peculiar  section. 
"The  five  year  installment  plan, 
besides  being  ill  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  South,  is  uneconomic 
in  many  other  ways.  It  discour- 
ages the  pre-payment  of  premiums, 
and  everything  which  draws  out  the 
final  payment  of  premiums  and  en- 
courages the  granting  of  long  time 
to  finish  payment,  has  a  tendency 
to  increase  the  lapse  ratio  and  make 
renewal  of  business  difficult."

Bank  Deposit  Insurance  by  Slate 

Several  Neljraska  banks  of  a  reckless 
kind  recently  failed.  They  speculated 
with  their  depositors'  funds.  The  pa- 
ternal state  government  makes  the  safe 
and  sane  banks  of  the  state  pay  the 
$2,000,000  losses.  The  banks  in  turn 
must  add  the  cost  to  interest  on  loans 
to  merchants  and  farmers,  who  in  turn, 
if  possible,  add  it  to  the  cost  of  living. 
The  deposit  state  insurance  law  en- 
courages the  creation  of  fraudulent 
banks  which  secure  depositors  because 
of  the  guaranty  by  the  state.

Can  Corporations  Lawfully  Join  Mutuals? 

The  ruling  of  the  Texas  attorney- 
general  to  the  effect  that  a  public  cor- 
poration which  takes  out  insurance  in 
mutuals  and  interinsurers  exceeds  the 
authority  given  by  articles  of  incorpo- 
ration, as  printed  by  us  some  time 
ago,  has  never  been  questioned  by 
other  states'  attorney-generals.  It  fol- 
lows previous  opinions. 

Some  ten  years  ago  the  insurance 
commissioner  of  Utah  (Willard  Done) 
asked  the  attorney-general  for  a  ruling 
in  this  matter.  This  journal  at  the 
time  printed  a  summary  of  the  Utah 
attorney-general's  opinion,  which  was 
against  the  legality  of  a  corporation's 
engaging  in  insurance  by  becoming  a 
member  of  any  mutual  or  interinsurer.

INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 

Fire. — Expiration  Memoranda  Must  be  Re- 
turned   to    Employer. 

The  judge  quoted  from  :a  pre- 
vious decision  the  following  note- 
worthy   extract : 

"What  right  has  any  agent  to  use 
material  obtained  by  him  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  and  for 
his  employer  against  the  interest  of 
that  employer?  I  am  not  aware 
that  he  has  any  such  right.  Such 
a  use  is  contrary  to  the  relation  that 
exists  between  principal  and  agent. 
It  is  contrary  to  the  good  faith  of 
the  employment,  and  good  faith  un- 
derlies the  whole  of  an  agent's  ob- 
ligations to  his  principal. — Hine's 
Bulletin. 

Agent  M.  employed  W.  to  solicit 
fire  insurance  and  gave  him  data  of 
expirations,  etc.,  in  the  form  of 
books.  W.  refused  to  return  same 
and  used  them  to  get  business -for 
new  employer.  Suit  to  enjoin  was 
brought  by  M.  against  W.  Trial 
court  held  that  plaintiff  was  entitled 
to  the  books,  and  defendant  was 
ordered  to  give  them  up. 

The  supreme  court  of  Kansas, 
sustaining  this  decision,  also  ruled 
that  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  or- 
der compelling  defendant  to  surren- 


der any  copies  he  had  made  of  the 
books  and  records  before  and  after 
the  replevin  action. 

Fire. — Agent  Must  Not  Use  Trade  Secrets — 
Ordered  to  Return  Expiration  Records 
and  copies. 

When  an  agent  leaves  one  com- 
pany to  enter  the  service  of  another, 
there  are  likely  to  arise  questions 
of  a  delicate  nature.  It  would  seem 
to  be  an  undisputed  ethical  princi- 
ple that  an  employee  leaving  one 
company  should  not  make  use  of 
any  "inside  information"  he  has  ob- 
tained while  in  that  company's  em- 
ploy for  the  benefit  of  his  new  em- 
ployer. Human  nature  being  what 
it  is,  however,  there  are  those  who 
have  no  scruples  in  this  regard,  and 
it  is  reassuring  to  find  the  supreme 
court  of  Kansas  handing  down  a 
decision  which  gives  legal  backing 
to  the  unwritten  ethical  principles 
which  have  always  prevailed  among 
men  of  honor. 


Liability. — Insurer  liable  for  Sum   Paid   In- 
jured Employee  of  Sub-Contractor. 

Under  provisions  of  liability  pol- 
icy issued  by  insurer  to  firm  of  en- 
gineers, insurer  held  liable  to  trac- 
tion company  for  whom  firm  of  en- 
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g-inccrs  undertook  to  do  work  for 
amount  paid  to  injured  servant  of 
subcontractor  if  it  could  be  said  his 
injuries  were  caused  by  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  firm  of  engineers. 

Stat,  penalizing  vexatious  delay 
does  not  apply  to  indemnity  insur- 
ance contracts. — 224  S.  W.  212. 


Life. — Insured  Held  Owner  of  Life  for  Pur- 
poses of  Loan,  Though  Wife  Was  Bene- 
ficiary. 

Contract  is  between  the  company 
and  insured,  and  he  is  the  ov/ner  and 
holder  of  life  policy  payable  to  his 
wife,  relative  to  right  to  obtain  loan 
from  company  on  the  policy,  it  be- 
ing issued  and  delivered  to  him 
through  his  individual  negotiations, 
he  paying  the  premium,  though 
with  money  given  to  him  by  his 
wife  from  the  allowance  which  he 
made  to  her,  and  the  company  hav- 
ing no  notice  of  any  interest  of  the 
wife,  other  than  that  the  policy  de- 
signated her  beneficiary. 
Right  to  Loan  on  Policy  Held  with  Owner 

or  Holder. 

Right  is  given  by  a  life  policy  to 
obtain  a  loan  of  the  company  on 
the  security  thereof,  silent  as  to  the 
person  to  excercise  the  right,  held 
with  the  owner  or  holder  of  the  pol- 
icy ;  that  is,  the  one  to  whom  it  was 
issued,  or  his  assigns. 
Clause  Held  to  Protect  Against  Assignment 

of   Life   Policy   Without   Notice. 

The  company  issuing  a  life  pol- 
icy is  protected  in  making  a  loan 
thereon  to  insured,  with  whom  the 
contract  was  made,  notwithstanding 
deliverv  and  oral  gift  of  the  insured 


to  the  beneficiary,  without  notice 
to  the  company ;  the  policy  provid- 
ing that  no  assignment  of  it  shall 
be  binding  on  the  company,  unless 
filed  with  it. 

Dividends  Held  Not  to  be  Applied  to  Re- 
duce Loan. 

The  owner  of  a  life  policy  having 
made  no  election  as  to  application 
of  dividends,  held,  under  provision 
of  policy,  they  were  to  be  considered 
applied  to  purchase  of  paid-up  ad- 
ditions, and  could  not  be  applied  by 
company  to  reduction  of  loan  on  the 
policy. — Hilton  v.  New  York  Life, 
184  N.  Y.  S.  2. 


Fraternal. — Insurer,    Relying    on    Misrepre- 
sentation, Must   Return   Premiums. 

Irrespective  of  Rev,  state,  wheth- 
er the  action  is  by  insured  against 
the  insurer,  of  by  the  insurer  again- 
st insured  to  cancel  the  policy  for 
misrepresentations,  which  were  war- 
ranties, the  insurer  must  return  pre- 
miums paid  before  it  can  rely  on 
the  misrepresentations. — Wilson  v. 
B.  of  A.  Yeomen,  223  S.  W.  992. 


Health. — Fatal  lUness  of  Four  Months  Dur- 
ation Not  a  "Chronic  Disease"  Within 
Exception   of   Sick   Benefit   Policy. 

Where  a  sick  benefit  insurance 
policy  exempted  insurer  from  lia- 
bility for  all  chronic  diseases,  and 
it  appeared  that  insured,  after  hav- 
ing paid  premiums  for  20  years,  be- 
came sick,  and  after  four  months 
of  illness  brought  suit  on  the  policy 
his  illness  continuing  until  death, 
the  disease  was  not  a  chronic  one 
within   exception  of  the   policy,  for 
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to  distinguish  a  disease  as  chronic 
it  is  necessary  that  it  should  have 
been  of  long  standing  as  applied  to 
disease  of  the  body ;  a  chronic  dis- 
sease  being  deep-seated  and  obstin- 
ate, threatening  a  long  continuance. 
- — Williams  v.  Southern  Surety  Co. 
179  N.  W.  R.  272. 


Liability. — Employer  Insolvent  and   Insurer 
Was   Therefore   Not   Liable. 

Employer's  liability  policy  indem- 
nified insured  for  damages  paid. 
Husband  was  accidentally  killed. 
Widow  sued  employer  company  and 
got  judgment  for  $5000,  but  be- 
cause of  insolvency  could  not  col- 
lect. Then  sued  company's  liability 
for  its  $2000  limit.  Lower  court 
brushed  aside  defense  that  policy 
covered  only  damages  paid  by  in- 
sured, up  to  $2000.  Court  of  ap- 
peal, Montreal,  unanimously  re- 
versed superior  court,  holding  that 
the  contract  was  in  no  sense  in  fav- 
or of  the  workman  or  his  repre- 
sentatives, but  was  a  contract  for 
the  protection  of  the  insured  and  for 
which  he  paid.  The  insured  had  no 
loss  to  be  indemnified. — Melukhova 
V.  Employers  Liability,  C.  of  A., 
Montreal,  Canada. 

Accident — Death  Caused  by  Beneficiary. 

Even  though  death  of  insured  was 
caused  by  gross  negligence  of  bene- 
ficiary, so  that  latter  was  guilty  of 
felony  of  involuntary  manslaughter, 
under  Pen.  Code,  §  192,  that  fact 
does  not  defeat  recovery  by  bene- 
ficiary on  accident  insurance  policy. 
Throop  V.  Western  Indemnity  Co. 
57  Ins.  L.  T.  IS.

The  Archbishop's   Opinion 

The  Roman  Catholic  archbishop 
of  Brisbane,  Mo^  Reverend  James 
Duhig,   says:

One  does  not  really  miss  what  he 
pays  in  premiums,  and  the  fact  that 
his  savings  are  not  accessible  to  him- 
self, but  are  under  the  control  of 
excellent  business  people  until  his 
policy  matures,  is  a  great  safe- 
guard." 

The  letter  from  which  the  above 
is  taken,  was  written  by  the  arch- 
bishop to  the  manager  of  the  Aus- 
tralian Mutual  Provident  Society, 
and  with  his  permission  is  printed 
in  the  society's  Messenger.  The 
letter  was  an  acknowledgement  of 
the  payment  of  a  matured  policy. 


The  ratio  of  life  assets  to  liabilities 
is  about  1.026.  Not  much  to  spare 
there  to  ofl"sct  decline  in  market 
values. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Not  counting  life  capital  the  paid- 
up  miscellaneous  insurance  capital 
in  this  country  is  over  $50,000,000, 
and  the  assets  are  over  $500,000,- 
000.  The  premiums  are  $400,000,- 
000.  Workmen's  compensation  pro- 
duces a  third  of  the  premiums,  ac- 
cident and  health  a  seventh,  liability 
nearly  a  fifth.  Eight  kinds  produce 
less  than  plate  glass  alone.  Burg- 
lary and  plate  glass  about  alike, 
with  the  former  ahead.  Casualty 
premiums  are  passing  fire  premiums 
in  volume. 

Burglary  losses  about  50  per  cent. 
The  United  States  Fid.  &  G.  leads 
in  burglary  premiums,  and  already 
the  National  Surety  is  second.  The 
first  American  burglary  companies 
did  not  succeed. 

Miscellaneous  loss  ratio  is  40  per 
cent.  It  is  safer  and  more  profit- 
able than  fire  insurance.  The  time 
is  coming  when  fire  companies  in 
this  country  will  write  it,  as  they 
do  in  Great  Britain. 

Health  and  accident  loss  ratio, 
42  per  cent. 

The  average  cost  of  living  in  the 
U.  S.  A.  has  declined  18  per  cent 
in  one  year  just  past,  it  is  officially 
announced. 

An  inheritance  tax  of  $2,015,046 
will  be  paid  by  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Fannie  Irwin  of  San  Francisco. 
The  estate  value  is  over  $13,000,000. 
The  tax  is  paid  to  California  state 
treasury.  A  part  of  the  estate  must 
be  sold  to  pay  the  tax.  No  mention 
is  made  of  inheritance  tax  insurance. 
Over  $2,000,000  active  capital  is  de- 
stroved.

FIRE 

Another  fiery  month. 

The  break  between  the  Western 
Union  and  the  Western  Insurance 
Bureau  has  been  mended  with  a 
brake.  The  dual  alliance  peace  com- 
mittees have  framed  an  agreement 
regarding  bank  agencies,  mergers 
and  sales,  etc.,  with  mutual  con- 
cessions which  insure  peace  and  dis- 
armament. 

A  .Spectator  table  gives  ten  year 
totals  of  20  New  York  fire  compan- 
ies, 51  other  American  and  23  fore 
ign.  The  total  premiums  received 
are  $3,705,436,000  and  $1,828,705,000. 
The  net  underwriting  profit  is  $104,- 
186,000  or  2.81  per  cent  of  the  pre- 
miums. In  the  accompanying  list 
of  losses  in  the  San  Francisco  con- 
flagration the  Firemnn's    Fund    leads. 

Formerly  there  was  a  general  be- 
lief that  the  National  Union  was 
under  control  of  Continental  inter- 
ests. The  organizers  of  the  former 
were  identified  with  the  latter. 
Whether  this  opinion  as  to  control 
still  exists  we  have  not  inquired ; 
but  it  is  noteworthy  that  from  time 
to  time  there  is  a  shifting  to  and 
fro  of  the  two  companies'  field  men 
and  other  efficient  employees. 

Incendiary  and  suspicious  fires 
increasing  in  number  and  in  volume 
of  property  losses.  It  is  probable 
that  the  grand  total  of  American 
fire  losses  in  1921  will  exceed  that 
of  1906. 

Illinois  $10,000,000  fire  losses  for 
the  first  half-year  is  at  the  rate  of  S3 
per  capita  for  1921.

It  was  unfortunate  that  Al- 
fred Best,  called  as  an  expert  witness 
in  the  housing  investigation  in  New 
York,  should  have  referred  to  the 
"concealed  profits  of  fire  underwrit- 
ing," and  have  asserted  that  the  un- 
earned premium  reserve  is  "half- 
profit."  This  reserve  is  50  per  cent 
for  one-year  policies  and  propor- 
tionally for  policies  running  longer. 
This  is  explained  in  Sexton's  "Fire 
Insurance."  Losses  absorb  much  or 
all  this  reserve ;  but  "to  get  the  busi- 
ness on  the  books"  a  reinsurer  of 
a  retiring  company  will  pay  a  "com- 
mission" or  reinsure  for  60  to  75 
per  cent  of  the  earned  premiums 
on  good  business.

Mr.  Best  now  "explains."  It  is 
not  true  that  $130,000,000  can  be 
saved  in  fire  premium  reductions.

Untermyer  writes  from  Carlsbad 
to  a  New  York  daily  a  letter  full  of 
ginger  and  spite.  He  scorns  the 
New  York  and  New  Jersey  state 
insurance  departments,  and  inti- 
mates that  the  latter  state  depart- 
ment is  preparing  a  whitewash  for 
the  Prudential.

Prominent  industrial  men  of  Everet 
including  W.  H.  Boner,  of  Wyerhseus- 
ers,  Wm.  Howarth,  of  the  Everett 
Pulp&  Paper  Co.  and  T.  B.  Sumner, 
and  Frank  Sumner,  of  the  Sumner 
Iron  Works,  met  with  the  fire  chief 
and  tlie  city  commissioners  to  discuss 
the  proposition  that  plants  outside  of 
the  city  limits  pay  a  five  mill  levy  for 
fire  protection,  which  would  be  equal 
to  that  contributed   by  city  taxpayers. 

The  industrial  men  pointed  out  that 
three  years  ago  they  had  contributed 
$6,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  $12,000 
piece  of  fire  equipment  bought  at  that 
time,  and  that  indirect  contribution 
to  the  city  by  payrolls  maintained, 
and  the  business  supplied  the  city 
should  be  taken  into  consideration. 

"We  are  determine;!  to  reduce  tiie 
electric  fire  danger  in  Everett  to  the 
minimum.  Most  of  it  is  caused  by 
carelessness,"  declared  Chief  Taro. 
"We  have  warned  in  many  instances, 
and  we  have  forced  ownei-s  and  ten- 
nants  to  install  complete  new  connec- 
tions. The  next  step  will  be  to  swear 
out  warrants  and  bring  violators  into 
court." 

Lee  McKenzie  of  the  Rating  Bureau 
expressed  great  dissatisfaction  at  con- 
ditions now  existing.  Insurance  rates 
were  reduced  about  five  j'ears  ago  with 
the  understanding  between  the  bureau 
and  the  commission  that  a  competent 
inspector  would  be  kept  on  the  job. 
A  skilled  man  was  employed,  but  since 
the  electric  fire  alarm  system  was  in- 
stalled he  has  been  kept  busy  with  his 
duties  in  the  fire  department  and  in- 
spection elsewhere  has  been  neglect- 
ed.

Four  horses  in  a  barn  on  a  farm 
near  Westly,  Mont.,  were  killed  by 
a  stroke  of  lightning.  Other  horses 
untouched.  Barn  damaged.  Fire 
extinguished.     Horses  uninsured. 


Fire    Crew    Crosses    Burning    Trestle 

The  nearest  and  only  water  sup- 
ply was  from  a  hydrant  over  1000 
feet  from  the  burning  Welver  mill, 
Everett,  Wash.  To  reach  this  fire 
hydrant  the  pumper  of  E.  Co.  No.  2 
was  driven  along  a  trestle,  with  fire 
beneath  and  railings  on  fire,  and  the 
air  at  furnace  heat.  The  firemen 
sprayed  \<^ith  chemicals  ahead  and 
rushed  along,  and  soon  had  water 
streaming  through  1200  feet  of  hose. 
The  creosote  yards,  a  cofifin  factory 
and  a  box  factory  were  saved. 


French   Claims  of  1798   Again   Revived 

Few  persons  now  recall  the  fact 
that  this  country  was  at  war  with 
France  in  1798.  School  histories 
barely  mention  that  "war." 

French  privateers  destroyed  898 
American  vessels.  Two  American 
marine  insurance  companies  were 
heavily  interested.  They  were  the 
Columbia  Insurance  Co.  and  the 
United  Fire  Insurance  Co.  The 
Columbia  went  into  insolvency  in 
1814.  The  United  Fire  wound  up 
its  affairs  in  1817,  paying  all  claims. 

The  French  and  American  gov- 
ernments, at  the  close  of  the  "war," 
in  which  General  Washington  was 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  army,  mu- 
tually   agreed    to   assume    each    the 


other's  war  obligations   to  its  citi- 
zens. 

The  claims  against  the  French 
government  by  American  citizens, 
subrogated  to  the  marine  insurers, 
and  assumed  by  the  American  gov- 
ernment, amounted  to  $20,000,000. 
These  claims  have  never  been  paid, 
although  brought  before  Congress. 
The  heirs  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
above-named  marine  companies  are 
now  pressing  the  claims  before  Con- 
gress. We  assume  that  the  acts  of 
war,  the  privateering,  were  without 
warning,  unexpected,  and  the  prem- 
iums not  including  the  "war"  haz- 
ard. It  will  be  recalled  that  the 
Alabama  claims  after  the  Civil  War, 
as  pressed  by  the  insurance  com- 
panies before  Congress  were  disal- 
lowed on  the  ground  that  the  mar- 
ine underwriters  had  no  losses,  the 
premium  rate  having  been  increased 
enough   to   meet  all   war  losses. 


Butte    Stables    Condemned 

The  old  speedway  stables,  204 
South  Main  street,  JButte,  Mont., 
built  over  forty  years  ago,  con- 
demned as  a  fire  menace  by  the  state 
fire  marshal,  have  been  razed.  Ad- 
jacent sheds  also  go,  likewise  the 
Ellis  paint  shop  fire-trap. 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  has  completed  a  sur- 
vey of  the  country's  business  con- 
dition. Some  2000  business  men 
answered  questions.  By  far  the 
largest  number  of  answers  said, 
"Do  something  to  lower  freight 
rates."  Abnormal  freight  rates  cer- 
tainly   are   bad   for   producers,   dis- 
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tributors  and  workmen.  The  dis- 
charge of  many  employees,  in  order 
to  reduce  costs,  and  the  conse- 
quent requirement  of  more  service 
and  efficiency,  was  indicated  by  the 
answers.  One  man  wrote :  "We 
reduced  our  advertising  appropria- 
tion by  50  per  cent  but  the  signer 
is  not  sure  that  it  was  a  wise  move."

Another  Oldest  Marine  Insurance  Policy 
Particulars  of  a  very  old  marine 
policy,  issued  in  February  of  1656, 
are  api)earing  in  English  papers. 
The  policy  was  for  £400  on  goods 
aboard  the  Three  Brothers.  The 
rate  was  £5  per  cent.  The  four 
subscribers  at  £100  each  signed  as 
"I,  John  Nichalass,  am  content  with 
this  assurance  for  £100. 

We  quote  this  from  the  legible 
text  of  the  policy : 

"Touching  the  adventures  and 
perils  which  wee  the  Assurers  are 
contented  to  bear  and  do  take  upon 
us  in  this  voyage,  are  of  the  Seas, 
men  of  warr,  fire,  enemies,  pirates, 
rovers,  thieves,  jettezons,  letters  of 
marte  and  counter  marte  ;  surprizalls 
and  taking  at  Sea,  arrests,  restraints 
and  detainmts.  of  all  Kings,  Princes 
and  People  of  what  Nation,  condi- 
tion or  quality  soever.  Barratry  of 
the  Mr  and  marriners  and  of  all 
other  perills  losses  and  misfortunes 
that  have  or  shall  come  to  the  hurt 
detriment  or  damage  of  the  said 
goods  and  merchandises  or  any 
parts  thereof.  And  that  in  case  of 
any  misfortune  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  the  assured  and  their  factors  ser- 
vants and  assignes  to  sue  labour 
and  travel  for  in  and  about  the  de- 
fense safeguard  and  recovery  of  the 
said  goods  and  merchandises  or  any 
part  thereof  without  prejudice  to 
this  assurance."

The  Unexpected  Happens 
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School  House  Burned,  Insurance  Paid,  But 
New  Law  SayB  People  Must  Approve  Be- 
fore Rebuilding;  and  Election  Ten  Months 
Away — Insurers  Refuse  to  Rebuild 

The  Rose  Hill  school  district, 
Kirkland,  Wash.,  has  a  problem. 
The  new  law  says  that  the  district 
must  have  proper  and  adjacent 
school  facilities ;  further,  that  the 
district  school  authorities  cannot 
use  insurance  money  funds  paid  to 
rebuild  after  a  fire  without  an  ap- 
proval by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
voters  of  the  district ;  and  further 
that  no  election  can  be  held  until 
next   May. 

The  dilemma  is  worse  than  being 
enmeshed  in  red  tape. 

There  was  only  one  escape.  The 
insurance  companies  could  rebuild. 
The  hopeful  committee  visited  the 
agents  of  the  companies  on  the 
school  house  risk.  The  committee 
was  told  that  the  insurers  would 
not   rebuild   the   school  house. 

The  matter  was  submitted  to  Mr. 
Pennock,  of  Seattle,  attorney  for 
district  No.  1,  who  was  of  the  opin- 
ion that  if  the  insurance  money  was 
not  set  aside  for  other  purposes  the 
school  board  should  use  same  for 
rebuilding. 

The  board  must  provide  a  school. 
If  he  were  a  member  he  would  take 
a  chance.  He  approved  of  a  signed 
statement  from  the  voters  authoriz- 
ing the  board  to  rebuild  the  school 
at  once  with  the  $5000  insurance 
money. 

The  prosecuting  attorney  advised 
that  the  members  of  the  school 
board  are  liable  to  the  extent  of  their 
bond  or  to  imprisonment.     This  ad- 


vice was  a  dash  of  ice-water. 

The  only  relief  seems  to  be  the 
purchase  of  portable  houses  for 
temporary  use. 


All  Are  Swimmers  or  Floaters 
In  this  life  we  are  all  swimmers 
or  floaters.  Which  kind  are  you? 
Human  life  may  be  likened  to  a  riv- 
er, running  at  various  speeds,  with 
falls,  cascades  and  lakes,  but  always 
with  a  current.  Men  and  women  are 
in  this  river.  They  swim  or  float. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  floaters — 
those  who  float  with  the  current 
and  others  who  choose  the  mono- 
tonous circling  eddies.  There  are 
two  kinds  of  swimmers — the  strong 
who  swim  with  or  across  the  cur- 
rent, and  the  stronger  who  breast 
the  current  and  become  still  strong- 
er. The  purpose  of  this  river  of 
human  life  seems  to  be  the  develop- 
ment of  character.

Bakersfield,  Cal.,  now  has  a  com- 
mission on  housing,  which  co-oper- 
ates with  the  health  board  in  abol- 
ishing the  old  ♦shacks  nuisance. 
Vacant  or  occupied  the  old  frame 
shack  is  a  fire  menace  always. 

Brokers  Rentier  Good  Service 

As  a  body  of  men  fire  insurance 
brokers  work  hard  and  render  good 
service  to  property-owners.  They 
earn  their  commissions.  If  abolished 
by  "reformers"  the  companies  would 
employ  men  on  salary  to  do  the 
work  now  done  by  brokers.  The 
public  would  not  gain  anything  by 
the  substitution  of  salaried  men, 
and  might  easily  be  less  well  served. 

Brokers  should  be  loyal  alike  to 
insured  and  insurer.  The  property- 
owner  too  should  deal  justly  with 
the  broker,  and  recognize  his  ser- 
vice in  placing  the  insurance  and 
covering  the  hazard  fully.  We  re- 
call a  case  where  the  broker  had 
considerable  difficulty  in  finding  an 
insurer   willing    to    carry    the    risk. 


He  told  the  owner  the  name  of  the 
company  but  was  not  instructed  to 
place.  A  few  days  later  the  broker 
found  that  another  broker  had  been 
given  the  risk  to  place  in  the  same 
company. 

The  property-owner  had  taken 
advantage  of  the  first  broker's  work 
and  given  the  name  of  the  company 
to  another  broker. 

The  fire  insurance  broker  does  a 
lot  of  work  in  preparing  and  de- 
livering policies,  collecting  prem- 
iums and  securing  required  endorse- 
ments, etc. — work  for  which  the 
commissions  on  smaller  policies  are 
inadequate    compensation. 


Fire  Protection 

Cheney,  Wash. — The  fire  com- 
mission warns  householders  that 
faucets  are  increasing  the  fire  loss 
possibilities.  There  is  only  five  feet 
of  water  in  reserve.  He  urges  im- 
mediate  repairs. 

Leavenworth,  Wash. — There  is 
complaint  of  low  pressure.  Use  of 
water  is  now  restricted. 

Pinehurst,  Wash. — Ten  miles  of 
pipe  are  being  laid.  The  new  sys- 
tem will  utilize  the  flow  from  a  num- 
ber of  springs.  These  will  be  tapped 
back  under  the  hill  and  the  water 
led  in  tiling  to  catch  basins  con- 
nected with  eight  rams,  four  of 
which  will  lift  water  through  the 
pipe  gridiron  to  a  tank  of  40,000 
gallon  capacity  at  the  highest  level 
in  the  district,  providing  adquate 
pressure  to  the  eight  fire  hydrants 
and  other  hose  connections  in- 
cluded in  the  ])lans.  In  addition 
there  will  be  17,000  gallons  of  water

in  the  distributing  system,  a  total 
of  57,000.  The  smaller  rams  will 
catch  the  outflow  from  the  lifting 
rams  and  return  the  water  to  the 
catch  basin. 

Helena,  Mont. — Cool  weather  has 
"helped  out"  the  water  supply, 
which  is  being  wasted.  The  daily 
consumption  is  400  gallons  per  cap- 
ita. Restrictions  on  the  use  of 
water  are  being  enforced.  The 
Record-Herald   says : 

"Two  16-inch  pipe  lines  with  a 
flowing  capacity  of  approximately 
4,000,000  gallons  a  day  convey  wa- 
ter from  the  Ten-Mile  reservior  to 
the  Woolston  reservoir  near  the  city' 
but  still  the  reserve  water  in  this 
reservoir  has  steadily  been  going 
down  during  the  past  two  or  three 
weeks  until  it  is  so  low  that  it  is 
inadquate  for  fire  protection. 

"In  the  Chessman  reservoir  above 
the  Ten  Mile  and  from  which  water 
flows  into  the  Ten  Mile  when  need- 
ed there  is  now  a  reserve  supply  of 
600,000,000  gallons." 

Everett,  Wash. — The  Washington 
Surveying  &  Rating  Bureau  asks 
this  city  to  provide  an  electric  in- 
spector. Bridged  fuses  are  much 
too  common.     Chief  Taro  says : 

"People  should  not  bridge  fuses. 
By  this  I  mean  placing  a  penny  to 
the  rear  of  a  worn  out  fuse  plug, 
cutting  the  brass  band  about  a  plug 
and  making  a  new  connection,  or 
by  soldering  a  piece  of  steel,  zinc, 
or  copper  wire  from  end  to  end. 
Keep  the  little  safety  valve  always 
in  good  shape,  there  will  be  no 
chance  of  overloads  going  unsus- 
pected, and  in  many  cases,  no  chance 


of   fire   from   electrical   sources." 

Clyde  Park,  Mont.,  keeps  its  fire 
apparatus  in  the  Herald  building. 
The  public  is  notified: 

"Entrance  to  the  building  may  be 
gained  in  case  of  fire  by  breaking  a 
small  glass  panel  in  the  big  swinging 
door  at  the  front  of  the  building, 
and  lifting  a  hook  on  the  inside  of 
the  door.  Equipment  is  just  back 
of  the  door  and  ready  for  action  at 
all  times." 

Anaconda,  Mont. — Heretofore  fire 
hose  used  in  Anaconda  has  been  fit- 
ted with  a  special  thread.  Under 
the  new  arrangement  there  will  be 
a  difference  of  1-32  of  an  inch  in 
the  diameter  of  the  male  end  of  the 
hose  couplings,  while  the  pitch  of 
the  thread  will  be  changed  from  7 
to  7y2.  to  the  inch.  To  comply  with 
the  national  standard,  the  couplings 
will  measure  31-16  inches  in  dia- 
meter and  possess  at  7^  pitch  to 
the  inch. 

Albert  E.  Hansen,  an  authority  on 
fire  department  equipment,  praises 
the  Anaconda  fire  department  as 
equal  in  equipment  and  efficiency  to 
cities  of  similar  size ;  but  he  criti- 
cises fences  and  foliage  around 
dwellings.  "Fences  around  lawns, 
he  said  are  a  thing  of  the  past." 

Marysville,  Wash.,  is  to  have  a 
system  of  water  works,  with  a  flow 
line  eight  miles  long,  and  an  elevated 
tower  and   tank  of  steel. 

Cle  Elum. — Council  plans  to  re- 
duce the  fire  limits  area  by  with- 
drawing two   residence   blocks. 

Baker,  Mont.,  boasts  of  good  fire 
protection,    plenty    of    water,    clean 
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reservoirs,  and  all  hydrants  in  good 
repair. 


Yakima,  Wash. — Fire  Chief  Haw- 
kins complains  that  the  water  pres- 
sure is  too  light,  dropping  as  low 
as  15  pounds.  A  fire  plug  at  Eighth 
street  and  Yakima  avenue  with  one 
fire  line  attached  dropped  from  80 
pounds  to  66 ;  with  two,  53  pounds  ; 
three,  33  pounds-;  four,  26;  and 
when  the  chief  put  the  pump  on, 
the  pressure  dropped  to  11  pounds. 
The  water  company  is  required  to 
maintain  75  pounds  pressure.  One 
witness  said  the  35  miles  of  wooden 
mains  are  leaky  and  the  company 
dares  not  maintain  the  pressure  re- 
quired. 


British    Columbia    Rates    Cut 

Dwelling  rates  in  the  province  of 
British  Columbia  are  to  be  reduced 
25  per  cent,  and  mercantile  rates 
Avill  also  be  reduced.  In  Vancouver 
commissions  will  be  20  per  cent  and 
15  per  cent  contingent  on  profit,  or 
20  per  cent  for  one-year  business, 
and  25  per  cent  for  two-year  busi- 
ness. In  the  interior  the  commiss- 
ion will  be  15  and  20. 


Reciprocal    Members    Must   Pay   Losses 

Messrs.  Thomas  &  McKimmon  in- 
sured in  the  cheap  National  Mer- 
chants &  Manufacturers  Insurance 
Exchange,  Chicago,  received  fourth 
notice  of  assessment  for  excess  loss- 
es. The  attorney  in  fact,  Gilkeson- 
Davis  Underwriting  Co.,  wrote: 
"Your  underwriting  liability  is  an 
active  debt.  Nothing  short  of  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  will  discharge 


your  obligation.  You  are  now  in 
the  position  of  an  underwriter  re- 
quired to  pay  losses. 


Montana  Cities  Receive  Insurance  Fees 

Montana  cities  having  regularly 
organized  fire  departments  are  shar- 
ing in  the  distribution  of  $31,596,- 
28  from  the  office  of  State  Auditor 
George  P.  Porter.  The  distribution 
represents  50%  of  the  licenses  col- 
lected by  the  state  from  insurance 
companies  on  premiums  for  the 
towns  affected. 

The  total  amount  of  premiums 
collected  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30  by  insurance  companies  in 
Montana  was  $6,630,620.50.  On 
this  the  state  collected  license  fees 
of  $132,343.19.  Only  $63,192.56, 
however,  was  collected  in  cities 
having  fire  departments.  Half  of 
this   went  to   the  departments. 


Concrete   Trash   Burners 

A  trash  burner  in  Wolf  Point, 
Mont.,  was  blown  over  recently  and 
sparks  were  scattered  for  a  block. 
This  was  a  lesson.  Business  men 
along  Main  street  then  built  two 
trash  burners  of  concrete  and  now 
feel  much  safer. 


A  cool  business  transaction  was 
a  recent  fire  at  Vancouver,  B.  C, 
where  Nick  Kogas,  restaurant  keep- 
er, is  under  arrest,  charged  with 
paying  a  Chinaman  cook  $150  to 
set  fire  to  a  rival  cafe,  telling  him 
there  was  not  enough  business  for 
two;  places. 


THE  UNEXPECTED  HAPPENS 
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Assessed  Another  Premium  in  First  Year 
In  Mutual — Took  the  Insurance  to  Save 
Money 

A  laundry  concern  in  Baltimore 
took  out  insurance  in  a  mutual  com- 
pany of  that  city  five  weeks  ago  to 
cover  strike  profit  or  strike  use  and 
occupancy.  It  paid  a  premium  of 
$480  for  the  insurance  for  protection 
for  one  yar.  Last  w^eek  the  laund- 
ry company  was  notified  an  assess- 
ment of  one  hundred  per  cent  had 
been  levied  and  another  bill  for  $480 
came  along.  The  laundry  probably 
insured  in  the)  mutual  because  it 
believed  it  would  get  its  insurance 
cheaper,  and  that  it  might  even 
"share  in  the  profits"  by  way  of  re- 
ceiving a  (dividend  rebate  of  ten, 
twenty  or  thirty  per  cent  in  the 
premium  paid.  But  this  time  the 
mutual  company,  through  excessive 
losses,  was  compelled  to  call  into 
effect  a  fundamental  principle  of 
mutual  insurance  and  the  laundry, 
with  all  other  policyholders,  was 
called  upon  to  share  in  the  expense 
of  doing  the  business  by  paying  a 
hundred  per  cent  assessment.  More- 
over neither  the  laundry  nor  any  of 
the  other  policyholders  can  escape 
by  cancelling  their  policies,  for  one 
of  the  provisions  of  the  policy  was 
that  it  could  not  be  cancelled  by 
the  assured  during  the  first  year. — 
The  Standard. 


Anaconda's    Good    Record    of    8    Cents 

Fire  loss  in  Anaconda,  Mont.,  in 
the  past  twelve  months  -was  only  8 
cents  per  capita,  or  a  total  of  $985 
for  a  city  of  12,000  population. 
That   record   ought   to   win   for  her 


again  the  Ince  cup.  A  silk  flag  and 
$250  are  also  at  stake  in  the  1921 
competition  of  125  Coast  and  Rocky 
Mountain  cities. 


Fighting   Grain   Field   Fires   in   Washington 

Business  men  of  Pullman,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce,  have  organized  to  assist 
in  fighting  grain  field  fires.  The 
city  fire  bell  is  to  sound  alarms  and 
field  fire  fighting  equipment  of  every 
description  has  been  assembled  at 
the  city  hall.  Fast  automobiles 
have  been  volunteered  to  carry  the 
city  fire  fighters  to  any  point  in  the 
Pvillman  section  where  field  fires 
occur. 


Yakima,  Wash. — The  possibility 
that  ladder  rig  and  another  piece 
of  fire  department  apparatus  may 
be  eliminated  without  affecting  fire 
insurance  rates  may  lead  to  a  re- 
quest to  insurance  companies  for 
full  information  oij  that  point.  May- 
or Rovig  indicated.  It  is  believed 
that  at  least  $7000  may  be  saved  by 
discontinuing  certain  equipment, 
which  is  rarely  used.  On  request 
of  the  mayor.  Fire  Chief  H.  E.  Haw- 
kins is  working  on  a  report  of  poss- 
ible savings  in  the  department.  The 
legislature  has  set  the  15-min  limit 
for  budget  requirements.  Other 
cities    are   preparing   to   economize.

"Cotton  Losses  in  the  South" 
is  the  title  of  a  special  article  in 
Fireman's  Fund  Record  for  August. 
We  read  that  compress  plants  are 
now  cut  up  into  units  by  standard 
fire  walls  containing  up  to  2500 
bales.  Magnets  in  the  cotton  gin 
pick  out  foreign  substances.  "Fire 
packed"  bales  contain  a  live  spark 
which  slowly  eats  its  way  to  the 
surface,  air  and  trouble.  Sometimes 
the  bale  gives  out  a  fire  odor  and  is 
detected  and  dragged  out.  Burning 
bales     have     been     submerged     for 
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hours,  drawn  out  and  found  to  be 
still  on  fire.  A  burning  bale  is  now 
extinguishe<l  by  small  streams  of 
high  velocity  forced  into  the  burn- 
ins:  interior. 


OPINION 

President  Morton  of  the  National 
Board:  "Were  I  a  busines  man 
seeking  safe  quarters  for  a  mercan- 
tile or  manufacturing  enterprise  in 
any  large  city,  I  would  not  only 
want  information  as  to  the  rental 
price,  but  I  would  want  to  know 
what  fire  insurance  rate  I  would 
have  to  pay.  While  no  guarantee 
against  destruction  by  fire,  of  course 
a  low  minimum  rate  indicates  fire 
loss  minimized.*  There  is  nothing 
like  modern  scientific  rating  by 
schedule  to  strip  off  the  ginger- 
bread and  make  a  building  trans- 
parent. 

Schedule  rating  is  your  fire  in- 
surance credits.  On  the  debit  side 
are  the  fire  breeding  and  fire  spread- 
ing deficiencies ;  on  the  credit  side 
the  fire  resisting,  fire  preventing 
and  fire  extinguishing  factors.  As 
these  matters  are  largely  under  the 
control  of  the  owner,  we  call  this 
a  self-elective  rating  system.  It  is 
rightly  named." 

Insurance  Register:  Alleged 
Holdups.  As  was  the  case  when  a 
hotel  night  clerk  in  Philadelphia 
claimed  that  the  safe  was  rifled  by 
hold-up  men,  who  had  registered  as 
guest.s,  and  when  a  Camden,  N.  J., 
tailor  reported  that  money  and  jew- 
elry intrusted  to  him  for  safe  keep- 


ing had  been  stolen  by  hold-up  men, 
who  entered  his  store  during  busi- 
ness hours  and  bound  and  gagged 
him,  the  story  in  each  instance  after 
investigation  having  been  found  to 
be  concocted  to  cover  up  self-ap- 
propriation of  funds  and  valuables, 
many  of  the  so-called  holdups  daily 
occurring  are  nothing  else  than 
fakes  and  inventions  to  mask  gam- 
bling losses  and  inability  to  meet 
obligations. 

R.  M.  Chandor:  "That  moral 
hazard  fire  losses  are  increasing 
there  is  no  doubt,  and  we  do  not 
look  for  an  improvement  in  the  lo- 
cal situation  for  some  time  to  come. 
As  they  have  in  the  past,  general 
trade  conditions  bear  a  close  rela- 
tion to  moral  hazard,  the  particu- 
lar lines  in  which  depression  ap- 
pears invariably  showing  an  increase 
in  their  loss  ratio." 

U.  S.  Manager  Locke  of  Atlas 
Assurance  Co. :  Coming  to  con- 
crete instances,  counsel  for  the 
Lockwood  Committee  intimates 
(according  to  the  New  York  Times) 
that  probably  $150,000,000  per  an- 
num is  added  to  the  cost  of  hous- 
ing in  the  United  States  by  fire-in- 
surance practices !  Now  the  total 
fire  premiums  in  1920  were  less  than 
$000,000,000,  which,  of  course,  em- 
braces property  of  all  kinds ;  it  is 
possible  that  25  per  cent  of  this 
might  cover  on  buildings  and  the 
material  which  goes  into  them,  and 
it  is  the  effect  on  "buildings"  which 
it  the  subject  of  inquiry.  That  25 
per    cent    would    amoui\t    to    $150,- 
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000,000.  Yet,  according  to  Mr. 
Untermyer,  the  fire-insurance  com- 
panies charged  $150,000,000  too 
much.  This  would  therefore  leave 
nothing  to  the  companies  to  pay 
their  losses,  expenses,  and  make  a 
profit  out  of  the  "building"  side  of 
insurance  in  the  country.  The 
statement  only  needs  to  be  made 
to  refute  itself.

The  action  of  the  industrial  com- 
mission of  Georgia  in  sustaining  a 
previous  ruling  of  Chairman  Stan- 
ley in  awarding  compensation  to  the 
widow  and  minor  child  of  a  .Savan- 
nah policeman,  killed  in  the  line  of 
duty,  should  set  at  rest  all  doubt 
of  the  intention  of  the  law  as  applied 
to  county  and  municipal  organiza- 
tions. .  Under  the  law  they  are  not 
allowed  to  reject  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  but  on  the  other  hand  its 
application  is  made  compulsory. —

Employers    May    Boycott 

A  San  Francisco  court  has  ruled 
that  the  state  law  against  compacts 
exempting  labor  unions  is  broad 
enough  to  cover  all  parties  to  a  la- 
bor dispute  of  the  character  invol- 
ved. The  present  combination  of 
builders  and  material  men  was  form- 
ed to  accomplish  certain  results  in 
a  labor  dispute,  and  is  therefore  not 
in  restraint  of  trade,  said  the  court. 
Employers  have  the  same  rights  as 
employees.  Either  may  boycott  a 
third  party  who  has  dealings  with 
the  person  originally  under  the  ban. 
The  judge  in  this  case  had  been 
warned  that  a  decision  in  favor  of 
the  accused  builders  would  be  pol- 
itically  inexpedient.

When  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  said, 
"We  must  hang  together,"  it  is  re- 
lated in  history,  Benjamin  Franklin 
added   "Or   hang   separately." 

These  pithy  words  apply  to  in- 
surance men.  Enemies  of  many 
kinds  are  arraigned  against  legiti- 
mate insurance  of  every  kind.  Un- 
wise and  hostile  legislation,  unfair 
and  crooked  competition,  new  and 
unsound  expedients,  untaxed  as- 
sociations, special  taxes  on  prem- 
iums, and  the  entering  wedges  for 
state  insurance,  such  as  state  regula- 
tion of  rates  and  state  compensation 
funds  for  workmen's  disabilities — 
all  these  are  assaults  on  the  defenses 
of  insurance  as  now  conducted  by 
insurance  corporations  and  the 
agency  system. 

Mutual  fire  and  other  insurance, 
if  successful,  is  a  long  step  toward 
state  insurance ;  state  industrial  ac- 
cident insurance,  especially  where  a 
monopoly,  is  a  still  longer  step  in 
the  same  direction,  and  is  pure 
socialism,  with  the  special  object  of 
creating  more  political  offices. 
State  insurance  generally,  or  in  mi- 
nor ways,  is  an  attractive  field  for 
politicians,  with  a  promise  of  many 
places  for  deserving  party  workers. 
There  is  now  before  Congress 
bills  which  create  a  "League"  to 
provide  rural  credit,  and  grant,  buy 
and  sell  annuities,  do  insurance  busi- 
ess  of  several  kinds,  and  begin  b)' 
acquiring  a  giant  life  company  with 
plenty  of  assets,  to  be  loaned  on 
farm     mortgages.       The     unearned 


premium  reserve  of  various  branches 
of  insurance  to  be  written  by  The 
League  under  a  national  charter  are 
to  be  invested  to  sustain  rural  cred- 
its. 

It  is  daily  becoming  more  evident 
that  insurance  men  of  every  kind 
must  hang  together  or  hang  separ- 
ately.

Colorado    Decision 

The  supreme  court  of  Colorado, 
in  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  the 
Mountain  States  Life  of  Denver, 
from  the  insurance  commissioners 
order  revoking  the  company's  cer- 
tificate of  authority  to  do  business 
in  its  home  state,  on  July  27  found 
in  favor  of  the  appellant,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Coast  Review  brief 
special  dispatch. 

The  court  ruled  that,  not  taking 
into  account  any  non-admitted  as- 
sets or  questioned  securities,  the 
evidence  clearly  and  affirmatively 
showed  the  company  to  be  entirely 
solvent  and  its  capital  unimpaired. 

Second,  that  the  company's  met- 
hods are  not  unsound  nor  such  as 
to  render  its  operations  hazardous 
to  the  public  or  its  policyholders. 

Third,  the  appellant,  the  Moun- 
tain States  Life,  has  at  all  times 
studiously  tried  to  comply  and  has 
fully  complied  with  the  law,  and  has 
at  all  times  faithfully  tried  to  meet 
the  wishes  and  directions  of  the  in- 
surance commissioner  as  to  all  busi- 
nes  policy  and  management. 

Fourth,  the  company  is  not  offer- 
ing any  improper  inducements  to 
policyholders,  contrary  to  the  code ; 
and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  com- 
missioner, all  matters  of  detail,  plan 
or  procedure  as  seemed  to  him  ob- 
jectionable as  improper  inducements 
to  prospective  policyholders,  or 
otherwise,  were  in  good  faith  dis- 
carded and  abandoned  by  appellant 
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before  the  filing  of  the  charges  up- 
on which  this  proceeding  was  had. 

Fifth,  upon  the  facts  disclosed  by 
the  evidence  and  the  law  applicable 
thereto,  no  reason  exists  why  the 
appellant  should  not  be  permitted  to 
do  business  in  Colorado. 

Upon  the  findings  made,  Judge 
Francis  E.  Bouck  ordered  that  the 
commissioner's  order  revoking  the 
company's  certificate  of  authority 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  reversed 
and    revoked.

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According  to  the  U.  S,  census  of 
1920  there  were  in  the  United 
States  of  America  105,710,620  popu- 
lation. Of  this  total  the  white  per- 
sons were  94,822,431. 

The  black  persons  of  African  des- 
cent were  10,463,013,  a  gain  of  6 
per  cent.  Nine  tenths  of  the  negroes 
live  in  the  South.  In'  Civil  War 
times  the  negro  population  was  4,- 
000,000.  The  increase  in  the  South 
is  nominal. 

The  Indian  population  of  a  quar- 
ter-million is  decreasing'.

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AUTOMOBILE 

A  federal  district  attorney  inti- 
mates that  the  government  will  con- 
fiscate any  automobile  found  carry- 
ing beverages  M^ith  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  alcohol,  even  if  the  machine 
is  stolen  and  the  owner  ignorant 
of  the  transportation  of  forbidden 
drinks.  Will  any  automobile  in- 
surer cover  this   risk?  . 

The  Farmers  &  Alerchants  Auto 
Insurance  Exchange  of  Chicago  has 
discontinued  business. 

On  the  average  automobile  $35 
taxes  are  paid.  The  average  cost 
of  tires  and  tubes  is  $200  a  year. 
Tn  addition  there  are  charges  for 
batteries,  spark  plugs,  lamps, 
springs,  gasoline,  pil,  brakes,  insur- 
ance shop  repairs,  etc.,  etc.,  but 
Congress  proposes  to  add  another 
tax. 

While  speeding  along  the  high- 
way a  Californian  found  a  fire 
smoking  up  the  back  seat.  An  oily 
rag  had  worked  its  way  down  be- 
tween the  end  of  the  seat  and  the 
side  of  the  car.  Friction  or  spon- 
taneous combustion  had  started  a 
fire,  which  was  easily  extinguished. 
Happening  in  the  garage  at  night 
it  would  have  been  one  more  fire 
of  mysterious  origin. 

The  National  Automobile  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  New  York  has 
canceled  its  relations  with  the  Un- 
derwriters' Laboratories  of  Chicago. 
Complaint  is  made  that  auto  rates 
are  made  in  group  according  to  con- 
struction, that  there  is  general  and 
intentional  over-insurance,  and  that 
the  character  of  car  owners  is  ig- 
nored.     Because  of  this  over-insur- 


ance and  the  bad  character  of  own- 
ers many  cars  are  "lost"  or  "stolen" 
by  being  sunk  in  river  or  lakes. 

The  "puncture"  vine,  common  in 
Europe,  has  made  its  appearance  in 
Pacific  Coast  fields,  the  seed  have 
been  accidentlj^  transported  with 
shipments  or  soldiers.  The  vine 
has  a  tack  spine. 

Auto  prices  for  new  machines  of 
well-known  makes  have  been  re- 
duced since  May  all  the  way  from 
$25  to  $2,000  per  car. 

Level    Curves    of    Highways 

Nearly  all  highways  are  level  at 
the  curve.  This  is  true  of  the  state 
concrete  highways.  Every  road  for 
automobile  travel  should  have  the 
outer  side  raised  at  curves,  as  is  the 
case  with  railroads. 

The  level  curve  adds  to  the  strain 
on  tires  and  wheels  and  increases 
the  possibility  of  an  upset  of  the 
motor  car. 

Many  accidents  and  fatalities  oc- 
cur at  road  curves,  especially  where 
the  road  rim  is  not  raised  somewhat 
on  the  outer  side. 


Probably  So 

Of  381  men  aged  70,  24  will  die 
during  the  year ;  next  year,  of  the 
survivors  24  will  die;  next  year,  25;

Some  salesmen  of  life  insurance 
are  born  with,  or  have  cultivated,  a 
knack  that  is  of  almost  as  much  ad- 
vantage to  them  as  a  nose  for  news 
is  to  the  newspaper  man.  These 
are  the  wide  awake  agents  who  have 
what  might  be  called  a  nose  for 
prospects.  They  have  acquired  the 
art  of  finding  the  timely  life  insur- 
ance prospects.  They  ferret  out  the 
men — and  there  are  scores  of  them 
in  every  commuijity — for  whom 
some  event  or  circumstance  has 
made  life  insurance  necessary  today. 

A  thorough  reading  of  the  news- 
papers gives  them  clues  to  business. 
These  inquisitive  and  ubiquitous 
agents  find  prospects  from  day  to 
day  in  the  current  news,  and  notices 
of  marriages,  births  and  deaths  are 
all  productive  of  the  names  of  timely 
prospects.  One  agent,  for  instance, 
makes  it  a  rule  to  call  upon  the 
neighbors  of  a  home  in  which  there 
has  been  a  funeral. 

The  agent  with  a  nose  for  pros- 
pects usually  carries  a  note-book  in 
which  he  jots  down  the  names  of 
men  to  whom  he  is  introduced. 
Unobtrusively,  he  has  a  way  of 
meeting  the  newcomers  in  his  com- 
munity. He  has  some  good  friends 
who  now  and  then  give  him  a  tip 
or  two.  Collecting  names  of  likely 
prospects  is  a  hobby  with  him.  He 
uses  care  and  discrimination,  of 
course,  centering  his  attention  on 
those  who  are  in  a  position  to  buy 
what  he  has  to  selj.  He  watches 
business  conditions  and  adapts  his 
selections  and  salesmanship  to  the 
trend  of  the  times. 


The  agent  who  uses  system  and 
eiificiency  in  prospecting  work  has 
won  half  the  battle  of  salesmanship. 
Essential  as  is  the  knowledge  and 
ability  to  present  the  subject  of  life 
insurance  in  an  efifective  way,  it  is 
of  no  less  importance  than  an  active 
and  diligent  effort  to  be  first  on  the 
ground  when  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
ercise your  salesmanship  ability 
presents   itself. — Guardian   Service.

The  year  1920  appears  to  have 
been  favorable  to  the  company.  The 
cash  surplus  was  increased.  Busi- 
ness increased,  and  some  thousands 
were  added  to  the  reserve  for  un- 
earned premiums. 

The  general  agent  for  the  Coast 
is  Carl  A.  Henry,  with  offices  in  the 
Sun  building,  San  Francisco.  The 
Patriotic  is  being  placed  advantage- 
ously in  several  states  in  this  field.

The 
polic3-holder  paid  for  insurance  and 
retained  the  ownership  of  the  re- 
serve fund  deposited  in  a  savings 
bank,  repayable  to  him  at  a  stipu- 
lated period.  Good,  reliable  life  in- 
surance men  were  in  charge  but  the 
plan  was  not  a  success. 

A  similar  plan  is  now  in  operation 
in  Chicago.  The  Great  Lakes  Trust 
<"o.,  in  conjunction  with  the  Trav- 
elers agency  is  offering  policies  with 
a  monthly  savings  deposit.  The  in- 
surance is  10-years  not  renewable. 
The  Harris  Trust  Co.  is  competing 
with  a  Mutual  Life  policy,  held  in 
trust  for  ten  years.  Monthly  de- 
posits, out  of  which  the  insurance 
premium  is  paid.  At  the  end  of  ten 
years  the  policyholder  is  repaid  his 
"tleposits,  plus  3  per  cent  interest.

How  Water  Puts  Out  a  Fire 

Any  substance  must  be  made  hot 
before  it  will  take  fire.  When  the 
heat  is  great  enough  to  loosen  the 
atoms  of  carbon  in  it,  so  they  can 
join  atoms  of  the  oxygen  in  the  air 
which  they  dearly  love,  there  is  a 
blaze.  Anything  that  will  cool  the 
burning  substance,  so  there  is  no 
longer  heat  enough  to  turn  loose 
the  carbon  atoms,  will  put  out  the 
fire. 

Water  takes  more  heat  away  from 
burning  material  than  any  other 
fluid  or  substance.  A  fire  that  would 
heat  water  to  212  regrees  Fahren- 
heit, making  it  boil,  would  make 
any  other  material  very  much  hot- 
ter. Water  cools  the  redhot  coals 
and  so  stops  the  fire.  Aside  from 
this  a  deluge  of  water  keeps  air  away 
from  burning  substances.  And,  too, 
water  on  a  fire  is  changed  to  steam 
and  that  change  draws  away  heat. — 
W.  S.  Rogers.

Southern  California 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Los  An- 
geles is  sending  out  an  industrial  sum- 
mary and  appeal  for  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  that  section.  The  economic 
requirements  are  markets,  water  raw 
materials,  transportation  power  and 
labor.  Industrial  peace  and  piece 
work  should  have  been  added.  It  is 
proposed  to  manufacture  cotton  goods 
in  Los  Angeles  for  all  this  Coast  but 
for  two-thirds  of  the  world's  popula- 
tion facing  the  Pacific. 

San  Francisco  pays  24  cts  per  100 
cubic  feet  of  water  plus  65  cts  meter 
charge;  Los  Angelete  pays  10  cts  per 
100  feet  but  not  less  than  75  cts  by 
each  consumer. 

For  industrial  use  the  Los  Angeles 
rate  for  water  is  proportionately  less 
than  the  San  Francisco  rate. 

In  ten  years  the  demand  for  electri- 
cal horse  power  in  Los  Angeles  has 
more  than  doubled,  but  are  still  con- 
siderably less  than  the  number  in  use 
in  San  Francisco. 

Vice  President  Stern  lias  made  an 
impressive  exhibit.  We  confess  to 
surprise  that,  after  claiming  that  "our 
made-to-order''  harbor  some  day  will 
be  more  compact  and  more  efficient 
than  San  Francisco  bay,  he  has  not 
claimed  for  1950  a  city  more  populous 
than  London.

Ordinary  exposure  to  x-rays  is  harm- 
less. The  rays  have  some  medical 
value.  They  assist  dentists  by  reveal- 
ing conditions  within  the  roots  of 
teeth.  Continued  exposure  destroys 
flesh  tissue  and  sometimes  destroys 
life.  In  some  laboratories  the  ex-ray 
plant  is  kept  within  brick  walls  lined 
with  lead  and  the  rays  are  sent  thru  a 
narrow  slit.

Farm  Wives  Work  Hard 

The  farm  woman's  average  day  is 
13  hours  in  the  summer  and  11  hours 
in  winter.  Out  of  each  100  farmers' 
wives  37  have  no  regular  yearly  vaca- 
tions. One-half  of  them  are  up  and 
at  work  at  5  in  the  morning.  Only 
40  percent  have  running  water  in  the 
kitchen,  and  the  rest  must  go  to  a  well 
or  a  spring  at  an  average  distance  of 
50  feet  from  the  kitchen. 

Eighty-one  per  cent  must  feed  the 
chickens,  but  only  16  per  cent  have 
the  egg  money  for  their  personal  use. 
It  falls  to  36  per  cent  to  help  milk  the  cows. 
25  per  cent  to  help  care  for  the  live  stock, 
24  per  cent  to  spend  an  average  of  six  weeks 
in  assisting  in  field  work. 

On  an  average  the  farmer's  wife  has  a  7- 
rooni  house  to  care  for. 

Kerosene  lamps  innst  be  filled  and  trim- 
med by  79  per  cent;  96  percent  do  the  fam- 
ily washing.  94  per  cent  hake  all  or  part  of 
the  bread,  and  GO  per  cent  make  the  butter. 

Only  24  percent  have  gas  or  electric  irons. 

Ninety-two  per  cent  do  some  or  all  of  the 
family  sewing. 


Our  Income  Tax 

In  California  there  are  2,275  persons 
whose  annual  income  is  between  $15,- 
000  and  $20,000  and  99,105  whose  in- 
comes are  between  $1,000  and  $2,000. 
Above  the  figure  of  $5,000  the  number 
of  returns  on  annual  income  fall  ofl 
abruptly.  There  are,  however,  over 
3,000  individuals  whose  annual  income 
is  between  $15,000  and  $25,000.  In 
the  $50,000  a  year  class  there  are  220. 
The  number  whose  income  exceeds 
$100,000  a  year  is  174.

Health — Insurer,     Not     Offering    to     Return

which  neither  in  its  answer  nor  at 
trial  offered  to  return  to  plaintiff  in- 
sured premium  paid,  held  not  en- 
titled to  interpose  defense  of  fraudu- 
lent representations  in  procuring  it.

Fire — Agent — Oral    Renewal 

I^ocal  agent  with  authority  to  ac- 
cept or  reject  a  risk,  receive  pre- 
mium, etc.,  is  a  "general  agent"  and 
binds  his  principal  when  he  agrees 
to  renew  a  policy  which  has  just 
expired. 

Failing  to  renew  the  policy,  the 
company  may  maintain  an  action 
in  damages  against  the  insurer  re- 
presented by  said  agent.  Damage 
measure  same  as  if  the  insurance 
had  been  written. 

Defendant  appealed  ;  judgment  af- 
firmed.— School  District  No.  10  v. 
Fidelitv-Phenix    Fire,    196    P.    700. 


Windstorm    Damage 

Policy  covering  damage  by  wind- 
storm, tornado  or  cyclone  covered 
also  horse  in  barn  who  frightened 
by  the  crashing  door  caught  his 
foot  in  trying  to  escape  and  died 
from  the  injury  and  exhaustion. 
Insurer  denied  liability  and  appeal- 
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cd.  Judg-mcnt  affirmed.  Anderson 
against  Fidclity-Phenix.  130  N.  E. 
419. 

AcoiJenl.— Loss    of   foot   'at"  ankle   though 
part    left    after    amputation 

Plaintifl'  insured  against  loss  of 
his  foot  by  severance  at  or  above 
the  ankle  could  recover  where  the 
amputation  was  between  the  cuni- 
form  and  scaphoid  bones  and 
through  the  cuphoid,  leaving  part 
of  the  foot,  with  diminished  func- 
tion; "at"  meaning  primarily  near- 
ness, and  being  commonly  used  as 
the  equivalent  of  near. 

Plaintiflf's  foot  was  accidentally 
crushed  under  a  car  wheel.  Forbes 
operation.  Amputation  necessary. — 
Jones  V.  Continental  Casualty,  179 
N.  W.  203.  * 

Compensation. — Workman — Foreman 
— Contractor 

English  courts  have  recently 
ruled  that  a  foreman  is  not  a  work- 
man, doing  no  manual  labor  except 
as  incidental  to  supervising.  That 
a  piece  worker  is  a  contractor  and 
not  a  laborer. 

Disease-Accident — Series    of    Accidents 

Working  on  a  part  of  the  deto- 
nator of  shells,  irt  copper-plating 
part  of  plant  in  wartime,  a  girl  em- 
ployee scratched  and  broke  skin  of 
her  hands,  from  which  she  con- 
tracted the  disease  poly-articular- 
osteoarthritis.  Girl  awarded  dam- 
ages. On  appeal,  award  affirmed. 
House  of  Fords  dismissed  a])pcal. 
Defendants  contended  the  plaintiff 
was  not  entitled  to  any  award  un- 
der the  law,  if  the  disease  was  due 


to  a  series  of  accidents.  Their  lord- 
ships ruled  that  it  was  not  less  an 
accident  because  it  occurred  on  a 
series  of  occasions,  instead  of  on 
one. 

Automobile. — Liability  for  Delay  in  Repairs 

Action  of  assumpsit  to  recover 
damage  to  plaintiff  motor  truck  by 
fire.  Insurer  exercised  its  option 
to  repair  car.  Insurer  is  thereby  al- 
so liable  to  insured  for  unreasonable 
delay  in  making  repairs  and  for  de- 
preciation through  lack  of  care  of 
car.  Trial  justice  allowed  damages 
for  delay,  depreciation  and  for  in- 
terest. Dicision  sustained  by  R.  I. 
S.  C. — Fentendre  v.  Automobile,  112 
A.  783. 


— Real  Estate. — Kansas  homestead 
was  in  name  of  wife.  Husband's 
creditors  could  not  attach.  Home- 
stead was  then  traded  for  Missouri 
property,  title  to  which  was  taken 
in  wife's  name,  with  same  under- 
standing husband  should  be  bene- 
ficial owner.  Held,  that  husband's 
creditors  proceed  against  the  Miss- 
ouri property  to  collect  his  judg- 
ment,, though  original  Kansas  prop- 
erty could  not  have  been  proceeded 
against  in  hands  of  the  wife,  being 
exempt  and  of  no  concern  to  credi- 
tors.

Failure  to  distribute  a  small  per- 
centage of  maximum  benefit  levy 
over  a  longer  period  prior  to  the 
date  of  large  bonds  falling  due  has 
left  the  Duwamish  Waterway  Dis- 
trict (No.  1)  in  the  position  of  hav- 
ing now  to  fasten  severe  burdens 
upon  property  owners  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  much  complaint  is  result- 
ing. 

While  bonds  issued  in  1913  will 
commence  to  fall  due  in  1923,  and 
while  the  statute  creating  the  dis- 
trict provided  that  bond  redemption 
must  be  provided  for  five  years  in 
advance  of  the  due  date,  no  redemp- 
tion fund  was  created  until  Decem- 
ber, 1920,  when  a  levy  of  17}^  per 
cent  against  the  maximum  benefits 
was  fixed.  Even  with  such  a  levy, 
the  district  finds  itself,  at  this  date, 
with  $1,121,000  in  bonds  outstand- 
ing and  with  $284,059  outstanding 
warrants  unpaid,  and  the  necessity 
of  a  levy  of  from  20  to  24  per  cent 
collectable  in  1922.— Seattle  Post- 
Intellingenccr.

Brokers  May  Object 

The  W'eekly  Underwriter  of  New 
York  says  the  .Mutual  Life  favors 
fire  mutuals  when  placing,  or  re- 
quiring fire  insurance  protections  on 
its  loans. 


Town  Fire  Fund. — A  few  weeks 
ago  comment  was  made  in  this  col- 
umn regarding  the  town  of  Arling- 
ton carrying  its  own  fire  insurance 
through  the  income  of  a  fund  which 
was  to  be  created  by  setting  aside 
five  thousand  dollars  annually.  A 
rough  estimate  was  made  of  how 
long  it  would  take  to  create  such 
a  fund,  the  income  of  which  would 
meet  any  considerable  loss.  For  ex- 
ample the  local  high  school  was 
cited  as  a  case  in  point.  Now  it 
seems  the  same  school  has  experi- 
enced a  fire  and  the  loss  is  placed 
at  $25,000.  This  represents  six  per 
cent  on  something  like  four  hund- 
red thousand  dollars.  At  the  rate 
of  fiv<'  thousand  dollars  a  year  the 
town  of  Arlington  would  have  to 
wait  eighty  years  before  its  "Insur- 


ance Fund"  had  reached  adequate 
proportions  to  pay  for  this  one  fire, 
using  the  total  annual  interest  from 
the  fund  to  cover  the  one  fire. — 
Standard,   Boston. 


New  Utah  Mutual

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OUR  RESPONSIBILITIES  AND 
OBLIGATIONS 

By  J.  B.  Levison.  President  Fireman's  Fund 
and  Home  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance 
Companies,  at  the  Annual  Convention  of 
tlie  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Agents 

When  I  received  the  invitation 
from  your  President  to  address  this 
Convention,  my  impulse  was  to  beg 
off,  for  the  reason  that  I  was  in 
serious  doubt  as  to  my  ability  to 
bring  to  you  a  message  of  sufficient 
\-alue  to  meet  the  importance  of  the 
occasion. 

Upon  further  consideration,  how- 
ever, I  decided  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  to  present  to  the 
underwriting  fraternity  of  the 
ITnited  States  through  this  Associa- 
tion my  views  upon  our  responsi- 
bilities and  obligations,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  fact  that  the  privilege  of 
meeting  the  representative  agents  of 
the  country,  and  the  compliment 
]iaid  me  in  being  selected  as  one  of 
the  speakers  by  your  President, 
could  not  be  lightly  put  aside. 

The  subject  I  have  selected  is  one 
that  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
has  not  often  been  discussed  but 
which  has  been  impressing  itself  up- 
on me  more  and  more,  and  I,  there- 
fore, earnestly  beg  that  you  give 
consideration  to  my  remarks  par- 
ticularly as  coming  from  one  who 
has  had — if  I  may  take  the  liberty 
of  saying  so — rather  better  o])]:)or- 
tunities  for  viewing  the  situation 
in  the  ])ers])ective  than  has  the  aver- 
age member  of  the  insurance  fra- 
ternity. 


It  will  doubtless  be  a  surprise  to 
many  of  you  when  1  say  that  the 
insurance  men  of  the  country,  com- 
pany executives,  managers  and  re- 
]iresentatives  alike,  have  been  most 
indift'erent  to  their  responsibilities 
and  obligations,  due,  in  a  large  mea- 
sure, to  the  fact  that  they  are  all 
so  absorbed  with  the  work  and  de- 
tail of  their  own  positions  or  busi- 
ness that  they  have  too  often  over- 
looked their  very  important  duties 
in   other   directions. 

In  this  address  I  intend  to  hold 
the  mirror  u]i  for  all  to  look  into,  in 
the  hope  that  the  reflection  may 
open  our  eyes  to  our  own  defici- 
encies and  possibly  result  in  an 
awakening  of  conscience,  and  lead  to 
a  better  understanding  and  closer 
co-operation  between  executives  and 
representatives,  and  what  is  of  equal 
importance,  a  greater  interest  and 
activity  on  the  part  of  insurance 
men  in  the  commercial  and  political 
aft'airs   of   the   nation. 

I  realize  thoroughly  the  novel 
character  of  these  suggestions,  es- 
pecially in  the  light  of  our  lifetime 
habits  and  present  day  conditions, 
but  I  feel  that  there  is  no  more  fit- 
ting time  nor  place,  and  certainly 
no  association  in  our  business  better 
qualified  to  assist  in  furthering  such 
a  movement,  should  I  be  so  fortun- 
ate as  to  have  my  views  meet  with 
your  support  and  approval. 

For  the  purpose  of  clarity  I  shall 
deal  with  each  feature  of  the  subject 
separately,  and  will  take  up  first, 
our  responsibilities  and  obligations 
to  each  other;  in  other  words,  the 
personal   feature  or  element  of  our 
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profession. 

One  does  not  have  to  go  back 
very  far  to  the  time  when  company 
executives  looked  upon  the  National 
Association  of  Insurance  Agents  as 
an  organization  of  radical  and  sel- 
fish men  banded  together  largely  to 
force  the  companies  to  grant  them 
special  privileges  and  higher  com- 
missions ;  in  fact,  an  organization  • 
of  disloyal  and  selfish  representa- 
tives who  were  actively  antagonistic 
to  the  very  business  from  which 
they  were  deriving  a  livelihood.  As 
for  the  underwriting  organizations 
of  the  country,  they  were  simply,  in 
the  eyes  of  the  average  agent,  groups 
of  high  salaried  (shall  I  say  gen- 
erally overpaid?)  company  officials 
who,  swinging  in  their  swivel  chairs 
knew  little  and  cared  less  for  the 
trials  and  tribulations  of  the  agent 
incidental  to  his  personal  contact 
with  the  public  at  large  and  the  as- 
sured in  particular.  Two  not  very 
pretty,  but,  I  thing  you  will  agree, 
fairly  accurate  pictures  reflecting  a 
sentiment  of  only  a  few  years  ago. 

We  have,  therefore,  every  reason 
to  take  comfort  in  the  fact  that  to- 
day there  is  a  far  better  understand- 
ing between  company  executives  and 
representatives  than  ever  before, 
which  is  best  evidenced  by  the  pres- 
ence at  this  convention  of  the  hon- 
ored President  of  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  the 
establishment  of  conference  com- 
mittees by  the  National  Board  and 
this  Association  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  about  closer  co-operation 
between  the  members  of  the  two  or- 
ganizations.   But,  if  I  read  the  signs 


of  the  times  aright,  there  is  neces- 
sity for  even  greater  harmony  and 
a  better  understanding  in  the  future. 

To  emphasize  this,  I  need  only 
point  to  the  growing  tendency  in 
many  states  toward  antagonistic  leg- 
islation, not  to  refer  to  the  attitude 
of  the  daily  press  toward  the  in- 
surance business  which  was  brought 
out  in  a  startling  manner  by  the 
published  reports  of  the  Lockwood 
investigation  in  New  York. 

It  must  constantly  be  kept  in  mind 
that  insurance  is  almost  the  only 
great  business  activity  left  for  the 
professional  agitator  or  self-seeking 
politician  to  attack.  The  steamrail- 
roads  of  the  country  are  now  re- 
ceiving the  sympathetic  support  and 
assistance  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. The  urban  and  suburban  rail- 
ways are  generally  in  financial  diffi- 
culties, most  of  them  being  either 
in  actual  receiverships  or  going 
through  periods  of  reorganization ; 
at  all  events,  safely  beyond  attack. 
The  power  and  lighting  companies 
have  quite  generally  been  permitted 
by  Public  Service  Commissions  to 
increase  their  rates,  and  so  on  all 
the  way  down  the  line. 

Insurance,  on  the  other  hand,  with 
no  privileges  from  either  State  or 
Nation,  subject  to  supervision  and 
direction  by  officials  of  every  state 
in  the  Union,  a  business  without 
which  commerce  cannot  be  carried 
on,  stands  today  practically  alone 
as  the  target,  as  I  have  just  said, 
for  the  professional  agitator  or  self- 
seeking   politician. 

Stock  fire  insurance,  with  its  al- 
lied  lines,   is   beyond   doubt  on   the 
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defensive  through  misrepresentation 
and  misunderstanding  as  it  has 
never  been  before  and  it  will  re- 
quire the  very  best  the  business  pos- 
sesses to  place  it  in  the  position  in 
the  eyes  of  the  public  which  it  must 
occupy  if  it  is  to  have  the  confi- 
dence and  support  necesssary  to  its 
successful"  and  profitable  conduct. 
A  condition,  I  may  say,  of  just  as 
much  importance  to  the  business 
world  and  the  public  at  large  as  it 
is  to  the  insurance  world.  And  right 
here  I  come  to  my  first  point:  Our 
responsibilities  and  obligations  to 
each  other. 

As  I  see  it,  it  is  our  obligation  to 
bury  the  existing  personal  jealousies 
and  antagonisms  which  have  sprung 
up  between  executives  as  well  as 
representatives  and  which  have 
grown  out  of  the  fierce  competition 
of  the  past  few  years,  so  that  we 
may,  with  sincere  good  will  toward 
one  another  and  with  confidence  in 
each  other,  stand  together  solidly, 
determined  to  secure  justice  and  a 
square  deal  for  our  business  and  our- 
selves. 

Further  than  this  we  must  re- 
cognize, executives  as  well  as  re- 
presentatives, that  our  ultimate  aim 
is  to  serve  the  public  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  win  its  approval  and  sup- 
port. This  can  only  be  done  by 
frankly  avowing  and  admitting  our 
respective  rights,  responsibilities 
and  obligations  which  will  naturally 
lead  to  harmonious  and  effective  ac- 
tion. 

Without  this  co-operation  and 
unity  I  can  see  very  rough  water 
ahead.     On   tiie  other  hand,  with   a 


solid  front  and  a  fulfillment  of  our 
further  obligations  and  responsibili- 
ties in  directions  to  which  I  shall 
presently  refer,  there  can  be  but  one 
result — clear  water  and  smooth  sail- 
ing. 

We  now  come  to  my  ne.xt  point, 
and  that  is,  our  responsibilities  and 
obligations  to  the  business  in  its 
broadest  sense. 

To  one  who  has  spent  over  forty 
years  actively  in  the  insurance  busi- 
ness with  more  or  less  close  personal 
contact  with  phases  of  it,  the 
thought  continually  forces  itself  that 
the  fraternity,  generally  speaking, 
has  acquired  the  habit  of  all  too 
frequently  agreeing  with  criticisms 
of  methods  and  conditions  voiced 
by  the  layman  and  apologizing  al- 
together too  often,  or  what  is  worse, 
condemning  the  organizations  with- 
out which  the  successful  conduct 
of  the  business  is  an  impossibility. 

It  must  be  admitted,  of  course, 
that  our  methods  of  rating  and 
otherwise  are  far  from  perfect ;  and 
that  our  organizations  have  the 
weakness  incidental  to  all  organi- 
zations of  men  in  every  walk  of  life, 
but  we  should  endeavor  earnestly  to 
bring  about  such  reforms  or  im- 
provements as  may  be  necessary  by 
constructive  work  from  within 
rather  than  stand  on  the  outside  and 
indulge   in   destructive   criticism. 

The  popular  estimate  of  the  in- 
surance business  as  one  which  taxes 
the  people  by  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollars  annually  and  gives  noth- 
ing in  return  which  can  possibly  be 
avoided  must  be  overcome,  and  this 
can  onlv  be  done  bv  active  individ 
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ual  effort  on  the  part  of  every  man 
and  woman  to  whom  insurance  fur- 
nishes a  livelihood. 

If  executives  will  impress  upon 
their  employees,  and  particularly 
special  agents  having  personal  con- 
tact with  the  agency  plant,  the  vital 
importance  of  what  I  have  just  said, 
the  agents  would  view  much  more 
sympathetically  than  many  now  do 
the  rules  and  regulations  laid  down 
by  the  governing  bodies  and  rating 
organizations  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  this  would  in  time  be  re- 
flected in  a  much  more  friendly  at- 
titude on  the  part  of  the  insuring 
public. 

I  am  constrained  in  this  connect- 
ion to  quote  from  Viscount  Bryce's 
latest  book,  "Modern  Democracies." 
In  describing  the  functions  of  the 
ideal  democracies  Bryce  says: 

"Helping  men  to  good-will,  self- 
restraint,  intelligent  co-operation 
they  form  what  we  call  a  solid  poli- 
tical character,  temperate  and  law 
abiding,  perferring  peaceful  to  vio- 
lent means  for  the  settling  of  con- 
troversies." 

Can  we  not  use  this  as  represent- 
ing the  aims  and  purposes  of  our 
organizations? 

I  feel  that  this  is  of  outstanding 
moment  in  developing  a  new  atti- 
tude of  mind  toward  the  business, 
an  attitude  which  would  eventu- 
ally be  reflected  in  a  respect  on  the 
part  of  the  business  community  and 
insuring  public  and  which  does  not 
now  .exist.  Nothing  can  be  of  great- 
er importance,  especially  at  a  mo- 
ment when  our  business  appears  to 
be  confronted  by  a  growing  crisis. 


It  is  probably  unnnecessary  for 
me,  in  passing,  to  point  to  the  work 
that  is  being  done  by  the  fire  under- 
writers of  the  country  in  the  direct- 
ion of  conservation,  fire  prevention 
and  inspection,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
activities  of  the  Underwriters'  Lab- 
oratories, Arson  Bureaus,  Fire  Pa- 
trols, and  so  on  almost  without  end ; 
all  of  which  is  being  carried  on  at 
their  own  expense  by  fire  under- 
writers for  the  protection  and  con- 
servation of  life  and  property  and 
having  no  regard  whatever  to  in- 
surance. 

I  now  come  to  my  next  sugges- 
tion. 

Many  of  you  will  doubtless  re- 
member an  intimation  on  the  part 
of  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States  a 
few  years  ago  to  the  effect  that  he 
was  under  the  impression  that  the 
insurance  men  preferred  to  play  a 
lone  hand. 

To  some  this  appeared  unjust  and 
unwarranted  by  the  facts.  Self  in- 
vestigation, however,  brought  us  to 
the  very  mortifying  realization  that 
the  criticism  was  justified  and  that 
we  had  been  sadly  neglectful  of  our 
obligations  in  the  direction  indicated. 
In  other  words,  the  men  engaged  in 
the  insurance  business  have  not  tak- 
en their  proper  place  in  the  activi- 
ties of  the  commercial  and  trade  or- 
ganizations of  the  country.  They 
have  been  so  absorbed  with  their 
own  business  as  to  have  acquired 
the  habit — and  we  are  all  creatures 
of  habit — of  giving  neither  thought 
nor  consideration  to  the  necessity 
of  ])articipating  in  the  work  and  de- 
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liberations  of  the  commercial  bodies 
in  their  respective  communities. 

I  am  sure  that  many  within  the 
sound  of  my  voice  would  be  sur- 
prised if  they  went  over  the  names 
of  the  Directors  or  Trustees  of  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce  or  Boards 
of  Trade  in  their  respective  cities 
to  find  what  a  limited  extent,  if  at 
all,  the  great  business  of  insurance 
is  represented.  Bankers,  merchants 
and  professional  nien  ;  in  fact,  men 
from  every  walk  of  life,  all  find 
time  to  fulfill  their  obligations  to 
their  fellow  business  men,  but  in- 
surance men  are  conspicuous  by 
their    absence. 

Speaking  from  my  own  experi- 
ence, I  will  say  unreservedly  that 
these  organizatioijs  of  business  men 
are  most  responsive  and  sympathe- 
tic to  our  problems,  provided  we 
come  forward  as  an  active  part  of 
the  business  community  ready  and 
willing  to  carry  our  share  of  the 
burden. 

It  must  be  understood  that  this 
will,  as  a  matter  of  course,  require 
considerable  time  and  attention  but 
certainly  if  men  engaged  in  practi- 
cally every  other  business  activity 
consider  it  their  duty  and  evidently 
find  it  to  their  advantage  surely  we 
of  the  insurance  world  should  do 
likewise. 

In  my  opinion,  insurance  should 
at  all  times  be  properly  represented 
on  the  governing  body  of  every  com- 
mercial organization  in  every  im- 
])ortant  city  in  the  country  and  we 
should  also  aim  always  to  have  ac- 
tive representation  in  the  National 
Chamber. 


If  this  is  done  we  can  feel  that 
we  are  conscientiously  fulfilling  our 
obligations  and  responsibilities  to 
the  business  and  commercial  world 
and  when  we  are  being  unfairly  at- 
tacked, we  will  be  in  a  position  to 
go  to  them  for  assistance,  not  as 
outsiders  and  strangers,  but  as  con- 
freres  and    associates. 

I  now  come  to  my  final  suggest- 
ion, and  that  is,  our  solemn  duty 
more  actively  to  participate  in  the 
political  aftairs  of  our  own^  com- 
munities, as  well  as  the  Nation. 
About  this  there  can  be  no  difference 
of  opinion. 

Confronted  as  we  are  by  the 
greatest  crisis  in  the  world's  history, 
the  natural  aftermath  of  the  great 
war,  problems,  financial,  industrial, 
social  and  economic  are  continuing 
to  force  themselves  upon  us,  putting 
severely  to  the  test  most  of  our  es- 
tablished institutions  if  not  civiliza- 
tion itself. 

I  maintain,  as  citizens  of  this 
great  Republic,  we  of  the  insurance 
world  should  assume  our  part  of  the 
responsibilities  and  take  our  stand 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  other 
unselfish  and  patriotic  Americans 
who  are  giving  unstintingly  of  them- 
selves in  an  effort  to  assist  in  solv- 
ing these  problems  and  upholding 
our  institutions,  the  Constitution 
and  the  Flag. 

I  feel  that  as  a  class  we  have 
been  singularly  lax  and  negligent 
of  our  obligations  and  responsibili- 
ties in  these  matters,  which  has  been 
demonstrated  by  our  lack  of  i)artici- 
])ation  in  governmental  functions, 
and  corresjionding  lack  of  influence 
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in  governmental  affairs. 

An  active  participation  in  politi- 
cal aft'airs  on  the  part  of  the  hund- 
reds of  thousands  of  men  and  wo- 
men throughout  the  United  States 
to  whom  insurance  furnishes  a  liv- 
ing would,  on  the  other  hand,  I  am 
sure,  lead  politicians  to  hesitate  ser- 
iously before  engaging  in  the  pres- 
ent popular  pastime  of  baiting  in- 
surance and  insurance  companies. 

In  conclusion,  the  message  I  have 
endeavored  to  bring  to  you  today 
is  that  the  insurance  fraternity  of 
the  United  States  has  in  the  past 
been  to  a  very  great  extent  unmind- 
ful of  its  obligations  and  responsi- 
bilities at  many  points. 

These  responsibilities  and  obliga- 
tions, briefly  stated,  are,  the  devel- 
oi)ment  of  a  better  understanding 
and  helpful  good-will  between  the 
men  of  our  business — executives, 
managers  and  agents — and  a  sincere 
and  loyal  support  of  all  Underwrit- 
ing Organizations,  Bureaus  and 
Confenences. 

Of  equal  importance  I  feel  is  gen- 
erous co-operation  with  and  support 
of  all  commercial  bodies,  and  finally, 
there  must  be,  in  common  with  all 
good  citizens,  a  far  more  active  per- 
sonal participation  on  our  part  in 
the  ])olitical  life  of  the  country. 

If  this  can  be  accomplished,  our 
great  business  and  those  engaged 
in  it  will  never  again  stand,  I  am 
convinced,  in  the  almost  defenseless 
position  in  which  we  have  found 
ourselves  so  frequently  in  the  past 
but  rather  take  our  proper  place  as 
one  of  the  important  and  necessary 
elements  of  commerce  so  respected 


and  recognized  that  unfair  attacks 
against  it  will  be  strongly  resented 
by  the  insuring  public  in  general 
and  vigorously  combated  by  the  en- 
tire business  world. 


Fire  Boat  for  Tacoma 

It  is  proposed  by  the  city  council 
of  Tacoma,  Wash.,  to  purchase  a 
fire  boat  for  the  waterfront,  paying 
$65,000  for  it.  Protection  will  be 
given  to  important  industries, 
though  many  are  outside  the  city 
limits  and  will  receive  lower  insur- 
ance rates.  Whether  they  will  con- 
tribute to  the  maintenance  of  the  fire 
boat  is  doubted.  One  plant  would 
save  $2500  insurance  premiums  a 
year,  it  is  said. 


Vibrations  Rub  Off  Insulations 

Rumbling  trains  in  the  Great 
Northern  railroad  caused  vibrations 
to  the  commissary  depot,  Great 
Falls,  Mont.  Strung  along  the  walls 
were  electric  wires  which  also  vi- 
brated and  rubbed  off  their  insula- 
tion. Result,  a  fire  which  spread  to 
the  roof  and  kept  the  fire  department 
busv  for  an  hour  or  so. 


Lewistown,  Mont. — Bids  for  500 
feet  of  new  fire  hose  were  received 
last  night  by  the  city  council.  Four 
bids  were  read,  prices  ranging  from 
66  cents  per  foot  to  $1.30  per  foot.

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Montana   Hail   and   Fire  Mutual   Levies 
Assessments 

The  Ranchers  Hail  and  Fire  In- 
surance Co.,  a  Montana  mutual,  has 
had  so  many  losses  that  it  is  now 
obliged  to  assess  its  members  to 
obtain  money  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tions. 

W.  H.  Gooch  and  William  G. 
Gooch  of  Grass  Range,  associated 
under  the  firm  name  of  Gooch  Bros., 
are  defendants  in  an  action  filed  in 
the  district  court  at  Great  Falls  by 
the  Ranchers.  The  company  asks 
for  $121.20,  the  amount  of  an  assess- 
ment levied  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, $12  as  the  penalty  for  alleged 
failure  of  the  policy  owners  to  pay 
the  assessment  within  a  certain 
time,   and   for   $35   attorney   fees. 

A  second  action  filed  by  the 
suggestion :  Investigation  shows 
Ranchers  is  directed  against  John 
Gunn.  It  is  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint that  Gunn  failed  to  pay  $170.- 
40  as  the  assessment  levied  against 
him  as  a  member  of  the  company. 
The  plaintiff  company  asks  judg- 
ment for  this  amount,  for  $17  as  the 
penalty  for  alleged  failure  to  pay  it, 
and   for  $35   attorney  fees. 


Lightning  Fires  Transformer 
Lightning  struck  and  ignited  the 
electric  transformer  at  Woodside, 
burned  off  a  post  and  the  big  in- 
strument fell  to  the  ground.  For 
a  time  the  flames  menaced  surround- 
ing buildings  and  the  village.  Wat- 
er was  hauled  in  trucks  for  an  hour 
and  the  fire  was  confined  to  the 
electric  light  property. 


Warrant  Out  for  Missing  Anarortes  Agent, 
Charged  with  Forgery  of  Insurance  Payees' 
Names — J.  F.  Lyons  Endorsed  Claimants' 
Checks  as  Attorney  and  Collected  the 
Insurance    Money 

Anacortes,  Wash.,  has  a  sensa- 
tion. J.  F.  Lyons,  connected  with 
W.  H.  McCallum  &  Co.,  insurance 
agents,  received  several  checks  in 
payment  of  loss  claims,  and  signed 
the  names  of  the  payees  and  added 
his  own  name  as  attorney.  It  ap- 
pears that  he  "got  by"  with  this 
fraud,  collected  the  money  and  de- 
parted. The  warrant  for  his  arrest 
charges  Lyons  with  "first  degree 
fogcry." 

Companies  issuing  the  checks  are 
the  Newark,  the  London  and  one 
other,  for  a  total  of  $3,000.  The 
payees  said  they  received  no  money 
for  their  fire  losses,  and  that  they 
did  not  authorize  Lyons  to  sign 
their  names  to  checks. 

J.  T.  Huff  for  the  London  went 
to  Anacortes  and  interviewed  Lyons 
and  used  some  convincing  argu- 
ments. Lyons  was  told  to  "dig  up" 
and  he  went  out  and  returned  with 
$1,000,  which  was  paid  to  the  in- 
sured. Lyons  said  that  the  busi- 
ness had  been  turned  over  to  the 
.Skagit  County  Mortgage  Co.,  of 
which  he  was  president  and  mana- 
ger. 


London. — The  board  of  trade  in- 
quiry into  ship  fires  resulted  in  re- 
commendations that  old  coal  in  half- 
emptied  bunkers  be  placed  where 
it  can  be  used  first,  that  coal  known 
to  heat  easily  be  avoided,  and  that 
bunkers  be   made   airtight.

The  insurance  solicitor  needs  to 
meet  men  of  all  walks  of  life,  in 
friendly  ways,  and  sharpen  wits  by 
clashing.  Figuratively  speaking  we 
wrestle  by  exchanging  views,  and 
grow  strong  by  caution  and  self- 
restraint.  The  better  the  man  one 
meets  the  greater  the  tonic  of  talk, 
business  and  competition.  Be  "a 
joiner"  if  necessary  and  increase 
your  friends  as  well  as  acquaint- 
ances. 

Learn   to   Like   People 

You  must  like  people,  says  J.  O. 
Heath.  No  man  can  succeed  in  life 
insurance  who  doesn't.  If  you  hate 
anybody,  get  it  out  of  your  system 
as  soon  as  you  can.  And,  for  heav- 
en's sake,  if  you  don't  get  it  out, 
don't  talk  about  it  to  anyone  else. 
You  weaken  yourself  when  you 
nurse  any  kind  of  a  grievance,  even 


secretly,  and  you  doubly  weaken 
yourself  when  yoti  give  open  ex- 
pression to  your  dislikes  and  hat- 
reds. On  the  other  hand,  if  you  like 
people,  shout  it  from  the  housetops. 
You  are  an  optimist  when  you  do 
that  and  everybody  likes  an  optim- 
ist.— Banker's  Bulletin. 

Selling    Enough    for    Needs 

At  the  annual  convention  in  Cleve- 
land one  of  the  speakers,  Franklin 
W.  Ganse,  spoke  of  "selling  enough 
life  insurance  for  client's  needs." 
He  urged  as  a  duty  that  salesmen 
should  diagnose  the  case  of  each 
prospect  and  sell  him  the  coverage 
most  adapted  to  his  needs.  In  the 
long  run  it  is  more  profitable  to  do 
this   than   to   merely   sell   insurance. 

Warming  Up 

The  other  evening  it  was  my  good 
fortune  to  watch  a  performance 
from  "back  stage."  It  was  one  of 
the  new  musical  comedies ;  critics 
have  predicted  for  it   a  record  run. 

That  evening  was  a  most  inter- 
esting and  instructive  one.  The 
clock-work  precision  with  which 
everything  and  everybody  moved 
would  have  taught  lessons  to  many 
of  the  "tired"  business  executives 
who  made  up  a  goodly  part  of  the 
audience. 

I  was  particularly  impressed  with 
and  apparently  insignificant  inci 
dent.  In  the  middle  of  otie  of  the 
gorgeous  scenes,  my  attention  was 
called  to  a  little  toe  dancer  who  was 
"warming  up"  over  in  a  corner. 
Soon,  with  smiling  face,  she  was  to 
pirouette  before  the  crowded  house; 
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then,  with  serious  countenance,  she 
was  balancing  on  her  toes,  spinning, 
jumping,  dancing,  dipping. 

She  will  be  "on"  for  scarcely  three 
minutes  ;  she  is  spending  ten  to  get 
ready.  Perhaps  she  could  get 
through  her  act  without  this  "warm- 
ing up"  process — but  she  is  not  go- 
ing to  take  the  chance. 

This  litle  lady,  already  a  Broad- 
way success,  was  keeping  fit  for  the 
part  she  was  to  play.  She  was  will- 
ing and  anxious  to  pay  the  price 
for  success. 

My  mind  reverted  to  our  own 
business.  How  many  life  insurance 
agents  "warm  up"  before  they  ap- 
proach a  prospect  ?  When  the  danc- 
er receives  her  cue,  she  must  be 
ready ;  when  the  agent  is  admitted 
to  the  ofifice  of  the  prospect,  he  must 
be  ready.  Can't  we  all  take  a  tip 
from  the  little  toe  dancer? — Guard- 
ian Service. 

Importance  of   Carefully   Preparing   the 
Presentation    of   Life   Insurance 

Perhaps  the  need  for  study  in  the 
jjresentation  of  the  case  for  Life 
Insurance  may  be  illustrated  by  this 
suggestion :  Investigation  shows 
that  the  time  that  the  average  suc- 
cessful insurance  man  actually 
spends  in  presenting  the  idea  life 
insurance  to  his  client  is  probably 
but  about  one  hour  to  an  hour  and 
a  half  each  day.  It  is  said  that  the 
working  bee  actually  works  but 
twenty  minutes  each  day  in  gather- 
ing honey  from  flowers.  Like  the 
bee — though  ])robably  not  so  indus- 
trious— the  time  spent  by  even  a 
successful  solicitor  in  ])reparing  his 


material,  in  going  to  and  from  his 
prospect's  place  of  business  in  call- 
ing repeatedly,  may  run  into  hours 
while  actually  to  present  the  case 
and  make  a  successful  sale  may  c*on- 
sume  only  a  few  minutes.  Just  as 
the  lawyer  must  sum  up  in  an  hour 
the  case  that  has  occupied  years  of 
preparation — so  the  time  actually 
occupied  in  presenting  the  case  for 
life  insurance  to  a  prospect  is  very 
short.  Should  not  the  lawyer — and 
certainly  the  salesman — utilize  these 
precious  moments  to  the  best  advan- 
tage— and  how  can  he  do  so  without 
careful  preparation  and  anticipation, 
as  far  as  possible,  of  the  difficulties, 
and  learning  to  overcome  them  from 
those  who  have  successfully  met 
them?— E.  A.  Wood.

Report  of  Committee  on  Life  Insurance  for 
Credit,    at    the    Meeting    of    National   As- 
sociation   of    Life    Underwriters — Extracts 

Since  the  annual   Convention  last 
year  your  committee  has  made  some 
progress,  but  still  holds  to  the  opin- 
ion, however,  that  until  the  Excess 
Profits   Tax   is   removed  the  use   of 
life  insurance  for  the  protection  of 
credit    in    business    will    be    much 
handicapped.      We   understand   that 
Congress  will  shortly  repeal  the  Ex- 
cess Profits  Law,  and  we  notice  in 
a    recent    publication    that    Senator 
Reed  Smoot,  of  Utah,  third  in  rank 
among     the     Republican     members 
of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  is 
working  on   a   revision   of   the   Tax 
Revision    Bill,    which    will    entirely 
eliminate  tax  on  all  kinds  of  insur- 
ance.    We  hope  very  much  that  the 
legislative  committee  of  this  Associ- 
ation   will    do    everything    in    their 
]iower   to    assit   in   putting   this   re- 
vision  into  effect.     This   legislation 
enacted  will  at  once  put  life  insur- 
ance on  its  proper  basis  before  the 
country  as  a  saving  and  protection 
to  home  and  business  and  as  a  fac- 
torfor  building  up  a  reserve  busin- 
ess without  being  subject  to  an  un- 
just tax.    We  feel  that  the  proposed 
legislation  is  very  important  to  the 
future  welfare  of  our  business. 

We  are  informed  that  the  Federal 
Farm  Loan  Board  at  Washington 
has  adopted  a  uniform  application 
for  credit  in  which  application  there 
is  a  question  asked  the  applicant  as 
to  whether  he  carries  life  insurance, 
■  name  of  company,  and  amount ;  and 
further    that    this    question    is    now 


propounded  to  about  265,000  farmer 
applicants  in  the  United  States,  and 
that  the  question  is  uniform  and  in 
use  with  all  of  the  Federal  Land 
Banks  System,  so  that  for  those  men 
of  our  Association  who  are  dealing 
with  the  farmers  their  way  is  made 
easier  and  they  should  not  neglect 
to  see  that  the  wants  of  the  farmer 
are    supplied. 

At    a    meeting    of    the    National 
Chamber  of  Commerce, the  chairman 
of   your  committee   attended   repre- 
senting   the    National    Association. 
At    the    meetings    of    the    insurance 
division,    Peyton    B.    Bethel,    presi- 
dent   of    the     Falls     City    Clothing 
Company,    Louisville,    who    is    also 
chairman  of  the  insurance  commit- 
tee   of    the    National    Credit    Men's 
Association,    spoke    on    "Insurance 
as  a  Credit  Factor."     In  the  course 
of  his   address   he   brought   out   the 
fact    that    Credit    Men    ascertained 
that  about  40  per  cent  of  the  per- 
sons  interested   in   business   carried 
life    insurance  '.for    credit,    whereas 
almost  100  per  cent  carried  fire  in- 
surance.    To  all  life  insurance  men 
it   is   quite   apparent   that   it  is  just 
as  important  to  have  life  insurance 
on    the    lives    of   valuable    members 
of  firms,  or  officers  or  valuable  em- 
ployees of  corporations   as   it   is   to 
have  fire  insurance  on  stock  and  fix- 
tures.    It  was  also  discovered  that 
very    few   of   the    Credit   Men   have 
the  question  in  their  blanks  asking 
the  amount  of  insurance  carried  by 
indi\iduals  or  officers  of  a  corpora- 
tion. 


How  do  you  pronounce  construe? 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Srientific  Sales- 
manship, at  32nd  Meeting  of  National  As- 
sociation   of    Life    Underwriters — Extracts 

Your  Committee  on  Scientific 
Salesmanship  was  appointed  in  1915. 
During'  these  six  years  the  sale  of 
life  insurance  has  increased  rapidly, 
from  $2,621,013,624  in  1915  to  $ll",- 
551,505.925  in  1920. 

While  this  unexpected  and  un- 
precedented increase  has  been  a  gra- 
tifying indication  of  the  widened 
scope  of,  and  demand  for,  the  ser- 
vice of  life  insurance,  the  fact  never- 
theless carries  with  it  the  same  men- 
ace that  applies  to  many  other  lines 
artificially  stimulated  by  recent  ab- 
normal national  and  world  condi- 
tions. What  part  of  this  increase 
would  have  obtained  in  the  absence 
of  the  World  War  and  might,  there- 
fore, be  attributed  to  an  increased 
normal  demand  or  to  better  sales- 
manship, we  do  not  know.  But 
agents  as  well  as  company  execu- 
tives are  apt  to  be  misled  ;  they  at- 
tribute this  gain  to  their  own  skill 
and  consider  that  the  gain  will  be 
permanent,  rather  than  face  the  fact 
that  it  is  neither  due  to  their  own 
skill,  nor,  as  the  figures  for  the  first 
half  of  the  present  year  contrasted 
with  the  high  record  of  1920  show, 
is  it  likely  to  be  permanent  if  unaid- 
ed by  better  methods. 

The  Great  Value  of  Better  Selection 

If  further  developments  indicate 
that  the  probable  success  of  a  pros- 
pective agent  can  be  forecasted  with 
still  more  certainty,  the  fact  will  in 
many  ways  materially  help  the  life 
insurance   business   as    well    as    the 


])erson  desiring  to  enter  it. 

First — -the  time  and  money  spent 
ui)on  persons  ill-fitted  to  the  busi- 
ness, who  soon  leave  it  as  failures, 
will  be  saved  and  the  damage  done 
by  these  same  persons  will  be  elim- 
inated. The  value  of  reducing  the 
number  of  such  failures,  and  reliev- 
ing successful  insurance  men  of 
their  burden  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. This  has  been  previous- 
ly referred  to  in  the  reports  of  your 
committee.  The  50  per  cent  or  more 
turnover  still  prevailing  in  most 
companies  and  agencies  tells  its  own 
story  of  failure  and  gives  an  indica- 
tion of  the  large  sums  spent  on  the 
failures  that  should  be  spent  be 
increasing  the  business  of  the 
successful.  There  are  still  thous- 
ands of  contracts  made  yearly  with 
those  who  never  make  even  one  sale 
and  many  times  that  number  made 
with  those  who  quit  after  but  one  or 
or  a  very  few  sales,  disgusted  with 
the  business,  discouraging  others 
and,  what  is  worse,  having  damaged 
life  insurance  in  the  minds  of  scores 
of  thousands  of  prospects  by  their 
ignorant  presentation  of  it.  Like 
those  surgeons  who  continually  fail 
in  operations  or  those  lawyers  who 
arc  constantly  losing  cases,  they  do 
constant  harm  and  consume  millions 
of  dollars  that  might  have  been 
either  saved  or  spent  in  helping 
rather  than  hindering  the  cause.  It 
is  these  failures  who  make  the  work 
of  the  successful  agent  difficult. 

Second — the  prospective  agent 
who  can  be  given  confident  assur- 
ance that  it  is  possible  for  him  to 
succeed  will  be  more  encouraged  to 
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take  up  the  business  than  he  has 
been  heretofore,  when  he  well  knew 
that  the  great  majority  of  those  en- 
tering the  business  were  failures. 

Third — the  agency  or  company 
having  confidence  that  this  new  ma- 
terial can  be  developed  into  suc- 
cesses will  be  far  more  justified  in 
training  and  backing  such  agents 
than  formerly  when  only  a  few  out 
of  those  entering  the  business  were 
likely  to  remain  permanently. — E. 
A.  Woods. 


The  Insurance  Press  has  compiled 
totals  of  i^ayments  by  life  compan- 
ies in  cities  in  1920,  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada.

Nicholas  Surges,  Seattle,  on  May 
16  reported  to  the  police  that  his 
car  had  been  stolen  between  1 1  an<l 
11:30  a.  m. :  but  later  it  was  de- 
veloped that  the  car  was  burning 
in  a  secluded  place  at  10  o'clock 
of  the  same  morning.  Surges,  a 
painting  contractor,  is  under  arrest 
but  out  on  $750  bail.  He  is  charged 
with  filing  false  proofs  of  loss. 
Henry  G.  Behnemanis  the  adjuster. 

It  is  the  custom,  we  learn,  for  the 
insurers  of  automobile  bus  com- 
panies' liability  risks  to  select  the 
drivers.  The  insurers  investigate 
the  character  and  habits  and  caut- 
ious abilities  of  the  drivers,  and  will 
not  insure  the  big  cars  unless  they 
name  the  men  who  drive  them. 

The  moral  hazard  of  the  automo- 
bile risk  is  high.  Overinsurance, 
which  is  the  rule  now,  is  a  tempta- 
tion to  not  a  few  owners  who  can 
find  no  buyer,  and  whose  car  drops 
in  value  every  time  the  price  of  new 
cars  are  cut.  Cars  are  not  as  well 
built  as  three  or  four  years  ago,  and 
are  more  easily  damaged  and  deter- 
iorate  faster. 

In  California  the  experiment  of 
l)oulticing  concrete  highways  with 
asphalt  bitumen  has  proved  to  be  a 
failure.  The  hot  sun  has  expanded 
the  tar  into  rough  ridges  and  it  is 
being   removed. 

Owners  who  insure  their  cars — 
and  agents  and  brokers  who  write 
them — should  not  overinsure  them, 
or  place  a  value  in  excess  of  selling 
value  for  the  same  model  and  "vin- 
tage." 

Rates  should  be  based  on  owner- 


ship, age  and  condition  of  the  cars. 
In  this  way  it  would  be  possible  to 
compete  with  the  auto  exchanges 
for  the  best  risks. 

Seattle.— Adjuster  H.  G.  Bchn- 
man  says  that  about  seventy-five 
dishonest  automobile  claims  have 
been  resisted  in  the  half-year  here, 
and  that  the  companies  are  prepared 
to  expose  and  prosecute  clain\ants 
who  make  false  proofs. 

Am.ong  the  reasons  given  by  the 
National  Automobile  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  withdrawing  are: 

"The  activities  of  the  Underwrit- 
ers Laboratories  are  regarded  as 
too  detailed.  The  inspections  re- 
sult in  calssifications  which  are  il- 
logical. Parts  makers  which  do  not 
submit  to  the  L^nderwriters  Labora- 
tories' tests  do  not  get  rated,  and  a 
car  may  accordingly  be  unfairly 
listed  because  not  all  of  its  parts 
are  supervised.  Few  of  the  acci- 
dents today  are  due  to  faulty  con- 
struction. The  automobile  makers 
feel  that  little  is  gained  by  the  Un- 
derwriters Laboratories'  tests  as  the 
cause  of  the  high  rates  lies  in  fac- 
tors not  related  to  merchanical  pro- 
duction." 

Garage  men  in  California  cities 
favor  ordinance  prohibiting  all-night 
parking  of  cars  in  streets.  In  event 
of  accident,  owners  must  pay  for 
hauling  to  garage.  Who  cares  for 
liberty? 

The  Bull  Dog  Auto  Fire  Insur- 
ance Association  of  Illinois,  a  Chi- 
cago reciprocal,  is  showing  signs  of 
weakness  after  wrestling  with  the 
insurance  dejiartment  of  Illinois  and 
Oklahoma.     Rates  and  assessments 
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have  been  too  low  to  pay  losses 
by  fire,  collision  and  theft.  This 
year  the  losses  have  been  high 
enough  to  wipe  out  about  all  the 
surplus. 

North  Carolina. — Excessive  loss- 
es have  induced  the  Automobile  to 
cancel  its  automobile  fire  and  theft 
policies  in  this  state. 


FIRE 
New    Fire    Station    No.    6,    Salt    Lake    City 

On  the  corner  of  Eighth  South 
and  Post  street,  Salt  Lake,  the 
new  fire  house  formally  opened  on 
September  5.  The  old  fire  house 
was  razed  on  June  21.  The  new 
building  is  one  story,  of  fire  brick, 
with  slate  gray  trimmings.  The 
hose  tower  makes  a  good  looking 
"chimney,"  though  high  for  a  bung- 
alow. The  'house"  is  64  by  38  feet 
and  cost  about  $10,000.  In  addition 
to  space  for  the  combination  hose 
wagon  and  chemical  equipment, 
there  is  a  combination  library  and 
lounge  room,  with  built-in  book- 
cases and  a  fireplace  with  built-in 
seats  at  one  side ;  and  a  small  room 
for  the  captain. 

A  large  bedroom  for  the  firemen  is 
well  ventilated  and  lighted  by  win- 
dows. Indirect  lighting  furnishes 
light  for  this  apartment,  except 
when  the  gong  signals  for  a  fire, 
when  side  lights  over  each  bed  are 
automatically  turned  on  without  the 
need  for  the  pushing  of  switches. 
This  room  is  finished  in  white  with 
ivory  trimmings.  Off  this  sleeping 
room  is  a  bathroom  with  showers. 
In    addition    to    lockers    there    is    a 


kitchenette  with  an   electric  range. 

Heat  is  supplied  by  a  furnace  in 
the  basement. 

Formerly  the  firement  of  this  sta- 
tion went  to  the  central  station  in 
order  to  dry  the  hose  after  a  fire. 
The  new  tower  is  ten  by  twelve  feet 
and  is  thirty-five  feet  in  height.  The 
hose  is  suspended  from  cross-pipes 
and  beams  at  the  top  of  the  tower 
and  is  dried  by  hot  air. 


St.  John  Farm  Fire  Caused  by  Spontaneous 
Combustion 

Further  particulars  of  the  fire  on 
the  farm  of  H.  B.  Wagner,  near  St. 
John,    Wash.,    are    interesting.    No 
one  but  a  small  boy  was  on  the  pre- 
mises at  the  time.     Others  were  in 
a  nearby  field  where  threshing  was 
in   full   swing.      Cause,   spontaneous 
combustion   of  hay  stored   in   barn. 
Flames  caught  another  barn.     The 
intense  heat  prevented  rescue  of  the 
imprisoned  live  stock.      Both  barns 
burned  completely,  and  a  silo  hold- 
ing 75    tons   of  ensilage   also.     At- 
tached to  the  big  barn  was  a  strong- 
ly fenced  exercising  lot.     In  this  lot 
and   barn   were   five   fine    registered 
Shire    stallions    and    one    registered 
Holstein   bull.     The  blooded   stock 
was    valued    at    $5,000;    the    poor 
beasts  were  burned  to  ashes.     Other 
burned  property  brought  the  loss  up 
to  $10,000,  on  which  there  was  only 
$1000    insurance.

Fire  interests  having  engaged  in 
miscellaneous  insurance  the  casu- 
alty and  surety  interests  are  now 
engaging  in  fire  insurance.  The  up- 
shot will  be  an  extension  of  author- 
ity by  legislatures  whereby  fire  com- 
panies can:  engage  in  various 
branches  of  casualty  business,  as  in 
Great  Britian,  with  distinct  funds 
for  each  branch.  Crippled  fire  com- 
panies have  been  acquired  by  casu- 
alty interests ;  and  big  fire  com- 
panies have  established  casualty 
companies. 

On  both  sides  it  has  been  a  mea- 
sure of  self  defense. 

None  of  the  ambitious  buying  and 
consolidating  interests  show  any 
ambition  to  engage  in  life  insur- 
ance, there  being  no  early  dividends 
in  sight. 


The  National  Surety  will  organ- 
ize a  big  casualty  company  and  is 
planning  to  organize  a  fire  com- 
pany with  capital  and  surplus  equal 
to  any  reasonable  demand  for  size.

3,000,000  Engaged  in  Selling — Distribution 
Cost  Is  One-Half — More  Persons  Required 
to  Sell  Now  Than  Formerly

was  pointed  out  that  in  1850  but  2 
per  cent  of  the  people  in  America 
were  engaged  in  distribution ;  in 
1918,  7  per  cent,  or'  three  and  one- 
half  times  that  number;  and  that  to 
distribute  $1,000  worth  of  goods,  the 
number  of  people  required  has  in- 
creased 50  per  cent  in  20  years, 
whereas  to  produce  $1,000  worth  of 
goods  the  number  has  decreased. 
Authorities  have  stated  that  for 
every  $9  we  pay  for  a  manufactured 
article  in  this  country,  one-half  the 
amount,  or  $4.50,  is  the  cost  of  dis- 
tribution, as  against  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducing it,  which  roughly  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Material $1 .00 

Labor  1.00 

Factory    Overhead   1.00 

Administrative  Expense 75 

20%   Profit 75 

Production    Cost $4.50 

Cost  of  production  from  job- 
ber to  ultimate  consumer...  4.50 

Cost  to  consumer $9.00 

In  addition  to  the  millions  engag- 
ed in  the  general  processes  of  dis- 
tribution, and  besides  the  fact  that 
ability  to  sell  even  one's  own  ser- 
vices is  a  universal  need,  there  are 
between  2,500,000  and  3,000,000  per- 
sons in  this  country  actually  engag- 
ed in  selling  as  an  occupation.

Thresher    Fires   in    Montana 

Seemingly  by  smut  explosion  a 
thresher  belonging  to  Frank  Bous- 
quett  on  Hall  ranch  near  Poison 
was  burned.  This  was  the  third 
thresher  burned  in  this  vicinity  in 
the  season.  After  the  fire  on  the 
Trosper  ranch  near  Ronan  matches 
and  broken  remains  of  a  bottle  were 
found,  which  suggests  that  incen- 
diarism is  responsible  for  all  three 
fires  on  the  Flathead  reservation. 
The  county  attorney's  office  at  Mis- 
solua  is  investigating. 


Open-All-Night   Safety  Vaults 

A  new  hazard  has  developed.  In 
large  cities  now  there  are  safe-de- 
posit vaults  which  keep  open  until 
late,  or  all  night.  Entrance  by 
bandits  is  secured  by  renting  a  box 
or  two.  Within  the  gates  it  is 
"hands  up!"  Binding  and  gagging 
the  attendants,  the  bandits  can 
leisurely  loot  the  boxes  of  their  ne- 
gotiable paper  and  other  valuable 
contents,   after  breaking  the   locks. 


Auto  Death  Claims. — During  the 
year  1920,  according  to  Insurance 
Press  of  New  York,  life  companies 
paid  $4,500,000  for  auto-caused 
deaths  of  policyholders.

For  the  year  ending  May  31  the 
annual  report  of  the  New  Zealand 
Insurance  Co.  had  a  net  revenue 
from  fire,  marine  and  accident  pre- 
miums of  $6,376,150.  The  surplus 
on  the  year's  operations  was  $360,- 
790,  plus  interest  earnings.  Losses 
were  $3,8-'14,095.  Assets  are  $12,- 
^47,335. 

Bank  clearings  on  this  Coast  in 
August  generally  were  less  than  in 
that  month  last  year.  Losses  were 
notably  large  in  San  Francisco  and 
Denver.

It  is  the  practice  of  some  com- 
panies— new  ones  generally — to  de- 
posit with  the  state  treasury  the  le- 
gal reserve  on  their  policies.  In 
these  days  of  fire  and  burglaries 
and  holdups  it  would  be  timely  to 
inquire  earnestly  into  the  safety  of 
such  deposits  of  funds. 

What  is  the  security?  Who  will 
pay  if  the  gilt-edged  bonds  are 
burned  or  stolen? 

There  is  no  security.  The  state 
is  under  no  obligation  to  pay  for 
bonds   burned   or  looted. 

It  is  just  as  easy  for  bandits  to 
loot  the  state  treasury  in  a  small 
city  as  to  loot  the  safe  deposit  boxes 
of  a  bank  in  the  vicinity.

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Sane  Taxation  v.  The  Single  Tax — Leslie 
Shaw's  Address  Before  Farm  Mortgage 
Bankers'  Association  of  America — The 
Sole  Tax  on  Land  Would  Bankrupt  Every- 
body in  the  Country — The  United  States 
Would    Become   a    Second   Russia 

Des  Moines,  la.,  Sept.  14. — Speak- 
ing here  today  before  the  eighth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  Farm  Mort- 
gage Bankers'  Association  of  Amer- 
ica on  the  subject,'  "Sane  Taxation 
vs.  The  .Single  tax,"  the  Hon.  Leslie 
M.  Shaw,  former  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States,  as- 
serted that  the  farms  of  the  country 
would  be  desolated,  the  farmers 
ruined  and  the  greatest  panic  the 
world  ever  saw  precipitated,  if  the 
theories  of  the  single  taxers  were 
put  into  actual  operation.  Former 
Secretary    Shaw    spoke   as    follows: 

Henry  George's  "Progress  and 
Poverty"  is  the  one  great  text-book 
of  the  advocates  of  single-tax  legis- 
lation. No  one  of  them  takes  issue 
with  any  premise  therein  laid  down, 
or  conclusion  drawn.  None  has  been 
able  to  present  a  new  argument  or 
to  strengthen  an  old  one.  To  quote 
Henry  George,  therefore  is  to  quote 
the  last  word,  as  well  as  the  first. 

The  originator  of  the  scheme  bot- 
toms his  argument  upon  the  pro- 
position that  God  made  the  land, 
the  sea  and  the  air  for  his  children 
collectively,  and  never  gave  exclu- 
sive right  in  any  part  thereof  to  king 
or  subject.  He  therefore  concludes 
that  all  deeds  and  conveyances  are 
fictitious.  He  boldly  proclaims: 
"We  should  meet  all  economic  re- 
quirements   by    declaring    all    lands 


public  ])roperty."  He  goes  to  the 
limit  of  his  reasoning  by  making 
l)rivate  ownership  in  land  equally 
vicious  and  on  an  exact  par  with 
human  slavery. 

He  says  it  is  needless  to  confis- 
cate property  in  land  and  adds:  "Let 
the  individuals  who  now  hold  it  still 
retain,  if  they  want  to,  possession 
of  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  their 
land;  let  them  buy  and  sell  and  be- 
queath and  devise  it.  We  can  safe- 
ly leave  them  the  shell  if  we  take 
the  kernel.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
confiscate  land,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  confiscate  rent.  We  already  take 
some  rent  in  taxation.  We  have 
only  to  make  some  changes  in  our 
mode  of  taxation  to  take  it  all." 

Perhaps  this  is  enough  to  show 
the  ultimate  purpose  of  the  advo- 
cates of  single-tax.  They  correctly 
claim  their  plan  will  divest  real  es- 
tate of  all  market  value,  and  they 
urge  it  as  a  great  public  good.  And 
what  is  more,  they  are  sincere.  If 
they  were  insincere  they  would  not 
be  so  dangerous. 

On  cross  examination  before  a 
Congressional  committee,  Henry 
George,  Jr.,  was  forced  to  admit  the 
fallacy  of  the  scheme  as  a  revenue 
measure.  If  the  land  should  be  sold 
for  the  taxes,  he  contended  that 
someone  would  buy  it  and  this 
would  fix  a  new  valuation  on  which 
the  tax  would  be  thereafter  assessed. 
"If  the  value  of  the  land  should 
fall,"  said  he,  "then  the  tax  would 
correspondingly  diminish.  If  the 
value  should  disappear  then  there 
would  be  nothing  to  tax,  and  the 
owner  would  hold  his  land  subject 
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to   no   tax   whatever." 

This  dream  of  holding  farms  tax- 
free  may  account  for  the  advocacy 
of  the  scheme  by  many  Non-Parti- 
san  Leaguers.  But  as  the  principle 
involves  the  exemption  of  all  im- 
provements on  real  estate,  as  well 
as  all  other  forms  of  property  from 
taxation,  one  naturally  wonders 
from  whence  the  state  would  derive 
its  revenue  should  the  land  become 
so  valueless  that  it  would  not  stand 
a  tax. 

Most  of  the  land  in  this  country 
did  belong  to  the  public.  They 
were  known  as  "Public  Lands." 
Then  the  people,  through  their  re- 
presentatives, sold  some ;  rewarded 
soldiers  of  our  early  wars  with 
some ;  made  large  grants  in  aid  of 
education,  and  relatively  small 
grants  in  aid  of  transportation  in 
order  that  the  remainder  might 
prove  acceptable  to  homesteaders. 
Would  anyone  have  cleared  an  acre, 
or  entered  a  homestead  under  a  law 
that  placed  all  the  burden  of  main- 
taining* the  government  upon  the 
occupants  of  the  land.  In  order  to 
secure  homesteaders  it  was  found 
necessary  to  exempt;  homesteaded 
lands  from  all  taxation  for  a  term 
of  years.  The  expectation  that  these 
homesteaded  lands  would  some  day 
become  valuable  was  the  prime  in- 
centive for  men  and  women  to  bear 
hardships  innumerable. 

Admittedly  the  people  have  the 
power  to  confiscate  values.  They 
have  already  taken  from  railroads 
in  the  aggregate,  without  which 
much  of  our  lands  would  be  value- 
less,  fully   twenty-five   per  cent   of 


v.hat  they  cost  in  the  aggregate  in 
actual  dollars,  independent  of  sub- 
sidies and  water,  and  it  is  no  more 
than  reciprocal  to  confiscate  a  little 
of  the  land  values,  which  include 
on  the  average,  many  fold  as  much 
water  as  any  railroad  ever  contain- 
ed. The  question,  however,  is  not 
one  of  power,  or  reciprocity,  but 
one  of  justice  and  wisdom.  In 
countries  where  the  sovereignty  is 
vested  in  a  sovereign  the  doctrine 
prevails  that  "The  king  can  do  no 
wrong."  In  this  country  some  seem 
to  suppose  that  a  sovereign  people 
can  do  no  wrong.  Both  are  fallacies, 
and  worse  than  fictions. 

Many  of  the  advocates  of  the 
single-tax  are,  in  ordinary  affairs, 
fairly  honest.  Their  dishonesty  is 
of  the  intellect,  rather  than  of  the 
heart.  Their  defective  reasoning 
processes  are  shown  by  the  fact  that 
not  one  of  them  will  admit  the  im- 
propriety of  my  selling  my  land,  in- 
vesting the  proceeds  in  other  proper- 
ty, and  then  by  my  vote  exempting 
my  holdings  from  taxation  and  by 
the  single  land  tax  placing  all  the 
burden  of  maintaining  the  state  up- 
on my  purchaser.  They  see  no  in- 
justice in  a  government  of  the  peo- 
ple loaning  millions  through  rural- 
credit  banks,  taking  as  security 
mortgages  upon  lands  sold  for  value 
by  this  same  gevernment,  then  sell- 
ing securities  based  upon  these 
mortgages,  and  finally  taxing  the 
value  of  the  lands  away,  thus  leav- 
ing the  security  holders  remediless. 

Henry  George,  and  all  his  fol- 
lowers, stress  the  argument  that  the 
lands  of  the  world  are  closely  held. 
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He  {Icclarcs  that  one-fifth  of  the 
people  of  Enghmd  can  drive  the 
other  four-fifths  into  the  sea  by  say- 
ing: "Get  off  my  land."  Before  a 
tenant  will  plant  a  crop  he  demands 
the  exclusive  right  of  possession 
during  the  cropping  season,  and  be- 
fore anyone  w'iU  erect  a  substantial 
building  he  secures)  the  exclusive 
right  of  possession  for  a  much  long- 
er period,  usually  a  ninety-nine  year 
lease.  So  even  under  a  single-tax 
regime  a  small  percentage  could 
drive  all  the  others  into  the  sea  by 
saying  "get  ofif  my  leasehold." 

During  one  of  the  many  single 
tax  campaigns  in  California,  "The 
Great  Adventure,"  the  official  organ 
of  the  single-taxers,  ran  this  in  flam- 
ing type  on  its  title  page:  "Single 
tax  will  put  these  big  land  values 
into  the  public  treasury,  and  leave 
the  'ground  hogs'  nothing  to  rent 
but  the  actual  value  of  their  build- 
ings." Would  it?  Admittedly  it 
would  leave  owners  nothing  of  value 
but  their  improvements,  but  not 
a  dollar  of  the  previous  value  of 
the  land  would  ever  reach  the  treas- 
ury, or  in  any  way  benefit  the  pub- 
lic. That  would  simply  vanish. 
The  farms  of  America  have  a  mar- 
ket value,  exclusive  of  improve- 
ments thereon,  of  nearly  $60,000,- 
000,000.  Would  it  relieve  conditions 
generally  or  advance  the  public  good 
to  annihilate  this  important  item  in 
what  we  have  been  pleased  to  call 
our  national  wealth?  If  it  would, 
in    what    way    and    wherefore? 

But  these  farms  carry  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $10,000,000,000  in 
borrowed    capital,    held    to    a    large 


extent  by  savings  banks  and  life 
insurance  companies.  Assume  that 
you  have  money  in  a  savings  bank, 
or  a  policy  in  a  company  whose 
assets  consist  largely  of  these  mort- 
gages. Then  assume  that  the  peo- 
ple have  voted  to  take  the  "kernel," 
as  Henry  George  terms  the  entire 
rental  value  of  the  lands  in  taxes, 
leaving  nothing  '  but  the  empty 
"shell"  as  security.  Will  you  al- 
low your  deposit  to  remain,  and  con- 
tinue to  pay  premiums?  Or  will 
you  try  to  protect  your  interests  by 
withdrawing  before  the  inevitable 
crash,  and  thereby  precipitate  the 
crash?  Everyone  else  would  do  the 
same  as  you  and  the  worst  panic 
of  which  the  world  has  ever  dream- 
ed   would    ensue. 

How  would  laborers,  especially 
in  the  buildings  trades,  fare  if  land 
values  were  taxed  to  the  vanishing 
point  ?  How  many  farms  have  you 
ever  been  improved,  or  substantial 
buildings  erected  in  the  cities  with- 
out borrowed  money  ?  No  one  will 
make  substantial  loans  on  buildings 
standing  on  land  the  market  value 
of  which  has  vanished. 

The  advocates  of  single-tax  pro- 
fess to  believe  that  a  great  exodus 
of  poor  people  from  the  city  "back 
to  the  land"  would  ensue  if  land 
values  were  taxed  away.  Please 
study  that.  How  many  poor  men 
do  you  know  who  would  go  on  a 
piece  of  land  that  had  no  market 
value,  and  under  a  system  of  taxa- 
tion that  would  forever  deprive  it 
of  value?  Who  would  erect  his 
buildings?  The  effect  would  be  the 
exact  opjiosite.    Thousands  of  acres 
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of  cotton  were  left  to  rot  in  the  field 
last  year  simply  because  its  value 
when  picked  was  less  than  the  chat- 
tel mortgage  upon  it.  Thousands 
of  sheep  are  now  running  wild  be- 
cause they  are  worth  less  than  the 
mortgage.  Thousands  of  mortgaged 
farms  would  be  likewise  abandoned 
as  soon  as  their  market  value  was 
taxed  away.  What  inducement 
would  there  be  to  stay  and  fight 
it  out  if  the  mortgage  exceeded  the 
value  of  the  improvements?  There 
would  be  an  exodus  from  the  farms. 

But  they  say  the  mortgagee  would 
get  the  land  and  put  some  poor  man 
on  it.  Would  he?  The  mortgagee, 
as  we  have  seen,  is  probably  some 
failed  savings  bank  or  defunct  in- 
surance company.  Who  would  care 
to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair  on  a 
farm  that  had  and  could  have  no 
market  value?  Of  course  whoever 
did  would  be  entitled  to  rent  for  the 
building,  but  as  the  tax,  equal  to 
the  rental  value  of  the  land,  would 
have  to  be  paid  first,  one  would 
be  taking  some  chances  with  a 
pauper  tenant  unaccustomed  to 
farming. 

Someone  has  said,  and  with  seem- 
ing truth:  "History  teaches  that 
man  learns  nothing  from  history." 
Just  now  the  world  seems  to  as- 
sume that  the  sum  total  of  human 
experience  is  devoid  of  logic,  and 
empty  of  valuable  lessons.  Con- 
cede the  truth  of  Henry  George's 
major  premise,  that  God  made  the 
land  for  his  children  collectively, 
these  same  children,  in  the  swing 
of  the  ages  have  found  it  advantag- 
eous  to   them   collectively   to   grant 


exclusive  rights  in  these  lands  in 
perpetuity,  and  as  a  measure  of  pub- 
lic policy  have  deliberately  decided 
to  protect  these  vested  rights.  Shall 
the  wisdom  of  the  civilized  race,  re- 
gardless of  color  or  tongue,  gleaned 
from  experiences  sometimes  bitter 
and  oftimes  glorious,  be  held  for 
naught  at  the  behest  of  a  theorist, 
however  sincere?

annual  license,  and  sustain  office 
stafifs,  and  yet  placed  its  own  in- 
surance with  an  association  not  lic- 
ensed. The  government  by  its  ac- 
tion is,  therefore,  a  first  violator  of 
the  protection  of  the  public  in  res- 
pect  to   insurance. 

Insurance  Press. — The  National 
Board  concludes  by  giving  the  an- 
cient Reuben  and  his  rod  an  ap- 
proving slap  on  the  shoulder  in  ad- 
vising that  all  buildings  situated  in 
outlying  sections  should  be  equip- 
ped with  lightning  rods  correctly  in- 
stalled and  properly  inspected.  Con- 
versely, spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the 
tile,  and  also  ten  million  useful 
green  leaflets  issued  by  the  U.  S.

Riot  and  Civil  Commotion 

Bakersfield,  Cal.— Oil-field  strik- 
ers are  in  possession  of  the  high- 
ways of  Kern  county  and  are  stop- 
ping and  searching  every  automo- 
bile. There  are  7,000  union  men 
on  strike  for  a  closed  shop.  A  train 
carrying  guards  was  derailed  and 
the  men  forced  to  return  to  this 
city. 

The  oil  field  laborers  have  organ- 
ized as  a  kind  of  soviet  and  doubt- 
less are  prompted  by  bolsheviki. 
These  lawless  men  are  holding  up 
automobiles  on  the  highways,  turn- 
ing them  back,  searching  for  arms 
and  booze;  and  it  is  reported  that 
they  have  fired  on  autos  contain- 
ing women  and  children.  The  men 
have  organized  as  a  "law  and  order 
grotip,"  and  have  persuaded  Kern 
county  judges  to  appoint  them  as 
deputy  constables  to  enforce  the 
laws. 

The  strikers  aim  to  control  the 
mines  and  force  the  owners  to  re- 
cognize the  unions  and  permit  the 
Federal  government  to  fix  wages 
and  conditions  of  work. 

Wheeling. — The  big  West  Vir- 
ginia coal  mines  rebellion  was  a  ser- 
ies  of   skirmishes   between    strikers

and  mine  guards.  There  was  much 
long  distance  firing  both  day  and 
night,  a  number  of  persons  were 
killed  in  this  rioting.  The  West 
X'irginia  state  authorities  confess 
their  inability  to  cope  with  8000 
strikers,  armed,  threatening  and 
marching  on  the  mines  to  unionize 
or  destroy.  The  call  for  Federal 
aid  was  answered  with  soldiers  and 
the  "rebellion"  came  to  a  sudden 
end. 


Suit    for    Heavy    Damages 

Power  Company  Blamed. — At 
Auliurn,  Cal.,  the  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Co.  is  being  sued  by  the 
(iladden  &  ^l.  Bean  Co.  for  destruc- 
tion of  its  i)ottery  plant  by  fire  in 
July  191 S.  The  damage  claimed  is 
$451,769,  for  loss  of  business,  build- 
ings, machinery,,  trestle  and  mer- 
chandise. It  is  alleged  the  fire  was 
caused  by  the  company's  high  volt- 
age wire  coming  in  contact  with  a 
service  wire  leading  to  the  plant. 
Defendant  says  the  current  was 
turned  off  eight  hcnirs  on  morning 
of  fire,  and  when  the  power  line 
broke  there  was  no  current  and  that 
no  damage  was  done.  The  fire  oc- 
curred an  hour  later.  Trial  of  suit 
set   for  October  2A.

INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 

Automobile. — Age — Moral    Hazard 

The  age  of  an  automobile,  in  in- 
surance, is  material  only  as  it  af- 
fects its  value  and  the  moral  haz- 
ard to  be  assumed  by  insurer. 
Where  applicant  for  insurance  on 
a  second  hand  car  incorrectly  states 
the  year  when  built,  but  also  states 
other  facts  from  which  the  insurer 
could  easily  have  learned  the  cor- 
rect year,  as  a  matter  of  law  the 
insurer  was  not  deceived  to  its  in- 
jury.    57  Ins.  L.  J.  487. 


Automobile. — Hire    Purchase    Contract 

Tn  an  autocar  case  in  England 
Justice  Bailhache  said:  "The  plain- 
tiff acted  in  perfectly  good  faith,  as 
a  statement  which  may  be  strictly 
untrue  in  law  is  often  reasonably 
accurate  in  common  parlance.  I  am 
surprised  that  an}'  company  should 
have  resisted  a  claim  on  the  grounds 
in  the  present  action."  In  giving 
judgment  for  the  defendants  (Colo- 
nial I.  Co.)  the  justice  said  he  did 
so  reluctantly.  The  transaction 
was  a  "hire-purchase"  one.  Plain- 
tiff owned  four  cars  but  had  not 
fully  paid  for  this  car.  The  justice 
pointedly  said :  "The  company  must 
have   a    great    many    similar    assur- 


ances  in   force.      Did   they   propose 
to  void   them   all  ?" 

Fire. — Proof  of  Loss 

Though  required,  proofs  of  loss 
when  rendered  ido  not  become  a 
part  of  the  contract.  The  insured 
is  not  a  party  to  such  proof,  and  is 
not  bound  by  an}^  statement  in  or 
omitted  from  the  proof.  Cook  v. 
London  Assurance.  57  Ins.  L.  J. 
491. 


Fire.— Title 

Deed  in  escrow  in  bank,  with  con- 
ditions unperformed,  and  deed  un- 
delivered at  time  of  fire,  is  not  a 
change  of  interest  of  insured. — 229 
S.  W.   R.  490. 


Life. —  Retaining   Policy   Is   Acceptance 

Defendant  gave  note  for  premium 
but  denied  he  had  signed  it.  Said 
he  had  been  induced  to  apply  for 
policy  by  false  representation,  and 
had  returned  it  as  soon  as  he  dis- 
covered the  falsehood.  The  delay 
in  returning  policy  was  more  than 
three  months,  and  defendant  was 
held  to  have  accepted  it,  as  a  matter 
of  law.— 230  S.  W.  R.  9.

Elimination    of    Middle-Man 

Since  the  beginning  of  modern 
civilization  there  has  been  talk  of 
eliminating  the  "needless"  middle- 
man. Attempts  to  do  so  have  been 
made,  usually  with  disastrous  ef- 
fects. 

The  grange  movement  started 
with  the  avowed  resolutSon  to  re- 
duce costs  and  increase  the  farmers' 
income  by  co-operation  on  a  large 
scale.  The  tough  70's  saw  many 
failures  along  these  lines.  Notably 
in  Kansas  and  California  there  were 
grange  stores,  warehouses  and 
banks.  The  farmers  furnished  the 
capital,  grain,  livestock,  cash,  and 
deposits. 

Much  money  was  lost  by  the  far- 
mers. Expenses  were  higher  than 
under  private  or  corporate  manage- 
ment. There  was  much  waste,  care- 
lessness and  bad  management  by 
these  granges  and  co-operatives. 
The  stores  were  failures,  the  banks 
went  into  the  hands  of  receivers. 
One  farmer  member  of  the  grange 
association,  who  was  required  to 
help  pay  the  debts  of  the  "mutuals," 
lost  $32,000.  Other  farmers  "went 
broke." 

On  paper  the  theory  of  co-opera- 
tion   worked   beautifully.      In   prac- 


tice it  was  a  complete  failure.  The 
new  generation  of  hopeful  theorists 
want  to  learn  their  lesson  and  take 
their   medicine. 

The  first  is,  the  middle-man  is  in- 
dispensible.  If  he  does  not  operate 
independently  and  successfully,  he 
will  be  employed  by  the  co-opera- 
tives or  granges  or  marketers,  and 
if  he  succeeds,  nothing  is  saved  by 
the  associated  producers ;  and  if  he 
fails,  the  fault  will  be  that  of  the 
mutual  or  co-operative  system. 


L'Argus  of  Paris,  of  October  2, 
devotes  two  pages  to  the  burning  of 
the  Grand  Magasins  du  Printemps, 
September  28.  The  insurance  on 
the  merchandise  was  thirty  million 
francs,  in  ordinary  times  equal  to 
nearly  $6,000,000.  About  100  com- 
panies had  lines  on  the  property. 
We  do  find  the  Liverpool  &  London 
&  Globe  and  the  Sun  on  the  lists.

MANY    COAST    FIRES 

We  investigated  the  fire  situation 
in  the  Northwest  and  found  that  the 
reports  of  many  fires  were  not  ex- 
aggerated. In  our  August  and 
September  issues  we  gave  particu- 
lars of  many  fires,  notably  in  Wash- 
ington and  Montana.  This  was  an 
experiment,  which  was  both  tedious 
and  expensive.  Of  course  many 
fires  are  not  mentioned. 

Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing,  in 
a  campaign  of  education,  for  fire 
underwriters'  associations  to  gather 
and  classify  this  information  as  to 
fires,  causes  and  losses?  Summar- 
ies of  numbers  and  classes  and 
known  causes,  furnished  the  general 
press,  would  be  given  extended  pub- 
licity and  make  the  general  public 
more  careful. 

We  note,  in   these   reports,  some 


surprising  things:  as  the  frequency 
of  no  insurance  or  little  insurance, 
proving  the  large  proportion  of  the 
uninsured  loss.  It  is  time  for  a  law 
requiring  the  rei)ort  of  all  fire  loss- 
es. Many  householders,  especially 
farmers,  were  absent  at  the  time  of 
the  fire. 

Fire  has  all  seasons  for  its  own, 
but  many  losses  were  such  as  are 
likely  to  occur  in  summer  and  early 
fall.  Hay,  grain,  livestock,  eleva- 
tors, barns,  creameries,  garages, 
automobiles,  threshers,  pastures, 
forests,  woodworkeries,  etc.,  are 
most  often  mentioned  in  the  Coast 
Review  compiled  lists;  and  "fully 
covered  insurance"  is  seldom  men- 
tioned. 


REVISED    RECIPROCALS    LIST 

Failures  and  retirements  of  Amer- 
ican reciprocals  or  interinsurers,  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years,  have  been 
printed  in  the  Coast  Review,  and 
revised ;  and  are  again  revised  in 
this  issue,  with  some  thirty-five  new 
names  and  two  errors  corrected. 

The  140-odd  names  are  of  asso- 
ciations which  did  not  succeed  and 
which  left  litigation  and  unpaid  loss 
claims.

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GENERAL 

A  Fire  Prevention  Stamp  Is   Suggested 
Mr.    Harris    Bothe,    chief    clerk, 
Tusayan    national    forest,    Arizona, 
makes  the  following  suggestions. 

"Publicity,  nation-wide  and  thor- 
ough, should  be  one  important  step 
toward  educating  everybody  toward 
fire  protection.  Publicity  is  ex- 
pensive, and  a  form  should  be 
thought  of  that  renders  it  less  so, 
or  perhaps  even  throws  off  a  re- 
venue. 

"The  Red  Cross  collects  millions 
each  year  with  the  Red  Seal  stamps 
and  these  are  not  bought  for  their 
attraction  but  merely  to  aid  human- 
ity. A  larger  stamp,  about  the  size 
of  a  vest  pocket  kodak  picture  has 
been  in  vogue,  in  Europe  for  many 
purposes,  when  funds  were  needed 
and  in  each  case  a  good  reproduct- 
ion of  the  subject  with  either  the 
name  thereof  or  a  slogan,  or  both, 
made  the  stamp  authoritative,  in- 
forming  and   attractive. 

"If  a  hundred  or  more  scenes  of 
nature's  beauties  be  photographical- 
ly reproduced  on  such  stamps,  with 
the  information  as  to  location  and 
a  fire  slogan  like  "if  you  don't  want 
to  burn,  be  careful  with  fire  in  the 
woods,'  and  if  the  stamps  are  well 
made  are  good  reproductions  of  the 
original  photograph,  a  call  could 
soon  be  created  for  these.  Later  on 
the  first  series  could  be  added  to  in 
the  way  of  photographs  of  game, 
mines,  etc.  In  fact  there  is  not  an 
activity  in  the  world  that  could  not 
be  made  a  source  of  revenue  in  this 
manner  toward  a  fund  for  further- 


ance of  protection  as  well  as  educa- 
tion of  the  public  along  the  line  of 
preservation  and  protection  of  their 
forests." 

("Fire  prevention"  stamps  with 
some  striking  slogan,  as  "Every  fire 
adds  to  living  costs,"  "Every  fire 
destroys  active  capital,"  "Nine  out 
of  ten  fires  are  caused  by  careless- 
ness," of  attractive  print  stuck  on 
envelope  backs  might  help  to  les- 
sen the  fire  waste.) 


Italy  has  ceased  to  buy  American 
short  cotton,  for  which  it  was  the 
principal  customer.  It  is  said  this 
loss  to  the  cottongrowers  was  the 
result  of  the  closing  of  the  market 
for  Italian  wines.  Years  ago  the 
Germans  closed  their  market  for 
American  pork;  immediately,  as 
a  result,  two  German  factory 
towns  were  closed  because  of  the 
loss  of  American  trade.  Spain  and 
Portugal  are  refusing  to  admit  any 
products  from  Norway  because  that 
country  will  not  admit  the  southern 
peninsula's  wines.  The  Russian  re- 
volution has  placed  crack-brained 
theorists  in  the  Czar's  place,  and 
all  normal  economic  conditions  are 
overturned.  A  great  buyer  of  fac- 
tory products  is  in  rags,  and  is 
starving,  because  there  is  no  re- 
ward for  industry ;  and  the  unhappy 
results  extend  to  every  country. 
Idle  millions  in  Russia  make  idle 
men  in  the  remainder  of  Europe, 
which  fact  in  turn,  indirectly,  makes 
idle  men  in  the  United  States.  The 
allies  are  paying  a  sad  penalty  for 
neglecting  their  garroted  ally  Rus- 
sia. 
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Colorado  Insurance  Commissioner  Removed 
from  Office,  by  State  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission ^Wilson  Went  Out  of  Way  to 
Harm   Mountain   States   Life 

Denver. — Earl  Wilson,  who  has 
acted  as  insurance  commissioner  of 
Colorado  from  November  last  to 
October  15,  has  been  removed  from 
office  by  the  state  civil  service  com- 
mission. Wilson  dallied  with  the 
representatives  of  certain  Eastern 
life  insurance  comj^anies  too  long, 
and  tried  to  put  out  of  business  the 
new  Mountain  States  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  of  this  city.  Any 
way,  he  did  what  they  wanted  him 
to  do  and  revoked  its  certificate  of 
authority. 

Judge  Bouck  reversed  and  re- 
voked the  commission's  unfriendly 
act,  and  denied  the  truth  of  all  his 
charges  of  insolvency  and  disobedi- 
ence of  the  law. 

The  company  then  instituted  for- 
mal charges  against  the  insurance 
commissioner. 

Discussing  the  sworn  statements 
submitted  to  them,  the  members  of 
the  civil  service  commission  say: 

"As  to  whether  the  costs  of  con- 
ducting investigation  were  borne  by 
the  Colorado  association  of  life  un- 
derwriters— rival  insurance  com- 
panies— or  that  respondent  made 
contribution,  the  commission  is  un- 
able to  state,  but  there  appears  to 
have  been  expenses  incurred  which 
were  not  borne  by  the  state  of  Colo- 
rado. 

"From  a  review  of  what  has  been 
presented  and  is  before  the  com- 
mission, it  would  indicate  that  the 


respondent  might  have  strayed 
some  in  order  to  censure  and  hamp- 
er the  Mountain  States  Life  Insur- 
ance company  in  its  efiforts  to  do 
business. 

"The  commission  will  not  attempt 
a  lengthy  hearing  regarding  the  mat- 
ter at  issue  and  considers  it  has 
made  investigation  sufificient  to  ar- 
rive at  a  conclusion.  The  com- 
mission has  carefully  reviewed  the 
complaint,  the  answer  made  by  the 
respondent  and  the  reply  by  the 
complainant,  as  well  as  the  affidavits 
thereto  attached.  In  reviewing  the 
controversy  that  has  arisen  it  would 
appear  that  the  respondent  has  not 
only  been  indiscreet  and  wanting 
in  sound  judgment,  but  has  acted 
imprudently  and  hastily,  and  has 
been  badlv  advised  and  counseled." 


Boy  Burglar 

Newark.  N.  J. — Leonard  Hoft"- 
man,  a  youth  of  19,  recently  con- 
fessed to  80  robberies.  He  boasts  of 
his  ability  to  open  any  safe,  to  enter 
any  store  or  dwelling,  to  ply  his 
"trade"  noiselessly.  "I  need  no 
keys,"  he  told  the  police  chief  in 
the  latter's  ofifice.  "Go  ahead:  show 
us  what  you  can  do,"  said  the  chief. 
Thje  boy  then  silently  removed  a 
locked  door  from  its  hinges ;  turn- 
ing to  a  window  he  removed  the 
putty  and  lifted  out  the  big  pane  of 
glass  and  stepped  through.  The  chief 
told  him  to  open  the  office  safe. 
The  boy  turned  the  combination 
lock  back  and  forth,  listening,  lis- 
tening, and  in  a  few  moments 
opened  the  big  safe  door. 
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Gasoline 

Livingston,  Mont. — An  employe 
of  the  radiator  works  was  repairing 
a  gasoline  tank  and  had  emptied  it. 
He  moved  the  tank  to  a  bench  and 
lit  a  small  pool  of  water  on  the 
Hoor  to  burn  awa}^  some  gasoline 
which  had  gathered  on  the  water. 
The  flames  ignited  gas  coming  from 
the  tank  and  caused  the  combustion 
of  gas  which  had  generated  in  the 
tank.  The  fire  which  followed  was 
quickly    extinguished.

— Bids  for  the  purchase  of 
the  $29,000  bond  issue  for  the  re- 
pair and  enlargement  of  the  muni- 
cipal water  works  system,  were 
opened  at  the  meeting  of  the  town 
board  of  trustees  Tuesday  night, 
and  the  sale  was  made  to  Keller 
Bros,  of  Portland.  Their  bid  was

they  were  to  be  allowed  a  com- 
mission of  11 34  per  cent  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  bonds.  This  was  not 
althogether  satisfactory  to  the  board, 
but  they  concluded  to  accept  it. —

Two  Billion   Dollars   Fire  Losses 

In  the  past  five  years,  estimating 
the  1921  losses  equal  to  those  of 
1919,  the  total  losses  by  fire  in  the 
United  States  will  amount  to  $2,- 
000,000,000.  Per  capita  losses  are 
now  $5.00  per  annum  ;  formerly  they 
were  $3.00;  but  this  difiference  may 
be  merely  the  difiference  in  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  money.

The  president  in  Washington  and 
the  governors  in  the  state  capitals 
named  October  10  as  fire  prevention 
day  and  urged  the  people  to  ob- 
serve the  day  by  special  attention 
to  the  causes  of  the  great  yearly 
fire  waste.  The  first  presidential 
proclamation  of  the  day  was  that 
of  a  year  ago. 

And  fire  losses  contitiue  increas- 
ing per  capita.

The  Pacific  Coast  Fire  Chiefs' 
Association  1922  convention  will  be 
held  in  San  Francisco. 

Monthly  charge  for  each  fire  hy- 
drant is  $3. 

Two-thirds  of  the  electors  fav- 
ored purchase  of  the  waterworks 
system ;  but  the  vote  lacked  a  little 
of  being   enough. 

The  railroad  comrhission  requires 
the  waterworks  company  to  ex- 
pend $1,500,000  in  enlarging  Cale- 
varas  dam  and  to  produce  an  ad- 
ditional water  yield  of  not  less  than 
24  million  gallons  daily.  This  will 
bring  the  total  supply  from  42  to  66 
million  gallons  daily.  To  protect 
the  company  the  cost  is  to  be  met 
with  a  20  per  cent  mcrease  of  rates ; 
and  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
will  not  be  charged  to  the  city  when 
it  buys  the  works  at  the  agreed  price 
of  $.37,000,000. 

Before  the  strike  of  building  men 
the  accepted  wages  ranged  from 
$6.00  to  $11.00  a  day  of  eight  hours 
The  Building  Trades  Council  asked 
for  an  increase  ranging  from  50c 
to  $1.50  a  day;  the  Builders  Ex- 
change asked  for  a  decrease  rang- 
ing from  50cts  to  $2.50  a  day.  The 
dispute  was  submitted  to  arbitra- 
tors, whose  award  averaged  a  de- 
crease of  7'^A  per  cent.  For  ex- 
amples: plasterers'  wages  were  re- 
duced from  $11.00  a  day  to  $10.20; 
roofers,  from  $9.00  to  $8.35;  hod- 
carriers,  the  same ;  team  drivers, 
form  $6.00  to  $5.55 ;  cement  laborers 
f.-om  .S7.50  to  $6.95. 

Preliminan  steps  are  being  taken 
for  the  leveling:  of  Rincon  hill,  which 


many  years  ago  was  the  fashionable 
dwelling  district.  It  is  related  of 
a  San  Francisco  clergyman  that  a 
relation,  a  widow,  died  and  left  him 
$80,000.  He  concluded  to  safely  in- 
vest It  in  city  real  estate,  which 
could  not  burn  up  nor  abscond. 
Realty  men  of  vision  recommended 
broad  Van  Ness  avenue,  then  a 
string  of  shifting  sand  dunes.  The 
clergman  found  that  Rincon  hill 
looked  good  to  him,  and  put  his 
$80,000  there  where  wealth  abound- 
ed only  four  blocks  from  Market 
street.  The  marine  view  was  fine- 
Invested  on  Van  Ness  avenue  as 
advised  he  would  have  lived  -and 
died  a  millionaire.  He  was  lucky 
enough  to  get  $14,000  for  his  Rin- 
con  hill    "safe"   Investment.

Calef  Prize  Essay,  The  Optimism  of  Life 
Insurance,  by  Gaylord  Davidson  of  Vir- 
ginia, at  the  Convention  of  National  As- 
sociation   of    Life    Underwriters — Extracts 

Optimism,  Vision,  Faith,   Credit. 

During  an  address  to  a  conven- 
tion of  life  insurance  underwriters 
recently  the  president  of  one  of  the 
oldest  and  largest  banks  in  the  coun- 
try sounded  the  key  note  of  the  op- 
timism of  life  insurance  when  he 
said: 

"We  bankers  have  learned  a  great 
and  useful  lesson  from  your  optim- 
ism, from  your  courage,  your  vision, 
and  the  faith  that  is  in  you.  You 
are  builders  of  credit, — the  basis  of 
commercial  life.  Long  since  have 
we  learned  the  value  of  life  insur- 
ance protection  as  a  vital  asset  to 
our  business,  as  well  as  to  the 
morale  of  all  business  activity.  You 
are  full  shares  with  the  sound  busi- 
ness principles  of  life  insurance  and 
the  confidence  it  inspires  in  thus 
building  into  all  commercial  life  an 
enduring  structure  of  added  safety. 
More  than  ever  now,  in  these  days 
of  patient  readjustment,  you  and  all 
other  life  insurance  representatives 
have  a  greater  responsibility  in 
spreading  your  gospel  of  optimism 
throughout  the  land,  because  life 
insurance  is  commercial  optimism 
in  its  most  concrete,  form."         z 

Credit,  therefore,  being  the  foun- 
dation of  all  commercial  activity,  is 
intricately  associated  with  optimism 
and  has  for  its  co-workers  vision 
and  faith.  The  testimony  of  this 
prominent  banker  is  but  the  com- 
posite   assurance    from    all    men    of 


affairs  that  life  insurance  today  has 
become  so  intimately  interwoven 
with  the  warp  and  woof  of  commer- 
cial life  as  to  represent  the  very 
spirit  of  its  existence. 

In  other  words,  this  three  link 
gilden  chain,  —  optimism,  vision, 
and  faith, — represents  the  common 
bond  of  faith  in  humanity. 

Charles  M.  Schawb,  the  miracle 
man  of  industrial  achievement,  has 
said  that  no  business  can  succeed 
without  vision.  Therefore,  if  there 
be  vision  in  cold  steel,  So  also  is 
there  optimism  in  life  insurance.  It 
stands  four  square  to  every  possible 
contingency  of  life's  exigencies. 

The  marvelous  structure  of  the 
system  of  life  insurance  is  bottomed 
upon  the  optimism  and  the  vision 
of  its  founders.  There  is  no  busi- 
ness in  history  that  has  more  rigidly 
stood  the  test  of  every  crisis  of  a 
century.  In  fact  the  builders  of  this 
business,  we  must  believe,  built 
greater  than  they  knew,  as  evidenc- 
ed through  the  stressing  years  of 
the  world  war,  the  plague  of  in- 
fluenza and  a  re-currence  of  depress- 
ing financial  conditions. 

Above  and  beyond  all  is  the  op- 
timism of  life  insurance  exemplified 
in  the  courage,  the  vision,  and  the 
faith  of  the  men  and  women  who  sell 
it.  Every  life  insurance  salesman 
is  not  only  a  prophet  of  optimism 
but  is  the  forerunner  of  a  day  that 
shall  dawn  in  helpfulness  and  even 
in  an  emergency  for  countless 
homes. 

In  its  opportunities  life  insurance 
stands  for  everything  worth  while, 
both  in  commercial  life  and  in  the 
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life  of  the  home.  The  firm  that  car- 
ries adequate  bu.siness  protection 
has  brought  under  its  employment 
an  agency  that  stands  ready  at  any 
time  to  indemnify  the  loss  of  the 
head,  so  that  there  may  be  no  break- 
ing down  in  the  orderly  procedure 
of  the  business. 

Life  insurance  carried  by  the  head 
of  the  home  insures  a  calm  optim- 
ism which  discounts-  in  great  mea- 
sure the  loss  of  that  head  by  death, 
with  the  knowledge  that  an  income 
suddenly  cut  ofif  does  not  spell  ab- 
solute disaster.  Protection  to  busi- 
ness and  protection  to  the  home  are 
so  closel}^  involved  that  if  we  dwell 
upon  the  home  guarding  through 
life  insurance  with  added  force  we 
are  not  neglecting  the  other.  If  the 
wife  and  children  are  adequately 
protected  through  the  optimism  of 
life  insurance,  the  knowledge  of  that 
fact  gives  the  husband  and  the  fath- 
er greater  ease  of  mind  to  put  more 
constructive  work  into  business  en- 
terprise. 


American  Life  Companies  at  First  Had 
No  Capital  Stock 
When  life  insurance  was  estab- 
lished on  this  continent  the  com- 
])anies  operated  on  the  "mutual" 
plan.  Nobody  would  risk  capital 
in  such  "gambling"  ventures.  Capi- 
tal stock  was  not  necessary,  the 
loading  being  large,  commissions 
only  10  per  cent,  and  reserves  for- 
feited on  failure  to  pay  premiums 
when  due. 

Policies  were  illiberal,  as  to  travel 
and  occupation ;  and  forfeitures  by 
lapses,    neglect,    and    dissatisfaction 


were  numerous,  thus  creating  capi- 
tal in  the  form  of  surplus.  There 
was  no  little  scandal. 

A   life   company   with   no   capital 
could  not  be  established  nowadays. 


Northern    Life    Dividends   to    Policyholders 

The  first  fifteen-year  policies  are 
beginning  to  mature.  The  divi- 
dends these  represent,  together  with 
the  current  policyholders'  dividends, 
says  President  Morgan,  give  prom- 
ise of  a  total  of  more  than  $300,000 
for  1921-22.  The  14th  dividends  on 
15-year  maturing  policies,  he  says, 
will   amount   to   34.8   per  cent. 


Time  Per  Call 

How  much  time  per  call  per  agent 
could  be  saved  if  we  could  break 
down  the  ignorance  of  and  preju- 
dice against  or  public  resistance  to 
the  idea  of  life  insurance,  due  large- 
ly to  ignorant,  careless,  or  worse 
salesmanship  methods  of  the  past?

Northern    Life    Now    Has    $250,000    Capital 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Northern 
Life  Insurance  Co.  of  Seattle  has 
been  enlarged  from  $200,000  to 
$250,000,  the  enlargement  being  af- 
fected by  a  dividend  of  $50,000  in 
stock.  The  company's  field  of 
operations  has  been  extended  and 
the  additional  activities  in  the  de- 
velopment of  new  business  are  sup- 
ported by  additional  capital. 

A  substantial  increase  of  surplus 
makes  it  possible  to  return  to  stock- 
holders this  amount  of  contributed 
surplus.  From  the  policyholders' 
viewpoint  the  strength  of  the  North- 
ern Life  is  notably  enchanced  by 
the  additional  paid  up  capital  stock, 
as  the  double  liability  of  the  share- 
holders, under  the  law  of  W'ashingr- 
ton,  applies  to  the  increase  of  $50,- 
000,  and  places  behind  the  com- 
pany's policies,  in  addition  to  the 
surplus,  the  virtual  guarantee  of 
the  stockholders  to  the  amount  of 
$500,000. 


Much  of  the  success  of  the  Union 
Central  Life  was  due  to  the  energy 
and  initiative  of  the  late  President 
Clark,  who  died  from  apoplexy  re- 
cently at  age  67.  It  was  under  his 
direction  of  the  company's  affairs 
that  the  large  stock  dividends  were 
paid  stockholders.  The  ruling  of 
the  California  insurance  department 
that  this  company  and  others  must 
have    $200,000    capital    started    the 


payment  of  stock  dividends,  which 
so  far  have  amounted  to  $2,400,000. 
The  Equitable  continues  to  operate 
in  California   with  only  $100,000. 

The  Association  of  Life  Insurance 
Presidents  adopted  a  memorial  re- 
garding Jesse  Redman  Clark,  the 
late  president  of  the  Union  Central 
Life  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
association,  "whose  wise  counsel 
and  unflagging  interest  were  always 
at  command." 


The  manager  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
department  of  the  Metropolitan  Life 
and  assistant  secretary  of  the  com- 
pany, Ernest  H.  Wilkes,  in  com- 
pany with  Robt.  Lynn  Cox,  third 
vice  president,  is  visiting  the  Coast 
agencies,  after  a  visit  to  the  home 
office.

Only  Half  Left  Any  Estate 

In  the  province  of  Ontario.  Can- 
ada, some  22.000  adults  died  in  1920. 
Of  this  number  of  deceased  onlv 
about  11,500  left  anv  estate.  Of 
these,  about  5000  left  property  of 
less  tham  $1000  value,  and  some 
4.400  left  an  estate  ■  ranging  from 
$1000  to  $.5000. 

Only  629  left  an  estate  ranging 
from  $10,000  to  $25,000;  and  218 
left  an  estate  of  $25,000  to  $50,000. 
Estates  over  $50,000  number  onlv 
177. 

It  is  not  known  how  much  of  the 
estates  was  in   the  form   of  life   in- 
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surance,  nor  how  many  of  the  near 
11,000  no-cstatc  deceased  left  life 
insurance  to  named  beneficiaries. 
But  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
the  5,000  deceased  who  left  less  than 
$1,000  were  uninsured;  that  of  the 
other  22,000  estates  about  1200  in- 
cluded no  life  insurance ;  and  of  the 
near  11,000  cstateless  decedents 
we  guess  7,800  were  uninsured ; 
making  at  least  15,000,  or  nearly 
three-fourths,  carried  no  life  insur- 
ance. 

This  is  a  bad  showing.  What's 
the  matter  with  Ontario  life  insur- 
ance agents? 


Charles  Evans  Hughes  on   Life    Insurance 

Charles  Evans  Hughes  is  Secretary 
of  State  and  the  premier  of  President 
Barding's  cabinet.  Concerning  life 
insurance  he  says : 

"I  claim  to  be  an  insurance  man, 
and  I  am  the  kind  of  insurance  man 
representing  millions  who  are  largely 
dependent  upon  insurance  for  the  se- 
curity of  their  homes.  As  a  young

Part  I.  Fire  and  Marine,  busi- 
ness of  1920.  Sixty-Second  Annual 
Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  In- 
surance for  year  ending  December 
31,  1920.  Arriving  late  but  these 
are  unfavorable  days  for  speedy 
printing  and  binding. 

This  New  York  annual  by  Supt. 
Jesse  S.  Phillips  is  the  largest  re- 
port of  fire  and  marine  companies' 
transactions  and  finances.  It  is  re- 
gretablc  that  the  long  delay  is  un- 
avoidable, with  statements  of  1921 
little  more  than  four  months  away. 

Earned  premiums  of  stock  and 
mutual  fire  and  marine  companies 
in  1920,  $807,606,102;  losses  incur- 
red, $451,191,245,  or  about  56  per 
cent.  Loss  in  surplus,  $2,287,922. 
Loss  from  various  sources,  $46,- 
758,981  ;  underwriting  loss,  $1,796,- 
691. 

Foreign  marine  companies'  pre- 
miums earned,  $18,442,014.  Losses 
incurred,  $12,386,  995,  or  61.7  per 
cent.     An   underwriting  loss. 

New  York  marine  companies' 
earned  premiums,  $10,075,427;  losses 
incurred,  $5,723,423,  or  some  57  per 
cent. 

New  York  state  fire  companies 
arc  52,  a  gain  of  2.  In  the  year  the 
amount  of  insurance  in  force  in- 
creased nearly  8  billions.  Premiums 
written  increased  over  55  million. 

Surplus  is  equal  to  about  26  per 
cent  of  the  assets  and  is  nearly 
double    the   ca])ital. 


Losses  paid  jumped  from  77  mil- 
lion to  more  than   107  million. 

Com])arisons  of  other  state  and 
foreign  companies'  total  are  not 
worth  while,  17  more  companies  re- 
porting for  1920  than  for  1919. 

The  total  of  joint  fire  and  marine 
companies'  premiums  for  1920  was 
$836,172,074.  The  total  for  the 
country  is  perhaps  875  million,  in- 
cluding marine  and  automobile  busi- 
ness. This  total  is  an  average  of 
$8  per  capita  of  population. 

Adding  the  marine  companies' 
premiums,  the  total  reported  is 
$866,000,000,  and  the  grand  total  is 
over  900  million,  or  $9  per  capita. 

Adding  the  estimated  $100,000,- 
000  mutual  fire  premiums,  the  grand 
total  is  over  a  billion  dollars. 

Losses  paid  by  the  reporting 
stock  fire  companies  amounted  to 
$385,943,884;  by  the  marine  com- 
panies, $18,057,789 ;  by  fire  mutuals, 
$11,853,102,  a  total  of  $415,854,775, 
or  including  unreporting  companies, 
$450,000,000. 

This  is  more  than  $4  insurance 
fire  and  marine  losses  paid  per  cap- 
ita. 

The  total  of  joint  stock  fire  and 
fire-marine  companies'  premiums  in 
1919  was  $673,604,255.  The  gain 
in  1920  was  $162,567,819,  or  24  per 
cent. 

Much  of  this  enormous  gain  was 
of  course  due  to  increased  values 
of  insured  property.

Unjust   Settlement   by  Health   and   Accident 
and    Casualty    Companies 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  In- 
surance Commissioners'  Conven- 
tion, Insurance  Commissioner  Lund- 
quist  of  Minnesota,  who  is  "unalter- 
ably opposed  to  state  insurance," 
said: 

From  the  experience  of  the  Min- 
nestoa  Insurance  Department,  and 
from  what  information  I  have  re- 
ceived through  the  courtesy  of  many 
of  you  gentlemen  who  are  here  pre- 
sent, I  am  willing  to  assert  that  in 
no  other  branch  of  insurance  today 
would  the  methods  of  adjustment 
be  tolerated  that  are  commonly  prac- 
ticed in  the  health  and  accident  bus- 
iness. 

I  could,  if  I  chose,  give  you  at 
length  from  my  own  experience  the 
history  of  cases  in  which  the  moral 
injustice  to  the  insured  was  so  great 
as  to  provoke  sympthy  and  also  bit- 
ter resentment,  and  yet  the  insur- 
ance department  was  helpless  un- 
der  our   laws    to    efifect   settlement. 

We  all  realize  that  but  a  fraction 
of  the  cases  in  which  the  policy- 
holder has  suffered  real  injustice  are 
ever  brought  to  our  attention.  If 
we  have  dealt  with  hundreds,  it  is 
safe  to  sa)^  that  there  are  thousands 
of  which  we  never  hear. 

I  feel  that  the  time  has  come  for 
this  organization  not  only  to  again 
record  its  sentiment  in  respect  to 
these  abuses,  but  to  enter  actively 
upon  a  campaign  to  remedy  such 
practices. 


From  the  letters  which  I  have  re- 
ceived bearing  upon  this  subject,  I 
am  convinced  that  the  commission- 
ers here  present  believe  that  a  rem- 
edy for  these  conditions  must  be 
found  so  as  to  protect  the  reputable 
insurance  business  from  ultimate 
destruction. 

So  large  a  portion  of  the  public 
has  suffered  from  abuses  of  the 
character  which  I  have  outlined  that 
it  has  had  material  effect  upon  the 
conservative  insurance  business. 
When  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
public  is  dissatisfied  with  the  treat- 
ment and  service  which  have  been 
rendered,  it  unfortunately  vents  its 
discontent  in  the  condemnation  of 
all  the  interests  which  it  believes, 
rightly  or  wrongly,  to  be  allied. 

I  believe  that  much  of  the  ad- 
verse legislation  which  the  insur- 
ance companies  of  all  classes  have 
been  called  to  oppose  during  recent 
years  can  be  more  or  less  directly 
traced  to  sharp  dealing — the  "trick 
clauses"  and  claim-scaling  policy  of 
the  companies  writing  health  and 
accident  business. 


At  the  recent  meeting  of  health 
and  accident  underwriters,  E.  J. 
Faulkner  insisted  that  "we  should 
have  a  closed  season  for  new  poli- 
cies for  five  years."  W.  W.  Dark 
urged  a  statistical  foundation  for 
health  and  accident  insurance.  The 
non-cancellable  policy,  one  speaker 
said,  is  legitimate  only  in  the  total 
permanent  disability  clause  of  the 
life  insurance  policy.  This  con- 
tract gives  a  competitive  advantage 
to   companies    writing   it,    said    Mr. 
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Dark,  and  causes  restlessness  among 
exclusively  health  and  accident  com- 
panies. Mr.  Curtis  finds  that  poli- 
cies written  by  members  of  the  con- 
ference have  premium  rates  on  what 
is  really  one  class  of  business  which 
vary  up  to  100  per  cent  above  the 
lowest    rate.

Lion    Bonding    Co.    President    Indicted 

The  grand  jury  at  .Omaha,  Neb., 
indicted  E.  R.  Guerney,  former 
president  of  the  Lion  Bonding  Co., 
on  six  counts.  He  is  charged  with 
embezzling  $300,000  from  this 
meteoric  company,  which  went  into 
a  receivership  several  months  ago, 
after  vainly  trying  to  reinsure. 


The  other  day  in  California  a 
foreigner  who  could  not  read  Eng- 
lish received  a  small  check  in  re- 
sponse to  his  claim  for  accidental 
injuries.  He  endorsed  the  check, 
which  he  supposed  was  payment  for 
a  week  or  two ;  later  he  found  it 
was  a  receipt  for  the  claim  in  full. 
All  his  friends  have  refused  to  re- 
new insurance  with  the  company ; 
but  they  do  not  favor  state  com- 
pensation, for  the  bureau  has  never 
paid  a  cent  of  the  claim  nor  written 
any   answer. 


An  Italian  workman  in  California 
suffered  a  disabling  accident.  He 
was  insured  in  a  stock  company  and 
in  the  state  industrial  accident  fund.

Increasing  Frills  and  Accidents 

All  the  frills  attached  to  the 
original  accident  policy  have  their 
genesis  in  the  false  idea  of  gain 
through  outstripping  competitors. 
Possibly  the  most  expensive  frill 
is  the  'accumulation'  which  has  de- 
generated into  a  substantial  cut  in 
the  cost  of  death  indemnity  as  well 
as  weekly  indemnity.  A  fair  profit 
on  $5000  accidental  death  insurance 
and  $25  weekly  indemnity  has  been 
eliminated  through  an  increase  of 
50  per  cent  in  benefits  without  any 
increase  in  premium. 


With  a  520  per  cent  increase  in 
automobile  and  motorcycle  accidents 
during  the  past  ten  years ;  with  fatal 
accident  increase  of  136  per  cent  and 
non-fatal  47  per  cent,  a  grand  total 
in  that  period  of  50  per  cent  in  an 
orderly  town  like  Chicago,  where 
every  citizen  is  looking  after  the 
strangers  and  the  strong-armed  the 
weak,  what  may  we  expect  in  What 
Cheer,  Iowa,  and  other  rural  sea- 
ports? Add  to  this  condition  health 
insurance,  time-tried  and  well 
proven  breeder  of  mollycoddleism  or 
malignering,  as  some  put  it,  and  we 
just  then  open  our  eyes  to  the  rea- 
son for  the  disappearance  of  a  por- 
tion at  least  of  the  $1,200,000  lost 
by  seventy-nine  companies  in  the 
past   ten  years. — A.   E.   Forrest.

Mutual  Assessments 

Mutual  fire  and  casualty  insur- 
ance companies  of  Massachusetts 
are  now^  endeavoring  to  secure 
changes  in  laws  of  that  state  under 
which  the  right  of  assessment  can 
be  eliminated  from  policies  after 
mutuals  have  reached  a  certain  size 
and  have  accumulated  a  surplus 
equivalent  to  the  capital  and  surplus 
required  of  stock  companies.  The 
mutual  interests  of  the  state  are 
strongly  in  favor  of  such  a  change 
and  in  their  efiforts  have  the  aid 
and  comfort  of  former  Insurance 
Commissioner  Frank  H.  Hardison, 
who  is  now  associated  with  a  mu- 
tual company.  They  maintain  that 
the  assessment  feature  was  origin- 
ally incorporated  for  the  protection 
of  policyholders,  but  that  now  the 
mutuals  have  attained  such  a  size 
that  it  is  no  longer  necessary — In- 
surance World. 


Mutuals 

Grain  dealers  are  said  to  be  par- 
tial to  mutual  fire  insurance,  just 
as  some  fire  insurance  men  are  par- 
tial to  fraternal  life  insurance.  Now 
the  United  States  Grain  Grower,  an 
association  of  farmers,  propose  to 
eliminate  the  grain  dealers  and  mar- 
ket  all    grain   on   the    mutual    plan. 


What  is  sauce  for  the  goose  is  sauce 
for  the  gander.  Possibly  the  grain 
growers  will  insure  their  own  grain 
from  farm  to  buyer.  In  North 
Dakota  the  organized  farmers  are 
pledged  to  sell  only  to  the  U.  S. 
Grain  Growers,  which  is  a  new 
branch  of  the  Farm  Federation. 


Some    Record    of    Quick    Payment 

Three  and  half  days  after  the  fire 
near  Richland,  Wash.,  on  Grosscup 
ranch,  the  insured  was  handed  a 
bank  check  for  $13,000,  the  full  face 
of  policies  covering  garage,  two 
tractors,  two  passenger  cars,  and 
the  tools  and  farming  implements 
of  a  big  ranch.  The  loss,  total,  was 
started  by  defective  wiring  on  one 
of  the  cars,  it  is  believed.  The  lo- 
cal agency  of  Trenbath  &  Gascoigne 
of    Kennewick. 


Golden   Jubilee  Meeting

Mrs.    O'Leary's    Cow 

Ever  since  October  9,  1871,  it  has 
been  asserted  that  Mrs.  O'Leary's 
cow  was  responsible  for  the  fire 
which  destroyed  much  of  Chicago 
and  $180,000,000.  Chicago  then  had 
less  population  than  Cincinnati. 


Iconoclasts  from  time  to  time  de- 
nied the  truth  of  the  story  of  men 
in  Shantyville  wanting  to  make  a 
milk  punch  who  went  out  to  the 
cow-shed  at  midnight  and  tried  to 
milk  her  by  the  light  of  an  oil  lamp 
on  the  floor.  Bossie  resented  the 
rude  awakening  from  sleep  and 
kicked  over  the  lamp  and  killed  a 
number  of  American  and  foreign  in- 
surance companies.  Even  Mrs. 
O'Leary  said  she  had  no  party  at 
her  home  that  night. 

But  the  story  was  vouched  for  by 
researchers.  Now  comes  the  story 
that  the  weather  was  cold  and  Mrs. 
Jiggs  refused  to  admit  her  husbiuid 
and  his  friends,  who  had  been  drink- 


ing too  much.  They  then  crawled 
into  Mrs.  O'Leary's  hay  mow,  and 
kept  on  smoking  their  pipes. 

Anyway  it  was  a  good  fire  for 
Chicago  and  burned  up  miles  of  old 
wooden  buildings  and  many  out-of- 
date  hotels  and   store  buildings. 


Shall    Adjusters    Be    Licensed? 

In  several  states  all  insurance  ad- 
justers are  required  to  take  out  a 
license  with  the  insurance  depart- 
ment. The  fee  is  small.  It  is  re- 
quired of  the  applicant  that  he  have 
experience  and  a  good  character. 

We  have  asked  adjusters  if  they 
object  to  a  license  law  and  they 
say  no.  Such  a  law  should  protect 
the  companies  and  claimants  from 
men  unfit  for  the  work  of  ascer- 
taining and  reporting  the  actual 
losses  by  fire  and  water  damage. 


Do  Commissions  Affect  Fire  Losses? 

There  is  renewed  talk  of  flat  aiKl 
contingent  commissions  as  a  com- 
pensation method  which  will  reduce 
insurance  losses.  Optimists  favor 
the  plan.  They  seem  of  the  belief 
that  local  agents  are  good  under- 
writers and  if  sharing  the  profits 
on  the  agency  business  will  reject 
the  risks  that  probably  will  burn. 
What   does    the   reader   think? 

Supposing  the  plan  adopted  by 
all  companies  and  an  agent  repre- 
senting two  or  three  companies  has 
a  considerable  loss  on  the  business 
of  one  company.  Will  he  renew 
business  in  that  company  knowing 
he  will  receive  no  contingent  com- 
mission   from    it    during    the    year? 


In  Its  Fifty- first  Year 
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Will  he  not  give  that  company  any 
and  all  bad  business  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year? 

If  the  moral  hazard  is  all  right 
is  it  not  the  duty  of  underwriters  to 
fix  a  proper  rate  on  the  physical 
hazard  and  write  it?  and  equally 
the  duty  of  both  agents  and  com- 
panies to  reject  every  risk  of  which 
the   moral   hazard   is   bad? 

The  chief  causes  of  fires  in  this 
country  are  poor  construction,  busi- 
ness depression,  hot  climate,  and 
overinsurancc.  We  have  more 
wooden  buildings  than  any  other 
country,  and  also  more  sunshine  and 
heat  per  square  mile  than  any  Euro- 
pean country. 

Contingent  commissions  will 
never  reduce  fire  losses ;  general 
uuderinsurance  might. 

Items. — Bunches  of  hay  from 
burning  barn,  near  White  BluiTs, 
\\'ash.,  carried  a  hundred  feet  by 
wind.  T.  M.  Brown  had  just  placed 
insurance  covering  half  his  loss. 
The  Granite  Falls  Post,  \\'n., 
speaks  of  "Mr.  Anderson,  American 
P^ire  Ins.  inspector.  At  Everett, 
Wn.,  the  school  board  listened  to  a 
fiery  altercation  between  local 
agents  and  a  representative  of  the 
Northwestern  Mutual.  The  agents 
urged  the  board  to  replace  part  of 
the  school  insurance  with  them, 
they  being  citizens  and  tax-payers. 
Fire  Capt.  Cowley  of  Seattle  says 
Everett  is  in  danger  of  conflagra- 
tions along  its  waterfront.  Larger 
mains  should  be  installed.  An  ad- 
ditional pumper  is  needed.  The 
Everett    pumping   engines    have    to 


draft  too  high  even  at  low  tide. 


Illinois  Automobile  Exchange 

Seven  states'  insurance  depart- 
ments examined  this  reciprocal  and 
found  only  $21,363  surplus,  after  in- 
cluding among  the  assets  $30,000 
on  deposit  with  the  Iowa  depart- 
ment. 

The  examiners  report  that  this 
$30,000  (bonds)  belongs  to  the  at- 
torney in  fact  and  is  held  under 
agreement  with  the  owner.  With- 
out this  released  sum  there  would 
be  no  surplus. 

Losses  unpaid,  adjusted  and  un- 
adjusted, amount  to  $175,618;  and 
unearned  premiums  amount  to  $106,- 
518.     Assets  $356,265. 

"There  is  a  disposition  to  scale 
down,  compromise  or  deny  liabil- 
ity," in  some  cases,  "and  to  contest 
claims  even  in  cases  where  the  lia- 
bility and  damage  is,  in  our  opinion, 
determined  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt,"   concludes   the  joint   report.

The  Fireman's  Fund  insures  new- 
cars  up  to  90  per  cent  of  latest  list 
price,  and  second-hand  cars  the  limit 
is  80  per  cent. 

Two  New  York  mutuals  writing 
automobile  business  onl}^  have  been 
taken  over  by  the  state  insurance 
department  and  will  be  liquidated. 
The  insolvents  are  the  U.  S.  Mutual 
Automobile  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  and 
the  U.  S.  Mutual  Automobile  Cas- 
ualty Co. 

The  California  highways  continue 
to  show  signs  of  early  decay.  The 
new  roads  are  built  as  the  old  were, 
too  light  and  with  flat  curves ;  hence 
accidents  or  overturns  at  curves. 

The  Home  of  New  York  limits 
amount  written  on  new  models  to 
80  per  cent  of  selling  price,  and  on 
second-hand  cars  the  limit  is  75  per 
cent  of  the  price.

If  the  companies,  would  not  try 
to  keep  the  cost  of  adjustments  so 
low,  and  would  pay  their  adjusters 
adequate  salaries,  part  of  your  evils, 
and  a  large  part  of  them,  to  my 
mind,  would  be  cured.  Wherever 
you  find  a  crooked  adjuster  for  the 
assured,  you  are  sure  to  find  a 
crooked  adjuster  for  the  company, 
for  it  always  takes  someone  else 
beside  the  public  adjuster  to  put 
across  a  questionable  claim. 

It  seems  to  me  that  both  the 
State  departments  and  the  compan- 
ies must  pay  more  attention  to  loss- 
es and  not  criticise  or  be  criticised 
for  the  expenses  which  are  incurred 
by  the  adjustment  bureaus. — Ins. 
Com.    McMurray,   Indiana. 

Subject  the  public  adjuster  to  a 
thorough  oral  and  written  examina- 
tion. You  may  ask  me  what  the 
extent  of  it  should  be?  Well,  is  there 
any  limit  to  that  which  a  public 
adjuster  claims  he  knows?  Isn't  he 
going  to  prove  to  the  companies 
that  $8,000  of  stuff  which  he  never 
saw  before  the  fire,  and  couldn't 
find  after  the  fire,  is  worth  every 
cent  the  insured  cannot  prove  he 
paid  for  it?  Send  for  loss  depart- 
ment men  from  five  home  offices, 
and*  ask  them  to  give  you  proofs  of 
loss  submitted  by  public  adjusters, 
and  ask  them  to  send  you  only  those 
which  are  irregular.  Assemble 
your  common  sense  and  your  nerve, 
then  ask  the  adjuster  how,  when 
and  where  he  adjusted  such-and- 
such  a  loss.  Take  him  over  item 
bv  item.  Within  fifteen  minutes 
you'll    ha\c   him   backsliding,   dodg- 
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ing,  "trimming"  and  trying  to  "pin" 
his  own  evasions  on  his  clerks  or 
the  insured. — Ins.  Com.  Donaldson, 
Pennsylvania.

Keep    Your   Eye    on   the   Ball 

This  is  the  principal  advice  given 
golf-beginners  by  the  teaching 
"pro."

You  said  the 
wrong  thing  or  failed  to  say  the 
right  thing  at  the  right  time.  The 
seller  wanders  if  he  talks  too  much. 
He  takes  his  eye  off  the  ball  when 
he  says  a  mean  thing  about  a  com- 
petitor. He  does  not  "follow 
through"  when  he  fails  to  "strike 
when  the  iron  is  hot." 


No    Business    Too    Small 

Many  agents  make  a  mistake  in 
thinking  that  arguments  for  busi- 
ness and  partnership  insurance  will 
only  interest  or  can  be  applied  to 
the  "big  business  man."  There 
isn't    a    corner    grocery    or    even    a 
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paper-stand  with  only  the  smallest 
capital  which  doesn't  need  some 
business  protection  in  life  insurance. 
Another  suggestion,  in  this  connect- 
ion, is  that  if  there  are  two  or  more 
interested  in  a  business,  it  is  advis- 
able to  try  first  to  win  over  one  of 
the  firm,  rather  than  both  or  all  at 
once.  When  one  is  convinced  of  the 
virtue  of  the  plan,  this  member,  con- 
sciously or  not,  will  influence  the 
other.  His  conversion  will  be  the 
agent's  greatest  aid  to  success.  It 
is  our  experience  that  in  medium 
sized  o-r  small  concerns,  especially 
retail  stores,  frequently  more  than 
one  of  the  same  family  are  active 
in  the  business — usually  two  broth- 
ers or  a  father  and  son. — John  S.

It 
means  that  you  would  be  interested 
in  a  viewpoint  which  has  to  do 
with  the  best  means  of  administer- 
ing a  fund  of  that  size,  a  viewpoint 
endorsed  by  the  best  life  insurance 
opinion  everywhere,  a  viewpoint 
which  we  shall  be  most  happy  to 
present  for  your  consideration  al- 
together apart  from  the  possibility 
of  new  insurance." — J.  W.  Marsh  at 
Vancouver  Meeting.

Marine     Insurance — New     South     Wales 
Insurance    Institutte 

Owing  to  its  antiquity  and  the 
fact  that  marine  insurance  is  the 
parent  tree  from  which  other 
branches  of  insurance  are  but  the 
ofifshoots,  there,  possibly,  are  more 
legal  decisions  on  points  raised  in 
that  branch,  and  more  has  been 
written  in  connection  with  it,  than 
all  other  branches  combined. 

Fike  the  others,  the  marine  branch 
is  continually  confronted  with  new 
problems.  When  one  difficulty  has 
been  overcome  another  crops  up. 
and  so  it  goes  on  ;  and,  having  re- 
gard to  the  changes  in  methods  of 
transport  and  trade,  so  it  must  con- 
tinue— new  rules  for  new  methods. 


During  the  past  few  years,  I 
think  the  toughest  problem  tackled 
by  the  marine  fraternity  has  been 
that  of  loss  by  theft,  pilferage  and 
non-delivery,  and,  curiously  enough, 
these  risks  do  not  come  within  the 
strict  province  of  marine  insurance 
at  all,  as  they  cannot  be  regarded 
as  in  any  way  allied  to  a  "Peril  of 
the  Sea,"  and,  to  my  mind,  appear 
to  be  more  nearly  related  to  the 
Burglary  department  of  Accident 
insurance.  The  fact  that  the  losses 
occur  during  transit  has  brought 
them  within  the  scope  of  a  mar- 
ine policy,  and  I  would  not  be  sur- 
prised to  learn  that  the  marine  un- 
derwriter is  very  sorry  that  he  ever 
assepted  liability  for  losses  so  caused 
An  endeavor  to  throw  some  of  the 
responsibility  on  the  assured  and  to 
involve  him  in  the  loss,  by  restrict- 
ing the  liability  of  the  underwriter 
to  75  per  cent  of  the  insured  value 
has  been  very  easily  defeated  by 
a  condition  which  is  peculiar  to  mar- 
ine insurance,  inasmuch  as  the  as- 
sured is  permitted  to  fix  his  value 
for  loss  purposes  in  his  policy.  This 
condition  enables  him  to  insure  for 
such  an  amount  as  will  reimburse 
him  his  whole  loss  although  col- 
lecting only  75  per  cent  of  the  in- 
sured value. 

Another  matter  which  is  at  pre- 
sent seriously  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  our  marine  friends  it  that 
of  hull  insurance.  The  cost  of  re- 
pairs to-day  is  so  high  that  the  bill 
for  repairing  a  damage  can  easily 
convert  into  a  total  loss  what  would, 
in  normal  times,  prove  to  be  but  a 
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moderate  partial  loss.  A  vessel 
which  has  cost  £40  per  ton  to  build 
may  realize  only  £20  per  ton,  and 
underwriters  have  been  endeavor- 
ing to  arrive  at  an  equitable  solu- 
tion by  having  two  valuations  in  the 
policy,  one  for  total,  and  the  other 
for  average,  loss.  A  position  can, 
and  does  frequently,  arise  where, 
owing  to  the  high  cost  of  repairs, 
an  unimportant  damage  to  a  hull 
amounts  to  a  larger  sum  than  the 
value  of  the  vessel.  One  would  ex- 
pect under  these  circumstances,  and 
having  regard  to  the  very  low  pro- 
fit ration  normally  obtainable  on 
hull  business,  that  the  rates  of  hull 
premiums  would  have  risen  in  sym- 
pathy. But  the  hull  underwriter  is 
patiently  waiting  for  the  business 
to  return  to  normal  and  in  the 
meantime  is  hoping  to  pull  through 
without  loss. 

Perhaps,  I  may  here  be  permitted 
to  refer  again  to  Accident  Insurance 
by  pointing  out  that,  owing  mainly 
to  the  heavy  increase  of  the  cost  of 
repairs,  the  rates  for  comprehensive 
Motor  Car  Insurance  in  the  United 
Kingdom  during  the  year  1920  was 
twice  raised,  first  in  January  by  20 
per  cent  and  again  in  March  by  30 
per  cent — an  increase  of  SO  per  cent 
all  told — and  that  in  the  face  of  ex- 
tremely strong  non-tariff  competi- 
tion.— From  an  address  by  Presi- 
dent F.  W.  Walton. 

Marine. — The  Policy-Holder  of 
Manchester,  England,  prints  Sept- 
ember 21  a  very  valuable  table  of 
British  marine  offices  results.  Total 
premiums   1919,    £25,585,432;   1920, 


£34,076,598.  Claims  paid,  1920, 
£26,020,32-1,  or  nearly  77  per  cent. 
Many  offices  report  an  increased 
percentage  of  losses  over  1919.  Six 
had  losses  in  excess  of  premiums. 
Expenses  averaged  less  than  10  per 
cent.  The  companies  operated  on 
an  average  surplus  equal  to  10  per 
cent  of  the  assets.  Our  contem- 
porary prints  the  figures  of  twenty 
British  companies  newly  engaged 
in  marine  writing. 

The  Century's  marine  loss  ratio 
was  102  per  cent;  the  Sea's,  105; 
the  West  of  Scotland's,  257.

Crimes  last  year  cost  about  $100,- 
000,000,  according  to  William  B. 
Joyce  of  the  National  Surety,  who 
has  statistics  furnished  by  thirty 
fidelity  and  burglary  companies. 
Many  men,  who  would  not  burg- 
larize or  embezzle  for  funds,  he 
thinks,  have  burglarized  and  stolen 
liquor.  Claims  for  liquor  thefts  are 
astonishingly  numerous. 


The  thirty  companies  report  for 
1920  nearly  five  times  the  embezzle- 
ment losses  as  were  incurred  in 
1910;  and  in  the  same  time  burg- 
lary losses  have  increased  twelve 
times.  This  year  shows  no  improve- 
ment. 

Twelve  causes  are  assigned  for 
the  increase  of  crime,  among  them 
being  lessening  respect  for  law 
which  always  follows  war,  issue  of 
billions  of  new  securities,  reports 
of  great  profits  made  out  of  war 
needs,  extravagant  living  standards 
due  to  high  wartime  wages.

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AUTOMOBILE  STAGE-RIDING 
DANGEROUS 

Today's  paper  gives  particulars 
of  an  automobile  stage  accident, 
whereby  one  man  was  killed  and 
several  passengers  were  thrown  out 
and  severely  injured.  The  accident 
occurred  at  the  turn  of  the  road 
where  it  crossed  the  rails  of  a  steam 
railway.  The  speeding  stage  over- 
turned on  the  tracks.  Fortunately 
no  train  was  due  at  that  time,  and 
the  stunned  and  bruised  were  car- 
ried to  safety  and  the  wreckage  re- 
moved. 

The  press  accounts  of  similar 
stage  accidents  are  numerous,  as 
readers  know.  The  speed  limit  is 
violated ;  careless  pedestrians  and 
the  preceding  autoists  compel  the 
stage  drivers  to  make  quick  de- 
tours, and  disastrous  collisions  oc- 
cur or  the  stage  overturns  with  fa- 
tal results. 

Some  of  these  auto  stages  are  run 
faster  than  local  trains  on  safer 
roads  with  no  skidding  dangers.  It 
is  still  more  dangerous  to  ride  on 
these  stages  at  night  and  after  a 
rain.

RIOT  AND   CIVIL   COMMOTION 

The  state  of  war  in  the  oil  re- 
gions around  Bakersfield,  Cal.,  con- 
tinues. The  strikers  are  j)atrolling 
the  district,  armed  and  threatening. 
Five  armed  strikers  detained  five 
deputy  sheriffs  at  the  entrance  to 
one  field.  The  offenders  are  now 
under  arrest.  Loyal  employees  are 
beaten  by  the  strikers.  Two  work- 
men were  kidnapped  and  carried 
twenty-five  miles  before  rescued. 
At  Fresno  the  Associated  Oil  plant 
two  employees  were  clubbed  with 
rifles  and  taken  away  as  prisoners. 
The  operators  oflfer  a  reward  of 
$5000  for  the  kidnaping  of  the  two 
men  at  the  Coalinga  storehouse. 
The  less  the  hope  of  success,  the 
more  lawless  and  cruel  the  warring 
strikers  become.  The  Associated 
Oil  properties  at  Avon,  near  Mar- 
tinez, were  set  on  fire  twice.  Type- 
written letters  were  received  by 
loyal  employees  of  this  company 
warning  them  to  leave  the  premises 
at  once.

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AMERICAN    RAILWAYS    UNFAIRLY 
TREATED 

The  greatest  agent  of  national 
welfare  is  the  railroad,  and  the  in- 
vestor in  railroad  securities  de- 
serves special  consideration.  He 
does  not  receive  it. 

Government  has  handicapped  the 
railroads  in  various  ways.  It  im- 
poses high  taxes  always.  It  has 
burdened  the  roads  with  the  highest 
wages  in  the  world.  It  has  built 
state  highways  on  which  auto  trucks 
and  stages  and  passenger  autocars 
compete  with  the  railways  for 
freight  and  passenger  travel. 

The  railway  companies  help  to 
pay  for  the  highways  and  for  their 
maintenance ;  but  the  auto-owners 
pay  nothing  for  the  railroads  and 
their   maintenance. 

Railway  labor  unions  are  en- 
couraged but  railway  owners'  unions 
are  prohibited. 

In  some  states  there  are  heavy 
increases  in  corporation  taxes  but 
railway  corporations  are  not  per- 
mitted to  increase  rates  except  by 
special    authority. 

Whatever  hurts  the  railways  and 
discourages  investments  in  their 
securities  hurts  everybody. 

The  bondholders  are  the  real 
owners  of  the  railroads ;  the  stock- 
holders are  the  directors;  and  the 
bondholders  are  the  people. 

If  the  railway  companies  do  not 
thrive,  then  all  business  is  de- 
pressed.

with  federal  money  needed  any- 
where, establish  a  rural  free  delivery 
and  ask  Uncle  Sam  for  money.  He 
will  increase  federal  taxes  on  cor- 
porations and  they  will  collect  it 
from  the  people. 

Average  fire  damage  in  the  Nat- 
ional forests  in  California  is  $100,- 
000  a  year.  The  cost  of  fire  detect- 
ion and  suppression,  including  air- 
plane patrols,  is  $92,000.  You  may 
lease  a  permanent  camp  site  at  an 
annual  rent  as  low  as  $10  and  can 
improve  it  to  suit  your  taste. 

Bond  Tax  Exemption.  —  Farm 
Mortgage  Bankers  convened  in  Des 
Moines  last  month.  Tax  exemption 
bonds  were  opposed.  A  constitu- 
tional amendment  prohibiting  such 
exemption,  as  proposed  by  Ex-Sec. 
McAdoo,  was  favored.  A  good  vote 
catcher,  but  such  prohibition  would 
increase  bond  interest  rates  and 
make  it  difficult  for  governments  to 
borrow.

Signatures  to  quit 
claim  deeds  were  forgeries  ;  notaries 
were  fictitious  persons ;  official  seals 
made  to  order.  Borrowed  $1200  on 
the  farm,  to  build  a  home,  giving  a 
first  mortgage;  then  disappeared. 
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Forests  in  California 

The  National  Forest  Reserves  of 
California  contain  resources  that 
conservatively  estimated  are  worth 
$300,000,000  to  the  people  of  the 
state.  The  acreage  is  19,000,000. 
These  resources  are  not  locked  up. 
The  timber,  water,  pasture,  and  re- 
creational facilities,  are  all  for  the 
use  of  the  people,  and  the  mineral 
riches  are  open  to  development  just 
as  they  are  on  unreserved  public 
lands.  In  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1920,  740,000  head  of  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs,  horses  and  goats  were 
pastured  on  the  Forest  Reserve 
ranges.

Passenger  Train  Speed 

When  running  at  maximum  permis- 
sible speed  a  passenger  train  approach- 
es a  crossing  at  the  rate  of  73.3  feet 
per  second  and  occupies  a  crossing 
only  about  seven  seconds.  Moving  at 
this  speed,  if  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away 
it  is  also  only  18  seconds  away.  In 
other  words,  in  18  seconds  it  will  be 
at  the  crossing,  so  that  when  the  train 
is  seen  at  this  distance,  or  when  the 
gates  are  lowered,  flagman  displaying 
disc  or  wig-wag  or  bell  sounding 
gongs,  it  means  that  in  a  very  few  sec- 
onds a  train  will  occupy  the   crossing. 

An  ordinary  passenger  train  run- 
ning at  the  permissible  speed  of  fifty 
miles  per  hour  requires  about  1,200 
feet  stopping  distance.  An  automo- 
bile running  at  this  speed  requires 
about  230  feet,  provided  the  brakes 
are  in  good  order  and  properly  equat- 
ed to  the  weight  of  the  machine. ^ — S.

INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 

Life. — Medical  Examiner's  Misrep- 
resentation 
False  representations  made  by 
medical  examiner  in  application 
with  knowledge  of  insured  invali- 
dated the  policy. — Hazel  Layton  v. 
N.  Y.  Life,  on  appeal  by  defendant 
in  District  Court  of  Appeal,  San 
Francisco. 


Life. — Insured  Must  Examine 
Policy 

It  is  the  duty  of  insured  to  ex- 
amine policy  within  a  reasonable 
time.  Failure  to  do  so  constitutes 
acceptance,  precluding  denial  of  lia- 
bility for  premium. — 230  S.  W.  9. 


Life. — No  Vested  Interest  with  Ben- 
eficiary Changeable  by  Insured 
Where  insured   may  at  any  time 

change  beneficiary,  even  against  her 

will,  the  beneficiary  has  no  vested 

interest.— 271  F.  258. 


Accident. — Sunstroke    May    Be    an 
Accident. 

j       Sunstroke  is  an  accident  when  suf- 
]  fered  under  conditions  of  which  the 
insured  was  ignorant ;  but  if  incur- 
red through  folly  or  neglect  or  cir- 
cumstances known  to  be  conducive 


to  sunstroke,  then  it  is  a  disease. 
Affirming  verdict  of  jury  in  lower 
court — Richard  v.  Standard,  Utah 
S.  C. 


F  i  r  e. — Arbitration  —  Appraisal  — 
Liability. 

An  agreement  to  arbitrate  is  a 
contract  to  substitute  a  body  other 
than  the  courts  to  determine  the 
rights  of  the  parties.  An  "agreement 
for  appraisal"  does  not  require  the 
substitution  of  the  judgment  of  the 
appraisers  for  that  of  the  courts,  but 
leaves  open  the  question  of  ultimate 
liability.  Where  arbitration  is  had, 
the  original  cause  of  action  .  is 
merged  in  the  award  and  judgment 
may  be  entered  on  it.  No  new  cause 
of  action  is  created  in  case  of  an  ap- 
praisal, and  the  liability  of  the  par- 
ties on  the  contract  is  still  open.  The 
■  provision  in  the  policy  that  the 
amount  of  loss  in  case  of  dispute 
should  be  ascertained  by  appraisers, 
did  not  call  for  an  arbitration.  Judg- 
ment reversed. — D.  et  al.  v.  Caledo- 
nia, 226  S.  W.  846. 

Fire. — Furnishing  Certificate — 

Failure 

Where  insurer  requires  furnishing 
of  certificate,  as  provided  in  policy, 
the  certificate  must  be  furnished  be- 
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fore  a  suit  on  the  policy  can  he 
maintained.  The  fact  that  failure  to 
furnish  certificate  is  caused  solely  by 
refusal  of  magistrate  to  give  it,  will 
not  excuse  non-compliance  unless 
refusal  of  magistrate  is  due  to  some 
act  of  insurer.  The  letter  of  de- 
fendant's adjuster  ofifering  to  submit 
any  compromise  ofifer  made  by  plain- 
tiff to  defendant  company,  did  not 
constitute  a  waiver  of  plaintiiT's 
failure  to  furnish  the  required  cer- 
tificate of  the  magistrate.  Judgment 
affirmed.  —  Thornton  v.  Germania 
Fire,  107  S.  E.  279. 


Fire — Reinsurer  Cannot  Sue  Insured 

An  interesting  and  novel  case  in 
the  field  of  fire  insurance  was  re- 
cently tried  by  the  appellate  divi- 
sion in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  action  was  brought  by  a  rein- 
suring company  against  the  insured 
and  the  court  held  that,  instead  of 
taking  recourse  to  equity,  the  rein- 
suring company  should  allow  mat- 
ters to  be  litigated  between  the 
original  insuring  company  and  the 
insured.  This  supplements  previous 
decisions  to  the  efifect  that  the  in- 
sured may  not  sue  the  reinsuring 
company.  It  now  appears  that  the 
reinsuring  company  may  not  sue 
the  insured. — Hine's  Bulletin. 


Automobile. — Owner  Not  Liable 

Mere  permission  of  owner  to  oth- 
ers in  his  family  to  use  his  motor 
car  does  not  establish  an  agency ;  he 
is  not  liable  for  the  negligence  of 
any  member  of  his  family  in  the  use 
of  his  car.— 232  S.  W'.  934  Ark. 


Fire. — Purchasing  Mortgagee  Ex- 
tinguishes Interest 
Mortgagee  of  premises  who  buys 
same  and  property  burns  cannot  re- 
cover insurance  as  mortgagee,  such 
insurance  having  been  extinguished 
by  the  purchase. — Illinois  A.  C. 


Life. — No  Insurable  Interest  in 

Step-son 

Insurer  was  not  aware  that  the 
insured  was  a  step-son.  Beneficiary 
has  no  insurable  interest  in  a  step- 
son unless  he  is  a  creditor.  Defend- 
ant beneficiary  is  estopped  to  set  up 
his  own  fraud. — 113  A.  447,  Penn. 


Aiircraft.  —  Parcel  Covered  From 
Door  to  Door  —  Lloyd's  Marine 
Policy 

Lloyd's  of  London  are  being 
sued  by  a  British  merchant  for  loss 
on  a  parcel  of  goods  sent  to  Milan 
three  years  ago.  Marine  policy 
covered  from  door  to  door.  Goods 
did  not  arrive.  Policy  said  "by  the 
good  ship  Parcel  Post."  Lloyd's  de- 
nied liability,  there  being  nothing 
to  show  that  the  goods  were  lost 
by  a  peril  insured  against,  though 
the  policy  insured  also  against  "all 
other  perils,  losses  and  misfor- 
tunes," 

Mayor's  and  City  of  London  ruled 
that  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
show  how  the  goods  had  been  lost. 
But  were  probably  lost  by  theft  in 
Italy.  Judgment  for  plaintiff  mer- 
chant,  with  costs.

It  regulates  keeping,  handling  and 
transporting  of  inflammable  mater- 
ials and  rubbish,  explosives,  dry 
cleaning,  garages,  storage  inflam- 
mable liquids,  films,  pyroxylin  plas- 
tics, etc.,  and  regulations  pertaining 
thereto.

Oregon  Laws 

Insurance  Laws  of  state  of  Ore- 
gon, 1921.  Compiled  by  A.  C.  Bar- 
ber, Insurance  Commissioner:  151 
pages,  bound  in  heavy  paper.  An 
excellent  digest. 

Among  the  Oregon  laws  we  note: 

Defamation;  of  any  kind  of  ad- 
mitted insurance  company  or  as- 
sociation is  prohibited  on  penalty 
of  $100  fine. 

Reciprocal   laws  are  in  force. 

Adjuster  must  pay  an  annual  lic- 
ense of  $25,  and  must  have  a  sepa- 
rate license  for  each  adjustment  of 
a  loss  for  a  non-admitted  company. 

No  company  or  agent  shall  ad- 
vertise asset.s  except  those  owned 
by  it  and  available  for  the  payment 
of  losses  and  claims  and  held  for  the 
protection   of  its  policyholders   and 


creditors.  Is  the  unearned  premium 
reserve  available  for  the  payment  of 
losses?     Heavy  penalties. 

Policies  must  be  construed  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  Oregon  (ex- 
cept marine). 

Premium  notes  are  not  negotiable 
for  30  days,  and  must  be  so  printed. 

Appointment  of  agent  for  his  own 
insurance  is  handicapped  by  re- 
quirement that  such  agent  must 
first  in  good  faith  write  equal  pre- 
miums on  other  property.  He  then 
may  be  appointed  to  write  his  own 
or  his  employer's  insurance  and  re- 
ceive the  regular  commission. 

Overinsurance  is  unlawful  ;  Any 
insurer  or  insured  who  knowingly 
writes  or  procures  fire  insurance  in 
excess  of  the  value  of  the  property  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  up  to  $100  for  each  of- 
fense. Law  does  not  apply  to  in- 
surance on  stocks. 

Adjusters  must  investigate  and 
report  overinsurance.  Where  loss 
is  total  and  less  than  the  insurance 
the  insurer  must  return  to  the  in- 
sured the  premium  in  excess  of  the 
premium  on  the  ascertained  total 
value. 

Discrimination  in  rates  by  rating 
bureaus  are  prohibited.  Reference 
is  to  risks  of  "essentially  the  same 
physical,  climatic  or  other  hazards. 

Oregon  has  had  a  standard  form 
of  policy  since  September  1,  1911. 
Policies  on  buildings   are  "valued." 

Demoralization  of  business  by 
rate  wars  is  prohibited.  License  of 
guilty  compant  or  agent  will  be 
suspended.       Oflfending     company, 
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principal  abettor,  shall  not  charge 
back  to  agent  any  part  of  his  com- 
mission on  policy  cancelled  and  re- 
written at  war-time  rate,  on  the 
ground  that  same  has  not  been 
earned. 

"Noon"  in  the  polic}-  is  standard 
time  noon,  not  solar.  Damage  by 
lightning  clause  may  include 
"whether  fire  ensues  or  not." 

After  receiving  notice  of  loss  the 
insurer  shall  within  a  reasonable 
time  furnish  claimant  with  printing 
blanks  for  making  proofs  of  loss. 
(After  the  San  Francisco  conflagra- 
tion some  of  the  insurers  refused  to 
furnish  proofs  of  loss  blanks.) 

Each  Lloyd's  or  interinsurance 
underwriter  must  be  worth  $20,000 
clear  of  all  liabilities. 

Every  member  of  a  mutual  is 
liable  for  his  share  of  all  losses  and 
expenses.  Liability  shall  not  be  less 
than  twice  the  amount  of  the  usual 
advance  assessment:  provided,  any 
mutual  with  $100,000  or  more  net 
surplus  may  adopt  by-laws  limiting 
the  liability  of  its  policyholders  to 
a  specified  amount. 

Life  policyholders  have  thirty 
days  grace  in  payment  of  premiums 
after  first  year ;  claims  must  be 
paid  within  two  months  after  re- 
ceipt of  proof. 

Stock  operations  and  advisory  , 
board  contracts  are  prohibited ;  also 
rebates,  twisting  and  discrimination. 
Promisory  notes  must  not  be  dis- 
posed of  before  delivery  of  policy. 
Solicitors  shall  be  regarded  as  the 
agent  of  the  insurer  and  not  of  the 
insured. 


Policies  In  conflict  with  the  law 
are  valid. 

Marine  insurance  writers  must  in- 
clude all  Oregon  business  for  five 
j^ears  in  annual  statement. 

Gaining  or  gaming  marine  con- 
tracts are  wagering  and  void. 

Juvenile  insurance  is  limited  ac- 
cording to  age,  as  $34  for  one  to 
three  years ;  six  to  seven,  $140 ;  be- 
tween ages  of  seventeen  and  eigh- 
teen, $700.

Camp  Fire  Spread  Underground 

How  forest  fires  may  start  after 
a  campfire  is  "extinguished"  is  in- 
dicated by  the  following  incident. 

A  party  of  berry  pickers,  in  a 
Montana  gulch,  on  departing  for 
home  buried  their  campfire  under 
some  eight  inches  of  dirt,  and  clear- 
ed the  duff  away  for  a  little  dis- 
tance, to  make  sure  that  if  the  fire 
revived  it  could  not  spread. 

Four  days  later  smoke  was  seen 
in  the  vicinity,  and  the  forest  ranger 
was  notified.  After  the  fire  had 
covered  an  acre  or  more  it  was 
brought  under  control.  Investiga- 
tion of  the  origin  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  campfire  had  spread  be- 
neath the  surface  by  means  of  the 
dry  roots  of  trees  and  had  come  to 
the  surface  several  feet  away,  in  the 
midst  of  dry  duff  which  spread  the 
fire  quickly.  Green  growing  timber 
checked  the  spread  until  the  forest 
service  arrived  and  made  possible 
the  saving  of  several  thousand  trees 
which  were  in  danger. 

In  summer  time  our  Coast  and 
Mountain  forests  are  dry  and  verv 
inflammable.  Where  possible,  camp- 
fires  should  be  extinguished  with 
water.

Accident  antl  Health  Cover — Tricky  Con- 
tracts and  Artful  Settlements — Hemorr- 
hoids— State  Insurance  Favored  as  Penalty 

Are  health  and  accident  com- 
panies to  blame  for  most  of  the 
troubles  which  have  come  upon  the 
insurance  business  and  is  there  im- 
perative need  for  standardization  of 
health  and  accident  policies?  The 
answer  would  seem  to  be  in  the  af- 
firmative if  one  were  to  accept  the 
very  strong  case  presented  .by  the 
insurance  commissioner  of  Minne- 
sota in  an  address  delivered  before 
the  Commissioners'  Convention  in 
Louisville  this  week.  To  be  sure 
the  commissioner  does  not  main- 
tain that  health  and  accident  com- 
panies in  general  carry  on  a  "de- 
ceitful" business,  but  he  does  claim 
that  there  are  so  many  loosely 
drawn  and  unsatisfactory  health 
and  accident  policies  on  the  market 
that  the  masses  have  become  in- 
censed and  seek  to  wreak  veng- 
eance on  all  forms  of  insurance, 
probably  through  the  medium  of 
"state   insurance." 

Mr.  Lindquist  quite  rightly  con- 
demns the  taking  advantage  of  the 
foreign  speaking  population  by  plac- 
ing policies  which  on  their  face  prc- 
tcnd  to  i)n)vide  against  all  sickness 


and  accident  mishaps,  yet  in  fact 
arc  so  surrounded  with  conditions 
that  in  too  large  a  proportion  of 
cases  they  give  too  little  in  return 
for  the  premium.  He  asks  if  this 
is  our  method  of  "Americanization." 
A  case  is  cited  of  an  insurer  taking 
out  a  policy  against  accident  and 
sickness.  He  becomes  afflicted  with 
hemorrhoids.  The  company  re- 
fuses to  pay  the  claim  because 
"hemorrhoids  are  a  physical  impair- 
ment, but  are  neither  an  accident 
nor  a  disease."  W'hen  the  company 
official  was  asked  to  classify  the 
trouble  the  answer  was  that  "it  be- 
longed in  "No  Man's  Land." 

In  forty-one  states  this  year  there 
have  been  introduced  four  hundred 
and  fourteen  bills  related  to  the  sub- 
ject of  casualty  insurance,  and  the 
commissioner  calls  attention  to  this 
fact  as  an  evidence  that  the  people 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  conduct 
of  the  companies.  The  wage  earn- 
ers contribute  the  bulk  of  the  pre- 
miums to  this  class  of  business  of 
course  and  it  is  to  be  expected  they 
would  have  least  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  intricacies  and 
legal  evasions  of  an  insurance  pol- 
icy. Also  more  serious  trouble 
would  in  all  jirobability  come  from 
such  a  class,  particularly  as  the 
cause  of  the  wage  earner  most 
readily  lends  itself  to  the  purposes 
of  the  politicians. 

The  commissioner  would  seem  to 
imply  that  the  growing  interest  in 
"state  funds"  and  "state  insurance" 
is  not  so  much  due  to  the  spread  of 
"socialism"  as  to  dissatisfaction 
with     the     "artfulness"     of     policy 
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writers  in  certain  classes  of  casualty 
companies.  Ten  years  ago  the  Com- 
missioners' Convention  took  up  the 
matter  and  at  that  time  declared  "If 
the  policy  settlements  of  industrial 
health  and  accident  companies  can- 
not be  made  fair  and  clean — the 
public  will  demand  not  the  mere  re- 
gulation of  the  companies  now  un- 
der investigation,  but  the  prohibi- 
tion of  this  kind  of  insurance  by 
private  corporations  ;  in  other  words, 
the  furnishing  of  it  by  the  govern- 
ment itself."  The  Minnesota  com- 
missioner points  to  the  growing  de- 
mand for  "state  insurance"  as  an 
answer  to  how  well  the  companies 
have  purged  themselves.  —  The 
Standard. 


Automobile  Casualties   Reported    by   One 
Railroad 

During  January-October,  1921,  26 
persons  were  killed  and  190  injured, 
and  586  automobiles  destroyed  or 
damaged  at  grade  crossings  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  R.  R.,  according  to 
the  report  of  an  official.  Of  these,  293 
ran  in  front  or  tried  to  beat  train  at 
the  crossing,  resulting  in  20  deaths 
and  107  injuries;  126  ran  into  train 
instead  of  train  striking  them,  causing 
4  deaths  and  59  injuries;  76  stalled  on 
the  track,  largely  the  result  of  waiting 
on  the  track  before  shifting  gear,  caus- 
ing two  deaths  and  13  injuries;  55  ran 
into  and  broke  down  crossing  gates 
lowered  to  protect  them  from  approach- 
ing train,  resulting  in  3  injuries;  28 
approached  the  track  at  such  a  high 
rate  of  speed  that  on  seeing  train  they 
were  unable  to  stop  and  skidded  or 
slid  into  train^  resulting  in  3  injuries; 


5  ran  down  and  injured  crossing  flag- 
men warning  them  of  an  approaching 
train,  resulting  in  5  injuries;  3  occur- 
red from  miscellaneous  causes,  from 
which  no  injury  resulted. 


Grave  Danger  to  U.  S. 
We  have  brought  upon  ourselves 
more  economic  and  social  perils  than 
ever  before  menaced  the  nation  at  any 
one  time.  But,  next  to  foreign  prop- 
aganda, the  sharpest  danger  that  now 
assails  the  country  is  group  politics, 
group  legislation,  and  sometimes  group 
government.  If  this  becomes  a  settled 
practice,  not  only  will  business  be  ut- 
utterly  ruined,  but  our  institutions 
themselves  will  be  scrapped.  The 
issue  involves  not  alone  the  restoration 
of  prosperity  but  also  the  life  of  de- 
mocracy and  the  continuance  of  pop- 
ular representative  government. — -Ex-

The  Inefficient  Agent 

Great  changes  have  been  wrought 
in  the  insurance  world  during  the 
last  twenty  years,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  the  increased  efficiency  and 
improved  character  of  agency  meth- 
ods. Yet  there  appears  to  be  a  ten- 
dency among  many  companies  to 
measure  efficiency  in  terms  of  dol- 
lars and  cents,  to  gauge  an  agent's 
fitness  by  the  amount  of  new  busi- 
ness he  can  place  on  the  books  of 
the  company,  without  regard  for 
mortality  experience,  overinsurance, 
moral  hazard,  or  future  litigation. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  an  agent, 
no  matter  how  productive,  who  ex- 
poses the  company  or  assured  to  a 
possible  controversy,  and  who  fails 
to  recognize  that  his  interests  are 
inseparably  bound  up  with  those  of 
the  company,  the  insured,  and  the 
state,  is  really  inefficient ;  that,  more- 
over, he  is  indirectly  a  product  of 
the  company ;  that  his  deficiencies 
can  not  be  cured  by  the  insurance 
department  through  the  agents' 
qualification  law  or  the  filing  of 
questionnaires,  but  more  likely 
through  careful  selection  and  train- 
ing by  the  companies  and  their  gen- 


Insurance  Commissioner  Against 
State  Insurance 
"Some  of  the  arguments  against 
state  insurance  are,  that  it  is  un- 
American  ;  promotes  socialism,  ham- 
pers individualism  ;  is  practically  im- 
possible under  a  government  of 
forty-eight  states,  whose  ideas  and 
methods  as  to  insurance  and  the 
other  aft^airs  of  life  differ  so  radical- 
ly ;  that  delays  in  settlement  of  even 
just  claims  are  inevitable;  that  poli- 
tics would  control  its  management, 
and  that  the  state  as  a  whole  is  not 
adapted  to  do  this  sort  of  thing. 
With  some  of  these  objections  I 
sympathize ;  with  others,  however,  I 
have  no  sympathy.  I  believe  as  far 
as  insurance  is  concerned  that  under 
our  system  of  forty-eight  state  gov- 
ernments it  would  not  work  advan- 
tageously. I  am  confident  that  on 
the  whole  it  is  not  as  beneficial  to 
those  concerned  as  the  system  of 
private  companies,  and  I  believe 
that  politics  would  more  or  less  con- 
trol its  management  and  prevent  its 
successful  operation,  and  this  is  true 
of  all  affairs  and  is  not  confined  to 
insurance." — Ins.  Com.  Mansfield  of 
Connecticut.

State  Fails  as  a  Hotel-Keeper 

It  was  not  exactly  the  state,  but 
the  hotels  of  New  South  Wales  un- 
der state  manageinent  which  failed 
and  came  to  grief. 

The  hotels  were  taken  over  some 
years  ago  by  the  government,  since 
when  the  income  has  steadily  gone 
down,  and  the  expenses  have  stead- 
ily risen. 

It  has  been  driven  in  on  the  gov- 
ernment that  any  enterprise  tainted 
with  business  elements  cannot  be 
run  profitably  by  government.  The 
same  in  this  country,  any  business 
run  by  the  government  is  doomed 
from  the  outset  to  be  a  failure,  gov- 
ernment enterprise  is  inefficient,  tre- 
mendously expensive.  Arrogance 
and  incivility  reign  supreme,  and  the 
service  is  shoddy. 

Private  enterprise  as  a  handicap 
could  concede  morning  hours  to 
government  enterprise,  itself  rise  at 
mid-day,  and  overtake  and  pass  at 
a  gallop  its  stupid  competitor  . 

What  branch  of  service  is  there 
conducted  by  the  government  which 
if  transferred  to  private  would  not 
forthwith   be   so   transfigured   as   to 


be  unrecognizable?  A  really  amus- 
ing feature  about  services  taken 
over  by  the  government  is  the  plea, 
that  the  transfer  is  in  the  interests 
of  the  public.  Mention  as  an  illus- 
tration the  telephone  service,  which, 
under  government  direction,  has  de- 
generated to  a  public  nuisance,  the 
stages  of  degeneration  being  punct- 
uated by  increased  charges. 

The  hotels  of  New  South  Wales 
are  to  be  disposed  of  on  lease  or  by 
purchase. — Insurance  &  Financial 
Gazette. 


Automobile  Accidents. — Touring 
car  containing  four  adults,  a  girl  and 
a  boy,  of  one  family,  on  road  near 
San  Francisco,  not  trying  to  beat 
train  which  they  did  not  see  nor 
hear,  drove  across  track  and  were 
struck  by  locomotive.

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CARTWRIGHT  ACT— RESTRAINT 
OF  TRADE 

Organization. — Derision  Touching  the  Calif- 
ornia Anti-Trust  Act — Applies  Also  to 
Underwriters'  and  Brokers'  Organizations 
— Cases  Quoted^Right  to  Organize  Is 
Conceded 

This  is  a  criminal  proceeding 
wherein  certain  men  are  charged 
with  the  commission -of  a  public  of- 
fense. 

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  review 
the  evidence  in  detail.  It  is  rather 
to  the  law  that  we  must  look.  The 
defendants  are  charged  with  a  vio- 
lation of  the  Cartwright  anti-trust 
law. 

In  the  very  words  of  the  law  the 
combination  must  tfe  for  one  of  the 
purposes  prohibited  by  its  specific 
terms.  Not  every  combination  is 
prohibited  as  is  recognized  in  the 
law  itself  and  by  the  supreme  court 
in  the  Eastman  Kodak  and  the 
(ihirardelli  cases.  We  may  readily 
conceive  a  situation  where  there 
might  be  a  combination  and  an  in- 
cidental effect  of  restraint  of  trade 
and  yet  no  violation  of  the  Cart- 
wright  Act.  Let  us  suppose  that 
all  the  the  iron  works  of  San  Fran- 
cisco entered  into  combination — as 
indeed  they  did  in  Dyer  Bros.  v. 
Central  Iron  Works  182  Cal.  58&— 
and  suppose  the  ]iurpose  of  their 
combination  was  to  resist  certain 
demands  of  labor,  and  that  they 
agreed  that  they  would  not  resume 
their  business  of  producing  the  var- 
ious products  that  they  turn  out  un- 
til the  men  would  return  to  work 
upon  stated  conditions.     In  that  sit- 


uation there  might  actually  be  a  re- 
straint of  trade.  People  who  de- 
sired to  purchase  the  products  of 
these  iron  works,  would  not  be  able 
to  purchase.  Thereby  other  indus- 
tries might  be  seriously  hampered 
and  impeded.  The  public  would  be 
subjected  to  inconvenience.  It 
would  be  actually  an  efifective  re- 
straint of  trade  for  there  would  be 
no  trade  in  those  lines,  and  it  would 
be  the  result  of  a  combination.  Yet, 
I  am  sure,  it  would  not  be  contended 
here  that  such  a  combination  was  in 
violation  of  the  Cartwright  Act.  For 
unless  their  purpose  in  combining 
was  to  accomplish  one  of  the  ob- 
jects prohibited  by  law,  it  would 
not  be  illegal.  And  obviously  their 
purpose  was  not  a  forbidden  one, 
but  had  to  do  with  a  labor  dispute. 

I  quote  from  the  Pennsylvania 
case: 

"The  plaintiff,  at  the  time,  was 
doing  business  in  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burg, as  a  dealer  in  building  mater- 
ials. He  was  not  a  member  of  either 
the  Planing  Mill  Association  or  of 
the  Builders'  Exchange.  There  were 
also  contractors  and  builders  who 
belonged  to  neither  of  these  organ- 
izations, who  conceded  the  demands 
of  the  workmen.  They  sought  to 
secure  building  material  from  deal- 
ers wherever  they  could  and  thus 
go  on  with  their  contracts.  If  they 
succeeded  in  ])urchasing  the  neces- 
sary materials,  the  result  would  be 
that  at  least  some  of  the  striking 
workmen  would  have  employment 
at  a  higher  rate  of  wages  than  the 
two  associations  were  willing  to 
l)ay.      The  tendency  of  this  was  to 
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strengthen  the  cause  of  the  strikers, 
for  those  employed  were  able  to 
contribute  to  the  support  of  their 
fellow  workmen  who  were  idle. 

"It  is  argued  by  counsel  for  ap- 
pellee that  these  defendants  are  sub- 
ject to  all  the  common  law  liability 
of  conspirators,  in  their  attempt  to 
resist  the  demands  for  increased 
wages  ;  that  is,  there  can  be  a  com- 
bination among  workmen  to  ad- 
vance wages,  but  there  can  be  no 
such  combination  of  employers  to 
resist  the  advance.  That  which  by 
statute  is  permitted  to  the  one  side, 
the  common  law  still  denies  to  the 
other. 

"If  this  position  be  well  taken,  we 
then  have  this  inequality;  the  plain- 
tiff, who  is  aiding  combination, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  intent- 
ionally or  unintentionally,  to  ad- 
vance wages,  sues  for  damages 
members  of  another  combination 
who  resist  the  advance.  Nor  is 
there  any  difference  in  the  character 
of  the  act  or  means  on  both  sides 
in  furtherance  of  their  purpose.  The 
workmen  will  not  work  themselves, 
and  they  use  persuasion  and  reason 
with  their  fellows  to  keep  them 
from  going  to  work,  until'  the  de- 
mand is  conceded.  The  employers 
will  not  sell  the  contractors  who 
concede  the  demand  and  they  do 
their  best  to  persuade  others  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business  from 
doing  so." 

The  above,  I  think,  clearly  dis- 
poses of  this  case.  The  task  of  this 
court  is  made  eas}^  in  my  opinion. 
From    the    lengthy    argument    that 


was  made  and  the  numerous  authori- 
ties that  were  cited  at  the  beginning 
of  these  hearings,  I  thought  that  the 
case  would  turn  upon  a  very  fine 
legal  point — upon  a  hair  line  of  law. 
Upon  the  hearing  of  the  evidence 
such  proves  to  be  not  the  case.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  duty  of  this 
court  is  made  very  clear  by  the  evi- 
dence. I  am  not  at  all  surprised 
that  the  Grand  Jury  has  not  indicted 
these  defendants  upon   this  charge. 

I  find  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
or  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that 
a  public  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted. The  defendants  are  there- 
fore dismissed. — Trial  upon  charges 
of  violating  the  Cartwright  anti- 
trust act  by  a  conspiracy  in  restraint 
of  trade  against  Charles  W.  Goni- 
pertz,  president,  and  William  H. 
George,  secretary  of  the  Builders' 
Exchange.  Before  Police  Judge 
Sylvester  McAtee,  San  Francisco, 
in  August,  1921.  Previously  men- 
tioned by  Coast  Review. 

Previousl)'  the  Insurance  Brokers 
Exchange  of  San  Francisco  was  de- 
fendant in  a  suit  brought  by  a  brok- 
er, on  charge  of  violation  of  Cart- 
wright  lav.-.  Damages  were  sought. 
Defendant  won.

from  exact  company  experience.  The 
departments  covered  will  include  pol- 
icy loans,  new  business,  distribution 
of  payments  to  beneficiaries  and  in- 
vestments.     Discussions    interpreting 
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these  statistics  and  the  addresses  of 
those  from  fields  outside  life  insurance 
will  epitomize  the  general  theme  of 
"Life  Insurance  —  A  World  Safety 
Zone." 


Origin  of  Total  Disability  Clause  in 
Life  Insurance 

Just  twenty-five  years  ago,  Octo- 
ber 16,  1896,  to  be  exact,  the  Fidel- 
ity Mutual  introduced  to  the  world 
of  life  insurance  a  feature,  con- 
ceived in  the  mind  of  its  president 
and  founder,  L.  G.  Fouse,  providing 
against  the  living  death  of  total  and 
permanent  disability.  The  benefits 
of  life  insurance  itself  were  indis- 
putable ;  when  the  breadwinner  was 
called  away  and  the  expenses  of  the 
home  continued  as  before,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  life  insurance  came  as  a 
veritable  blessing.  But,  when  dis- 
ease or  accident  claimed  the  awful 
toll  of  the  breadwinner's  earning 
power,  when  he  could  not  work  and 
provide  for  the  family,  when  ex- 
penses were  many  and  the  income 
cut  off,  the  insurance  premiums 
seemed  a  tremendous  outlay  and 
frequently,  when  the  protection  was 
most  needed,  it  had  to  be  dropped. 
It  was  to  cover  just  such  cases  that 
the  total  permanent  disability  pro- 
vision came  into  being — to  cover  the 
living  death  as  well  as  the  actual 
physical  death. — Field  Man. 

But  before  that  time  the  Coast 
Review  advocated  treating  the  pol- 
icy of  a  holder  totally  disabled,  not 
as  paid  up  but  as  a  matured  claim. 
We  said  it  was  ridiculous  to  claim 
life  insurance  as  family  protection 
when  it  added  to  the  family's  bur- 


dens by  making  It  pay  premiums  on 
a  policy  on  the  life  of  its  head  who 
was  virtually  dead.  A  totally  dis- 
abled father  and  husband  places  his 
family  in  a  worse  condition  than  if 
he  were  dead. 


Industrial  Insurance  Marvel  of  Age 

Last  week  the  Southern  Indus- 
trial Insurers'  Conference  held  its 
twelfth  annual  session.  \\'hen  the 
organization  started  in  December, 
1908,  twent3^-one  of  its  present 
members  reported  annual  premium 
income  at  approximately  three  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  These  same  com- 
panies will  write  not  less  than 
thirty  millions  in  premiums  during 
the  current  year !  And  all  of  this 
business  represents  individual  pay- 
ments of  small  amounts  weekly, 
ranging  from  five  cents  up  to  thirty 
or  forty  cents.  The  agents  of  these 
companies  do  not  seek  for  patrons 
among  leaders  of  finance  and  trade, 
but  go  out  in  the  side-streets,  the 
alleys  and  by-streets,  the  alleys  and 
by-ways,  carrying  with  them  a  spirit 
of  uplift  that  far  transcends  the 
mere  value  of  the  dollars  and  cents 
represented  on  the  face  of  the  con- 
tracts sold. — Southern  Underwriter.

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Depreciation  and  Fire  Insurance 

Washington,  D.  C,  Nov.  12.— De- 
preciation as  it  relates  to  fire  insurance 
is  discussed  in  a  pamphlet  on  "De- 
preciation" just  issued  by  the  Fabri- 
cated Production  Department  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  U.  S. 

"In  setting  his  charge  for  deprecia- 
tion," the  pamphlet  says,  "the  ac- 
countant may  allow  for  a  factor  of  ob- 
solescence which  may  not  develop  at 
the  time  of  the  fire  loss,  or  the  account- 
ant may  assume  an  even  and  uniform 
loss  from  wear  and  tear  over  a  period 
of  years  or  upon  an  incidence  of  pro- 
duction, whereas  the  actual  wear  and 
tear  may  be  uneven  and  unexpected, 
slower  or  more  rapid.  Depreciation  is 
thus  provided  for  contingencies,  some 
of  them  of  a  speculative  kind,  and  as 
the  issues  provided  against  may  have 
been  escaped  a  review  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances may  show  a  higher  value 
for  insurance  purposes  than  is  stated 
in  accounts  drawn  up  for  a  different 
purpose. 

"There  is  a  general  understanding 
on  the  part  of  fire  insurance  compan- 
ies that  as  a  matter  of  financial  policy 
depreciation  may  be  written  off  exces- 
sively or  inadequately.  There  is  on 
the  other  hand  only  slight  recognition 
of  the  fact  that  obsolescence,  physical 
deterioration  and  the  other  contingen- 
cies limiting  the  useful  life  of  property 
may  not  at  a  given  time  correspond 
with  the  depreciation  provided  for  by 
the  accountant's  regular  annual  fixed 
cliarge  for  those  items. 

"It  accordingly  appears  desirable 
that  there  be  a  more  extensive  recogni- 
tion of  the  distinction  between  the  ac- 
countant's depreciation  and  deprecia- 
tion for  insurance  purposes."

The  pages 
of  history  can  not  record  the  num- 
ber of  useful  lives  of  men  and  wo- 
men it  has  saved  from  crime  and 
misery  by  promptly  coming  to  their 
rescue  in  the  most  critical  hour  of 
their  lives. 

Is  the  state  interested?  Every 
im])ulse  from  which  a  state  is  born, 
every  impelling  force  that  makes  it 
great,    answers    in    the    affirmative. 


Competition  in  this  great  business 
between  agents  should  never  be  so 
keen  as  to  lead  them  to  misrepre- 
sent a  competing  company.  The 
agent  should  think  of  health  and  ac- 
cident insurance  as  an  institution, 
seeking  to  do  good  for  others — 
build  it  up  from  an  institutional 
standpoint — for  it  is  a  well  estab- 
lished fact  that  you  can  not  tear 
away  a  part  of  a  structure  without 
weakening  the  whole. 

Agents  should  direct  their  ener- 
gies toward  making  the  possession 
of  health  and  accident  policies  uni- 
versal. I  know  of  no  greater  field 
for  conscientious  endeavor,  for,  with 
all  our  boasted  civilization  and  its 
modern-day  safety  appliances,  life 
and  limb  are  cheap  in  America.  In 
spite  of  the  millions  being  spent  by 
the  states  and  the  National  Govern- 
ment— and  the  wonderful  self-sac- 
rificing efforts  of  medical  science 
— men,  women  and  children  still 
sicken  and  die.  \A'herever  there  is 
a  home,  there  is  a  market  for  health 
and  accident  insurance. — James  F. 
Rainey,  Ky.  Ins.  Com.

Foreign 

London. — At  coroner's  inquiry  in- 
to a  fire  in  salvage  goods  buyer's 
place,  the  chief  of  the  salvage  corps 
said  he  visited  the  premises  after 
the  fire,  and  from  what  he  saw  he 
was  convinced  that  the  fire  did  not 
have  an  accidental  origin.  Owner's 
counsel  told  the  jury  they  should 
remember  the  salvage  corps  were 
the  servants  of  the  insurance  com- 
panies. They  also  should  remember 
that  after  the  fire  brigade  had  testi- 
fied they  found  no  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances "the  salvage  corps  chief 
had  to  construct  something  suspi- 
cious." The  jury  found  for  the  in- 
sured owner  by  saying  they  as- 
sumed the  fire  origin  was  from  a 
cigarette  but  was  not  wilful  or 
malicious.

American  Life  Companies  Abroad 
■ —  Coming  Home.  —  Twenty  odd 
years  ago  three  American  life  offices 
set  out  to  conquer  and  to  revolu- 
tionize the  world  as  regards  the 
writing  and  the  transaction  of  life 
assurance  business.  The  Equitable 
of  the  United  States,  the  New  York 
Life  and  the  Mutual  of  New  York 
introduced  sensational  methods  over 
here  but  they  never  really  apjiealed 
to  the  British  public,  nor  did  they 
achieve  success,  and  after  some  of 
their  British  policies  matured  it  was 


found  that  ])romises  and  perfor- 
mances are  two  different  things. 
Anyhow,  before  the  war  it  was  an- 
nounced by  these  concerns  that 
operations  over  here  were  to  be  re- 
stricted, and  now  we  believe  little 
or  no  new  business  is  written  by 
these  concerns  in  the  British  Isles. 
This  is  evidentl}'  a  settled  general 
policy,  for  the  Johnnesburg  Sunday 
Times  says  a  financial  deal  has  been 
carried  out  in  New  York  by  Mr. 
I.  W.  Schlesinger,  who,  on  behalf 
of  the  African  Life  Insurance  Soc- 
iety, has  brought  the  entire  African 
business  of  the  Mutual  of  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Company,  involving 
the  transfer  of  the  policy  reserve 
fund,  of  over  £1,000,000,  from  the 
New  York  Company  to  the  African 
Life,  and  the  statement  is  made  that 
similar  arrangenients  are  pending 
with  the  other  two  ofifices.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  African  Life 
Office  can  only  invest  in  govern- 
ment and  municipal  stocks  or  lend 
on  first  mortgage,  and  the  Town 
Council  is  considering  the  offer  of 
an  American  loan  of  £1,500,000,  ar- 
ranged by  Mr.  Schlesinger,  repay- 
able at  twenty  years  at  an  average 
interest  of  7^  per  cent. — Policy- 
Holder,  Manchester.

We  Serve  and  Conserve 
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MARINE 

Average  adjusting  has  recently 
been  under  very  severe  challenge  in 
the  United  States,  both  in  its  equity 
and  in  incidentals,  which  have  a 
direct  bearing  on  its  cost.  Criticism 
of  average  adjusting  is  an  old,  old 
story,  and  it  Avas  hardly  sujprising 
that  the  American  market,  in  a 
httrry  to  develop  a  complete  and, 
so  far  as  such  things  can  be,  inde- 
pendent organization  of  its  own, 
also  developed  some  queer  features 
in  so  intricate  and  peculiar  a  sub- 
ject as  average  adjusting.  But  Lon- 
don, profoundly  interested  in  all 
things  connected  with  the  develop- 
ment of  the  American  m:arine  in- 
surance market,  was  not  disposed 
to  say  "Thank  God,  we  are  not  as 
they  are." 

The  adverse  experience  which  has 
developed  in  marine  affairs  in  the 
last  twelve  months,  and  which  has 
centered  in  a  flood  of  back-claims 
■ — claims  on  underwriting  accounts 
3,  4,  5,  and  even  6  years  old — was 
bound  to  concentrate  more  and  more 
attention  on  matters  which  have  for 
years — intermittently,  perhaps,  but 
yet  insistently — been  under  critical 
comment.  The  circumstances  inci- 
dental to  the  handling  of  those  back- 
claims  have  concentrated  attention 
on  the  efficiency  and  quality — the 
equity  and  economy — of  average  ad- 
justing. 

The  leading  features  of  the  posi- 
tion have  been  stated  over  and  over 
again,     somewhat    facetiously,    but 

Horrified,  the  good  woman  fled, 
with  the  facetiousness  perhaps  not 


untouched  with  sarcasm  or  cyni- 
cism, according  to  the  measure  of 
the  experience. 

Shipping  and  overseas  trading, 
almost  suddenly,  fell  from  abound- 
ing prosperit}^  into  a  condition  of  al- 
most unprecedented  depression,  and 
it  has  been  suggested  that  mer- 
chants, between  the  devil  and  the 
deep  sea  of  no  trade  and  heavy  loss 
through  depreciation  in  stocks 
have  unearthed  claims  which  in  the 
activity  of  other  days  had  been  ig- 
nored, but  which  now  have  a  very 
particular  value.  And  the  case  is 
not  greatly  diflferent  with  shop- 
owners  ;  comparatively  small  dam- 
ages have  tended  to  be  very  ex- 
pensive in  the  repairing. 

Consequently  underwriting  ac- 
counts that  were  thought  to  have 
closed,  or,  more  precisely,  that  were 
closing  very  profitably,  have  sud- 
denly turned  to  ashes:  it  is  a  very 
sorry  tale  that  was  told  by  the  1920 
accounts  and  the  full  tale  has  not 
yet  been  told. 

The  buffer  between  the  conflict- 
ing interests — of  badly  distressed 
merchants  and  shipowners  on  the 
one  hand  and  of  marine  underwrit- 
ers on  the  other — was  the  average 
adjusting. — The  Review,  London.

Colorado  General  Agents  of  Eastern 
Life  Companies  to  Be  Investigat- 
ed  by    New    Insurance    Commis- 
sioner, by  Order  of  the  Governor 
— Colorado  Life  Underwriters  As- 
sociation and  Managers  and  Gen- 
eral  Agents'   Club   Activities  Al- 
leged to  Undermine  Efficiency  of 
Insurance  Department 
Gov.  Shoup  of  Colorado  addresses 
a  letter  to  Hon.  Jackson  Cochrane, 
whom   he   recently   appointed   com- 
missioner of   insurance,   to   succeed 
Earl  Wilson,  deposed.     He  instructs 
Commissioner  Cochrane  to  proceed 
against  Wilson,  who  refused  to  va- 
cate his  office.     The  employees  are 
instructed  to  take  their  orders  only 
from    the    new    commissioner,    who 
has  the  approval  of  the  civil  service 
commission.      Wilson,   the  deposed, 
is  a  good  fellow  who  has  been  im- 
posed  upon   by   the   general   agents 
of   Eastern   life  companies   with   an 
ax  to  grind,  it  is  said. 

The  governor  asks  the  new  com- 
missioner to  "make  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  all  the  merits  of  the 
case"  of  the  Mountain  States  Life, 
recently  decided  by  the  district  court 
in  favor  of  the  company ;  and  to 
take  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court 
if  the  best  interests  of  the  state 
justify  it. 

Various  parties  interested  have 
much  to  say  about  this  case  in  the 
Denver  press  and  otherwise.  The 
governor  in  his  letter  refers  par- 
ticularly to  the  Colorado  Life  Un- 
derwriters Association  and  the 
Managers  and  General  Agents  Club. 
"Their  activities,"  says  the  gover- 
nor, "have  had  a  tendenc\-  to  under- 
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mine  the  efficiency"  of  the  state  in- 
surance department  and  "to  cause 
the  people  of  Colorado  to  lose  con- 
fidence therein." 

Gov.  Shoup  asks  Commissioner 
Cochrane  to  at  once  make  inquiries 
to  determine  whether  the  actions  of 
the  members  of  the  association  and 
club  are  founded  upon  good  faith 
or  designed  solely  to  make  it  im- 
possible for  a  California  company 
to  do  business  in  its  own  state. 
Should  the  latter  be  the  case  the 
names  of  those  most  instrumental 
in  bringing  the  wrong  conditions 
about,  should  be  procured,  and  the 
law  be  enforced  "without  fear  or 
favor."  In  other  words,  we  sup- 
pose, the  guilty  agents  are  to  be 
prosecuted  criminally. 


Federal  Taxes 

Washington,  D.  C. — Life  companies 
must  pay  an  income  tax  on  investment 
income;  mutuals  other  than  life  will 
pay  on  net  income  as  now;  other  in- 
surers will  pay  the  corporation  tax 
rate  on  their  net  income. 


"Whenever  the  men  on  my  farm 
have  little  to  do — or,  rather,  when 
business  of  the  farm  slackens — I  put 
them  to  work  cutting  out  the  dead 
wood,''  says  Roger  W.  Babson,  the 
well-known  business  and  financial  au- 
thority.

"cut  outs"  which  a  deliberate  present  look- 
over  of  your  registers  may  suggest. — Now 
and  Then.

Test  Runs  of  Fire  Department 

Chief  A.  J.  Trodick  of  Great  Falls, 
Mont.,  when  he  took  office  a  few 
years  ago,  promised  that  the  depart- 
ment would  go  five  blocks  and  have 
water  on  the  fire  in  a  minute  and  a 
half.  The  United  States  record  for 
a  five-block  straight-away  drive,  lay- 
ing 150  feet  of  hose  and  having 
water  through  the  nozzle  is  1  minute 
and  123^  seconds. 

The  local  fire  department  has  gone 
five  blocks,  negotiating  four  corners, 
in  58  seconds.  Within  one  minute 
and  25  seconds  150  feet  of  hose  was 
laid  and  water  was  coming  out  of 
the  nozzle.  On  these  trial  trips  the 
truck  drivers  are  held  responsible 
for  the  safety  of  pedestrians,  auto- 
mobiles and  skidding  at  corners. 
Chief  Trodick  thinks  the  department 
can  clip  10  seconds  off  this  record 
on  a  straight-away. 


Insured  by  the  Home 

Two  men  are  in  custody  in  San 
Francisco,  charged  with  receiving 
bonds  stolen  from  the  mail  near  Sac- 
ramento last  May.

Policy 

Under  this  name,  and  with  the 
slogan  "One  premium,  one  policy, 
one  renewal,"  a  London  company 
covers  in  one  contract : 

Fire,  lightning,  thunderbolt,  earth- 
quake, subterranean  fire,  bursting  of 
water  pipes  and  boilers  following 
frost  and  explosion ;  storm,  flood  or 
tempest ;  riots,  strikes,  civil  commo- 
tion; burglary  and  house-breaking. 
Property  of  guests  and  domestics 
also  covered.  Provision  also  made 
for  loss  of  rent,  loss  of  profits  fol- 
lowing fire.  Reinstatement  of  plate 
glass  and  for  payment  of  claims. 
War — aircraft  and  bombardment. 
Employers'  liability,  including  war 
additions  acts.  Public  liability,  and 
third  party  drivers. 

Now,  from  this  policy,  take  note 
of  the  "all-in"  policy  which  will  be 
written  in  this  country  when  law 
permits  a  fire  company  to  write 
other  casualties  besides  fire.

Get  Cash 

Too  much  emphasis  cannot  well 
be  placed  upon  the  advisability  of 
securing  cash  with  the  application. 
It  is  purely  a  matter  of  habit.  In 
some  lines  of  industry  an  order  is 
not  considered  as  being  even  taken, 
unless  as  an  evidence  of  good  faith 
and  intention  to  do  business,  the 
prospect  lays  down  a  deposit. — Man- 
hattan Life  Bulletin. 


Selling  Policy  Back 

After  explaining  the  policy  as  sim- 
ply as  possible,  and  in  the  farmer's 
language  it  became  necessary  to 
speak  of  "cash  value."  The  agent 
avoided  that  term  (which  few  lay- 
men understand)  and  put  it  in  this 
way:  "After  three  annual  premiums 
are  paid,  should  you  get  in  a  i)inch 
and  need  money  to  pay  the  premium 


or  for  some  other  purpose,  you  can 
borrow  from  the  company  on  the 
policy,  your  own  money,  mind  you, 
or  sell  the  policy  back  to  the  com- 
pany and  they'll  take  it  off  your 
hands." 

This  was  new.  "Cash  values" 
meant  nothing  to  the  man.  "Sell- 
ing it  back  to  the  company"  meant 
much  and  explained  the  whole  situa- 
tion. The  prospect  knew  that  he 
could  take  the  policy  without  fear 
of  loss — and  he  did. — N.  Y.  Life 
Bulletin. 


Selling  Life  Insurance  Pays  Well 

Nine  years  ago  I  decided  to  make 
life  underwriting  my  future  voca- 
tion. Before  I  entered  this  business 
it  appealed  to  me  as  the  most  inde- 
pendent business  I  knew  of,  as  did 
also  the  possibilities  of  owning  a 
business  Avhich  was  broad  in  its 
scope  and  Avith  prospects  of  a  good 
income  for  old  age.  I  did  some  fig- 
uring and  decided  there  and  then 
that  the  insurance  business  was  go- 
ing to  absorb  me,  heart  and  soul. 

In  these  years,  I  have  had  my  ups 
and  downs — good  cheer  and  discour- 
agements, anticipations  realized  and 
ideals  scattered  to  the  four  winds. 
Nevertheless,  these  years  have  been 
the  most  pleasant  years  of  my  life 
and  I  have  succeeded  to  some  de- 
gree in  what  I  set  out  to  accomplish 
and  have  not  at  any  time  lost  faith 
in  the  fact  that  I  am  engaged  in  one 
of  the  most  essential  and  interesting 
vocations  oft'ered  today. 

I  have  been  richly  reimbursed  by 
the  joy  I  have  received  out  of  my 
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work  and  the  pleasant  business  rela- 
tions I  have  had  with  my  co-workers 
from  time  to  time, 

I  would  rather  solicit  insurance  to 
earn  a  livelihood  and  have  the  fun 
I  get  out  of  it  than  to  do  anything 
else  or  be  in  any  other  business  I 
know  of.  My  business  is  my  hobby. 
It  absorbs  me.  I  think  about  my 
business  every  day  and  my  wife  tells 
me  I  dream  about  it  at  night.  I 
could  not  possibly  have  my  mind  so 
saturated  with  other  lines  of  en- 
deavor. I  know  of  no  other  busi- 
ness which  broadens  a  man's  mind, 
character  and  personality  as  life 
underwriting  does. — P.  A.  de  L.  in 
Guardian  Life  Service. 


Writing  Business  at  First  Interview 

"Eighty-five  per  cent  of  my  busi- 
ness is  written  on  the  first  interview 
and  I  think  that  is  the  time  to  get 
the  application.  Of  course,  you  can 
only  get  it  by  pulling  the  applica- 
tion. You  have  the  greatest  oppor- 
tunity for  writing  your  application 
on  the  first  interview.  When  you 
come  back  a  second  time  the  pros- 
pect has  had  an  opportunity  to  hunt 
up  a  lot  of  excuses.  When  you  first 
approach  him,  get  his  undivided  at- 
tention. I  use  the  sample  policy  to 
keep  his  attention  on  what  I  am 
talking  about  and  I  can  feel  by  his 
action,  when  to  pull  the  application. 
Never  mention  special  features  of 
the  policy  unless  you  find  it  neces- 
sary. I  have  never  waited  for  a  man 
to  say  'how  long  is  it  going  to  take 
to  write  the  application?'  I  have  it 
half  written  when  he  says  that. 


"Hard  work  and  constant  plug- 
ging is  the  only  method  by  which 
to  write  life  insurance.  You  must 
work  two  or  three  times  as  hard  as 
you  did  three  years  ago.  Three 
years  ago  there  were  none  of  us  in- 
surance salesmen,  we  did  not  have 
to  be.  We  were  just  order  takers. 
Money  was  plentiful  and  everybody 
was  buying  life  insurance.  Today 
you  must  sell  it  and  work  eight,  nine 
or  ten  hours  a  day  to  equal  produc- 
tion formerly  secured  in  five,  six  or 
seven  hours  of  work.  If  you  put 
in  40  per  cent  of  your  time  in  the 
office,  20  per  cent  socially,  you  are 
not  going  to  get  the  business.  You 
must  work  from  eight  in  the  morn- 
ing until  five,  and  two  or  three  even- 
ings a  week  to  keep  up  a  production 
of  at  least  $50,000  or  $100,000  per 
month." — Tom  Farris  in  Missouri 
State  Life  Bulletin. 


Examination  Saved  $10,000  Case 

We  are  learning  our  lesson  on  this 
unexamined  stuff  and  finding  that  it 
pays  to  get  the  man  examined  the 
very  day  you  secure  the  application. 
A  sale  is  never  completed  until  this 
is  done.  Incidentally  Sullivan  had  a 
very  narrow  escape  on  a  $10,000 
case  recently  on  which  the  premium 
was  $433.00.  The  farmer  was  com- 
ing to  town  to  be  examined.  After 
waiting  a  week  or  ten  days.  Sully 
took  the  doctor  out  to  make  the  ex- 
amination. A  day  or  two  later  a 
brother-in-law  of  the  applicant  who 
writes  life  insurance  on  the  side, 
tried  to  upset  the  deal  and  write  him 
in  his  own  company.     The  chances 
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arc  one  hundred  to  one  that  he 
would  have  succeeded  if  the  exam- 
ination had  not  been  made. — Bank- 
ers Life  Bulletin. 


Object  of  Sales  Talk 

What  is  the  object  of  a  sales  talk? 
To  make  a  sale?    No. 

First.  To  gain  the  confidence  of 
the  prospect  in  you. 

Second.  To  give, him  an  under- 
standing of  your  contract. 

Third.  To  satisfy  him  that  it  is 
more  valuable  to  him  than  the 
money  represented  by  the  premium. 

Fourth.  To  satisfy  him  that  it  fits 
his  needs. 

Fifth.  To  arouse  his  instincts  and 
desires  and  remove  the  obstacles  to 
action. 

Sixth.  And  to  do  all  these  things 
that  you  may  give  him  the  word  of 
command  to  buy. 

The  sales  talk  does  not  make  the 
sale — it  merely  gets  the  prospect  to 
the  point  v^^here  the  sale  may  be 
made.  It  is  the  word  of  command 
to  buy  that  makes  the  sale,  and  the 
sale  will  never  take  place  until  the 
word  of  command  is  given. — J.  B. 
Duryea  in  Missouri  State  Life  Bul- 
letin.

The  fight- 
ing began  when  officers  attempted 
to  break  up  a  craps  game  on  the 
lobby  floor.  Over  100  police  were 
called  and  charged  into  the  fighting 
mob  which  surged  back  and  forth  in 
the  lobby.  Many  shots  were  fired 
before  the  lobby  could  be  cleared. 

— Strikers  wrecked 
the  Burgess  coal  mine  by  two  explo- 
sions.- The  mine  is  owned  by  sev- 
eral coal  miners  who  have  been  tak- 
ing out  coal,  contrary  to  Alexander 
Howat's  orders. 

New  York.  • —  Rioting  of  milk- 
wagon  strikers  has  resulted  in  some 
destruction  of  wagons,  trucks  and 
milk.  Strikebreakers  assaulted. 
Board  of  health  undertakes  to  de- 
liver milk  to  children.  Strikers  kind- 
ly permit  deliveries  to  hospitals. 

Cleveland.  —  Riotous  conditions 
here  in  milk-distribution  strike. 
Wagons  overturned  and  milk  poured 
into  street.

There  Is  No  Such  Animal  as  the 
Non-Assessable  Reciprocal  —  It 
Then  Has  No  Reciprocity  and 
Does  Not  Insure. 

The  reciprocal  or  inter-insurance 
idea  is  a  simple  plan  whereby  prop- 
erty owners  may  associate  together 
for  the  purpose  of  insuring  them- 
selves. If  they  have  any  claim  for 
strength  or  a  single  strong  point,  it 
is  in  the  fact  that  each  subscriber 
insures  other  subscribers  and  that 
he  is  in  turn  insured  by  all  other 
subscribers,  in  proportion  to  the  lim- 
itation of  assessment  or  liability  to 
assessment  fixed  by  contract  or  law. 
When  it  is  proposed  to  make  a 
policy  wholly  non-assessable,  it 
ceases  to  be  reciprocal  or  inter- 
insurance  and  cannot  be  so  written 
in  Kentucky.  In  fact,  it  is  a  stock 
company  without  stock,  a  mutual 
without  mutuality,  a  reciprocal  with- 
out reciprocity,  and  an  inter-insurer 
without  insurance. 

There  is  no  specific  statute  in  the 
laws  of  Kentucky  limiting  the  liabil- 
ity to  assessment  subscribers  at  an 
inter-insurance  exchange — and  it  is 
my  opinion,  based  on  court  decisions 
of  other  states,  that  as  regards  third 
parties (  as  in  workmen's  compensa- 
tion insurance)  the  liability  of  sub- 
scribers is  limited  only  by  their 
ability  to  pay,  in  case  an  assessment 
is  necessary — and  not  by  contract 
one  with  another  set  out  in  power 
of  attorney  or  the  indemnity  con- 
tract. In  the  case  of  third  parties 
the  liability  becomes  personal,  and 
any  member  may  be  sued  for  the 
whole  amount. — Ins.  Com.  Ramey  of 
Kentucky.

Our  brief  reference  to  a  cireular  re- 
cently issued  by  tbe  Fireman's  P^und 
contained  a  typographical  error.  We 
make  amends  in  more  extended  no- 
tice: 

Tbe  Fireman's  Fund  has  issued  a 
second  letter  of  suggestions,  tbe  first 
baving  met  with  a   cordial    reception. 

First:  insure  new  cars  for  not  more 
than  80  percent  of  their  actual  cost  to 
tbe  owner,  excluding  equipment. 

Second:  insure  second-hand  cars  for 
not  to  exceed  70  percent  of  the  actual 
cost,  if  purchased  at  the  market  price; 
if  to  exceed  tbe  market  price, not  more 
than  60  percent. 

More  than  9,000  persons  in  Amer- 
ica were  killed  in  automobile  acci- 
dents during  1920,  an  increase  of 
1,000  over  the  preceding  year. 

Automobile  business  will  be  dis- 
continued by  the  Concordia  Fire. 

Center-street  parking  of  cars  is 
being  abandoned.  This  bad  practice 
has  been  the  cause  of  the  unavoid- 
able killing  of  small  boys  and  girls 
who  suddenly  dash  out  from  be- 
tween cars  so  parked.

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Death  of  General  Agent  Kilgarif 

One  of  the  best  known  men  en- 
gaged in  life  insurance  in  California, 
John  M.  Kilgarif,  passed  out  sud- 
denly from  heart  failure.  To  his  in- 
timate friends  this  sudden  death  was 
not  a  surprise,  for  they  knew  that 
for  some  time  past  that  he  had  a 
case  of  "bad  heart." 

Mr.  Kilgarif  was  a  native  of  Sac- 
ramento, and  early  in  life  had  en- 
tered the  service  of  the  Pacific  Mu- 
tual Life  Insurance  Company.  The 
California  general  agency  of  the 
company,  in  San  Francisco,  was  of- 
fered to  him  and  his  fellow  em- 
ployee, Frederick  Beaver,  at  a  time 
when  general  business  conditions 
were  not  very  good.  The  young- 
men  gave  up  their  positions  with 
the  general  office,  a  certainty,  with 
some  reluctance,  and  accepted  the 
proffered  general  agency  with  its 
great  possibilities  but  uncertainty 
also. 

The  general  agency  of  Kilgarif  & 
Beaver  was  formed,  and  subsequent- 
ly incorporated.  Friends  financed 
the  young  men  in  their  new  venture. 
Success  soon  followed  and  eventual- 
ly became  extraordinary  indeed.  The 
company  liberalized  its  contracts, 
and  they  became  quick  sellers.  The 
very  best  class  of  business  was 
written. 

The  deceased  was  a  member  of 
the  Family  and  other  clubs.  He  ex- 
celled in  tennis  and  played  handball 
and  golf  well.  He  was  for  long  an 
active  participant  in  hunters'  field 
trials. 


Deceased  was  a  man  of  excellent 
business  judgment,  and  was  a  good 
judge  of  men.  His  success  in  busi- 
ness life  was  well  earned  by  talent 
and  close  attention  to  business. 

Personally,  Mr.  Kilgarif  was  a 
genial  comrade,  a  lovable  character, 
but  frank  and  outspoken.  He  had 
many  friends,  who  sincerely  regret 
his  unexpected  death.

The  assistant  general  adjuster  of 
the  Home  of  New  York  says : 

"We  are  occasionally  confronted 
with  embarrassing  situations  by  rea- 
son of  an  agent's  act  in  making  an 
endorsement  or  taking  some  action 
after  a  loss.  It  is  our  urgent  request 
to  local  representatives  that  they  re- 
frain from  taking  any  action  of  any 
nature  other  than  to  advise  the  as- 
sured that  it  is  his  duty,  under  the 
policy,  to  save,  preserve  or  protect 
the  property  involved  from  further 
loss  or  damage.  The  agent  might 
also  suggest  to  the  assured  that  a 
great  deal  of  time  would  be  saved  if 
he  separated  the  damaged  and  un- 
damaged property,  put  it  in  the  best 
possible  order,  made  a  list  of  it,  and 
assessed  the  damage  on  each  item."

He  may 
discover  some  defective  wiring,  or 
a  choking  flue,  or  the  heating  plant 
out  of  order,  or  the  filter  not  func- 
tioning i;roperly,  or  the  plumbing  in 
disorder.  The  agent  can't  be  a  live 
wire  if  the  power  plant  is  not  work- 


ing right.

Murder  for  Insurance  Money 

Twin  Falls,  Id.  —  Mrs.  Lydia 
Southard,  accused  of  murdering  her 
fourth  husband  for  $10,000  life  in- 
surance money,  was  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree.  The 
Idaho  Life  was  the  insurer.  The 
trial  lasted  nearly  six  weeks.  The 
accused  was  arrested  in  Honolulu. 
Her  first  three  husbands  died  soon 
and  also  a  brother-in-law,  who  like- 
wise   carried    life    insurance    in    her 


favor.  A  child,  uninsured,  likewise 
died  suddenly.  The  defense  was  that 
each  sudden  death  was  caused  by 
typhoid  fever. 

Dr.  Brumfield  of  Roseburg,  Ore., 
was  found  guilty  of  murder  of  a  her- 
mit, whose  headless  body  was  found 
in  the  wreck  of  the  doctors  burned 
auto  by  the  road.  After  the  verdict 
the  doctor  cut  his  throat.  The  mur- 
der appeared  to  be  part  of  a  plan 
to  collect  $26,000  life  insurance  on 
the  life  of  the  doctor,  who  fled  to 
Canada. 


Criminal  Law.  —  Nowadays,  it 
seems,  the  prosecution  always  tries 
to  convict,  and  the  defense  tries  to 
secure  acquital,  regardless  of  guilt 
or  innocence.

Big  Jim  Murphy,  Chicago  labor 
boss,  has  been  identified  as  the  man 
who  planned  the  Dearborn  street 
mail  robbery,  in  which  $360,000  re- 
gistered mail  was  stolen.  Govern- 
ment witness  testified  that  he,  rail- 
way clerk,  was  given  $27,000  in 
Liberty  bonds  as  his  share  of  the 
loot.  Another  charge  against  Mur- 
phy is  the  theft  of  $100,000  re- 
gistered mail  at  the  Pullman  station. 
Found  guilty,  this  statesman. 

New  York,  Nov.  3. — The  re- 
gistered mail  loot  realized  in  the 
hold  up  at  Broadway  and  Leonard 
street  is  now  officially  estimated  at 
$2,000,000.  Seventy  packages  are 
still   unaccounted   for. 

San  Francisco. — The  government 
now  has  marines  in  charge  of  trucks 
carrying  registered  mail. 

An  Illinois  mail  car  looted  by 
bandits. 

Another  Illinois  Central  train  held 
up  by  a  dozen  bandits,  who  fought 
the  train  crew,  dynamited  the  mail 
car  doors,  and  escaped  in  automo- 
biles with  sacks  of  registered  mail.

referred  to  in  the  press  are  in  prog- 
ress."

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Called  Off  the  Strikes 

The  threatened  revolutionary 
strike  of  2,000,000  railway  workers, 
on  October  31,  was  called  off  just 
before  the  named  date.  The  in- 
volved railways  had  been  advertis- 
ing for  men  to  fill  the  places  of  the 
strikers.  Like  the  strike  in  1894, 
over  Pullman  difficulties,  much 
property  damage  and  heavy  losses 
to  producers  would  -have  resulted 
from  this  strike  for  wartime  wages. 

•On  September  11  some  8,000 
workmen  in  seven  Kern  county, 
California,  oil  fields  went  on  strike 
and  demanded  an  agreement  as  to 
points  in  dispute,  said  agreement  to 
be  signed  by  the  government.  The 
Shell  and  one  other  company  signed. 
The  strike  was  calleS  off  on  Novem- 
ber 1.  The  50-day  strike  cost  the 
strikers  about  $2,000,000  wages,  be- 
sides benefits  weekly,  $15  to  married 
and  $10  to  single  strikers.  The  af- 
fected oil  companies  filed  notice  that 
the  county  would  be  held  for  dam- 
ages by  mobs  and  rioting.  One  of 
the  resisting  companies  had  two  in- 
cendiary fires.  The  strikers  per- 
suaded an  elected  judge  to  name 
them  as  deputy  constables.  These 
"officers"  patroled  the  roads  and 
held  up  all  entrants  to  the  district. 
All  men  looking  for  work  were 
turned  back.  Good  sense  or  a  low 
benefit  fund  prevailed.

How  a  Coal  Mine  Fire  Started 

The  Sand  Creek  coal  mine,  near 
Broadus,  Mont.,  was  jeopardized  re- 
cently b}'  a  fire  which  started  in  an 
unusual  way.  Two  boys  burned 
thistles  on  stacked  coal.  They 
thought  they  took  all  needed  pre- 
cautions by  shoveling  the  ashes  over 
the  cut  bank ;  but  some  of  the  ashes 
contained  live  embers  which  fell  in- 
to a  crevice  of  the  main  coal  bank, 
thirty  feet  in  thickness  and  exposed 
to  view  in  the  canyon  wall.  After 
coming  in  contact  with  the  smolder- 
ing ashes  the  fire  was  communi- 
cated to  the  coal  bank  and  had 
burned  itself  in  to  a  thickness  of 
about  three  feet  before  the  alarm 
was  given. 

Fifteen  firemen  from  Broadus 
rushed  to  the  mine  but  it  took  sev- 
eral hours  of  hard  work,  digging 
and  shoveling  before  the  fire  was 
under  control. 

How  great  a  fire  a  little  matter 
kindleth  !

Chicago,  Nov.  3. — The  high  cost  of 
government  was  specified  as  a  hinder- 
ance  to  return  of  normal  business  con- 
ditions by  .Joseph  H.  Defrees,  presi- 
dent of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  U.  S.,  who  speaking  here  today 
pointed  out  some  of  the  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  complete  industrial  read- 
justment. 

Other  obstructions  mentioned  by 
Defrees  include  the  unsettled  railroad 
situation,  unbalanced  foreign  exchan- 
ges, and  the  uncertainty  regarding  en- 
actment of  tariff  measures. 

Dealing  with  the  subject  of  govern- 
ment expenditures,  Defrees  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  appropriations 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1921, 
totaled  more  than  three  and  three- 
quarters  billion  dollars. 

The  major  weight  of  this  burden,  as 
we  all  know,  comes  from  the  cost  of 
previous  wars  and  of  preparation  for 
possible  future  wars.  The  percentages 
of  the  application  of  these  appropria- 
tions of  billions  of  dollars  for  a  single 
year  were  published  in  a  recent  num- 
ber of  The  Army  and  Navy  Journal 
and  are  most  interesting  as  well  as 
shocking:

Vandals  Demolish  Old   Fort  in  Montana 

Old  Fort  Assinniboine  near 
Havre,  which  was  worth  more  than 
$100,000  when  it  was  turned  over 
to  Montana  by  the  United  States 
government  is  almost  in  ruins  (says 
the  Forsyth  Times  Journal).  Bricks 
from  the  buildings,  plumbing,  doors, 
windows  and  wood  work  have  been 
removed  by  the  wagon  load  by  en- 
terprising persons,  who  seemed  to 
think  that  what  belonged  to  the 
state  belonged  to  them  and  they  had 
a  perfect  right  to  remove  it.  A  sort 
of  communistic  doctrine  evidently. 
If  the  property  was  not  available  as 
it  stood  then  the  state  might  have 
dismantled  the  buildings  and  used 
the  material  elsewhere  in  public 
buildings.  It  certainly  would  not 
have  been  amiss  in  the  last  few  years 
when  building  material  has  been 
both   scarce  and  high. 

If  the  state  could  not  use  it  then 
the  material  should  have  been  sold 
and  the  money  applied  to  some  of 
the  enterprises  in  which  Montana 
is  interested  and  which  need  funds. 
Certainly  there  was  no  excuse  for 
a  property  of  that  kind  being  al- 
lowed to  be  carted  off  by  whomso- 
ever wanted  it  without  paying  for 
it. 

A  fire  which  broke  out  there  re- 
cently destroyed  some  of  the  build- 
ings, of  which  there  were  20.  There 
are  2,000  acres  of  land  and  the 
buildings,  which  were  occupied  by 


the  United  States  troops  formerly, 
were  worth  more  than  $100,000  but 
not  a  vestige  of  it  remains  and  no- 
body knows  where  it  went.  Hos- 
pitals or  insafte  asylums  could  have 
been  placed  there  and  the  state  not 
only  would  have  been  enabled  to 
care  for  the  unfortunate  but  it  would 
have  utilized  a  valuable  property 
which  virtually  cost  nothing.  If  it 
could  not  be  used  by  the  state  it 
would  have  been  much  better  if 
some  individual  had  been  allowed 
to  buy  it  and  make  a  use  of  it  which 
would  have  added  to  the  assets  of 
the  state  and  filled  some  need.

INSURANCE  IN  HIGH  COURTS 
Compensation 

A  Georgia  court  ruled  that  a  po- 
liceman is  not  an  employee  but  is  a 
city  official,  and  his  widow  is  not 
entitled  to  the  award  of  the  state 
industrial  commission,  given  be- 
cause he  was  killed  while  on  duty. 
The  su])reme  court  will  say. 


Verdict   Against   Companies,   with   Penalties 

Mrs.  Anna  L.  Waters  was 
awarded  judgment  for  approximate- 
ly $30,000  by  a  jury  in  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  circuit  court  against  the  New 
York  Life  and  the  Travelers  on  pol- 
icies held  by  her  husband,  Edwin 
Waters,  formerly  superintendent  of 
the  Bauxite  mines,  who  died  Octo- 
ber 30,  1920,  from  a  gunshot  wound. 
Mrs.  Waters  was  named  as  benefi- 
ciary in  a  $10,000  policy  by  her  hus- 
band in  the  New  York  Life  and  a 
$10000  policy  in  the  Travelers.  The 
judgment  includes  the  full  amount 
of  the  two  policies  together  with  a 
penalty  of  12  per  cent,  court  costs 
and  attorney's  fees.  It  was  estimat- 
ed that  the  amount  of  judgment 
would  be  approximately  $30,000. 
Separate  suits  against  the  two  com- 
panies were  originally  filed,  but  the 
cases  consolidated  for  trial.    The  in- 


surance companies  sought  to  show 
that  Waters'  death  had  been  the  re- 
sult of  suicide.  Waters  was  found 
dead  at  the  mines  with  several  gun- 
shot wounds  in  his  body.  Attorneys 
for  Mrs.  Waters  contended  that 
Waters  had  been  murdered.  In- 
structing the  jury.  Judge  House  said 
that  the  burden  of  proof  was  on  the 
defendants.  He  said  that  unless  sui- 
cide was  established,  the  presump- 
tion of  the  law  was  that  the  victim 
had  been  murdered. — Southern  Un- 
derwriting. 


Marine. — -Leakage 

.  The  recent  case  of  the  Traders  and 
General  Insurance  Company  v.  the 
Bankers  and  General  Insurance 
Company,  concerning  the  matter  of 
leakage,  calls  attention  to  the  very 
unsatisfactory  state  into  which  this 
question  has  fallen.  In  giving  judg- 
ment, Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  said  the 
main  question  was  whether  leakage 
meant  leakage  slmpliciter  or  only 
leakage  caused  by  a  peril  insured 
against.  In  his  opinion,  the  word 
leakage  in  the  policy  covered  leak- 
age of  any  kind,  whatever  the  cause 
might  be,  and  in  giving  this  interpre- 
tation, the  judge  only  confirmed  an 
opinion  which  has  frequently  been 
expressed    when    legal    advice    has 
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been  sought,  although  it  is  believed 
that  this  is  the  first  instance  of  a 
judicial  pronouncement  on  the  mat- 
ter. This  ruling  is  important,  and 
it  may  lead  to  underwriters  taking 
further  steps  in  order  to  limit  their 
liability  on  risks  which  include  leak- 
age, to  claims  arising  from  leakage 
caused  by  perils  of  the  sea.  This 
is  all  one  with  the  general  tendency 
which  is  now  apparent  to  confine  the 
marine  policy  to  marine  risks,  pure 
and  simple. — The  Policy-Holder. 


Life. — Engaged  Persons   Have  an   Insurable 
Interest  in  Each  Other. 

When  a  young  man  and  a  young 
woman  are  engaged  to  be  married, 
the  woman  has  a  reasonable  expecta- 
tion of  pecuniary  benefit  from  the 
continued  life  of  her  prospective  hus- 
band, and  it  can  not  reasonably  be 
said  that  mercenary  motives  would 
induce  her  to  act  to  cause  the  death 
of  her  intended.  It  can  not  be  doubt- 
ed that  where  two  people  are  in 
good  faith  engaged  to  be  married  to 
each  other,  each  has  an  insurable  in- 
terest in  the  life  of  the  other. — H.  v.

Mutual  Fire. — Error  Harmless— Lean-to   Is  a 
Garage 

Agent  inserted  number  of  car,  as 
given  by  son  of  insured,  which  was 
wrong  number.  Insurer  denied  lia- 
bility for  loss  by  fire,  on  ground  that 
the  insured  car  was  a  different  one 
with  another  number. 

Held,  that  the  license  number  was 
incorrectly  given  was  no  defense  to 
recovery  on  the  policy,  the  number 


being  merely  for  identification,  and 
the  remainder  of  description  fitting 
the  burned  automobile  ;  besides,  the 
insurer  did  not  state  whether  the  li- 
cense-plate or  the  factory  number 
was  wanted.  Other  evidence,  there- 
fore, was  rightly  taken  to  show  in- 
tention. 

Held,  that  the  lean-to  in  which 
the  automobile  was  kept  was  a  "pri- 
vate garage"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  application  form.  The  agent 
was  told  that  the  garage  was  a  lean- 
to  to  insured's  barn  and  therefore 
knew  it ;  and  the  company  having 
accepted  the  premium  and  issued  the 
policy  with  such  knowledge  is 
deemed  to  have  waived  any  mis- 
statement in  regard  to  the  locality 
of  the  car. — White  v.  Home  Mutual 
Assu.  179  N.  E.  315. 


Fire. — Ownership — Knowledge   of   Insurer 

fenses  when  it  rejected  the  claim 
upon  the  sole  ground  that  plaintifiF 
was  not  the  sole  and  unconditional 
owner  of  the  destroyed  property.  As 
the  defendant  knew  the  character  of 
plaintiff's  title  when  it  issued  the 
policy  and  also  when  proofs  of  loss 
were  made  on  April  26,  1916,  and 
when  suit  was  commenced  on  July 
5,  1916,  and  it  delayed  for  several 
months  thereafter  to  tender  back  the 
premium,  the  defense  that  the  own- 
ership was  not  sole  and  uncondi- 
tional was  waived. — 128  N.  E.  664. 


Automobile. — Criminal  Negligence 

Defendant  comjjany  denied  liabil- 
ity on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  and 
could  ncjt  contract  to  indemnify  in- 
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surcd  against  result  of  his  criminal 
negligence.  Court  found  that  death 
resulted  from  criminal  negligence  of 
plaintiff  insured.  Policy  contained 
no  exemption  of  liability  for  crim- 
inal acts  of  plaintiff  while  using  auto. 
■ — O'Hearn  v.  Yorkshire  Ins.  Co., 
Ontario  .S.  C. 


Automobile. — Damages — Rental  Value 

Judgment  for  damages  by  colli- 
sion. Appeal.  Held,  the  court's  in- 
structions were  based  on  the  basal 
principal  that  the  operator  must  at 
all  times  exercise  care  that  the  com- 
mon rights  of  others  may  not  need- 
lessly be  impaired.  Damages  may 
Include  rental  value  and  compensa- 
tion for  all  loss  proximately  caused. 
"201  P.  471. 


Fire. — National  Board  Fire  Presi- 
dent Morton  defends  the  recent  pub- 
licity campaign  to  counteract  the 
Lockwood  Committee's  Untermeyer 
mis-information.

San   Francisco   Conference   Committee 
Meeting 

The  December  meeting-  of  the 
Conference  Committee  of  California 
Insurance  Interests  was  devoted 
inincipally  to  the  consideration  of 
two  important  questions:  First,  that 
arising  from  a  complaint  filed 
against  a  large  general  agency  with 
branches  in  San  FrancLsco  and  Chi- 
cago, who  are  charged  with  having 
placed  a  large  amount  of  insurance 
untler  the  surplus  line  law  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  of  the  Pacific  with 
which  the  agency  is  affiliated.  No 
decision  was  reached,  the  matter  be- 
ing referred  back  to  the  executive 
committee  of  the  board  for  further 
investigation  and  the  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Committee  being  di- 
rected to  furnish  the  executive  com- 
mittee with  all  of  the  information  in 
his  possession. 

The  other  question  involves  the 
interpretation  of  that  clause  of  the 
rules  of  the  Pacific  Board  providing 
that  relief  may  be  granted  to  coun- 
try agents  of  Board  companies  for 
the  placement  of  fire  insurance  busi- 
ness in  San  Francisco  when  said 
business  is  held  to  be  "unimpor- 
tant." 

The  January  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Committee  will  be  held  in 
Los  Angeles  on  January  20,  1922,  at 
which  it  is  understood  the  group 
representing  the  California  Associa- 
tion of  Insurance  Agents  will  pre- 
sent some  questions  of  far  reaching 
importance. 


A  Rocky  Berg 

Mont  Berg,  investor,  promoter 
and  banker,  is  a  seven-days  sensa- 
tion in  Plumas  County,  Cal.  Two 
or  three  banks  are  looking  for  the 
missing  Berg,  with  $100,000  claims. 
He  was  ousted  from  two  banks  for 
forgery.  His  Sierra  \'alley  bank  at 
Loyalton  has  been  recently  robbed 
of  $22,000  by  two  masked  men.  He 
first  appeared  at  Dutch  Flat  and.

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SUES  FOR  NEARLY  A  MILLION 

Northwestern  Mutual  Life  and  Others 
Are  Sued  for  S900,000  Damages— Moun- 
tain States  Life  Is  Plaintiff— Three 
Causes  for  Action 

Suit  for  $900,000  damages  for  con- 
spiracy to  wreck  its  business  was 
filed  by  the  Mountain  States  Life 
Insurance  Company  against  Jesse 
M.  W'heelock,  Colorado  general 
agent  of  the  Northwestern  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company ;  the 
Northwestern  Mutual  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  of  Milwaukee,  Wis. ; 
Earl  Wilson,  former  commissioner 
of  insurance,  and  others,  in  the  Den- 
ver district  court,  Saturday,  Decem- 
ber 24. 

The  Mountain  States  company's 
suit  is  divided  into  three  separate 
causes  of  action — two  for  damages 
and  one  for  an  injunction. 

Judgment  for  $200,000  actual  and 
$250,000  punitive  damages  is  asked 
for  in  the  first  cause  of  action.  The 
complaint  alleges  that  Wheelock  and 
his  fellow  conspirators  "were  con- 
spiring and  confederating  together, 
without  justifiable  cause,  and  un- 
lawfully and  with  malicious  intent, 
to  molest,  obstruct,  hinder  and  pre- 
vent the  plaintiff  from  carrying  on 
its  business." 

Defendants  are  charged  with 
spending  large  sums  of  money  for 
printing,  publishing  and  for  speak- 
ers, to  injure  plaintiff's  business.  An 
order  enjoining  defendants  is  sought.

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ESSENTIALS  AND  NON-ESSENTIALS 

Insurance  Supervision — From  an  Address  by 
Insurance  Commissioner  Thos.  B.  Don- 
aldson at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Asso- 
ciation of  Life  Insurance  Presidents, 
December  9,  1921. 

Commissioners  and  superintend- 
ents of  insurance  come  and  go. 
Mainly,  they  go!  The  novice  chief 
incumbent  will  "find  that  the  most 
essential  thing  in  supervision  is  a 
capable  deputy.  The  most  non-essen- 
tial thing  is  the  new  commissioner 
or  superintendent.  I  mean  this  in 
all  sincerity.  A  new  chief  incum- 
bent who  refuses  to  be  supervised 
by  his  deputy  is  apt  to  have  many 
hours  of  worry. 

The  majesty  of  the  law  is  a  very 
fine  thing  to  proclaim  ;  and  the  law 
is  a  very  fine  thing.  I  respect  it ! 
But,  an  insurance  department  is 
dealing  with  a  vortex  of  human  be- 
ings; with  dubious  policy-holders 
and  with  those  who  are  making  their 
living  in  the  insurance  business.  It  is 
often  futile  and  unfair  to  rely  solely 
upon  chillingly  bare  tenets  of  "the 
law"  in  supervising  a  department's 
affairs.  I  mention  this  because 
"supervision"  at  once  seems  to  sug- 
gest an  inflexible  application  of  stat- 
utes. Statutes  are  emanations  of 
efforts  to  guard  against  stupidity 
and  cupidity.  Statutes  ofifer  marked 
opportunity,  in  many  inst.anccs,  for 
litigation  which  discloses  not  that 
which  statutes  were  intended  to 
mean  but  discloses  how  many  dif- 
ferent meanings  a  few  words  can 
convey.      You    may    finish     in    the 


courts  of  final  error  and  confusion. 
However,  there  is  nothing  more  in- 
teresting and  instructive  in  all  the 
world  than  main  lights — and  side 
lights — of  a  trained  legal  mind 
searching  into  a  problem,  particu- 
larly if  the  bench  has  good  digestion 
and  is  not  worried  about  being  elect- 
ed for  another  term. 

Our  own  Roosevelt  said  that  he 
would  under  no  circumstances — if 
he  could  help  it — transact  business 
with  a  man  who  lacked  a  sense  of 
humor.  Humor  veers  our  course  to- 
ward common  sense.  Common  sense 
as  the  late  Elbert  Hubbard  said,  is 
a  perception  of  values.  No  better 
definition  was  ever  offered.  Super- 
vision of  anything,  the  conduct  of 
anything,  the  progress  of  the  world, 
is  founded  upon  common  sense. 

It  comes  with  bad  grace  for  the 
majesties  of  "supervision"  to  over- 
look the  fact  that  humans  are  hu- 
man ,and  that  every  man  is  entitled 
to  a  living,  and  that  the  abrupt  re- 
\i)king  of  a  license  of  the  humblest 
agent  may  have  a  bad  result  upon 
the  community  and  the  individual. 

Not  Good  for  Any  Other  Business 

It  may  not  have  occurred  to  some 
commissioners,  but  it  is  before  me 
at  all  times,  that  once  a  man  has 
journeyed  along  in  the  insurance 
business,  whether  his  line  be  life, 
fire  or  casualty,  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible for  him  to  adopt  any  other 
business.  Therefore,  an  essential  in 
supervision  is  to  do  all  that  you  can 
to  help  the  incompetent  or  careless 
or  momentarily  erring  brother.  It 
is  most  essential  that  real  and  con- 
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stant  ofifenders  be  driven  ciut  of  the 
business  for  all  times. 

The  unconscious  utterance  of  com- 
panies, agents  and  brokers  is :  "Why 
doesn't  the  Insurance  Department 
do  this  or  that?  Why  do  we  not 
have  a  law  to  govern  this  or  that?" 
There  arc  plenty  of  laws  to  govern 
"this  or  that"  but  the  majorit}^  of 
insurance  men  know  nothing  about 
insurance  laws.  They  do  not  need 
to.  Insurance  laws,  and  all  laws, 
are  to  prevent  abuses,  not  necessa- 
rily to  apply  to  ordinary  daily  moral 
conduct.  It  should  be  emphasized 
that  insurance  departments  are  not 
equipped  with  sufficient  moneys  or 
mentality  to  accomplish  10  per  cent 
of  that  which  the  public  and  the  so- 
liciting field  or  the  home  office 
thinks  a  department  should  accom- 
plish. Therefore,  one  essential  in 
administering  an  insurance  depart- 
ment is  to  be  as  unaggressive  as  pos- 
sible unless  a  real  issue  of  broad  im- 
port destined  to  serve  the  public  or 
to  correct  an  obvious  weakness  or 
irregularity  is  on  the  horizon.  Those 
who  have  had  the  privilege  of  being 
insurance  commissioner  or  superin- 
tendent and  who  have  sought  to  do 
their  duty  as  they  see  it  will  arrive 
is  the  biggest  is  the  world  and  that 
it  is  hopeless  for  the  average  man  to 
at  the  one  conclusion  that  the  game 
sum-up  to  departmental  require- 
ments in  a  brief  span  of  years.  Fur- 
ther, the  work  is  often  annoying  and 
arduous  and  the  salary  is  not  always 
commensurate  with  services  and 
knowledge  demanded.  The  result 
has  been,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
that  after  a  brief  regime  the  incum- 


bent allies  himself  with  private  en- 
terprises. The  work  is  easier  and 
more  appealing. 

Personnel  of  Management 

Essentials  and  non-essentials  in 
departmental  supervision  depend 
much  upon  the  mental  balance  and 
personality  of  the  individual  in  exec- 
utive control.  The  world's  history 
has  depended  upon  one  man,  though 
his  reign  may  have  been  brief.  To 
apply  this  to  supervision  is  to  say 
that  it  is  not  always  of  concern  to 
me,  in  the  final  summary,  just  what 
surplus  a  company  possesses.  It  is 
of  vital  concern  to  me  to  ascertain 
the  personnel  of  the  management. 

The  croix  de  guerre  and  guilt  are 
highly  personal. 

\\^ere  I  to  be  asked  to  advise  a 
new  commissioner  when  he  assumes 
office  I  would  say  to  him :  "Take 
vourself  seriously,  but  do  not  make 
it  painful.  In  the  vast  responsibili- 
ties imposed  upon  you  by  insurance 
statutes  always  bear  in  mind  that 
there  is  an  inexplicable  and  irritating 
atmosphere  of  sanctity  hovering 
about  life  insurance,  a  nebulous  un- 
certainty enshrouding  casualty  and 
surety,  a  foreboding  cloud  of  inves- 
tigation threatening  fire  insurance. 
As  for  fraternal  insurance,  I  never 
understood  it,  but  you  have  my  best 
wishes." 

Irregularities 

Why  bewail  when  things-*  go 
wrong?  It  is  essential  to  have  irreg- 
ularities because  we  would  never 
know  regularities  unless  we  knew 
irregularities.  Some  men  never 
know  thev  have  teeth  until  a  tooth 
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starts  to  ache.  A  department  and 
the  public  may  not  be  conscious  of 
an  existing  statute  vmtil  a  cause  for 
applying  it,  or  interpreting  it,  is  sud- 
denly disclosed.  It  is  essential  to 
have  something  go  wrong! 

I  am  rather  grateful  that  Henry 
Ford  has  not  essayed  to  conduct  an 
insurance  company.  He  might  cause 
us  to  think ;  and  thinking  is  the  most 
vmcomfortable  sensation  the  Ameri- 
can public  ever  encountered.  You 
will  recall  Patrick  Henry,  who  pro- 
claimed, "Give  me  liberty  or  give  me 
death !"  He  eventually  attained 
both — but  he  was  thinking  only  of 
"liberty." 

Life  Insurance  Misrepresentations 

Particularly  in  life  insurance,  in 
the  contest  between  agents,  eternity 
and  the  Ten  Commandments  fade 
into  oblivion  at  echo  of  the  shrill 
cry  of  "Misrepresentation!"  I  have 
faced  irate  men  who  stormed  upon 
me  to  punish  a  ruthless  rival  agent 
who  actually  sold  a  man  a  twenty- 
pay  life  policy  under — as  they  said 
— pretence  that  it  was  a  twenty-year 
endowment.  As  an  essential  of  su- 
pervision, reflect.  The  policy-holder 
paid  the  exact  premium  for  that 
which  he  was  entitled  to,  no  more, 
no  less.  It  is  vastly  better  for  an 
agent  to  lose  a  first-year  commission 
once  in  a  while  than  to  involve  the 
bewildered  insured  in  an  inter-com- 
pany wrangle,  which  serves  mainly 
to  make  the  policy-holder  suspicious 
of  all  agents  and  companies. 
New  Companies 

A  most  essential  phase  of  super- 
vision   is    to    start    at    the    origin. 


Whenever  enthusiastic  promoters  of 
companies  apply  for  permission  to 
organize,  ascertain  how  little  the 
promoters  know.  Invariably  they 
know  very  little.  Stop  them  before 
they  start !  The  end  does  not  come 
until  well  along  toward  the  finish; 
but  a  department  had  best  forestall, 
not  postpone,  the  inevitable.  A  new 
company,  with  untrained  promoters 
back  of  it  has  as  much  chance  to 
succeed  today  as  a  sufifragette  has 
to  be  President  of  the  United  States. 
Somehow,  it  just  does  not  seem  to 
be! 

Another  essential  is  developing 
the  trait  of  knowing  \\  hen  to  ignore 
rather  than  developing  the  trait  of 
standing  attention  to  every  trivial 
happening. 

A  commendable  preceptor  is  our 
ordinary  traffic  policeman  in  a  busy 
city.  Observe  him  handle  the  pass- 
ing thousands  and  note  the  petty  in- 
fractions he  ignores,  the  while  keep- 
ing the  procession  moving.  An 
irate  policeman  can  tangle  up  an  en- 
tire section  of  a  city.  A  fiery  tem- 
pered, scolding,  high-strung  state 
official  can  make  life  as  miserable 
for  other  people  as  he  makes  life 
miserable  for  himself.

Rebater 

In  departmental  duties  one  devel- 
ops, or  should  develop,  a  perspective 
and  know  when  to  throw  burden  of 
proof  upon  complainants.  The  new- 
ly-born agent  sees  many  mal-adjust- 
ments,  particularly  when  he  is  out- 
distanced by  a  better  trained  com- 
petitor who  "signs  up"  the  desired 
risk.      It    is   just    as    easy    to    howl 
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"rebatcr!"  as  it  is  difficult  to  estab- 
lish rebating.  The  Missouri  seal  of 
state,  which  reads  somewhat  like 
this,  "In  Providence  I  confide,  but 
you  will  have  to  show  me!"  is  a 
vulgar  edition  of  Dr.  Samuel  John- 
son's pronunciamento  that  the  most 
difficult  thing  in  the  world  to  get 
hold  of  is  a  fact.

Unfit  and   Incompetent   Agents 

Until  possibly  within  the  past  ten 
years  it  was  not  fashionable  for  the 
insurance  fraternity,  as  a  whole,  to 
have  contact  with  departments.  In 
fact,  there  seemed  to  be  a  sullen  fear 
of  departments.  The  field  felt  that 
insurance  inen  were  non-essentials 
in  eyes  of  all  departments.  This  was 
most  unfair  and  markedly  unfortun- 
ate. The  Pennsylvania  department's 
"closed-door"  plan  which  sought, 
and  is  seeking,  to  prevent  the  obvi- 
ously unfit  and  incompetent  from  ob- 
taining licenses  as  agents,  or  brok- 
ers, had  one  astonishing  result.  It 
immediately  found  the  most  marked 
endorsement  in  the  soliciting  field, 
and  not  solely  for  the  reason  that 
Agent  A  or  B  or  C  felt  that  he 
wanted  newcomers,  or  competitors, 
kept  out  of  the  soliciting  field.  It 
was  because  the  agent  or  broker  of 
good  practices  knew  that  the  insur- 
ance business  was  degraded  and  re- 
tarded by  incompetent  men  strutting 
about  with  no  equipment  save  that 
of  a  state  license  and  who  within 
their  rights,  under  the  presumed 
sanctity  of  the  license,  had  ])ermis- 
sion  to  do  what  may  have  resulted 
— and  often  has  resulted — in  incal- 
culable damage  to  the  public. 


Rain  and  Snow 

Improvement  of  Coast  fire  loss 
ratios  began  in  November  and  con- 
tinues in  December  with  the  rain 
and  snow  fall.  The  year's  experience 
of  every  company  and  agency  is  vir- 
tually known  now  in  early  Decem- 
ber. 


The  Safe-Blowing  Industry 

Safe-cracking  continues  unabated. 
At  this  rate  the  uncracked  safe  will 
be  a  sight  for  the  dime  museum. 
Even  the  unlocked  door  is  no  pro- 
tection. A  merchant  hung  a  sign, 
with  a  notice,  "Burglar,  don't  blow 
this  safe ;  the  door  is  unlocked ;  help 
yourself  to  the  $20  in  it."  But  the 
burglar  came  and  "souped"  the  com- 
bination lock.

Ills  Seek  the  Uninsured 
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NATIONAL  HEALTH  IN  THE  LIFE 
INSURANCE  MIRROR 

From  an  Address  by  Robert  Lynn  Cox  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  Association  of 
Life  Insurance  Presidents,  December  9, 
192L 

The  business  of  life  insurance  has 
grown  within  recent  years  to  most 
impressive  size.  This  is  attributable 
directly  to  the  ability  of  its  expo- 
nents to  make  men  think  of  life  and 
death  in  economic  terms.  Life  in- 
surance has  taught  the  world  that 
in  one  sense  it  pays  to  raise  men  and 
women  just  as  it  pays  to  raise  horses 
and  cattle.  It  pays  in  dollars.  Men 
understand  now  pretty  generally 
that  what  human  beings  can  earn 
beyond  their  "board  and  keep"  can 
be  measured — that  is  to  say,  this  can 
be  done  with  reference  to  that  imag- 
inary being  known  as  "Mr.  Average 
Man."  What  he  is  worth  to\^■ard 
increasing  the  capital  of  the  world 
can  be  definitely  foretold  and  calcu- 
lated. We  know  within  a  few  days 
or  weeks  of  how  long  he  will  live 
and  just  about  what  he  would  bring 
if  he  could  be  put  upon  the  auction 
block.  Uncertainty  as  to  the  span 
of  life  relates  only  to  the  individual 
life.  Death  holds  no  terror  of  un- 
certainty for  Mr.  Average  Man. 
Statistics  based  upon  the  actual  ex- 
perience of  life  insurance  companies 
have  proven  absolutely  the  number 
of  his  years.  He  neither  fears  less 
nor  hopes  for  more.     He  knows

4  Years  Added  to  Average  Life  Expectancy 

The  death  claims  paid  by  the  life 
insurance  companies  of  the  United 
.States  for  the  year  1920  amounted  in 
round  numbers  to  $350,000,000.  Most 
of  this  was  paid  on  insured  men, 
women  and  children  who  died  pre- 
maturely. In  fact,  life  conservation 
work  as  it  has  been  developed  in  the 
last  two  decades  has  demonstrated 
to  the  point  of  reasonable  certainty 
that  not  less  than  one-third  and  per- 
haps even  one-half  of  all  deaths 
which  occur  in  any  one  year  might 
be  postponed  to  subsequent  years 
varying  in  number  somewhat  ac- 
cording to  geographical  location,  na- 
tionality, occupation,  v/orking  con- 
ditions, etc.  It  has  been  shown,  for 
example,  in  the  experience  of  one 
life  insurance  company  that  within 
a  period  of  ten  years,  the  lowering 
of  the  death  rate  that  has  actually 
been  achieved  is  equivalent  to  hav- 
ing added  four  years  to  the  average 
life  expectancy  of  its  male  policy- 
holders. If  America  could  remove 
tuberculosis  from  among  the  causes 
of  mortality,  which  has  long  been 
the  ambition  of  those  engaged  in 
public  health  work,  it  v/ould  be 
equivalent  to  adding  at  least  three 
years  to  the  average  life  span  of  the 
entire  population. 
Maximimi  May  Be  Extended  to  70  Years 
We,  as  life  insurance  men,  see  the 
problem  of  "national  health  ni  our 
life  insurance  mirror"  as  an  eco- 
nomic problem  of  wide  interest  and 
great  importance.  We  see  it  through 
the  eyes  of  forty  million  people  with 
whom  we  have  contracts  directly  re- 
lated to  the  length  of  time  they  are 
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expected  to  live.  Of  necessity  we 
a])proach  this  question,  as  we  do  all 
others,  from  the  standpoint  of  Mr. 
average  man,  the  man  who  deter- 
mines what  kinds  of  policies  we  shall 
issue  and  whose  life  expectancy  fixes 
our  premium  rates  therefor.  We 
would  inquire  concerning  what  is 
being  done  to  improv-e  liealth  for 
him. 

We  know  that  if,  our  business 
were  a  lodge  or  society  which  had 
power  to  endow  each  member  with 
a  definite  number  of  years  of  life, 
such  as  we  know  are  guaranteed  to 
the  Average  Man — say  35  years  for 
a  man  30  years  old,  28  3'ears  for  a 
man  of  40,  20  years  for  a  man  of  50, 
and  so  on — initiation  fees  and  an- 
nual dues  in  such  in  organization 
might  be  fixed  high  enough  to  com- 
pare with  admission  fees  and  dues 
in  an  up-to-date  golf  club.  We  know, 
but  have  a  hard  time  convincing 
men  outside  of  our  business  that 
men  who  take  out  and  maintain  an 
adequate  amount  of  life  insurance 
receive  an  absolute  guarantee  of  the 
length  of  their  economic  lives,  a 
guarantee  that  as  to  their  net  earn- 
ing power  each  shall  live  his  full 
measure  of  life  expectancy.  Seeing, 
as  we  must  and  clearly  do,  the  dol- 
lar and  cent  worth  of  years  of  liv- 
ing, let  us  turn  now  to  some  recent 
figures  which  show  how  closely  we 
are  in  touch  with  the  losses  caused 
by  deaths  among  the  creators  of  the 
wealth  of  the  world. 

Similar  estimates  made  for  other 
preventable  diseases  indicate  that 
life  expectancy  can  very  reasonably 
be  extended  to  an  average  ma.ximum 


of  seventy  years  instead  of  a  maxi- 
mum of  fifty-one  years,  as  .shown  by 
the  life  tables  of  1910.  Tn  terms  of 
the  whole  nation,  such  life  extension 
makes  for  such  enormous  increase 
of  national  values  that  the  efifort 
would  be  fully  justified.

Net  Worth  of  Average  Male  Is  S500  a  Year 
Assuming,  as  I  think  we  fairly 
may,  that  on  the  average  productive 
mail  members  of  the  race  are  worth 
"net"  to  the  world  at  least  $500  a 
year  each  (that  is,  each  is  worth 
$500  over  food,  clothing,  shelter  and 
other  costs  of  his  personal  mainte- 
nance), we  get  a  new  view  of  what 
life  prolongation  means  in  money's 
worth. 

Nine  million  men  are  said  to  have 
been  killed  in  the  great  world  war — 
nine  million  men  whose  average  life 
expectancy  was  about  thirty-five 
years.  This  means  that  315,000,000 
years  of  productive  human  activity, 
worth  $500  a  year  net,  was  thus  lost 
to  the  world.  Expressed  in  dollars 
it  means  that  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  billion  dollars  worth  of  human 
lives  were  destroyed  by  this  war. 
Added  to  this,  perhaps  as  much  more 
was  lost  by  the  disablement  of  those 
who  still  live  but  who  have  been 
converted  into  human  liabilities — 
not  only  worthless  as  producers  but 
who  from  now  on  must  consume 
wealth  that  is  being  produced  by 
others. 

Men  are  accustomed  to  calculate 
the  economic  cost  of  the  war  only 
,n  v;.ine  of  mat'=;rial  things  destroyed 
and  supplies  wasted,  but  in  the  life 
insurance  mirror  we  see  this  larger 
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loss  of  human  economic  value  that 
likewise  was  destroyed  and  is  now 
gone  forever. 

Favorable   Mortality   in   1921 

In  order  that  we  may  see  both 
our  problems  and  our  opportunities, 
the  Association  of  Life  Insurance 
Presidents  has  obtained  from  lead- 
ing American  life  insurance  compa- 
nies, and  this  enabled  me  to  present 
in  connection  herewith  in  tabular 
form,  certain  statistics  relating  to 
deaths  and  causes  of  deaths  for  the 
f'.rst  ten  months  of  1921  and  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1920. 

The  striking  thing  shown  by  these 
figures,  covering  27,000,000  human 
lives,  which  of  necessity  reflect  gen- 
eral health  conditions  throughout 
the  country,  is  the  extraordinarih^ 
favorable  mortality  of  the  current 
vear  in  comparison  with  the  year 
1920 — a  year  which  up  to  that  time 
was  one  of  the  best  which  life  insur- 
ance companies  had  ever  experi- 
enced. These  figures  for  ten  months 
of  1921,  supplemented  by  what  we 
know  of  our  mortality  experience  as 
it  has  been  running  since  October 
31st,  show  that  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  as  a  whole,  will  close 
the  year  1921  with  a  lower  death 
rate  than  has  ever  been  experienced 
by  these  countries  in  any  calendar 
year  of  their  history.  Let  us  trans- 
late this  fact  into  number  of  lives 
saved  in  1921.  The  thirty-seven 
life  insurance  companies  contribut- 
ing these  figures  transact  about  80 
per  cent  of  the  life  insurance  busi- 
ness of  the  country  and  the  figures 
actually  submitted  for  the  first  ten 


months  of  this  year  in  comparison 
with  the  first  ten  months  of  last  year 
are  from  a  group  of  policies  repre- 
senting in  point  of  number  55  per 
cent  of  all  now  outstanding  in  the 
United  States.  Combining  both  or- 
dinary and  industrial  life  insurance 
business,  these  thirty-seven  compa- 
nies report  that  while  they  experi- 
enced in  the  first  ten  months  of 
1920,  deaths  numbering  205,941,  for 
the  same  period  this  year  only  184,- 
860  deaths  have  occurred.  This 
shows  a  reduction  of  21,081  in  the 
actual  number  of  their  death  losses 
this  year.  But  this  large  number 
does  not  tell  with  entire  accuracy 
the  whole  story  of  the  life  saving  of 
the  year  because  it  covers  only  ten 
months  and  the  deaths  of  1921  oc- 
curred among  a  greater  number  of 
lives  at  risk.  By  using  these  facts 
to  correct  our  calculations  it  may  be 
said  that  the  net  saving  for  this 
group  of  life  insurance  companies 
will  amount  to  at  least  26,402  lives. 
Stated  in  the  usual  mortality  ratios, 
it  means  that  the  death  rate  of  this 
year  for  these  companies  will  be  8.24 
per  thousand  instead  of  9.58  per 
thousand,  as  it  was  in  1920.

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Causes  of  High  Cost  of  Living — High  Wages 

— Inconvertible  Paper  Money 

The  question  of  the  high  cost  of 
living  is  a  many  sided  one.  So  many 
people  were  withdrawn  from  the 
primary  productions  and  put  to 
manufacture  munitions  of  war  and 
other  necessities  of  military  enter- 
prises, the  war  itself  demanded  so 
much  more  food  and  clothing,  the 
latter  of  a  character  not  usually  re- 
quired, that  the  supplies  for  the  or- 
dinary population  of  the  world  fell 
off.  This  reduced  production  led  to 
higher  prices  for  what  was  available, 
and  these  higher  prices  led  In  turn 
to  a  demand  for  increased  wages, 
which,  of  course,  acceijtuated  the  sit- 
uation, and  so  the  vicious  circle  was 
widened.  The  result  of  this  increase 
of  wages  was  the  inauguration  of  a 
condition  of  social  and  industrial  un- 
rest, resulting  in  strikes  which  led  to 
a  further  retardation  of  production 
and  ushered  in  the  golden  age  of  the 
man  who  is  known  in  America  as 
the  walking  delegate  and  here  as  the 
organizing  secretary. 

Students  of  anatomy  are  aware  of 
an  organ  in  the  human  body  known 
as  the  vermiform  appendix  ;  no  medi- 
cal man  has  yet  been  able  to  find  out 
what  use  it  is,  but  it  is  very  potent 
for  mischief.  The  walking  delegate 
is  the  vermiform  appendix  of  indus- 
trial life;  if  he  could  be  got  rid  of 
much  of  the  unrest  would  disappear. 

Another  contributory  cause  has 
been  the  enormous  output  of  an  in- 
convertible paper  currency.  This 
enormous  increase  of  what  superfi- 


cial observers  regard  as  new  money 
has  led  to  unparalleled  extravagance 
and  has  thus  contributed  to  the  up- 
ward movement.  In  Australia  we 
have  joined  in  this  unsound  system 
of  finance.  In  round  figures  we  have 
issued  some  fifty-seven  millions  of 
paper  money  secured  by  about 
twenty-three  millions  of  gold  in  the 
Federal  Treasury.  This  gold  has 
been  deposited  by  the  banks  in  ex- 
change for  notes,  and  indicates  that 
all  the  paper  money  which  the  com- 
munity requires  for  the  transaction 
of  its  commercial  and  industrial  en- 
terprises is  not  more  than  about 
twenty-five  millions;  the  balance  is 
lying  in  the  banks,  serving  no  useful 
purpose.  The  Federal  Treasurer  re- 
cently referred  to  this  thirty  or  more 
millions  of  unemployed  notes  as  a 
banking  reserve.  They  are  nothing 
of  the  kind,  and  they  are  absolutely 
valueless  for  international  trade.  If 
they  were  presented  to  the  Federal 
Treasury  for  redemption  tomorrow 
the  Government  would  be  compelled 
to  repudiate.  Under  normal  condi- 
tions the  issue  of  this  superfluous 
amount  of  inconvertible  paper  would 
have  brought  Gresham's  law  into 
operation,  and  all  the  gold  would 
have  left  the  commonwealth.  To 
prevent  this  the  Government  prohib- 
ited the  export  of  gold.  Now  gold 
is  one  of  the  primary  products  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  to  prohibit 
its  export  is  economically  as  un- 
sound as  to  prohibit  the  export  of 
wool  or  wheat.  Had  the  paper  cur- 
rency been  restricted  to  about 
twenty-five  millions,  which  measure 
the  needs  of  the  community,  there 
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would  have  been  no  occasion  to  pro- 
hibit the  export  of  gold,  which  is 
merely  a  return  to  the  discredited 
mercantile  system. 

Another  important  aspect  ot  the 
question  is,  what  would  be  the  effect 
of  a  sudden  return  to  pre-war  prices? 
The  general  public  would,  no  doubt, 
at  once  say  that  such  a  condition  is 
to  be  strongly  desired.  This,  how- 
ever, is  not  so  clear.  "Action  is  al- 
ways equal  and  contrary  to  re- 
action," and,  in  obedience  to  this 
law,  a  sudden  return  to  normal  con- 
ditions might  be  as  disastrous  as  the 
sudden  upward  movement  in  prices 
has  been. 

All  governments  are  now  debtors 
who  have  to  pay  interest  and  prin- 
cipal in  gold.  They  cannot  pay  in 
commodities,  and,  if  prices  fall 
largely  and  suddenly,  they  will  be 
seriously  embarrassed.  But  the  time 
limit  prevents  me  from  pursuing  this 
aspect  of  the  question.  The  remedy 
for  the  present  condition  lies  in  in- 
creased production,  only  possible  by 
longer  hours  and  harder  work,  and 
by  a  gradual  deflation  of  the  super- 
fluous paper  currency.  ■ —  Richard 
Tcece,  before  the  Actuarial  Society 
of  Australia.

Do  not  decorate  your  Christmas  tree  with 
paper,  cotton  or  any  other  inflammable 
material.  Use  metallic  tinsel  and  other 
non-infiammable  decorations  only,  and  set 
the  tree  securely  so  that  children,  or  others, 
in  reaching  for  things  cannot  tip  it  over. 

De  not  use  cotton  to  represent  snow ;  as- 
bestos fibre  or  powdered  mica  is  a  good  sub- 
stitute. 

Candles  and  Gas  Jets 

Do  not  use  candles.  The  records  will 
show  that  many  lives  are  lost  because  of 
their  use.  Electric  lighting  systems,  prop- 
erly installed,  avoid  this  danger. 

Do  not  permit  any  sort  of  decorations 
near  gas  jets. 

Trees  Ignite  Quickly  When  Dry 

Do  not  allow  trees  to  remain  inside  of 
buildings  after  the  holidays.  The  tree  itself 
ignites  readily  when  the  needles  have  be- 
come dry. 

These  suggestions  are  made  with  the 
hope  that  this  Christmas  may  pass,  leaving 
no  aftermath  of  regret.

Sample  Rancli  Fire 

Among  the  notable  farm  fires  this 
year  was  that  on  the  James  Neace 
ranch,  near  Endicott,  Wash.  The 
tenant  had  just  the  night  before  re- 
turned from  Walla  Walla  with 
twenty-three  mules  he  had  bought 
for  harvest  work.  Men  at  supper 
noticed  smoke  rising  from  the  big 
barn  and  as  they  ran  to  rescue  the 
mules  the  flames  burst  forth  from 
every  part.  Spontaneous  combus- 
tion of  hay  was  supposed  to  be  the 
cause  of  the  fire. 

Twenty-five  head  of  mules,  one 
horse,  harness,  hay  and  other  con- 
tents, and  one  100-ton  stack  of  hay 
adjacent,  were  destroyed.  Only  one 
mule  was  saved  and  his  long  ears 
were  badly  singed.  He  neither 
balked,  brayed  nor  kicked.  The  tur- 
moil was  frightful.  The  tenant, 
Fred  Cushing,  who  owned  livestock, 
hay  and  all  contents  of  the  barn, 
lost  $10,000  and  carried  no  insur- 
ance.

I  note  your  suggestion  that  I  cor- 
respond with  claimants  and  print 
only  what  they  say.  In  answer  to 
this  I  desire  to  advise  that  I  never 
publish  anything  regarding  claim- 
ants that  has  not  been  verified. 

In  the  early  days,  on  several  oc- 
casions I  took  the  statements  of 
agents,  and  in  one  or  two  instances 
the  claimants  were  not  willing  to 
back  it  uji.  In  one  particular  in- 
stance I  desire  to  advise  that  I  had 


the  actual  certified  copy  of  the  letter, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  em- 
barrassed the  party  greatly,  he  saw 
fit  to  deny  same. 

In  like  manner  I  desire  to  advise 
that  the  Reciprocal  Underwriters  or 
the  Individual  Underwriters  of  New 
York,  I  forget  which,  questioned  a 
statement  I  made  regarding  the 
amount  of  insurance  they  were  car- 
rying, but  inasmuch  as  I  had  taken 
this  from  their  sworn  affidavit, 
which  I  saw  with  my  own  eyes,  their 
claim  fell  flat ;  however,  I  might  ad- 
vise that  the  affidavit  from  which  I 
copied  their  entire  record  has  since 
disappeared  from  the  files  and  no 
one  seems  able  to  say  when  or  by 
whom  they  were  taken. 

I  am  not  submitting  the  foregoing 
for  publication  but  merely  to  answer 
the  criticism  in  clippings  you  sent. 
"Inter-Insurance  Information"  is  not 
published  for  profit ;  in  fact,  I  might 
add  that  out  of  ten  thousand  copies 
that  I  published  last  year  and  dis- 
tributed over  the  L^nited  States,  the 
actual  amount  left  in  excess  of  post- 
age, complimentary  copies  sent,  etc., 
was  $91.84,  which  I  assure  you  does 
not  begin  to  compensate  me  for  time 
spent.  There  will  probably  be  a 
total  of  ten  thousand  printed  and 
distributed  this  year,  and  I  doubt 
whether  at  the  close  of  the  year  I 
will  find  that  I  am  that  much  ahead 
of  the  game.  The  publication,  as 
advised,  has  never  been  for  profit, 
but  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  pleas- 
ure out  of  it  in  fighting  the  Inter- 
Insurance  Exchanges.

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Goods  in  Warehouse  Liability 
Many  will  be  surprised  to  learn 
that  whether  a  warehouseman  or 
other  bailee  has  assumed  responsibil- 
ity for  the  goods  of  another  or  has 
agreed  to  keep  same  protected  by 
insurance,  or  is  guilty  of  negligence, 
or  is  for  any  other  reason  legally 
liable  if  his  policies  contain  the 
words  "held  in  trust,"  unqualified  by 
the  words,  "and  for  which  he  mav 
be  legally  liable"  or  by  some  other 
restrictive  provision,  the  bailor  or 
owner  of  the  goods  may,  after  a  fire, 
by  merely  ratifjdng  the  insurance  of 
the  bailee,  appropriate  that  for 
which  he  paid  nothing,  and  the  very 
existence  of  which  he  may  have  been 
ignorant  at  the  time  of  the  fire.  And 
if  the  bailee  fails  to  include  the  loss 
on  the  bailor's  goods  in  his  claim, 
the  later  maj^  file  proofs  and  bring 
suit  independently  against  the  bai- 
lee's insurers.  Nor  is  this  all,  for  in 
some  jurisdictions,  and  perhaps  in 
all,  if  the  warehouseman  fails  to  in- 
clude the  loss  on  property  of  the 
bailor  in  his  claim  against  his  insur- 
ers, or  if  he  does  include  it  and  the 
amount  collectible  is  less  than  ihe 
total  loss,  the  warehouseman  may 
not  first  reimburse  himself  for  the 
loss  on  his  own  goods,  and  hold  the 
balance  in  trust  for  the  owners,  but 
must  pro  rate  the  amount  actually 
collected  with  those  owners  who 
may  have  adopted  the  insurance,  al- 
though, if  he  has  a  lien  against  any 
of  the  goods  for  charges  or  ad- 
vances, the  amount  thereof  may  be 
deducted  from  the  proportion  of  the 
insurance  fund  due  such  owners. —

From  1917  to  1920,  inclusive,  the 
premiums  were  $101,444,247,  with 
34.2  per  cent  losses. 

For  the  past  fourteen  years  the 
premiums  totaled  $261,580,901,  with 
$96,619,038,  or  36.9  per  cent  losses. 

For  the  past  thirty  years  the  re- 
ported premiums  totaled  $377,207,- 
780,  with  $287,614,060  reported 
losses,  or  76.2  per  cent. 

After  America  entered  the  war, 
premiums  gained  by  millions. 

From  1907  to  1916  there  was  vir- 
tually no  gain  in  premiums.  But 
1920's  total  of  $33,000,000  was  more 
than  double  that  of  any  year  in 
1907-1915.

New   Life  Insurance   Business   of   1921; 

What  It  Means 

From  an  address  by  John  M.  Hol- 
combe,  president  of  the  Phoenix  Mu- 
tual Life  Ins.  Co.,  before  the  fif- 
teenth annual  convention  of  the  As- 
sociation of  Life  Insurance  Presi- 
dents, December  8,  1921 : 

I  bring  for  your  cogitation  and 
reflection  the  latest  figures  disclos- 
ing the  new  life  insurance  business 
in  1921  and  ask  you  to  consider  with 
me  the  significance  of  these  figures. 
By  so  doing,  we  will  be  stimulated 
from  the  volume  indicated,  and  by 
comparison  and  analysis  can  proceed 
more  intelligcntl}'  to  the  work  of  the 
succeeding  year.  Returns  have  been 
furnished  by  148  of  the  272  life  in- 
surance companies  doing  business  in 
the  United  States.  These  148  com- 
panies wrote  97  per  cent  of  the  new 
business  of  1920.  Their  1921  returns 
are  based  on  the  actual  amount  of 
new  business  paid  for  up  to  Novem- 
ber 1st  of  this  year,  plus  an  esti- 
mate for  the  remaining  two  months. 

From  these  returns  it  is  estimated 
that  the  new  business  record  for 
1921  will  show  the  issue  of  13,150,- 
000  policies,  representing  insurance 
to  the  amount  of  $8,535,000,000.  In 
1920,  the  number  of  new  policies  is- 
sued was  13,248,000,  insuring  $10,- 
105,000,000.  The  1921  record,  there- 
fore shows  a  comparatively  small 
decrease  in  the  number  of  policies 
issued  but  about  15  per  cent  less  in 
the  insurance  represented  by  these 
policies. 


Twenty  years  ago,  in  1901,  Ameri- 
can life  insurance  companies  wrote 
$2,020,000,000  of  new  insurance.  A 
decade  later,  in  1911,  the  amount  of 
new  insurance  was  $2,870,000,000.  an 
Increase  of  a  little  more  than  one- 
third.  In  1921,  therefore,  the  issue 
was  almost  three  times  that  of  1911. 
In  the  years  1919  and  1920,  the  is- 
sues were  much  greater  than  ever 
before.  Money  was  plentiful  and 
the  results  of  the  war  and  the  epi- 
demic of  influenza  had  impressed 
upon  the  people  the  need  of  life  in- 
surance. In  1921,  however,  the  busi- 
ness has  been  afifected  by  trade  con- 
ditions, strikes,  loss  of  employment 
and  general  retrenchment.  Notwith- 
standing this,  the  amount  of  life  in- 
surance this  year  will  exceed  that  of 
any  single  year,  with  the  exception 
of  1920. 

It  is  pertinent  to  note  additional 
facts  in  the  background  in  discuss- 
ing the  new  insurance  of  the  last 
three  years.  Up  to  1919,  new  life 
insurance  each  year,  on  the  average, 
increased  about  10  per  cent.  This 
was  the  experience  covering  about 
twenty  years.  One  year  the  increase 
was  as  high  as  18  per  cent.  Another 
year  it  was  as  low  as  4  per  cent.  In 
four  different  years,  including  1914, 
there  were  decreases  in  the  amount 
of  new  business.  But,  on  the  aver- 
age, roughly  speaking,  an  annual  in- 
crease of  10  per  cent  is  shown.  Then, 
in  1919,  came  the  unparalleled  in- 
crease of  62  per  cent  over  the  new 
business  of  1918.  Most  of  us  in  the 
life  insurance  business  would  have 
been  satisfied  at  the  time  if  the  1920 
new  business  had  equalled  that  of 


The  Unexpected  Happens 
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1919.  We  could  hardly  expect  an 
increase.  Yet  it  eventuated.  When 
the  returns  for  1920  were  in,  it  was 
found  that  the  new  business  was  21 
per  cent  greater  than  in  1919.  There- 
fore, that  the  aggregate  amount  of 
new  life  insurance  in  1921  is  less 
than  that  issued  in  1920,  is  cause 
neither  for  surprise  nor  disappoint- 
ment. In  moral  potentiality,  consid- 
ering the  conditions  under  which  the 
1921  new  insurance  was  bought  b)^ 
the  American  people,  the  results 
mark  progress  rather  than  retrogres- 
sion. 


Early  life  insurance  had  no  medi- 
cal examination  of  applicants,  except 
as  they  came  before  the  directors 
and  answered  a  few  questions  and 
were  considered  as  good  or  bad 
risks  from  their  gait  and  looks.  The 
first  medical  examiner  was  appoint- 
ed in  1858  in  England.  Considera- 
tion over  and  imder  weight  was  a 
still  later  factor  in  acceptance  or 
rejection. 


In  the  first  six  months  American 
life  companies  generally  wrote  much 
less  business  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing months  of  1920.  Large  writers 
wrote  all  the  way  from  20  to  40  per 
cent  less.  Quite  a  number  wrote 
less  than  in  the  same  months  of 
1919.  Some  large  writers  barely  in- 
creased their  1921  over  1919  new 
business.  There  will  be  a  big  slump 
in  1921  business.

Consumption — Safe  After  40 

In  my  judgment,  no  life  in  which 
one  or  other  parent  died  of  tubercle 
should,  up  to,  at  the  very  earliest, 
35,  be  accepted  without  a  loading. 
Even  if  the  personal  record  is  satis- 
factory, I  suggest  that  three  years 
addition  is  fair.  Indeed,  too,  I  see 
no  sufficient  reason  to  omit  exacting 
the  same  addition  where  a  brother 
or  sister  has  died  of  consumption. 
If  the  personal  record  is  not  flawless, 
and  the  body  weight  not  up  to  the 
normal,  the  addition  may  well  be 
made  larger.  In  this  and  the  fol- 
lowing assessments  I  refer  to  whole 
life  assurance  policies. 

Both  parents,  or  one  parent  and  a 
brother  or  sister,  dead  of  tubercu- 
losis; such  cases  merit  at  least  five 
years  addition. 

Where  the  disease  has  killed  in 
still  more  instances  in  one  family, 
e.  g.,  more  brothers  or  sisters,  or 
where  it  appears  in  the  families  of 
his  parents'  brothers  or  sisters,  five 
years  addition  is  not  sufficient  in 
cases  under  40.  Seven  or  ten  years 
is  quite  proper. 

After  40  I  am  disposed  to  take  a 
more  lenient  view — for,  although,  as 
I  have  just  said,  senile  tubercle  is 
not  very  uncommon,  I  think  compa- 
nies in  the  long  run  will  lose  little 
by  accepting  cases  after  the  age  of 
40  to  45  with  no  penalization,  if  the 
personal  examination  and  environ- 
m.ent  is  absolutely  good.  Of  course, 
there  are  some  cases  where  this  dis- 
ease has  been  a  positive  destroying 
angel  in  a  family,  and  even  if  the 
survivor  has  reached  40  undamaged, 
common  prudence  will  impel  us  to 
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make  him  pay  more  for  his  cover 
than  if  he  had  a  less  sinister  record. 
— R.  Scot  Skirving,  of  A.  M.  P.  So- 
ciety, before  Ins.

Actual  to  Expected  Deaths 

The  Spectator  prints  a  compila- 
tion of  the  percentage  of  actual  to 
expected  mortality  of  sixty  life  com- 
panies for  fifteen  years. 

There  are  great  variations.  The 
average  in  1917  was  63.35,  and  no 
influenza;  1918  it  was  95.12. 

In  1919  the  percentage  of  actual 
to  expected  deaths  was  65.21.  Influ- 
enza had  killed  oft'  many  weak  lives, 
and  in  1920  the  percentage  was  only 
r)1.30.  • 

The  older  companies,  in  a  series 
of  years,  have  the  higher  percent- 
ages because  they  have  the  higher 
proportion  of  old  lives. 

The  managers  of  some  young 
companies  seem  to  be  ignorant  of 
the  fact  that  as  a  rule  young  compa- 
nies with  a  large  proportion  of 
young  lives  have  a  very  favorable 
mortality  experience  as  compared 
with  the  Table  expected  or  average 
death  rate. 

These  managers  flatter  them- 
selves. They  presume  too  much  on 
"mortality  gains"  and  make  unwar- 
ranted expenditures  based  on  "sur- 
plus gains"  which  are  not  actual. 

Some  comparatively  young  com- 
panies, however,  have  had  high  per- 
centage of  actual  mortality.  Such 
as  Niagara  Life,  with  an  average  of 
110..S0  in  four  years. 

Of   the  sixt\'   comnanies.   twenty- 


five  had  death  losses  in  excess  of  the 
expected  or  average  in  influenza 
year  1918. 


$8,500,000  New  Life  Insurance  This  Year 

Only  15  per  cent  less  new  busi- 
ness in  1921  than  in  phenomenal 
1920.  This  is  the  conclusion  of  Mr. 
Holcombe,  as  printed  elsewhere.  But 
the  purchasing  power  is  about  the 
same.  By  the  W'ay,  if  the  purchas- 
ing power  of  money  was  only  one- 
half  in  1920  compared  with  1913,  the 
amount  in  force  in  1920  was  the 
same  as  in  1913,  though  the  number 
of  policies  had  nearly  doubled.

Make  Old  Policyholders  Prospects  Again 

Looking  up  old  policyholders  has 
always  paid,  though  few  agents  can 
be  convinced  of  this  fact.  At  the 
present  time,  especially,  every  agent 
should  go  over  his  list  of  satisfied 
policyholders  and  see  if  their  posi- 
tion in  the  world  has  not  changed 
sufficiently  to  make  them  candidates 
for  additional  policies. 

This  winter  it  should  be  easier  to 
secure  such  policies  from  former 
customers  than  from  brand  new 
prospects.  It  is  worth  considering, 
even  if  one  or  two  days  every  week 


should  be  set  aside  for  interviewing 
these  old  prospects. 

Probably  by  this  time  there  are 
some  new  features  of  life  insurance 
which  will  appeal  to  him  in  present 
day  contracts.  It  may  also  be  the 
case  that  the  form  of  policy  which 
he  originally  took  out  is  not  so  well 
adapted  to  his  needs  as  the  policy 
of  today. 


In  showing  the  policyholder  what 
he  can  do  today  to  add  to  his  life 
insurance  in  force,  the  agent  is  do- 
ing a  good  turn  for  the  business  and 
also  for  his  own  pocket.  Many  a 
man  is  a  candidate  for  e.Ktra  life  in- 
surance but  he  does  not  know  it  un- 
til the  agent  approaches  him  with  a 
proposition.  Then  he  may  not  al- 
ways be  so  easily  persuaded,  but  the 
opportunity  is  with  him  and  nine 
times  out  of  ten  he  can  be  written. — 
Manhattan  Life. 


Bigger  Ideas 

To  be  efifective  a  selling  idea  does 
not  have  to  be  new — just  unusual. 
There  isn't  much  that  is  absolutely 
new  in  life  insurance.  The  thing  is 
to  adapt  the  old  ideas  to  new  condi- 
tions. Take,  for  example,  the  tele- 
phone plan  of  a  machinery  repre- 
sentative. He  uses  the  telephone  to 
sort  out  the  live  leads.  In  this  way 
he  lines  up  new  buyers  by  talking 
with  present  customers. 

A  fertilizer  salesman  carries  a 
camera  to  photograph  the  crops  of 
those  who  use  his  product.  In  es- 
tablishing a  new  dealer  he  frequent- 
ly takes  the  dealer  out  to  call  upon 
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big  farm  owners.  Then,  talking  to 
a  farmer  about  a  certain  crop,  he 
will  whip  out  the  photograph  and 
show  his  prospect  how  the  fertilizer 
actually  increased  the  yield. 

A  stove  salesman  has  learned  to 
cook  so  he  can  demonstrate  to  the 
cooking  classes  in  his  territory  how 
his  product  should  be  used.  A  fil- 
ing cabinet  salesman  keeps  tab  on 
new  ofifice  system  ideas  and  is  con- 
stantly dropping  suggestions  to 
prospects.  Geo.  A.  Sutherland  at 
the  recent  Hundred  Club  convention 
in  Minneapolis  told  how  he  took  a 
man  along  with  him  in  his  car  to 
relieve  the  farmer  at  whatever  task 
he  had  in  hand  while  he  talked  with 
the  man  on  life  insurance.  The  plan 
succeeded.  There  may  be  others 
that  will  occur  to  you. — N.  Y.  Life 
Bulletin.

Life  assurance  requires  as  much 
study  and  experience  to  understand 
its  principles  and  workings  as  any 
business  or  profession.  This  was 
evidenced  very  strikingly  in  the 
American  insurance  invasion  of  Aus- 
tralia in  the  eighties  by  the  manner 
in  which  the  American  representa- 
tives secured  the  aid  of  many  un- 
versed in  the  business  of  life  assur- 
ance, to  assist  them  in  their  opera- 
tions. But  the  generals  and  colonels 
have  left  us,  after  much  tumult  and 
shouting,  very  quietly  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  century.  If  we 
could  have  recorded  the  terms  of 
execration   in   which   many  of  their 


assurers  indulged  who  considered 
themselves  deceived  and  called  upon 
to  ask  our  advice  during  those  com- 
panies' temporary  stay  in  Australia 
it  would  make  interesting  reading 
today.  Our  efforts  to  counteract  the 
work  of  the  invaders  was  regarded 
as  evidence  of  jealous  rivalry,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  it  was  caused  by  our 
fears  that  life  assurance  would  be 
discredited. 

The  above  is  taken  from  the  Mu- 
tual Provident  Messenger,  of  Syd- 
ney, which  also  prints  the  following 
specimen  of  the  way  new  Australia 
companies  are  promoted : 

The  proponent's  age  was  54,  the 
annual  premium  charged  by  the 
company  £53  4s.  2d.;  he  was  told 
that  he  was  an  exceptional  life  and 
he  would  be  charged  for  age  49  pre- 
mium payable  £43  5s.  Od.  less  5  per 
cent  for  being  a  total  abstainer 
£41  Is.  9d.,  which  sum  he  paid.  The 
policy,  however,  was  not  endorsed 
to  this  effect,  the  member  only  held 
a  letter  from  the  company's  local 
representative  in  his  state,  and  he 
demanded  endorsement  at  their  head 
office,  where  the  policies  of  this  com- 
pany must  be  signed.  It  took  six 
months  correspondence  to  fix  mat- 
ters up  and  then  the  company  had 
to  issue  a  new  policy  containing  the 
terms  they  had  promised  to  give. 
If  all  this  effort  had  to  be  expended 
in  order  to  get  a  correct  policy,  what 
was  the  company's  original  inten- 
tion? And  if  it  took  nine  months  to 
issue  that  policy  what  happens  un- 
der similar  cases  where  the  insurer 
knows  nothing  about  these  question- 
able acts?

Charter  of  Metropolitan  Life 
amended  to  enable  the  company  to 
write  accident  and  health  and  indem- 
nity policies. 

National  Union  Fire  wrote  Coast 
Review  a  letter  defending  its  com- 
promise settlement  of  hail  losses  in 
the  Dakotas. 

An  optional  maturity  life,  old  age 
endowment  policy  was  originated 
and  issued  by  the  Northern  Life  of 
Seattle. 

The  Lockwood  housing  commit- 
tee of  the  New  York  legislature,  in 
charge  of  Untermeyer  as  counsel, 
made  a  long  investigation  of  insur- 
ance loans  on  real  estate  in  New 
York.  Investigation  caused  a  great 
sensation.  The  stock  companies  and 
the  mutual  life  companies  were 
grilled  by  the  investigators.  Great 
injustice  was  done  to  companies, 
which  arc  not  responsible  for  the 
house  shortage. 

Heavy  storms  caused  great  floods 
in  Colorado.  All  of  Pueblo  occupy- 
ing the  bottoms  of  the  Arkansas 
river  was  submerged  to  a  depth  of 
ten  feet.     Much  damage  to  property 


and  many  lives  were  lost.  Fires 
broke  out  during  the  two  days  of 
flood  and  the  fire  department  was 
virtually  helpless. 

Mrs.  Southard,  a  young  woman 
of  28.  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of 
killing  her  husband  for  his  life  in- 
surance. At  Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  she 
was  tried  and  convicted  and  sent  to 
the  penitentiary  for  fifteen  years. 
The  modern  Borgia  had  five  hus- 
bands and  one  brother-in-law.  All 
but  one  died  suddenly  and  that  one 
was  the  only  one  uninsured.  It  is 
said  that  poison  was  taken  from  fly- 
paper. 

E.  C.  Cooper,  formerly  insurance 
commissioner,  resigned  presidency 
of  Great  Republic  Life  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  a  business  man,  A.  Otis 
Birch,  the  principal  stockholder. 

The  Pacific  States  Fire  was  ex- 
amined by  three  state  insurance  de- 
partments. The  financial  condition 
of  the  company  was  found  to  be  ex- 
cellent and  the  management  given 
due  credit  for  growth  and  fine  out- 
look. Directors  of  the  compan}' 
made  a  new  five-year  contract  with 
the  manager,  T.  H.  Williams,  the 
president. 

California  Agents  Association 
held  its  annual  meeting  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, for  first  time. 

Witnesses  at  the  Lockwood  in- 
vestigation testified  that  life  insur- 
ance companies,  trust  companies, 
savings  banks,  loan  companies,  etc., 
in  general  demand  and  receive  bon- 
uses, commissions  and  discounts  up 
to  20  per  cent  for  lending  money  at 
5  1-2  and  6  per  cent  interest.  In 
some  cases  the  discounts  were  33  1-3 


We  Serve  and  Conserve 
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per  cent  and  8  or  9  per  cent  interest. 
Borrowers  were  forced  to  take  de- 
preciated Liberty  bonds  at  par. 
Builders  in  need  of  mortgage  money 
were  forced  to  buy  old  tenements 
and  unsalable  lots.  Lenders  disposed 
of  a  lot  of  "cats  and  dogs." 

The  lending  methods  of  the  Pru- 
dential and  Mutual  Life  were  inves- 
tigated and  severely  criticized  by  the 
Lockwood  committee. 

American  Bonding  and  Casualt}" 
was  placed  in  receivership.  The 
Sioux  City,  la.,  stockholders  lost  half 
a  million  capital  paid  in. 

Standard  Accident  increased  its 
capital  to  $1,500,000. 

West  Coast  Life  paid  dividend  of 
ten  per  cent  to  stockholders. 

The  fifth  annual  convention  of  the 
West  Coast  Life's  Century  Club  was 
held  in  San  Francisco,  in  the  hand- 
some home  office  building  on  Mar- 
ket street.  The  attendance  was  the 
largest. 

Metropolitan  Life  became  the  big- 
gest insurance  company  in  the 
world. 

The  Minnesota  insurance  commis- 
sioner criticized  health  and  accident 
and  casualty  companies  for  unjust 
settlements. 

The  Lion  Bonding  Company  of 
Omaha  failed.  The  president  was 
indicted  on  six  counts. 

The  rate  of  mortality  was  slightly 
lowered,  a  continued  decline  which 
is  doubtless  due  to  the  previous  ex- 
cessi\e  mortality  of  the  influenza 
period.  The  life  companies  should 
expect  a  speedy  return  of  the  old 
average  rate  of  mortality. 


It  was  announced  that  there  are 
3,000,000  persons  in  this  country 
actually  engaged  in  selling  as  an  oc- 
cupation. 

New  insurance  commissioner  of 
Colorado  began  investigation  of  the 
Colorado  Life  Underwriters  Asso- 
ciation and  General  Agents  Club  ac- 
tivities. 

Life  insurance  written  declined. 

Marine  premiums  are  believed  to 
have  been  maintained. 

The  Coast  Review  declared  that 
the  whole  world  needs  the  gold  cure, 
and  that  there  will  be  no  financial  or 
business  health  until  gold  payment 
is  resumed  generally. 

The  number  of  registered  mail 
robberies  in  this  country  was  the 
largest  ever. 

Coast  Review  published  a  list  of 
reciprocal  failures  and  retirements. 
Altogether  about  145  reciprocals  or 
interinsurers  have  retired  in  the  past 
few  years.  Nearly  all  of  them  left 
unpaid  losses. 

Northern  Life  of  Seattle  increased 
its  capital  to  $200,000  and  entered 
Oregon  and  California. 

Fire  premiums  written  declined. 
Fire  losses  apparently  increased 
about  20  per  cent.  Fire  losses  in 
this  country  exceeded  the  grand  to- 
tal for  1906,  the  year  of  the  San 
Francisco  conflagration. 

Bobbed  hair  was  banned  by  the 
Aetna  Life  of  Hartford. 

The  Ranchers  Hail  and  Fire,  a 
Montana  mutual,  was  obliged  to 
levy  assessments  to  pay  losses. 

At  Anacortes,  Wash.,  J.  F.  Lyons 
fell  into  a  pool  of  trouble.

000  in  its  reserve.

Does  Insurance  Advertising  Pay? 

Advertising  judiciously  done  in 
the  general  press  will  pay  mer- 
chants, manufacturers,  proprietary 
medicine  men,  because  the  general 
public  buys,  and  will  ask  for  things 
advertised. 

But  nobody  goes  into  a  store  or 
office  and  asks  for  insurance.  An 
insurance  ad  in  a  daily  or  other 
"secular"  paper  has  no  value ;  no- 
body reads  it ;  if  read,  it  would  bring 
no  orders  and  would  be  forgotten 
the  next  minute. 

The  only  benefit  of  such  an  ad 
would  be  service  to  the  business  as 
a  whole  by  a  brief  and  striking  pre- 
sentation of  facts. 

The  only  benefit  derived  by  insur- 
ance advertising,  we  believe,  is  that 
in  the  insurance  press  which  gives 
service  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
business.

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POSTOFFICE  NOT  A  FINANCIAL 
SUCCESS 

We  once  heard  a  "statesman,"  de- 
feated for  the  governorship,  declaim 
on  the  success  of  the  government 
postofiRce  as  a  business  organization. 
On  the  alleged  efficient  and  eco- 
nomical management  of  the  post- 
office  department  he  built  up  an  ar- 
gument for  governmental  ownership 
and  operation  of  all  the  railroads. 
Now  the  American  people  know  that 
government  control  of  the  railroads 
of  this  vast  country  would  be  eco- 
nomically and  politically  calamitous. 

The  carrying  of  mails,  while  not 
the  province  of  government,  has 
V)een  found  expedient,  because  it  is 
the  only  practical  way  to  supply  all 
the  people  with  written  and  printed 
matter  at  uniform  rates  of  postage, 
and  with  reasonable  assurance  of 
safety  and  privacy,  at  home  and 
abroad.  Government  has  a  monop- 
oly of  letter  carriage  by  mail.  Pri- 
vate capital  could  carry  and  deliver 
letters  cheaper,  at  a  profit,  within 
limited  and  populous  districts.  Pri- 
vate capital  carries  bundles  of  papers 
and  magazines  long  distances  for 
publishers  at  a  less  cost  per  pound. 

Government  postoffices  charge  $4 
a  quarter  rent  for  boxes  with  a  key, 
which  save  carrier  expenses.  A  safe 
deposit  vault  charges  only  $4  a  year 
for  a  larger  box  in  a  steel  vault.  The 
business  management  of  the  post- 
office  is  not  good. 

Every  year  the  postofiice  depart- 
ment has  a  large  deficit.  There 
would  be  a  deficit  if  congress  voted 
a  fund  to  pay  for  the  franking  privi- 


lege of  its  members  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment use  of  the  postoffices.  The 
department  while  operated  by  gov- 
ernment can  never  be  a  business 
success.  Nobody  expects  it  to  be. 
But  publishers  would  like  to  see  a 
rjood  business  man  at  the  head  of  the 
postoffice  department. 


Sales  Resistance 

When  you  go  in  to  talk  to  a  man 
he  builds  up  his  sales  resistance  and 
prepares  to  fight  you.  If  he  gets 
you  on  the  defensive  your  name  is 
Dennis.  Know  your  prospect  so 
well  that  no  one  can  ever  put  you  on 
the  defensive.  Your  object  should 
be  to  know  your  product  and  put 
the  other  fellow  on  the  defensive. 
If  you  can  impress  your  prospect 
with  your  superior  knowledge  you 
will  have  him  at  your  mercy  every 
time.  Interest  him  in  the  thing  j^ou 
have  to  sell  so  that  he  will  forget 
for  the  moment  that  you  are  selling 
him  something.  People  are  becom- 
ing informed,  and  if  you  go  out,  not 
knowing  the  thing  you  sell,  you  will 
be  embarrassed.

Prices  have  continued  high  gen- 
erally during  the  year.  Farm  prod- 
ucts alone  have  fallen  notably  in 
price.  Organization  and  labor  costs 
have  maintained  much  of  the  artifi- 
cial costs  created  by  war  conditions. 

Publishers  have  been  sufferers, 
but  book  and  fine  paper  prices  have 
fallen  a  third,  but  like  other  publica- 
tion costs,  are  still  double  pre-war 
prices.  It  is  announced  that  some 
of  the  present  paper  costs  will  con- 
tinue all  through  1922. 

Dr.  Brumfield  of  Oregon  was 
found  guilty  of  murder  of  a  hermit. 
The  doctor  was  insured  for  $26,000. 
The  murder  was  part  of  a  plan  of 
substitution  of  the  headless  body 
found  in  the  wreck  of  the  doctor's 
burned  auto  at  the  roadside. 

The  Lockwood  committee  inves- 
tigated the  New  York  Insurance  Ex- 
change. The  result  of  this  investi- 
gation was  an  agreement  not  to  bar 
mutuals  from  membership  if  they 
agree  to  observe  rates  and  rules.  The 
Exchange  rule  prohibiting  reinsur- 
ance with  non-members  was  abro- 
gated. Brokers  now  place  business 
with  outsiders  without  penalty. 

An  attack  on  the  Mountain  States 
Life  of  Denver  by  organized  life  men 
of  Colorado  resulted  as  follows :  The 
insurance  commissioner  issued  an 
order  revoking  the  license  of  the 
company.  The  district  court  then 
set  aside  that  order,  holding  that  the 
company  was  not  insolvent  and  had 
steadily  tried  to  comply  with  the 
commissioner's   wishes.     The   com- 


missioner continued  hostile  to  the 
company.  He  was  then  removed 
from  ofiice,  with  the  approval  of  the 
civil  service  commission.  The  gov- 
ernor appointed  a  new  commissioner 
of  insurance  and  criticized  the  or- 
ganized fire  men. 

Coast  Review  announced  that 
there  are  12,000  fire  insurance  agents 
in  California  and  not  fewer  than 
400,000  agents  and  brokers  in  the 
United  States,  which  is  at  the  rate 
of  one  agent  to  275  inhabitants. 

Burning  straw  was  carried  five 
miles  by  wind  in  a  California  grain 
district. 

Fire  Underwriters  Assn.  of  Pa- 
cific held  its  forty-fifth  annual  meet- 
ing in  San  Francisco. 

Hartford  Fire  acquired  the  Twin 
City  Fire,  Minneapolis. 

The  National  Association  of  In- 
surance Agents  held  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  Los  Angeles.  First  time  on 
this  Coast. 

San  Francisco  had  a  great  strike 
of  building  workmen  who  refused  to 
accept  a  small  reduction  of  war- 
time wages,  as  made  by  an  arbitra- 
tion committee  of  prominant  citi- 
zens. All  large  building  operations 
ceased  for  about  ten  weeks.  The 
American  plan  was  then  adopted. 
This  strike  and  that  of  the  sailors 
failed.  Other  trades'  wages  still 
continue  on  war-time  basis. 

Salt  Lake. — Willard  Done  has  re- 
turned to  his  old  home,  which  now 
looks  good.  He  was  formerly  state 
insurance  commissioner  and  made 
a  good  record.  In  California  he  was 
\  ariously  engaged.

Fire  insurance  in  France  is  practi- 
cally free  from  government  control,  no 
special  system  of  accountancy  being 
imposed  and  no  statistical  returns  he 
ing  required  by  the  government.  The 
only  returns  required  are  those  needed 
for  fiscal  purposes,  namely  the  total 
premiums  written  and  capital  sums 
insured. 

Fire  insurance  in  France  therefore 
offers  an  essentially  free  field,  and  this 
fact  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  a 
large  number  of  foreign  countries,  as 
well  as  by  the  French  companies  which 
form  a  very  powerful  body. 

The  Bankers  Trust  Co.  of  New  York 
is  advised  by  its  French  Information 
Service  that  the  returns  from  the  busi- 
ness of  the  principal  French  fire  insur- 
ance companies  for  19'20  were  as  fol- 
lows: (the  figures  are  based  on  the  re- 
turns of  16  limited  liability  companies 
and  22  mutual  societies)

Without  human  lives  nothing  can 
have  a  value.  Five  hundred  years 
before  the  Christian  era  a  splendid 
city  stood  in  the  Island  of  Sicily, 
inhabited  by  some  500,000  people.

The  value  of  the  land 
was  no  doubt  comparable  with  that 
of  a  similar  city  of  modern  timesj 
Today  the  number  of  its  citir'.ens, 
gathered  in  what  was  a  small  section 
of  the  old  city,  scarcely  exceeds 
30.000.  The  land  is  still  there,  the 
neighboring  seas  and  harbors  are  un- 
changed, but  most  of  the  shops  and 
warehouses,  mansions  and  theaters, 
are  gone  or  only  remain  in  ruins. 
If  bonds  had  been  issued  for  bor- 
rowed money,  the  holders  would 
look  in  vain  for  the  payment  of  their 
oliligations,  for  no  matter  how  valu- 
able these  lands  may  have  been,  they 
have  now  no  earning  power  to  carry 
on  those  transactions  which  produce 
an  income  and  create  and  maintain 
wealth. — John  M.  Holcombe.
